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PREFATORY NOTICE. 


The substance of this Dictionary was collected by Mr. T. W. 
Beale, formerly a Clerk in tbe office of tlie Board of Eevenue, 
bT.'W’.P., at a time wben tbe Secretary was Henry Myers Elliot, 
afterwards well known as Sir H. M. Elliot, K.C.B. It is pro- 
bable that, in preparing bis extracts from tbe Mubammadan 
Histories of India, Elliot availed bimself of tbe aid of Mr. 
Beale, of whose scbolarsbip Prof. Dowson makes justly deserved 
mention in the eighth volume of his valuable edition of Elliot’s 
work.* Mr. Beale died at Agra, at a very advanced age, in tbe 
summer of 1875; having before his death expressed a wish that 
I would see his MS. through the press, and reduce the trans- 
literation into conformity with the system then recently adopted 
by the Government of India, and founded (as I need hardly 
observe) upon the system of Sir W. Jones. 

Accordingly, on the 6th October of that year I laid the MS. 
before Sir John Strachey, the then Lieut.-Governor, in a letter 
from which the following is an extract : — 

“This is no ordinary book. I have used it as a work of 
reference for years : and have lately had an opportunity of 
showing it to the eminent scholar Mr. E. B. Eastwick, C.B., 
who, I am authorised to say, concurs with me in thinking that 
the Dictionary will be of unique value to oriental students.” 

Sir J. Strachey took up the subject with that enlightened 
energy which always actuated him in dealing with the past 
history of the country~.Qyer^ whose administration he then pre- 
sided. The MS. and copp’ight were acquired at the expense

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of GoTerrniient ; and it was ultimately resolved— in view of tlie 
importance of the work and my own official occixpations — that 
the editing should he entrusted to the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

The Society confided the labour of seeing the Dictionaiy 
through the press to their Philological Secretary, Principal Bloeh- 
mann, of whose qualifications it would be presumptuous to say 
more than that they have an oecumenical reputation. That dis- 
tinguished man (of whom it has been observed by Count von 
Isloer that he united the enthusiasm of an artist to the most 
patient accuracy of research*) undertook the task with his cha- 
racteristic earnestness and ability. But unhappily for oriental 
scholarship Mr. Bloohmann’s lamented death occurred before he 
had completed the preparation of more than a few sheets ; and 
the duty ultimately reverted to the present Editor. 

The substance, as akeady stated, is almost entirely Mr. 
Beale’s ; and I cannot close this notice more fitly than by giving 
the following extract from the preface originally drafted by 
himself 

“In preparing a work of this nature, intended to be used 
as a work of reference on matters connected with Oriental His- 
tory, it is proper to state that the greatest care has been taken 
to ensure accuracy in the narrative, as also in the dates of births, 
deaths, and other events recorded. . . . Yarious MSS. have been 
collated whenever discrepancy was observed .... To remove 
all doubt, chronograms indicating the dates with a certainty not 
to be found by any other method and written when the events 
were fresh in the minds of men, have been inserted, when 
available.” 

I may, however, add that it has been judged expedient to omit 
these chronograms, for the most part, in printing the book. In 
the chapter of Mr. Dowson’s book already cited, will be found 
an account of this species of menioria teehiica. But it is ehiefl}'

■when the result has been produced is not of much more use 
than the scaffolding of a building when the building is complete. 

This notice may well terminate with a repetition of Mr. 

Beale’s guarantee of accuracy : and "with an appeal to scholars 

of larger leisure and opportunities for an indulgent treatment 
of a work originated by a man who had never been in Europe 

nor enjoyed the use of a complete Library. Mr. Beale had, 

however, dra^vn up a list of more than thirty books in various 
languages which had furnished him with materials. In addition 
I have from time to time referred to the translation of the 
Ain Akhari and its invaluable notes by the late Mr. Bloch- 
mann, of which the Eirst Volume (never, alas, continued) was 
piiblished in Calcutta some years ago ; also to the works of 
Garcin de Tassy and the Baron McG. de Slane. 

One word more as to the inexhaustible subject of trans- 
literation. The English, as is well-kno’wn, have three methods ; 
the Haphazard (which indeed is no method at all) ; the Gil- 
christian; and the popularised Jonesian introduced by the Go- 
vernment of India under the inspiration of Sir W. W. Hunter. 
Hone of these is quite satisfactory. The French adopt a system 
of their own, and so do the Germans. Mr. Beale had followed 
an orthography, compounded of the two first-named elements, 
which has been conformed to the third method in printing these 
pages. The principle is, mainly, to accentuate the long vowels 
and to express the other vowels by the English souuds in 
“lumimant” and “ob^y.” G is always to be pronounced hard, 
as in ^‘yive.” For the convenience of Continental European 
scholars the names have also been printed in the Persian 
character; and it is hoped that no practical difficulty will 
be experienced by those who may have occasion to use the 
Dictionary. 


IDYEETISEMENT TO SECOND EDITION. 


This -work has been carefully revised and mneb amplified: 
and now appears, for the first time, as an English publication. 
The fresh additions to Mr. Beale’s matter are chiefly taken from 
Ibn Khalikan and the works of Garcin de Tassy, with occasional 
references to Blochmann, von Noer, and some historical books 
by the Editor himself and other recent authors. It is still far 
from complete ; but great pains have been taken to make it a 
trustworthy and useful work of reference to students of Eastern 
history. ‘‘ The Imperial Gazetteer of India,” 2nd edition, 1886, 
has been consulted throughout. 

It must be understood that Anglo-Indian lives have been 
omitted : they will be found, in some instances from the pen 
of the present Editor, in the Dictionary of National Biography. 
to have included them here would have made the book too 
bulky. Similarly, Chinese matter is excluded ; indeed, Sinology 
forms a distinct department of research.

Aba Bakr ( b!), Mir^a or Sultan, 
the son of Sbahruldi Mirza, the son of AniTr 
Timur. He was murdered by order of his 
brother Mirza Uliidi Beff, a.d. 1448 (a.h. 
852). ^ 

Aba Qaan or Abqa Kban or Abaqa 
Kban (^\[3 [A ot U^l), a king 

of Persia, of the tribe of Miighiils or Taidars, 
and descendant of Chingiz Khan, succeeded 
his father llulak-u. Khan in February, a.d. 
1265 (Eabi‘-us-Sani, a.h. 663), and was 
crowned on Friday the 19th June followdng 
(;3rd Eamazan). He was a prince who added 
to the qualifications of courage and wisdom 
those of moderation, cleraenc}% and justice. 
His ambassadors were introduced in 1274 
to the ecclesiastical Synod at Lyons. He 
proved a somewdiat formidable neighbour to 
the Christians who settled at Jerusalem. The 
intrigues of his court embittered the latter 
years of his ixdgii ; and his days -were believed 
by many to have been shortened by poison 
given to him by his minister Hiwaja Shams- 
nddm Muhammad, which occasioned his death 
on Wednesday the 1st April, a.h. 1282 (20th 
Zil-hijja, a.h. 680), after a reign of 17 years 
and some months. He had married the 
daughter of Michael Palinologus, emperor of 
Constantinople, who had been betrothed to 
liis father, hut arrived at Maragha in Tabriz, 
the seat of^ his government, after the death 
of that prince. Aha I^aii was succeeded 
by his brother, Hekodur JHian (^.4?.), who 
embraced Muhammadanism, and took the title 
of Ahmad. 

‘Abbas the son of ^Abd-iil- 

Mnttulih, and uncle of the prophet Muham- 
mad. He at first opposed the ambitious 
views of his nephc’^r, but when defeated in 
the battle of Baclr, he was reconciled to him, 
warmly embraced his religion, and thanked 
luiaven for the prospcnity and tlie grace which 
ho enjoy(‘d as a Musalman. He served the 
cause of Muhammad at the battle of tiunain 
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by recalling his dismayed troops to the chaige, 
and inciting them boldly to rally round their 
prophet, wdio was near expiring under the 
scimitars of the Sakafites. He died on the 
21st of Febmary, a.h. 653 (17th Eajah, a.h. 
32) ; and 100 lunar years after Abiil- ‘Abbas, 
surnamed As Saif ah, one of bis descendants, 
laid the foundation of the ‘Abbasi or Abhaside 
family of the Caliphs in Baghdad, Avliich con- 
tinued for 524 lunar years. The tomb of 
Abbas is in Madina. 

‘Abbasa a sister of Harun-iir- 

Easliid, the Khalifa of Baghdad, avIio bestow-ed 
her hand on Ja‘far Bannald, his minister, on 
condition that she abstained from the marriage 
rights. The promise was forgotten, and the 
husband’s life was sacrificed by the tyrant, 
and ‘Ahhasa Avas reduced to poverty. This 
circumstance took place in a.h. 803 (a.h. 
187). There are still extant some Arabic 
verses AA'hich beantifully celebrate her love 
and her misfortunes, [87^? Ja‘far ul-Barmaki.]

and one of the Persian magi, Avlio followed 
the doctrines of Zoroaster.

He was proclaimed king of Persia, 
in his sixteenth year, by the chiefs of Khura- 
san, and took possession of the throne during 
the lifetime of his father, Sultan Slkandar 
Shah, snrnamed Muhammad ^mdahanda, 
A.D. 1588, (a.

^vms brave and active, and enlarged the bound- 
aries of his doininioiis. He took, conjointly 
with the English forces, in a.d. 1622, the 
island of Ormuz, which had been in the 
possession of the Portuguese for 122 years, 
lie reigned 44 lunar years, was contemporary 
with Akhar and JaliaiigTr, and died on 
Thursday the 8th of January, a.d. 1629

1078, A.H. 471, and was greatly revered for 
his learning, his piety, and the sanctity of his 
manners. He died on the 22nd February, 
A.D. 1166, 17th E,abi‘ II. 561, aged 91 lunar 
years, and is buried at Bagljdacl, where he 
held the place of guardian of Abu-Hanifa‘s 
tomb.

He was remarkable for his beauty, 
and though a driver of eaniels, he is said to 
have possessed such merits, that liis baud ivas 
solicited in marriage by the fairest and the 
most virtuous of tlie women of his tribe. He 
was so iiiiiversally admired, that ou the night 
of bis nuptials one hnndred wiung females 
expired in despair. His wife Amina, though 
long barren, at last became the mother of 
Muhammad. ‘Abdullah died during the life- 
time of his father, eigdit days (some say eight 
years) after the hirtli of his son, and left his 
widow and infant son in very mean circum- 
stances, his whole substance consisting of 
only live camels and one female Ethiopian 
sbive. ‘Ahdul-lHuttalib, his father was there- 
fore obliged to take care of his grandson 
Muhammad, which he did and at his death 
enjoined his oldest son A])u-Trilih to provide 
for him for the future. ‘Abdullah died about 
the year A.i). 571. 

‘Abdullah bi3i-‘Ali al-Halabi was one 
of the hrst writers on Shifa jurisprudence, 
as he was amongst the earliest compilers 
to the traditions of that sect.

The 
emperor had commanded him to permit liis 
prime minister, iMir Muliauimad ISa‘id, and 
ids sou Muhammad Amin, to repair with their 
effects to coiii't. Qutb-Shah disobeyed the 
mandate, and confining MuhamimKr Amin, 
then at Haidarabad, seized })art of his wealth. 
The prince Aurangzih, tlien governor of the 
imperial territories in the Deccan, enraged at 
this conduct, marched to Haidarabad, which 
he took and plundered. ‘Abdullah was 
obliged to purchase pardon by a coiitrihiitiou 
of a crore of Rupees, and the gift of his 
daughter in marriage to the son of his enemy, 
the prince Sultan Muhammad. From this 
time ‘Abdullah, during the remainder of his 
life, was, in fact, a vassal of the empire. 
‘Abdullah Quth-Shah died in June, a.d. 
16^Rahi I., a.h. 1085, and was succeeded 
by fiis son-in-law, Abul-Hasaii.

Kadir’s Urdu version of the Koran, mth 
commentary, 1822. 

‘ABdnllali Sliattari (SBaikli) 

a descendant of Shaikh 

Shihab-uddin Suhrawardi. He came from 
Persia to India, and died in Malwa, a.d. 
1406, A.H. 809, and is buried there.

‘Abdullah Tamimi 

author of the Arabic wank called BauzaU 
uUAhrur^ which contains the history of 
Muhammad, and Memoirs of many of his 
companions.

WTote an excellent Kastadiq hand, for wdiich 
he received from the em])eror Jahaiig-Ir the 
poetical name of Wasfi, or praisew'orthy, and 
the title of IMiishkm-Qalam, that As to 
say, out of wdiose pen flowed musk. He is 
the author of several poems. Ilis death 
happened in the year a.d. 1 626, a.h. 1035. 
His tomb stands at a place in Agra, called 
Nagla JawaMr.

To the accpiirement of 
medical knowdedge, he applied himself Avith 
diligence ; and it Avas chiefly Avith this AueAV 
that, in his 28th year, he left Baghdad in 
order to visit other I'oimtries. IlaAuug spent 
a year in Muusil, be remoA'cd to Pamascus in 
Syria and tlhaice to Egypt, AAdiere the people 
of the higlu^st rank contiimed to vie Avith each 
other in cultivating his friendship. He after- 
Avards travelled to Aleppo, and resided several 


years in Greece. Of 150 treati-es Avliich he 
composed on various subjects, only one, 
entitled Mistorm Aigifpil Couipi-iHUnh}. has 
snrviA^ed the ravages of time. lie died 
suddenly at Baghdad in ills 65ih year. 

‘Abdul-Latif a great- 

grandson of Amir Timur, In October ad. 
1449, he defeated his fath<?r ]\[irzu Ulugh 
Beg in an action near Samarqan<l, took him 
prisoner and put liim to death, lie diil not 
long enjoy his success, for he had scarcely 
reigned six months, Avheii he Avas murdered 
by his OAvn soldiers on the 9th iMay, 1450, 
26th Eabi I. a.h. 854. His lukd Avas 
separated from his body and sent to Hi rat, 
Avhere it Avas placed on the gate of the college 
built by his father. 

‘Abdul-Latif A^), a native 

of Qazw'in, and author of tlie Avork entitled 
Zi{J)b-ut~Taivar lc]i, a history of Persia, 
Avritten in the middle of the 16th century. 

‘Abdul-Latif (Mulla) cJAUl 

of Sultanpur, Avas the tutor of the prince 
Auranzib. In the last years of his life lie 
became blind, received from the emperor 
Shull Jahun a foAv villages free of rent for his 
support, and died in the year a.d. 1632, 
A.H. 1042. 

‘Abdul-Latif, author of a collection of 
Letters called InshU-i-^Ahdiil-LatJf. 

‘Abdul-Latif ((_i^UJl author of 

the Avork called Zniaif-i-Mcdnaud^ a com- 
mentary on the diilicult passages of the 
M»asnaAAU or Maulnna Bum, Avritten in a.d.

‘ATbdul-Majid (Sliaikli) 

a learned man who flourislied 

ia the tiaie of Sliali Jaliaii, and wrote^ a 
history of that emperor entitled Shah Jahan- 
mma.

‘AMul-Malik -w), 

the son of Marwan I. and the otli Khalifa of 
the house of Umayya (Ommaides). He 
sncceeded his father at Damascus, on the 
13tlx April, A.D. 685, 3rd Rarnazan, a.h. 65, 
surpassed his predecessors in military exploits, 
and extended his power as far as Spain in the 
west, and India in the east. He was so 
generous as not to take a church from the 
Christians, which they had refused to gTant 
him Avlien he requested it. He was called 
Abul-Zubab or “father of flies,” because 
his breath was so offeiisiTe, that it killed the 
very flies that settled on his lips. He reigned 
upwards of 21 lunar years iind died in October, 
A.i). 705, Shawwsil, a.h. 86. He was suc- 
ceeded by WaM 1. the eldest of his sixteen 
sons, who greatly extended the Moslem 
dominions. 

‘AT)dul-Malik (^l 

the son of Salih, the son of ‘Abdullah, the 
son of ‘Ahhas, w’as related in blood to the 
prophet Miiliaminad ; was invested by Harun- 
iir-Easlud, the Khalifa of Baghdad, with 
the government of Egypt, in which he 
continued till about the year a.d. 794, a.h. 
178, when Harun, suspecting that he Avas 
engaged in some cabals, in order to obtain 
the empire, thrcAV him into prison, where he 
remained till Harun’ s death. His son re- 
leased him, and invested him Avith the goA^ern- 
of Syria, a.i>. 809, a.h. 193. 

‘ABdul-Malik 

tlie son of Zuhr, an eminent Arabian 
physician, commonly called by Europeans 
AA'enzur, a corruption of Ihn-Zuhr. His 
full name is Ahu -Marwan ‘Ahdul-Malik ihii- 
Zuhr. He liourished about the end of the 
ilth or the beginning of the 12th century. 
He Avas of noble descent, and born at SoAilla, 
the capital of Andalusia, Avhere he exercised 
his profession Avith great reputation. His 
grandfather and father Avere both physicians. 
It is said that he lAed to the age of 135; 
that he began to pinctice at 40 or, as others 
say, at 20 ; and had the advantage of a longer 
experience than almost any one ever had, for 
he enjoyed perfect health to his last hour. 
He left a son, also knoAvn by the name of 
Ibn-Zuhr, Avho followed his father’s pro- 
fession, Avus in groat favour Avitli A1 -Mansur, 
emperor of Morocco, and wrote several 
treatises on physic. Avenznr w^rote a book, 
entitled Tayi\W(r Ji^-^l-mndawat wat-iadbh', 
Avhich is much esteemed. This work Avas 


translated into HehroAv in a.h. TlSfq niid 
thence intoXatin byParavit'iiis, Avho.se ver.sicai 
has had seAmral edhioiis. The author adiled 
a supplenieut to it, under t]it‘ title of 
or Collection. He also Avrute a trt*atiso 
Fil-adwUjat %L'aI-mih 2 <yv(, i.e., oi iiiodioines 
and food, AAiierein he treats of tlioir qii-ililies. 
Ibn-Ziihr aauis conte?npf ■ray Avltb Ilra-lho.lJ?I 
(Averroes), aaTo more tbmi, om-e gives him a 
very high and deserved enenmiuHi, i'aHing lam 
admirable, glorious, the treasure of all kn-^Av- 
ledge, and the most supreme in medicine irom 
the time of Galen to his oavh. 

‘Akdxil-Malik king of 

Fez and M(jroec(>, Avas dtil; rolled liy liis 
nephew Mulmninmd, hut he u-terv^’.ii'ds de- 
feated Sebastian, king of I'ortugril, Avlm imd 
landed in Africa to support the usiirra-r. The 
turn African monarehs ami Selm-tian iVll on 
the field, a.d. 157 vS (a.h. OSo;. 

^Abdul-Malik (KliAA^aja), a iiatiA'e of 
Samarqand aa’Iio held the otiiee of Siiaildi-ul- 
Isliim in that city in the reigu of Amir 
Timur. 

‘Abdul-Malik Samaiii I. 

^JLki«L,wc), a king of tlie liouse of 

Suraan, and son of Amir Xidi L, Avlnun ]je 
succeeded in a.d. 05 !: 'a,h. 343), He rt-in'iied 
in Kiurasuu and IMawrirrui-uahr ^even and a 
half years, and Avas killed ]>y a fall from his 
house Avhile playing at hall in a.d. 061 (a.h 
350). He Ava.s sncceeded hy liis brother Amir 
Mansur I. 

‘Alodiil-Malik Samani II. (c * 

an Amir of the koiise of 

Suniaii, AAms elevated to the throne of 
IGmrasan, after his brother Amir IMausur 11. 
in A.D. 99S (a.h. 388). He Avas the la.st 
Amir, or king, of the race of the Samauides. 
He reigned only a leAv months, and Ava.s 
defeated in battle against 8ult.au Mahmud of 
Gliazni in a.d. 999, aa'Iio took pos.-^ession of 
his country. ‘Ahdul-Malik Ava.s shortly after 
mm’dered. 

‘Abdul-Manaf or ‘Akd- 

Manaf, {i.c. shiA'e of the idol IMamlf) iho 
gToat-great-granclfather of ^[uhammad, Avas 
the son of Qusayy, Avho aggrandised the tribe 
of the Quraisli hy ])nrehasmg the keys of the 
KaXa from Abu-Gliussau, Aveakhmd silly 
man, for a bottle of Avinc. Qiisavv Avak 
succeeded by hi.s second son ‘Al)(liii-‘Manaf, 
to Avhom the ])rophetic light, which is said to 
have manifc.sted itself iii his face, gave the 
right of primogeniture. After his doath his 
son Hasliim, the father of ‘ Abdul- 
succeeded. 

[‘Abd-Manaf is also tlio name of a son of 
the Prophet, Avho died in infancy.] 
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‘Abdul-Mannan (Mir) 

son of Mir Nii^man Elian, son of Khwaja 
‘Abclui’-EaliTm Kiian of Andijan. He served 
under the celebrated Nizam-nl-Mnlk Asaf-Jah 
in the Deccan for several years, was an 
excellent poet, and is knoAvn under the poetical 
name of ‘Ibrat. 

'Abdnl-MTimin a man of 

obscure origin and son of a potter, who seized 
the croAvn of Morocco, after destroying the 
royal family. He extended his dominions by 
the conquest of Tunis, Fez, and Tremezen. 
He meditated the invasion of Spain, when 
death stopped his career in A.n. 1156. His 
son Yusuf who succeeded him, carried his 
ambitions into effect. 

^Al^dul-Mnmin Khan 

the son of ^ibdnllah Khan, 

chief of the IJzbaks, Avas raised to the throne 
after the death of his father at Samarqand in 
the year a.d, 1597, a. h, 1005. He took 
Masliad and put the inliabitants to the sword. 
He Avas soon after assassinated by his oAvn 
officers in a.d. 1598, a, h. 1006; the chrono- 
gram of his death being contained in the 
words Baclbalcht-i-sar-buricla.” After his 
death, Dm Muhammad IHian, the son of 
‘Abdullah Khan’s sister, Avas placed on the 
throne ; but he fell shortly after, in a battle 
fought at Hirat, against Shah ‘Abbas, king 
of Persia. 

‘Abdul-Muttalib (w_^LkJl A-r), the 

grandfather of Muhammad, the son of 
Hashim of the tribe of Quraish. He is said 
to have been extremely aifable and easy of 
access, as AA^ell as just and generous. The 
well Avhicli God shewed Hagar the mother of 
Ishmael, in the Avilderness, is said to have 
been miraculously discoA^ered to ‘ Abdul- Mnt- 
talih, about five hundred yeai’s after it had 
been filled up by ‘Amr, prince of the 
Jorhomites. The Avell is called Zamzani by 
the Arabs and is on the east side of the Ka‘ha*, 
covered with a small building and cupola. 
Its Avater is highly reverenced, being not only 
received AA'ith ])artieular devotion by the 
pilgrims, hut also sent in bottles as a* great 
rarity to most parts of the hliihammadan 
dominions. ‘Abdul -Mutfalib had ten sons 
Avhose names are as folloAvs : Abii-Tfdib, the 
father of ‘AlT ; ‘Abbas, the ancestor of the 
Ah1)asides AAdio reigned at Baghdad ; Hamza ; 
Hfiris ; Ahu-Lahab; Abdullah, tlie father 
of Muiiammad ; Al-hlaqaAVAvam ; Zuhair ; 
Zirar ; Qusam. His youuger son ‘Abdullah, 
the father of Mnlianimad, dring eight days 
after tlie birth of his son, ‘Abdul- Muttalib 
Avas obliged to take care of his grandson 
Muhammad, Avhich he not only did during 
Ins life, hut at his death enjoined his eldest 
son Ahii-Talih to proAude for him for the 
future. ‘Abdul -Miittalih died about the year 
a.d. 579, at which time Muhammad was 
about eight years old. 


‘Abdul-Nabi (Sliaikli) 


son of Shaikli Ahmad, and 


grandson of Shaikh ‘Ahdul-Qiiddus of Gan- 
goh. He Avas the tutor of the Emperor 
Akhar, and was honoured Avith the post of 
Sadr-ns- Sadur (Chief Justice). Ho Sadr 
during any former reign had so much favour. 
The Emperor Avas for some time so intimate and 
imceremonious with him that he Avould rise to 
adjust the Shaikh’s slippers Avhen he took his 
leaA;-e. At last, through the enmity of 
Maulana ‘Abdullah Makhdum-ui-Miilk 
p. 6) and others, he fell in Akbar’s estima- 
tion, and began to be treated A^ery differently. 
He was banished to Mecca, and after his 
retmm was murdered in the year a.d. 1583 
(A.H. 991).

emperor Akhar. He Avas horn on the 17th 
December, a.d. 1556 (14th Safar a.h. 964) 
and Avas only four years old Avhen his father 
was assassinated. ’\Yhen of age, he received 
a command in the force attached to tho 
emperor’s person. In 1584 he Avas one of 
the commanders of the army sent to Gujarat, 
and on the conclusion of the campaign, Avas 
made head of the army. On Todar Mai’s 
death (1589) he Avas made prime-minister. 
His daughter Jani Begain Avas married to 
prince Danyal iu the year a.d. 1599 {a h. 
1007). He translated the TVaqi^atA-Buharl 
(Memoirs of the emperor Bahar) from Turk! 
into Persian. After Akhar’s death he served 
under Jahangir for 21 years, and died a fcAv 
months before tliat emperor, shortly after the 
suppression of Mahahat Khan’s rehcdliou, in 
the year a d. 1627 (a.h. 1036), aged 72 lunar 
years, and lies buried at Delili near the Dargiih 
of Shaikh Nizam-uddiii Auliya, Avhere his tomb 
is to be seen to this day. His poetical name 
was Ealnm.

He died in the same year that his sister died, 
i.e., in a.d. 678, a.h. 58. 

‘AMul-Rahman 

the son of Aliihammad 

Hanif son of ‘All. He raised a formidable 
power against Hajjaj, the governor of Arabia, 
defeated him in several battles, and at last 
rather than fall into his hands, threw himself 
from a house and died, a.d. 701, a.h. 82. 


Ahdtil " Rahman, a popular Afghan 

poet of Peslulwmr. His verses are written 
with fiery energy, which has made them 
popular amongst a martial people, and yet 
with natural simplicity wliicli is charming* to 
the lover of poetry. Hot far from the city is 
liis^ grave, situated on the road to Hazar- 
khana, the poet’s native village. 

‘Abdul-Raliman 

a Saracen general of flie Kiinlifa Hisham 
(called by some of our authors Ahderames) 
who penetrated into Arpiitaiii and Poitou and 
was at last defeated and slain by Charles 
Martel near Poiters, in a.d. 732, a.h. 114 


‘ Abdul-Rahman Mustafa ( , . ,4,3.. J 1 

who in Watldn’s Biographi- 
cal Dictionary is called P>abaeausehi, w^as 
mufti of the ‘’city of Caffa, in Taiuis. He 
wrote a book called The Fnend of Frinns, 
He died in A.D. 1381, a.h. 783. 

‘Abdiil-Rahman also 

called by old writers AlKlerames, a d(.!S(*endant 
of the ^halifas of the house of rniayya. Ho 
W'as invited to come to Spain, in a.*d. 756, 
a.h. 139, by the Saracens who had revolted; 
and after he had concpiored the whole king- 
dom, he assumed the title of king of tdordova. 
He W'as the founder of the Onmiaides <»f 
Spain, who reigned above twm liiindriAl and 
fifty years from the Atlantic to the I'yreneos. 
He died in A.D. 790^ a.h. 174, after roia'iiing 
32 years. 

‘AMul-Rahman Iclii Jt a..^ 

or Ijl, the father of 'Qazi 

Azd-iiddin of Shiraz, a learned man and 
native of Ich, a tow’U situated 40 farsakhs 
from Shiraz. 

‘Abdnl-Rahman A^r), called 

by us Abderanns, a petty ])rince in tln^ king- 
dom of Morocco, wlio murdered ‘Iniad-iiddiii, 
his predecessor and iK'plu'W, and wms liimself 
alter a long leign a!sf-C'‘5m‘itcd by a ehieftam 
whose death he meditated, a.d.‘ 1505, a.h. 
911 . 

‘Abdul-Rahman, the Sultan of Fez: 

and Morocco, horn 1778, wats rightful heir 
to the throne wdien his father died ; but w'as 
supplanted by his uncle, after whose death he 
ascended the throne in 1823. His eldest son 
Sidi Muhammad (born 1 803) is heir to the 
throne. 

Ab4nl“Ralimaii Khnn ! A^i: 

Hawab of Jhajjar, who on 
account uf his rohellion during the mutiny of 
the native troops in a.d. 1857, a.h. 1274, 
was found guilty and executed at Dehli before 
the Kotwali on the 23rd Decemhoi* of the 
same year.

He is the author of the Persian Dictionary 
called Farhang-i-liasMdi, also of the Mun- 
takhah-‘Ul-’ Liu/hat, a very useful Arabic 
Dictionary, wfitli Persian explanations, dedi- 
cated to the enijieror Shah Jahan. Another 
w-'ork of his is called Mlsala-i- M idarrahat. 

The Farhauy-UllashuU, which -was written 
in 10G4 (a.d. 1653), is the first critical 
dictionary of the Persian language, and has 
been printed by the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal.

Mas‘ud 
reigned seven years, and was deposed by his 
brother Shams-ndchn, wdio after a reign of 
four years and nine months was slain at 
Sabzwm' by Haidar Qassab. After him Amir 
Yahya Qirati made himself master of 
Khurasan, and gave the command of his 
troops to Haidar Qassab. In the month 
of December a.d. 1353, a.h. 754, Yahya 
slew Tiighan Timur, a descendant of tlie 
Miighiil kings, in battle, and was liimself 
slain by his nobles, after lie had reigned foiu: 
years and eight months. After him they 
raised Kliwaja Lutf-ullah, the son of IDiwaja 
MasTid to the masnad. He was slain after a 
short time by Hasan Damghaiii, who reigned 
foiu* years and four months, when Kiwaja 
‘All liiuayyad slew him, and reigned eighteen 
years in Kmrasan, after wliich lie made over 
his country to Amir Timm*, who passed 
lOiurasan in a.d. 1380, a.h. 782. ‘Ali 
Muayyad was killed in a battle in the year 
1386, A.H. 788, and with him terminated 
the power of the Sarbadals.

He died at Baghdad on Friday 31st 
July, A.D. 946, 27tli ^il-hijja a.h. 334, aged 
87 years. 

Abu-Bakr Siddiq (jjjw. Jj ^\), the 

father of Ayisha, the wife of Muhammad the 
prophet, by whom he was so much respected 
that he received from him the surname of 


Siddiq, which signifies in Arabic great 
speaker of tmth,'’ and at the Prophet’s death, 
in June, a.d. 632, lie was elected Hialif 
in opposition to ‘All, the son-in-law of the 
prophet. He supported with energy the new 
faith, and reduced several of the Arabian 
tribes who unshed to abandon the new 
doctrines and return to the religion of their 
fathers. Afterwards he turned Ids arms 
against foreign nations, and by the valcuir of 
his active general IP i a lid, he defeated an army 
of 200,000 men, whom tlje Greek emperor 
Heraclins had sent to ravage Syria. He did 
not long enjoy Ills victories : a. slow fever 
wasted his vigour, and he died the very day 
that Damascus wa.s taken ; but before lie died 
be appointed for Ids successor ‘Umar (Omar) 
the son of Ivlinttab. He reigned two lunar 
years three mouths and nine days, and expired 
in his 63rcl year on Friday tlie 23rd August, 
A.D. 634, 22nd Jumada ll. a.h. 13. He 
was hnried close to the tomb of Muhammad 
in Madina. 

Abu-Bakr TugMuq. ^\), the 

son of prince Zafar lUian, and grandson of 
Firuz Shah Tiighlnq, was raised to the throne 
of Dehli after the assassination of his cousin 
Ghiyas-iiddin Tnghliiq, in February, a.d. 
1389, Safar, a.h. 791. He reigned one year 
and six months, .after which his uiiule Prince 
Muhammad Tughliiq, tlie .son of Firuz Sliah, 
who was at Nagarkot (Ivaiigra), proclaimed 
himself king, and proceeded with an army 
towards Dehli. After some repulses he was 
victorious, entered Dehli, and ascended the 
throne in the month of August, a.d. 1390, 
Ramazan, a.h. 792. Abu-Bakr who had lied 
towari Mewat, was taken pri.soner on the 
29th November of the same year, 20tli 
Zil-hijja, and sent to the fort of Mirath 
(Meerut), where he died some years after.

He was born at Aniiii in 
Taharistan in a.d. 838, a.h. 221, and died 
at Baghdad in a.d. 922, a.h. 310. IIo was 
also the author of a commentary to the 
Quran. His son, Muhammad Tabari, was 
also an author, and died about twenty years 
later. 

Abu-Ja‘far Muliammad bin-^Ali biu- 
. BabwaiM al-Kumi ^'1 

^ surnamed 

As-SadCiq, one of the earliest of the many 
writers on the Quran among the Shi ‘as. He 
Hved in the fourth century of the Hijra, 
and was a contemporary of Biikn-ud-djmla 
Dailami. He was one of the greatest of the 
collectors of Shi‘a traditions, and the 
most celebrated of all the Imamiya lawyers 
of Q,um in Persia. This writer composed 
a large and a small TafsTr. There is 
considerable uncertainty as to the exact 
time when he lived. Shaikh Tusi says in the 
Fihrist that Abu-Ja‘far tUed at Hal in a.h. 
331, A.D. 942, blit this appears to he 
erroneous. Shaildi Kajiishi, who died in 
A.D. 1014, states that' Alm-Ja‘far visited 
Baghdad whilst yet in the prime of life, in 
A.H. 355, A.D. 965, which niiglit well have 
been the^ case, since Abul -Hasan ‘Ali bin- 
BabwaiM, the father of Abu Ja‘far, did not 
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die until a.h. 329, a.d. 940, In addition to 
this, Niir-ullah relates, on the authority of 
the Shaikh ad-Durysati (Diiryast, a village 
near Rai, which is now called Biirasht), that 
Ahii-Ja‘far lived in the time of Riikn-ud-dauln 
Bailami, and had repeated interviews with 
that prince, who, as is well-known, reigned 
from A.H. 338 to a.h. 336, a.d. 949 — 976. 
He is also the author of the Man la yahznrlm 
aUFaqlh, which is the fourth of the four 
authentic hooks on Shi ‘a tradition, called 
“ Kutah Arha.” He is said to have written 
in all 172 works, and to have been specially 
skilled in Ijtihad (jurisprudence, q.v,). 

Albu-Ja^far Mnliaminad Mn- Hasan 

al-Tusi Sliaikh, who was one of the 

chief Mujtahids of the Imamiya or Shi‘a 
sect, is the author of the work entitled 
Mhristii-Ktitub-ish-ShJ^a wa Asma-il-Mimn- 
nifm. It is a bibliographical dictionary of 
Shi ‘a works, together with the names of the 
authors. The greater part of this author’s 
works were publicly burnt in Baghdad in the 
tumult that arose between the Sunnis and 
Shi‘as in a.d. 1056, a.h. 448 — 460, Abu- 
J‘afar died in a.d. 1067. He is also the 
author of a very extensive commentary on the 
Quran, in twenty volumes, which is generally 
called the Tafslr-ut-Tusl, though it wms 
entitled by its author the Majma^ ^ul- Bayan 
U-Hdum-il- Quran. Among the Four Books 
on Shi'a Hadis, called Kuiah Arha^, the twm 
first in order were composed by him entitled 
Tahz%b~uU Ahlmm, and Istihmr. His chief 
works are the Mahsut and Khildf, which are 
held in great estimation, as are also the 
Nihaya and the Muhrt by the same author. 
The Jlisalu-i^Jayariya is likewise a legal 
treatise by at-Tusi, which is frequently 
quoted. 

Ahu-Jalil the uncle of 

‘Umar ibii-ul-IOiat.tab (“Father of ignor- 
ance.” Jahl means theological ignorance, or 
unbelief). He was one of the most inveterate 
enemies of Muhammad and his religion. 
Though his son ‘Ikrima became a convert to 
the tenets of Muhammad, yet the father was 
for ever shut out from paradise; and so 
violent is the resentment of the Musalmans 
against this (irst enemy of their prophet, that 
they call the colocyntli, in contempt, the 
melon of Abu- Jahl.* Abu- Jahl was slain in 
the battle of Badr, which he fought against 
Mubaininad, together with Al-As, his brother, 
in the 70th year of his age, in the month of 
March, a.d. 624, Ramazan a.h. 2. 

Abu-LahaU ^A), the uncle of 

Muhammad, also called ‘Abdul- ‘Uzza, was 
tlie son of ‘Abdul- Mutt alib and one of the 
bitterest enemies of Muhammad and his 
doctrines. He died of grief w'ithin a week 
after the defeat of Abu-Sufyan in the battle 
of Badr, which took place about the begin- 
ning of the year a.d. 624, a.h. 2. He was 


a man of wealth, of proud spirit, and irritable 
temper. His son ‘Utba was engaged, or 
according to some, married to, Muhammad’s 
third daughter Ruqayya, but when Muham- 
mad appeared as a prophet, the contract was 
dissolved, and Ruqayya married her lover 
‘Usman. Abu-Lahab was also allied to 
the rival line of Quraish, having married 
Umm- Jamil, sister of Abu-Sufyan. 

Abu-Lais Nasir Samarkandi, author 
of the work on jm-isprudence in Arabic called 
Mqh Aki-Zais, and the (xhunyaUul-FIuhtaM.

Abul-‘Abbas Ahmad bin-Muhammadj 
commonly called Ibn-‘Uqda, was one of the 
greatest masters of the science of traditions, 
and was renowned for his diligencedn collect- 
ing them, and the long and frequent journeys 
which he imdertook for the pmrpose of obtain- 
ing information on the subject. Al-Darqutni, 
the Sunni traditionist, is reported to have 
said that Ibn-‘Uqda knew 300,000 traditions 
of the Ahl-i-Bait and the Banu-Hashim, He 
died in a.d.

When Musa, 
son of the khalifa ‘Abdul Malik, put to death 
one of Abul- ‘Ainu’s friends, and afterwards 
spread a report that he had escaped, Ahnl- 
‘Aina said in the words of the Lawgiver of 
the Hebrews, “Moses smote him and he 
died.” The sentence was reported to the 
prince, and Abul- ‘Aina was summoned to 
appear. Instead of di'eading the threats of 
the tyrant, he boldly replied in the words of 
the following verse in E-xodus, “Mbit thoii 
kill me to-day as thou killedst the other man 
yesterday ? ” The ingenuity of the expression 
disarmed the anger of Musa, who loaded him 
■ttdth pi'esents. 

Abul-‘Ala entitled Malik- 

usb - Shii‘ara, or royal poet, of Ganja, 
flourished in the time of Maiiuchihr, ruler 
of Shirwan, The poets Falaki and Kliaqani 
were his pupils, and to the latter he gave his 
daughter in marriage. 

Abul-‘Ala Ahmad bin-* Abdullah al- 
^Ma‘am 

a celebrated Arabian philo- 

sopher, free - thinker and poet, born at 
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Ma^arra in Syria on Friday tlie 26th 
December, a.d. 973, 1st Eabi‘ I. a.h. 
363, Though he lost his sight in the third 
year of his age by the small-pox, his poetry 
is animated and his descriptions are beaxitiml 
and striking. He died on Friday the 9th of 
May, A.D. 1057, 1st EabiV I. a.h. 449. He 
was the panegyrist of Al-qilyiin Billah, the 
khalifa of Baghdad, and has left a Diwan in 
Arabic.

1651, 9th Safar, a.h. 1061, aged 7i lunar 
years, and lies buried at Agra, at a place 
near the karbala, wliere every year on the 
anniversary of his death, a great number of 
people assemble together and worship his 
tomb.

He is the author 
of a famous work called KiMb-til-Aghdm, or 
Book of Songs, an important biograpliical 
dictionary, notwithstaudiDg its title, treating 
of grammar, history, and science, as well as 
of poetry. The basis is a collection of one 
hundred Arabian songs, which he presented 
to Saif-iid-daiila, prince of the race of Ham- 
dan, wdio ordered him a thousand dinars. 
The minister of that prince, thinking this 
Slim too small for the merit of the work, on 
which the author had laboured fifty years, 
doubled it. The author of tins celebrated 
work died in a.d. 967, a.h. 356, having lost 
his reason previous to his death.

colu't of the Sultan Saif-ud-daula of the 
house of Hamdan, who was a protector of 
men of letters, on whom he bestowed large 
pensions.

the most learned man, the ablest traditionist, 
and the first preacher of his time. He com- 
piled works on a variety of subjects, and was 
the tutor of the celebrated ShailA Sa‘di of 
Shiraz. He died on the 16th June, a.d. 
1201, 12th Bamazan, a.h. 597, and is buried 
at Baghdad. His father’s name was k‘\.]i, 
and that of his grandfather Jauzi. One of liis 
works is called Talhxs Ihlls, The Temptation 
of 8atan.

He is the 
author of a Diwan, and was the panegyrist 
of Sultan Ibrahim (the grandson of Sultan 
Mahmud of Ghazni) who reigned from a.d.

author of the Arabic work called Fit~jh til-

sects, was translated into Latin and published 
by Dr. Haarbriicker, in a.d. 1850, and into 
English by the Eev. Dr. Gureton. Shuh- 
ristanidiedin a.d.

Abul-Fath Nasir bin-ATbtil-Makarim 
Mutarrizi 

author of the Arabic 

Dictionary called Miighrih. He died in a.d. 
1213, A.H. 610 in IQiwarazm. He was a 
Muffazilite and invited people to that faith. 
He is also the author of the Shark Magdmot 
Hariri, and of another work called Kitdb 
Azharl. The inhabitants of lOiwarazm used 
to call him the master of Zamaqhshari, and 
on his death the poets wrote more than seven 
hundred elegies in his praise. 


Abul-Fath Bilgrami Qazi 

commonly called Shaikh Kamal. It is men- 
tioned in' the work called SharaifA-^Umndm, 
that he was born in the year a.d. loli, a.h, 
917, and that in the reign of the emperor 
Akbar he held the situation of Qazi of 
Bilgram, and died in the year a.d. 1592, 
a.h, 1001. Mulla Firuz ‘U'smani found the 
chronogram of the year of liis death in the 
letters of his name, viz. : Shaikh Kamal.

a learned Musalman of Bust, 

who lived in the time of Sultan Mahmud 
of ^azni, wrote excellent poetry on divinity, 
and died in July, a.d. 1039, S’hawwal, a.h. 
430. He is the author of a Diwan in Arabic. 

AbuDFath Gilani 

surnamed Masih-uddiu, the son of ‘Abdur- 
Eazzaq, a nobleman of Gilan, was a physician 
in the service of the emperor Akbar. In the 
year a.d. 1589 he jmoceeded to Kashmir with 
that monarch., and during the emperor’s 
progress from Kashmir to Kabul, he died 
at a place called Dhantur, on the 20th June 
of the same year, 16tli Sha‘ban, a.h. 997, 
and was buried at Babii Hasan Abdal. He 
had come to India with his two brothers 
Hakim Humani and ^akim Kfir-uddin 
Qarari about the year a.d. 1567, a.h. 974.

Abul-razI(Shaikh)(^'^ 

Akhar’s favorite Secretary and Wazir. His 
poetical name was ‘Allami. He was the 
second son of ShailA hluharak of Nagor, 
and brother of Shaikh Faizi. He was born 
in the year a.d. 1551, a.h. 958, and was 
introduced to the emperor in the 19th year 
of his reign. His writings prove him to 
have been the most learned and elegant 
writer then in the East. He is celebrated 
as the author of the Ahharnama and the 
Aln^Ahharty and for his letters, called 
Maht'ubdtA -^ which are considered 
in India models of public correspondence. 
The history of the Mughul emperors he 
carried on to the i7th year of Akbar’s reign, 
in which year he was murdered. He was 
deputed with prince Sultan Murad in a.d. 
1597, A.H. 1006, as Commander-in- Chief 
of the army of the Deccan, and on his being 
recalled five years after, he was advancing 
towards Narwar with a small escort, when 
he fell into an ambuscade laid for him by 
Birsingh Deo Bundela, raja of XJrcha in 
Bundelkhand, at the instigation of Prince 
SalTm (afterwards Jahangir) on suspicion 
of being the occasion of a misunderstanding 
between him and the emperor his father ; 
and although Abul-Fa?l defended himself 
with great gallantry, he was cut off with 
most of his attendants, and his head was 
sent to the prince, who was then at Allaha- 
bad. This event took place on Friday the 
13th of August, A.D. 1602, 4th Kabi‘ I, a.h. 
1011. Akbar was deeply afflicted by the 
intelligence of this event ; he shed abundance 
of tears, and passed two days and two nights 
without food or sleep. Abul-Fazl is also 
the author of the which is a 

translation of Pilpay’s Fables in ]?ersian.

'WTien a private man, lie 
published in Arabic an account of the regions 
beyond the Oxiis called Taqimn-til- Btdddn^ 
which was first edited by Grsevius, with a 
Latin translation, London, 1650, and by 
Hudson, Oxford, 1712. Abul-Fida died in 
1345, aged 72, at Hamat. The principal of 
Abul- Fida’s other works is his abridgment of 
Universal History down to his time, called 
Tdrlldi, MuMitasir. He is very exact, and his 
style is elegant, on which account liis works 
are very much esteemed.

Abul-Faiz Muhammad bin - Husain 
bin-Ahmad, surnamed A1 Xatib, or 
the "Writer, is better knowm by the name of 
bin-Ahmad. He was a wazir of Sultan 
Eiikn-nd-daula, of the Boyides. He was a 
great orator and a poet, and brought Arabian 
caligrapby to perfection. He died in a.d. 
961, A.H. 360. 

Abul-Futuh Razi Makki 

author of the Arabic 

work called Tisdlaf or Kitab Sasamya^ 
which has a great reputation amongst the 
Shi‘as, particularly iu Persia. It consists of 
an imaginary disputa tion between a Shi ‘a 
slave-girl and a learned Sunni lawyer, on 
the merits of their respective doctrines, in 
which, as a matter of coui'se, the girl utterly 
discomfits her opponent. The argument is 
very ingenuously managed, and the treatise, 
taken altogether, fmnishes a good and concise 
exposition of the tenets of the Shi‘as, and the 
texts on wliich their belief is founded. Tliis 
work was translated from Arabic into Persian 
by Ibrahim Astarabadi, in a.d. 1551. 

Abul-G-hazi Bahadur ^ y 0, 

^an of the Tartars, was descended from 
the great Chingiz ®an. He came to the 
sovereignty of Hiwarazm on the death of liis 
brother; and after 20 years, dming which 
he was respected at home and abroad, he 
resigned the sovereignty to his son, Anus! i a 
Muhammad, and retired to devote himself to 
literature. He wrote a valuable geneah^gieal 
history of the Tartars, the ouly Tartar history 
known in Europe, hut did not live to finish 
it. He died a.d. 1663, a.h. 1074, and on 
his death-bed charged his son and successor 
to complete his history, which he performed 
in two years after his" father’s death. This 
valuable work was translated in to German by 
Count Strablenberg, and a French translation 
appeared at Leyden in 1726.

‘Alamgir, after a siege of seven months, on 
the 22nd September, a.d. 1687, 24tli ^il- 
qa‘da, a.h. 1098, and Abul-Hasan was taken 
prisoner and confined for life in the citadel 
of Daiilatabad. Golkonda was then reduced 
to a province of the empire of Hindustan. 
Abul-Hasan died in confinement about the 
year a.d. 1704. He was the last Sultan of 
the Quth-shahi dimasty, and a famous poet 
in the Buhini^ or dialect of the Deccan. 

AbTil-Hasan Razin bin-MuAwiya al-

Tbe ungrateful 
refugee, however, bad not been many months 
in office, before be aspired to tbe kingdom 
of Kabul, and in March a.b. 1564:, Shaffian, 
A.H. 971, basely assassinated Mirza Alubam- 
mad Hakim’s in other, bis owm inotber-iu- 
law, who was a Avoman of uncommon abilities, 
and might with truth be said to have ruled 
that kingdom. He then pretended to act as 
regent to tbe young prince, who was still in 
bis minority, with a view to get rid of him 
as soon as be could conciliate tbe IJmaras. 
In tbe meautiino Mirza Sulaiman, prince of 


Badakbsban, attacked him, and slew him in 
a battle on tbe IStb ^lay, a.d. 1564, 1.4 
Sbawwal, a.h. 971, and took p«sscs>si»»n of 
.that coiintTv, wiiicb lie held for tivo years. 
Abiil-AIabiif ivas an elegant poet, and bis 
poetical name was Sbabbadi. 

A-bul-Ma'ali (Shaikh) 

of AllfthriLrul. aiitli'jr 

of the work called Tubfat-ul-Qndtriyaf or 
the life of Sbaikb ‘Alidui-ilatlLr Gria}!!. He 
resided in Lahore, and died Ibere on tbe 6tli

Abul-Mafakliit' Bazi , ^1, 

a poet wlio flourished in the 

reign of Sul.tan Mubaiiiinad Saljnql. 

Abul-Mahasiu author 

of the work called MemhaPPSafl. 

Ahul-Makarini 'bin-^Abdullali. Tliero 
are three comments on tbe Kiqaya of ‘Hbai- 
dulla bin-Mas'ud, wbieb are niueb esteemed ; 
they were written res^iectively by Abul- 
MaLirim in a.b, 1501, a.h. 007 ; Abu-*Al! 
bin -Muhammad al-Birjind! in a.b. 1528, 
A.H. 935 ; and Sbains-uddni ^luhammad al- 
Hiiu-asaiii in a,d. 1534, a.ii. 941. 

Abul-l[a‘Bliar who is 

called by some older authors Albumassar and 
All)itma*zar, wars a learned Aral.dan astronomer, 
who liomdsbed in the ninth century in the 
reign of tbe khalifa Al-^lamun of Baghdad, 
and wrote a treatise on the revolutiuns of the 
years. His full name is Ja‘far biu-Mubam- 
mad bin -‘Umar Abtil-Mahbar. He is 
called tbe prince of tbe Araliian astrologers. 
He wms bora in Balkb. In bis famcm.s work, 
called XlUlf or Kitdb-id’-Uiuf which be 
^vrote from a Sanslcrit wairk on astronomy, 
he assetts that, when tbe world was created, 
tbe seven planets were together in tbe first 
point of the sign of Aries, and that it will 
end when tbe same planets shall meet again 
in tbe last point of Pisces in their exalta- 
tion or Dragon’s bead. He died in a.b. 885, 
A.H. 272. His works were printed in Latin 
at Venice in 1586, 8vo. 

Albul-Najib al-Bukhari y! 

poetically called also 

‘Ani‘aq, was a Persian poet who fiourzslied 
in tbe fifth century of tbe Hijra at tbe court 
of tbe Sultan Qadr IHian, king or kbaqan 
of Turkistan, who made him president of tbe 
academy of poets which he bad established. 
His poem of tbe loves of Yusuf and Zalilha, 
which can be read in twa) different metres, 
is much admired. He was particularly 
famous for bis elegies. He Hved nearly 
100 years, Daulat Shah says, be lived in 
tbe time of Sultan Sanjar, who requested 
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Iiim to write an elegy on the death of his 
daughter Malik K]iatun, which he did, al- 
though he was then blind on account of old 
ao-e. He appears to haye died some years 
before or after a.d. 114-5, a.h. 540. 

AMI - Sa'adat Mubarak Ibn-Asir 

al-Jazari, author of an Arabic Dictionary 
called Al-MMya ft gharlb-iU Hadis. He 
died in A.D. 1209, a.h. 606. Ibn-Asir. 

AMI -Wafa (Kliwaja), one of tlie 
great saints of Khwarazm, and author of 
seyeral works on Suhsm. He died a.d. 1432, 
A.H. 835, 

AM-Maaz Muslim 

an Arabian grammarian, who died in a.d. 
803, A.H. 187. 

ATbu-Manstir, siirnaniecl al-Hakim bi- 

anir-illah, succeeded his father Al-‘Aziz to 
the throne of Egj'pt in a.d. 990, a.h. 381, 
when only 11 years of a^e. In the latter 
part of his reign he fancied himself a god, 
and found no fewer than 16,000 persons who 
owned him as such. These w'ere mostly the 
Darariaus, a new sect sprung up about this 
time, who were so called from their chief, 
Muhammad Ibn-Isma‘il, surnained Darari. 
He is supposed to have inspired the mad 
Mialifa with this impious notion; and as 
Darari set up for a second Moses, he did 
not scruple to assert that Abu- Mansur was 
the great creator of the universe. He was 
assassinated in the year a.d, 1020. His son 
Tahir succeeded him. 

Abu-Mansur author of 

the KiUh’-ict-^Taiiliidj and several other 
works. 

Abu-Mansur ‘Abdul-Kahir al-Bagh- 
dadi, author of a treatise on the law 
of inheritance according to Shafi‘i. He died 
A.D. 1037, a.h. 429. 

Abu - Mas^ud, surnamed Shaikh - ul - 
Islam, a native of Constantinople, and author 
of the valuable commentary on the Quran, 
entitled IrsMd-uU^aql, nourished in the reign 
of Sultan Salim Khan, emperor of Constanti- 
nople, and died ill a.d. 1516, a.h. 922. 

Abu-Mubammad ^1), of 

Mecca, son of Ahu-Talih, author of a 
commentary on the Quran, and several other 
works. He died in a.d. 1045, a.h. 437. 

Abu-Mubammad, sou of ^Ahhas, the 
son of a sister of Ahu-Ja^far hin-Mnhammad 
hin-Jarir al-Tahari. It is said that he had 
by heart 100,000 verses of different authors. 
He died in a.d. 993, a.h. 383, and was a 
contemporary of the author of the ^Ayyar. 


Abu-Mubammad Husain bin-Mas'^ud 

Farra al-Bagha-ml 

1^4), author of 

a collection of traditions called the Mamhih^ 
in Arabic; also of the Tamil, 

and Sharh-tis~Simnat. He died in a.d. 1122, 
A.H. 516. He was a vendor of furs, conse- 
quently he w^as called Farr a. Baghawi also 
iVTote a Jdmd hainaA-Safdhain. 

Abu - Muhammad Hisbam bin - al- 
Hakim al - Kindi al - Sliabani, 
who lived in the time of the Khalifa Harun- 
ur-Kashid, and died in a.d. 795, a.h. 179, is 
famed as one of the first compilers of Shi‘a 
traditions. 

Abu-Mubammad Nasihi j A 

was a man of eminent 

learning in the time of Sultan Mas‘ud I., of 
Ghazni. He wrote a hook entitled MasUldl, 
in support of the doctrine of Abn-Hanifa, 
which he presented to the king. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1035. 

Abu - Muhammad Rozbiban Bakali 

Shirazi 

, author of the Safwat-id- 

Mashdrih. He died in July, a.d. 1209, Mu- 
harram, a.h. 606. FFf^ Eozbihan (Shaikh). 

Abu-Mubammad Sbatibi 

a very learned Musalman 

and author of the Qasida Shdtihiya. He 
died in a.d. 1194, a.h. 590. His proper 
name was Qasim ; he was horn at Shfitihiya, 
in Andalusia, from which he derived his title 
of Shatibi. He is also the author of several 
other works. 

Abu-Mubammad Tabrizi, author of 
the Persian history called 
The original of this hook was written in 
Arabic by Ahu-Ja‘far hin-Jaiir Tabari, in 
A.D. 912, A.H. 300, and was afterwards 
translated into Persian and contimied by Abu- 
Mnhammad, and detlicated to Abii- Salih bin- 
jSTiih, about the year a.d. 1118, a.h. 512. 

Abu - Musa Ja*far al - Sufi, whose 
poetical name is Jabar, was the founder of 
the Arabian school of chemistry, fiouiislied 
towards the end of the eighth, or the com- 
mencement of the ninth century. According 
to the majority of authorities, he was born 

. at Ths, in Khurasan. He wrote an immense 
number of treatises on alchemy, also a work 
on astronomy. An edition of his works in 
Latin was published at Dantzic, in 1662, and 
another in English by Eussel, in 1678. 
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ATju - Musa al - Ash'ari 

one of tlie arbitrators 

between ‘All and Mn^awiya I., by whose 
decision ^Ali was deposed in the year a.d. 
658, A.H. 37. Eight months after the battle 
of Siiin between ‘All and Mn^awiya, the two 
arbitrators, Abh-Musa and ‘Almr, the son of 
‘As, met at a place between Mecca and Kufa, 
where a tribunal was erected. Abn-Mhsa 
first ascending' it, pronounced these words 
with a lond voice : “I depose ‘Ali and 
Mii‘awiya from the gnlafat (or government) 
to which they pretend, after the same manner 
as I take this ring from my finger,” and 
immediately came down. ‘Amr then went 
np and said: “Yon have heard how Abii- 
Musa has on his part deposed ‘Ali ; as for 
my part I depose him too, and I give the 
Ehilafat to Mu‘awiya, and invest him with 
it after the same manner as I put this ring 
upon my finger ; and this I do with so much 
the more justice, because he is ‘ITsman’s 
heir and avenger, and the worthiest of all 
men to succeed him.” 

Abu-Mnslim, a great general, to whom 

‘the Abbasides enthely owed their elevation 
to the Khilafat, for which he is commonly 
called Sahib-ud-Da‘wat, or author of th*e 
vocation of the Abbasides. For his good 
conduct and bravery, he occupied the first 
posts in the sendee* of the Ommaides. He 
was governor of Khurasan, a.d. 746, when 
he proclaimed the Abbasides the lawful heirs 
of the Hiilafat, and in a.d. 749 transferred 
the dignity of Khalifa from the family of 
IJmayya to that of the Abbasides. This 
revolution occasioned the death of above 
600,000 men; and when Abu-Ja‘far Al- 
Mansiir, the second Ij^alifa of the race of 
‘Abbas, was opposed on his accession by his 
uncle ‘Abdullah, son of ‘Ali, ‘Abu-Muslim 
was despatched against him. This general 
having harassed him for five months together, 
at last brought him to a general action, and 
having entirely defeated him, forced him to 
fly to Basra. Notwithstanding all his services, 
however, Abu-Muslira was soon after, on 
Thursday the 13th February, a.d. 755, 24th 
Sha‘ban, a.h. 137, ungratefully and bar- 
barously murdered by Al-Mansur, and his 
body was thrown into the Tigris. Abu- 
Muslim took his origin (as Isfahani, a Persian 
historian relates) from Hamza, who pretended 
to descend from Gaudarz, one of the ancient 
kings of Persia. 

Abu-Na'im (iUU-c ^ ^1), son 

of ‘Abdullah, author of the works ‘ Uli/d and 
Baldil-i-l^nhimxoat. He died in the year 
A.D. 1012, A.H. 403. 

Abu-Nasr Farabi ( ^1,li ,jl). 

Ti* Farabi. ^ ^ ' 

Abn-Nasr, author of a Persian work 

on Sufism, QoMadi jhxts-ul-Tdhbln. 


Abn-Nasr FaraM ( 

flourished about the year a.d. 1220, in the 
time of Bahram Shah, son of Taj-iiddin, 
ruler of Sistan (also called Nmiruz}, w'lio 
began to reign in the year a.d. 1215. He is 
the author of a vocabulary in verse, called 
2TisM-tis~Sibym. His real name is Mu- 
hammad Badr-uddm, and he belongs to 
Farab,^ town in Sijistan.

Abu-NTasr Isma^il ‘bin-Haiiimad al- 
Jauhari (aU:>- ^ 

is the author of the Dic- 
tionary called Sihdh-ul^ Itxgkdt, He w^as 
born at Farab, and died about the year a.d.

Ahu-Nasr Klian (Nawah) 

an amir of the reign 

of the emperor ‘Alamglr. The mosque of 
Jajuagar, in Orisa, was built by him in the 
year a.d. 1687, a.h. 1098. 

Abu-Nasr MasKati ^t), 

a native of Maskat, and author of the hook 
called Maqdmdt, 

Ahu-Nasr Sabur (Shapur), son of 
Ardsher. He huilt in the year a.d. 954, an 
edifice at Baghdad, dedicated to scientific 
and literary exercises, and collected a large 
quantity of hooks, designed for the use of 
Musalmans ; there were, it is said, upwards 
of 10,400 volumes of all kinds, including a 
hundred Qurans, copied by the celebrated 
caHgrapher Ibn-Muqla. 

Abn-Nawas y^), al-Hasan bin- 

Hani, a celebrated Arabian poet, born in the 
city of Basra. His merit was acknowledged 
at the court of Harun-iir-Eashid. His 
principal works have been collected by several 
persons, on which accoimt there is a great 
difference between the copies of his works. 
His proper name is Abu- ‘Ali. He died a.d. 
810, A.H. 195. 

Abu-Raihan al - Birnni y\ 

or Ahu-Raihan Alnhammad 

bin- Ahmad al-Binini, was horn about the 
year A.D. 971, in the town of Birun, said to 
he situated in the province of I^warazm. 
He was astronomer, geometrician, historian, 
scholar, and logician. Besides metaphysics 
and dialectics, he studied, and appears to 
have drawn his chief lustre from, attainments 
in the magical art. Of this the following 
instance is related. One day Sultan Mahmud 
ordered him to deposit with a third person a 
statement of the precise manner in winch the 
monarch would quit the hall where he then 
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was sitting. Tke paper being lodged, the 
king, instead of going out by one of the 
mimerons doors, caused a breach to be made 
in the wall, by which he effected his exit; 
but how was he amazed, when, on the paper 
being examined, there was found ^in it a 
minute specification of the precise spot 
through which he penetrated 1 Hereupon the 
prince with horror denounced this learned 
man as a sorcerer, and commanded him to he 
instantly thrown out of the window. The 
barbarous sentence was presently executed; 
hut care had been taken to prepare beneath 
a soft cushion, into which the body of the 
sage sank without sustaining any injury. 
Ahu-Eaiban was then called before the 
monarch, and was required to say whether by 
his boasted art he had been able to foresee 
these events, and the treatment through which 
he had that day passed. The learned man 
immediately desired his tablets to he sent for, 
in which were found regularly predicted the 
whole of these singular transactions. He 
travelled into different countries, and to and 
from India for the space of 40 years. He 
wrote many works, and is said to have 
executed several translations from the Greek, 
and epitomized the Almajest of Ptolemy. 
His works ai*e said to have exceeded a camel 
load. The most valuable of all his works is 
the T(mkh--uUIIind. Another of his works 
is the Qmm dedicated to Sultan 

Mas^ud of ^azni, for which he received an 
elephant-load of silver coins. He lived in 
the time of Sultans Mahmud and Mas‘ud 
Ghaznawi, and died in the year a.d. 1039, 
A.H. 430.

the son of ^Abdullah, an Arabian poet who 
fionrishcd in the court of Salah-iid-din,

the son of ICiilaih Shixsh!, author of the hook 
called Masnad KaUr, He died in a.d. 946, 
A.H. 335, 

Al)n-SaHd ^Al)dul-Malik TDin-Qurail) 

commonly called Asnia'i, celebrated for his 
grammatical knowledge and eloquence. He 
was horn in the year a.d, 740, a.h. 122, and 
flmirished in the time of Al-]\tansur, lAalifa 
of Baghdad (who reigned from a.d. 754 to 
775), uud died at Basra during the reign of 
Haruii-ur-Ravshid, or, as some authors' say, 
in A.H. 216 (a.d. 832). 

Alba - SaMd ^Abdur - Haliinan bin - 
Mamun al-Mntawalli, author of the 
laraiz a treatise on the law of 

inheritance according to Shah^i’s doctrine. 
He died a.d. 1085, a.h. 478. 


ABu-Sa'id Baizawi A-juj ^\), 

or Q,azi Ahu-Sa‘id ‘'Abdullah Baizawi, author 
of the work called Mizdm-iii-Taw<mMj an 
epitome of Oriental History from Adam to 
the overthrow of the Hiilafat by the Tartars 
under Huliiku Klian, a.d. 1258, a.h. 674, 
written about the year 1275. Vide Baizawi. 

Abu-Sa‘id Fazl-nllali ( y\ 

aJJO, son of Abnl-Khair, a great 

Sufi, of Mahna. His spiritual guide -was 
Abul-Fazl Liiqmau of Sarakhs. fie devoted 
himself to ascetic exercises, and spent fourteen 
years in the wilderness. He is the aiitlior of 
the Quatrains, called Ruba‘iyat-i-Abu-Sa‘i(l 
Ahul-IHiair. He died at the age 44 in the 
year a.d. 1068, a.h. 440. 

Abn-SaMd Khan Bahadur 

^ Sultan of 

the family of Hiilakii lOian, was the son of 
Oljaitu, commonly called Muhammad Khuda- 
bahda, whom he 'succeeded to the throne of 
Persia in December, a.d. 1316, Shawwal, 
A.H. 716, when he was only twelve years of 
age. In his time Rasliid-hd-din, tlie author 
of the Janii^-iit^Tawdrlkh, was put to death. 
This monarch may be termed the last of the 
dynasty of Ilulaku lyhan who enjoyed any 
power. The few princes of that sovereign’s 
family who were raised to the tlireiie after 
Abu-Sa‘id were mere pageants, whom the 
nobles of the court elevated or cast down as 
it suited the purposes of their ambition. 
Abu-Sa‘id reigned 19 lunar years, and died 
of fever on the 30th Ahwcmber, a.d. 1335, 
13th Babi‘ II., a.h. 736. The following is 
a list of the princes of the family of Chingiz 
Kliiin, who were raised to nominal power 
after the death of xIbu-Sa‘id IHian : 

Arpa JGian (Miihzz-uddin) was ero^vned in 
1335, reigned five months, and was killed 
in battle m a.d. 1336. 

Musa I^anw'as elevated in 1336, reigned 
two years, and was murdered in a.d. 1338. 

Said, sister of Abu-Sadd IHlun, was 
elevated to the throne in 1338. She 
was married to Jaliau Timur, wdio got 
the kingdom as her dowry, but was 
deposed the same year. After him 

Sulaiman Khan was declared king ; he left 
the kingdom and went to Diyar-bakr in 
1344. 

Hausherwan was elevated in 1334. 

Abu-Sa‘id Mirza (Sultan) 

the sou of Sultau 

Muhammad Mirza, vson of Mirruishrih, son of 
Amir Timur (Tamerlane). He was horn in 
A.D, 1427. After the death of his father in 
1441, he continued to live with Mirza Ulugh 
Beg, son of Mirza Shahrukh, at Samarqand, 
and served in his army when he was at war 
with his son Mirza ‘ Abdul-Latlf ; but when

that prince was murdered hy Ms usuatural 
son, in October, , a.©. 1449, Eaniaxan, a.h. 
8o3, and he in Ms turn was slain .after six 
or seyen months by Ms own soldiers, pd 
Sainar(|aiid was taken possession of by Mirza 
‘Abdullah, son ot‘ Mirza Ibrahim, and grand- 
son of Mirza Blnlhrukh, ^AMi-Sadd, with 
the assistance of Abii-.Kluiir Izbak, liaving 
defeated and taken ‘Abdullah x>idsoner in a 
battle, put Mm to death and ascended the 
throne of Sainarqand in a.d. 1451,_^a^ 1£. 855. 
He also took possession of Klinrasaii after 
the death of Babar Snir.an, son of ^Baya- 
sanghar Mirza, in a.d. 1457, a.h. 861, ./and 
greatly extended his dominions, but was at 
last taken prisoner in an aiiibuseade, and put 
to death on the 8th February, a.d. 1469, 
25th Ea.jab, a.h. 873, after he had reigned 
18 years. After Ms death, Sultan Hnsain 
Baiqra, snrnamed Abnl-Ghaz!, a descendant 
of Amir Timin’, made himself master of the 
empire. Ahu-Said at Ms death left eleven 
sons, viz. : Mii’za Snltan Ahmad, Mirza 
Sultan Mahmud, Mirza Sultan Muhammad, 
Mirza Shahriikh, Mirza Ulugh Beg, Mirza 
‘Umar Shaikh, Mirza Aba-Bakr, Mirza 
Sultan Murad, Mirza Sultan Khalil, Mii’za 
Snltan Walid, and Mirza Sulfan ‘Umar ; of 
whom four arrived to the dignity of kings, 
viz. : Mirza Ulugh Beg to the throne of 
Kabul ; Mirza Sultan Ahmad to the kingdom 
of Samarqand; Mirzil ‘Umar Shaikh to the 
united thrones of Andijan and Farghfina ; and 
Mirza Snltan Mahmud to those of Kiinduz 
and Badukhshan. Ahu-Sa‘id Mirza, says 
Babar Shah, though brought up in the city, 
was illiterate and nm’edned.

Abu-Sina Mubammad, autbor of tbe 
Arabic work called Daqdiq-til^Haqrdq^ con- 
taining a collection of traditions. 

Abu-Sina or Abu-^Ali Sma, 

w^hom ive call Aricenna, was a famous 
Muhammadan physician and philosopher, wbo 
early applied himself to literature, botany, 
and mathematics. At the age of eighteen he 
began to practise, and with^such success that 
he became physician to the court at Baghdad. 
He was born in the city of BulAara, in a.d. 
983, A.H. 373, and died at Hamadan in July, 
A.D. 1037, A.H. 427, aged 54 limar years, 
with the character of a learned man, hut 
too much addicted to wine and effeminating 
pleasures. His hooks on Medicine, etc., were 
in nninher 100, now nearly all lost. He is 
also called Ihn-Sina. The following are the 
titles of his ’works : Of the Utility and 
Advantages of Sciences, 20 hooks ; of Inno- 
cence and Criminality, 2 books; of Health 
and Eomedies, 18 hooks; on the means of 
Preserving Health, 3 books ; Canons on 
Physic, 14 books ; on Astronomical Observa- 
tions, 1 hook ; on Mathematical Sciences ; of 
Theorems, or Mathematical and Theological 
Demonstrations, 1 hook ; on the Arabic 
Language, 10 hooks ; on the Last Judgment ; 


on the Origin of- the Soul, and the Pf-siiiTec- 
■ .tion-of Bodies; of the end we ahmild prtqir>se 
to ourselves in Harangiioh ami Miilo-vtpliifa! 
■ Arguments ; Demonstrations of the crdlateral 
' Hnes in the sphere; abridgment of Uudid ; 
on Finity and Infinity; hu 3*hysirs and 
Metaphysics ; on Animals and 
etc. ; lineYclopmdia, 20 voliiimjs. Avietuina 
is also credited with an Arabic reda-ction of 
some of the works of ArislMth.-. and with 
some Persian quatrains in the style afrm-wards 
popularized, by Um,ar Ki^ayyam \qA \) . 

Abu-Sufyan tlie 

son of Harb, the grandson ot Um;s}Tii, and 
great-grandson of ‘Abdul- J^hrfms, iL.- was 
an able and ambitious man, of groat ivt-alth 
and influence, and one of tin- ni'tst prrsi'vering 
and pow'erfiil opponents of iMulnnniitad. He 
was the father of Mu’awiya, the first kliaiifa 
of the house of Unm^wa, and <.me of the 
heads of the tribe of CAu’aish, to which 
Muhammad also belonged. Min n Muhammad 
took lip arms for the })ropagatinn of his faith, 
Abu-Sufyan w‘as made genenilissimo of his 
enemies against him : and after the battle of 
Badr, he stood very fair for the headship of 
that tribe. But he was at last convinced 
(as it seems, by a signal rictory gained by 
Muhammad over Ms enemies) of the truth of 
the prophet’s pretensions, and was converted 
in the 8th year of the Hijra, a.d. 629. 

Abu-Sulaiman Baud 

bin-xVbiil-Fazl hin-Muhammad Fakhr Bina- 
kiti, so called from having been born at 
Binakit, or Finakit, a towui in Transoxiana, 
afterw’ards called Shahnikhiya.

Kalim, was a great poet of Hamadan in 
Persia, and came to India, the first time in 
the reign of the emperor Jahangir, and 
returned home in a.d. 1619, a.h. 1028. 
After some years he again visited India in 
time of Shah Jahan, who employed him, and 
conferred on him the title of “Malik-ush- 
Shu‘ara,” or Poet Laureate. He was twice 
weighed against gold and silver, and the 
amount was given to him as a reward for his 
poetical talents. He died at Lahore on the 
19th Hovember, a.d. 1651, 15tb Zil-hijja, 
A.H. 1061. He is the author of a poem 
called Zafar-ndnm-i- Shah Jahan, or the 
conquests of Shah Jahan, and of a Diwan in 
Persian. 

Abu-Talib Khan (Mirza) ^.jI 

\jj^ the son of Haji Mu- 

hammad Beg l^an, by descent a Turk, was 
born at Lucknow in the year a.d. 1752, a.h, 
1165. He was appointed by Mnkhtar-ud- 
daula, tlie prime minister of l!^awab Asaf-ud- 
daula of Lucknow, in a.d. 1775, ‘Amaldar 
of Itawa and several other districts situated 
between the rivers Jamuna and Ganges. In 
this situation he continued for two years; 
but, after the death of Ms patron, and the 
appointment of Haidar Beg ICian to Ms 
office, he was superseded, and repaired to 
Lucknow, and was allowed by the Nawab 
60,000 rupees per annum for Ms support. 
After the expiration of one year, Colonel 
Alexander Hanna, y, having been appointed 
Collector of Gorakhpur, requested the Hawah^s 
leave to take him as an assistant, in which 
situation he continued for three years. He 
was afterwards employed by Mr. Middleton, 
the Besident of Lucknow, in reducing the 
rebel Raja Balbhaddar Singh, whom, during 
two years, he frequently defeated and pursued. 
At length, the Rajah, being surprised in his 
camp, was killed in endeavouring to make his 
escape. Abu-Talib, after this falling into dis- 
tress for some years, embarked for Europe with 
Captain David Richardson, a Biitish officer, 
and left Calcutta in Eebruary, 1799, Ramazan 
A.H. 1213. He visited England and other 


parts of Europe, and was 'well known in 
London under the title of the Persian Prince. 
During Ms 'travels he wTote a Journal in 
whieh he daily inserted every event, and com- 
mitted to writing such reflections as occurred 
to him at the moment. On his return to 
Calcutta in 1803, a.h. 1218, haying revised 
and abridged Ms notes, be pubiislied them 
under the title of 2tadsir-nt-Talibl ft lliJad- 
i’-Ifranji. This work was translated by 
Charles Stewart, and published in London in 
the year 1814. Abu-Talib died about the 
year a.d. 1806, a.h. 1221. He is also the 
author of the JDi nldsat- uUAfknr,

Having arrived in the city 
of Hamadan, he was received with great 
distinction by Ahnl-Wafa bin-Salama. When 
about to depart, a heavy fall of snow made 
the roads for a long time impassable. Abiil- 
Wafa conducted the poet to his library, and 
placed it entirely at bis disposal. Surrounded 
with these literary treasures, Aba-Tammfim 
forgot his journey, read the precious volumes 
with avidity, and devoted his time to the 
composition of several works. The poetical 
collection entitled IChamsa was the principtal 
fruit of these researches, and attests the inde- 
fatigable attention wdth w'hich the learned 
writer had ransacked this rich library. 
Amongst the other w'orks that he ■wrote, one 
is called FuhTiUiish-Shidard. He was born 
in A.D. 80*4, A.H. 188, at Jfisim, near 
Damascus, and died in a.d. 845, a.h. 231.

a Salami Sayjid of Shiraz, wdio served, wi'th 
Ms son MiV Gadfii, in Gujrat, and then 
under Akbar.

mand, wMch was given to ICtalid. ‘■'Hniar, 
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on Ms accession to tlie khalifat, replaced 
‘Abu-‘Ul)aida in the command of the army 
in Syria, being greatly displeased with the 
cruel and blood-thirsty disposition of Khalid. 
‘Abu- '^Ubaida extended his conquests over 
Palestine and Syria, and drove the. Greeks 
out of the whole country extending from the 
Mediterranean to the Euphrates. This con- 
quest was completed in a.d. 639, a.h. 18, in 
which year Syria was visited by a dreadful 
plague, in which the Moslems lost 25,000 
men, among wdiom were Abu-‘Ubaida him- 
self, Yazid ibn Abu-Sufyan, and many other 
men of distinction. 

Albu-'Ulbaida iTon-Mas'nd 

a general in the time 

of the khalifa ‘TJmar. He was defeated and 
killed in battle by Earrukhzad, who com- 
manded the army of Tui'an-Dukht, queen of 
Persia, about the year a.d. 635.

Hadi and Harun - iir - Ilashid, lAalifas of 
Baghdad. He supported the tenets of Abu- 
Hanifa, and maintained the dignity of his 
office by impartiality. When one day re- 
proached for his ignorance of one of the 
causes brought before Mm, for the decision 
of which he received an ample allowance, he 
jocosely replied, that he received in propor- 
tion as he knew; but, said he, “If I were 
paid for all I do not know', the riches of 
the khilafat itself would not he sufficient to 
answ^er my demands.” He was born a.d. 731, 
A.H. 113, and died on the 13th September, 
a.d. 798, 27th Eajab, a.h. 182, at the age 
of 69 years, at Baghdad. The only work 
known to have been written by Mm, treats of 
the duties of a Magistrate, and is entitled 
Addh-ul->Qdzl. The reputation of this work 
has been eclipsed by that of another, having 
a similar title, by al-Khassaf.

In 1758 he defeati'd 
the Afghans near Ijahore. Soon after tills 
he died, without heirs, at ]\liaii]u"ir, near 
Hoshyarpur, wdiore a fine tomb w'as erected 
over liis remains. 
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‘Adli the nickname of Mu- 

hammad ‘Adil Shall, long of Dehli. His 
nallxe^Yas Miibariz Khan, son of Nizam Qian. 
He succeeded Islam Shah in the very end of 
A.H. 960, defeated with the help of his 
general Ilimii, in 962, Miihainmad Shah of 
JBengal at Ciihapparghatta, east of Kalpi, and 
was at last, in 961, one year after Akbar’s 
accession, defeated and Idlled in the battle of 
Shraj garb, near Miiuger, by Bahadur Shah, 
Sultaii of Bengal. His nicloianie ‘Adli was 
often further corrupted to ‘‘Andhli‘,” the 
blind woman. 

•^Adnaii one of the descend- 

ants of Isrnadl, the son of Abraham, with 
whom the genealogies of the Arabians, and 
also that of Muhammad, terminate. For 
reckoning up from ‘Adnan to Ismadl, the 
descents are very uncertain, and the best 
historians confess that there is nothing certain 
beyond ‘Adnan.

Mir ‘All, son of S. Mnzafar Ali Khan, 
claiming descent from. Imam Jafar 
born at Debli, where his grandfather had 
been in the imperial service ; aiitlior of the 
ArcUsh^ a sort of Urdu Gazetteer, admired 
for its style. He was first in the service of 
Nawab Is-baq IGian, the niicle of Asaf-ud- 
danla, of Lucknow, and subsequently of 
Mirza Jawan-BalAt, and was finally recom- 
mended to Lord Wellesley, and appointed a 
Munshi of the College of^Fort Mhlliam. He 
is the author of the Ardish - i - Mafifil, in 
Urdu, and of the Giilutdn, translated by 
him into the same language. He died in 
Calcutta in a.d. 1806, a.M. 1221.

70 years. His poetical name was ‘Allaini.

Afzal » ud - danla (Nawah), Kizam of 

Haidarabad, succeeded his father, IMawab 
Kasir-ud-daula, in May, a.d. 1857, 15th

on the 26th February, 1869, aged 44 years, 
leaving an infant son* who, according to the 
succession guarantee granted by Lord Canning, 
is now his successor. 

Afzal-nddin (Mir), Kawab of Surat. 

He died on the 7th August, 1840, at the 
age of 59 years, after enjoying his nominal 
nawfibship about 21 years. His son-in-law, 
Mir Ja‘far ‘Ali, succeeded him.

His parents 
were of Bijapur, but he was born at Ellora 
in A.D. 1745, A.H. 1158, and died on the 3rd 
March, a.d.

He is the author of a Diwan.

Barium, and the SJmntsJier-i-Teztar, the 
author of the Biirhdn Qdti\ a Persian 
Dictionary, against the famous Dehli poet 
Ghalih. lie also published the Bisrlla-i- 
Jshiiqdq, the Risdla-i-Tardna, Haft Asmdn, 
A Bistory of the Bex'sian Mamaivi, and edited 
several works for the Asiatic Society of Bengal.

It extended from the 
trench of the fort to the house of Darii 
Shikoh, and was in good preservation in the 
year a.b. 1830, Oh one of the corners a 
large gun of iron was then lying, under the 
Haweii of Dara Shikoh, called Hhaul Dahaui. 

Alilia Bai the wife of 

KJiande Rao, the son of Malhar Rao Holkar 
I., of Indor, after whose death, in a.d. 1766, 
she had a jagir allotted to her, yielding an 
annual revenue of 1,500,000 rupees. Her i 
husband, Khande Rao, was killed in battle at 
Dig against Surajmal Jat, in 1754. Her son 
Mali Rao, who liad succeeded his grandfather 
Malhar Rao in 1766, died nine months after. 
She was a ^voman of spirit and ability, and 
reserved in her own hands the right of 
nominating a successor, and elected Tukaji to I 
the raj. 

Ahmad al-Makkari author of 

the Ilistory of the Miihammiulan By nasties 
in Spain. This work was translated by M. 
Pascual de Gayangos, an erudite Spaniard, 
London, 1810, in 4to. Yol. I. He was born 
in the i6tli century, and died in Damascus in 
the year a.d. 1631, a.h. 1041. After having 
composed a very detailed biography of the 
celebrated and learned wazir of Granada, 
Muhammad Ihn-ul-IHiat.ih, he added to it, 
in the form of an introduction, a general 
history of the Arabs in Spain from the 
conquest to their final expulsion. 

Ahmad I. ( sa ^ ^ emperor 

of Turkey, son and successor of Muhammad 
HI., whom he succeeded in January, a.d. 
1604, Shafluin, a.h. 1012. This prince was 
of a good constitution, strong and active ;

his court. He was niucli given to sensual 
pleasure.s, and liad 3,000 cuiicuhines. He 


died on the 15th Hovemher, a.d. 1617, loth 
:Zil-qa‘da, a.h. 1025, at the age of thirty, 
having reigned fourteen years. He was suc- 
ceeded by bis brother Mustafa I. 


Ahmad II. son of 

Ibrahim, succeeded on the death of his brother 
Sulaimaii II., in a.d. 1691, a.h. 1103, to 
the throne of Constantinople, and died in 
A.D. 1695, a.h. 1106. He was succeeded by 
Mustafa II., son of Muhammad IV.

Ahmad III. ^ son of 

Muhammad lY., was placed on the throne of 
Comstantinople in a.d. 1703, a.h, 1115, by 
the heads of a faction which had deposed his 
brother Mustafa II. He granted a friendly 
asjdum to Charles XII. of Sweden, after the 
battle of Pultowa ; and the kindness and the 
hospitality which marked the whole of his 
intercourse with that unfortunate monarch, 
are entitled to the highest encomium. He 
was preparing an expedition against Persia, 
when an insurrection hurled him from his 
throne, and exalted his nephew ]\Iahniud I. 
from a prison to the sovereign power in a.d. 
1730, A.H. 1142. He died of apoplexy in 
1736, aged 74 years, a.h. 1148. 

Ahmad IV. (also 

called ‘Abdul- Hamid), son of Ahmad III., 
emperor of Turkey, succeeded his brother 
Mustafa III. in a.d. 1774, a.h. 1188. He 
died, after a reign of 15 years, on the 7th 
April, 1789, Rajah a.h, 1203, and was suc- 
ceeded by Salim III. 

Akmad an Arabian author who 

is kno^^^^ as the writer of a hook on the 
interpretation of dreams, a translation of 
which, ill Greek and Latin, wars published 
with that of Artemidorus on the same subject, 
at Paris, by Rigaiilt, a.d. 1603. He lived 
in the 4th century of the Hijra.

and for the eminent services rendered by him 
during the rebellion of 1857. In 1806, the 
Pargana of Karnal consisted of a number of 
villages, yielding a revenue of 40,000 rupees 
per annum. It was conferred by Lord Lake 
in jagir on three Mandal chiefs, named 
Muhammadi lOiaii, Ghairat ‘Ali IQian, and 
Is-haq Klian, for their lives, and after their 
death to descend to their heirs, subject to 
the payment of 15,000 rupees per annum in 
perpetiuty. Nawab Ahmad ‘Ali I^an is the 
lineal descendant of Muhamniadi IQiaii, and 
holds 24 entire villages, besides a third share 
in four others. These lands are assessed at 
24,000 rupees, on which the Nawab has 
hitherto paid a quit rent of 5,000 rux3ees, 
payment of which sum the Government has 
now remitted. 

Ahmad ‘All Khan (Sayyid) 

Nawab-Il^azim of 

Bengal, succeeded his brother ‘Ali-Jah. He 
died on the SOth October, a.d. 1824.

served with distinction under Muhammad 
Shah hin-Tughluq, of Dchli.

This led to fiiriher intimacies, Timur being 
a patron of literary men ; and one day 
AAhen both Avere in the bath, the monarch 
amused himself by putting crotchetty questions 
to Ahmadi, and laughing at his answers. 
‘‘Suppose noAV,” said he, pointing to the 
surrounding attendants, “you AA^ere required 
to value these beautiful boys, hoAV much 
A^’'ould you say each Avas AA'crth?” Ahmadi 
answered Aidth becoming gravity, estimating 
one at a camel-load of silver, another at six 
bushels of pearls, a third at forty gold Avedges, 
and so made the circuit of the ring. ‘ ‘ Very 
fair,’’ said Timur, “and no av tell me, Mhat 
do you value Me at?” “Four and twenty 
aspers,” replied the poet, “no more and no 
less.” “What!” cried Timur, laughing, 
“AA’hy the shirt I have on is Avorth that.” 
‘‘Ho yon really think so?” asked Ahmadi, 
with the greatest apparent simplicity — “at 
that rate you must l)c Avorth nothing, for I 
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included tlie sliirt in tlie valuation ! ” Much, 
to Ms credit, Timur, instead of being angry, 
applauded and rewarded the wdt and boldness 
of the poet. Ahinadi was a contemporary of 
ShaiMii, and is the author of the Ktdliyat-i~ 
Ahmad Jcdfarl. He also composed 
a heroic poem on the actions of Tamerlane, 
and a Sikandar-nama in the Turkish language.

a Turkish slave, who, being entrusted by 
al-Mu‘tamid, the lAalifa of Baghdad, with 
the government of that country and Syria in 
A.D. 879, set up for himself, and maintained 
his authority notwithstanding all attempts to 
depose him. He reduced Damascus, Hims, 
Hamat, Kinnisrin, and ar-Baqqa, situated 
upon the eastern banks of the Euphrates. 
His mosque in Cairo may be seen to tMs day. 
He died in a.d. 884, a.h. 270, and was 
succeeded by his son IHiumarwaih. Egypt 
continued to be governed by his successors 
for several years, when it was again reduced 
in A.D. 905 by Muhammad, general of the 
khalifa of Baghdad al-Muktafi; the last 
khalifa of Egypt having assassinated his pre- 
decessor, and thereby rendered himself very 
odious. In the year 933, Muhammad, the 
son of Taj, or Tajil, surnamed al-Ashhad, 
seized upon Syria and Egypt in the khilafat 
of ar-Eazi Billah, and his family retained 
the whole of it, except a small part which 
‘Hbaid-ulla al-Mahdi, the first of the 
Fatimite dynasty (the seat of whose empire 
was at Qairuwan, near Tunis) had conquered 
in A.D. 910. His successor, Abu-Tamim 
MaM, surnamed Mudzz li-din-illah, con- 
quered the rest of Egypt about the year 970, 
by his general Ja‘far, who built the city of 
al-Q.ahira, coiiimonly called Grand Cairo, 
whither his master soon removed his court. 
The Fatimite dynasty ended in a.d. 1176, 
when, upon theAeath of the last prince of 
this family, the kingdom was usurped by the 
famous Saluh-uddin (Saladin).

He put his own 
brother to death, and was successful in 
obtaining possession of ilio person of ids 
nephew, Argbun KlMii ; but that prince wa.s 
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not only rescued from Ms violence by the 
Mnghiil nobles, but by their aid was enabled 
to deprive him of his crown and life on the 
night of Thursday 11th August, a.d. 1284, 
26th Jumada I., a,h. 683, and become his 
successor. 

Ahmad Khan Bangash 

second son of Muhammad 

Khan Bangash, Kawab of Farrukhabad. 
When the Wazir Safdar-Jang, after the 
death of Qfiim-Jang, the brother of Ahmad 
Klian, confiscated his estates in December, 
A.D. 1749, A. H. 1163, he (Ahmad IHian) 
collected an army of Afghans, defeated raja 
Kawal Eai, the Wazir’s deputy, who was 
slain in the action, and recovered the terri- 
tories lately seized from his family. This 
circumstance took place on Friday the 2ud 
August, 1750, 10th Bamazan, a.h. 1163. 
After this, Ahmad lihan governed his country 
about 22 lunar years, and died in November, 
1771, Sha‘ban, a.h. 1185, -when he was 
succeeded by his sou, Diler Himinat lOran, 
who received the tith^of Muzaffar-Jang from 
the emperor vShah ‘Alani, who was then on 
his way to Dehli from Allahabad. 

Ahmad Khan Mewati, one of the petty 
rulers fmulukA’-lmvdifJ who had usurped the 
chief parts of the Dehli empire diming the 
Sayyid dynasty (beginning of the fifteenth 
century), Ahmad Klian held Mewat, his 
frontier coming close np to Dehli. He had 
to submit to Euhlul Lodi. 

Ahmad Khan (Sayyid), C.S I., of 
‘Aligarh, a distinguished Muhammadan re- 
former. He wrote a book on the life and 
work of the Prophet, and founded the ‘Aliga.h 
College.

Ahmad Khattn (Shaikh) 

, surname of Wajlh-uddin 

Ahmad Maghribi, who was the son of MaHk 
Ikhtiyar-uddin. a nobleman at the court of 
Sultan Firuz Shah Tiighluq of Dehli, and 
related to him. After the death of his father, 
having squandered his Avealth in pleasure and 
dissipation, ho became a disciple of Shaikh 
Baba Is-baq Magbribi, and turned very pious 
and journeyed to G-iijrat, where he acquired 
great fame. During his residence at that 
lace, he o])tained such celebrity, that Sultan 
Inzalfar Gnjrati became his kliseiple. He 
died in that country in the reign of Sultan 
Muhammad of Gnjrat, on Thursday 6th of 
January, 1446, 8th Shawwal, a.h. 849, aged 
111 years, and was buried at Sarkich, near 
Ahmadahiid. Khattii is a place in Nagor, 
where Shaikh Ahmad was born.

Ahmad Mirza (Sultan) 

son of AbU“Sa^id Mirza, after 

whose death, in a.d. 1469, he took possession 
of Samarqand, and died about the year 1495. 

Ahmad (Mulla) the son 

of a qazi of Tatta, His ancestors, who resided 
in Sindh, were FaruqTs of the Hanifa sect, 
hut he was a Shi‘a. He is the author of a 
'work called Wiuldmt-ul-^mjdt^ the Essence 
of Life. He came from the Deccan to the 
court of the emperor Akhar, in the year a.d. 
1582, A.H. 990, and when that monarch 
ordered the TdrlTdiA-Alft to be compiled, 
several authors were employed in the compi- 
lation, hut subsequently the chief labour 
devolved upon Mulla Ahmad. The compila- 
tion of the first two volumes up to the time 
of Chingiz Kian was just finished by him, 
'^vhen Mirza h'iilad Birlas, during the month 
of January, 1588, Safar, a h. 996, persuaded 
the Mulla, 'who was always openly reviling 
the first khalifas, to leave his own house at 
midnight on some pretence, and then murdered 
him in a street at Lahore. For this act 
Mirza Fulad was sentenced to death, was 
hound alive to the leg of an elephant in the 
city of Lahore, and dragged along till he 
died. The Mulla expired three or four days 
after the Mirza. After the death of MnUa 
Ahmad, the remainder of the work 'was 
written by Asaf Kliiin JaT’ar Beg, np to the 
year a.h. 997, or a.d. 1589. Mulla Ahmad 
was buried at Lahore, hut being a Shi‘a 
who openly used to revile the first khalifas, 
the people" of Lahore exhumed his remains 
and burnt them.

Ahmad Nizam Shah Bahri 

), the founder of the 

Nizam- Shahi dynasty of the Deccan, was the 
son of Nizam-nl-Miilk Bahri, prime minister 
to Sultan Mahmud Shah Bahmani. He had 
conquered many places in the vicinity of his 
father’s jagir, and was besieging the foi*t of 
Dundrajimr about the year a.d. 1486, a.h. 
891, when he received intelligence of the 
assassination of his father, and immediately 
retimned and assumed the titles of tlie deceased, 
and -was generally know by those of Ahmad 
Nizam-ul-Mulk Bahri, to which the people 
of the Deccan added the title of Shah, As 
he had distinguished himself repeatedly as a 
general in the field, though the Sultan wished 
to remove him from power, none of his 
nobility would accept the task of reducing 
Mm. He, however, on the 3rd May, 1490, 
Srd Eajah, a.h. 895, gained a victory over 
the army of the Sultan, and from that time 
he sat without opponent on the masnad_ of 
royalty, and by the advice of Anisuf 'Adil 
Shah, Avho had already become independent, 
having discontinued to rend the khntba in the 
name of the king, put in his own and spread 
a white umbrella over his head. He laid the 
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foiindation of tlie city of Alimadnagar in a.d. 
1495, A.H. 900, which was completed in two 
years, and became the first of the Mzam- 
feliahi kings of Ahmadnagar. He died in 
A.B. 1508, A.H. 914, and was succeeded by 
his son, Biuhan Mzam Shah I. The follow- 
ing is a list of tlie Nizam- Shahi kings of 
Ahiuadnagar :

He wa.s 
soon after defeated hv Ihirdiira, the favoiuite 
of Sulaiman, and liis head was sent to 
Constantinople.

of the Mlq-tiUHaqaiq, a work written in 
imitation of the Mamcml of Jalal uddin 
Bumi. 

Ahmad Samani (Amir) ( 

second king of the race of 

Samiin (Sainanides'), succeeded Ms father Amir 
Israa‘il in the provinces of Khuiaisan, etc., in 
A.D. 907, A.H. 295. He wais a cruel prince, 
and contended with his uncle, his brothers, 
and other relations, for the extensive posses- 
sions of his father, more by intrigues at the 
coxu't of Baghdad thau by arms. After a 
reign of seven years, he was murdered by 
some of his domestics on Thursday 30th 
January, a.d, 914, 23rd Jumada L, a.h, 
301, and his son, Amir Nasr, then only eight 
years of age, was placed upon the throne of 
Klxurasan and Bukhara. Ahmad was buried 
ill Bukhara, and they gave him the title of 
Sultan Shahid, i.e. the martyred king. 

Alimad SarMndi (Shaikh) 

entitled Mujaddid- 

i- Alf-i- Sani, a dervi.sh celebrated for his 
piety and learning, was the son of ShailA 
"^Abdul-MTihid Faraqi, and was horn at 
Sarhind in a.d. 1563, a.h. 971. He was a 
disciple of Khwfija BaqI, a celebrated saint of 
Delilij and is the author of several works, 
lie died on Tuesday 29th November, a.d. 


1624, the last Tuesday in the month of Safar, 
A.H. 1034, and is liuiied at Sarhind. He 
was called Mujaddid-i-Alf-i-Sslni, or the 
“Benewer of the second Millennium,” because 
he adopted the general belief that every 
thousand years a man was born who has a 
thorough knowledge of the Islam, and whose 
vocation it is to revive and strengthen it. 
He believed that he was the man of the 
second (mmj Millennium falfj. 

Alimad, Sayyid, of Barba, brotlier of 

Sayyid Mahmud Barba, served under Akhar 
in Gujrat. He was in charge of Akbar’s 
hunting leopards. His son, Sa}Tid Janial- 
uddin, was killed by the explosion of a mine 
before Chitor, 

Abmad, Sayyid, of Bukhara, father of 

the renowned Shaikh Farid-i-Biikhari. Vide 
below. 

Ahmad Shah entitled 

Muj ahid - ud - din Muhammad Abiin - Nasr 
Ahmad Shah Bahadur, was the son of 
Muhammad Shah, emperor of Delili, whom 
he succeeded on the 15th April, a.d, 1748, 
27th BabB II., a.h. 1161.' His mother’s 
name Avas Fdham Bili. He Avas born in the 
fort of Dehli on Tuesday 14th December, 
A.D. 1725, 17th BabB II», a.h. 1138, and 
croAAmed in Paiiipat cn Monday 19th April, 
A.D. 1748, 2nd Jumada L, a.h. 1161. After 
a reigu of 6 years 3 months and 8 days, he 
Avas deposed and imprisoned, and afterwards 
blinded, together AAith his mother, by his 
prime minister, Hniad-ul-Muik ^irizi-uddin 
Khan, on Sunday 2nd June, n.s. 1754. 
After this, he lived more than 21 years, and 
died on the 1st January, a.d. 1775, from 
bodily disease. He Avas buried in front of the 
mosque of Gadam- Sharif in Dehli, in the 
mausoleum of Maryam -Makani. After his 
imprisonment, ‘Alamgir II., son of Jahandrir 
Shah, was raised to the tlmone.

Abmad Sbab Abdali 

commonly called Sbfili 

Durrani, Avas the son of a chief of tlie Atgihan 
tribe of Ahdal, in the Aucinity of the city of 
Hirat. He Axms taken prisoner in his infancy 
by Nadir Shah, AAdio gav’e Mm the post of a 
mace-hearer, and by degrees promoted him to 
a considerable command in the army. The 
morning after the assas.sination of Nadir 
Shah, AAdiich took place in tlie night of the 
12th MaAq 1747, o.s., be made an attack, 
supported by a corps of Uzbeks, u])on the 
Persian troops, but Avas repulsed. He then 
left the army, and proceeding by rapid 
marches to Uandahrir, not only ohttiined 
possession of that city, hut took a large 
convoy of treasure AvMeh Avas coming from 
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Kabul and Sindb to the Persian camp. By 
the aid ot these means, he laid the foundation 
of a king'dom, which soon attained a strength 
that rendered it formidable to the surrounding 
nations. He not only subdued Qandahar and 
Kabul, but took Peshawar and Lahore ; and 
emboldened by this success, and the weakness 
of the empire, he resolved the conquest of 
the capital of Hindustan. In the beginning 
of the year a.d. 1748, a.h. 1161, he began 
his march from Lahore. Muhammad Shah, 
the emperor of Dehli, being at this time too 
indisposed to take the field, despatched liis 
only son, prince Ahmad, against the enemy, 
umler the command of the wazir Qamar- 
uddin Khan, Safdar-Jang, governor of Audh, 
and several other chiefs, with a great army. 
For some days several sldrmishes took place 
between the two armies near Sarhind. At 
length, on Friday 11th March, a.d. 1748, 
22nd llabi‘ I., a.h. 1161, Qamar-uddin 
IGian, the wazir, being killed as he was at 
his devotion in his tent by a cannon ball, a 
panic prevailed in the Miighul army; the 
battle, however, continued till a magazine of 
rockets taldng fire in the enemy’s camp, 
numbers of the troops were womicled by the 
explosion ; and Shah Ahdali, either dis- 
heartened by the loss, or satisfied by the 
plunder gained at Sarliind, thought it proper 
to retreat towards Kabul, which he did un- 
molested. In the year, a.d. 1757, a.h. 1170, 
he again advanced as far as Dehli and Agra, 
and after having plundered and massacred 
the inhabitants of Mathura, he returned to 
Qandahar. About the year a.d. 1758, a.h. 
1172, the Maratha power had spread itself in 
almost every province of Hindustan, when 
Hajih-ud-^aula, the Eohela, Shuja‘-nd- 
daiila Nawab, of Audh, and not only the 
Miisalmans, hut Hindus also, joine'd in 
petition to Ahmad Shah Ahdali, that he 
would march and assume the throne of Dehli, 
in which they promised to support him. The 
Ahdali, enraged at the seizure of Lahore by 
the Marilthas, rejoiced at the invitation, and 
advanced without delay across the Indus, and 
driving the Marathas before him, he did not 
stop till they reached the vicinity of Dehli. 
lie engaged the Marathas in several battles, 
and attained the highest renown among 
Muhammadans by the memorable defeat that 
he gave tlie hostile army on the plains of 
Piinipat. This famous action was fought in 
January, 1761. After this victory, Durrani 
Shah returned to his own country, hut before 
his departure he acknowledged Shah ‘Alam, 
then in Bengal, as emperor of Hindustan, 
and commanded Shuja‘-iid-daula and other 
chiefs to submit to Ms authority. He died 
after a reign of 26 years in a.d. 1772, a.h. 
1182, aged 50 years, and was succeeded by 
his son, Timur Sliah. His tomb, covered with 
a gilt cupola, stands uear the king’s palace, 
and is held sacred as an asyhim. 

Ahmad Shah Bahmani II. (Sultan) 

On the 

death of his father, Sultan Mahmud Shah II., 
in October, a.d. 1518, ShaAVwrd, a.h. 924, 


Amir Band, his prime minister, dreading that 
the sun-onnding powers would attack him 
should he assume open independence, placed 
prince Ahmad, son of the late king, upon the 
throne at Ahmadabad Bidar, leaving him the 
palace, with the use of the royal jewels, and 
a daily allowance of money for his support. 
The sum not being equal to his expenses, the 
king broke up the crown, which was valued 
at 400,000 buns, or £160,000, and privately 
sold the jewels. He died two years after his 
accession to the throne, in the year a.d. 1521, 
A.H. 927. After his death Amir Barici raised 
Sultan Ala-uddin III., one of the princes, 
on the throne. Two years after he was 
imprisoned, and another son of Mahmud 
Shah, named Wali-ullah Shah, was placed 
in his room. Three years after his accession, 
the minister conceiving a passion for his wife, 
he caused him to be poisoned, and espoused 
the queen. He then placed Kalim-iillah, 
the son of Ahmad Slulh II., on the throne. 
This prince enjoyed nothing but the name of 
sovereign, and was never allowed to leave the 
palace. Tie was afterwards treated ’s^'itli great 
rigour by Amir Barid, whereupon he m_ade 
his escape, first to his uncle IsmaTl ‘Adil 
Sliiili to Bijiipur, and thence to Burhan 
Nizam Shah of Ahmaduagar, where he 
resided till his death. With him ended the 
dynasty of the Bidimaiii kings of the Deccan. 
In fact, before this event, ""the Deccan was 
divided into five Idngdoms — ‘Adil-Sliahl, or 
kings of Bijapur ; (iuth-Shahi, or kings of 
Golkouda ; ‘Iraad-Sliahi, or kings of Barar; 
Nizam- Shiilii, or kings of Ahmaduagar ; and 
Barid- Shahi, kings of Alimadabad Bidar. 

Ahmad Shah I. (sLi second 

king of Gujrat, was the son of Tatar Klian 
and grandson of Muzaifar Shah, whom he 
succekled as king of GujrM. The author of 
the MimtaMah-uUTawarVsli states that his 
grandfather placed him on the tlirone dining 
Ms lifetime, in the year a.h. 813, a.d. 1410, 
and that he survived that measure five months 
and sixteen days. In the same year he laid 
the foundation of a new city on the hanks of 
the Sabarmati, wMch he called after his own 
name, Alimadabad, and which afterwards 
became the capital of the kings of Gujrat. 
The date of the laying of the foundation of 
this city is contained in the words “Ba- 
khair,” i.e. all well. Ho died after a reign 
of nearly 33 years, on the 4th July, a.d. 
1443, 4th Rabi‘ I., a.h. 847, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son, Muhammad Sliah. 

Aimad Shah II. 

Idng of Gujrat. After the death of Mahmud 
Shah III. , there being no relation on whom 
the succession might devolve, ITimfid Khan, 
the prime minister, resolved rather than see 
the kingdom in absolute anarchy, to elevate 
a yonth, whom he asserted to be the son of 
prince Ahmad lilian, fonnerly governor of 
Ahmadabad, and declared him the legal 
successor to the crown of Gujrat. He was 
forthwith placed on the throne on the 18th 
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Fetaary, a.b. 1554, 15tli Eabi‘ I., a.h. 961. 
He reigned seven years and some months, and 
was found murdered one morning at the foot 
of the palace wall. This event took place 
on Monday the 21st April, a.d. 1561, 5th 
Sha^ban, a.h. 968. He was succeeded by 
Muzafar Shah III.

Ahmad Sliah of Bengal 

succeeded his father, Jalal-uddin, to the 
throne of Bengal in a.h, 834, or a.d. 1430, 
reigned about 16 years, and died about the 
year a.d. 1446, a.h. 850. He Avas suc- 
ceeded by Nazir-uddin Mahmud Shah I., a 
descendant of Shams-uddin Ilyas Shah. 


Ahmad Shah, or Ahmad-ullah Shah 

commonly called 

‘*The Maulawi,” a prominent character in 
the neighbourhood of Shahjahanpur and 
Muhammadi during the mutiny of 1857. He 
is said to ha^m been the inspired Faqir who 
travelled through the upper provinces, a feAV 
years ago, on a miraculous mission. He made 
a pretty long stay at Agra, astonishing the 
natiA^es and puzzling the authorities. It seems 
probable that he Avas even then busy in soAving 
the seeds of rebellion. He held great poAA^cir 
AAithin the city of LucknoAV, in March, 1858, 
AAdien the Commander-in-chief entered that 
city and commanded a stronghold in the very 
heart of the city. He Avas slain at PaAvain, 
on the 15th June, 1858, sixteen miles north- 
east of Shahjahanpur, and the raja of that 
place sent the head and trunk to Mr. Gilbert 
Money, the Commissioner. 

Ahmad Shah Wali Bahmani I. 

(Sultan) was 

the second son of Sultan Baud Shah of the 
Bahmani race. He ascended the throne of 
the Deccan on the 15th September, a.d. 
1422, 5th ShaAA'Aval, a.h. 825, ten days before 
the demise of his brother, Sultan Firuz Shah, 
AAdio had resigned the croAvn in his favour. 
He is the founder of the city and fort of 
Abmadabiid Bidar, the foundation of Avhieh 
he biid in the year a.d. 1432, a.h. 836. It 
is said that the Sulfan, on his retuim from 
a Avar at Bidar, took to the amusement of 
hunting; and coming to a most beautiful 
spot, finely Avatered, resolved to build upon it 
a city, to be called after his name, Alimada- 
bad, A citadel of great extent and strength 
Avas erected on the A^ery site of Bidar, the 
ancient capital of princes, AAdio, according to 
the Hindu books, 5,000 years back, possessed 
the Avbole extent of Mirhat, Karnatik, and 
Taliugana, Baja Bbim Sen was one of the 
most celebrated of this house, and the history 
of the love.s of bis daughter and Baja Hal, 
king of MalAva, are famous through all 
Hindustan. Tlieir story Avas translated from 
the fclanskrit by Shaikh Faizi, under the title 


of Kal Daman, into Persian Averse, at the 
command of the emperor, Akbar ShFili. 
Ahmad Shah reigned 12 lunar years and 10 
months, and died on the 19tli February, a.d. 
1435, 18tli Bajab, a.h. 838. He Avas'buried 
at Abmadabad Bidar, and Avas succeeded by 
bis son, Sultan ‘Ala-nddin II.

He '«ns murdered one night, when fast asleep, 
at the instigation of his son, Alihai Singh, 
who succeeded him. This took place in the 
beginning of the reign of the emperor Mu- 
hammad Shah, about a.d. 1724.

‘Arif-uddiu Khan, who lived about a.d. 1754,

Ajmal (Skak) or Shah Mu- 

hammad Ajmal, a Pirzada of Allahabad, 
wns a descendant of Shiih IDiub-ullah, and 
younger brother of Shah ^inlaiii (futh-uddin, 
the son of Shah Muhammad Fakhir, the 
respectability of whose family is ivell -known 
at Allahabad. He died in the year a.d. 1821, 
A.H. 1236. 

Ajmiri Khan, an inhabitant of Ajmir. 

He 'v\ailked with the emperor Akhar from 
Agra to Ajmir, on which account he received 
the title of Ajmiri IHian from that emperor. 
He had built garden on a s])ot of 28 bighas 
of ground at Agra. This place is now called 
Ajmiri Khau-ka Tila. 

Aka RiM, of Mshapur, an autlior. 

Akharahadi Maliall ( 

A‘azz-un-Nisa Begam, was the name of one 
of the wives of the emperor Shah Jahiin. 
The large red stone mosque at Faizhiizar, in 
Dehli, was built by her in the year a.d. 1651, 
A.H. 1060, at a cost of 150,000 rupees. She 
died on the 29th January, a.d. 1677, 4th 
Zil-hijja, A.H. 1087, in the nngu of ‘Alaragir. 
There'is also a masjid inside the city of Agra 
built by her, called Akharahadi Masjid. She 
had a villa also built at Agra. 
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Aklsar ‘All Taskbiki 

' He is mentioned in tlie 

IQuilasat-nl-Asli‘ar to have been the son of 
a washerman. He went to India, and turned 
iaqir, but, as he was an infidel, his ascetic 
exercises cannot have been of much use to his 
soul. He left a diwan of about 8000 verses, 
and a masnawi, called Zarra iva KJmrshed. 
He was alive in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993.

Akibar Klian, the son of Dost Mu- 
hammad Kliiln, ruler of Kabul, by Ms first 
wife. He shot Sir W. H. Maenaghten on 
the 26th December, 184-1, when his father, 
Dost Muhammad Klian, wms a State prisoner 
in India. When his father, Dost Muhammad 
Kian, came in possession of Kabul after 
the retreat of the English in 1842, he was 
appointed heir-apparmt in preference to 
Muhanmiad Afzal IQian, his eldest son by 
his second wife. He died in 1848, when his 
full brother, CTiiilam Haidar IHian, wms 
nominated heir-apparent, after whose death, 
in 1858, Sher ‘Ali, his brother, was nomi- 
nated. 

Akbar (Prince) , tlie youngest son of the 

emperor ^Alamgir, was born on the 10th 
September, o.s. 1657, 11th i?il-hijja, a.h, 
1067, raised the standard of rebellion against 
his father, and joined the Maratha chief 
Srirahlmji in Jniie, 1681. He afterwards 
quitted his court, and repaired to l^ersia, 
wliere he died in a.d. 1706, a.h. 1118, a few 
months before his father, and was buried at 
Mashhad, in Kliiirasan. ‘Alamgir, at one 
time, intended to make Akbar his successor, 
and this preference arose from Akbar being 
the son of a Muhammadan mother, the 
daughter of Shah Nawaz IQian ; whereas his 
brothers, Sultans Mn‘azzam and A‘zam, were 
born of Bajpnt princesses. 

Akbar Slxak 0, tke Great, 

emperor of Hindustan, surnamed Abnl-Fatb 
Jalal-ucldin Muhammad, was the eldest son 
of the emperor Hnmayun, and wms born in 
Ainarkot in the province of Sindh, on Sunday 
the 15th October, a.d. 1542, 5th Kajab, a.h, 
949, at a time when his father, after being 
defeated by Sher Shah, had taken refuge with 
liana Prashad. At the time of his father’s 
death, Akbar was at Kalanur, where he had 
been deputed by his father with a considerable 
force to expel* the ex-king Sikandar Shah 
Sur from the Siwalik mountains. When 
int’ormation reached the prince of this mourn- 
ful event, Bairam Hi an, and other officers 
who were present, raised him to the throne 
on Friday i4th February, a.d. loo, 6, 2nd 
liabP II., A.H. 963, Akbar being then only 
13 years and 9 montlis old. He enlarged his 
dominions by the conquest of Gujx’at, Bengal, 
Kashmir, and Sindli. Besides 'the forts of 


Atak, Agra, and Allahabad, many military 
works were erected by him. He also built 
and fortified the to^^m of Fatbpur Sikri, 
wbicli was liis principal residence, and wbich, 
though now deserted, is one of the most 
splendid remains of former grandeur of India. 
He died after a prosperous reign of 51 lunar 
years and 9 months, on Wednesday the 16th 
October, o.s. 1605, 13tli Iiiinada II., a.h. 
1014, aged 64 lunar years and 11 months. 
The words “Fant-i- Akbar Shah” (the death 
of Akbar Shah), are the chronogram of his 
death. He was buried in the village of 
Sikandra, in the emurons of Agra, where 
a splendid mausoleum was built over his 
remaius by his son Jahangir, which is still 
in a high state of preservation. He received 
after ms death the title of “ Arsh-‘Ashyani,” 
and was succeeded by his son Sultan Salim, 
who assnmed the title of Jahangir. His 
mother’s name was Hamida Banii, coniinonly 
called Maryam -Makani. The history of 
this potentate has been written, with great 
elegance and precision, by his wazir Abiil- 
Fazl, in the work entitled Akhar-nmia. In 
order to keep his turbulent Uinaras, Timks, 
and Afghans, in clieck, Hindu chiefs W;,re 
encouraged by Akbar, and entrusted with the 
highest powers, both military and civil, as 
Avas the case with llaja Mald'eo of Manvar, 
BhagAvan Das of Amber, Man Singh, his son, 
and Eaja Todar Mai. He also connected 
himself and his sons Avith them by marriage. 
Both Akbar and his successor, Jaliaiigir, had 
amongst their AviA-es several of Hindu origin. 
ToAvards the middle of his reign, Akbar 
became dissatisfied AAu’th the hliihararaadan 
religion, and iimted to his court teachers of 
the Christian, Hindu, and Parsi religions, 
and took an interest in their discussions. 
He adopted, however, none of them, hut 
attempted to found a new system of belief, 
called ‘‘ Din-i-Iiahi,” AAdiich acknoAAdedged 
one God, and the king as his Auce-regent.

Akbar Stall II. (^15 king 

of Dehli, whose title in full is Ahiil-Nasr 
Mnfin-iiddm Muhammad Akbar Shah, Avas 
the son of the nominal emperor Shah * Alain ; 
was horn on Wednesday 2Srd April, n.s. 
1760, 7th Eamazan, a.h.'UTS, and succeeded 
his father at the age of 48, on the 19th 
NoA^ember, a.d. 1806, 7th Eamazan, a.h. 
1221, as titular king of Dehli. On his 
accession ho made some Aveak attempts to 
increase his influence and poAver. These AA’ere 
properly resisted, hut at the same time the 
pledge given by Lord Wellesley, to increase 
the alioAAmiice of the iniperiar family Avhen 
the revenue of the country improved, Avas 
redeemed by an act of politic liberality. An 
augmentation of 10,000 rupees ])er inensem 
was appropriated for the STip])ort of his eldest 
son, Avhom lie had declared heir-app.arent. 
He sat on the tlirone of his ancestors nearly 
32 lunar years ; died on Friday 28th 
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September, a.d. 1837, 28th Jiimada II., a.h. 
1253, aged about 80 lunar years, and was 
burled at Dehli, close to the tomb of Bahadur 
Shah. His son Bahadur Shah II., the last 
king of Dehli, succeeded him. Akbar some- 
times wrote poetry, and used the word Shu'a 
for his poetical name. 

Aklifasli Aiisat (juu-A-caI), was 

called AMash, because he had small eyes. 
Ills proper name is Abnl- Hasan Sa‘id. He 
was an author, and died in the year a.d. 830. 
Some say he was born at Balldi, and died in 
A.H. 376. There were three persons of this 
name, all of whom were authors. Akhfash 
Asghar, or the lesser, died in a.d. 845. 

Aklitar tlie poetical name of 

Qazi Muhammad Sadiq Kl'^^an, an excellent 

writer of prose and verse. 

Akhtar tlie poetical name of 

Wajid ‘AH Shah, the last king of Audh, now 
of (harden Reach, Calcutta. 

Akmal-uddin Muliammad bin-Mak- 
mud (Skaikli), author of a commen- 
tary on the Hidaya, entitled ^Tmya^ or < 7 /- 
^ Indy a. There are twu commentaries on the 
Hidaya, commonly knowm by that name, but 
the one much esteemed lor its studious 
analysis and interpretation of the text, is by 
this author ; it was published in Calcutta in 
1837. This author died in the year a.d. 
1384, A.H. 786. 

‘Akrima, or more correctly ‘Ikrinia 

), surname of Abu- ^Abdullah, 

who was a freed slave of Ibn- ‘Abbas, and 
became afterwards his disciple. He was one 
of the greatest la>vyers. He died in the year 
A.D. 725, A.H. 107 . 

Aksir, or more correctly, Iksir (Mirza) 

of Isfahan, 

author of a hook of elegies. He served under 
Haw'ah Nizam -nl-Miilk Asaf-Jiih and Safdar- 
Jang, and died in Bengal in n.s. 1756, a.h. 

nob. 

Alahdad Sarhindi, or more correctly, 

Ilahdad, poetically styled Faizi, a 

native of Sarbiiid, and author of a Persian 
Dictionary called Maddr ul-AfdziU

Al-Almaf uncle of Yazid, 

the second kh'difa of the liouso of Umayya. 
At the battle of Sifiin he had fouglit "on 


Several sayings of this 
celebrated chief are recorded in' the Bio - 
grapMcal Dictionary of Ibn lOiallikan. He 
outlived Mu‘awiya. 

Alahwirdi Khan 

or more correctly, Ilaliwirdi Khan, 

a nobleman of the reign of the emperor 
Jahangir. He was raised to the rank of 
5,000 in the time of Shah Jahan, and held 
several offices of importance. He was ap- 
pointed Governor of Patna, and espoused the 
cause of Sultan Shnja‘, brother of Aurangzib, 
a.d. 1658, A.H. 1068, and after the defeat of 
Shuja‘, accompanied him to Bengal, where 
he was slain, together with his son Saif-nllah, 
by order of that prince, in July, a.d. 1659, 
?il-qa‘da, a.h. 1069. 

[The word tvhrB or ivirdJ means “a rope,’' 
God being the hahUi-mathi, the strong rope 
which the faithful seize so as not to perish.] 

Alahwirdi Khan 

or more correctly, llahwirdi Khan, 

title of Ja‘far Eiaii, the son of llahwirdi 
IQian the first. He was raised to the rank 
of an amir by ‘Alamgir, with the title of 
Ilahw-ardi Ivhan ‘Alamgir- Shahi. He wus 
appointed Subadar of xillahabad, wiiere he 
died A.D. 1669, a.h. 1079. He was an 
excellent poet, and has left a Diwan. 

Alahwirdi Khan, 

or more commonly, 

Allahwirdi Khan, styled Mababat- 

Jang, the usurper of the government of Bengal, 
was originally named Mirza Muhammad ‘AH. 
His father, Mirzii Muhammad, a Turkman, 
an officer in the service of the prince A‘zain 
Shah, on the death of his patron in a.d. 
1707 , falling into distress, moved from Dehli 
to Katak, the capital of Orlsa, in hopes of 
mending his fortune under Shuja‘-nddm, the 
son-in-law of Nawah Murshid QiiH Ja‘far 
lOian, vSubadar of Bengal, wiio received him 
with kindness, and after some time bestowed 
on his son the Faujdari of Rajmahull, and 
procured for him from the emperor a mansab 
and the title of Allahwirdi JGian, and after- 
wards that of Mahahat-Jang. After the 
death of Shuja‘-uddin, and the accession of 
his son, Sarfaraz Khan, to the government of 
Bengal, Allahwirdi overthrew the Nawab, 
in an action in wljich the latter wuis slain, 
in A.D, 1740,- a.h. 1153, and ursurped the 
government. He reigned sixteen yi^ars over 
the three provinces 'of Bengid, Bihar, and 
Orisa, and died on Saturday the 10th April, 
N.s. 1756, 9th Rajah, a.h. 1169, aged 80 
years. He was bmied in Mnrshidihad, uf^ar 
the tomb of his mother, in the garden of 
Khush-Bagh, aud was succeeded by his 
grand-nephew and grandson, Mirza Malimud, 
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Bahi‘a, who commanded his troops, and 
endeavoured to prevent his inarching to 
Baghdad ; but without effect, for he punc- 
tually obeyed the orders sent by the khalifa. 
Al-Fazl having ingratiated himself with the 
lAalifa by his ready compliance with his 
orders, was chosen prime minister, and 
governed with absolute swaiy, al - Amin 
abandoning himself entirely to drunkenness. 
Al-Fazl wms a very able minister ; but fearing 
al-Mamun’s resentment, if ever lie should 
ascend the throne, he gave ai-Amiii such 
advice as proved in the end the ruin of them 
both. He advised him to deprive al-Mamun 
of the right of succes^sion that had been given 
him by his father, and transfer it to his own 
son Musa, though then hut an infant. Agree- 
able to this pernicious advice, the khalifa sent 
for his brother al-Qasiin from Mesopotamia, 
and recalled al-Mamun from IHiiirasan, 
pretending he had occasion for him as an 
assistant in his councils. By this ill-treat- 
ment al-Mamun was so mncli provoked, that 
he resolved to come to an open niptm*e with 
his brother. A war soon after broke out 
betw^een them . Tahir ibn-Husain, the general 
of al-Mamun, laid siege to Baghdad, took it, 
and having seized al-Amin, cut off his head, 
and exposed it to public view' in the streets 
of Baghdad. Afteiwvards he sent it to al- 
Mamun in Ivliurastin, together with the ring 
or seal of the khilafat, the sceptre and the 
imperial robe. At the sight of these, al- 
Mamun fell down on bis knees, and returned 
thanks to God for his success, making the 
courier who brought the insignia a present 
of a million dirhams. The death of al-Amin 
took place on the 6th October, a.d. 813, 6th 
Safar, a.h. 19S. He w'as then 30 years of 
age, and had reigned but four years and some 
months. 

'Alamgir I. (iflAAb emperor 

of Hindustan, sm’named Ahnl-Zafar Muhi- 
nddin Muhammad Anrangzib, took the title 
of ‘Alamgir on his accession to the throne. 
He was the third son of the emperor Shah 
Jahan, horn on Sunday lOth October, o.s. 
1619, 11th Zil-qa'da," a.h. 1028. His 
mother’s namewms Arjmand Eanu, surnained 
Mumtaz-Maball. In his youth, he put on 
the appearance of religions sanctity, but in 
June, A.D. 1658, llamzan, a.r. 1068, duiing 
bis father’s illness, he, in conjunction with 
his brother, Murad Ba^sh, seized Agra, and 
made his father prisoner. IMurad w^‘ls soon 
after imprisoned by ^ilamgir, who marched 
to Dehli, where he cause^d yhimself to be 
proclaimed emperor on the /ist July of the 
same year, 1st Zil-qaMa, 1068, ‘but wms 
not crowned till the first anniversary of his 
accession, a circumstance wiiicli has intro- 
duced some confusion in the chronology of 
his reign. Soon after, he put Murad Ba^sh 
and his eldest brother, the heir - apparent, 
Bara Shikoh, to death. He greatly enlarged 
his dominions, and became so formidable that 
all Eastern princes sent ambassadors to him. 
He was an able prince, but a bigoted Sunni, 
and attempted to force the Hindus to adopt 
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an insignificant town, to escape tlie resent- 
ment of Amir Mansur Sfiniam, whose eleva- 
tion to the throne he had opposed, on the 
ground of his extreme yoiitli. lie ostahlished 
a petty principality, of which Qiazni became 
the capital. He died A.n. 976, a.h. 366, 
when his son, Ahu-Is-haq, succeeded him; 
hut that weak and dissipated prince survived 
his father but a short time ; and the suffrage 
of all ranks gave the rule to Subiktagin, a 
chief in the service of Alaptigin, in a.b. 977, 
A.H. 367. 


that faith, destroying their temples, and 
levying the capitation tax {jizya) from every 
Hindu. The feudatory chiefs of Rajputana 
successfully resisted the impost. He died 
after a reign of 50 lunar years at Ahmad- 
nagar, in the Deccan, on Friday the 21st 
Febrnary, o.s. 1707, 28th Zil-^ua‘da, a.h. 
1118, aged 90 lunar years and 17 days, and 
was interred in the coiirt of the mausoleum of 
Shaikh Zain-uddin, in Suddahad, eight Jcos 
from the city of Aurangabad, After his 
death, he received the title of “ Hazrat 
Kiiild-Makan ” {i.e. He whose place is in 
paradise) . He was married in the 1 9th year 
of his age to a daughter of Shahnawaz l^an, 
the son of ‘Asaf fiian, the prime minister of 
the emperor Jahangir, by whom he had five 
sons and four daughters. His eldest son, 
named Sultan Muhammad, died before his 
father ; his second son was Muhammad 
Mii‘azzam,_wh,o succeeded him with the title 
of Shah ‘Alam Bahadur Shah; the third, 
A‘zani Shah, was slain in battle fonglit 
against the latter; the fourth, Muhammad 
Akl:>ar, who revolted against his father, took 
refuge in. Persia, and died there; the fifth, 
Ixam BalAsh, who AVas also slain in battle. 
The names of his four daiigliters are : Zeh- 
un-Nisii, Zimit-im-Nisa, Badr-un-Hisa, and 
Mihr-im-Kisa. 

‘Alamgir II., ^Azlz-uddm, was the son 

of the emperor Jahandar Shah by Anup Bai ; 
was born in a.d. 1688, a.h. 1099, and raised 
to tbe tbrohe, in the fort of Dehli, by 
‘Imad-ul-Mulk (Riazi-uddin IHian the wazir, 
on Simclay the 2ncl June, n.s. 1754, 10th 
Sha‘ban, a.h. 1107, after the deposition and 
imprisonment of Ahmad Shah, the son of the 
emperor ^Muhammad Shah. He Avas, after 
a nominal reign of fiA^e years and some 
months, assassinated by the same person avIio 
had placed him on the throne, on the 29th 
November, n.s. 1759, 8th Iiabi‘ II. a.h. 
1173, and Avas intonxid in the platform before 
the niauspleum of the emperor Himiayun. 
His son ‘All Ganhar (afterwards Shah ‘Alam) 
being _then in Bengal, Miihiy-nl-Siinuat, son 
of Kam Baldish. the son of the emperor 
Aurangzib, Avas seated on the throne, with 
tile title of Shah Jahan, and in-sulted by 
the empty name of emperor for some 
months, after AAdiich, on the 10th October, 
N.s. 1760, 29th Safar, a.h. 1174, the 
hrnrathas having plundered Dehli, prince 
hiTrza Jawfin Bakht, the son of ‘Ali Gauhar, 
Avas jilaced on the throne by tbe Maratha 
cliiet Bhao, as regent to his father, who Avas 
still ill Bengal.

Alaptigin or Alptigin 

one of the chief nobles of Bukhara,, and 
Governor of Kliurasan dnriug the reign of 
the house of Sanniu. Having, in a.d. 962, 
renounced ^ his allegiance to that court, he 
iptired, Avith his followers, to Ghazni, then

‘Ala-ud-daula (Prince) 

the son of Eaisaiighar Mirza, 

and grandson of Shahruldi Mirza, after Avhose 
death, in a.d. 1447, he ascended the throne 
at Hirat, but Avas soon driven from it by his 
uncle, Ulugh Beg. After the death of Ulugh 
Beg, A.D. 1449, he Avas imprisoned and 
blinded by his brother, Sultan Biibar. Ho 
died in a.d. 1459, a.h. 863. 


‘Ala-ud-danla a 

Nawah of Bengal. Vide Sarfaraz Kluin. 

‘Ala - ud - danla (Mir or Mirza) 

a poet whoso 

poetical name Avas Kafi. He is the author 
of a biography of those poets Avho flourished 
in the reign of the emperor Akbar. The 
time of his death is not knoAvn, hut he 
Avas living at the time of the conquest of 
Chitor by Akbar in a.d. 1567, a.h. 975. 
There is some mistake in his poetical name ; 
he appears to be the same person Avho is 
mentioned under the poetical name of Kami, 
Avhich see. 

‘Ala-nd-daula Samnani 

one of the chief followers 

of the Sufi Junaid Baghdadi. In his youth 
he served Arghim Khan, the Tartar king of 
Persia, and his uncle Sliaraf-nddiii Samnani 
was a nobleman at the court. He died on 
Friday the 8th March, a.d. 1336, 23rd Rajah, 
A.H. 7*36, aged 77 lunar years, six years before 
Mwaja Kirmani. 

‘Ala-uddin (^j a Muhammadan 

prince of the Arsacides or Assassins, better 
knoAAm by the appellation of “The old man 
of the mountains.” Ilis residence aaus a 
castle hetAveen Damascus and Antioch, and 
Avas sun’oiinded by a number of youths, Avhom 
he intoxicated Av'ith pleasures, and rendered 
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subservient to bis views, by promising still 
greater voluptuousness in the next world. As 
these were employed to stab bis enemies, be 
was di’eaded by tb"e neigiibonring princes.

‘Ala - Tiddin (Khwaja) 

Lb.il surnamed *Ata 

Miilik, was the brother of Sbains-nddin Mu- 
liammad Sahib, diwan, and is the author of 
a history called Jcihmkiiskcl, 

‘Ala-uddin ‘Ali al-QuraisM ilbn-Nafis 

author of the commentary termed IVtijiz-ul 
Qanmi fiVTihb, being an epitome of the 
canons of Avicenna. He died a.d. 1288. 

‘Ala-uddln Ali ShaA 

jsIa), king of 'Western Bengal. He 

usurped the government of that country after 
defeating Fakhr-uddln Mubarak Shah, and 
was assassinated, about a.h. 746, by the 
instigation of lyhivaja Ilyas, who succeeded 
him under the title* of Shams -nddin Ilyas 
Shah. 

‘Ala-uddin Atsiz 

the son of ‘Ala-uddin Hasan <^iori. He 
defeated Balia -nddin Siim in a.d. 1210, and 
reigned foim years in Ghor. He fell in battle 
against Taj -nddin Ilduz, a.d. 1214, and was 
tlie last of the kings of Ghor, of the family 
of ‘Ala-uddin Hasan. 

‘Ala-nddin Hasan 

prince of Gli5r, entitled 

Jahan-soz. His elder brother, Quth-nddm, 
prince of Ghor, was publicly executed by his 
hrother-in-bi'w, Bahrain Shah of ^azni, in 
A.D. 1119, a.h. 513. Saif-nd-danla, brother 
of the deceased, took possession of Ghazni in 
A.D. 1148, A.H. 543, but afterwards wms 
defeated, taken prisoner, tind put to death by 
Bahrani Shah in a.d. 1149, a.h. 544. When 
the mournful news of his brother’s death 
reached ‘Ala-uddiii, he burnt 'with rage, and 
being determined to take revenge, invaded 
Ghazni with a great army. He defeated 
Bahrani Shah, who fled to Lahore, took 
possession of <Miazni, in a.d. 1152, a.h. 574, 
and gave up the city to iianies, slaughter, and 
devastation for several days, on which account 
he is known by the epithet of “Jahan-soz,” 
or the burner of the world. He carried bis 
aniniosi^^ so far as to destroy every monument 
of the ^lazni emperors with the exception 
of those of Suhan Mahmiid, Mas‘iid, and 
Ibrahim ; but lie defatted all the inscriptions, 
even of their times, from every public edifice. 


‘Ala-nddin died in the year a.d. 1156, a.h. 
549, after a reign of six years, and -was 
succeeded by bis son Malik Saif-uddln, or 
Saif-nd-danla, who in little more than a year 
ieU in battle with tlie Ghiza Turkmans. He 
was succeeded by bis eldest cousin, (Biiyas- 
nddin Muhammad Gbori. The following is 
a list of the kings of ^lor :

‘Ala-nddin 

Hasan Hangoh Balimanl, 

the first Babmani king of the Deccan. He 
was a native of Debli, and in the service of 
a Bralimanical astrologer named Kaiigoh, or 
Gangob, enjoying bigli favour with tlui prince 
Muhammad 'Tugbluq, afterwards king of 
Debli. This Brahman assured Hasan that 
he perceived from bis horoscope tliat be would 
rise to great distinction, and be eminently 
favoured of the xilmiglity; and made him 
promise that if he evtu' slioiild attain regal 
power, he would use the name of^ Kaiigoh 
and employ him as bis inini.ster of finance, 
a request with wliicb Hasan readily coinplied. 
The Governor of Daiilatabad and others 
having revolted took possession of the place, 
and selected Hasan (who bad then the title 
of Zafar Khan and a jagir in the Deccan) to 
be their king. On Friday the 3rd August, 
A.D. 1347, 24tb Babi‘ II. a.h. 748, 'tliey 
crowned him and raised liim on the throne, 
with the title of ‘Ala-nddin Hasan Kungoli 
Bahmani at Knlburga, which place hecanie 
the royal residence and capital of the first 
Muhammadan king of the Deccan, and was 
named Ahsanabad. Towards the end of the 
reign of Muhammad Tughlnq of Debli, he 
subdued every part of the Deccan previously 
subject to the throne of DehlT. The death 
of ‘Ala-nddin Hasrni linppeiied ten years, ton 
months, and seven days aftcT his accession to the 
throne, about the lOtb February, a.d. 1358, 
1st Raln‘ I. A.H. 759. ITc was succeeded 
by bis son, Muhammad Sliab I. Babmaiu.

Shah AYali Bahmanl, ascended the throne at 
Ahmadahad Bidar in the Deccan, in the 
month of February, a.d. 1435, a.h. 838, and 
died after a reign of 23 years, 9 months, and 
20 days in the year a.d. 1457, a.h. 862. He 
%vas .succeeded by his son, Humayun, a crael 
prince. 

^Ala-nddin KMlji (Sultan) 

W“ J 

styled Silv'andar-i-Sani, “the second Alex- 
ander,” was the nephew and son-in-law of 
Sult:an Jalal-iiddin Firuz Shah lOiiiji, whom 
he murdered at Kara - Manikpur, in the 
proYince of Allahabad, on the 29th July, 
A.D. 1296, 17th Eamazan, a.h. 695, and 
marching thence with his army ascended the 
throne of Dehli in the month of October the 
same year, Zil-hijja, a h. 695, after having 
defeatkl and removed Eukn-uddin Ibrahim, 
the son of Firuz Shah. He ivas the first 
Musalmfin king who made an attempt to 
conquer the Dcccan. He took the fort of 
Cliitor ill August, a.d, 1303, 3rd Muharram, 
A.H. 703. It is said that the empire never 
flourished so much as in his reign. Palaee.s, 
mosques, universities, baths, niausolea, forts, 
and all kinds of public and private buildings, 
seemed to rise as if by magic. Among the 
poets of his reign, we may record the names 
of Amir Khusfaii, Ivhwaja Hasan, Sadr- 
nddiii ‘All, Fakhr-uddin ^Kliawas, Hamid- 
iiddiii Baja, Maiilaiiii ‘Arif, ‘Abdul- Hakim, 
and Sliihab-iiddin Sadr-Nishin. In poetry, 
Amir ramsrau and Kliwaja. Hasan had the 
first rank. In philosophy and physic, hlaulana 
Badr-iiddin Damishqi. In divinity, Maulana 
Shitrihi. In astrology, Shaikdi. Nizam-uddin 
Auliya acquired much fame. ‘Ala-uddin died, 
according to Firishta, on the 6th Shawwal, 
A.H. 716, or 19th December, a.d, 1316, 
after having reigned more than twenty years. 
He was l)uried in the tomb which lie had 
con.striieted in his life-time near the jManihar 
Masjid in Old Dehli. Amir lOiiisrau, in 
that part of his Diwaii called Baqiya-i- 
JSfaqlyu, says that he died on the 6th 
Shawwal, a.h, 715, i.c. about the 30th. 
December, a.d. 1315. After his death, Malik 
Kaib Kafur, one of the eunuchs of the king, 


placed his youngest son, Sultan Sliiliiib-uddin 
‘Umar, who was then only seven years old, 
on the throne. After a slumt time, liowever, 
the eunuch Kafur was slain, and Sliihah- 
uddin was set aside, and his elder brother, 
Mubarak ^lan, under tlie title of Mubarak 
Shah, a.scended the throne on the 1st April, 
A.D. 1316, 7t}i Miiharram, a.h. 716, but 
according to Firishta in 1317. It was the 
boast of ‘Ala-uddin that he had destroyed 
one thousand temples in Banilras alone. He 
is best known now by the beautiful gatew^ay 
to the Kuth Mosque, and the unfinished 
tower by which he hoped to rival the Kuth 
Miuar. 

‘Ala-uddin ‘Imad Shall 

succeeded to the goYern- 

meut of Barar in the Dcccan after the 
death of his father, Fath-ullali ‘Iraad Shah, 
about the year a.d. 1513, and following the 
example of other chiefs of the house of 
Bahmani, declared himself king of Barar, and 
e.stahlished his royal residence at Gawml. He 
contracted an alliance by marriage with the 
sister of I.sma‘il ‘Adil Shah, named Kliadija, 
in a.d. 1528, a.h. 935, and died some time 
about the year a.d. 1532, a.h. 939. He wuis 
succeeded by his son Darya, ‘Imad Shah. 

‘Ala-uddin Kaiq[ubad (Sultan) (jLfi 
a prince of the 

Saljtiqian dynasty. Wlien Sultan Malik- 
Shah Conquered Bum or Anatolia, in Asiatic 
Turkey, he conferred on Sulaiinan, the son of 
Kutlnmlsh, that Idngdom, wliose descendants 
reigned there till the time of Ahaqa Khan, 
the Tartar king of Persia. ‘Ala-uddin 
Kaiqubad wms a descendant of Sulaiinan 
Shall, and died about the year a.d. 1239, 
A.H. 637. Vide Sulaiman bm-Kutlumish. 

‘Ala-uddin Majzuh (Shah)

a Muhammadan 

saint of Agra, commonly called Shah ‘Alawal 
Balaw'al, son of Sayyid Sulaiman. He died 
in the beginning of the reign of Islam Shah, 
son of Slier Shah, in the year a.d. 1546, 
A.H. 953. His tomb is in ‘Agra, at a place 
called Hai-ki Mandi, wliere crowds of 
Miisalrnans assemble every year to worship 
it. The adjacent mosqne has sunk into the 
ground to the spring of the arches. 

‘Ala-uddin Has'ud 

Sultan of Dehli, w^as the son of Sultan 
Bukn-uddin Firuz, and grandson of Shanis- 
uddiii Iltitiuish, w'as raised to the throne 
of Dehli after the murder of Balirfim Shah, 
in May, a.d. 1242, Zil-(ia‘da, a.h. 639. 
He died on the 10th June, a.d. 1246, 23rd 
Muharram, a.h. 644, after a reign of four 
years, and was succeeded by his brother 
(or uncle), Sultan Kazir-iiddin Mahmud.

855, at 
the iiLstigation of Hamid I^an wazir, took 
posse.ssion of Behli during the absence of the 
king, who was then at Badaon, ‘Ala-uddin 
continued to reside at Badaon unmolested till 
hi.s death, which happened in the year a.d. 
1478, A.H. 883 ; his reign at Behli being 
about .six years, and his government at Badaon 
28 years. 

‘Ala-uddin (Sayyid), of Oudh, whose 
poetical name was AYasili, is the author of 
a Tarji‘hand, commonly called MamKqmdn, 
wa'th which word it commences.

970, and committed the 
management of affairs entirely to the care 
of Jauhar, or Jaffar, his father’s long- 
experienced general and prime minister. This 
famous wmrrior, after several battles with 
Al-Aftakin, the amir of Damascus and the 
Karmatiahs, died in a.d. 990, a.h. 381. 
‘Al-Aziz died on his way to Syria, in the 
21st year of his reign and 42nd of his age, 
and was succeeded by his son, Abul- Mansur. 

Al-Bagkawi V'ide Abul- 

Earaj - al - Baghawi and Ahu - Miihanimad 
Earrai iburMasTid al-Baghawi. 

Al-Batani commonly called 

by European * writers Albategnius, wars an 
Arabian asti*onoiner wbo wrote a treatise on 
the knowledge and the oblicpiity of the Zodiac 
of the stars. He died in 929, He greatly 
reformed astronomy, comparing his o^vn 
observations with those of Ptolemy. This 
book was printed at Nuremberg, in 1537, 
4to., and at Bologna in 1545. He died 
A.D. 929. 

Al-Biruni(^36^J!), an Arabian antbor, 

whose original woik, entitled Tdrilch I£md, 
wms compiled in India in about a.d. 1030-33. 
See Ahu-Eaihan. 

Al-Bukkari wbn received 

this name from Bukhara, the place of his 
birth or his chief residence, w'as a famous 
lauyer by name of Muhammad IsmaTl. Bis 
collection of traditions on the Muhammadan 
religion, commonly called SaMh’^iiUBiiMdri, 
is of the greatest authority of all that have 
ever been made; he called it Al-SaMh, i.e. 
genuine, because he separated the spurious 
ones from those that were authentic. He 
says, he has selected 7,275 of the most 
authentic traditions out of 10,000, all of 
which he looked upon to be true, having 
rejected 200,000 as false. He died at 
Bukhara in the year a.d. 870, a.h. 256. 
EifA" Muhammad IsmaTl Bukhari.

‘Allia and Udal ( ^ princes 

of Mahoha. There is a heroic ballad sung 
or recited by the Hindu sepoys in a kind of 
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monotonous, but not nnmnsical sort of cliaimt, 
accompanied by a sotto voce beat of the dhol, 
which rise to a constrepito in the pause 
between the verses. Whoever has resided in 
a military cantonment must have frequently 
observed the sepoys, when disengaged from 
military duty, collected in small knots, 
listening to one of the party reciting some 
poem or tale to a deeply interested audience. 
The subject of this lay is the prowess of 
‘Alba ‘5 the Baja of hlahoba, a town in 
Bundelkhand, of which extensive ruins remain. 
The hero is described as the terror of the 
Muhammadans ; his triumphs over whom are 
attributed not only to his own valour, but the 
favour of the goddess Kali, wKom he had 
propitiated by the offering of his life. There 
are many songs, it is said, of this prince, 
and his brother Udal, a, warrior of equal 
estimation ; but they are preserved only 
traditionally by the Bowars, and tlieir amateur 
students. The verses are in Bhakha. 

Al-Hadi the fourth khalxf of 

the house of ‘Abbas, succeeded his father, 
al-Mahdi, on the 4th August, a.d. 785, 
23rd Muharram, a.h. 169, to the throne of 
Baghdad. He reigned one year and one 
rnontli, and having formed a design to deprive 
his younger brother, Harun-al-Basliid, of 
his right of succession, and even to assassinate 
him, was poisoned by his prime minister 
about the month of September, a.d. 786, 
Bahi I. A. u. 170. On his death his brother, 
the celebrated Harun-al-Bashid, ascended the 
throne. 

Al-Hakm, also called ibn Abdul Hakm, 

an Arabian author, who (according to the 
chronological arrangement of the Arab 
authorities by Howard Yyse and Hr. Sprenger, 
ill the former’s second volume of The Tyramids 
of Crkeh) lived about a.d. 1450, or six hundi’ed 
years after the death of the lAalif al-Mamun 
of Baghdad, but by a manuscript note re- 
corded by a gentleman of the British Museum 
1868), it appears that al-Hakm was nearly 
contemporary with that prince, wiio flourished 
betw'een a.d. 813 and 843. Al-Hakni wuites 
that the Great PjTamid in Egypt ivas built 
by a certain antediluvian king Saurid, and 
filled by him cbiefly with celestial spheres 
and^ figures of the stars, together with the 
perfumes used in their worslfip ; and that 
^alifa al-Mamun found the body of a man 
deposited, with jew^els, arms, and golden 
writing, in the coffer, wken he broke into the 
king’s chamber of the Great Pyramid. But 
neither Abu Musliar Jafar bin Muhammad 
Baiai, who wrote in about a.d. 890, nor 
ibn Kliurdalbeh, in a.d. 920, have one word 
about al-Mamfm, or any opening of the 
pyramid. But when we descend to Masaudi, 
in a.d. 967, he, after an astonishing amount 
of romancing on what took place at the 
building of the pyramids 300 years before the 
Flood, mentions that, not al-ilnmun, but his 
father, khfilifa Harun-al -Rashid, attempted 
to break into tlie Great P)Tamid; and after 
penetrating 20 cubits, found a vessel con- 


taining 1000 coins of the finest gold, each 
just one ounce in weight, and making up a 
sum which exactly repaid the cost of his 
operations, at wdiich, it is added, he greatly 
WDndered. About the year a.d. 1170, or 
340 years after al-Mamun’s age, that priiiee 
is mentioned by Abu Abd-ullah Muhammad 
bin Abdur Bahim Alkaisi, who states that he 
was informed that those wdio w^eiit into the 
upper parts of the Great Pyramid in the 
time of al-Mamiiii, came to a small ptissage, 
containing the image of a man in green stone, 
and within that a human body with golden 
armour, etc., etc. 

Al-Hasan an Arabian v^lio 

wrote on optics, about the year a.d. 1100. 

‘All Abu- 

Trdib, was the cousin and son-in-law of 
Muhaniniad. He was born 23 years before 
the Hijri, in the year a.d. 599, at the 
very temple itself. His mother’s name 
wms Fatima, daughter of Asad the son of 
Hasliim. After the death of Miiluimmad, 
he was opposed in his attempts to succeed 
the prophet by ‘Usiiian and ‘Umar, and 
retired into Arabia, wdiere liis mild and 
enlarged interpretation of the Quran, in- 
creased the number of his proselytes. Alter 
the death of ‘Usman, the 3rd Idiallfa, he 
was acknowledged khalifa by tbe Egyptians 
and Arabians in July, a.d, 655, but in less 
than five years after he was compelled to 
resign that title, and Mu‘awiya was pro- 
claimed khalifa at Damascus." ‘AlT was 
subsequently w^oimded by ‘Abdur -Bah man 
ibn-Muljim in a mosque at Qufa, whilst 
engaged in bis evening prayers, on Friday 
the 22nd January, a.d. 661, 17tli Bamazaii, 
A.H. 40, and died four days after. ‘AH, 
after the decease of bis beloved Fatima, the 
daughter of the prophet, claimed the privilege 
of polygamy, and bad 18 sons and 18 
daughters. The most renowned of them 
are tlie two sons of Fatima, viz., Hasan 
and Husain, as also Muhammad iJanif, by 
another wufe. Among the many surnames, 
or honorable titles bestowed n^on ‘Ali, are 
the followdng : Wasi‘, which signifies ‘ ‘ legatee 
and heir;” Murtaza, “beloved by God;” 
Asad-ullah-iil-Ghalib, “the victorious lion 
of God ; ” Haidar, “a lion ; ” Shah Mardaii, 
“ king of men ; ” Sher lyhuda, “ the lion of 
God.” His memory is still held in the 
highest veneration by the Muhammadans, 
who say that he was the first that embraced 
their religion. They say, moreover, that 
Muhammad, talking of him, said, “ Ali is 
for me and I am for him ; he stands to me 
in the same rank as Aaron did to Moses ; 1 am 
the towm in which all knowfiedge is shut up, 
and he is the gate of it.” However, these 
great eulogies did not hinder his name, and 
that of all his family, from being cursed, and 
their persons from being excommunicated 
through ali the mosques of the empire of 
the jf&alifas of the house of Umayya, from 
Mu'awiya down to the time of ‘Umar ibn- 
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‘Abdul- ‘Aziz, wlio suppressed the solemn 
malediction. There were besides several 
l^alifas of the house of ‘Abbas, ■v'dio ex- 
pressed a great aversion to ‘Ali and ail liis 
posterity ; such as Mirtazid and Mutawaivkil. 
On the ‘other hand, the Fatimite Idialiias ot 
Egypt caused his name to be added to that 
of Muhammad in the call to prayer 
which is ciiaunted from the timrets oi the 
moscpies. He is the first of the twelve 
Imams, eleven of whom were his descendants.

As to the place of ‘All’s burial, authors 
differ ; but the most probable opinion is, that 
he was buried in that place whidi is now 
called Hajaf Ashraf, in Kufa, and this is 
visited by the Muhammadans as his tomb. 

The followers of ‘Ali are called Shi‘as, 
vdiich signifies sectaries or adherents in 
general, a term first used about the fourth 
century of the Hijra. 

Ali is reputed the author of several works 
in Arabic, particularly a collection of one 
huufli*ecl sentences (paraphrased in Persian by 
Bashxd-iiddiii-Watwat), and a Diwan of di- 
dactic poems, often read in Madrasahs. 

In mentioning ‘All’s name, the Shl‘a use 
the phrase “ ‘alaihi as-salfim,” which is used 
after the names of prophets ; the Sunnis say, 
“ karrama allahu wajhahu,” may God honour 
his face.

‘Ali Baliadnr ^1^), 

Kawfib of Banda, eldest son of Shamsher 
Biihadur I. and grandson of the Marhatta 
chief BajI Eao Pevsliwa I. lie received the 
investiture of Bimdelldiand from Nana Far- 
mnvls, the Pima minister, about the year 
A.H. 1790, and accompanied by his brother 
G[iani Bahadur, and supported by a powerful 
army, invaded Ilimdelkhaud, hut was opposed 
by Nana Arjun (the guardian of BalAat 
Singh, a descendant of Eaja Chatursal), who 
falling in Uie contest, and Ilaja Bakhat Singh 
being taken ])risoiier, Ali Bahadur acqnu'ed 
the whole of that ])art of tlic ra.j of Banda 
W'hich lielonged to Bukhat Singh and all the 
raj of Panna. He reigned about eleven or 
twelve years, and as at the time of his death, 


"which happened in a.d. 1801 or 1802, his 
eldest sou, Shamsher Bahadur II. was absent 
at Puna, his youngest sou Zuhikar Ali was 
proclaimed (iii violation of the title of his 
eldest brother) as his successor by his tmcle 
<^uieT Bahadur and his Diwaii Ilimmat 
Bahadur Gosliain. Glniiii Bahridur, how- 
ever, was soon after expelled by Sliauisbcr 
Bahadur, who took possession of the raj . 

‘Ali Bakadiir Khan 

the last Nawah of Banda and son of Zulhkar 
Ali lOian Bahadur. He is tlie author of a 
diwan and a masiiawi called Mehndlah. He 
"was removed for alleged complicity, in the 
rebellion of 1857. 

‘Ali Bai (whose name is 

spelt in our Englisli. Biographical Dictionaries 
Ali Bey) wais a native of Nutolia, son of a 
Greek priest. In his thirteenth year he was 
carried away by some robbers as he was Imut- 
ing, and sold to Ibrahim, a lieutenant of the 
Janissaries, at Grand Cairo, who treated him 
with kindness. ‘All distinguished himself 
against the Arabs, but when his patron was 
basely assassinated in a,d. 1758, by Abniliini 
the Circassian, he avenged his death, and 
slew the murderer with his owm hand. This 
violent measure raised him enemies, and his 
flight to JeriLsalem and to Ptolemais or Acre 
with diflicnlty saved him from the resentment 
of the Ottoman Porte, that had demanded his 
head. Time, however, paved the "way to his 
elevation. Those who had espoused the cause 
of the Circassian -were sacrificed to the public 
safety ; and ‘Ali, recalled by the public voice, 
go\-erned the country with benevolence and 
equity. In a battle fought against a re- 
bellions Mamluk to whom he had entrusted 
part of his army, ‘Ali saw' some of his troops 
desert, and unwnlling to survive a defeat, lie 
defeinied himself with the fury of a lion, till 
he was cut do\Yii by a sabre sind carried to the 
conqueror’s tent, where eight days after lie 
expired of his w'oimds, April 21st, a.d. 1773, 
in his 45th year, and left behind him a cha- 
racter unrivalled for excellence, for coin-age, 
and magnanimity. 

‘Ali Bai TBe titles By 

"which he was know-ii in the hluhammadan 
countries w'ere al-Ainir, al-Haldm, al-Pa.(pli, 
al- Sharif, al-Haj ‘Ali .Baiibn Usman Bfii al- 
Abbas, Qiudim Baitullab al-IIarilm, %.&. the 
pi’iiice, tlie learned, doctor of the law, of the 
blood of Muhammad, pilgrim, ‘Ali Bai, son 
of Usman Bai, of the race of the Abbasidesi, 
servant of the house of God. He wars master 
of the Arabic language, and had carefully 
studied the mathematical and natural branches 
of science and kiiowdedge. It was in a.d. 
1802 that he visited England. In June, a.d. 
1803, he sailed from S[)aiu to Morocco, and 
travelled through Tripoli, Cyprus, Egypt, 
Arabia, Svwia, and Turkey, and wrote a 
history of liis travels, which nvus translated 
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into Eiiglislr and published in London in the 
year a.b. 1816, entitled The Travels of ^ All 
Mi. In his visit to the isle of Cyprus he 
surveyed some curious remains of antiquity 
tli;{t liavo been usnally overlooked. Having 
botm admilhid in bis character of a Muham- 
madan prince to sweep the interior of the 
Ivadai at Mecca, the most sacred office that 
a Mnsalmaii can perform, and to visit it 
re[)ea1edly, he has given, from personal in- 
s})eclion,"a more minute and exact account 
of the Temple of Mecca than other travellers 
could lay before the public. His notice of 
tlie venerated mountain beyond Mecca, the 
last and principal object of the pilgrimage to 
that city, and his description of the interior 
of the Temple of Jerusalem, which no Chris- 
tian is permitted to enter, is said to contain 
much new infonnotion. 

‘All Barid I. ( succeeded his 

father, Amir Barid, to the throne of Ahmacla- 
biid Biclar in the Deccan in the year a.d. 
1642, and was the first of this family who 
assumed royalty. He died after a reign of 
more than twenty years in a.d. 1562, a.h, 
970, and was succeeded by his son Ibrahim 
Barid. 

^Ali Barid II. succeeded his father 

Kasim Baric! II. in the government of Ah- 
madiibad Biclar in a.d. 1572, and was deposed 
in A.D. 1609 by his relative Amir Barid II. 
who succeeded kirn, and was the last of this 
dynasty. 

‘All Beg (L-jCj a Pole, born of 

Christian parents. Wlmu young he wms made 
prisoner by the Tartars and* solcFto the Turks, 
'who educated him in the Muhammadan faith. 
He rose_ in the Tm’kish court, and was ap- 
pointed interpreter to the Grand Signior, and 
translated the Bible and the English Catechism 
into the Turkish language. His gTeat wmrk 
is ou the liturgy of the Turks, their pilgrim- 
ages to 3lccca, and other religious ceremonies, 
translated iuto Latin by Dr. Smith. lie died 
A.D. 1675. , 

‘Ali Beg (Mirza) 

a native of Badaldishan wdio h<*Id a high rank 
in the service of the emperor Akbar ; and \vas 
bqnonred with the oitice of 4,000 in the reign 
of Jabfmgir.^ lie accompanied the emperor 
one clay to visit the sbriiie of the celebrated 
saint, I8hnikh Mam-nddin Cbisbti at Ajmir, 
and happening to see the tomb of Sliahbaz 
Kinui Kambu, be embraced it, and crying out 
with a loiul voice, that “he, when living, 
was one of his oldest and best friends,’’ gave 
up the ghost. Tins happened on the 11th 
March, o.s. 1616, 2nd Babi I. a.h. 1025.

‘Ali Buya or Ali ibn Buya ( 

entitled Hmad-iid-daiila, the first of a race of 
kings of Ears and Hrak. The flatterers of 
this family, which is called Dilanii or Dialima 
(from the name of their native village, Dihiin) 
and Buya or Buyites (from that of one of their 
ancestors named Bnya), trace their descent to 
the ancient kings oi' Persia ; but the first of 
this race that history notices was a fisherman 
of Dilam whose name was Buya. His eldest 
son, Dili Buya, was employed by a governor 
of his native country, named Murawuj, and 
was in the command of the chief part of his 
army, with which he encountered and defeated 
Yakut, the governor of Isfahun, and by the 
immense plunder tliat he obtained from that 
victory, he became at once a leader of reputa- 
tion and of powmr. He pursued A^akfit into 
Ears, defeated him again, and took possession 
of the whole of that province as well as those 
of Kirman, IHiuzistan and Traq in a.d. 933, 
A.H. 321. This chief wms afteiwvards temptecl 
by the av eak and distracted state of the Kliihi- 
fat or Caliphate, to a still higlier enterprise ; 
accompanied by his two brothers, Hasan and 
Ahmad, he marched to Baghdad. The IHialif 
al-Ruzi Billah fled, but was soon induced to 
return, and his first act was to heap honours 
ou those wdio had taken possession of his 
capital. ‘Ali Buya, on agreeing to pay 
annually 600,000 dinars of gold, was ap- 
pointed viceroy of Ears and ‘Iraq, with the 
rank of Amir-ul-Umra, and tlie title of 
‘Imad-ud-daiila. His younger brother Ah- 
mad received the title of Maizz-nd-daiila, 
and was nominated wazTr to the Mia 1 if. 
Hasan, who was his second brother, received 
the title of Eukn-ud-daiila, and acted, during 
the life of ‘Ali Buya, under that chief. ‘Afi 
Buya fixed his residence at Shiraz, and died 
oil Sunday the 11th November, a.d. 949, 
16th Jamad I. a.h. 338, much regretted by 
his soldiers and subjects. He was succeeded 
by his brother liukn-ud-daula.

mans and several other works, and a tazkira 
or biography of Urdu poets, w^ich he ivrote 
ahoiit the year A.D. 1782, a.h. 1196, and which 
he entitled G-itbzm'-i-lhrdhvm. His poetical 
name is Khalil. He is called Hal by Ishld 
(q.v.). 

‘Ali Jah the eldest son of 

the Nizam of Haidariibad. He rebelled 
against his father in June, A.d. 1795, Avas 
delcated and made prisoner, and died shortly 
after. 

^Ali Lala (Shaikli Razi - uddiu), 
a native of Gliazni. His fatlier Sayyid Lain 
Avas the uncle of Sliaikh iSanfii the poet. He 
Avas a disciple of Najm-nddin Ivnbra and his 
title Sh aikli - nl - S h a in kh . He died a . d . 1 244, 
A. II. 642, aged 76 lunar years. 


^Ali Makaemi {^^Ay» a native 

of Mahaem in the Deccan, AAms the son of 
ShailA Ahmad, and is the anthor of the com- 
mentary on the Quran entitled Tafsir Ituh- 
mml. "He died a.d. 1431, A.ii. 835. 

‘All Mardan Klian 

Amlr-iil-Umra, aaiis a iiatiAm of Persia, and 
goA^ernor of Qandahar on the part of the king 
of Persia, but fiiniiiig himself exposed to mneli 
danger from the t^nanny of his sovereign Shall 
Safi, he gave up the place to the emperor Sliali 
Jahan, and himself took refuge at Dehli in 
the year a.d. 1637, a.h. 1047^ He Avas re- 
ceBrnd with great honour, Avas created Amir- 
ul-Umra, and Avas, at diiferent times, made 
governor of Kashmir and Kabul, and enijdoytal 
in various Avars and other duties. He excited 
universal admiration at the court by the skill 
and judgment of his public Avorks, of Avhirii 
the canal Avhich bears liis name at Dehli still 
affords a proof, and the taste and elegance he 
displayed on all occasions of show and festivity. 
He died on his Avay to Kashmir, Avliere he av.’is 
going for change* of air, on the 16tli April, 
A.D. o.s. 1657, 12th Ba jab, a.h. 1067, and 
Avas buried at Lahore in tlie maiisolenni of bis 
mother. He left three sons, viz., Ibrahim 
Knln, Ismadl Beg and Is-baq Beg, of AAdiom 
the tAVo last Avere slain in the battle Avhich 
took place betAveen Dara, Shikoh and ‘Alam- 
gir at Dhanlpur on the 29th May, o.s. 1658, 
7th llamazan, a.h. 1068. He is helioA^ed to 
hav'e introduced the bulbous Tartar dome into 
Indian architecture. 

‘Ali Mosi Raza (Lj, tlie 

eighth Imam of the race of Ali, and the son 
of Musi Kazim the seventh Imam. His 
mother’s name was Umm Sayyid ; he Avas 
horn in the year a.d. 764 or a.d. 769, a.h. 
147, and died on Ehiday the 12th August, 
A.D. 818, 9th Safar, a.h. 203, His Avife’s 
name Avas Umin TIahil, the daughter of the 
I^alif al-Mmnun. His sepulchre is at Tus 
in KhiHasaii. That toAAii is noAV commonly 
called Mash-had, that is, the place of martyr- 
dom of the Imam. To the enclosure Avlierein 
his tomb is raised, the Persians give the name 
of ** Kaiizat liizaAvi,” or the garden of .Raza, 
and esteem it the most sacred spot in all 
Persia. The chief ornament and suppoi-t of 
Mash-had is this tomb, to AAdiich many ihon- 
sands of pious pilgrims annually resort, and 
which had been once greatly enriched by the 
bounty of sovereigns. Nasir-ullah Mirza, the 
son of Nadir Shah, carried away the golden 
railing that surroimded the tomb, and Nadir 
Mirza, son of Shab-riikh Mirzii and grand- 
son of Nadir Shall, took down the great 
golden hall Avhich ornamented the top of tlie 
ciome oA^er the graA'e, and Avhich Avas said to 
weigh 60 maimds or 420 pounds. Tlie carpets 
fringed AAuth gold, the golden lamps, and 
everything valnahle Avere plundered by those 
iieces.sitous and rapacious priiuios. All Musi 
Raza was poisoned by the Idrilif al-Mamun, 
coEseq^uently is called' a martyr. 



'Ali Muliammad Klian 

founder of tlie Eoliila govern- 
ment. It is mentioned in Forster’s Travels, 
tliat in the year a.d. 1720 Basliarat Klian 
and Dfind of the tribe of Kobilas, 

arconipanied by a small number of their 
adventurous countrymen, came into Hindustan 
in quest of military service. They were first 
entertained by Madaii Shah, a Hindu chief of 
Serauli (a small town on the the north-west 
quarter of Kohilkhand) who by robbery and 
predatory excursions maintained a large party 
of banditti. In the plunder of an adjacent 
village, Dilud lyhun captured a youth of the 
Jat sect, whom he adopted and brought up in 
the Muhammadan faith, by the name of ‘All 
Muhammad, arid distinguished this hoy by 
])re- eminent marks of paternal affection. 
Some vrrurs after, the lioliilas quarrelling 
with Madaii Shah, retired from his country, 
and associating themselves with Cliand IQiau, 
the chief of Bareli, they jointly entered into 
the service of Azmat Khan, the governor of 
Moradahad. After tlie death of I)aiid l^ian, 
who was slain by the mountaineers in one of 
his excursions, the Eoliila party in a short 
space of time seized on the districts of Madan 
Shah and ‘All Muhaimiiad Hiau was declared 
chief of the party. From the negligence of 
government and the weak state of the empire 
of Dehli in the reign of Muhammad Shah, 
he possessed himself of the district of Katir 
(now called from the residence of the Eohilas, 
Eohilkhaiid) and assumed independence of 
the royal authority. He was besieged in 
March,* a.d. 1745, Safar, A.ii. 1158, in a 
fortress called Baukar and ‘Aoula and taken 
prisoner, but was released after some time, 
and a jagir conferred on him. The emjieror 
Muhammad Shah died iu April, a.d. 1748, 
A.H. 1161, and ‘All Muhammad I^an some 
time after him in tlie same year at ‘Aoula, 
which he had ornamented with numerous 
public and private edifices. He left four 
sons, viz., Sa‘d-ullah IHian, Ahdulluh Klian, 
Faiz-ullrdi Khun, and Dunde lOian. Sa‘d- 
ullah Khan succeeded to his father’s posses- 
sion, being then twelve years old. 
[ra<3Sa‘d-ullah Klian.] 

‘All (Miilla) (L^ )} Muliaddis or 

the traditionist, whose poetical name was 
“ Tfiri,” died in the year a.d. 1573, a.h. 
081, and l\Iulla ‘Alain wrote the chronogram 
of his death. 

‘Ali Murad Khau J\j.^ 

a king of Persia of the Zand family. He 
succeeded to the tliroue after the death of 
Sildiq Khan in March, a.d. 1781, and assumed 
the title of wakll. He reigned over Persia 
five years, and was independent of the govern- 
ment two years prior to this period. Persia 
during thi.s time enjoyed a certain degree of 
peace. He continued to confine his xival 
‘Aka Muliammad Wian to the pro\ince of 
Mazmdaran. Ho died in a.d. 1785. 


‘Ali Murad (Mir), present cMef of 

roiairpur (1869). 

‘Ali Naqi (Imam) 

was the tenth Imam of the race of ‘All, and 
the son of Imam Muhammad TaqI, who was 
the ninth Imam. He was born in the year 
A.D. 828, A.H. 213, and died on the 17th 
June, A.D. 869, 3rd Eajab, a.h. 25o. His 
tomb is in Sarmanrae (which is also called 
Samira) in Baghdad, where his son Muham- 
mad Askari was also buried afterwards. 

‘AliNaqi Khan (ISTaTfab) 

the father-in-law and 

rime minister of Wajid ‘All Shah, the last 
iug of Lucknow. He died at Lucknow of 
cholera about the 1st December, 1871, 17th 
Eamzan, a.h. 1278. 

*Ali Naqi Biwan of Prince 

Murad Baklish. son of Shalyahi, whom he 
slew with his own hand. 

‘Ali Nawedi ^ poet and 

pupil of Shah Tahir AndjiM, came to India, 
wLere he wuis patronized liy Abul Fatha 
Husain Nizam Shah I. in the Deccan. For 
some time he was in disgrace with his patron 
and changed his Takhallus or poetical name 
from Nawedi to Na-umaidi (or hopeless).

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* Alislier(Amir) surnamed 

Nizani-tiddm, was tlie prime minister of the 
Sultan Husain Mirza {q. -v.), ruler of IHiiira- 
san. He sprang from an illustrious family of 
the Jaghtai or Chaghtai tribe. His father, 
Gajkma Bahadui*, held one of the principal 
offices of g-oyernment during the reign of 
Sultan Abui Qasim Babar Bahadur, great 
grandson of Amir Taimiir. His grandfather, 
by his mother’s side, was one of the principal 
Amirs of Sultan Baiqara Mirza, the grand- 
father of Sultan Husain Mirza. ‘Alisher, 
who was born A. D. 1440, and educated at 
the same school as his future patron, attached 
himself originally to Sultan Abul Qasim 
Babar Mirza, wmo was greatly attached to 
him, and called him his son. After his death 
he retired to Mash -had and continued his 
studies there ; which place he subsequently 
quitted for Saniarqand, on account of the 
disturbances which broke out in Klnmasan, 
and applied himself diligently to the acquire- 
ment of knowdedge in the college of Hiwaja 
Fazl-ullah. "When Sultan Husain Mirza 
became uncontrolled ruler of Khurasan (a.d. 
1469), he requested Sultan Ahmad Mirza, 
at that time ruler of the countries beyond the 
Oxus, to send ‘Alisher to him. On his 
arrival he -was received with the greatest 
distinction, and raised to the highest posts 
of honoiu'. ‘Alisher’s palace was open to all 
men of learning: and notwithstanding that 
the reigns of government were placed in his 
hands, in the midst of the weightiest affairs, 
he neglected no opportunity of improving 
both himself and others in the pursuit of 
knowledge. He was not only honoui’ed by 
his own Snlfan and his officers, hut foreign 
princes also esteemed and respected him. 
After being employed in the capacity of 
diwan and prime minister for some time, 
love of study induced him to resign, and 
bidding a final adieu to public life, he passed 
the remaiuder of his days iu composing 
Turkish and Persian w^orks, of which Sam 
IMirzfi recounts the names of no less than 
twenty-one. Daiilat Shah, the biographer, 
Mirkhimd and his son IDiundumir, the 
historians, dedicated their works to him, 
and amongst other men of genius w'ho were 
cherished by his liberality may be mentioned 
the celebrated poet Jami. His collection of 
Odes in the Cliaghtai or pime Turkish dialect, 
wdiieli he wrote under the poetical name of 
Kaw^ai, amounts to 10,000 couplets, and his 
parody of Kizanii’s five poems, containing 
nearly 30,000 couplets, is universally admired 
by the cultivators of Turkish poetry," in wliich 
he is considered to be wdthout a rival. In 
the Pei’sian language also he wrote a collec- 
tion of Odes, under the poetical name of Falni 
or Kauai, consisting of 6000 tiistiches. He 
was also a proficient in painting and some of 
the plastic arts. ‘Alisher died on Simday 
the 6th December, a.d. 1500, loth Jamad 
I. A.H. 906, five years before his royal friend 
and master Sultan Husain Mirza, IQiun- 
damir has recorded the year of bis death in 
an affectionate chronogram : ‘ ‘ Ilis highness 
the Amir, the asylum of divine guidance, in 


whom all the marks of mercy w’ere con- 
spicuous, has quitted the thomy brake of 
the world, and fled to the rose-garden of 
compassion. Since the ‘ light of mercy ’ has 
descended on his soul, those hvords represent 
the year of his departure.” One of his works 
is called. MaJdUs--td-‘JS'afdes. 

‘Ali Tabar (Prince) 

was the son of prince ‘Azim Shah, and grand- 
son of the emperor ‘Alamgir. He died in 
the year A.D. 1734, a.h. 1147.

1326, 
a.h. 726.

‘Allami. Vide Afzai Khan. 

‘Allami the poetical name of 

Shaikh Abiil Fazl, the favorite waizir and 
secretary of the emperor Akbar. 

‘Allami Shirazi or 

the philosopher of Sliiraz, a very learned 
man, so generally called that his proper name 
is almost forgotten. He is tbe autlior of a 
celebrated collection of tracts on pure and 
mixed mathematics, entitled JDurrat-ii^UTdJ. 
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Al-MaMi the third khalif 

of the race of Abbas, succeeded his father, Abu 
Ja‘far al-Mansur, to the throne of Baghdad, 
and was inaiigu rated on Sunday the 8th 
October, a.d. 775, 6th Zil-hijja, a.h. 158. 
From the accession of al-MaliclT to the year 
A.D. 781, A.H. 164, the most remarkable 
eTeiit was the rebellion of al-Maqna (or al- 
]\laqanna), Avliich see. All this time war had 
hecii carried on with tho Greeks, but without 
any remarkable success on either side. But 
after the sii])pression of the rebellion of al- 
Haqna, the khalif ordered his sou Haron-al- 
BasliTd to penetrate into the Greek territories 
witli an army of 95,000 men, Tlarun then, 
having entered the dominions of the empress 
Irene, defeated one of her commanders that 
adrancod against him; after which he laid 
waste several of the imperial provinces with 
fire and sword, and even threatened the city 
of Constantino])le itself. By this the empress 
was so terrified, that she purchased a peace 
with the l^tdif by paying him an annual 
tribute of 70,000 pieces of gold, which for the 
present at least delivered her from the depre- 
dations of these btirharia ns. After the signing 
of tho treaty, Harrin retiuncd homo laden with 
spoils and glory. This year {i.e. the 164th 
year of the Ilijii or A.n. 781) according to 
some of the oriental historians, the sun one day, 
a little after his rising, totally lost his light 
in a moment without being eclipsed, when 
neither any fog nor any cloud of dust appeared 
to obscure him. This frigiitfid darknesvs con- 
tinued till noon, to the great astonishment 
of the people settled in the countries wliere it 
happened. Al-Mahdi was poisoned, though 
undesiguedly, by one of his concubines, iianied 
Ilasana. She bad designed to destroy one of 
her rivals whom she imagined to liave too 
great an ascendancy over the Idinlif, by giving 
her a poisoned pear. This' the latter, not 
suspo(!tiug anything, gave to the l^alif ; who 
had no _ sooner eaten it than he felt himself 
in exquisite tortnro, and soon after expired. 
This event took place on the eve of Thursday 
the 4th August, a.b, 785, 23rd Miiljurram, 
A.xt. 169, in a village called Ar Bad in the de- 
])endcncies of ]\rrisa1)ndriu. He was succeeded 
by bis eldest son al-Hadi. 

A1 - Mahdi a Idialif of 

Barbary. Obeid-ullah al-Mahdi and 

Miiluiminad al-Halidi. 

Al-Mamnn surnamed ^Ab- 

dullah, was the seventh khalif of the race of 
the Ahhasides, and the second son of Ilarun- 
al -Rashid. He was proclaimed ^alif at 
Baghdad on the 6th October, a.d. 813, 6th 
Halar, a.h, 198, the day on wliieh his brother 
al-Amin was assassinated. He conferred the 
government of IHmrasiin upon Tahir ibn 
Husain, his general, and his descendants with 
almost absolute and unlimited power. This 
linppeiied in the year A.r>. 820, a.h. 205, 
from which time we may date the dismem- 
berment of that province from the empire 


of the khalTfs. Dmiiig the reign of this 
khalif nothing remarkable happened ; only 
the African Moslems invaded the island of 
Sicily, where they made themselves master 
of several places . A1 - M amun conquered part 
of Crete, had the best Greek writers trans- 
lated into Arabic, and made a collection of 
the best authors. He also calculated a set of 
astrouomical tables and founded an academy 
at Baghdad. In giurasaii he made Ths, at 
that time the capital of the kingdom, his 
place of residence. Under his patronage 
IGiurasan became the resort of learned men ; 
and the city of Tus, the great rival of Bagh- 
dad. lie died of a surfeit on the 18th 
August, A.D. 833, 17th Rajah, a.h. 218, 
after a reign of 20 years and some months 
ill Asia Minor, aged 48 years, and was 
buried at Tarsus, a city oh the frontiers 
of Asia Minor. His wife named Buran, 
daughter of Ilasan ibn Sahl, his prime 
minister, ont-lived him 50 years, and died 
on Tuesday the 22ud vSeptemher, a.d. 884, 
27th liabi I. a.h. 271, aged 80 years. 
Al-Mamiiu was succeeded by his brother 
al-Mo‘tasim Billah. 

Al-Mansnr 2nd klialif of 

Barhary of the Fatiinito race. Vide Ismail, 
surnamed al -Mansur. 

Al-Mansiir whose former 

name was Abu Ja^far, was called al-Mansur, 
the victorious, by his overcoming his enemies. 
He was the second klialif of the noble house 
of Bail! Abbas or Abhasides, and succeeded 
to the throne of Irak at Baghdad after the 
death of his brother Abul Abbas surnamed 
al-Saffah, in a.d. 754, a.h. 136. lie was 
opposed by his uncle, ‘Abdullah, son of Ali, 
who caused himself to he proclaimed khalif at 
Damascus, hut was defeated by al-Mansur’s 
general, Abu Muslim. He laid the founda- 
tion of the city of Baghdad on the banks of 
the Tigris in a.d. 762, and finished it four 
years after. He was a prince of extraordinary 
talent and taste, and an ardent lover of science 
and Hteratiue. He got the Pahlawi copy of 
Pilpay’s Fables translated into Arabic. In 
the year a.d. 775, a.h. 158, the khalif set 
out from Baghdad in order to perform the 
pilgrimage to ilecca ; but being taken ill on 
the road, he expired at Bir Muimun, whence 
his body was carried to Mecca, where, after 
100 graves had been dug, that his sepulchre 
might he concealed, he was interred, liaving 
lived, according to some 63, according to 
others 68 years, and reigned 22 lunar years. 
He is said to have been extremely covetous, 
and to have left in his treasury 600,000,000 
dirhams and 24,000,000 dinarA He is re- 
ported to have paid his cook by assigning him 
the heads and legs of the animals dressed in 
his kitchen, and to have obliged him to pro- 
cure at his own expense ail the fuel and 
vessels he had occasion for. He was succeeded 
by his son al-MahdI. A Christian physician, 
named Bactishna, was very eminent at the 
court of al-Munshr, wdio understanding that 
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he had an old infirm woman for his wife, sent 
him three heantiM Greek girls and 3,000 
dinars as a present. Bactishua sent hack the 
girls and told the khalif that his religion pro- 
hibited his having more than one wife at a 
time ; which pleased the khalif so much, 
that he loaded him Avith presents, and per- 
mitted him, at his earnest request, to return 
to his own country of IQrurasan. 

Al-Maqna or al-MaqLanna 

a famous impostor of Khurasan Avho Imd in 
the reign of al-Mahdi the Idialifa of Bagh- 
dad. His time name Avas Hakam ibn Hasham, 
and he had been an under -secretary to Abu 
Muslim , governor of that province. He after- 
Avards turned soldier, and passed thence into 
Mawarimnahr, Avhere he gave himself out as 
a prophet. The name of al-Maqna, as also 
that of al-Biirqai, that is, the veiled, he re- 
ceived from his custom of covering his face 
Avith a veil or girdle-mask, to conceal his 
deformity ; he having lost an eye in the Avars, 
and being otherwise of a despicable appear- 
ance, and a stutterer ; though his followers 
pretended he did this for the same reason that 
Moses did, viz., lest the splendour of his 
countenance should dazzle the eyes of his 
beholders. In some places he made a great 
many proselytes, deluding the people AA'ith 
a number of juggling tricks which they 
SAvallowed as miracles, and particularly by 
causing the appearance of a moon to rise out 
of a Avell for many nights together ; Avhence 
he was also called in the Persian tongue, 
Sazinda Mali, or the Moon-maker. This 
Avretch, not content with being reckoned a 
prophet, arrogated to himself divine honours ; 
pretenchug that the Deity resided in his per- 
son. He had first, he said, assumed the body 
of Adam, then that of Hoali, and subsequently 
of many other Avise and great men. The last 
human form he pretended to have adopted 
was that of Abu Muslim, a prince of lOiii- 
rasan, from Avliom it proceeded to him. At 
last this impostor raised an open rebellion 
against the khalif, and made himself master 
of SGA^eral fortified places in Khurasan, so 
that al-Mahdi Avas obliged to send one of his 
generals Avith an army against him about the 
year A. B. 780, a.h. 163. Upon the approach 
of the khalifa’s troops, al-Maqna retired into 
one of his strong fortresses Avhich he liad well 
])rovided for a siege. But being closely be- 
sieged by the l^alifa’s forces, and seeing no 
possilnlity of esca ping, he gave poison in Aviue 
to liis whole family and ail that Avere Avith 
him in the castle ; wiien they Avere dead, he 
hurnt their bodies, together with all their 
furniture, provisions, and cattle ; and lastly 
he threw liimself into the lianies. He had 
promised his folloAvers, that his soul should 
transmigrate into the form of an old mau 
riding on a greyish coloured beast, and that 
after so many years be Avould return and give 
them the earth for tlieir possession; which 
ridiculous expectation kept the sect in being 
for several ytA-ys. English readers will re- 
member the use made of this storv by the 
author of Lallah llookh. 


Al-Mo'tamid Billah (iUb 

the fifteenth l^alif of the house of Abbas, 
Avas the son of al-Mutwalddl Billah. He was 
raised to the throne of Baghdad by the Turks 
after the murder of al-Mulitadi in a.d. 870, 
A.H. 256. This year the prince of the Zan- 
jians. All or al-Habib, made incursions to the 
very gates of Ba gh dad, doing prodigious mis- 
chief Avherever he passed. In the year a.d. 
874, Ya‘kub-hin-Lys having taken Kiiiirasaii 
from the descendants of Tahir, attacked and 
defeated Muhammad ihn "Wasil (avIio had 
killed the Idialif’s governor of Ears, and 
afterwards made liimself master of that pro- 
vince), seizing on his palace, where he found 
a Slim of money amounting to 40,000,000 
dirhams. In the year a.d. 879, a.h. 265, 
Ahmad ibn Tulaii rebelled against the khalit 
and set up for himself in Egypt. There Avere 
noAV four independent powers in the Moslem 
dominions, besides the house of Umyya in 
Spain, viz,, the African Moslems, or Aghla- 
bites, AAdio had for a long time acted indepen- 
dently ; Abmad ibn Tulan in Syria and Egypt ; 
Ya‘khb ibn al-Lys in Khurasan, and al-IIabib 
in Arabia and I'raq. In the year a.d. 883, 
A.H. 27o, al-llabib was defeated and slain by 
al- MuAvafiq, the khalif’s brother and coadjutor, 
Avho ordered liis head to he cut off, and carried 
through a great part of that region which he had 
so long disturbed. In the year a.d. 891, a.h. 
278, the Qarmatiaiis first made their appear- 
ance in the Moslem empire, and gave almost 
continual distiuhance to the khalifs and their 
subjects. Al-Mo^tamid reigned 22 hmar 
years 11 months and some days, and died in 
the year* A.D. 892, a.h. 279. He Avas suc- 
ceeded by his nephew, al-Mo‘tazid Billah, the 
son of al-Muwafiq. 

Al-Mo'tasim BillaH (^Jb 

Avas the foiuth son of Harun-al-Rashid, and 
the eighth khalif of the house of Abbas. He 
succeeded to the throne by virtue of his brother 
al-Mamun’s express nomination of liiiii to the 
exclusion of his own son al-^Ahhas, and his 
other brother al-Qasirn, who had been ap- 
pointed by Harun-al-RavShid. In the hegiii- 
ning of his reign, a.d. 833, a.h. 218, he\vas 
obliged to employ the Avhole forces of his 
empire against one Babak, Avho bud been for 
a considerable time in rebellion in Persia and 
Persian Iraq, and had taken upon himself the 
title of a prophet. He Avas, however, de- 
feated and slain. In the year a.d. 838, a.h. 
223, the Greek emperor Theophiliis invaded 
the khalif’s territories, Avhere lie behaved with 
the greatest cruelty, and, by destroying Sozo- 
petra, the place of al-Mo‘tasim’s nativity, 
notwithstanding his earnest entreaties to tfie 
contrary, occasioned the terrible di.stinction of 
Ainorium. He is said to have been so robust, 
that he ouce carried a burden of 1,000 pounds 
Aveight several paces. As the people of Bagh- 
dad disturbed him Avitli frequent revolts and 
commotions, he took the resolution to abandou 
that city, and build niiotluir for bis OAvn resi- 
dence. ‘ The new city he ljuilt was first called 
Samira, and afterwards Sarmanri (for that 
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which gives pleasure at first sight), and stood 
in the Arabian ‘Iraq. He was attached to 
the opinion of the Matazalites who maintain 
the creation of the Quran; and both he and 
his predecessor cruelly persecuted those who 
believed it to be eternal. Al-Mo‘tasim died 
on Thursday the 5th January, a. n. 842, IStli 
Kabi 1. A.H. 227. He reigned eight years, 
eig] it months and eight days, was born in the 
eighth month tShabaii) of the year, was the 
eighth khalif of the house of Abbas, ascended 
the throne in the 218th year of the Hijri, 
died on the eighteenth of Kabi I. lived forty- 
eiglit years, fought eight battles, built eight 
palaces, begat eight sons and eight daughters, 
had 8,000 slaves, and had 8,000,000 dinars, 
and 80,000 dirhams in his treasury at his 
death, whence the oriental historians gave 
liim the name of al-Musamman, or the Oc- 
touary. He was the first khalif that added 
to his name the title of Billah, equivalent 
to the Dei Gratia of Christian sovereigns. 
He was succeeded by his son al-WHhiq or 
Wasiq Billah. 

*Al-l[o*ta 2 id Billah 

the sou of al-Muwaflq, the son of al-Mut- 
wakkil Billah, was the sixteenth khalif of the 
race of Abhas. He came to the tliroiie of 
Baghdad after the death of his uncle al- 
Mo'tamid Billah in a.d. 802, a.h. 279. In 
the first year of his reign, he demanded in 
marriage the daughter of JHiamarawia, Sultan 
or khalif of Egypt, the son of Ahmad ibn 
TQian ; wliich was agreed to by him with the 
utmost joy, and their nuptials were solemnized 
with great pomp in the year a.d. 895, a.h. 
282. He carried on a war with the Qarma- 
tians, but very uusuecessfiilly, his forces being 
defeated with great slaughter, and his general 
al-Abbas taken prisoner. The khalif some 
time after his marriage granted to Harun, 
son of lOiainarawia, the perpetual prefecture 
of Awasam aud Kiuuisriu, which he annexed 
to that of Egypt aud Syria, upon condition 
that he paid him an annual tribute of 45,000 
dinars. He reigned nine years, eight months 
and twenty-five days, and died in a.d. 902, 
A.ir. 289. His son al-Muktafi Billah suc- 
ceeded him. 

Al-Mn^hira the son of 

Sayyid and governor of Kufa in the time of 
MuSiwia, the first khalif of the house of 
XJmyya. He was an active man, and of very 
good parts ; he had lost one of his eyes at the 
battle of Yersuouk, though some say that it 
was with looking at an eclipse. By the 
followers of Ali he was accounted to he of 
the wrong party, and one of the chief of 
them. For thus they reckon: There are 
five elders ou Ali’s side : Muhammad, Ali, 
Fatima, Ilasaii and Husain ; aud to these are 
opposed Abu Bakr, ‘Umar, Mufiwia, Amru 
aud al-Slughira. He died in the year a.d. 
070, A.ir._ 50, at Kufa. A great plague had 
been raging in the city, wldch made Mm 
retire from it; but retiiriiiug upon its violence 
abating, he nevertheless caught it, and died 
of it. 


Al-Mnlitadi the four- 

teenth khalif of the Abhasides, was the son 
of one of \Yathiq’s concubines named Kurb, 
who is supposed by some to have been a 
Christian. Al-Mulitadi was raised to the 
throne of Baghdad after the detlironeineut 
of al-Miittai‘z Billah in a.d. 869, a.h. 255. 
The beginning of his reign is remarkable for 
the irruption of tbe Zaujians, a people of 
Hnbia, Ethiopia, aud the country of Caifres, 
into Arabia, where they penetrated into 
the neighbourhood of Basra and Kufa. The 
chief of this gang of robbers was ‘Ali ibn 
Miiliammad ibn Abdul Kahraan, also called 
al-Habib, who falsely gave himself out to be 
of the family of Ali ibn Ahu Taleb. Tliis 
made such an impression upon the Shias in 
those parts, that they flocked to him in great 
numbers ; which enabled him to seize upon 
the cities of Basra and llanila, and even to 
pass the Tigris at the head of a formidable 
army. In the year a.d. 870, a.h. 256, al- 
Muhtadi was barbarously murdered by tlie 
Turks who had raised him to the throne. He 
reigned only eleven months and was succeeded 
by al-Mo‘tamid. 

Al-Mukhtar a celebrated 

Muhammadan chief who had beaten all the 
generals of the khalif s Y^ezld, Mar wan, and 
Abdul Malik, and had made himself sole 
master of Babylonian I‘raq, whereof Kufa 
was the capital. He persecuted all those he 
could lay his hands on, who were not of 
Husain’s party ; he never pardoned any one 
of those who had declared themselves enemies, 
to the family of the prophet, nor those who, 
as he believed, had dipped their hands in 
IHisain’s blood or that of his relations. He 
sent an army against Ubeid-ullah the son of 
Zayad, who was sent by the Mialif Abdul 
Malik towards Kufa with leave to plunder 
it for three days, and slew him in battle in 
August, A.D. 686, Mubarrara, a.h. 67. Al- 
Mukhtur ivas killed at Kufa in a battle 
fought with Misaafb, the brother of Abdullah, 
the*^ son of Zuber, governor of Basra, in the 
month of April, a.d. 687, Eamzan, a.h. 67, 
in the 67th year of his age. It is said that 
he killed nearly 50,000 men. 

A1 - MuktafL Billah (<d!b 

was the seventeenth khalif of the house of 
Abbas who reigned in Baghdad. He suc- 
ceeded his father, al-Mo‘tazid Billah, in a.d. 
902, A.H. 289, and proved a warlike and 
successful prince. lie g;uned several advan- 
tages over the Qarraatians, but was not able 
to reduce them. The Turks, however, hav- 
ing invaded the province of Mawarimnahr, 
were defeated with great slaughter ; after 
which al-l\[uktafi carried on a snecessful war 
against the Greeks, from whom he took 
Seleucia. After this he invaded Spaa and 
Egypt, which provinces he recovered from 
the* house of Ahmad ibn JAlaii in a d. 905, 
A.H. 292 ; he then renewed the war with 
success against the Greeks and Qarmatians. 
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Al-Muktafi died in a.d. 908, a.h. 295, after 
a reign of about six years and a half. He was 
the fast of the khalifs who made any figure 
by their warlike exploits. His successors al- 
Muqtadir, al-Qahir, and al-Razi, were so 
distressed by the Qarmatians and numberless 
usurpers who were every day starting up, 
that by the 325th year of the Hijri, a.d. 
937, they had nothing left but the city of 
Baghdad. 

Al-Mucitadi Billali 

surnamed Abul Qasim Abd-iillah, the son of 
Muhammad, and grandson of al-Qaem 
Billah, was raised to the throne of Baghdad 
after the death of his grandfather in a.d. 
1075, A.H. 467, by orders of Sultan Malikshah 
Saljuki, who Avas then the real master of 
the empire. He AAns the 27th khalif of the 
race of Abbas, reigned 19 lunar years and 5 
months and died a.d. 1094, a.h. 487. His 
death induced Barkayaraq the Saljuki, the 
reigning Sultan of Persia, whose brother 
Mahmud had died about the same period, to 
go to Baghdad, Aviiere he confirmed al- 
Mustazhir, the sou of the late khalif, as his 
successor, and Avas himself hailed by the ueAv 
lord of the faithful, as Sultan of tlie empire. 

Al-Muqtadir Billab. 

the eighteenth khalif of the house of Abbas, 
AAns the son of al-Ma‘tazid Billah. He 
succeeded his brother al - Muktafi to the 
throne of Baghdad in a.d. 908, a.h. 295. 
He reigned 24 lunar years 2 months and 7 
days, and was murdered by a eunuch on the 
29th October, a.d. 932, 2oth ShaAA^wal, a.h. 
320. He was succeeded by Ms brother al- 
Q,ahir Billah. 

Al-MaqtajBl Bi-amr-illali ( 

the son of al-Mustazahr, 

Avas the 31st khalif of the house of Ahhiis. 
He suceeitded his iiepheAV al-Easbid in a d. 
1136, A.H. 530, reigned about 24 lunar years 
and died in a.d. IIGO, a.h. 555, leaA’ing his 
kingdom to his son al-Mustanjad. 

Al-Mustaali Billah. (id!l 

the sixth Fatimite khalif, succeeded his father, 
al-Mustauasar Billah, in the goAmnment of 
Egypt and Syria, During his reign, the 
power of that dynasty avus impaired, and 
its antliority Aveakeiiecl, their political in- 
fluence having ceased in most of the Syrian 
cities, and the ])rovinces of that country 
having fallen into the posses.siuns of the 
Turkmans on one hand, and the Franks on 
the other. This people (the Crusaders) 
entered Syria and encamped before Antioch 
in the mouth of October, a.d. 1097, Eil- 
qada, a.h. 490 ; they obtained possession 
of it on the 20th Junej 1098, 1 6th Kajab, 
a.h. 491; the following year they took 
Alaaratim Homan, and 'in ‘the month of 
July, 1099, Shatoaii, a.h, 492, they became 


masters of Jerusalem, after a siege of more 
than 40 days. This city Avas taken on a 
Friday morning ; during ‘ the ensuing Aveek 
a great multitude of IMoslems pei-islied, and 
upAvards of 70,000 Avero slain in the Masjid 

al-Aqsa (or mosque of Umar) al-Miista- 

a‘li Avas horn at Cairo on the 24th Angii.st, 
A.D. 1076, 20th Miiharram, a.h. 409, pro- 
claimed khalif on Thursday the 28tli 
December, a.d. 1094, istli Zil-liijja, a.h. 
4S7, and died in Egypt on the lOUi 
December, a.d. 1101, loth Safar, a.h. 495. 
His son Amar bi Alikmii - nllah Abu Ali 
Mansur succeeded him. 

Al-Mustaa‘sim Billah (itilb 

surnamed Ahu Ahmad Abdullah, Avas the 
thirty-seventh and last khalif of the race of 
Abbas. He succeeded his father, al-Mus- 
tanasar, to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1142, a.h. G40. In liis timo'llalaku Khan 
Tartar, emperor of the jMiighals and grand- 
son of the great conqueror Chnngiz touin, 
besieged Baghdad for tAvo months, and 
having taken that place, seized ul-Mustaa- 
‘sim and his four sous, Avhora he put to a 
most cruel death Avitb 800,000 of its inhahi- 
tants. Halaku Kliilu avus very desirous of 
seizing upon Baghdad, and of adding the 
Avhole kingdom of Mesopotamia to his already 
Amst and numerous conquests ; hut, partly 
on account of his oavu scniples, and partly 
from fear of offending the prejudices of his 
Sunni folloAvers, who were all of the same 
faith Avith the lAalif, he refrained for a time 
from entering the sacred dominion of one 
aaFo Avas considered as the head of their 
holy religion, and the true representatiA^e of 
their beloved prophet. But the glorious days 
of the house of Bani Abbas had already been 
numbered, the effeminate Mustaa‘sim had 
personal vices enough to lead to and excuse 
the final extinction of his 3’ace ! Ihu al- 
Qama, his prime minister (aaFo hated him 
more than any other of his oppressed subjects) 
from AAitliin, and Hasir-iuldin Trisi,‘ the 
preceptor of the Mughal prince (Avho oAved 
him an old grudge) from without, urged the 
conqueror to the gates of Baghdad. HasTr- 
uddiu had a fcAA" jx^ars before been at Baghdad, 
seeking shelter from persecution, and Avhen he 
was introduced to Musttia'sirn, the latter asked 
him to Avhat country be belonged? “ Tus, 
please your holiness,’’ ans veered Haslr-uddni. 
“ Ai-t thou of the asses, or of the oxen of 
Tus?” said the khalif (moaning the two 
principal branches of the Sbia faith — 
Akhbarfs and UsCilis). Mortified as the 
illustrious refugee AAais at this inhospitable 
insult, he still submissively auswerod, “ Of 
the oxen of Tus, plea.se your highnoss.” 

■Where, then, are thy horns,” said the 
insolent buffoon. “I have them not Avith 
me,” replied Nasir-uddin, “hut it’ your 
holMess permit, I Avili go and fetch, tlioni.” 
^‘Make haste,, hence, tlieiico, thou deformed 
animal,” said the Itoalif, “and ncA’-er again 
appear in my pre.sence in so im])erfect a 
vslate ! ” Nasir-uddin kept his promise avbII, 
for, at the moment Avlien Baghdad avus on 
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tlio point of being siirrendereA and the 
diiren to the last extremity, he sent 
him fi message to the effect that the ox 
ol; Tiis was at the gate w'ith his horns, and 
intniiriiig, when it would please his holiness 
t'.> receive him? jSiasir-uddm had in the 
city another old offender, whom he was 
aiiLioiis also to chastise. This was ibn 

JLijih, also one of the khalifs ministers, 
and a person of great reputation for his 
learning ; but being an Arabian Sunni, and 
a ^nry bigoted one too, he had behaved still 
more cruelly than his master to the distressed 
Persian Shia when he sought protection at 
iJaghdad. Ibn Hajib, having been seized 
with depression of spirits, the physicians had 
recommended him (and the priests had 
granted him dispensation) to take, occasion- 
ally, a little wine. This happened when 
JN'a'sTr-nddin was at Baghdad. One day, ibn 
lift jib feeling himself particularly melancholy, 
and* having, in consequence, taken a larger 
dose than usual, he became unusually merry, 
and requested Nasir-uddin to accompany him 
on the Tigris. Having reached the middle 
of the stream, he stopped the boat, and 
prodxiced the several voliiraes of HasTr-iiddin’s 
works, which the learned refugee had pre- 
sented to the khalif — some of them in the 
original manuscript, and not yet transcribed, 
and ill the presence of their anxious author, 
he threw them all, one after another, into 
the river, with such spiteful force, that the 

■ water wais splashed about in every direction ; 
when turning himself, on each occasion, to 

■ bis mortiffed guest, he exclaimed with a 
sarcastic smile "of triumph, “How wonder- 
fully it bubbles ! ” When the turn of Naslr- 
nddin came he, too, gave full vent to his 
revenge. He ordered ibn Hujih to he eased 
up to his ueck, in an ox’s hide,' just taken off 
the animal, and, having filled the skin with 
oir, he laid it for a few hours in the sim, till 
it became quite dry, and sounded like a drum. 
Then the victor advanced close to his half 
exhausted enemy, gave him a kick of triumph, 
and, as he rolled on the ground, exclaimed, 
“ How wonderfully it rattles ! ” The full of 
Baglidfid took place on Sunday the lOili 
February, A.n. 125S, 4th Safar, a.h. 656, 
from wdiich time Baghdad wms added to the 
other oori(|uored provinces of this proud 
emperor. Al-Mustaabsim reigned 15 lunar 
years and 7 months. 

Al-MustaHn Billab. (dUb 

the son of Muhammad, the son of al- 
M'o Tasini Bilhih, was thetivoU’th khalif of the 
race of Abbas. He ascended the throne of 
Baghdad in a.d. 862, a.h. 248, after the 
death of his cousin or brother al-Miistanasar 
Billah, but was forced to abdicate the throne 
in A.D. 806, a.h. 252, by his brother al- 
Mo‘tiz Billali, who afterwards caused him to 
be privately murdered. 

Al-Mustakfl Billali (.dlU 

•was the 22iid khalif of the Abbaside family, 
and. the son of al-Muktafi, the son of al- 
HoTazid Billrdu He succeeded bis uncle 


al-Miittaqi in a.d. 945, a.h. 333, reigned in 
Baghdad one year and four moiitlis, and wms 
deposed by his wmzir in a.d. 946, a.h. 334. 
After him aI-Mutia‘ Billali was raised to the 
throne. 

Al-Mustanasar Billali( ffl! \ ) , 

the son of Taliir, wais the fifth khalif of 
Egypt of the Eatimite race. He succeeded 
his father a.d. 1036, and Avitli the assistance 
of a Turk named Basasiri, conquered Bagh- 
dad and imprisoned al-Kaeiii Billali about 
the year A.D. 1054, and for a year and a half 
was acknowledged the only legitimate chief 
of all the Musalmaiis. Basasiri "was defeated 
and killed by Tugbral Beg a.d. 1059, a.h. 
487. 

iVide Basasiri. Al-Mustanasar died in 
1094, having reigned 60 years; and was 
succeeded by his son al-Mnstaa‘ii Billali 
Abul Qasim.] 

Al-Mustansir Billah I.( a1! 1 ), 

the eleventh Idialif of the race of Abbas, 
ascended the tlirone of Baghdad after the 
murder of his fatlier, ai-Miitw-akkil, in 
December, a.d. 861, Shawwal, a.h. 247, 
and had reigned only six mouths, wdien lie 
"was cut off by tlie hand of death in a.d. 862, 
A.H. 248. lie was succeeded by liis cousin 
al-Musta‘in Billali. 

A1 - Mustansir Billali II. 

i.UU), surnaaiod Abu al- 

Mansur, ascended the throne of Baghdad 
after the death of his father, al-Tfihir, in 
A.D. 1226, A.H. 623. lie was the S6tli 
l^alif of the house of Ablias, reigned about 
17 years, and died a.d. 1242, "a.h. 640, 
leaving his kingdom to his son al-Miistaa‘- 
sim Billah, the last of the khalifs. 

Al-Mustanjid Billali (dlJU 

the 32nd khalif of the race of Abbas, .suc- 
ceeded to the tlirone of Baghdad after the 
death of his father al-Mnktati, in a.d. 1160, 
A.H. 555, reigned 11 lunar years and died in 
a.d. 1171, A.H. 566, when his son al-Mustazi 
succeeded him. 

Al-MtistarasMd Billali 

the twenty-ninth khalif of the Abbaside 
family, succeeded bis father, ul-Miistaznlir, 
to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 1118, 
A.H. 512. It is related by ibii IHiallikan 
that when Sultan Masaud, the son of Muham- 
mad, the sou of Malikshrih Saljuki, was 
encamped outside the town of Maragha in 
Azurbejan, al-Mustarasliid was then with 
him, and on Tliiirsihiy the 28t]i or, according 
to ibn Miistuufi, tlieM4th or 28th ZiBqada, 
A.H. 529 (corresponding with the 24t}i 
August or 7th Sejitember, a.d. 1135), a 
band of assas.siiis broke into the khalif’ s tent 
and murdered liim. Al-Mustarasiiid reigmjcl 
17 lunar years and some mouths, and was 
succeeded 'by his son al-Bashid Billah. 
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Al-MustazMr Billali 

the son of al-MiiqtadT, was the twenty -eighth 
lAalif of the dynasty of Abbas. He was 
placed on the throne of Baghdad after the 
death of lus father in a.d. 1094, a.h. 487, 
by Barkyaraq Saljuki, the Turkish Sultan of 
Persia. lie reigiied 25 lunar years and some 
months, and at his death, which happened 
in the year a.d. 1118, a.h. 512, he was 
succeeded by his son al-Mustarashid. 

Al-Mustazi Bi-amr-illah ( 

o 

the thirty-third khaM of 

the Abbaside family, succeeded his father, al- 
Mustanjad, to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1171, A.H. 566. He reigned about seven 
years and died in a.d. 1179, a.h. 575, when 
his son al-Nasir Billah succeeded him, 

AI-MTitaa‘zz Billali the 

son of al-Miitwakkil, was the 13th khalif of 
the race of Abbas. He deposed his brother 
al-Miistain in a.d. 866, a.h. 252, and having 
caused him to be murdered ])rivately, ascended 
the throne of Baghdad. He did not, how- 
ever, long enjoy the dignity of which he had 
so iniqiiitonsly possessed himself, being de- 
posed by tlie Turkish Militia (who now 
began to set up and depose khalifs as they 
pleased) in the year a.d. 869, a.h. 255. 
After his deposition, he was sent under 
an escort from Sarr Manrae to Baghdad, 
where he died of thirst and hunger, after a 
reign of three years and about seven months. 
The fate of this Idialif was peculiarly hard ; 
the Turkish troops had mutinied for their 
pay ; and al-Mutaa‘zz not having money to 
satisfy their demands, applied to his mother, 
named Kabiha, for 50,000 dinars. This she 
refused, telling him that she had no money at 
all, although it afterwards appeared that she 
was possessed of immense treasm*e. After 
his deposition, however, she was obliged to 
discover them, and even deposit them in the 
hands of the new khalif al-Miihtadi. They 
consisted of 1,000,000 dinars, a bushel of 
emeralds, and another of pearls, and three 
pounds and three quarters of rubies of the 
colour of fire. 

Al-Mutia* Billah, the 

twenty-third lAalif of the race of Abbas, was 
tile son of al-x¥iiqtadir Billah. He ascended 
the throne of Baghdad after al-Mustakfi in 
A.D. 946, a.h. 334, reigned 29 lunar years 
and 4 months, and died in a.d. 974, a.h. 363. 
It was in his time that the temporal jiower 
of tlie khalifs of Baghdad, after having been 
long sustained by Turldsh mercenaries, was 
completely and finally broken by the Byzantine 
Homans, led by Mcephoius Phocas and John 
Zimisees. [Smith’s Gribbon (ed. 1862), vi. 
pp. 106, 422, 427“8.] His son al-Taya‘ 
succeeded liim. 

Al-Muttaqi Billah (jJJb the 

son of al-Muqtadir, was the twenty-first 


khalif of the dynasty of Abbas. He succeeded 
his brother al-Razi Billah to the throne of 
Baghdad in a.d. 941, a.h. 329, reigned 3 
years 11 months and 15 days, and died in 
A.D, 945, A.H. 333. He was succeeded by 
his nephew al-Mustaqfi, the son of al-Mnktafi. 

Al-Mutwakkil ^Al-allah 

This was the name and 

title assumed by Abul Fazl Ja‘far on his 
accession to the throne of Ba gh dad. He was 
the tenth khalif of the house of Abbas, and 
the son of al-Mo‘tasim Billah. He suc- 
ceeded his brother al-Wathik or Wasiq in 
the year a.d. 847, a.h. 232, and began his 
reign with an act of the greatest cruelty. 
The late khalif’s wazir having treated al- 
Miitwakkil ill in his brother’s lifetime, and 
opposed his election to the Idiilafat, was on 
that account now sent to prison, and after- 
wards thrown into an iron fiumace lined with 
spikes or nails heated red hot, where he was 
miserably burnt to death. During this reign 
nothing remarkable happened, except wars 
with the Greeks, which were carried on with 
various success. He was very intolerant, 
especially of the Jews and Christians, on 
whom he heaped many indignities. He did 
not stoj) there. In his imbecility and ferocity 
he forbade the pilgrimage to "Karbala, and 
caused the sacred repository of the ashes of 
Husain and the other martyrs interred there 
to be razed. He reigned 14 years 9 months 
and 9 days, and was assassinated and cut into 
seven pieces on the 24th December, a.d. 861, 
17th Shawwal, a.h. 247, at the instance of 
his son al-Mustanasar, who succeeded him. 

Al-Mu-waflaq. Billah (Alb 

the son of al-Mutwakkil Billah, the khalif 
of Baghdad and brother and coadjutor of the 
khalif al-Ma‘tamid, to whom he was of much 
ser\ice in his battles against his enemies. 
He died of elephantiasis or leprosy in the 
year a.d. 891, a.h. 278, and while in his 
last illness could not help observing that of 
100,000 men whom he commanded, there 
was not one so miserable as himself. His 
son MoTazid, after the death of his brother 
al-Mo‘tamid in a.d. 892, succeeded to the 
throne of Baghdad. 

Al-Mu-wyyid(Isma‘il)(J^*. 4 ..)l ‘V.^0, 

whose name is spelt in Lempricre’s Vniversal 
Biographical Bictmumj Alombnadad,” 
and in AVatkin’s Biographical Dictionary 
“ Almnvadad,” was an Arabian historian, 
who gave a chronological account of the 
Saracen a:ffairs in Sicily from a.d. 842 to 
904. This MS. is in the Library of the 
Esemial, in Spain, and a Latin version of 
it is inserted in Muratori’s llerim Italicanm 
Scriptores. 

Al-Muzaiii ride Abu 

Ibrahim Ismail. 

Al-Nasir Billah (idJU or al- 

Hasir-uddin allah, the son of al-Mustazi, 
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STiceecdod his father to the throne of Baghdad 
ill A.D. 1170. Ho professed the Slna‘ faith, 
and after a long' reign of 46 lunar years 'and 
11 moiitlis, died in the year a.d. 1225. He 
^Tas the S4th khalif of the house of Abbas, 
and was succeeded by his son al-Tahir Billah. 

Alp Arsalan (‘which 

means in the Turkish language “ the valiant 
lion ”), was a king of Persia of the Seljnldan 
dynasty, and the sou of Baud Beg Saljuki. 
lie succeeded liis uncle Tughral Beg in a.b. 
1063, A.H. 455, married the sister of the 
l^alTf Qaini Billah, and his name was pro- 
nounced ill the public prayers of the Mu- 
lianiinadans after that of the khalif. He was 
a warlike prince; and, having spoiled the 
Church of St. Basil in Ca3sarea, defeated 
Hon 1 a nils Diogenes, Emperor of the Greeks 
in A. I). 1068, A.H. 460, who was seized and 
carried to the conqueror. Alp Arsalan de- 
manded of his captive, at the first conference, 
what he would have done if fortune had 
reversed their lot. “I would have given 
thee many a stripe,” was the imprudent and 
virulent answer. The Sulfan only smiled 
and asked Komanus what he expected would 
be done to him. “ If thou art cruel,” said 
the Emperor, ‘‘put me to death. If vain- 
glorious load me with chains, and drag me in 
triumph to thy capital. If generous, grant 
me my liberty.” Alp Arsalan -was neither 
cruel nor vain-glorious, he nobly released his 
prisoner, and, giving all his officers who were 
captives di-esses of honour, sent them away to 
their homes, xklp Arsalan after a reign of more 
than nine years was stabbed about the 15th 
Deeeinher, a.d. 1072, 30th Babi I. a.h. 
465, by a libwarizmian desperado whom he 
had taken prisoner and sentenced to death. 
He was buried at Marv in I^iirasan, and the 
following is the translation of the inscription 
engraved on his tomb: “All ye who have 
seen the glory of Alp Arsalan exalted to the 
heavens, come to Iklurv, and yon will behold 
it buried in the dust.” He was succeeded by 
his son Maliksliah. 

Alp Arsalan, who is bj some called 
Apnl Arsalan, was the son of Atsiz, a Siiltun 
of XCiwririzm, whom he succeeded in a.d, 
1160, A.ir. 551-557, and died in a.d. 1162. 

Alptakin or Alptagin 
VMe Alfiptalvin. 

Al-Qadir Billali (aJU jjliJt), the 

twenty-fifth khalif of the Abhaside family, 
was the son of Is-haq, the son of Miiqtadir 
Billah. He ascended the throne of Baghdad 
after tlic cleihroneraent of al-Taya‘ in a.d. 
99 i, A.H. 381, lie was a contemporary of 
Soh'.dn htuhniud of Ghazni ; reigned 41 lunar 
yo'.irs and 3 months, and died a.d. 1031, a.h. 
422. He was succeeded by al-Qciimbi-amr- 
illah. 

Al-Qadm or Qadiri a sect 

of Muhammadans. These are a branch of the 


Muetazillis, and differ in their opinions from 
the orthodox Musalmuns, in that they deny 
God’s decree, and assert free will; affirming 
that the contrary opinion makes God the 
author of evil. 

Al-Qahir Billah (iJb the 

nineteenth khalif of the race of the Ahhasides, 
and the third son of al-Mo‘tazid BiUah, 
succeeded his brother al-Mnqtadir to the 
crown of Baghdad in October, a.d. 932, 
Shawwal, a.h. 320. He had reigned only 
one year, five months and twenty- one days 
wdien his wazir ibn Maqla deprived him of 
his sight with a hot iron on Wednesday the 
23rd April, a.d. 934, 6tli Jainad I. a.h. 
322, and raised al-Razi Billah, the son of 
Miiqtadir, to the throne. It is said that al- 
Qaliir, after this, as long as he lived, was 
obliged to beg for charity in the mosque at 
Baghdad, calling out to the people that 
assembled there, “ Have pity and give 
charitv to one, who had once been your 
kbalifa.” 

Al-Qaim second kliallf of the 

Fatimite race of Barbary ; be succeeded 
his father Obeid-ullab al-Mahdl a.d. 924, 
A.H. 312. During his reign we read of 
nothing remarkable, except the revolt of 
Yezicl ibn Koiidat, a man of mean extraction. 
Al-Qaim reigned nearly 12 years and died in 
A.D. 945, A.H. 334. His" son Ismail al- 
Mansur succeeded him. 

‘Al-Qama son of Qys, was one 

of the pupils of Abdullah bin Masaud, and 
an eminent man. He died in a.d. 681, 
A.H. 61. 

Al-Qaim Billali or Al-Qaim -bi-amr- 

illali surnamed Abu 

Jaffar Abdullah, the 2r)th Hialif of the house 
of ‘Abbas. He succeeded his father Qadir 
Billah to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1031, A.H. 422, reigned 44 lunar years and 
8 months, and died in a.d. 1075, a.h. 467, 
which was soon after Sultan Malikshah the 
Seljiild had ascended the throne of Persia, 
and as that monarch was the real master of 
the empire, the nomination of a successor was 
deferred till he was consulted. lie deputed 
a son of his prime minister Nizam-ul-Miilk 
to Baghdad with orders to raise al-Miiqtadi, 
the grandvson of al-Qaini, to the (nominal) 
rank of the commander of the faithful. 

Al-RasMd or Harun al-Rasliid 

tbe celebrated bero of tlie 

Arabian Mghts, was the fifth khalif of the 
race of Abbas and son of al-hlahdi ; he 
succeeded his eldest brother al-Hadi to the 
throne of Baghdad in a.d. 786, a.h. 170. 
This was one of the best and wisest princes 
that ever sat on the throne of Baghdad. He 
was also extremely fortunate in all his under- 
takings, though he did not much extend his 
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dominions by conquest. In his time the 
Moslem empire may be said to Imye been in 
its most flourishing state, thong:!!, by the 
independency of the Moslems in Spain, who 
had formerly set np a Idialif of the house of 
Uinyya, bis territories were not qnite so 
extensive as those of some of his predecessors. 
Ho possessed, however, the provinces of Sjnia, 
l^flesiiiie, Arabia, Persia, Armenia, Hatolia, 
Media or Azurbejiln, Babylonia, Assyria, 
Sindh, Sijistan, Kmrasan, Tabristan, Jnrjan, 
Zabiilistan, Mawanmnahr, or great Bxilvbaria, 
Egypt, Libya, Mauritania, etc., so that his 
empire was still by far the most powerful of 
any in the world, and indeed extended farther 
than the Homan empire ever liad done. 

In the beginning of the year a.d. 802, a.h. 
186, he divided the government of his exten- 
sive dominions among his three sons in the 
following manner ; To al-Amiu the eldest, 
he assigned the provinces of Spia, Irak, the 
three Arahias, Mesopotamia, Assyria, Media, 
lAalestine, Egypt, and all the part of Africa 
extending from the confines of Eg}q)t and 
Ethiopia to the Strjiits of Gibraltar, with the 
dignity of khalif ; to al-Mamfm the second, 
he assigned Persia, Kirman, the Indies, 
Khurasan, Tabristan, Kabiilistau and Zabu- 
listan, together with the vast province of 
Mawarunnahr ; and to his third son al-Qasim, 
he gave Armenia, Natolia, Jiujau, Georgia, 
Circassia, and all the Moslem tenitories 
bordering npon the Euxine sea. As to the 
order of succession, al-Aminwas to ascend the 
throne immediately after his father’s decease ; 
after him al-Mamun ; and then al-Qasim, 
whom ho had surnamed al-MoTasim. 

The most considerable exploits performed 
by this lAalif were against the Greeks, who 
by tlieir perfidy provoked him to make war 
upon them, and whom ho always overcame. 
In the year a.d. 808, a.h. 187, the l^alif 
received a letter from the Greek Emperor 
Xicephonis, commaiKling him to return all 
the money he Iiad extorted from the Empress 
H:ano, or expect soon to see an Imperial army 
in the heart of his territories. This insolent 
lettey so exasperated Hriruii, that he im- 
mediately assomhlcd his forces and advanced 
to Ileraclea, laying the country tlirongh which 
lie passed waste with fire and sword. For some 
time also he kept that city straitly besieged, 
which so ten'ifled the Greek Emperor that he 
submitted to pay an anuual tribute. 

In the year a.d, 804, a.h. 188, war was 
renoNved wdth the Greeks, and Hieephoms 
wdth a great army attacked the Mialif s forces 
wilh the utmost fury. He xvas, however, 
defeated ■with the loss of 40,000 men, and 
received three w'ouncls in the action ; after 
which the Moslems committed terrible ravages 
in his tmitories, and returned home laden 
with spoils. The next year Ilarun invaded 
PluTgia ; defeutc'd an Imperial army sent to 
oppose him, and having ravaged the country, 
retmned without any considerable loss. In 
the year a.d. 806, a.h. 190, the Idialif 
marched into the Imperial territories with an 
army of 135,000 men, besides a great number 
. of volunteers and others ivho w^ere not enrolled 
among his troops. He first took the city of 


Ileraclea, from wdiich he is said to have 
carried 16,000 prisoners ; after which he 
made himself master of several other places, 
and, in the conclusion of the expedition, he 
made a descent on the island of Cypnis, 
which he phmdered in a terrible manner. 
This success so intimidated Hicephonis, that 
he immediately sent the tribute due to Hariin, 
the withholding of wliieh had been the cause 
of the war; and concluded a peace upon the 
Idialif s own terms. Charlemagne respected 
his character, and Ilarun in token of his 
friendship presented to the European prince a 
clock, the mechanism and construction of 
which were regarded among the prodigies^ of 
the age. Harun reigned 23 years, and died 
in Hiiirasan on the eve of Saturday the 24th 
March, a.d. 809, 3rd Jamad II., a.h. 193, 
and “was buried at Tus, which is now called 
Mashhad. He wms succeeded by his eldest 
son, al-Amin. 

Al-Rashid Billali (.dJU the 

thirtieth khalif of the Ahbasides, succeeded 
his father, al-Mastarasliad, in August or 
September, a.d. 1135, ZiTkad, a.h. 529, 
and died in the year a.d. 1136, a.h. 530. 
He wms succeeded by al-Muqtafi, the son of 
al-Mnstazahir. 

Al-Razi. See Eazi. 

Al-Razi Billah (dllb the son 

of al-Muqtadir and the twentieth khalif of 
the house of Abbas, was the last who deserved 

. the title of the Commander of the Faithful. 
He was raised to the throne of Baghdad, 
after the dethronement of his uncle ai- Gahir 
Billah by the wazir Ibn Maqla in April, a.d. 
934, Jamad I. a.h. 322. In the year 936, 
the khalif finding himself distressed on all 
sides by usurpers, and having a waizir of no 
capacity, instituted a new^ office superior to 
that of wazir, which he entitled Amir-ul- 
Umra. This great officer, Imud-ud-daula 
All Boya, w'as trusted with the management 
of the finances in a much more absolute and 
unlimited manner than any of the khalif s 
wazirs ever had been. Kay, he officia.ted for 
the MialTf in the great mosque at Baghdad, 
and had his name mentioned in the public 
prayers throughout the kingdom. In short 
the' Wialif ivas so much under the poiver of 
tliis officer, that he could not apply a single 
dinar to his own use without the leave of the 
Amir-ul-ITmra. In the year a.d. 937, the 
Moslem empire so great and powerful, was 
shared among the foilowing us'nrpers : 

The cities of Wasat, Basra, Kfifa with the 
rest of the Arabian Iraq, were considered as 
the property of the Amir*nl-IImra, though 
they had been in the beginning of the year 
seized upon by a rebel eallcd al-Baridi, 1x410 
could not be driven out of them. 

The country of Ears, Faristaii, or Persia 

a erly so called, was possessed by Imad-ud- 
a All ihn Boya, who resided ‘in the city 
of Shiraz. 

Part of the tract denominated al-Jahal, 
together with Persian Iraq, wdiich is the 
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moimtainoiis part of Persia, and tlie country 
of the ancient Parthians, obeyed llukn-nd- 
daula, the brother of Inad-iid-daula, who 
resided at Isfahan. The other part of the 
country was possessed by WashmMn the 
Dilainite. 

Dayar Rahia, Dayar Bikr, Dayar Modar, 
and the city of Musal, acknowledged for 
their sovereign a race of princes called 
Hamdanites. 

Egypt and Syria no longer obeyed the 
khalifs, but Muhammad ibn Taj, who had 
formerly been appointed governor of those 
provinces. 

Africa and Spain had long been indepen- 
dent. 

Sicily and Crete were governed by princes 
of their own. 

The provinces of l^urasun and Malvariin- 
nahr were under the dominions of al-Nasr 
ibn Ahmad, of the dynasty of the Samanians. 

The provinces of Tabristiin, Jurjan or 
Georgia, and Mazindaraii, had kings of the 
first djTiasty of the Dilainites. 

The province of Kirman was occupied by 
Abu All Muhammad ibn Eylia al-Sainani, 
who had made himself master of it a short 
time before. And 

Lastly, the provinces of Yemama and 
Bahryn, including the district of Hajr, were 
in the possession of Abu Tahir the Karmatian. 

Thus the ]^alifs were deprived of all their 
dominions, and reduced to the rank of 
sovereign pontiffs ; in which light, though 
they continued for some time to be regarded 
by the neighbouring princes, yet their power 
never arrived to any height. In this low 
state the Mialifs continued till the extinction 
of the Kliilafat by Halaku !^an the Tartar 
in the year a.d. 1258_, a.h. 656. 

Al-Razi Billali reigned 7 years 2 months 
and 11 days, and died in a.d. 941, a.h. 329. 
He was succeeded hy his brother al-Muttaqi.

Al-Saffali surname of ABul 

Abbas, the son of Muhammad, the sou of 
All, the son of ‘Abdullah, the son of Abbas, 
the uncle of the prophet. He was proclaimed 
khalifa by the inhabitants of Kufa on Friday 
the 29th November, a.d. 749, 13th Eabi 
II., A.H. 132, upon which a battle took 
place between him and Marwan II., the last 
Idiallfa of the house of Hmjya and Ommaides, 
in which the latter was slain, 5th August, 
A.D. 750, 26th Zil-hijja, a.h. 132. Al- 
Saffah after tliis victory investing himself 
with sovereign power, laid the foundation of 
the dynasty of the Abhasides, wbicli continued 
to be transmitted to his family from father to 
son fur 524 lunar years, during a sticcession 
^7 khalifs, till they were dispossessed by 
Halaku ^Khaii the Tartar king of Persia in 
a.d. 1258, A.H. 656. By the elevation of 
the house of Abbiis to the dignity of Mlafat, 
began that glorious period duilng which 
Arabic and Persian literature reached its 
highest perfection, ^yith some few ex- 


ceptions these lAalifas were the noblest race 
of kings that ever adorned the throne of 
sovereignty. Ahul Abbas died, after a reign 
of more than four years, of the small-pox, 
on Sunday the 9th June, a.d. 754, 13th 
Fil-hijja, a.h. 136, and was succeeded by 
iiis brother Ahu Ja‘far Alniausur.

With Kalim tlllah ended 
the dynasty of the Bahmani kings of Deccan. 
Amir Barid reigned over the territories of 
Ahmadabad Bidar with full power more than 
25 years, and died at Daulatabad in a.d.

Amir Barid II. (^U y--*') 

succeeded to the government of Ahmadabad 
Biwar a,fter deposing his relative Ali Barid 
Shah II. in A.D. 1609, and was the last of 
the Barid Shahi djmasty. 

Amiri the poetical name of 

Maiilana Sultan Muhammad, a distinguished 
man who lived in the time of Shah Tahmasp 
Safivi I. He praised this sovereign in his 
poems, and is the translator of Amir Ali 
Slier’ s Tazldra, called MifjaUs'-ul-‘NafdeSy 
from Turki into Persian. He is also the 
author of the Bonidn uUKhmjdL 

Amir Khan ( ^1), title of Mir 

Abfxi Wafa, the eldest son of Mir Q,asim 
K]ian Hamkin, was a nobleman in the time 
of the emperors Jahangir and Shah Jahan. 
At the time of his death he was governor 
of Thafta, where he died a.d. 1647, a.h. 
1057, aged more than 100 years. His former 
name was Mir Khan, hut having made a 
present of one lac of rupees to Shah Jahau, 
he was honoured with the title of Amir lOuin. 

Amir Khan 

surnamed Mir Miran, the son of iOialil-ullah 
IQian Yezdi, was a nobleman of liigb rank 
in the time of the emperors Shah Jahan and 
Dilamgir, and a great favourite of the latter. 
He died at Kabul on the 28th April, a.d. 
1698, 27th Sliawwal, a.h. 1109, and the 
emperor conferred the title of Amir Khan on 
, his son. ■ 

Amir Khan (Kawab) 

entitled Uundat-ul-Mulk, was the son of the 
principal favourite of the emperor Alamgir, 
of tlie same name, and a descendant of the 
celelirated Shah jSbi‘mat-ullah Wall. Ho 
was bimself a favourite of the emperor 
Muhammad Slifib, ; was appointed governor 
of Allahabad in a.d. 1739, a.h. 1162, and 
re-called to court in a.d. 1743, a.h. 1156. 
He was uaturally free of speech, and the 
eniperor, fond of his repfu'tee, had allowed 
him more license in his conversation than 
was consisLeut witJi respect to his owm dignity, 


when he was on business with the emperor, 
which by degrees disgusted Muhammad Shah 
and made him wish his removal from office. 
He was consequently, with the consent of tlie 
emperor, stabbed with a dagger by a person 
who bad been discharged from his service, 
and fell dowm dead on the spot. This circum- 
stance took place on Priday the 26th 
December, 1747, 23rd Zil-bijja, a.h. 1159. 
He was buried after four days in the sepulchre 
of Klialil-iillali Khan his grandfather, wiiich 
is close to the Sarae of Buh-uUab ^au at 
Dehli. His poetical name was Anjam. He 
composed logographs, and has left Persian and 
Eelffita Poems. There is a full account of 
Amir Kiian in the St(jm''-ul--MutuMarbi, 
where he is said to have died in the same 
year as the emperor. 

Amir Klian the famous 

ally of the Pinclaris and ancestor to the 
present Kawah of Tonk. He was originally 
in the service of Jaswaut Eao Holkar, -who 
becoming insane in 1806 and incapable of the 
administration of his owm affairs, this Mu- 
hammadan chief endeavoured to establish an 
ascendancy at his court, hut soon left it with 
the army lie commanded to pursue the separate 
object of his own ambition, and became the 
chief supporter of the Pindaris. A treaty was 
ratified wdth him by the British Government 
on the 19th December, 1817. He had on 
various pretexts avoided the ratification of the 
engagements which his agent had concluded 
Avith the resident of Dehli, hut the movement 
of troops to his vicinitv, and their occupation 
of positions wffiich left him only the option 
between engaging in an unequal conflict and 
signing this treaty, induced him to adopt the 
safer coui*se. He was confirmed in the pos- 
session of all the territories he held from the 
Holkar family, but compelled to surrender 
his large trains of artillery to the English 
Government, and to disband that great body 
of plunderers which had been for more than 
two years the scourge of Malwa and Eajpu- 
tana. Amir Klian died a.d. 1834, a.h. 1250. 
His Life was "written by a Hindu named 
Basawan Lai ; and the Memoir was translated 
into English by the late Thoby Prinsep. 

Amir Khan \?hose propci’ 

name was Mir IQian, but was changed by the 
emperor ‘Alamgir by adding aii alif to it into 
Amir Hxan. On a spot of seven bighas of 
ground, he had built his house close to tlie 
lace called Guzur Tijaia, including the ma- 
alla of Chhipitola. In the first year of the 
emperor ‘Alaragir lie w^as appointed governor 
of the fort of Shahjahanabad, and in the 
eleventh year of the feign of the emperor he 
was appointed Subadar of Kabul. 

Amir Klian SindM 

title of Mir Ahdiil Karim, sou of iVmir Khan, 
the son of Mir Ahul Gasim Namldn. He was 
employed in various offices during the reign 
of ‘Alamgir, Bahadur 8bah and Farnilffi- 
siyar, and died some time before the accession 
of Muhammad Shah to the throne of Dehli.

uddin, entitled Malik-nl Fnzla, i.e., the 
prince of the learned. Amir Mahmud was 
an excellent poet, and died on Saturday 
the 29th January, a.d. 1368, Jumada II. 
A.H. 769, in Persia. He is mentioned in Dr. 
Sprenger’s Catalogue, p. 67, to have died in 
749 liijri corresponding with a.b. 1348, and 
in the Tazhixa Daulat Shahi it is mentioned 
that he died in a.h. 745, a.d. 1344. He has 
left a Diwan. 

Amir Mirza (NawaD) \ 

was the son of George Hopkins Walters, a 
pensioned European officer, who, with his 
family, consisting of a wife, two daughters 
and one son, had established himself in Luck- 
now as a merchant many years ago. After 
his death his family, through the intrigues of 
one Bakhsh All Hian, embraced the Muham- 
madan religion, and the younger daughter not ' 
long after was consigned to the Seraglio of 
king NasIr-uddTn Hydar and became one of 
the queens of that monarch, under the* title 
of Wilayeti Mahal, or the King’s Emopean 
consort. The elder daughter also received the 
name and title of Ashraf-im-nisa Begam. 
She remained unmarried all her life. The 
brother, Joseph Walters, received the name 
of Amir Mirza. He was brought up as a 
Atusalmaii of the Shi ‘a sect, and always took 
a pride in showing himself as an orthodox 
follower of the Crescent. After Wilayeti 
Mahal’s death, her elder sister Ashraf-un-nisa 
Begam succeeded to her estate, consisting of 
Government Securities valued at 11,400,000 
rupees besides jewellery, movable and im- 
movable property of considerable value. In 
1832 Ashrnf-im-nisa died, and was succeeded 
by Amir Mirza, her brother, who squandered 
almost the whole ])roperty by his reckless 
prodigality. Amir Mirza *died on the 10th 
January, 1870, in his 66th year. 

Amir Mo'izzi a celebrated 

poet of Saraarqand, who served under Sultan 
Malik Shah «and Sultan Sanjar Saljuki, and 
was honoured \\dth the title of M*alik-ush- 
Shuah'a, or the Boyal Poet. He was accident- 
ally killed by an arrow shot by the latter 
prince. His Diwan contains 15,000 verses. 
His death happened in the year a.d. 1147, 
A.ii. 542. His proper name was Amir Ali. 

Amir ShaM of 

SabzAvar, a poet Avho flourished in the time of 
Shalirukh Mirza, about the year a.d. 1436. 
Tide Sliahi (Amir). 


Amir Taimur 

styled Sahib Qiran, because he reigned more 
than 30 years, or because he Avas born in a 
conjunction of the planets so called. He is 
also called Timiirlang (Tamerlane) from some 
defect in his feet ; Avas born at Kush in ancient 
Sogdania on Tuesday, the 9th April, a.d. 1336, 
27th Sha'ban, a.h. 736. Some say he was 
the son of a shepherd, and others that he 
was descended in a right line from Qajuli 
Bahadur, son of Tiimana Khan, of the same 
lineage with Changez Khan, the celebrated 
conqueror of Persia. His father’s name was 
Amii- Txu'aghai and mother’s Takina Hiatun; 
hoAvever, his obscurity was soon forgotten in 
the glory of his exploits. Distinguished by 
his courage and unbounded ambition, he 
gained a number of faithful adherents, and 
seized the city of BallA, the capital of I^u- 
rasan, and having put to death Amir Husain, 
the ruler of that place, whose sister he had 
married, he ascended the throne on Wednes- 
day the 10th April, A.D. 1370, 12th Bamzan, 
A. H . 7 7 1 . He then subdued Kaiidah ar, Persia 
and Baghdad, and seconded by an enthusiastic 
army he penetrated to India, took Dehli on 
Tuesday the 17th December, a.d. 1398, 7th 
E.abi Tl. A.H. 801, Avith its immense trea- 
sures, and returned to piinisli Baghdad that 
shook off his yoke. The offending city was 
given up to pillage, and 80,000 of her inhabi- 
tants put to the sAVord. Noav master of the 
fairer part of Asia, he interfered, at the request 
of the Greek emperor, in the affairs of Baiazid 
(Bajazet), emperor of the Turks, and com- 
manded him to abandon the siege of Constan- 
tinople. The message roused the indignation 
of Baiazid ; he marched against the neAV 
enemy, and was defeated by him in Phrygia, 
after a battle of three days, on Friday the 
21st July, A.D. 1402, 19th :^il-hijja,*^ a.h. 
804. Baiazid fell into the hands of the em- 
peror, and Avas carried about in, mockery in 
an iron cage. To these conquests Taimiir 
added Egypt and the treasimes of Cairo, and 
then fixed the seat of his empire at Samarqand, 
where he received the homage of Manuel 
Palccologus, emperor of Constantinople, and 
of Henry III. King of Castile, by their 
ambassadors. Taimiir Avas preparing fresh 
victories by the invasion of China, AA'hen death 
stopped his career on Wednesday the 18th 
February, a.d. 1405, 17th Sha^-han, a.h. 807, 
in the 36th year of his reign, aged 7 1 years, 
and was buried at Samarqand. He Avas the 
ancestor of Babar, who founded the dAmasty of 
the Mughnl emperors of Dehli. After bis death 
. he received the title of “Firdaiis Makaiii,” 
i.e., “May paradise he his place of residence.” 
He had four sons, viz,, Jahangir Mirza, Dinar 
ShaijA Mirza, Miran Shah and Shahnikh 
Mirza. Tamerlane on his death-bed named 
his grandson Pir Muliammad, son of Jahangir 
Mirza, the universal heir of all his dominions ; 
but the contempt witli whicli his Avill Avas 
treated after death Avas equal to the venera- 
tion which had been paid to his authority 
during his life. The Sultan Khalil, another 
of his grandsons, immediately took possession 
of the capital of Samarqand," and proclaimed 
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liimself emperor. Pir Muhammad did not 
live long enough to assert his rights, hut was 
assassinated six months after the death of 
his grandfather. After his death, Shahrukh 
Mir'za, the youngest of the two surviving sons 
of Tamerlane, succeeded to the inheritance 
assigned for Pir Muhammad.

Amjad ‘Ali Shall (jli, 

was the son of Muhammad All Shah, whom 
he succeeded on the throne of Lucknow as 
king of Oudh, with the title of Suria Jah,. 
on the 17th May, a.d. 1842, oth Babi II. 
A.H. 1258, and died on the 16th March, a.d. 
1847, 26th Safar, a.h. 1263. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Wajid Ali Shah, in whose 
time Oud'h was annexed to the British Govern- 
ment on the 7th February, a.d. 1856. 

‘Ammar ilbn Hissan 

was All’s general of the horse, and was killed 
in battle fought by Ali against Mu‘awia, the 
first lAalif of the house of Umaia, in the 
month of July, a.d. 657, Safar, a.ii. 37. He 
was then about 90 years of age, and had been 
in three several engagements with Muhammad 
himself. He was one of the murderers of 
Usman, the third kludif after Muhammad. 

Amra-al Qais *1^^), the son 

of Ha jar, one of the most illustrious poets 
the Arabians had before Muhammadanism. 
He is one of the seven poets whose poems 
have, for their excellency, been hung in the 
temple of Mecca. These poems were called 
Muallakat (suspended), and as they were 
written in letters of gold, they were also 
called MuzahUhat. The names of these 
seven cobhrated poets are Amra-al-Qais, 
Tarafa, Ziihir, Labid, Antar, Amru and 
Iliirath. 

[Amra-al-Qais is the same person who is 
commonly called Maj nun, the lover of Laila, 
and Ijubid was his friend and master. Amir 
Klmssu’s Loves of j\ [a j nun mid Laila has been 
translated into English.] 


Amrit Eao a Maliratta 

chief wdio had been placed on the masnad of 
Puna by Holkar in a.d. 1803, but deposed 
by the British, and a pension of 700,000 
rupees was assigned for his siippoi't annually. 
He was the son of Baghimath Rao, commonly 
called Raghoba. For some time he resided 
at Banaras and then in BundellAand, and 
died at the former station in a.d. 1824. 

^AmruBin Mua'wia 

an ancient Arabian poet whose collection of 
poems are to be found in the Royal Library 
at Paris, ISTo. 1120. 

'Amrn ibn Al-‘As 

a celebrated Muhammadan, at first the enemy 
and afterwards the friend of Muhammad, of 
wdiom it is re]}orted by tradition that Muham- 
mad said, “ There is no truer Musalman, nor 
one more steadfast in the' faith than ‘Amru.” 
He served in the wars of Syria, where he 
behaved with_siugular courage and resolution. 
Afterwards .Umar the khalif sent him into 
Egypt, which he reduced in a.d. 641, a.h. 
20, and became lieutenant of the conquered 

. country. Usman continued him in that post 
four years, and then removed him’ ; where- 
upon he retired to Palestine, where he lived 
privately till Usman’s death. Upon this 
event, he went over to Mu‘awia upon his 
invitation, and took a great part in the dis- 
pute between ‘AlT and Mubiwia. The latter 
■ restored liim to the lieutenancy of Egypt, and 
continued him in it till his death, which 
happened in a.d. 663, a.h. 43. Before he 
tinned Muhammadan he was one of the three 
poets who were famous for imting lampoons 
upon Muhammad, in which style of composi- 
tion ‘Amru particularly excelled. There are 
some line proverbs of his remaining, and, also 
some good verses. He was the son of a 
courtezan of Mecca, who seems to have num- 
bered some of the noblest of the land among 
her lovers. When she gave birth to this 
child, the infant was declared to have most 
resemblance to ‘As, the oldest of her ad-‘ 
mirers, whence, in addition to his name of 
Amru, he received the designation of Ibn- 
al-‘As. 

‘Amru the son of 

Sa'id, was a cousin of the khalif ‘Abdul- 
Malik. In the year a.d. 688, a.h. 69, the 

■ khalif left Damascus, to go against hOsaafi), 
the son of Zubor, and appointed Amru to take 
care of Damascus, who seized upon it for 
himself, which obliged ‘Abdul -htalik to re- 
turn. After three or four days the Iduilif 
sent for him and killed ‘him with his own 
hand. 

‘Amni Bin Lais 

brother of Ya‘kfih ibn Lais, whom he suc- 
ceeded in the government of Kliurrisan, etc., 
in A.D. 878, A.H. 265, and ruled over those 
countries for 23 yours. He was at last 
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seized by Amir Isma‘il Samaiii in a.d. 900, 
A.u. 288, and sent to Bagbdad, where he was 
confined for some time; his execution was 
the last act of the lOialif Al-Mo‘tazid, who 
gave orders for it a few months before his 
own death in a.d. 901, a.h. 289. He was 
blind of one eye. ‘With Amru fell the for- 
tunes of his family. His grandson Tahir 
struggled for power in his native province ; 
blit after a reign of six years, during which 
he conquered Fans, liis authority was sub- 
verted by one of his own officers, by whom 
he rvas seized and sent prisoner to Bagdad. 
The only other prince of the family of Ban! 
Lais that attained any eminence was a chief 
of the name of Kbahif, who established him- 
self in Sistiin and maintained his power over 
that province till the time of Sultan Mahmud 
of Ghazni, by ivliom he w'as defeated and 
made prisoner! 

AiBuratli, names of several emperors of 
Turkey, as ivritten by English WTiters, being 
a corruption of Murad, which see. 

Anandpal ( son of Jaipal I., 

raja of Lahore, whom he succeeded about the 
year a.d. 1001, and became tributary to 
Sultan Mahmud of ^laznL He died about 
the year 1013, and was succeeded in the 
government by his son Jaipal II. 

Anarkali tlie name of a lady, 

otherwise Hadira Begam,” who lived in 
the time of the emperor Jahangir. Her 
mausoleum is at a place called Anarkali in 
Lfiliore, which has been recently used as a 
church. Hifeereut stories are told concerning 
the name Anarkali, by which the mausoleum 
as well as the station in its vicinity is known. 
According to some, it was the name of a 
princess in Jahangir’s time, while others say 
that Anarkali was a heautiM handmaid with 
whom Jahangir fell in love, and who, on 
Akbar becoming aware of it, was buried alive. 
These stories may not be true ; but this much 
is at least certain, that the woman after whose 
name the building is called, lived in the time 
of Akl)ar, or his son Jahangir, that Jahangir 
or some other prince was madly in love with 
her, and that her death took place under such 
moarnfiil circumstances as broke the heart of 
tlie fond lover, and led him to compose the 
following couplet, still found engraved on her 
tombstone : Oh ! could I see again the face 

of my lost friend, I would thank my God 
until the day of judgment.” 

Anand Rao, Gaikwar {j\^^ ^\j aJI), 

a Marhatta chief of Baroda, with whom the 
English Government had in 1812 concluded a 
subsidiary alliance. Before the treaty he was 
a nominal depeudant of the Peshwa. 

Anas (^3 1 a poet of Arabia.

■\Yhen Abdiillali IGian Uzbaq took Hirat 
he made a proclamation in his army, that 
the Hfe of Anisi be spared, and treated him 
with great respect.

1605, 
A.H. 1014, and has left a Diwan and a Mas- 
nawi called Mahmud Aidz. 

Ang or Ungb. Kban, a king of the Trit 

Tartars, wdio resided at Karakoram, and to 
whom the celebrated Jangez IHian was at one 
time a tributary. He is also called Prester 
John by the Syrian Missionaries. Jangez 
Klian having thrown o:ff liis allegiance, a 
war ensued, which ended in the death of 
Ang Kian in a.d. 1202.

Antar (jbo, one of tbe seven Arabian 

poets, wffiose poems were hung up in the 
temple of Mecca in golden letters, and from 
that circumstance were called MiiaTlakat (sus- 
pended), or Mnzahhibat (golden). The first 
volume of the history of Antar, called The 
Life and AdvenUms of Antar, was translated 
into English and published in December, a.d. 
1818, in England. 

[Vide Amra-al-Kuis.] 
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Anwari a famous Persian poet 

surnamed Asliad-iiddin. He formerly took 
for bis poetical name “Khafwari,” but he 
changed it afterwards to “ Anwari.” From 
the superiority of his poetical talents he was 
called the king of the poets of IDiurasan. 
He was a native of Abiward in ]^hurasan, 
wais tlie favourite of Sultan Sanjar Saljuki, 
and the rival of the poet Eashidi surnamed 
Wat wat, wlio espoused the cause of Atsiz, 
the Sultan of Xliwarizm. Whilst the two 
princes were engaged in wmr, the two poets 
assailed one another by rhymes sent on the 
point of arrows. He is also said to have 
been the greatest astronomer of his age. It 
so happened in the year a.h. 581 or 582, 
September, a.d. 1186, that there was a con- 
junction of all the planets in the sign of 
Libra ; Anwari predicted a storm wliich 
%vould eradicate trees and destroy every 
building. When the fatal day arrived it 
w-as perfectly calm, and there was the whole 
year so little wind, that the people were 
unable to winnow their corn. He was there- 
fore accused for his predictions as an astro- 
loger, and was obliged to fly to Balkh, where 
he died in the reign of Sultan ’Alauddin 
Takash in a.d. 1200, a.h. 59^ His death 
is mentioned in the iQiulasat-ul-Asha‘ar to 
have taken place in a.h. 587, and others have 
wnitten a . h . 5 9 2 , Anwari, when very young, 
was sitting at the gate of his college, called 
Mansuria in Tiis, when a man richly dressed 
rode by him on a fine horse, with a numerous 
train of attendants ; upon his asking who it 
was, he was told that it w’as a poet belonging 
to the court. When Anwari reflected on the 
honour confeired on ]3oetry, for which art he 
had a very early bent, he applied himself to 
it more ardently than ever, and having finished 
a poem, presented it to the Sultan, who ap- 
proved the work and invited him to his palace, 
and raised Mm even to the first honours of 
the State. He found many other poets at 
court, among whom were Salman, Zahir and 
Enshidi, all men of wdt and genius. Anwari 
has Icd't us a collection of highly esteemed 
poems on various subjects, called iJumn An- 
wan. Verses from iiis poems are quoted by 
Sa-'di in Ms Gnlistiin.

Hawah of the Carnatic, a soldier of fortune, 
wdio liad attained power by treacherous con- 
nivance to the murder of the legitimate heir, 
a child wliose guardian he had been appointed 
by Hizam-ul-Mulk. He at first served under 
oho of the emperors of Dehli, and was ap- 
pointed governor of Kora Jahanahad. ill 
success, dr ptrliaps ill conduct, preventing Mm 
from being able to ])ay the usual revenues of 
his government to the throne; he quitted it 
privately, and went to Ahmadabad, wdiere 
^lazi-uddin Klian, the father of Mzam-ul- 
Mulk, gave him a povst of considerable trust 


and profit in the city of Surat. After ihe 
death of ^azi-uddhi, his sou, who liad suc- 
ceeded in the Sfibadari of the southern pro- 
vinces, appointed him Kawab of the Carnatic, 
or Vellore and Eajmandrum, countries which 
he governed from a.d. 1725 to 1741, and in 
A.D, 1744 he was formally created governor 
of the country. He was killed in battle 
fought against Miizaffar dang, the grandson 
of Mzam-ul-Mulk, on the 23rd July, o.s. 
A.H. 1162, who took possession of the Car- 
natic. Anwar -nddin was then 107 years 
old. His eldest sou was made prisoner and 
his second son, Muhammad Ali, fled to Tri- 
chinopoly. A heroic poem called Ami' at 
Mmiciy in praise of this Hawab was vritten 
by Abdi, in which the exploits of Major 
Lawrence, and the first contests between the 
English and French in India are recorded 
with tolerable accuracy. {Vide Sahidat- 
ullah IQian.) His son ’Muhammad Ali was 
confirmed by Nawab Hasir Jang in the 
government of the Carnatic in a.d. 1750. 

AoEad Sabzwari (KEwaja) 

poetical name of 

Kli wa j a Fakhr -nddin , a physician, astronomer, 
and poet, of Sabzwar. He died a.d. 1463, 
A.H. 868, aged 81 lunar years, and left a 
Diwau in Persian contaimng Qiazals, Qasidas, 
etc. 

AoEadi the poetical name of 

Shaikh Aohad-uddin of Isfahan or Maragha, 
a celebrated Persian poet who put into verse 
the a hook full of Muhammadan 

spirituality, wdiich he wrote in imitation of 
the Hadiqa of Sanai ; he also wrote a Diwiln 
coutainiiig verses. He was liberally rewarded 
by Arghfxu Khiin, the king of the Tartars, 
lie Avas a pupil of Aohad-uddin Kirmuni ; 
died in a.d. 1337, a.h. 738, and was biniod 
at Maragha in Tabreiz.

Bhonsla, commonly called Bala Sahib, raja 
of Hagpiir or Berap. The latter succeeded 
his father in March, a.d. 1816, hut being 
an idiot and unfit to rule, Sahib assumed 
the chief authority under the title of Regent, 
and had the sole conduct of the x^iiblic afcrs. 
Although he was in a great degree indebted 
for his eleyation to the English Government, 
he early evinced a disx3osition as inconsistent 
with tlie gratitude wliich he owed to that 
State, as vdth the obligations of good faith. 
It was also discovered that he had secretly 
murdered his predecessor, Bala Sahib (Par- 
saram), in order to obtain that elevation 
which he had so disgraced. He was conse- 
quently seized in the beginning of the year 
A.D. 1818, and brought to the Residency, 
where he continued in confinement till directed 
to be sent under a strong escort to the Com- 
pany’s territories . When arrived at Raichora, 
a village within one march from Jabalpur, 
he contrived, hy bribing some of his guards, 
to make his escape. It is believed that after 
having for a short period found a refuge in 
Asirgiirh, he fied to the Punjab, where he 
yemuined a miserable dependant on tbe charity 
of Raja Ranjit Singh. After the dethrone- 
ment of ‘Apa Sahib, the grandson of Raghoji 
Blionsla was raised to the masnad of hiagpAr. 
iVide Keene’s Jndia^ ii. 34, f. f.] 

Apa Sahib (i IjT), also called 

• 't ’ 

Shalyi, third brother of Partap Singh Nara- 
yan, raja of Satara. After the dethronement 
of his brother in a.b. 1839, he wms placed on 
the masnad of Satara by the British Govern- 
ment, and died on the 5th April, 1848. 
Before his death he expressed a wish that 
he might adopt as a son, a hoy hy name 
Balwant Rao Blionsla. It was, however, 
determined to annex Satara. 

Aq.a Muhammad Khan Qajar (li! 
jl— A— king of 

Persia, of the tribe of Cfajar, and son of 
Muhammad Hasan Khan Uajar, ruler of 
Mazanderan. IIe_ was made au eunuch iu 
his childhood by ‘Adil Shah, the nephew and 
immediate successor of Nadir Shah, After 
tlie death of ‘Adil Shah he obtained his 
release, and joined his father, who was after- 
wairds slain by Karim Elian Zand, king of 
Persia. Agha, or Aqa Muhammad, \vas 
obliged to surrender himself to him, and was 
a prisoner in the city of Shiraz. He had 
for some time been very strictly guarded, and 
%vas never allowed to go beyond the walls of 
the town, but afterwards he was permitted 
to go a-lmntiug. When the last illness of 
Kurini Khan assumed a dangerous appearance, 
he contrived to leave that city on the usual 
retext of hunting. When intelligence was 
ro light to him tliat the founder of the Zand 
dynasty was no more, accompanied by a few 
attendants, he commenced his flight, and, ' 


favoui'ed by the confusion of the moment, he 
reached his province of Mazandaranin safety, 
and jiroclaimed himself one of the competitors 
for the crown of Persia. Soon after the 
death of ‘ Ali Murad Elian, ruler of Pei’sia, 
in A.D. 1785, he made himself master of 
Isfahan without a battle, but had for several 
years to contend with Liitf ‘Ali Elian, the 
last prince of the Zand family, before he 
became sole master of Persia. Lu.tf ‘Ali 
Ehan was put to death by hiin in a.d. 1795, 
14tb Muliarram, a.h. 1212. Aqa Muhammad 
Ehan ivas mui’dered on the 10th July, a.d. 
1797, hy two of Ms attendants, whom lie had 
sentenced to death, in the 63rd year of his 
age. He had been a ruler of a great part of 
Persia for 20 years, but had only for a short 
period enjoyed the undisputed sovereignty of 
that country. He was succeeded by his 
nephew, Path ‘Ali Shah, who died in a.d. 
1834, a.h. 1250. After him, liis grandson, 
Muhammad Shah, the son of ‘Abbas Mirza, 
mounted the throne, and died in 1847, when 
his son, Nasir-nddiii Ahmad 'Shah, the 
present king of Persia, succeeded him. 

Aqa Razi j I* 1 ), a poet of Persia, 

who came to India, and after liis return home, 
died in a.d. 1615, a.h. 1024.

year of ‘Alamgir, a.d, 1670, and was raised 
to the rank of 1,000 and 400 sawars.

There is a story of him that being displeased 
with his brother ‘Ali the IQialTfa, he went 
over to Mu‘awiya, who received him with 
great kindness aiid respect, but desired him 
to curse ‘Ali ; and as he would not admit of 
any refusal, ‘Aq!l thus addressed the congre- 
gation: “0 people, you know that ‘AlT, 
the son of Abu-Talih, is my brother; now 
Mn‘awiya has ordered me* to curse him, 
therefore, may the curse of God be upon 
him.” So that the curse would either apply 
to ‘Ali or to Mu‘awiya. 

‘AqilKliafl. (yjU. JiLc), ‘Iqil Klian, 

nephew of Afzal Ehan wazir, a nobleman of 
3,000, who served under the emperor Shah 
Jahan, and died a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. 

‘AqilKhanCNawab) JiU), 

the title of Mir ‘ Askari. He was a native of 
Eiaw^af, in Ehnrasan, and held the_ofiice of 
wizarat in the time of the emperor ‘Alamgir. 
He wms an excellent poet ; and ns he had a 
great respect for Shah Bnriian-uddin, entitled 
Raz-i-Ilahi, he chose the wmrd Razi for his 
poetical title. He is the author of several 
-works, among which are a Masnawi and

G07, and had 
scarcely reigned one year Avhen he was de- 
posed by Altimsh (the adopted son and son- 
in-law of Qiitl)-iiddin) avIio assumed the title 
of Shams-uddiii Altimsh. 

Aram a zamlndar of Kora in 

the province of Allahabad, Avas of the tribe 
of lO^iichar, Avho, taking advantage of the 
Aveakness of the empire, sleAV NaAvab Jan 

. Nisar Khan (brother to the wazir’s wife), 
chakladar of that district in a.d. 1731, a.h. 
1144, upon Arhich ‘Azim-ullah Klnin, the 
son of the deceased, Avas sent Avith an army 
to chastise him, but the zainindar took refuge 
in bis Avoods, and for a long Aviiile eluded his 
pursuer, Avho, tired out, rdiirned to Dehli, 
leaving his army under the command of 
KliAvarizm Beg toan. Ararh, emboldened 
by the NaAvab’s retreat, attacked and sIcav 
the deputy; upon Avhicb the wazir Qamar- 
nddin K]ian applied for assistance to Biirhan- 
ul-Miilk Sa‘adat Khan Sfibadar of Ondh, for 
the reduction of the rebel. Sahidat Klian 
marched against Aiairh in a.d. 1735, a.h. 
1148, killed bim in a battle and sent bis head 
to the emperor Mubaramad Shah. The skin 
of Ms body Avas flayed off, and sent stuffed 
with straAV to the Avazir. 

Ardai Viraf ^ priest of

Ardisher Bahagan, king of Persia, and is the 
author of i\Q Ardai Virdf Nmm, Avhich he 
A\Tote in the Zend, or the original Persian 
language.

Ardisher Babakan 

or Bahagiin, the son of Bahak, was, Ave are 
told, a descendant of S as an, the son of Bah- 
mini and grandson of Isfandiar. He was the 
first king of the Sasanian dynasty. His 
father Babak, Avho Avas an inferior officer in 


the public service, after putting to death the 
governor appointed by Ardjiwan (Artubanes) 
made himself master of the province Ears. 
The old man survived but a short time. His 
son Ardisher, after settling the affairs of 
Pars, not only made himself master of Isfa- 
han, but of almost all Iraq, before ArdaAviin, 
who Avas the redgniug prince, took the field 
against him, about tlie year a.d. 223. The 
armies met in the phtius of lliirmnz, AA'lioro a 
desperate battle ensued, in Avhich ArdaAvan 
lost his croAvn and bis life ; and the sou of 
Babak Avas hailed in the field with the iwond 
title of Shahan Shah, or King of kings. Ho 
was contemporary Avith Alexander Sevenis, 
the Koman emperor. Ardisher (whom the 
Eoinan historians call Artaxerxes) liaving 
reigned fourteen years as a])solute sovereign 
of Ik'i'sia, rc'signed the govt'riiment into the 
hands of his son, Slidlipur, called by tlie 
Bomaus Sapor or Sapores, in the vear a.d. 
238.

A.D. 380, and sat on the throne of Persia 
only four years, during AAdiich period no event 
of consequence oiicurrcd. He was de-posed in 
A.D, 384 by Ids hrother Shfihpur 111. who 
succeeded him. 

Ardislier ( (or Artaxerxes) III. 

a king of Persia, of the Sasanian race, Avho 
reigned about the year a.d. 629, after 
Sheroya. 
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Ardisher Darazdast {j ^ 

an ancient king of 

Persia, tlie Artaxerxes Longimanus of the 
Greeks, siiruarned Balmaii, was the son of 
Isfandiar. He succeeded his grandfather, 
Gashtnsp, as king of Persia in n.c. 464. 
He is celebrated for the wisdom he displayed 
in the internal regulation of his empire. In 
the commencement of the reign of this 
monarch, the celebrated Rustam was slain 
by the treachery of his brother. This prince 
is snp[)osed to be the Ahasuenis of Scripture, 
who married Esther, and during the whole of 
his reign shewed the greatest kindness to the 
Jewish nation. The long reign of this 
monarch includes that of two or more of his 
iimuodiate successors, who are not noticed by 
Persian writers. According to them, he 
ruled Persia 112 years, and was succeeded 
by his daughter Queen Humai. 

Argliun Khan the son 

of Ahaka Elian and grandson of Halaku 
Elian, was raised to the throne of Persia after 
the murder of his uncle Ahmad Kliaii, sm*- 
named Nekodar, in August, a.d. 1284, 
Jamad I. a.h. 683. His reign was marked 
by feiY events of consequence. He recalled 
the celebrated Shams -ud- din Muhammad 
Sahib Diwiin, his father’s wazir, who, dis- 
gusted with court, had retired to Isfahan : 
but this able minister was hardly re-estab- 
lished in his office, before his enemies per- 
suaded the prince that he liad actually 
poisoned his father ; and the aged wazir 
w^as in the same year made over to the public 
executioner. Amir Buka, the rival of Shams- 
nd~din, rose, upon his fall, to such power 
that he was tempted to make a grasp at the 
crown ; but be was unsuccessful, and lost bis 
life in the attempt. Arghun Elian died on 
Saturday, the lOtli March, a.d. 1291, 5th 
Rahi I.* a.h. 690, after a reign of 6 years 
and 9 months, and was succeeded by his 
brotlier Eaijaptu or Eaikhatu. His mother 
was a Christian,

idiwiija IMuliummad bin Is-haq, and Avrote a 
work in his name called Duh Ndma. He 
lived in the 9tli century of the llijri era. 


'Arifi (Matilana) son of 

Miiharik Masldiara, was a learned Musalman, 
and was living in a.d. 1580, a.h. 988, -when 
he wrote a chronogram on the death of 
Qasim Kulri, who died in that year, during 
the reign of the emperor Akbar. 

Arjnmand Bano Begam (ylj 

entitled Mumtaz Mahal (now 

corrupted into Taj Mahal and Taj Bibi) was 
the favourite wife of the emperor Shah 
Jahan, and daughter of Asaf Khan, •wazir, 
the brother of the celebrated Exir Jahan 
Begam. She was born in the year a.d. 1592, 
A.H. 1000, and married to the prince Mirza 
Kmrram (afterwards Shah Jahan) in a.d. 
1612, A.H. 1021, by whom she bad several 
children. She died in child-bed a few hours 
after the birth of her last daughter, named 
Dahar Ara, on the 7th July, o.s. 1631, 17th 
Zil-hijja, a.h. 1040, at Burlianpur in the 
Deccan, was at first buried there in a garden 
called Zainabad, but afterwards her remains 
were removed to Agra, wliere a most splendid 
mansolenm was built over her tomb, with a 
coating of vdiite marble decorated with 
mosaics, which for the richness of the 
material, the chasteness of the design, and 
the effect at once brilliant and solemn, is not 
surpassed by any other edifice either in 
Em-ope or Asia. * It was completed in a.d. 
1645, A.H. 1055, and is now called the 
^‘Taj,” or ‘‘Taj Mahal,” which is said to 
have cost the enormous sum of .-£3,000,000. 
The chronogram of her death contains the 
date in the word “ or Grief. She 

was also called Knclsia Begam and Eawah 
‘Alia Begam. 

Arjun Singh one of 

the three sons of Raja Mansingh.

1336, who succeeded him.

Sultan Masa‘-tid III. of (Biazni. He murdered 
his brother Sherzad in a.d. 1115, a.h. 509, 
and having ascended the throne, he im- 
prisoned all his other brothers excepting 
Bahrain Shah, who fled to Eluivasan and 
sought assistance of Sultan Sanjar his uncle. 
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Saiijar in the year a.d. 1118, a*h, 512, 
marched to Ghazni, and in a battle defeated 
Arsaiaii Sliali, who made his escape to 
Lahore, hat was soon after taken prisoner 
and put to death, when Bahrain Shall ascended 
the throne. 

Arsalan SBali (^lA a king of

The accession of AYzdijard 
is placed by Sir John Malcolm in a.d. 632, 
A.H. 11, blit Major Price fixes it in a.d. 635,

Asa Ahir (j^\ LjI ), a shcph.erd chief, 

who built the fortress of Asirgarh in the 
Deccan in the 14th century ; he had some 
2000 retainers. The hill had long before 
been encircled by a wall to protect 1h_o cattle, 
and it was to employ the ])oru' that As.i con- 
strneted, instead of the foriilicatitnis, which 
still remain, beyond all eompaiisou, the 
strongest native hid it fortress in India. Asa 
was put to deathby AlalikXasTr, the Muham- 
madan chief Khan&ais, who possessed himself 
of the stronghold by treacliery, and com- 
pleted the fortifications. Two centuries later 
Asirgarh and all Isiinar were compiiTed by 
Akbar and incorporated with the Mughal 
empires. It was taken by the Britisliiii 1817. 

Asad the poetical name of 

Mirzix Asad-nllah Kluln, nsnally called ]\firza 
Houshah. His ancestors wore ch' Samar(pnid, 
but he was born at Agra ; hut was lirought 
up and lived at Dehli, where lie rose to great 
fame as a poet and writer of the Persian 
langnage, whilst his eonqiositions in Urdu 
were not less admired. He won the favour 
of Bahadur Shah, the last king of Dehli, 
who conferred iipon him the title of Nawfib, 
and appointed him royal preceptor in the art 
of poetry. He is the autlior of a Persian 
Insha, a Masnawi in praise of ‘Ali, and a 
Diwan in Persian and another in Urdu. 
Both, have been printed. He was in a.d. 
1852, when sixty years of age, living at Dehli, 
and was engag'ed in compiling a history of 
the Mughal emperors of India. His poetical 
name is'^ialib, which see. He died in the 
year a.d. 1869, a.h. 1285. 

Asadi Tusi AmsO, a native of 

Tus in the province of Kliurasaii, and one 
of the most celebrated I'ersiaii poets at the 
court of Sultan Maliinud of Ghazni, w'hom 
the Sultan often entreated to undertake the 
legendary liistoiy of Persia, hut he excused 
himself on account of his age. His best 
work is supposed to he lost. He was the 
master of h’irdausi, who afterwards composed 
the Shah Naina. It is said that Pirdausi 
on his departure from Gliazni requested 
him to finish the Shah Nama, which was 
yet incomplete, and that Asadi composed 
that part of the poem between the Arabian 
conquest of eastern Persia under the klialif 
‘Umar, to the end, consisting of 4000 
couplets. The year of Asadi’s death, is un- 
known, blit it appears from the above cir- 
cumstance that he was living in a.d. 1010, 
A.H. 401, in wbicli year Firdausi departed 
from Gliazni. Tlie most celebrated of the 
other works of A.sadi now extant is his 
dispute between Day and Night, a transla- 
tion of which in Englisli verse is to be found 
in the Hose Garden of Tersia, liy LonivSa 
Stuart Costello, published, London,' 1845. 

Asad Khan (NawaD) 

entitled Asrif-nd-danla and Jnrnlat-nl-Mnlk, 
was descended from an illustrions family of 
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Turkmans. His father, who fled from the 
oppressions of Shah Abbas, of Persia, into 
Ilmdustan, was raised to high rank by the 
emperor Jahangir with the title of Znlfiqar 
lOiaii, and married to the daughter of a new 
relation to his empress Knr Jahan. His son 
Asad (whose former name was Ibrahim) 
was very early noticed by Shah Jahan, who 
married^him to a daughter of his wazir ^Asaf 
Klian, and promoted him to the office of 
second Bakhshi, which he held till the 15th 
year of ‘Alamgir (a.b. 1671), when he was 
raised to the rank of 4000, and a few years 
afterwards to the office of wazir and highest 
order of nobility, seven thousand. In the 
reign of Bahadur Shah he was appointed 
Wakil Mntlaq (an office superior to wazir), 
and Ms son Isma‘il made Mir Bakhshi or 
chief paymaster, with the title of Ainir-nl- 
‘Umra Ziiliikar K]ian ; hut on the accession 
of Farnikbsiar, he was disgraced, lixs estates 
seized, and bis son put to death. After that 
period, he lived upon a scanty pension in a sort of 
conflnement, but much respected by all ranks. 
He died in the year a.d. 1717, a.h. 1129, 
aged 90 lunar years, and was buried with 
great funeral pomp at the expense of the 
emperor, in a mausoleum, erected by his 
father for the family.

Asafl (Khwaja) son 

of l^iwjija Nabnat-ul-lfih, was an elegant 
poet. Asafi is Ms poetical name, which he 
took on account of Ms father having served 
ill the capacity of ivazir^to Sultau Abu Sa‘id 
IVlirza ; for, they say, Asaf or Asaph of the 
Scriptures, was wazir to king Solomon. He 
was one of the coutmnporaries and com- 
panions of Jaiiii, and tooli mstructiGna from 
Mm in the art of poetry. He died about the 
month of August, a.b. 1520, 16th Shaban, 
A.H. 926, aged more tliau 70, and was buried 
at Herat ; hut according to the work called 
^nldsat-ul- Ashed dr ^ he died in a.h. 920. 
He is author of a Blwaii or hook of Odes 
called JJlwdn Asafl, and a Masnawi in the 
measure of 3IaM:im~uI-Asrdr. 




Asaf Jab \ ), the title of the 

celebrated Hizam-ul-Mulk of Haidarabad. 

Asaf Khan I. ), surnamed 

Abdul Majid, -was a nobleman in the time of 
the emperor Akhar, who in a.b. 1565, a.h. 
973, distinguished himself by the conquest of 
Garrakota, a principality on the Harhada, 
bordering on Bnndelkband. It was governed 
by a Queen or Bani named Durgawati, who 
opposed the Miihammadan general in an un- 
snccessfiil action, and when seeing her army 
routed and herself severely wounded, she 
avoided falling into the hands of the enemy 
by stabbing herself with a dagger. Her 
treasures, which were of great value, fell 
into the hands of Asaf I^an ; he secreted a 
great part, and the detection of this embezzle- 
ment was the immediate cause of Ms revolt. 
He was, however, subsequently pardoned, 
and after the conquest of Chittour, that 
country was given to ‘Asaf Klian in jagir. 


Asaf Khan II. title of 

Khmj-Ghayas-ud-din Ali Qaiwaui, the son 
of Aqa Miilland, uncle to Asaf Klian Jafar 
Beg. He held the Bakhshigari in the time 
of the emperor Akhar, and after the conquest 
of Gujrat in a.b. 1573, a.h. 981, in which 
he distinguished himself, the title Abbas 
IQian was conferred on liim. He died at 
Gujrat in a.b. 1581, a.h. 989, and after his 
death Ms nephew_klH’za Jafar Beg was buried 
with the title of Asaf Khan. 

Asaf Khan III. 

commonly called Mirza Ja^far 

Beg, was the son of Mirza Eadi-uz-Zaman 
and grandson of Aqa Mnlla Qazwini. He 
was born at Qazwm, and came to India in 
Ms youth, A.D. 1577, a.h. 985. At the 
recommendation of his uncle Mirza ^laias- 
ud-din, who was a nobleman at the court of 
the emperor Akbar, and bore then the title 
of Asaf Klian, was received with honour, 
and after the death of Ms uncle the office of 
Balffishigari was conferred on him with the 
title of Asaf Klian, a.d. 1581, a.h. 989. 
He was an excellent poet, and was one of 
the many that were employed by the em- 
peror in compiling the Tdrlhh '^Alfl, and 
after the assassinution of Mnlla Ahmad in 
A.B. 1588, a.h. 996, the remainder of the 
work was written by him up to the year a.h. 
997. He is also called Asaf IHiaii Mirza 
Ja‘far Balffislii Begi, and is the author of a 
poem called Shtrln tva ^usro. The office 
of chief Biwan was conferred on Mm by the 
emperor in a.d. 1598, a.h. 1007, and in the 
reign of Jahangir he wms raised to the high 
post of wazarat. He died in the year a.b. 
1612, A.H. 1021. In Ms poetical composi- 
tions he used the name of Ja‘far. One of 
Ms sons, who also bore the name of Ja‘far, 
became an excellent poet and died in the time 
of ‘Alamgir, a.b.

dur. He was murdered by Sultjui Abu Said 
Mirza, betxveen the years a.d. 1451 and 
1457. 

^Ayani whose proper name 

•was Ab-u Is-biiq Ibrablm, probably tlonrished 
previous to the Stli centin-y of the Hijrat. 
He is the author of a Ma.snawi called Anhia 
JS'ania, a history of the prophets wiio pre- 
ceded Muhammad. 

Ayaz ^y), a slave of Sultan Mahmud 

of Chazni who, being a great favourite of bis 
master, was envied liy the courtiers ; they 
therefore informed tiui Suitfui tlmt they 
fretpiently observed Ayaz go privately into 
the Jexvel office, whence tliey ])rcs5inied ho 
bad puiioined many valuable effects. The 
next time when the slave liad (entered tlie 
treasury, the Sultan fol](.)Wed by a private 
door, and, uiiobservttd, saw' Ayaz draw from 
a large chest a suit of old (firty garments, 
■with which Inning clotheil lumself, he 
prostrated himself on tlie ground and re- 
tiu'iied thanks to the Almighty for ali the 
beueffts conferred on him. Tiio SiilUai, 
being astonished, w'enfc to him, and demtmded 
an explanation of his conduct. Ho replied, 
“ Most gracious >Sire, w'lum I lirst hecaiue 
your Majesty’s servant, Ibis was iiiy dress, 
and till that period, humlile bad beerrmy lot. 
Kow that, by the grace of God and your 
majesty’s favour, I am elevated above all the 
nobles of the land, and am intrusted -witb the 
treasures of the -world, I am fearful that my 
heart shoidd be jaiff'ed up wiib vanity; 1 
therefore daily practise this humilbrtion to 
remind me of my hnaum' insigniliennee.” 
The Sultan being much j)leased, julded to his 
rank, and severely reprimanded Ms slanderers. 
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‘Ayaz (Qazi) son of 

Musa, and aiitlior of the Sharak Sahih 
Muslim,^ Mashanq-til-Amim\ and several 
other works. He died in a.d. 1149, a.h. 
544 , 

^Ayeslia claugliter of Abu 

]Bakr, and one of the most beloved wives of 
Muhammad, though she bore him no child. 
She was his third wife, and the only one 
that was a maid, being then only seven 
ears of age ; on which account (some say) 
er father, whose original name was Abd- 
ullah, was named Abu Bakr, that is to say, 
the father of the virgin. An Arabian author, 
cited by Maracci, says, that Abu Bakr was 
very averse to giving him his daughter so 
young, but that Muhammad pretended a 
divine command for it ; whereupon he sent 
her to him with a basket of dates, and when 
the girl was alone with him, he stretched out 
his hand, and rudely took hold of her clothes ; 
upon which she looked fiercely at him, and 
said, “People call you the faithful man, 
but your behaviour to me shews you are a 
perfidious one.” But this story is most pro- 
bably one of those calumnies against Muham- 
mad which were invented and found favour 
in the Middle Ages. After the death of her 
husband she opposed the succession of AH, 
and had several bloody battles with him; 
although violent, her character was respected, 
and when taken prisoner by AH she was dis- 
missed without injury. She was called 
prophetess and mother of tlie faithful. She 
died, aged 67, in the year a.d 678, a.h. 
58. Her brother Abdur Rahman, one of the 
foiu’ who stood out against Yezid’s inaugura- 
tion, died the same year. There is a tradition 
that ‘Ayosha wms murdered by the direction 
of Mtrawia I. and the following particulars 
are recorded : — ‘Ayeslia having resolutely and 
insultingly refused to engage her allegiance 
to Yezid, Muhlwia invited her to an enter- 
tainment, where he had prepared a veiy deep 
well or pit in that part of the chamber 
reserved for her reception, and had the 
mouth of it deceptively covered over with 
leaves and straw. A chair was then placed 
upon the fatal spot, and ‘Ayesha, on being 
conducted to her seat, instantly sank into 
eternal night, and the mouth of the pit was 
immediately covered with stones and mortar. 
There is, however, no trustworthy authority 
in support of this story. 

‘Ayn-uddin (Staikh) 

of Bijapur, author of the Miilhiqat, and 
Kitdh-uUAmvar containing a history of all 
the Muhammadan saints of India. He 
flourished in the time of Sultan Ala-uddin 
Hasau Bahmani. 

‘Ayn--ul-MTilk (Hakim) (ujCUl! 

a native of SliTraz, and a well- 

educatiid and learned Musalmau, was an 
ofiicer of rank in the time of the emperor 


Akbar. He was an elegant poet, and his 
poetical name was "Wafa. He died in the 
40th year of the emperor in a.d. 1594, a.h. 
1003. 

‘Ayn-nl-Mulk (KR-waja) 

a distinguisbed nobleman in 

the court of Sultan Muhammad Shah 
Tughlaq and his successor Sultan Firoz 
Shah Barbak, kings of Dehli. He is the 
author of several works, one of wRich is 
called Tarsll ‘Ayn-ul-Iftilkt. He also 
appears to be the author of another work 
called Fatha JSfdma, containing an account 
of the conquests of Sultan Ala-uddin Sikan- 
dar Sani, who reigned from a.d. 1296 to 
A.D. 1316. 

‘AysR poetical name of Mu- 

hammad ‘ Askari, who lived in the reign of 
the emperor Shah ‘Alam. 

^AysM a poet wbo is tlie 

author of a MasiiaAvi called ITaft AMiiar, 
or the seven planets, w’-hicli he wu’ote in 
A.D. 1675, A.H. 1086. 

Azad (aIjI), poetical name of Mir 

^lulam AH of Bilgram, horn about 1703. 
His father Sayyad Huh, who died in a.d. 
1752, A.H. 1165, was the sou of the cele- 
brated Mir Abdul Jalil Bilgrami. He was 
an excellent poet and is the author of several 
works in Persian and Arabic, among wliich 
are Qasdid ‘ Uzzd^ Sah - hat - zd - Mlrjdn^ 
Wiazdna ‘Amh'a, and TazJcira Sarz) ‘Azetd, 
He died in the year a.d. 1786, a.h. 1200. 

Azad the poetical name of 

Captain Alexander Hiderley, in the service 
of the raja of Alwnr. He was a good poet 
and has left a small Diwau in. Urdu. His 
father’s name was James Hiderley, and his 
brother’s Thomas Hiderley. He (fied on the 
7th July, 1861, ZilhiJ, a.h. 1277, at Alwar, 
aged 32 years. 

Azad KRan X governor of 

Cashmere, of the Afghan tribe, succeeded bis 
father, Haji Karim Had, a domestic ofiicer 
of Alnuad Shall Abdali, and who was at the 
death of that prince advanced to the govern- 
ment of Cashmere by Taimur Shah, as a 
reward for quelling the rebellion of Amir 
Khan, the former governor. Azad Klian was 
only 18 years of age (in 1783) when he wms 
governor of Cashmere, but liis acts of ferocity 
exceeded common belief.

Azal (Jjl), poetical name of Mirza 

Muhammad Amin, who died in a.d. 1728, 
A.H. 1141. 
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‘Azam Shall (iLi the third son 

of tlie em])(?ror Alain, 2 ;ir, was born on tlie 
11th July, o.s. IGoo, 2Dtli Sbabaii, a.h. 
1063. After liis hi flier’s death (his eldest 
hrotlu'r Ihihadur tShfili being then at Kabul) 
ho was (TO win id in tlie garden of Slialimar 
at Ahinadaljrid in the Deccan on the 4th 
IMarcli, o.s. 1707, 10th Zil-hijja, a.h. 1118, 
hut was soon after siaiii, together with his 
two sons, Eedar Ilakht and Walajah, in a 
hattle fought against bis eldest brother at 
Jajowan between Agra and Dholpm*. This 
took place on Sunday the 8th June, o.s. 
1707, 18th E,ahi‘ I. a.h. 1119, three lunar 
months and eighteen days after his faflier’s 
death. Ills motlior’s name was Bano Begam, 
the daughh.'r of Shahmiwaz Khan. He was 
huricxl in the mausoleum of Ilimnlyim at 
Delili. Ills tw'o youngest sons who survived 
liim were ‘Ali Tabar and Bedar Dil. 

Azdilaak. Tick Ziiliak. 

‘Azd-tid-danla c.Wr), a Sultan 

of the Boyites, succeeded his father, Paikn- 
ud-daiila, in September, a.d. 976, Muharram, 
A.H. 366, to the government of Furs and 
‘Irak, as well as in tlie office of wazir or 
Anur-ul-Unira to the Iffialif Al-Tiiya Billah 
of Baghdad, in tlie room of his cousin Izz- 
ud-daula, the son of Maizz-iid-daula, whom 
be killed in battle in a.d. 978, a.h. 367. 
He built the mausolexiin of ‘Ali at Najaf 
Ashraf, enibellislied Baghdad and other places 
by magnificent public buildings, and died on 
Monday the 27th March, a.d. 983, 8th Sliaw- 
wal, A.H. 372, aged 47 lunar years. At his 
death the reigning khallf read the prayers at 
the funeral of tMs good and great man. His 
name is still fondly cherished in a country 
over wliich lie endeavoured dxu'iug the reign 
of his father and his own, being a space 
of 34 years, to diffuse prosperity and joy. 
His power and possessions became from’ the 
moment of his death a subject of contest 
between his brothers and nephews. 

^Azd-uddin (Qazi) 

of Shiraz, author of several works, one of 
which is called the Mmmqif ^Azdm, a cele- 
brated work in Arabic on Jurisprudence. He 
floimshed in the time of Shah Abu Is-haq, 
governor of Shiraz, to whom he dedicated 
the above work. He died a.d. 1355, a.h. 
756.

tlie eleYentli and last khallf of 

Egy])t of the Fatimitc dynasty, succeeded his 
latlier, Friez-hi-nasr-alhili Isabin-Zahr, inthe 
year A.D. 1158, a.h. 553. But the state of 
affiiirs in Egypt was now tottering to its fall. 
The desceiidanfs of ‘AlT from the death of Al- 
Musta‘ali Billah, a.d. 1101, hud become 


puppets ill the hands of their wazir or Amir- 
ul-Jayush (generalissimo), who wh-lded all 
the regal antliority of tlie state : two Amirs, 
Hargam and Shawar, had contested in arms 
this high dignity; and the latter, (hJeatud 
and expelled from Egypt, sought refuge and 
aid from Niir-iiddiii, styled Malik-ul-ktdil 
Kur-uddin Mahmud, the celebrated ruler of 
Syria. The sovereign of Damascus eagerly 
embraced the opportunity of obtaining a 
footing in Egypt, and in a.d. 1163, a.h. 
558, despatched a force under Asad-ud-diii 
Shirakoli (the brother of Aiyub) and his 
nephew Salali-nddln to reinstate Slia, war, 
xvhose rival called in the Christians of Pah^s- 
tine to his support ; but ere Amaiiry (the 
brother and successor of Baldwin III.)" could 
enter Egypt, Dargani had been overpowered 
and slain by Shirakoli, who replaced Shriwar 
ill his former power. But Shawar, faithless 
alike to friend and foe, now entered into 
arrangements with the Franks in order to 
elude the Mlilment of his engagements with 
l^ur-uddin ; and Sliirakoh, ait:er maintaining 
himself for some time in Belhes against the 
joint forces of Jerusalem and Egypt, was 
compelled to enter into a convention with 
Aniaiiry and evacuate the country. But he 
was soon recalled by Shawar to deliver Min 
from the vengeance of bis new allies, to whom 
he had jiroved as perfidious as to those of 
his owm faith ; Cairo was closely besieged 
by the Franks, and the Ffitimite khalif, ‘Azid 
le-din-allali, sent the hair of his women, the 
extreme symbol of Oriental distress, to im- 
plore the succour of Nur-uddin (a.d. 1*168). 
Sliirakoh again entered Eg}q)t with an army, 
forced Amaury to retreat, and after beheading 
the double traitor Shawar, installed himself 
in the twofold office of wazir to the Fatimite 
khalif and lieutenant of Egypt in the name 
of Kur-uddin ; but dying the same year, 
Avas succeeded in his dignities by Ms famous 
nephew Salali-uddin, who, after the death 
of KuiNiiddln in May, a.d. 1173, Shawwal, 
A.H. 669, hecaine the sole master of Egypt 
and Syria. The khalif ‘Azid died in a.d. 
1171, A.H. 567, and the name of the Ahba- 
side Mialif Miistazi was substituted in the 
public prayers till the death of Kurtuddin. 

‘Azim tke son of Mulla (Jaicli, 

and a nephew of Mulla, Kaziri, was a Pimsian 
poet of Kaishapur. He flourished about the 
year a,d. 1663, a.h. 1074, and is the author 
of a Diwan, and a MasuawJ called Fauz 
Azvm,

He was the second son of Azim Jah, one of 
the K'awabs of the Carnatic, and the uncle 
of the late Kawilh Gliiihlm Muhammad Ghaiis 
Khan. He received a pension of 2500 rupees 
from the Government. 

‘Azim Jah (Nawab) (ujly 

Siraj-ul-Umra, the son of Azim-ud-daula, 
Kawah of the Karnatie, was installed by the 
Pritish Government as Kawab on the 3rd 
Pebriiary, 1820. He died on the 12th 
Koveinber, 1825, aged 34 years. 

‘Azim Khan or Khan 

^Azim, an officer of state in the time of 
Hnmayun and Akbar, emperor of Dehli. 
He was commonly called Anka Klian, sur- 
named Shanis-iiddin Muhammad, and was the 
father of Mirza Aziz Koka, who also after- 
wards held tlie title of h\zim IHiau. He 
was a native of ^lazni, and formerly served 
under Priuce Kiimran Mirza. It is said that 
ho saved the life of Himnlyhn, or had been 
of some service to him after his defeat by 
Slier Slifih at Kanauj ; for which service he 
was handsomely rewarded by that emperor 
after his having recovered the kingdom. 
He accompanied tlie emperor to Persia, and 
as his wife, Jiji Pegam, became the wet- 
nurse of Akhar, the emperor’s son, he was 
consequently called Atyak Kiian. He was 
the lirst person tliat was honoured with the 
rank of Haft Jlazriri,” or Seven Thousand, 
by Akbar. The office of ITakil Mutlaq, 
which was taken away from Maham Anka, 
w'as also coiifernKl on him ; on which account, 
Adham Kliiin Kokaltash {q.v.), the sou of 
jHaham Anka, took oifence, and assassinated 
Ishan ‘Azim on Monday the ISth May, a.d. 
1562, 12th Jbimzau, a.h. 9G9, in a room 
adj(jining to that occiqued I»y the emperor. 
Adhani Khan was immediately hound hand 
and foot by ordc:r of the emperor, and thrown 
donm headlong from a window of the court 
at Agra, where this circumstance liad taken 
jilace, and crushed to death. The remains 
of Kliuu ‘Azim wiwe sent to Hehll, and 
hiu'ied in the vicinity of the Hargah of 
Kizam-iiddJn Aiilia, where a mausoleum w'as 


erected over his grave by his son Mirzii Aziz 
Koka, which is "still to he seen at Dehli. 
Maham Anka died wdth grief one month 
after the death of his son Adham lOian. 
The tomb of Adhani Kian, who is also 
buried at Dehli, is called Phul Blinlian. 

‘Azim Khan The in- 

habitants of the town of Azimgarli, which 
is near Jaunpiir, say that the fortress and 
town of Azimgarh was founded by a person 
who belonged to the family of the Kajas 
of that place, and who was forced by the 
emperor Jahangir to become a Miihamniadan, 
and received the title of Azim Khan. 

‘Azim Khan jjii:!), commonly 

called Mirza Aziz Koka or Kokaltash, was 
the son of ‘Azim Klian or Kliiin ‘Azim. 
He was called Koka or Kokaltash on account 
of his being foster-brother and playmate of 
Akhar ; for his mother, whose name was Jiji 
Begam, was Akbar’s wet-nurse. He was 
one of the best generals of the emperor, who, 
in the 16th year of his reign, conferred on 
him the title" of ‘Azim Kliau. He held the 
government of Giijrat for several years to- 
gether, and being" absent lyom the presence 
for a long period, was summoned to court 
by Akbar in a.d. 1592, a.h. 1001, but as 
that chief had always entei-tained the wish 
to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and 
his friends representing to him that the king 
was displeased with him, and merely sought 
an opportunity to imprison him, he placed 
his family and treasure on board a vessel, 
and on the 13th IMarch, o.s 1594, IstEajah, 
a.h. 1002, set sail for Hejaz without leave 
or notice. In a short time, however, he 
foimd his situation irksome in that conutry, 
and returned to India, where he made his 
submission, and was restored at once to his 
former place in the em])eror’s favour and 
confidence. He died at Almiadahild Gujrat 
in the 19th year of the reign of Jahangir, 
A.D. 1624, A.H. 1033. His remains were 
transported to Dehli and hinied close to his 
father’s mausolonm, where a splendid monu- 
ment was erected over his tomb all of marble. 
It consists of sixty-foni- pillars, and is called 
by the people “ Channsa'th Khainhh.” 

‘Azim Khan title of Mir 

Muhammad Bfiqir, the brother of ‘Asaf Mifai 
Jafar Beg, In the second year of the reign 
of the emperor Jahangir, a.d. 1606, a.h. 
1015, he was honourtid with the mansab 
of 1000 and title of Iradat Khan. In the 
first year of Shah Jahan, a.d. 1028, A.ii. 
1037, the rank of 2000 was conferred on him 
with the office of MTzarat Kiill ; in the third 
year of his reign he received the title of 
‘Azim .Khfin. He was appointed at diffierent 
times governor of Bengal, Allahabad, Gnjrat 
and latterly of Jaunpiir, where he died in 
A.D, 1649, A.H. 1059, aged 76 luuar years, 
and was buried there. After his death the 
title of ‘Azim Mian was conferred on his 
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eldest soil, wlio i\iis slain in the battle 'wliicli 
took place between Darii Shikob and bis 
brother illamg'ir in a.d. 16d8, a.h. 1068, 
at Ag-ra. Ilis second son, M'ir Kbalil, Avas 
honoured with the title of Khan Zainan. 
Dining' the government of this viceroy in 
A.D. 1634, the Engiisb obtained permission 
to trade with their sliips in Bengal by the 
emperor Sbrih Jahan, but were restrieted to 
the port of Pipley, where they established 
their factory. 

‘Azim Khan ex-amTr and 

a brother of Slier All lOian, Amir of Kabul, 
died at Shall End on the 6th October, 1869. 

‘Azim Khan Koha 

the title of Muzaifar Husain, commonly 
known by tlie appellation of PhdaT IHiaii, a 
title conferred on him by the emperor Shtih 
Jalian. Ilis elder lirotlier held the title of 
Kiiaii laliiin Baliadhr Kokaltash, and were 
both foster -bro tilers to the emperor Alamgir. 
Fidai Khan wasliononred with the title of 
hlzini Khan by Alamgir about the year a.d.^ 
1676, A.H. 10'86, ami oppointed governor of 
Bengal in a.d. 1676, a.h. 1087, which 
situation he held for a whole year, and died 
on bis way to Beliar on the 21st April, 
o.s. 1678, '9th Eabi I. a.h. 1089. 


scut him to England for the purpose of 
bringing Ms case before the Home Govern - 
ment.

On the news of his 
grandfather’s death, leaving liis own son 
Earriikhsiar (afterwards emperor) to super- 
intend the aflhirs of that country, lie came 
to Agra, and was present in the battle which 
took place between bis father and his uncle 
‘Azam Shah, in June, a.d. 1707, a.h. 1110. 
He was slain in the battle wliicli ensued 
after his father’s deatli lietween Jahdndar 
Shah and Ms other brothers, in the month 
of February, o.s. 1712, MnliaiTain, A,n. 
1124. His second son, Miihammad Karim, 
nns taken prisoner after the battle and 
murdered by order of Jahaiidtir Shuh, who 
ascended the throne.

He introduced 
himself into the society and confidence of the 
Saljuki prince Tughaii Slnih I. the seat of 
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wliose government was Naisliapnr, by the 
composition of a most obscene book, wbich 
be called Alfia Shaljia, illustrated with 
pictures. This book appears to be a version 
of the Kok Shasbtar. He is called Azraqi 
in the Jour. As. Soc. of Bengal for 1844, vol. 
xiii. part ii. p. 520, and stated to be the 
author of a liistory of Mecca, _ of which 
ancient work several MSS. are in Europe, 
especially one at Cambridge, formerly the 
property of Dr. Bm*ckhardt, who in the 
preface to his Tramls in Arahm professes 
to have largely made use of it. 

Aziir the poetical name of Lutf 

Beg, author of the Tazkira called 
Ataishkada Azur, He was engaged in the 
compilation of this work in a.d. 1765, a.h. 
1179, and was alive in a.d. 1782, a.h. 1196. 
He never came to India. 

Aznri Razi 0, a native of 

Eei in Persia, was a celebrated poet who 
lived at the court of Sultan Mahmud of 
Ghazni. On one occasion he received a 
present of 14,000 dirhams from the Sultan 
for a short panegyric. 


Azuri (Shaikh) Isfaraenl, 

whose original name was Jalal-iiddin Hamza, 
was a pious Musalman and an excellent poet. 
He came to the Deccan from Persia in the 
reign of Sultan Ahmad Shah Wall Bah - 
mani, a.d. 1482, a.h. 835, and returned 
again to lOiurasan, his native country, wdiere 
he died in the year a.d. 1462, a!d. 866, 
aged 82 lunar years. He is the author of 
several works, among which are Jaivdliir-ul- 
Asrdr, Tu^rde Sumdyun, and Bamrdt 
Fruits, which consists of four books, viz., 
Almakrl Tama, Ajdeb-ud-dimia, Ajdeb-uU 
^Ala and Sa^l-us-Safd. He also left a Diwan 
of 30,000 verses. He adopted the poetical 
name of Azuri, because he was born in the 
Persian month of Aziu. His tomb is at 
Isfaraen, and was at the time of Daulat Shah 
so sacred, that convicts found an asylum there 
from the hands of justice. He is also the 
author of another poetical wmrk, called 
Bahnian Kama.

an author. 

Baha Fighani Lb), a poet of 

Persia who served under Sultan Ya‘quh, the 
son of Ilzzaii Hasan, and died in the year 
A.D. lol9, A.H. 921, at Kjfiurasan. He* has 
left a Diwan contaiiiing GOOD verses. 

Baba ‘Isa LjLj), or Isa 

Langoteshand. His tomb is in Tatta in 
Sindli. The inscription gives the year a.b. 
1514, A.H. 920. 

Babak (l-JCL), the father of Ardsher 

Babakan, which see. 

Babak (u«iSb), an impostor, who first 

appeared in a.d. 816, a.h. 201, when he 
began to take upon him. the title of a prophet. 
What his particular doctrine was, is now 
imkiiowii; but his religion is said to have 
diffm’tid from all others then known in Asia. 
Ho gained a great nimiber of proselytes in 
GYzarbrujati and Persian ‘Iraq, where ho 
soon grew pow^erfnl eiiongh to wage war 
witli the Idiallf Al-Atamun, whose troops 
lie often heat, so that he was become ex- 
tremely formidable in the beginning of the 
khalif A1 -Mu‘ta‘sim.hs reign. The general 
sent by the l^iilif to reduce him was iSfaidar- 
ibn-Kaus, snrnamed Afshiii (q.v.), a Turk by 
hirtli. By him Babak was defeated with 
prodigious slaughter, no fewer than 60,000 
men being killed in the first engagement. 
The next year, a.b. 835, a.h. 220, he 
received a still greater overthrow, losing 
100,000 men either killed or taken prisoners. 
By this defeat lie was obliged to retire into 
the Gordi;in mountains, wliere he fortified 
himself in such a manner that AfshTn found 
it impossible to reduce liim till tlie vear a.b. 
837, a.h. 222, when ho was forced to sur- 
render to Afshin upon that general promis- 
ing liim. pardon. But Afshih no sooner had 
him in bis power, than he first caused his 
hands and feet, and afterwards his head to 
be (Uit off. Baliak had siqtported hhnself

against the power of the khalif s for upwards 
of 20 years, during which time he had cruelly 
massacred 250,000 people, it being his custom 
to spare neither man, woman, nor child of 
the Muhammadans or their allies. 

Baba Kaikliiisiz bb) (Fatlier 

without Anxiety), a dervisli. who floiirislied in 
the reign of Murad III. and was author of 
the ‘A kliillah -Mama . 

Baba Lai Guru bb), a Hindu 

of the tribe of Khattrfs, who was a Hindi 
poet, and fiourislied in the time of Jahangir. 
He was an inhabitant of Malwa. 

Baba Ratan bb), sur- 

named Abu Eaza, a pious Miisalman, who 
is said, by Daulat Shtlh, to be one of the 
disciples of Jesns Christ, and that he lived 
to the advanced age of 1400 years, and died 
about the beginning of the ISth centm'y of 
the Christian era. 

Babar Shall iLS, 

surnanied Zahlr-ud-din Mu- 

hammad, the ancestor of fhe Mughal 
emperors of Behli, was tlie sixth iu descent 
from Amir Taimur (Tamerlane). Ilis father 
‘Umar SliailA Mirzil, was the son of Ahu 
Sa‘id Mirza, the son of Muhamnuid Mirza, 
the son of Miranslifih, the son of Amir 

Taimur. His mother’s name was Kiitlagli 
Nigar Klianam, daughter of Yimas Khan, 
king of Miighalistan and sister to Mahmud 
I^an, a descendant of the famous Cliangez 
or Jenghiz IGian. He was born on the loth 
Fehrnaiw, a.b. 1483, 6th Mnharram, a.h. 
888, and succeeded his hither iu the govern- 
ment of Parghaiia, the capital of which is 
Andjan, in Jime, a.b. 1494, Ramazan, a.h. 
899. Dming eleven years he fought sevend 
battles with the Tartar and Uzbak princes, 
but was at last obliged to leave his country 
and fly towards Kabul, which place ho con- 
quered, without opposition, together with 
Qnndahar and Badakhshan. Ilii reigned for 
22 years over those countries Ixd'ore his con- 
quest of India. He then proceeded to Hiiidu- 
stan, slew Ibrahim Husain Lodi, the Patlnlii 
king of Behli, in a liattle at Pauipat on 
Friday the 20th April, a.b. 1520, 7th. llrijab, 
A.H. 932, and became the founder of* the 
Mughal dynasty of India, wliich ondisd in 
1857. Babar wrote his own life — Tuzalc^ 
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UBaharl—m. tlie Turkish langiiagOj with 
such elegance and truth, that the performance 
is universally admired. It was translated in 
the reign of his grandson Akbar, by Abdul 
Ealiim''Khan IHiankanan into Persian, and 
recently into English from the Jaghatai 
Turin, by Dr. Leyden and Mr. W. Erskine. 
This monarch ascended the tlii'one in his 12th 
year, and reigned 38 lunar years, viz. : at And- 
■jan 11 years, at Kabul 22, and nearly 5 years 
in India, and died in Agra on Monday the 26th 
December, a.d. 1530, 6th Jamad I. a.h. 
937. He was at first buried in a garden on 
the left bank of the Jamna, then called the 
Nur Afshan, and now Kambagh, from which 
place his remains were transported after six 
months to Kabul, where a .splendid mausoleum 
was built over his tomb by his great-great- 
grandson, the emperor Shah Jahan, in a.d. 
1646. His tomb on a hill near the city, 
suiTOunded by large beds of flowers, com- 
mands a noble prospect. The chronogram 
of tlie year of his death wms found to consist 
in the words “ Bahisht-rozibad,” or “May 
heaven be his lot.” After his death, he 
received the title of “ Firdaus-Makani.” He 
was succeeded on the throne of Dehli by his 
eldest son, the emperor Humayun. His three 
other sons were M’irza K'amran, Mirza 
‘Askarl, and Mirza Handal. Firishta says 
that Babar, who was much addicted to Avomen 
and wine, on occasions when he was inclined 
to make merry, used to fill a reservoir in a 
garden in the neighbourhood of Kabul Avith 
wine, over Avhich Avas inscribed a verse to this 
piu'pose : 

Bright Spring blooms here, from day to day, 
Young girls stand by, old wine to pour ; 
Enjoy them, Babar, Avhile you may — 

Your Spring, once gone, retmms no more. 

Babar (Sultan) sur- 

named Abiil Qasim, Avas the son of Mirza 
Baisanghar and grandson of Shahnikh Mirza. 
After the death of Mirza Xllagh Beg and his 
son ^Abdiil Latif, he succeeded in January, 
A.D, 1452, ^il-bijja, a.h. 855, in murdering 
his OAvn brother Sultan Muhammad and 
establishing himself in the government of 
IHiurasau and the neighbouring countries. 
A feAv months before his death, the comet of 
A.D. 1456, A.H. 860, made its appearance 
and alarmed the inhabitants of Khurasan. 
He died at Mashhad on Tuesday the 22nd 
March, a.d. 1457, 25tli liabi II, a.h. 861, 
After his death Khurasan was taken posses- 
sion of by Mirza Abu SaTd, the grandfather 
of the emperor Babar Shah of Dehli.

He flourished in the nign of the 
l^alif Al-Muktafi, about the year a.d. 905, 
a.h. 294. His Diwan or collection of poems 
is Avritten upon the fortunes of the great men 
of the court ; and he says that the varied 
scene in human affairs ought not to create 
sm'prise as Ave see that life is measured by an 
hour-glass, and that an hour is ahvays above 
and the other heloAv in alternate succession. 

BadakKsM (Maulana) 

of Samarqand, flonrislied 

in the reign of Illagh Beg Mirza, the son of 
Shahrukh Mirza, and is the author of a 
diwan. 

Badan Singb Jat aL-j 

the son of Chiiraman Jat, a raja of Bhartpfir 
and the founder of the fort at Dig. He Avas 
liAung at the time of Hadir Shah’s invasion 
of India in a.d. 1739, a.h. 1152. After his 
death his son Stirajmal Jat succeeded him.

1506, A.H. 912, he reigned conjointly A\uth 
his younger brother, Miizaffar Husain Mirza, 
over Kliurasan. He Avas subsequently com- 
pelled by the victorious Uzbaks, and the 
ustu'pation of his brother, to take refuge in 
‘Iraq; and in the year a.d. 1514, a.h. 920, 
w-ent to the court of the Ottoman Sultan, 
Salim I. where, after a feA? months’ residence, 
he died of the plague. He Avas the last of 
the race of Taimur who reigned in Persia. 
In a work called Shi^ of the Time, a Persian 
Anthology, there are to be found verses of 
the royal poet’s composition.

fairy tale entitled Selir-td-Hapm, commonly 
called Mir Ilasards Masncml.

Bahadur Khan FaruqLi 

succeeded his father, Eaja 

Ali Klian, in the government of IChaiidesh 
in A.D. 1596, A.H. 1005. MDienthe emperor 
Alvbar a few years after-wards arrived at 
Mando, with the avow-ed intention of in- 
vading the Deccan, Bahadur Khan instead 
of adopting the policy of his father in reljing 
on the honour of Akbar, and going with 
an army to co-operate with him, shut himself 
up in the fort of Asir, and commenced 
preparations to withstand a siege. When 
Akbar heard of these proceedings he sent 

* orders to the Khankhanan ‘Abdur Eahiin 
Klian and the prince Dunial Mirza to con- 
tinue the siege of Ahmadnagar, while he 
himself marched to the south and occupied 
Burhanpur, leaving one of his generals to 
besiege Asir. The blockade of this fortress 
continued for a length of time, till it sur- 
rendered, and Bahadur Eian, the last of the 
Furuqi dynasty, humbled himself before the 
throne of Akbar in the year a.d. 1599, a.h. 
1008, while the impiognable fortress of Asir 
with ten years’ provisions and countless 
treasures fell into the hands of the conqueror. 

Bahadur Klian RoMla 

son of Daria lOiau, "was an 
amir of high rank in the reign of the emperor 
Sb all Jail an. He accompanied prince Aurang- 
zib to Qaiidahslr, and died there during the 
siege, on the 19th July, a.d, 1649, 19th 
Eajah, a.h. 1059. 

Bahadur Mzam Shah 

^IA), the last of the Kizam Shahi 
kings of Ahmadnagar in the Deccan. On 
the de.ath of his father, Ihrilhim Kizam Shah, 
which took place hi August, a.d. 1595, Zil- 
hijja, A.H. 1003, several factions arose in 
Alimadimgnr, each setting up a nominal 
sovereign. Mian Manjfi who possessed the 
city, and acknowiedg*ed the title of Bahadur 


Kizam Sliali, then an infant, being besieged 
by his competitors, invited Sultan Murad, 
son of the emperor Akbar, then governor 
of Giijrat, to his assistance, for which he 
offered to become tributary to the Mughal 
power. Sultan Murad emhi'aced the pro- 
posal, and arrived before Ahmadnagar with 
a considerable army. Mian ManJ-ir by this 
time, having overcome his rivals, repented 
of his offers, and prepared to oppose the 
prince. Having committed the city to the 
charge of Kasir Khan, his deputy, under 
the care of Chaiid Bibi, great aunt to Sultan 
Bahadur, he departed to raise levies and 
implore the assistants of Quth Shah of Gol- 
kanda and Adil Shah of Bijapiir. Sultan 
Miu’ad besieged Ahmadnagar, on the 16tli 
December, o.s. 1595, 23rd Eahi II. a.h. 
1 004, which was gallantly defended. Breaches 
were made, hut were Immediately repaired 
by the heroic conduct of Chaud Bibi, who, 
covering herself with a veil, headed the 
troops. At length in the month of March, 
A.D. 1596, Eajah, a.h. 1004, supplies grow- 
ing scarce in the camp, and the allies of 
Bijapur and Golkanda approaching, Sultan 
Murad thought proper to accept of some 
o:ffers of tribute from Chand Bibi, and raise 
the siege. Some money was paid, and the 
districts in Berar belonging to the Nizam 
Shahi government w’ere ceded to the Miighals. 
In the year a.d. 1600, beginning of a.h. 
1009, Ahmadnagar wars taken by the Mughals, 
and Bahadur Shah with all tke children oi 
both sexes of the royal family were taken 
prisoners and sent to ‘perpetual condnement 
in the fortress of Gwiiliar. 

Bahadur Shah an 

Afghan, succeeded his father, MahmM Khan, 
as governor of Bengal in the time of Salim 
Shah, and became independent and reigned 
five years. He was deposed in a.d. 1549, 
A.H. J56, and succeeded by another of the 
nobles of Salim Shah, named Sulaiman 
Qirani. 

Batadur Shall ^ ili, 

the second son of Muzaffar 

Shah II. of Gujrat. At the time of his 
father’s death, he w'as absent at Jaimpur, but 
when Mahmud Shah, his younger brother, 
ascended the throne of Gujrat, after the 
murder of his eldest brother, Sikandar Shah, 
Bahadur retiuned from thence, and having 
deprived Mahmud of his kingdom, ascended 
the throne on the 20th August, a.d. 1526, 
15th ^i-Q,a‘da, a.h. 932. He conquered 
Malw^a on the 26tb February, a.d. 1531, 
9th Shahan, a.h. 937, and tlie king of that 
place, Sultan Mahmud II. wiio was taken 
prisoner and sent to Champaiiir, w^as put 
to death on the road. In the year a.d. 1536, 
A.H. 942, Mahvfi w^as taken by the emperor 
Humayun, and Bahadur being defeated was 
obliged to fly towards Cambay, where, on 
his arrival, he hcea’d that a fleet, in which 
there w^ere betw^een 4,000 or 5,000 Europeans, 
had arrived off the Island of Din. He im-

1G43, 30th Kajab, 
A . :ri . 1053. jVt 1 h e t im e of his f atli er’ s death , 
which took place at Ahniadrdnid, on the 21st 
Fehniary, o.s. 1707, 28th Zi-Qa‘da, a.h. 
1118, he being tlieii at Kabul, his younger 
brother, prince ‘Azim, was proclaimed 
sovereign of all India in perfect disregard 
of the late empeimr’s will. Prince Mn‘azzim, 
with better reason, assumed the crown at 
Kabul with the title of Baliudiir Shah ; and 
Ijoth brothers prepared to assert their pre- 
tensions by force of arras. They assembled 
very large armies, and mot at length between 
I)luiiil])ur and Agra. A bhiody battle ensued 
on vSunday the 81h June, o.s. 1707, 18ih 
liahP L a.ii. 1119, in which prince ^Vzirn 
and his two grown-up sous, Bedar Baklit 
and ^\Td^lj:1h, were killed.

.Khwilja Untb-uddlii, where ho had built 
during Ids life a nioscjue eutirely of white 
marble named M(jtl 'Masjid. His tomb is 
also built of the same stone. He received 
the title of ‘‘Khiild IVIanzil,” i.e., ‘‘Ma,y 
his lumi-don he in paradise,” after his death. 
He left four s( ms, vh,, jMa‘iz-uddm Jahandar 
Shall, AzTui-iish-Shrin, llaii-ush-Sliaii, and 
Jahan 8hrdi, among whom a battle ensued, 
when.'ln the limH! lattiir brothers were killed, 
and Jahaiidfir )Sha]i ascended the throne. 

Bahadur Shah II. sLi, 

Uic last Icing of 

Dehli, whose title in full was AbuT Miizaffar 
Siraj-uddiii jHiihammad Bahadur Bhah, a 
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lineal descendant from AmTr 'Palmur, the .son 
of Akbar Bhfih II. on whoso death he sm;- 
ceeded him on the 28th S(.‘pt(‘ml(er, a.d. 
1837, 28th Jiimada II. a.ii. 1253. He was 
bom on Tuesday the 24th OiLduT, a.d. 
1775, 28th Shabrui, a.h. 1180; and AhiiT 
Mnzaffiir is the clironograni of his liirtli. 
His mother’s name was Lai Bai. A stipend 
or pension of one lakh of mpees monthly 
was allowed him by tlie British Goveniment. 
He was an excellent Persian scholar and an 
elegant Urdu poet, and Zai'ar was his poetical 
name. His jDiwiln or Book of Odes was 
printed some years ago at Delili. He was 
supposed to be the principal instigator of 
the mutiny of the native troops throughout 
India in a.d. 1857, and was deposed and 
tried, but his life was spared. In October, 
A.D. 1858, he was stmt doun to Calcutta, 
from which place ho emharki'd on hoard 
II. M. ship Megam on B.iturday the 4tli 
Heceniher, a.d. 1858, fiir Baugoon, accom- 
panied by two of his wi\es, a son and a 
grandson. lie died there a few \ears later, 
and tlms ended tlie royal rac(* of Taimui* 
in India. His sons ATirza Mughal and Alirza 
Kliwaja Sultan, and a grandson named Mirzil 
•Abu Bakr, who •were''known to have taken 
a prominent part in the atrocities attending 
the insurrection, were captured on the 22nct 
September, a.d. 1857, at the tomb of Iluma- 
yun, and shot on the spot by Major Hodson. 
During the mutiny in a.d. 185*7, Bahadur 
Shah liad struck a new coin with the following 
inscription : —

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Baliar Bano (y\j j\^), daughter of 

the emperor Jahang-Ir ; mamed to _ Prince 

Talimiiras, the son ot Prince Danial, in their 
childhood. 

Baliar Bano Begam yb 

another danghter of Jahangir, was married 
to Taiinmr, a son of prince Danial. 

Baha-uddin a learned 

Arabian, known as a favonrite of Sultan 
Salah-iiddiii (Saladdin) and the historian of 
that prince’s life. He fioiirislied about the 
year A. n. 1190, a.h. 586. An edition of his 
work appeared at Leyden in a.d. 1755. 

Baha-nddin 

the son of Sbams-uddm, tlie 

son of Fakhr-nddm. His father was the first 
king of the second branch of the Sultans of 
Ghor. Baha-nddTii was the second king, and 
is said to have reigned 14 years. Imam 
Fakhr-nddin Razi, who flourished in his 
time and died in a.d, 1210, a.h. 606, dedi- 
cated the work called Msala llah/at or hook 
of geometry to him. After the death of 
Baha-xiddin', his son Jalal-nddin succeeded 
him. He was shdn by Snltan Muhammad 
of IHiwarizm, and appears to have been the 
last of this branch. 

Baha-uddtin ^[s- j.Ii *1^), 

governor of Isfahan, and author of the Mtm- 
taMiiib-ul-AMbdr, an abridged history of the 
patriarchs and prophets, also of Marhammad 
and Ids descendants, with a good description 
of the cities of Mecca and Madina. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1271, a.h. 
670. 

BaBa-uddin ‘Amili (Sliaikh) 

a natiye of ^Amul 

in Persia, and son of ShailA Husain. His 
poetical name is Bahai. He is the anthor 
of several works, one of which is a Masnawi 
or poem called Ndn-waSahva (bread and 
pudding) . He flourished in the time of Shah 
‘Abbas the Great, Idug of Persia ; died at 
Isfahan on Tuesday the 21st August, o.s. 
1621, 12th Shawwal, a.h. 1030, and was 
buried agreeably to his request at Mashhad. 
Imad-ud-claula*Ahti Talib, the prime minister 
of Shah ‘Ahhas, found the chronogram of 
the year of his death in the words “ShailA 
Baha-iiddin M^ae.” Besides the above -men- 
ti-oned Masnawi and many Arabic works, he 
has left a Diwan and a Eashkol, or Adversaria. 

Balia-Tiddin MiiBammad 

Aa.s:"'®), Jalal or Jalil 

(SliaiMi) of ‘Amil. This person is mentioned 
hyHI. M. Elliot, &tj., in his Historians of 
Jndia-f and appears to he the same with, the 


preceding. He was a Persian matlieinatician, 
says he, knd lived in the reign of Shah ‘Abbas 
the Great. He was celebrated among his 
countrymen for a supposed peculiar power 
which Ee possessed over the magi and writers 
of talismans, and was one of the most pious 
devotees of his time. His works on various 
subjects are much read in Pensia, particularly 
one entitled Kashkdl, or the Beggar’s Wallet, 
being an universal miscellany of literature. 
The Ja^ma^-td-Abbdsl, a concise and com- 
prehensive treatise on Shia law in twenty- 
hooks, is generally considered as the work of 
Balia-uddin Muhammad ‘Amili, but that 
laxA^er only lived to complete the finst five 
books, dedicating his work to Shah ‘Abbas, 
The remaining fifteen hooks were siihsec{uently 
added by Nizam Ibn-Hn.sain-al-Sawai. 

Baha “ uddin Na^shLand (Kliwaja) 

a famous 

learned Miisalmaii, who died on Monday the 
1st March, a.d. 1389, 2nd Eabi I. a.h. *791, 
and was bmied at Bukhara. 

BaBa - uddin NaqtsBBand (SBaikB) 

\ a ), a celebrated 

saint and the founder of an Order of Sfifis, 
distinguished by the title of Naqshhandi. 
He is the anthor of the Ilaidt JSdma, an 
esteemed moral poem. He died at linrafa 
in Persia, a.d. 1453, a.h. 857. He np])ear.s 
also to he the anthor of a work on Sut iism 
called JDalil-ulA Asliigln, 

BaBa-uddin Sam (^L sou 

of Ghayas-nddin Mahmud, king of Ghor and 
Ghaznf. He succeeded his father in a.d. 
1210, A.H. 607, at the age of fourteen years, 
hut was, after three months, defeated by Ala- 
uddiii Atsiz, son of Jahan Soz, who rmgned 
four years in Glior and Ghazui, and fell in 
battle against Taj -uddin Eldiiz in a.d. 1214. 
Baha-ucldin Sam was, after his defeat, taken 
captive by the governor of Ilirvlt, and sent to 
Kliwarizm Shah, who at the time of the 
invasion of Chingiz Khan, threxv him, along 
with his brother, into a river, where both 
were dro’Rmed. 

BaBa-uddiu SBirazi 

a celebrated Kuzl of Shiraz, 

who died in the year a.d. 1380, a.h. 782, 

BaBa-uddin Wald (Maulaua) 

aL a native of Balkh 

and the father of the celebrated Jalal-uddin 
Maulawi Eiimi. He flonrished and enjoyed 
distinguished honours in the lime of S'lihaii 
Muhammad, siunamed Qiith-uddin of ^iwfir- 
izm. He was an enthusiastic follower of the 
doctrine of the Sufis, and became so colehrated 
as a preacher and expounder that peojde 
flocked from all parts of Persia to hear him 
discourse. In the latter part of his life he 
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, left Ills native country and went and dwelt at 
Qonia (Iconiiim) in Asiatic Turkey, where he 
died ahout the year a.d. 1230 or 1233, a.h. 
628 or 631, and his son succeeded him as 
the head of the sect. 

Balia-tiddin Zikaria (Shaikh) 

WAj a Miihammadan 

saint of Multan, was the son of Quth-nddin 
Muhammad, the son of Iiainal-iiddin QineshT. 
He Avas horn at Kotkaror in Multan in a.d. 
1 170, A.H. 565. After his studies he journeyed 
to Bagdad and became a disciple of SliaiMi 
Shahab-uddin Suharwardi. He afterwards 
returned to Multan, vfhere he became intimate 
with Farid-iiddin Shakarganj. He died at 
Multan on the 7th bTovember, a.d. 1266, 
7th Safar, a.h. 665, aged 100 Ixmar years, 
and is still considered one of the most revered 
saints of India. He left enormous wealth to 
his heirs. His son Shaikh Sadr-uddin died 
at Multan in a.d. 1309, a.h. 709. 

Baha-ttddin (Ba(il‘-mldm 

or Bogo-neddin) , a Muhammadan saint whose 
tomb is in the neighbourhood of BuMiara, 
called Mazari Bogo-neddin. During the 
invasion of the Eussians at that place, it is 
said that a book, written in verse in the 
Persian language, was found in the tomb of 
this saint. It is said in this hook that in the 
82nd year of the Hijrah, a.d. 1865, the 
Christians will rush upon Tashkand like a 
river. In the 84th year, a.d. 1867, they will 
occupy Samarkand, and sweep it away Mke a 
prickly thorn. In the 88th year, a.d. 1871, 
the D'biistians will take BolAara, and con- 
vert it into a level like the steppe. In the 
year 90th hut one, a.d. 1872, the Khwariz- 
mians will run oiw; of their own accord to 
meet them like children. 

BaMskti poetical name of 

Shaildi Ramzan, the son of ‘Ahdid Mnhsin, 
an author, who died a.d. 1571, a.h. 979. 

Balijat or Behjat, author of 

a Diwan which contains chiefly ^azals, and 
at the end a very silly Qaseada in praise of 
Europeans. He was living in Lucknow in 
A.D. 1797, A.H. 1212. 

BaMol (J^j), who lived during the 

reign of the khalif II arti.n-al- Rashid, was 
one of those people wdio pass amongst the 
Mnsalinans either for saints or madmen. 
Although surnamed Al-]Ma.jnun, or the Fool, 
he was possessed of a great'deal of wit. 

Bahloli a poet, whose Diwan 

was found in the Library of Tiph Snlfan. 

Balilol Lodi (Sultan) 

a king of Behli of the tribe 

of Afghans called Lodi. His father/Malik 


Hala, was the son of Ibrahim lOian or Malik 
Bahram, governor of Multan. In the year 
A.D. 1450, A.H. 854, Bahldl, during the 
absence at Badaon of Sultan Ala-nddin, son 
of Muhammad Shah, took possession of 
Dehli. He, however, gave place to the 
name of the Sultan for some time in the 
khntha ; but when that prince promised to 
cede to him the empire, upon condition that 
he would permit him to live quietly in the 
possession of Badaon, Sultan Balilol im- 
mediately threw the name of ‘Ala-nddin out of 
the khutba and caused himself to he crowned 
on the 18th Januaiy, a.d. 1452, 25th ^il- 
hijja, A.H. 855. Bahlol reigned 38 lunar 
years, 7 months and 7 days, and died on the 
1st July, A.D. 1489, 2nd Slia‘ban, a.h. 894. 
He is buried at Dehli near the tomb of 
Hasir-uddin Mahmud, surnamed Chira gh 
Dehli, a Musalman saint, and was succeeded 
by his son Mzam Khan, who assumed the 
title of Sikandar Shah.

Ibrahim Husain, son of Sikandar, who was 
the last of this race, and was defeated and 
slain by Bahar Shah. 

Bahman au ancient king of 

Persia, better knowoi in history by his title 
of Ardisher Darazdast, which see. 

Bahmani, name of a dynasty in the 

Deccan, founded by an Afghan adventurer, 
‘Ala-ud-din Hasan Grange, [q.v.)^ a.d. 1347, 
A.H. 748. 

Bahman Yar Khan 

son of Shaista Khan and grandson of Asaf 
lOian, a nobleman of tlie coiut of the emperor 
‘Alamgir. 

Bahram I. (Yaranes of the 

Greeks), the foimth king of the Sasanian 
race, was the son of Hm-ninz (Hormisdas), 
whom he succeeded to the Persian throne in 
the year a.d. 273. He was a mild and 
munificent prince, and much beloved by his 
subjects. The most remarkable act of his 
reign was the execistion of the celebrated 
Mani (Manes), the founder of the sect of the 
Manichoeans. 

\Y%de Mani. Bfihram reigned only three 
years and three months, after which he died 
and left the crown to his son Bahram II. 
about the year A.D. 276.] 

Bahram II. (some authors 

term him the fourth of that name) , w^as the 
son of Bahram I. whom be succeeded to the 
crown of Persia in a.d. 276. He reigned 17 
years, and after his demise was succeeded by 
nis son Bahram III. about the year a.d. 
293. 
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Babram III. (^1^) sacceecled his 

father, Bahrain II. to the Persian throne about 
the year a.d. 293, reigned only four months, 
and was succeeded by his brother, Narsi or 
Narses. 

Baliram IV. tlie twelftli king 

of Persia of the Sasanian race, succeeded his 
brother Shahpur (Sapores) (q.v.) about the 
year a.d. 390, and is (Hstiuguished from other 
princes of the same name by his title of Kirman- 
shah, which he received irom having, during 
the reign of his brother, tilled the station of 
ruler of the province of Kirnian ; and he lias 
perpetuated it by founding the city of Kirnian- 
shah. He reigned, according to some accounts, 
eleven years ; and to others fifteen. He was 
killed by an arrow when endeavonring to 
quell a tumult in liis army, and was succeeded 
by Yezdijard I. who is called Isdigerdes by 
the Greek authors. 

Bakram V, (or Taranes V.), 

the foiu’teenth king of Persia of the Sasanian 
dynasty, who is known, in Persian history, 
by the name of .Bahrain Gor. He ivas the 
son of Yezdijard I. whom he succeeded to 
the throne of Persia in a.d. 420. The word 
Gor signifies a wild ass : an animal to the 
chase of wdiich this monarch was devoted; 
and it was in piirsnit of one of these that he 
lost his life ; having suddenly come upon a 
deep pool, into wliieli his horse plunged, and 
neither the animal nor his royal rider were 
ever seen again. The first rhythmical com- 
position in the Persian language is recorded 
to have been the production of Bahrain and 
his mistress Dilaram. Bahrain visited India, 
was contemporary with Theodosius the 
emperor of Constantinople, and ruled Persia 
eighteen years. He died in a.d. 438, and 
was succeeded by his sou Yezdijard II. 

Baliram (^1^), an antkor wlio wrote 

the History of the Parsis of Bombay in a.d. 
1599, entitled Qissai Stmjan, 

Bahram Chobin or 

Hnian, a general of Ilurmuz III. king of 
Persia, whom he deposed; he reigned eight 
months, about the year a.d. 590.

Bahrain Mirza son of 

Shfili. SaraaTl Safawi. He was a good poet 
and died in the prime of youth in a.d. 1550, 
A.H. 957. 

Bahrain Sac[cta a poet, 

was of Turkish extraction and belonged to 
the Bayut tribe. It is said that the prophet 
^ipiizr appeared to him, and a divine light 
tilled him. He renounced the world and 
became a water-carrier.

BaBram Saraklisi ^ 

Prosodian of Sarakhs, a town between 
Haishapur and Marv. 

Baliram SliaB (ilia son of 

Sultan Masa’iid III. ascended the throne of 
Ghazni by the assistance of Sultan Sanjar 
his uncle,* after his brother Arsalan Shah, 
who was put to death in a.d. 1118, a.h. 512. 
Bahrain Shah, after a prosperous reign of 
35 lunar years, was defeated in a.d. 1152, 
a.h. 547, *by ‘Ala-uddin Hasan Ghori, and 
tied to Lahore, where he died the same year, 
and his son Hlmsro Shah succeeded him in 
the government of Lahore. The poets Shaikh 
Sa^nai and AhiiT MaJd-hin-‘Adam-al-(^az- 
nawi floiuished in the time of Bahrain Shah. 

Baliram SBali snrnamed 

Madz-uddin, wastheson of Sultan Eiikn-nddin 
Firoz. He was raised to the throne of 
Dehli after the murder of Sultana Ilazia the 
queen, on Monday the 21st April, a.d. 1240. 
lie reigned little more than two years, and 
was slain by the instigation of Mahzah-uddin 
■wazir, about the lotlhMay, a.d. 1242, when 
Sultan hlla-uddin MasaTid, another son of 
Sultan Altimsh, ivas raised to ilie tliroiie. 
Firishta erroneously says that Baliram ivas 
the sou of Altimsh and brother of Sultana 
Bazia. 

BaBramand Klian 

son of Mirzii Bahrain, and one of the emperor 
‘Alamgir’s oldest nobility and his irieiid. 
After the death of Iluli-ulirdi-Khaii, he was 
raised to the post of Mir Bakhshi or chief 
pajinaster by the emperor in a.d. 1692, .i.h. 
1103, and died in the Deccan on the 17th 
October, o.s. 1702, 5th Jimiruk II. a.h. 1114. 
He was buried at his own. request in a small 
tomb at Bahadiirgiirli. He wrts succeeded 
in his office by Zulfiqar Klian Xasrat Jang, 
who notwithstanding this iqipointment 0 (jh- 
tinued in the command of tlie arm}' against 
the Marhattas in the Deccan. 

Bahr-ul Hifz jsr), (or the Sea 

of Memory,) is the title of Ahii Usman-hin- 
‘Aniru, who m’ote a hook on Iho inauin-rs 
and qualities of princes. He died a.d. SG9, 
A.H. 255. 

Bahu Begam (^Xj ^4), the mother 

of Nawah Asf-iid-daiila of Lucknow. She 
died on the 2Sth Deceiiiher, 1815. Slie was 
one of the “Begams” on wlinse ill-tivat- 
ment was based a charge in thc! impeach- 
ment of Warren Hastings. 

Baiam poetical name of 

lOiwaja Ahsan-iiddm or Ahsan-iillah Hian 
of Agra, who was living at Dehli hfA.D. 
1760, A.H. 1174. 
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Baiazid. I. (Sultan) JuJjLj), 

whom we call Bajazet, surnamed Ilderim, or 
Lightning, succeeded his father, Murad I. 
(Ainiiratli) in a.b. 1389, a.h. 791, as Sultan 
of the Turks. He caused his elder brother 
Ya‘kuh, his riyal for the throne, to be 
strang’led, an act of barbarity -whicli since his 
time prevailed as a custom at the Tiuddsh 
court. He concpicred Bulgaria, Macedonia, 
and Thessaly; and after he had made the 
em])eror of Constantmople tributary to his 
power, he marched to attack Tamerlane in 
the east. He Avas, lioweA'er, totally defeated 
near Angora on Friday the 21st July, a.d. 

1402, 19th ^il-hijja, a.h. 804, and taken 
prisoner; and when the prond conqueror 
asked him Avhat he would have done with 
him if he had obtained the victory, Baiazid 
ansAvered that he Avoiild have confined him 
ill an iron cage. “ Such then shall he thy 
fate,” rejoined Tamerlane, and ordered liim 
to be carried about Avith his camp iu an iron 
cage. Baiazid died on the 8th March, a.d. 

1403, 13th Sha‘ban, a.h. 805, at Antioch 
in Pisidia during his confinement in Taimur’s 
camp. His son Musa, aaLo Avas Avith his 
father at the time of his death, brought his 
remains to Brusa and buried them there. 
Bnriug his (Musa’s) absence in the camp, his 
brother Sulainian had ascended the throne. 

Baiazid II. (Sultan) 

emperor of Turkey, succeeded his father 
Muhammad II. to die throne of Constanti- 
nople in May, a.d. 1481, Babi I. a.h. 886. 
He extended the bwimdaries of his kingdom ; 
and obliged the Yenetians to sue for peace. 
His reign Avas distracted by intestine discord, 
Aand he fell by tlie perfidy of his son Salim I. 
AA^lio caused him to be poisoned in a.d. 1512, 
A.H. 918, in the 60th year of his age and 
31st of his reign. He wvas a man of un- 
CGimmon talents, and did much for the 
iniprovement of his empire and the promotion 
of the sciences. 

Baiazid Ansari 

Afghan Apostle, called Pir Roshan, founder 
of the Sufi sect called ‘‘ Boshania,” or ‘Hhe 
enlightened.” He had established amid the 
mountains of xifghaiiistan a temporal powur 
upon the authority of his sjiiritual character, 
Avhich enabled Jiim and his successors to 
disturb the tranqtri»w-«i>f the empire of Behli, 
Avhen, under the celebrated Akbar, it had 
reached the Amy zenith of its poAver. 

Baiazid Bustami (Khwaja) 

tlie famous ascetic 

of B j istam , avIi ose original name was Taifuri ; 
ho is therefore sometimes called Baiazid 
Taifuri-al-Bustami. His father’s name was 
Hsa-ibn- Adam- ibn-‘ Isa- ibn-‘ All. His 
grandfather avus a Gabr or magian, but 
became a youA’ert to Mamism. These tAAm 
brothers, Adam and ‘Ali, Avere, like himself, 
devout ascetics, but in an inferior degree. 


He Avas born in the year a.d. 777, a.h. 160, 
lived to a great age, and died betAveen tlie years 
A.D, 845 or 848, a.h. 231 or 234," but 
according to Ibn-Bhalikdii his deatli took 
place in a.d, 875 or 878, a.h. 2C1 or 2G4. 
He is said to have been a contemporary of 
Ahmad Muzroya, who died a.h. 240. 

Baiazid Khan Eaujdar 

of Sarhind, who Avas commanded by the 
emperor Farrukh-siyar to punish the Sikhs, 
w^ho had risen in rebellion ; he took the field, 
hut was assassinated in his tent Avhen alone 
at evening prayers, by a SilA commissioned 
for that purpose by Banda their chief, and 
the murderer escaped unlnirt. This circuni- 
stauce took place about the year a.d. 1714, 
A.H. 1126. 

Baiazid (Sultan) A-jJjU). 

There is a cenotaph at Chatigaon (Chitta- 
gong), called the Banza of Siiifan Baiazid. 
It is related that he was born at Bnstam in 
Kiurasan, of Avhich country he Avas king; 
but abandoning regal pomp and cares for the 
tranquility of the ascetic life, he came AAith 
twelve attending disciples to Chatigaon. 
Their arrival Avas promptly opposed by the 
king of the fairies and the attendant genii, 
Avho desired them fortliAvith to depart. Sultan 
Baiazid, Avith feigned humility, entreated to 
be alloAved to remain that night and to occupy 
only as much ground as could be illumined by 
a single lamp, called in Bengali chati or 
chat ; on obtaining their consent, he kindled 
from his urine a lamp of such radiance, that 
its light extended to Tik Haof, a distance of 
120 miles, and scorched the terrified genii, 
who fled from its flame in dismay. In 
commemoration of this event, the place Avas 
named Ghatigram, in common parlance, 
Chafgaon, signifying the Aillage of the lamp. 
This insult and breach of confidence led to 
implacable war on the part of the genii, 
Avdiom Sultan Baiazid, in Aiirious conflicts, 
drove from the field; and in bis strenuous 
exertions dropped a ring where the cenotaph 
now stands — his liaranplml, or ear-ring, fell 
in the river, which thence was named the 
“ Karanphiili ” ; and a sanklu or shell, 
di'opped from his hand into the other stream, 
froniAABieh it derived the name of Sankhaiiti.

Balin, erroneously written by some for 

Balban, which see. 

Balq.ini ( Vide Bilc|aiiii. 

Balti {vide Joclh Pai), the 

daughter of Eaja Fdaia Singh Eatlior, 
commonly called Motha Eaj a ; she was married 
to the emperor Jahangir and became the 
mother of Shah Jahan. She died in a.d. 
1619, A.H. 1028. 

Balwan Singh (who was 

always called by the natives of Agra as the 
Kashi -wala E.aja) was the son of the celebrated 
Chait Singh, Eaja of Banaras. Baiwaii Singh 
was horn at Gwaliar, and after his father’s 
death, he and his family lived in the city of 
Agra for many years on a monthl}' pension 
of 2000 rupees. "He lost Ms only son, Kiiwar 
Chakarhati Singh, on the 17tli December, 
1871, and after a few days, on the 26tli of 
the same month, he resigned his iiniisiially 
prolonged life. The only siirviviiig members 
of thisAamily were the vidow of Cliakarbati 
Sing'll and his chihhen, a hoy aged nine and 
a ,girl aged 11 years. Balwan Singh was 
the author of a liiwan in Urdu. 

Balwant Singli {dtu^ a Eaja 

or zaniindar of Banaras. He was the father 
or brother of the famous Chait Singh who 
rebelled against the British, and was arrested 
and deposed by Mr. Hastings in 1781. 
Balwant Singh succeeded his father Blaiisa 
Earn in a.d." 1740, reigned 30 years, died in 
1770, and Avas succeeded by Eaja Chait Singh. 

Balwant Singli Eaja 

of Bhartpur, succeeded his father, Baldeo 
Singh, in August, 1824 ; vms displaced by one 
of his cousins, named Diirjaii Sal, in March, 
1825 ; hut reinstated by the British Goi^ern- 
ment on the 19th January, 1826. Bhartpur 
was stormed and taken by the Bengal troops 
under Lord Comberniere, outlie 18th January. 
The British lost during tlie siege 45 officers 
killed and wounded, and 1500 men ; the 
enemy lost some thousands, and the usimpor 
Diirjan Sal ivas seized and sent to Allahabad. 
His father, Baldeo Singh, ivas the second 
brother of Pi,imdh5r Singh, the eldi'st of the 
four sons of Eanjit Singli tlie son of Ivehri 
Singh, the brotlier of" Eatan Singh, tlie 
brother of Jaivahir Singh , the son of Siira j mal, 
the son of Chiiraman Jat, the founder of the 
principality. Balwant Singh died aged 34 
years on the 16th March 1853, and ivas 
succeeded by his infant son Jasivant Singh. 

Banaaa (43 Ug), au Arabian poet w^bose 

full name is Abu Bakr-bin-Muhanimad hiii- 
Banana. There has been another Biii- 
Bandna , : mz., Ahu Kasr-ihn-ul-‘Aziz-hiii 
Banana, who XAms a poet also, and died at 
Baghdad in a.d. 1009, a.h. 400. 
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Banda Vide Kazi (Manlana). 

Banda a guru or chief of the 

Siklis, and successor of Gnrii Gobind. This 
man obtained great power, and committed 
great depredations in the province of Lahore, 
in the reign of Bahadur Shah I. and wdiile 
the emperor was in Deccan against his brother 
Kam Baldisli, Banda collected his follow'ers, 
to revenge the death of liis predecessor’s sons, 
who were taken prisoners and had been put 
to death some time before. He committed 
the greatest cruelties on the Musulmans, in 
every advantage shewing no quarter to age 
or sex, and even ripping up women with 
child. The emperor found it necessary to 
marcli in person against him, and he was 
besieged in the fortress of Loligaph, which 
was taken, but Banda found means to 
escape, and raise new insiuTections. In the 
reign of the emperor Farrukhsiar. ‘Abdus 
Samad lOian, governor of Kashmir, was sent 
against the rebels witli a great army. After 
many severe engagements, lie forced Banda to 
take refuge in a fortress, which was blockaded 
so effectually as to cut off every supply. 
The garrison was reduced to the necessity of 
eating cows, horses, asses, and oBier animals 
foi-bidden by their laws; when at length, 
having no provision of any sort left, and 
being reduced to the extremity of famine and 
disease, they begged for quarter. ‘'Abdus 
Sainad Kliaii, having planted a standard on 
tlie plain, commanded them to come out and 
lay their arms under it, which they did. He 
then divided the meaner sort among his chiefs, 
who cut oii’ their heads; and threw their 
bodies into a river near the fortress. Banda 
and many other captives were sent to Dehli, 
through which he was carried in an iron cage 
upon an elephant, dressed in a robe of gold 
brocade. The SilAs bore the insults of the 
populace witli tlie greatest firmness, and 
steadily refused the emperor’s ofiers of life 
if they would embrace the Muhammadan 
faith. They were put to death, a huudi*ed 
each day, on the ensuing seven days. On 
the eighth day Banda and his son were put 
to death without the city. A dagger was 
put into his hands, and lie was commanded 
to kill his infant son; hut refusing, the child 
was slain by the executioner, his heart torn 
out, and forced into the father’s mouth. 
Banda was then put to death by the tearing 
of his flesh with red hot pincers and other 
tortmes, which he bore with the greatest 
constancy. This event took place in the 
year a.dV 1715, a.h. 1127. 

Bano Begam yVX daugliter 

of Shahnawaz Khan, the son of the "Wazir 
Asaf Ivliuii, wife of the emperor Alamgir, 
and mother of LVzim Shah. 

Baqai surname of IbraBim- 

bin- HTinar, a learned Mnsalman, who is 
the author of several treatises on ancient 


philosophers, on diidnation by numbers, a 
commentary on the Quran, etc. He died in 
the year a.b. 1480, a.h. 885. 

Baqai (Mulla) a poet wlio 

lived in the time of the emperor Babar Shah. 
He is the author of a poem or Masnawi, which 
he dedicated to the emperor. 

Baqalani tBe antBor of a 

-work called Ai‘'jdZ’‘td~Qurm, or of the diffi- 
cult things in the Qm’an, See Ahu Bakr 
Baqalani. 

Baqi Khan a noHeman 

of the coiu't of the emperor Shah Jahan, by 
whom he was appointed governor of the fort 
of Agra. In the 24tli year of the reign of 
the emperor he ivas raised to the rank of 
1500. In the 49th year of the emperor’s 
reign, he still held the governorship of the 
fort of Agra, and was raised to the rank of 
2000 the following year. He had built in 
the front of the gate called Hathiapol, wliich 
is situated towards the Cliaiik and the Jama 
Mis j id, a fine bungalow, wliicli was still 
standing about the year a.d. 1830. 

Baq.ili surname of Abul Bazl 

Muhammad - bin- Qasim- al - iSiwarizmi, who 
from his learning has the title of Zain-nddln 
and Zain-nl-Mashaekh, or the ornament of 
the doctors. He wrote a hook on the prayers 
of the Musalmaiis, on the glory and excellence 
of the Arabs, called SalaUiil’-Baqill. He 
died in a.d. 1167, a.h. 562, hut according 
to Haji IQialfa in a.d. 1170, a.h, 566. 
There was another Baqili, also a Muham- 
madan doctor, wdio died in a.h. 982. 

Baq.i Mubammad Kban Koka (, 

eldest brother of 

Adham Khan, the son of Mahani Anka, 
was an officer of 3000 in the time of the 
emperor Akhar. He died at Garb Katka, 
where he had a jagir, in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993. 

Baqir the poetical name of 

Muhammad Baqir All IHian, who flourished 
ill the time of the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
and wrote a Masnawi or poem called Banmz- 
composed in a.d. 1726, a.h. 
1139, also another work entitled Guhhani 
Asmr, which he wrote in a.d. 1732, a.h. 
1145. He is also the author of a Diwan, 
and another poem culled Mirat-uUJmml. 

Baq.ir Ali Klian 

V^de Baqir. 

Baq.ir (Imam) 

Muhammad Baqir (Imam). 
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Bactir KasM ^JSLj), wliose 

poetical name is IGiiracl, was a contemporary 
of ^Zahiiri wlio flonrislied about the year A.n. 
1600, and is the atlior of a Diwan, 

Baqir Klian ^ nobleman 

in the service of the emperor Sliah Jaban. 
In tbe latter part of liis life, be was appointed 
governor of Allababad, where be died in a.d. 
1637, A.H, 1047, in wliicb 3'ear died also 
Khan Zaman Bahadur, in Danlatabad. 

Ba(iir Kban ^b), 

surnamed Kajm Sani, an amir of the reign 
of Shah' Jahan. He was a very liberal man, 
fond of literature, and was himself a poet. 
He died in a.d. 1640, a.h. 1050, hut, accord- 
ing to the work Madr-tihUmra, in a.d. 
1637, A.H. 1047. He is the author of a 
Diwan or Book of Odes. 

Baraliman poetical title of a 

Brahman whose name "was Chandar Bhan, 
which see. 

Barbak the son of Bahlol 

Xodi, king of Dehli. Tide Husain Shah 
Sharqi. 

Bartak Shall (ilA, Purbl, 

the son of Kasir Shah, whom he succeeded 
to the throne of Bengal in a.d. 1458. He 
reigned for a period of 17 jmrs and died in 
A.D. 1474, a.h. 879. 

Barhaiassa the famous 

Corsair. Sulaiman, emperor of the Turks, 
gave him the title of Khair-uddin, and made 
him afterwards Pasha of tbe sea. lie suc- 
ceeded his brother Aruch, who conquered 
the kingdom of Algiers, after having killed 
Salim the Arabian king. He took Tunis 
A.D. H33, A.H. 940, after having driven out 
the Venetians, but Andrea Doria retook it 
again a.d. 1536, a.h. 943. After this, he 
ravaged several parts of Italy, and reduced 
Ycmin, in Arabia Felix, to the Turkish 
government. Khair-uddin died at Constanti- 
nople in A.D. 1516, a.h, 953, aged 80. 

Barbarassa (Amch) a 

famous pirate. Being called in to assist 
Salim, prince ot Algiers, against the Spaniards, 
be murdered that monarch, and took posses- 
sion of his throne. He afterwards laid siege 
to Tunis, which he took, and caused himself 
to be procluimed sovereign. He was besieged 
by the Marquis of Gomarez and reduced to 
the greatest distress. He escaped by a sub- 
terraneous passage, but was overtaken with 
a small number of Turks, the whole of whom 
died sword in hand in a.d. 1518. 


Barbud a famous Persian 

mnsician, master of music to Kbusro Parwez, 
king of Persia. He composed an air called 
Aorangi, and invented a iiinsical instriiment 
(a sort of lyre) wiiich bears Ms name: i.e. 
Barbud or Barhiit. 

' Barizi (j^J^ib), tbe son of ^Abdiil 

Ilahini, an Arabian author who wwote a 
commentary on tlie 'work called Asrar~uU 
TanzlL fie died in a.d. 1337, a.h. 738. 
This author appears to be the same with 
Baziii, wliich see. 

Bar kali tbe name of two Mu- 

hammadan doctors ; the one died in a.d. 
1553, A.H. 960, and the other in a.d. 1573, 
A.H, 982. They are sometimes called Birgili, 
which see. 

Barkat-ullali (Sayyad) 

styled Sahib -uJ-BarTcdt, %vas 

the son of Sayyad A^veis, tlie son of Mir 
‘Abdul Jalil, the son of Mir ‘Abdul 'Waliid 
Slialiidi of Bilgaram. His poetical name 
wais ‘Isbqx, and as his graiidfatlier’s tomb 
was in ]!ilahara in the district of Agra,, he 
■went and lived in tliat village till 'the day 
of his death, wiiieh liappeiied on tlie 25tb 
July, A.D. 1729, lOth Mubarram, a.h. 1142. 

Barkayaraii (Sultan) 

the eldest son of Sultan Maliksluih Saljuqi, 
whom he succeeded iu a.d. 1092, a.h. *485. 
His usual residence wns Baghdad. His brother 
Muhammad ruled over Aziir-haijan ; wiiiio 
Sanjar, his third brother, established a 
Idngdom in Khmasan and Transoxiana, from 
whence he extended his conquests over tlie 
fallen princes of Ghazni. Barkayaraq reigned 
twelve years and died in December, a.d. 1 104, 
A.H. 498. Ilis brother Sultan Muhammad 
succeeded him. 

Barmak tbe name of a noble 

family, originally from Baikh in IHurasan, 
and highly celebrated all over tbe East for 
their generosity, magnificence, and dis- 
tinguished patronage of men of genius. One 
of the most illustrious wais governor to the 
khalif Harfm-al-pLashid, and his sou Ja‘far, 
afterwards minister to that prince ; but luniug 
ineurred his displeasine, he with several of tbe 
heads of the family was put to death. Tide 
Ja‘far-al-Barmuki. (The “ Barmc{?ide ” is 
familiar to readers of Galland’s Arahian 
Mights) 

Baroda (1 of* Peiaji. 

Barqt poetical name of Mu- 

hammad liaza (g'.'ia). 
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Basasiri Glutton”) was 

tlie nickname, and afterwards the surname 
of Arsalan, who from a slave became Com- 
mander-in- Chief of the armies of Baha-ud- 
daiila, the wazir of the IdialTf of Ba gh dad, 
Having quarrelled with him he fled to Egypt 
and put himself under the protection of Al- 
Miistanasir Billa, the fifth khalif of Egypt 
of the Fatimite dynasty. After sometime 
he came to Baghdad. He took Qaem, the 
26th Malif of the Ahbasides, prisoner in 
Baghdad, deposed him, and cansed Mustanasir 
to be acknowledged the only and legitimate 
chief of all the Mnsalnians. He maintained 
Mustanasir in the IHilafat for one year and 
a half, after which Tughral Beg, Sultan of 
the Saljuqides, put Qaem on the throne of 
Baghdad again, defeated and killed Basasiri 
A.D. 1059, A.H. 451, and sent his head to 
Qaem, wdio caused it to be carried on a pike 
through the streets of Baghdad. 

BasMr-ibn-ul-Lais 

the brother of the arch-rebel Bafa-ibn-nl- 
Lais, who had revolted against Harun-al- 
Eashid the khalif of Baghdad in the year 
A.D. 806, A.i-i. 190, at Samarqand, and 
assembled a considerable force to support him 
in his defection ; notwithstanding all Harun’s 
care, the rebels made in a.d. 807, a.h. 191, 
great progress in the conquest of l^nrasan. 
According to Ahul Faraj, in the year a.d. 
809, A.H. 193, Bashir was brought in chains 
to iSarun, who w'as then at the point of 
death. At the sight of him the khalif 
declared, that if he conld speak only twm 
words he would say kill him ; and immediately 
ordered him to * be cut to pieces in his 
presence. 

Basiti poetical name of a 

person who is the author of the biography of 
poets called Tazkira JBchitu 

Basus an Arabian woman, 

from whom originated a "war, called Harh-i- 
Basus, which has since become a proverb to 
express, “Great events from little causes.” 
Two Arabian tribes f ought about 40 years 
because a camel belonging to this woman 
broke a hen’s egg; the owner of the egg 
wounded the camel with an arrow, and the 
two tribes were instantly in arms. 

Batalmiyusi an AraMan 

author, wdio died in a.d. 1030, a.h. 421. 
He wrote a treatise on the qualities requisite 
in a secretary and good waiter, and another 
on genealogies. 

Batu Khan yip, the son of 

Jilji Khan, and grandson of Changez Man. 
He ruled at Kipchak and was contemporary 
with Pope Innocent I Y. 


Bauwalb (or Bouwab), surname 

of Ahui Hasan ^Ali Kala, who is better 
known under tbe name of ibn- Bouwab. It 
is he wEo improved the form of the Arabic 
Alphabet after Ibn-Maqla. He died in a.d. 
1022, A.H. 413, or as some say in a.d. 1032, 
A.H. 423. After him A^a‘kub, surnamed 
Mustaa‘simi, reduced it to its present form. 

Baz Bahadur jU) whose 

original name was Malik Baiazid, succeeded 
his father Shujaa^ Khan to the government 
of Malwm in a.d. 1554, a.h. 962, and having 
taken possession of many towns in Mahva 
which were previously almost independent, 
he ascended the throne under the title of 
Sultan Baz Bahadur. His attachment to 
Eupmati, a celebrated courtezan of that age, 
became so notorious, that the loves of Baz 
Bahadur and Efipmati have been handed 
down to posterity in song. He reigned about 
17 years, after wdiich the kingdom of Malwa 
wns taken, and included among the provinces 
of the empire of Dehli, by the emperor 
Akhar in the year a.d. 1o70, a.h. 978. 
Baz Bahadiu* afterwards joined Akbar at 
Delili and received a, commission as an officer 
of 2000 cavalry. Baz Bahadm and Eupmati 
are both buried in the centre of the tank at 
Ujjain.

Baz KEan jl)), an amir in the 

service of the emperor Bahadur Shah. He 
was killed in the battle against Azim Shah 
(q.v.) on the 8th June, o.s. 1707, ISthEahi^

Bazil (Jjb), the poetical name of 

Badr-uddin, Ismail-al-Tahrizi, an Arabian 
author. 

Baziri author of a poem 

entitled Koiihab-al-DaTfiat or the Brilliant 
Star, in praise of Muhammad, who cui*ed 
him, as he said, of the palsy in a dream. 
Every line of the poem ends with an M., 
the initial of the prophet’s name, and it is 
so highly valued that many of the Muham- 
madans learnt it by heart, on account of its 
maxims. (Lempriere’s Univerml IJictlonari/ 
under Bausirri.) Barizi and Baziri appear 
to be the same person. 

Bazmi author of the Padmawat 

in Persian verse. He was a native of Karkli 
and resided for some time at Shiraz. He 
came to Gujrat during the reign of the 
emperor Jahangir, and composed the above- 
mentioned poem in a.d. 1619, a.h. 1028. 
He was living at Hehli in the time of Shah 
Jahan about the year 1634. His proper 
name was ‘Abdul Shakur 
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Bazzaz the author of the 

AdSt-al-MvfrulM or a treatise on the par- 

ticiilax eoiiditions and properties of traditions, 
and some other works on the Muhammadan 
theology. 

BeTbadal Khan ^ P^et 

of Persia who came to India in the reign of 
the einperor laliangir, and doiirished in the 
time of Shah Jahan, who conferred on him 
the title of Pehadal lOian. Under l^is super- 
intendence the Peacock throne Avas constructed. 
Bebadal Khan appears to he the former title 
of Abu Taiib Kaliin. 

Bedar the poetical name of 

Sanath Singh, a Hindu, Avho was living in 
A.D. 1753, A.H. 1166. 

Bedar an author -whose proper 

name waa-^Imam Bakhsh, a natwe of Amhala. 
He is the author of the work called Tdrijdi 
SaUMst, being an account of the progress of 
the djiiasty \vhich ruled over Audh from 
ShujaiP-udHaula to Sahidat ‘Ali Khan, to 
Avhose name the title is an allusion. It was 
composed in a.b. 1812, a.h. 1227. He is 
also the author of several Masuawis, one of 
A?hich contains the praises of Kawab Sahldat 
^Ali lUian, called Gukh(2n--i--Sa‘ddat. He 
was living in the time of Kasir-iiddin Haidar, 
king of Audh. 

Bedar Bakht (Prince) 

son of ‘Azira Shtih. He Avas killed in the 
battle fought by his father against the 
emperor Bahadur Shah on the 8th June, 
o.s. 1707, A.H. 1119. 

Bedar Baklit son of 

Ahmad Shah, king of UelilL He was 
eleA'nted to the throne of Uehli on the 1st 
September, a.d. 1788, 27th Zi-Ka‘da, a.h. 
1202, Avhcn Ghidain Qadir imprisoned Shah 
Alum. Bedar Bakht continued to reign until 
the ai)proach of the l^Iarhattas towards UeliH, 
when he fled upon the 12th October, 1788, 
but Avas subsequently apprehended and ])ut to 
death by the orders of Shah Alam. 

Bedil (Mirza) the 

poetical name of Saidai Gilani, Avliich see. 

Begam Sultan (^^IkLo jAj), a lady 

of rank, Avhose tomb is to he seen to this 
day, outside of the gate of Ya'tmud-uddaula’s 
mausoleum in Agra. From tlie inscription 
that is on her tomb, it appears that she died 
in the time of the emperor Hnmayun in a.b. 
1538, a.h. 945, and tliat she Avas the daughter 
of ShaiiA Kamal.

BlmgAvan Das 
died five days after the death of Raja Todar 
Mai, i.e. oh the 15th K'ovember, a.'d. 1589, 
19th Muliarram, a.h. 99S, at Lfihore. After 
his death, the emperor Aklmr, who Avas tlmu 
at Kabul, conferred the title of Raja on his 
son Man Singh Avith the rank of 5000.

Bliaskar Acliarya a 

most celebrated astronomer of the Hindus, 
who was born at Bidae, a city in the Deccan, 
in the j^ear of Salivahaiia, 1036, corresponding 
with the year a.d. 1114, a.h. oOS. He ivas 
the author of several treatises, of which the 
LUatmM and the Blja Ganita, relating to 
arithmetic, geonietery and algebra, and the 
Siromam, an astroudriiical treatise, are ac- 
counted the most valuable authorities in those 
sciences which India ])ossesses. The Siromani 
is delivered in two sections, the GGla- Adhyaya, 
or the Lecture on the Globe, and the Ganita 
Adhyaya, or the Lecture on Numbers, as 
applied to Astronomy. The LlMwatl was 
translated into Persian by Eaizi in the reign 
of Akbar, and an English translation has 
also been lately made by Dr. Ta^dor and 
published at Bombay. Ilhaskar died at an 
advanced age, being upwards of 70 years. 
Lilawati was tlie name of his only daughter 
who died unmarried.

Bhau Singh also called 

Mirzii Eaja, was the second son of Eaja 
Bhagwan Das Kachhwaha, Raja of Amber 
(now Jaipur). He succeeded to the raj after 
his father’s death iuA.n. 1614, a.h. 1023, 
was raised to the rank of 5000 by the emperor 
Jahangir, and died of driuldng a.d. 1621, 
A.H. 1030. Two of his wives and eight con- 
cubines biumt themselves on his funeral pyre. 
Among Jahangir’s courtiers the Rajas of 
Amber were the most addicted to drinking. 
His eldest brother Jagat Singh, and Maka 
Singh Ids nephew, had likewise paid with their 
lives for their drunken habits, but their fate 
was no lesson for Raja Bhau.

Udaipur, was living in a.d. 1750. 

BMm Raja of Gujrat, in 

whose time Sultan Mahmud (Biaznawi took 
the funious temple of Somnath inA>D. 1027. 

BMm Singh Rathoiir 

He usurped the throne of 

Jodhpur in a.d. 1793, on Ms grandfather’s 


death by defeat of Zalim Singh, and died in 
1803. He was succeeded by Man Singh. 

Bhoj (Raja) Raja

Bhori Rani 

the wives of Maharaja Ran jit Singh; she 
died childless at Lahore on the 5th April, 
1872, Her adopted son Kuwar Bhup Singh 
distributed large sums of money before and 
after her death as alms to the poor. The 
funeral was very grand. Her remains were 
hiumtnear the samddh of the late Maharaja, 
and the ashes w'ere sent to be thrown into 
the Ganges at Hardwar. She dre-w a pension 
of 800 rupees per mensem from om* Go’\urn- 
ment and held jagirs of upwards of 60,000 
rupees per annum. 

BRuelicliu Vide Zarra. 

BRuya ^ nobleman of 

the court of Sultan Sikandar Lodi, w'ho built 
the masjid Math iii Delhi, but -was afterwards 
assassinated by that prince -without any crime, 
only because people used to assemble at Ms 
place. 

Bibi Bai sister of 

Muhammad Shah GVdil, king of Dchli, married 
to Salim Shah Siir, by wdiom she had a son 
named Firoz. After the death of Salim Shah, 
when Fir5z, then an infant, wus being mni'dered 
by his uncle Muhammad Shah, she defended 
her son for some time in her arms, presenting 
her body to the dagger, hut her cruel brother 
tore the young prince from her embrace, and 
in her presence severed his head from his 
body. TMs event took place in May, a.d. 
1554- 

Bibi Daulat Shad Begam > 

one of the wives 

of the emperor Akbar, and the mother of 
Shakrunnisa Begam, wdio survived her father, 
and died in the time of Jahangir. 

Bibi Marwarid 

of the late Amir Afzal Khan, died in September, 
A.D. 1874. 

Bibi Ziuda Abadi *. j 

commonly called Bibi Jind "Wadi by the 
people of Hchcha, was one of the descendants 
of Sayyad Jalai, She is buried at Hehcha 
in Miiftan, The dome in w’hich she rests is 
erected of biunt bricks and cemented by 
mortar. The whole of the editice is ornamented 
by various hues, and lapis lazuli of the 
celebrated mines of Badakhshan. The size 
of this grand building may he estimated at 
50 feet high, and the circumference 25. 
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Bihaxi Lai (J*! a celebrated 

Hindi poet, called by Gilchrist the Thomson 
of the Hindus, and much admired among 
them ; he appears to have flourished about 
the beginning of the 16th century. Being 
informed that his prince Jaisah of Jaipur 
was so infatuated with the beauty of a very 
young girl he had married (so as to neglect 
entirely the affairs of his country, for he never 
came abroad, having shut liimself up to 
contemplate the fascinating charms of his 
beauteous, tboiigli immature bride), Bihaii 
boldly ventured to admonish him hy bribing 
a slave girl to convey a couplet, which he had 
composed, under his pillow ; the translation 
of which is thus given hy Gilchrist, “When 
the flower blooms, what will be the situation 
of the tne^ that is now captivated with a 
hucl^ in which there is neither fragrance, 
sweets, or colour.” This had not only the 
desired effect of rousing the prince from his 
lethargy, but excited in his breast a generons 
regard for the man, wiiose advice came so 
seasonably and elegantly disguised. Bihari 
received, ever after, a pension from court, 
with a present of more than one thousand 
pounds, for a wnrk he published under the 
name of iSatsm, from its consisting of seven 
hundred couplets. 

Biliari Mai (J^ also called 

Bharamal and Buranmal, a Biija of Amber 
or Ameir, no>v Jaipur, w'as k raj put of 
the tribe of Kachhwaha. He paid homage to 
Bahar about the year a.d. 1527, and wns on 
friendly terms with the emperor Akhar, and 
had at an early period given his daughter in 
marriage to him, of wiiom was horn the 
emperor Jahangir. Both he and his son Baja 
Bhagwan Das were admitted at the same time 
to a high rank in the imperial army by the 
emperor. Bhagivan Das gave his daughter in 
marriage to Jahangir in a.d. 1585, who was 
married next year (1586) to the daughter of 
Baja Hdai Singh, son of Bao Maideo Bathor. 

Bija Bai or Eiza Bai, 

the wi*fe of Maluiraja Daiilat Bao Scindliia 
of Gwaiiar. After the death of her husband, 
wiio died without issue, she elected Jhanko 
Bao Scindhia as his successor on the 18th 
June, 1827. She wais expolled by him in 
1833, and went over to Jhansi, wiiere she had 
a large estate. She died at Gwfdiar about 
the middle of the year 1863. 

Bijaipal a famous or 

fabulous Baja of Bayaiia, regarding whose 

po^yer, riches, and extent of dominion, many 
curious tales are still cuiTent among the 
Bhartpur Jats, who assert their (spurious) 
descent from him, lathe Bijaipal Mmi, a 
metrical romance or ballad (written in the 
Birj Bliakha) tlie Hindu scholar will find a 
full and particular account of this great 

Iliudu monarch, wiio is fabled to have con- 
quered Baja Juineswar, the father of Pirthi 


Baj, the celebrated chaiihan king of DelilT, 
and to have ruled despotically oveh the wiiole 
of India. The Karauli Baja too boasts bis 
descent from Bijaipal, and if any faith can be 
laced in a “Bansaoli or genealogical tree,” 
e has a fair claim to the benefits, real or 
imaginary, resulting therefrom. 

Bijai Singli 

Ahhai Singh, the son of Maharaja Ajit, 
Singh, Bathor of Jodhpur, succeeded to the 
raj in A.D, 1752, a.h. 1167. He became in- 
fatuated with fondness for a young concubine ; 
after having fought the Miighols for 40 years 
he organised a confederacy against them in 
1787 and was defeated hy de Boigne [q.v.) at 
Patan and Hii'ta in 1790 ; his chiefs rebelled, 
his family were in hostility with each other, 
and he left at his death tlie throne itself in 
dispute. Baja Man Singh at length suc- 
ceeded, in 1804, to the honoms and the feuds 
of Bijai Singh. 

Bijai SingB 

Bhagwan Das. Vide Bamji. 

Bikramajit or more 

properly Yikramaditya, a mythical sovereign 
of Maiwa and Gnjrat, wliose capital wris 
IJjain. His era called the Sambat is still used 
in the north of India. Bikramajit died (or 
ascended the throne) in the Kali Jug year, 
3044, according to Wilford, wdiose essays in 
the 9t]i and lOtli volumes of the Asiatic 
Besearches contain information on the history 
of the three supposed princes of tliis name 
and of their common rival Salivahana. The 
first Sambat year, therefore, concurs with the 
year 3045 of the Kfili Jug year, or 57 years 
before the birth of Clirist. This prince was a 
great patron of learned men ; nine of w'hom 
at his com't are called nine gems, and are said 
to have been Dhanwantari, Bshapanaka, 
Amera Sinha, Sankn, Yetfilabbatta, ~Ghnta- 
karpara, Halidasa, Yirahamihira, and Yira- 
riichi. His real date is still an open question. 
“To assign him to the first year of his era 
might he quite as great a mistake as placing 
Pope Gregory XIII. in the year one of the 
Gregorian Calendar. ’ ’ — MoUzmami .

of Mir ^Ahdiir Bnhmaii Ynzarat Khan, 
brother of Qusiin Jyhaii, the grandfather of 
Samsam-uddaula Shahnawaz Klmu. He warn 
promoted in the reign of the emperor 
‘Alamgir to the DiwTuii of hlfilwa and 
Bijapur. He was an excellent poet, and has 
left a Diwan composed in a most beautiful 
style. 
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Bilal (JL), the name of tlie crier, 

wlio used to announce to the people when 
Miihvammad prayed. He was an African, 
and a freed slave of Muhammad. He died in 
the time of Umar, the second Khalif after 
Muhammad, in the year a.d. 641, a.h. 20. 

Bilal Kunwar 

the emperor ‘Alamgir 11. and mother of Shah 
UHam, king of Deiiii. Her title was Zinat 
Mahal. 

Bilciaini whose proper name 

was Ahu Hafs, is the author of the %vorks 
called Mahdsin-isUIstilah^ Sharak BukhCwi, 
and Tarmull. He died in a.d. 1402, a.h. 
805. See Siraj-uddin, son of Nur-uddin, 
and Ahu Hafs-ai-Eukhari. 

Binai (Manlana) His father 

was a respectable architect at Herat, the birth- 
place of the poet, and his talHallns or 
poetical name is derived from Eiua or Banna, 
a builder. He is the author of a work called 
Bahrdmiva - Bahrdz, a story which he 
dedicated to the Sultan Ya‘qub the son of 
Uzzau Hasan. His conceit had roused the 
jealousy of Amir Alisher ; Einai tried to con- 
ciliate his favour by writing a Qasida in his 
praise, hut receiving no reward, he therefore 
substituted the name of Sultan Ahmad Mirza 
for that of Alisher, saying that he would not 
give away his daughters without dowry. 
Alisher was so enraged at this, that he 
obtained a death-warrant against him. Binai 
fled to Mawarunnahr. He was killed in the 
massacre of Shah Isma‘il in a.d. 1512, a.h. 
918. He has also left a Dlwan consisting of 
6,000 verses.

Arabian poet who died at Baghdad in a.d. 
1009, A.H. 400. 

Bindraban a Hindu author 

who flourished in the reign of the emperor 
‘Alamgir, and wrote a work called LuhhiiU 
Tawdrlkh^ a summary history of Hindustan. 

Blrbai or Birbal, was a 

Brahman of tbe tribe of Bhat. His proper 
name was Mahes Das. He was a man of 
very lively conversation, on which account he 
became one of the greatest pei'sonal favourites 


of the emperor Akbar, who conferred on 
him the title of Eaja and the rank of 5000. 
He was also an excellent Hindi i)oet, and was 
honored with the title of Kabrae or the royal 
poet. He was slain, together with Mulla 
Sheri and other officers of note, in a battle 
fought against the Yusafzai Afghans of 
Sawad and Bijor (places between ^abnl and 
Hindustan) in February, a.d. 1586, liabi I. 
A.H. 994. Akbar was i'or a long time incon- 
solable for the death of Birbal, and as the 
Baja’s body was never found, a report gained 
currency that he was still alive among the 
prisoners, and it was so much encouraged 
by Akbar, that a long time afterwards an 
impostor appeared in Ms name ; and as this 
second Birbal died before he reached the 
court, Akbar again wore mourning as for his 
friend. Many of Birbal’ s witty sayings are 
still current in India. 

Birblian, founder of tlie sect of 

Sadhs (Hindust. ''‘Quakers”) born near 
Harnaiil at a.d. 1640. Date and place of 
death unknown. 

Bir Singh a Eaja of 

the Bundela tribe of Eajpfits. He was the 
founder of this family, and from him the 
family of the Urcha chief is descended. The 
greater part of his dominions was wrested 
from him by Eaja Chatar Sal, who was 
the last sole possessor of the Biindelkhand 
province. At that period its capital was 
Kalanger, hut the residence of the Baja was 
Fauna, celebrated for its diamond mines, 

Birgili surname of Hulla 

Muhammad-bin-Fir ‘Ali, a celebrated Arabian 
author, who wrote the Sharah Arha^tn^ 
and died a.d. 1573, a.h. 981. He is by some 
caUed Barkali. 

Birjis Qadar 

original name was Eamzan ‘Aii, was son of 
Wajid ‘All, the ex-king of Lucknow. His 
mother’s name was Ma‘shuk Begam. At the 
outbreak, he was created king with tlie unani- 
mous consent of the rebel soldiery in 1857 at 
the instance of Barkat Ahmad, Eisaladar, 
late 15th Eegiment Irregular Cavalry, Avho 
subsequently feU in battle. Birjis Qadar Avas 
then 10 years of age. Before his accession, 
his uncle Sulaiman Sliikoh Avas much per- 
suaded by the rebels to accept the croAni, but 
refused. Birjis Qadar Avas driven out of 
India and took refuge with his mother at 
Katmandu in MepaL 

Bir Singh Rao {j\j ^), other- 

wise written Ear Singh, a Bundela chief 
suborned by Sultan Salim, eldest son of 
Akbar, to slay Abul Fazl, the emperor’s 
favourite minister. The Eao was hotly pur- 
sued for Ms crime but escaped. On Salim’s 
accession he was rewai’ded. 
tVide Jahangir.] 
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Bisati Samarqandi iJaUu), 

a poet of Samarqaiid who flourished in the 
time of Sidtun Khalil-tillah, grandson of 
Amir Taimtir. He was formerly a wearer of 
carpets, and had assumed for liis poetical title 
“HasTri,” blithe changed it afterwards to 
Bisati. He was contemporary with ‘Asmat- 
nllah Biddiari. 

BisBr Hafi yL;) {ie. Bishrtlie 

barefoot), a Miiliammadan doctor wdio was 
born at Marv, and brought up at Baghdad, 
where he died on Wednesday the 10th Ho- 
yeiiiber, a.d. 840, 10th Mnbarram, a.h, 226. 
Diflerent dates are given of his death ; hut it 
is certain that he died several years before 
Ahmad Hanbal, and the one given here 
appears to be very correct. 

BisBun Sing’ll (Kacliwalia) 

Eaja of Ambhar or Ameir, 

was the son of Ram Singh and the father of 
Mirza Raja Jaisingh Sewai. He died about 
the year aVd. 1693,” A.H 1105. 

Bismil (J.aaw. 9), tlie poetical name of 

llirza Mnhanimad Shafl'i of Haishapnr, uncle 
of Kawab Safdar Jang. 

Bismil tbe poetical name of 

Amir Hasan Hlian of Calcutta, 'who was 
living in a.d. 1845, a.h 1261. 

Biswas Rao the eldest 

son of Brda Rao Peshwa, the Marhatta chief. | 
He wes killed in the battle against Ahmad 
Siifili Abdrill on the 14tli January, n.s. 1761, 
together with Sadasheo Bhan and other 
Marhatta cliiefs. 

Bithal Das Gaur 

son of Gopfil Das, Raja of Sheopnr. On a 
spot of 10 hliigas towards Tajganj on the 
hanks of the river Jamna he had built Ms 
house and a garden. In the town of Shali- 
ghan he was raised to 8000, and was appointed 
.'Kiladar of the fort of Agra. He was after- 
wards raised to the rank of 5000, and in the 
year a.h. 1062 went home and there died. 

Bo ‘Ali Qalandar jj). 

xVhu ‘AH Qalandar.] 

Boigne (or le Borgne) Benoit, Count de, 
a Savoyard who, after holding commissions in 
the French and Russian armies, came to India 
and entered the East India Company’s ser- 
vice at Madras, 1778. After some adventures 
heeiitered Sindliia’s service in 1 784, and trained 
four regular brigades. In 1796 he returned 
to Europe with a largo fortune, much of 


which he devoted to public purposes and 
charity at Chamberi, his native town. He 
died tiiere on the 21st June, 1830.

aeeonnt of his wit and caustic hunuaii'. He 
was the especial panegyrist of ^nltaii Baiqara 
Mirza, the son of ‘Umar SliaiUi and grandson 
of Amir Taimiir. When Ibineo Baifiara 
ascended the throne in a.d. 1394, he ordered 
that the sum of five hnndred ducats (in Tiirki 
hish yhz altiin) should he paid to Biirandaq, 
By a mistake of the Secretary, he received 
only two hundred ; and tiierefore addressed 
the following lines to the Sultan : — 

“The Shah, the terror of his foes, 

Who well the sound of fiatt’ry knows, 

The conqueror of the world, the lord 
Of nations vanqiiish’d by his sword, 

Gave, while he prais’d iiiy verse, to me 
Five hundred ducats as a fee. 

Great was the Sultan’s generous mood, 

Great is his servant’s gratitude, 

And- great the sum ; hut strange to say ! 
Perhaps the words in Turkish tongue " 
Convenient taeaiiing may derive ; 

Or else my greedy ear tvas* wrong, 

That tinm’d tw'o himdiv-d into five.” 

The Sultan was extremely enter!:;; iiied at the 
readiness of the poet ; aiid sending for him, 
assured him that the words Ihh i/Rz alula ” 
signified in Turkish a thousand diioats, which 
he ordered to he immediately paid {Fabllu 
University Magazine iQic 1840). The year of 
Burandaq’s death is imkno’wn. He wais 
contemporary 'vith Kliwaj'a ‘Asmat-nlluh 
BuMiari who died in a.d. 1426, A.ii. 829.

He succeeded liis father, Daria ‘Imad Shah, in 
the government of Berar when hut a child. 
His minister Taiifal lOian became regent ; 
and before the prince was of an age to assume 
the reigns of his empire, Taufal Khan, 
assisted by the ruler of IDxaiidesh and by the 
Hizam Sliahi court, usurped the government. 
He eventually confined his sovereign in hons 
in the fort of Parniila, and assumed the title 
of king. In the year a.d. 1568, a.h. 980, 
Nizam Shah marched against Taufal Khan, 
under the pretence of releasing the imprisoned 
prince from his confinemeiit. He took the 
fort of Gawal by capitulation., defeated Taufal 
IQian and made him prisoner with Ms son ; 
but instead of jxlacing the captive monarch on 
the throne of Berar, sent him with the 
usurper and his son to he confined in one of 
the Nizam Shilhi forts, where they were all 
subsequently strangled by the Mug’s order. 
Thus the family of ‘Imad Shah and that of 
the usurper Taufal IHian became extinct.

wdio is the antlior of the poem entitled JDil 
Ashob, dedicated to the emperor Shah Jalian. 

Burhan Nizam Sliali I. 

ascended tlie tlirone of Ahmad- 

nagar in the Deccan after the death of his 
father, Ahmad Nizam Shah, in a.d. 1508, a.h. 
914, in the seventh year of his age. He 
reigned 47 lunar years and died at the age of 
54 in A.D. 1554, a.h. 961, and wms buried in 
the same tomb with his father. 

Bnrlian Nizam Sliali II. 

brother of Miirtaza Nizam II. 

ascended the throne of Almiadnagar in the 
Deccan on the loth May, o.s. '’1591, 1st 
Sha‘han, a.h. 999, after cieposing and con- 
fining his own son IsinaTl Nizam Shah, w'ho 
bad been placed on the throne dmiiig liis 
absence at the court of the emperor Akbar. 
He was axhunced in years ; but notwith- 
standing his age, gave himself up to pleasures 
iiiibecoiniug his dignity. His reign was 
marked by an nnsuccessM war with the king 
of Bijapfir, and a disgraceful defeat from the 
Portuguese, who had seized the sea coasts of 
his dominions. He died after a reign of 
four years and sixteen days, on the 18th April, 
A.D, 1595, 18th Sludban, a.h. 1003, in the 
40 th year of the reign of Akbar, and was 
succeeded by Ms son Ibrahim Nizam Shah. 
Maulana Zahuri dedicated his Saqinama to 
Burlifin Nizam Shah, containing nearly 4,000 
verses.

Hastings governed the British dominions in 
India, was by his orders most ably translated 
by Charles Hamilton, Esq., and published in 
London, in the year a.d. 1791. Burhan- 
uddiii was horn at Margliinan, in Transoxania 
in A.D. 1135, A.H. 529, and died in a.d. 
1197, A.H. 593. The Sulmja, ■which is a 
commentary on the Badaya-al-Muhtada, is 
the most celebrated law treatise according to 
the doctrines of Ahfi Haiiifa, and his disciples 
Ab-fi Yiisaf and the Imam Muhammad. A 
Persian version of the Iliddya was made by 
Maiilwi Glmlam YcMa Ivlian and others and 
published at Calcutta in 1807. He also 
W'rote a work on inheritance entitled the 
Fardez-uh TJsmdni, wMch has been illustrated 
by several comments. 

Burhan-iiddin <3rharib (Shah or

Snell has been the fame of his 
wisdom and virtues, that the Christians claim 
him as a believer in the gospel; and the 
Muhammadans rei^ere him as a premature 
Mnsalman. He lived to a great age, and 
died in the time of Hiirmuz III. vson and 
successor of Haiishinvan the Just, betw^een 
the years a.d. 680 and 590. 

Buzarjmelir Qummi 

a celebrated Persian Prosodian of Qxmim, who 
lived before the time of Saifi, the author of 
the Urm Saijl. 

Buznrg Khanam the 

daughter of Saif Ivhan, by Malika Bano 
Begam, the daughter of Asaf lOian Wazir, 
and wife of Zafar Khan, a nohleman of the 
reign of the emperor ‘Alamgir. She died 
before her husband in the month of May, 
A.D. 1659, Shawwal, a.h. 1069. 

Euznrg Umaid Khan (a-^1 

son of Shaista Rl^an, an 

officer of rank in the time of the emperor 
Alamgir. At the time of his death, which 
took place in a.d. 1694, a.h. 1105, he w'as 
governor of Behar. 

Buzurg CyA 

Buzurg Pmaid, one of the Ismailis, who 
succeeded Hasan Sabbali, the Old Man of 
the Mountains, in June, a.d. 1124, Eahi II. 
A.H. 518, and reigned 24 years. After his 
death his son Kaia Muhammad succeeded 
him and reigned 25 years. 
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Caragossa. Vtde Qara Ghuz. 

Cliaglitai Khan or 

Qaan, tlie most pious and accomplislied of all 
tlio sous of Cliangez Kiaii ; and althoiigdi lie 
sn(!ceeded, by the will of his father, to the 
kingdoms of Transoxiaiia, EaMi, Eadakhshan, 
and Kashghar in a.d. 1227, a.h. 624, he 
g’ovei’ned tliese countries by deputies, and 
remained himself with his eldest brother, 
Oqta Qaan, by whom he was regarded with 
the reverence * whieh a pupil gives to his 
master. He died seven mouths before his 
brother in the month of June, a.t>. 1241, 
i?d-Qa‘da, A.H. 638. Qaraehar Nawian, who 
was the fifth ancestor of AmTr Taiimir, was 
one of his Amirs, and, at length, captain 
general of all his forces. The dynasty that 
founded the so-called ‘‘Aloghiil, or Mughol 
Empire” of India was named after Chaghtai.

Cliaglita Sultan ((jLLL.^ a 

handsome young man of the tribe of the 
Miighols and favourite of the emperor Eabar 
Shah. He died at Kabul in a.d. 1546, a.h. 
953. 

Oliait Singh Eaja, 

son of Balwant Singh, zamiiidrir of Banaras. 
He succeeded his "father in a.d. 1770. In 
August, 1781, demands were made upon him, 
by tlie G overnor-General, for additional tribute 
to be paid to the Company, as the sovereign 
power now requiring assistance in its exigency. 
The liilja declined, pleading willingness, but 
inability. He was arrested by Mr. Hastings’ 
order, at Banaras; a revolt took place in 
his belialf on the 20th August ; nearly two 
companies of Sepoys and their officers were 
destroyed, ~ and the Eaja escaped in the con- 
fusion. The Governor- General immediately 
assumed control of the province ; and troops 
were called in to oppose tlie Eilja, who now 
headed the numbers flocking to his support. 
He was defeated at Latifpur, in Bundelkhaud, 
where he had taken refuge; and lastly, his 
stronghold of Bijaigurh was seized, and his 
family plundered* by a force under Major 
Popha in . His post was declared vacant, and 
the zamindari bestowed on the next heir, a 
nephoAv of tlie Eaja, a inmor. After these 
transactions at Banaras, the Governor- General 
])roceeded to Audh, to obtain an adjustment 
of the heavy debts due to the Company by 
the Wazir ‘Asaf-ud-daula. The territories 
of the Begams (one, the mother of Shuja‘-ud- 
daula, the late Kawab' — the other, the mother

of the ^Y^xzlr) were seized, on a charge of 
aiding the insurrection of Chait Singh. The 
Eaja found an asylum in Gwaliar for 29 
years, and died there on the 29th March, a.d. 
1810. See Balwant Singh. His estates, 
with title of Eaja, were presented to his 
nephew Babu Muliip Narain, grandson of 
Eaja Balwant Singh.

Ohand (a 3W), or Chand, called also 

Trikala, from his supposed prophetic spirit, 
was a celebrated Hindu poet or bard. He 
flourished towards the close of the twelfth 
centiuy of the Christian era. He may be 
called* the poet laureate of Prithiraj, the 
Chauhan emperor of Dehli who, in his last 
battle with Shahab-uddin Gliori, was taken 
prisoner and conveyed to Gliazni, where his 
bard, Chand, followed him. Both perished 
by their uwn hands, after the death of their 
implacable foe, Shaliab-uddm. Like the 
Greek bard, Homer, countries and cities have 
contended for the honour of having been the 
place of birth of this the most popular poet 
of the Hindus. Behli, Qanauj, Mahoba, 
and the Panjab, assert their respective claims, 
but his own testimony is decisive, whence it 
appears that he was a native of Lahore. In 
his Frithirdj Chauhan Mdsa, when enumerat- 
ing some of the heroes, friends and partizans 
of his hero, he says, “Kiddar was born in 
Qanauj, Siluk and Jait, the father and son, 
at Abu ; in Mundava the Parihar, and in 
Kurrik Kangra the Haoli Ea5, in Nagor, 
Balbhaddar, and Chand, the bard, at Lahore.”

In 
the year A.D. 1799, in the midst of a dance, in

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wliicli slie bore tlie cliief part, sTie presented 
a Britisli officer witli a copy of her poems, 
accompanied with the following complimentary 
observations, in the form of the usual gazal: — 
Since my heart drank from the cup of a 
fascinating eye, 

I wonder beside myself, like one whom wine 
bewilders. 

Thy searcliing glances leai^e nothing unseated ; 
Thy face, bright as flame, consumes my heart. 
Thou souglitest a Nazar: I offer thee my 
head ; 

Albeit thy heart is not unveiled to me.

Chanda Sahib ( \ surname 

of Husain Dost Klian, a relation of Dost ‘AH 
IGian, Hawab of Areot, wdiose daughter he 
had married. He had made his way to the 
highest offices of the government by the*^ serrtces 
of his sword, and mis esteemed the ablest 
soldier that had of late years appeared in the 
Carnatic. He cajoled the queen of Trichi- 
nopoly, and got possession of the city in a.d. 
1736. He was taken prisoner by the 
Malmattas on the 2Gth March, a.d. 1741, 
and imprisoned in the fort of Sitara, hut wms 
released by the intervention of Diipleix iu 
1748, and appointed ^Xawab of the Carnatic by 
Miizaffar Jang\ lie was put to death iu 
A.D. 1752, 1st Shaffian, a.h. 1165, by the 
Mahrattas, and his head sent to IVluhammad 
‘All Klirm, made jNTawmb of Arcot by the 
English, wdi .0 reigned for over 40 years. 

Chandar Blian 

a Brahman of Patiala, well -versed in the 
Persian langnage,'\vas employed as a MunsliT 
in the service of the prince Dara Shikoh, the 
eldest son of the emperor Shilh Jahiin. He 
is the author of several Persian ’works, i.e., 
Chddasta, TulifaU uUAnimr^ TuhfaUid- 
FusAm^ MajuKd^uUFuqru, one entitled 
Char Chanum, another called Ilanshdt Brah- 
man being a collection of his owm letters 
'written to different persons, and also of a 
Diwan in 'wbicli he nses the title of Brahman 
for his poetical name. After the tragical 
dt^afh of his employer, he retired to Baiiaras 
W'hero he died in the year a.d. 166'i, a.h. 
1073, lie had also built a house at Agra, of 
•which no traces no\v remain. 

Chand Bibi (Sultana) ( ) 

•was the daughter of Husain Nizam Shah I. 
of Ahmadnagar iu the Deccan, sister to 
Murtaza Nizam Sliah, and wife of ‘AH ‘Adil 
Sliah I. of Bijapur. After the death of' her 
husband in a.d. Ie580, a.h. 98h, she had 
been queen and dowager-regent of the neigh- 


bouring kingdom of Bijap-iir during the 
minority of her nephew Ibrahim ‘Adil 
Shah li. and -was one of the most able 
politicians of her day. The Miighols under 
prince Murad, the son of Akbar, proceeded 
in November, a.d. 1595, Eal)i‘ II. a.h. 1004, 
and besieged Ahmadnagar for some months, 
while Chand Sultana defended the place wnth 
masculine resolution. At the same time, 
there being a scarcity of provisions in tlie 
Mughol camp, the prince and Ivhan-IQ-ianrin 
thought it advisahie to enter into a treaty 
wdth the besieged. It wais stipulated by 
Chand BIbi that the prince should keep 
possession of Berar, and that Ahmadnagar 
and its dependencies, should remain with her 
in the name of Bahadur, the grandson of 
Bimhan Shah. She -was put to death by a 
faction iu the year a.d. 1599, a.h. 1008. 

Chandrag'upta called by 

the Greeks Saudracottus. He seized the 
kingdom of Magadha, after the massacre of 
the siuvivors of the Naida dynasty, wiiose 
capital yras the celebrated city Pataliputra, 
called by the Greeks Palibothra. Married a 
Greek Princess, danghter of Selencus Nikator, 
and was grandfather to Asoka {q.v.), 

ClianduLal a Hindu, 

who was appointed Dlwnin to the Nizam 
of Haidar abad in a.d. 1808. His poetical 
name is Shadan. He died in the year a.d. 
1863. 

Cbangez Klian (,^1.::^ also 

called by us Gengis, Jengis, and Ziugis, 
surnamed Tamujiii, 'was the son of Yosuki 
a IChiin or chief of the tribe of Miighols. 
He -was born in a.d. 1154, a.h. 549, and at 
the age of 13 he began to reign, but the 
couspiracies of his subjects obliged him to fly 
for safety to Avant Wiau, a Tartar prince, 
whom he" supported on his throne, and 'whose 
daughter he iriarried. These ties Avere not 
biudiug. AA'aiit Khun joined against Changez, 
Avho took signal vengeance on his enemies, 
and after almost imexampled vicissitudes he 
obtained, at the age of 49, a complete A'ictory 
OA-er all those AA^ho had endeavoured to effecd 
his ruin, and received from the IGians of 
Tartary the title of lOiaqiin iu a.d. 1206, 
A.H. 602, and Avas declared emperor of 
Tartary, His ca]:)ital Avas Uaraqiirm. In 
the space of 22 years he conquered Corea, 
Cathay (part of" China) and the nobles-t 
proAunces of Asia, and becanui as renoAvned a 
conqueror as Alexander the Great. He died 
on Siinday the 29th August, a.d. 1227, 
Eamaztin, a.h. 624, aged 75 lunar years, 
leaving his clomiuious (Avhich extended* 1800 
leagues from east to Avest, and 1000 from 
north to south) properly divided among bis 
four sons, Juji, Oqtai, Cliaghtai and TuH 
Khan.

Satar Sal, -was the son of Chait Singh, cMef 
of the Bundelas or inhabitants of Bimdel- 
khand, of which province he wuis Baja. To 
secure the independence of his posterity 
against the encroaching power of the 
Marliattas, he entered into a close alliance 
■with the Peshwa BajI Bao I. about the year 
A.D. 1733, A. H. 1146, and at his demise he 
bequeathed Mm a third of his dominions, 
under an express stipulation that his 
posterity should be protected by the Peshwa 
and his heirs. Chatr Sal died a.d. 1735, 
leaving tw'O sons, Ilirde Bah and Jagat Baj. 
The division of the dominions of Bunde'l- 
khand, bequeathed to the Peshwa, comprised 
the Mahals of Kalp!, Sirounj, Kunch, Garra 
Kota, and Ilirdainagnr. Gangadhar Bala 
W'as nominated by the Pcshw'a as his naih to 
su]3oriutcnd the collections. Afteinvards the 
principal loaders in BundelUiand having 
fallen in battles, and the ruin of the country 
having betm completed by the subsequent 
conquest of the Baja of Panna by Nana 
Arjun, the grandson of Bakhat Singh, a 
descendant of Chatr Sfd, it hence became 
the object of Nana Kama w'is, the Puna 
minister, notwithstanding the stipulations by 
■which ti'ie former Peshwa obtained from 
Chair Sal one -third of his dominions, to 
minex the whole of BiindelkhaiKl to the 
Marhalta States. Fortius purpose he gave 
the investiture of it to ‘All Bahadur, son of 
Shamslier Bahadur, an illegitimtiie son of the 
Poshw'a Eaji Bao, whose descendants became 
Nawri])s of Banda,

One 
Qurhan ‘All, wdio had held a subordinate 
position, and was latterly a Sharistadar under 
the British Government, suddenly became a 
rich man by marrying her. He formed the 
acquaintance of -this young and heaiitiful 
woman, and they resolved to be married. 
But the Begani did not wish the union with 
a man so inferior to herself to take place 
where she was known, and so obtained the 
permission of the Chief Commissioner to 
leave Oudh on the pretence of making a 
pilgnmage to Mecca. Once clear of Lucknow, 
she was joined by Qurhan ‘AH, and made for 
Ms home at Bijnaur in Bundelkhand.

court of Amir Kuh II. son of Amir Mansur 
Samani, by whose request he had commenced 
to Anite the 8Mh Efdma, but before he could 
tiiiish a thousand Aurses of the story of 
Gashtasp, he Avas slain by one of his slaAUS. 
The year of his death is hot known, hnt this 
eAunt appears to haAU taken place during the 
reign of his royal master, Avho reigned in 
Khurasan twenty years, and died in a.d. 997, 
A.H. 387. Hi.s proper name, according to 
the Aitashkada, Avas Mansur bin- Ahmad. 

Dalpat Eaja of Bhojpur near 

Biixar, Avas defeated and imprisoned, and AAffien 
he Avas at length set at liberty by Akhar, on 
payment of an enormous sum', he again 
rebelled under Jahangir, till Bhojpur was 
sacked, and his successor Baja Partab wms 
executed by Shah Jahan, Avhilst the Bani 
was forced to marry a Muhammadan courtier.

After the death of his 
brother, prince Sultrni ^Miirfid, he Avas sent 
to the Deccan by his father, accompanied by 
a well appointed army, Avitb orders to occupy 
all the Kizfim Shahi territories. AhmadnagaV 
Avas taken in the beginning* of the year a.h. 
1009, or a.d. 1600; Sultfiu Danial died on 
the 8th April, a.d. 1605, 1st Zil-hijja, a.h. 
1013, in the city of Burhanpur, aged 33 years 
and some months, oAA'ing to exces.s in drinking. 
His death and the circumstances connected 
with it so much affected the king his father, 
Avho Avas in a declining state of health, that 
he became eAmry day Averse, and died md. long 
after. From the chronogram it Avmild seem 
that the prince Danial died in the year a.h. 
1012, or a.d. 1604, a year and .six mouths 
before his father.

AAdiose proper name was Muhammad ShafT or 
Mulla Shall, Avas a Persian merchant Avho 
came to Surat about the year a.d.

He Avas soon 
after raised to the mansab of 3000 and 
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payiiiastersliip of the army, with the title of 
Daiiishmand Mian. In the reign of 
‘Alamgir he was honored Avith the mansab 
of 4000, and after some time to that of 5000, 
and appointed governor of Shah Jahanabad, 
Avhere he died in the month of July, a.d. 1670, 
10th Eabi I. a.h. 1081. He used to speak 
much about the Christian religion. Bernier, 
the French Traveller, who accompanied 
‘Alamgir to Kashmir in 1664, Avas attached 
to his suite, and has mentioned Mm in his 
Travels. 

Danislimaiid Khan 

AAdiose original name Aims Mirza Muhammad, 
and poetical, Ali, Avas a native of Shiraz. In 
the year a.d. 1693, he Avas honored AA'ith the 
title of Kahnat Khan, and the superinten- 
dence of the royal kitchen by the emperor 
‘Alamgir. After the death of that monarch, 
the title of Kawab Daiiishmand Mian Ali 
Avas conferred on him by Bahadur Sliah, by 
Avhose order he had commenced Avriting a 
Sliahnama or history of the reign of that 
emperor, but died soon after in the year a.d. 
1708, A.H. 1120.

Dara or Darab II. the 

eighth king of the second or Kaianian 
dynasty of the kings of Persia, Avas the son 
of Queen Hiiinai, Avliom he succeeded on the 
Persian throne.

Dara or Darab III. ^ j) is the 

celebrated Darius Godomaniis of the Greeks. 
He succeeded his father Dara II. as king of 
Persia, and Avas slain in battle against Alex- 
ander the Great in the year b.c. 331. He 
Avas the ninth and last long of the 2nd or 
Kaianian dynasty of the kings of Persia.

Dara Bakht (Mirza) 

son of Bahadur Shah, the ex-king of Dehli. 
His poetical title is Dara, and he is the 
author of a DiAVan.

Darab Khan commonly 

called Mirza Dfinib^ AAvas the second son of 
Abdul Itahini Klian, Khan Klianan. After 
the death of his eldest brother ShahnaAvaz 
Kliau in a.d. 1618, a.h. 1027, he Avas 
lionored Avith the rank of 5000 by the 
emperor Jahangir and was appointed 
governor of Borar and Ahmadnagar in the 
Deccan. He Avas also governor of Bengal 
for some time, and on his return to the 
Deccan the emperor, being displeased with 


him on some account, ordered Mahahat Khan 
to strike oiff his head, Avhich he did, and 
sent it to the king. This circumstance took 
place A.D. 1625, a.h. 1034. 

Darab Khan son of 

Mukhtar Mian SubzAvarl, a nobleman in the 
seiwice of the emperor ‘Alamgir. He died 
on the 24th June, a.d. 1679, 25th Jiimada I. 
A.H. 1090. 

Dara Shikoh the eldest 

and favourite son of the emperor Shah Jahan, 
was born on the 20th March, o.s, 1615, 29th 
Safar, a.h. 1024. His mother, Mnmtaz 
Mahal {d. Arjiimand), AAms the daughter of 
‘Asaf Mian, Avazir, the brother of ISTur 
Jahan Begain. In the 20th year of his age, 
i.e., in the year a.d. 1633, a.h. 1043, he 
was married to the princess Kadira, the 
daughter of his uncle Sultan Parwez, by 
Avhoni he had two sons, mz.^ Siilaiman 
Shikoli and Sipahr Shik5h. In a.d. 1658, 
during the illness of his father, a great battle 
took place betAAmen him and his brother 
Anrangzib ‘Alamgir for the throne, in Avhich 
Dara being defeated, Avas at la.st obliged to 
fly toAvards Sindh, Avhere he was captured by 
tne chief of that country and brought to the 
presence of Anrangzib, loaded Avith chains, 
on a soiTy elephant AAuthout housings ; Avas 
exposed through all the principal places and 
then led off to a prison in old Dehli, Avhere 
after a feAV days, in the night of the 29th 
August, o.s. 1659, 21st Zil-hijja, a.h. 1069, 
he AAms murdered by the order of Anrangzib ; 
bis body exhibited next morning to the 
populace on an elephant, and his head cut off 
and carried to the emperor, aaKo ordered it 
to he placed on a platter, and to he AAiped 
andAAmshed in his presence. When he had 
satisfied himself that it Avas the real head of 
Dara, he began to Aveep, and AAith many 
expressions of sorroAv directed it Avith its 
corpse to be interred in tine tomb of the 
emperor Huma}iin. Sipahr Shikoh, his son, 
aaMo was also taken captive and brought with 
his father, wuas sent aAvay in confinement to 
GAvaliar. Sulaiman Shikoh, his eldest son, 
who, after the defeat of his father liad taken 
refuge in Siinagar for some time, AAms 
subsequently, in a.d. 1670, a.h. 1071, gKen 
up by the Haja. of that place to the officers of 
Anrangzib and conveyed to Dehli. He Avas 
then sent to GAvidinr, Avhere be and his 
brother Sipahr Shikoh both died within a 
short space. Dara Shikoh is the author of 
the AAmrk called Saflnat-tiUAidia, an abridg- 
ment of the Life of Muhammad, with a 
circumstantial detail of his AAUves, children, 
and companions, etc., also of a Avork entitled 
Majma^ • ul - Bahrain {i,e.j the imiting of 
both seas), in Avhich, he endeavours to 
reconcile the Brahman religion Avith tlie 
Muhammadan, citing passages from the 
Quran to prove the several points. In 1656 
be likewise, Avitb tbe same intent, caused a 
Persian translation to he made by the 
Brahmans of Banaras, of the ApniMiat, a 
work in the Sanskrit language, of Avhich the 
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title sig’nifi es tlieword tliat is not to be said 
meaning the secret that is not to be reTealed. 
This book he named Sarr-i-Asrdr, or Secret 
of Secrets ; but his enemies took advantage 
of it to traduce him in the esteem of his 
father^ s Muhammadan soldiers, and ^ to 

stigmatize him with the epithets of Kafir 
ancl Eafizi (unbeliever and blasphemer), and 
finally effected his ruin ; for Ainangzib his 
brother made a pretence of that, and con- 
sequently had all his bigoted Muhammadans 
to join liim. Auqiietil cto Perron has given 
a translation of this work, in two large 
volumes in quarto, on which a very good 
critique may be found in the Second Kiimber 
of the Bd'mlnirgh JRevieiv. There is also a 
copy of the Persian version of this work in 
ilie British Museum^ ivith a MS. translation, 
made by K. P. Halhed. The authorship of 
other works has been ascribed to this prince. 
His poetical name was Qiichri. Catron says 
that Dara died a Christian.

Dard (Mir) djS) is the poetical 

name of KJiwaja Muhammad Mir of Dehli, 
a son of iQiwaja Nasir who was one of the 
greatest Shaikhs of the age. Dard was the 
greatest poet of his time. He wns formerly 
in the army, but he gave up that profession 
on the advice of his father and led the life 
of a devotee. When dm*ing the fall of Dehli 
everybody fled from the city, Dard remained 
in poverty contented with liis lot. He was a 
Sufi and a good singer. A crowd of musicians 
used to assemble at his house on the 22nd of 
every month. Some biographers say that 
he was a disciple of Shall Gulshan, mining 
Shaikh Sahl-ullalv, Besides a Diwfm in 
Persian and one in liekhta, he has written a 
treatise on Sufiisra called Rwlla Wdridat. 
He died on Thursday the 3rd January, a.d. 
1785, 24th Safar, a.h. 1199.

a native of Bidar in the Deccan. M’’hen 
twelve years of age, he held the office of ])ago 
and seal-hearer to Siiltdn Muhammad Shah 
Bahmani I. king of Deccan about the year 
A.D. 1368, A.H. 770. He is the author of 
the Tahfat-’iiS'-SaltUui Ikihmam. 

DaudKlianFaru(ii(^j^li jjlj) 

succeeded his brother j^liraii Gkani to the 
throne of Kbandesh in September, a.d. 1503, 
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1st Jumack I. A.H. 916, reigned seven years 
and died on Wednesday tlie 6th August, A.n.

Band Klian Qiireslii Jjb) 

son of Bhlkan Hian, was an officer of 5000 
in the reign of the emperor ‘Alamgir. In 
the year a.d. 1670, a. ir. 1081, he was 
appointed governor of Allahabad. 

Band Khan Panni 

son of lOiizir Khan Panni, a Pathan officer, 
was reno wned throughout India for his reckless 
courage, and his memory still sinvives in the 
tales and proverbs of the Deccan. He served 
several years under ‘Alamgir, and when 
Bahadiu’ Shiili, on his departure from the 
Deccan, gave the viceroyalty of that kingdom 
to the Amir-al-Uinra," Ziilfikar Klian, as 
that chief could not be spared from court, he 
left the administration of the government to 
Dafid ffiiaii, who was to act as his lieutenant. 
In the reign of Farriikh-siyar, when the 
Amir-ul-llmra Husain ‘Ali Khiln marched 
towards Deccan, Baud IDiiin received secret 
orders from the emperor to oppose and cut 
him off. Accordingly when the Aniir-ul- 
Umra arrived at Biirhanpur, Daud Khan, 
who regarded himself as tlie hero of his age, 
prepared to receive him. The engagement 
was very bloody on both sides ; a matchlock 
ball struck Dilud Khan, and he fell down 
dead on the seat of his elephant. This event 
took place in the year a.d. 1715, a.h. 1127. 

Baud Qaisari (Shaikli)

called Sharah KacUs - ul ~ A^'haHn, besides 
the one written by Birgili. He died a.d. 
1530, a.h. 751. 

Baud Shah Bahmani (Sultan) (jjlj 

the son of Sultan 

‘Ala-nddin Hasan, ascended the throne of 
Deccan, after assassinating his nephew 
Miijahid Shah on the 14th April, a.d. 1378, 
21st Muharram, a.h. 780. He reigned one 
month and five days, and was mnrdei’ed on 
the 19 th May, the same year in the mosque 
at Kulbarga where he went to say his 
prayers. He was succeeded by Ms brother 
Mahmud Shah I. 

Daud Shall iLi, jjb), a king 

of Gujrat, who was placed on the throne 
after the death of his nephew Q,utb Shah in 
A.D. 1439, and was deposed after seven days, 
when Malimud Shah, another nephew of his, 
a youth of only 14 years of age, was raised to 
the throne. 

Baud Shah tlie youngest 

son of Siilaiinaii Qirani, succeeded to the 
kingdom of Bengal after the death of his 


eldest brother Baiazid in the year a.d. 1573, 
A.H. 981. This prince was much addicted to 
seusual excesses; and the propensity was 
rendered more degrading by his iiielination to 
associate with persons of low origin and mean 
connections, by whom he was’ induced to 
attack the frontiers of the kingdom of Dehli, 
He had several skirmishes with Munaim 
Khan, Khan Khaniln, governor of Jaunpur, 
who Avas subsequently joined by his master, 
the emperor Akbar, AAdien an obstinate battle 
took place on the 30th July, a.d. 1575, 21st 
EabT II. A.H. 983, in Avhich Daud Shah was 
defeated and obliged to retire to a fort on tlie 
borders of Katak. After this a peace was 
concluded, by which Baud Shah wns invested 
mth the government of Orisa and Katak, 
and the other proAunces of Bengal Avere 
occupied by Munaim Klian in the name 
of the emperor. The year of iliis event 
is commemorated in a Persian Hemistich. 
After the death of Munaim Khan, Avhiclitook 
place the same year at Laldinauti, Daud 
^an re-took the provinces of Bengal, but 
Avas soon attacked by lyhan Jahaii Turkman, 
who Avas appointed governor, Avhen after a 
severe engagement Baud .Klian Avas taken 
prisoner, andsuifered death as a rebel. From 
that period, the kingdom of Bengal was 
subdued, and fell under the subjection of the 
emperor Akhar. Tims ended the rule of the 
Purbi or independent eastern kings of Bengal. 

Baud Tai a Musalman 

doctor who Avas master of several sciences. 
He had served Abu Hanifa for 20 years, and 
was one of the disciples of Habib Kai. He 
Avas contemporary Avith Fazail Aiaz, Ibrahim 
Adhain and Ma‘ruf Karkhi, and died in the 
reign of the khalif AUlVIahdi, the son of 
Al-Mansur, about the year A.D. 781 or 782, 
A.H. 164 or 165.

He floniished in the reign 
of Sultan Abu Sa'id and died, according 
to Haji Klialfa, in the year a.h. 908 
(corresponding with A.D. 1502.) He is the 
author of the Sharah Saiakal, Ahhhlq Jaluli^ 
(on the existence of God), Misdia 
Zaura {cm Sufiism), Silshia Shamsia, and 
Amvdr Shdjia, He also Avrote the Sharah 
^Aqded, and marginal notes on Sharah 
Taj rid. The Akhlaq Jalali is a translation 
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from the Arabic, the original of which 
appeared in the 10th century under the name 
of Kitah-iit-’TahaTat,^ by an Arabian author, 
minister of the iniperiariionse of Boy a. Two 
centuries after, it was translated into Persian 
by Abu Kasr, and named AJMaq Ndsirf^ oi: 
the morals of Kasir, being enriched with 
some important additions taken from Abu 
Sina. Ill the loth century it assumed a still 
further improved form, under the present 
designation, the AlMaq Jalall or morals of 
Jaial. This book, which is the most esteemed 
ethical work of middle Asia, Avas translated 
into English by W. E. Thompson, of the 
Bengal Cml Service, London, 1839. 

Dawar Bakhsli (Sultan) 

surnamed Mirza Bulaqi, was 

the son of Sultan Kliusro.. When his 
grandfather, the emperor Jahangir, died on 
his way from Ivaslmiir to Lahore in October, 
o.s. 1627, Safar, a,h. 1037, ‘Asaf I£han, 
Avazir, who Avas all along determined to 
support Shah Jahan, the son of the late 
emperor, immediately sent off a messenger to 
siimioon him from the Deccan. In the 
meantime, to sanction his oAAm measures by 
the appearance of legal authority, he released 
prince Diiwar BalAsh from prison, and 
proclaimed him king. Nhr Jahiln Begam, 
endeavouring to support the cause of Shaliriar, 
her son-in-hiAA’, Avas placed under temporary 
restraint by lier brother, the Avazir, Avho 
then continued his march to Lahore. 
Shaliriar, Avho AAms already in that city, forming 
a coalition Avitb tAro, the sons of liis uncle, 
the late Prince Danial, marched out to oppose 
‘Asaf Khan. The battle ended in his defeat ; 
ho Avas given up by his adherents, and after- 
Avards put to death together Avith Dawar 
Bal^sh and the tAVO sons of Danial, by orders 
from Shah Jaliaii, AAdio ascended the 'throne. 
Elphinstone in his History of India says that 
DaAvar Bakhsh found means to escape to 
Persia, Avhere he Avas afterwards seen by the 
Holstein ambassadors.

The Avonderful feats of this man are sung 
or recited accompanied by the beat of a dhol 
throughout Hindustan.

The Gfivern- 
ment of Madras iustructed 'Colonel 'Wellesley 
to piu’sue him Avlierever ho could be fcniud 
and to hang him on the first tree. His sub- 
jugation and subsequent death (in I80t)) Avilh 
the extirpation of his fonuidablebaiid of free- 
booters, relieved the English Government 
from an enemy avIu), though by no imams 
equal to Haidar and Tlpii, "might eA'eutually 
haA^e afforded considerable annoyance.

Dilami ( and Sfiniiinx wTre two 

dynasties AAdiioh divided betAveon tliem the 
kingdom of Persia toAvards tlie beginning of 
tbe 10th century. They botli rose to power 
through the favour of the lilmllfs of Baglidfid, 
but they speedily threw off the yoke. The 
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Dilami divided into two brandies, exercised 
sovereign authority in Kirman, Iraq, Faris, 
Idiiizistan, and Laristaii, always admowledg- 
ing their nominal dependence on the Khalili, 
and during' the whole period of their rule, 
one of the southern branch of this family was 
vested with the dignity of Aniir-nl-Umra, or 
vizir, and managed the affairs of the Khalifate. 
Several of the Dilanii were able and wise 
rulers, but Mahmud of ^lazni put an end to 
the rule of the northern branch in a.d. 1029, 
and the Saljuqs subjugated the southern one 
in A.D. 1056, by the capture of Baghdad, 
their last stronghold. Their more powerful 
rivals, the Samani, had obtained from the 
Hialif the government of Transoxiana inA.D. 
874 ; and to this, Isnia‘il the most celebrated 
prince of the family, speedily added Khwarizm, 
Balkh, IQiurasan, Sistan, and many portions 
of northern Turkistan. Bebellions of pro- 
vincial governors distracted the Samanida 
monarchy towards the end of the 10th century; 
and in A.n. 999 their dominions north of 
Persia were taken possession of by the Kian 
of Kjishghar, the Persian provinces being 
added by Mahmud of ^hazni to his dominions. 
jSee Samani. 

Dilawar Klian founder 

of the dynasty of the Muhammadan Idngs 
of Malwa. ^Ilie Hindu histories of the 
kingdom of Millwa, go back as far as the reign 
of llaja Bikarmajit, whose accession to tliat 
kingdom has given rise to an era which 
commences 57 years before Christ. After 
him reigned Baja Bhoj and many others who 
are all mentioned among the Bajas of 
Hindustan. During the reign of Ghayas- 
uddin Balban, king of Dehli in the year a.d. 
1310, a.h. 710, the Muhammadans first 
invaded and conquered the provinces of 
Malwa ; after which it acknowledged allegi- 
ance to that crown until the reign of 
Muhammad Slitih Tii gh laq II. a.d. 1387, 
A.H. 789. At this period Dilawar K]ian, a 
descendant on his mother’s side from Sultan 
Shahrib-uddin ®iori, was appointed governor 
of Miilwa, previously to the accession of 
Muhammad Takhlaq, and he subsequently 
established his independence. In the year 
A.D. 1398 A.H. 801, Mahmud Shah, king of 
Dehli, being (kiven from his throne by Amir 
Taimur (Tamerlane), made his escape to 
Giijrat, and then to Miilwa, wliere he remained 
three years, after which, in a.d. 1401, 
A.H. 804, he, at the instance of the Dehli 
nobles, quitted Malwa, in order to resume 
the reins of his own government. Dilawar 
Hian shortly afterwards assumed royalty and 
divided his Idngdom into estates among his 
officers whom he ennobled. Dilawar Khan 
on assuming independence, took iip his 
residence in Dhar, which place he considered 
as the sect of his government, but he fre- 
quently visited the city of Mando, remaining 
there sometimes for months together. He 
only survived his assumption of the royal 
titles a few years ; for in the year a.d. 1405, 
A.H. 808, he died suddenly, and his son Alp 
Kliiin ascended the throne under the title of 
Sultan llushang Shah. Including Dilawar 


Klian eleven princes reigned in Miilwa till 
the time of the emperor Hiiinayun, whose 
son Akbar eventually siihclned and attached 
it to the Dehli government. Their names 
are as follow :

‘Abdul Eauf , the son of kihdiil Karim, form erly 
in the service of the Idng of Bijapur. After 
the conquest of that country, he joined 
‘Alamgir and received the title of Diler 
IGian and the niansab of 7,000. He died 
in the reign of Bahadur Shah in the Deccan, 
where he held a jagir. 

Dilip Singh Maharaju, 

often miscalled by Europeans ‘ ‘ Dhnleep 
Sing,” the sun of Eani Chanda Knnwar {q.v.). 
He became titular ruler of the Panjah a.'d. 
1843, blit was deposed by Dalhoiisie 1848 ; 
became a Cliristiau and settled for some years 
in England. Married an Egyptian lady, by 
whom he had issue. "Went to" India, alleging 
grievances against the Government, but was 
not allowed to land. Abjured Christianity 
and declared himself a foe to the British race.

daughter of Shahnawaz IHiau Safwi, the son 
of Mirza Enstam Kandhan, and wife of the 
emperor ‘Alamglr.

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Dilshad Kliatuii jLi-Jo), 

claiig'liter of Amir Damishq, the son of Amir 
Juhan or JoYian, and wife of Sultan Abu 
Sa‘id igiaii.

1335, took 
possession of Baghdad and married her, but 
the reigns of governinent remained in her 
hands.

He was wounded in a battle fought against 
Shah ‘Ahhas the Great, king of Persia, and 
died shortly after. 

Diwan a collection of odes. 

The word is of frequent occurrence in Persian 
literature. 

Diwana poetical name of 

Muhammad Jau, who died in the year a.d. 
1737, A.H, 1150. 

Diwana poetical name of Eae 

Sarahsukh, a relation of Raja Malia Narayan. 
He wrote two Persian Dlwans of more than 
10,000 verses; most poets of Lucknow were 
his pupils. He died in a.d. 1791, a.h. 1206. 

Diwana poetical name of 

Mirzil Muhammad ‘Ali IGian of Jahanahad. 
He was employed at the office of Mr. Colehrooke 
at Jahanahad. 

Diwanji Begam She 

p " • o ' >•* 

was the mother of Arjnmand Bano Begam 
Muintaz Mahal, and the wife of ‘Asaf Khan, 
■wazir. On a spot of fifty highas of laud on 
the bank of the river Jamna, close to Tajganj, 
is to he seen her tomb of white marble. 

Dost ^Ali ISTawab of 

Arkat and a relative of Mnrtaza Khan. Under 
him the atrocious seizure of Trichinopoly was 
perpetrated by Chanda Sahib. He wms suc- 
ceeded by his son Safdar ‘Ali, who, after 
overcoming the effects of poison prepared for 
him by Mnrtaza IHuin, fell by the poniard 
of a Pathan assas.sin, hired for the work by 
the same person. A storm wms raised wffiich 
he had not the coiirnge to encounter ; and 
disguising himself in fehiale attire, he escaped 
from Arkat to his owm fort of Vellore. 

Dost Muhammad Khan 
ruler of Kabul and Qaiidahar, was one of 


the brothers of Fatha Khan, the celebrated 
wazir of Mahmud, ruler of Hirat and chief 
of the Barakzai clan. He was the most 
po'werfiil chief in Afghanistan, and had for 
some years previous to the restoration of Shah 
Shiijaa‘-iil-Miilk by the British in 1838, 
ruled that country. He was taken to Calcutta 
during the war, as related below ; but his 
sou Akhar Khan {q.v.) defeated and for a 
time expelled the invaders and killed Shiijaa‘ 
(q.v.). The folloAviiig is a summary of the 
Dost’s career : — 

On the death of this prince, Dost Aluham- 
mad again assumed the reins of goverimient. 
On the base and cruel murder of Fatha 
Ipian by Mahmud, at the instigation of Prince 
Kamran, his brothers revolted from their 
allegiance under the guidance of Azim Hian, 
the governor of Kaslimir, and drove Mahmud 
and Ms son Kamran .from Kabul. Azini 
Khan in the first instance offered the vacant 
throne to Shah Shiijaa% but offended by some 
personal slight AAithdrew his support, and 
placed in his room, Aiyub, a brother of Shah 
Slmjaa‘, who A?as content to take the trappings 
Avith the poAver of royalty. On xVzIiii luiaa’s 
death, his brothers dissatisfied AAUth their 
position conspired against his son, Ilabib- 
nllah IGian, and seizing his person, by threats 
of hloAAung him from a gun, induced liis 
mother to deliver up the residue of Azini 
Hum’s immense AA'ealth. Aiyub’s son aauas 
killed in these disputes, and he himself, 
alarmed by these scenes of violence, fled to 
Lahore. Dost Muhammad Hiaii, the most 
talented of the brothers, then took possession 
of the throne and became de facto king of 
Kabul. Sher Dil Kliari, accompanied hyl'our 
brothers, carried off about half a million 
sterling of xi.z!in Klian’ s money, and seated 
himself in Kandainlr as an" independent 
cMeftain, He and one of his brothers died 
some years ago ; and Kandahar Awas until 
lately ruled by Ivohan Dil lyhan, assisted by 
Ms two surviving brothers Rahim Dil and 
Mir Dil. In the year 1839 the British army 
entered Kabul and placed Shah >Shujaa‘-ul- 
Mnlk on the throne on the 8th. May, and 
Dost Muhammad H^iiin surrendered to the 
British Envoy and Minister in Kabul on the 
4th Kovember, after having defeated the 2iid 
Bengal Cavalry, Avho were disbanded for their 
behaviour in "the action of Parwan Barra. 
He Avas suhseqnently sent doAvn to Caleiitta, 
where he ari'Hed, accompamed by one of his 
sons, on the 23.rd May, 1811. He Avas set 
free in November, 1842, and returned to 
Kabul, Avliere he reigned as before till his 
death, wffiich took place on the 9th June, a.d.. 
1863, 31st Xil-lujja, a.h. 1279 ; Ms youngest 
son Amir Sher Ail succeeded Mm. 

Doulat Khan Lodi 

wlio,^ according to Firishti, Avas an Alglian 
by birth, originally a priAute Secretary, *viio 
after passing through, various office^ was 
raised by Sultan Mahmud Tughlaq, and 
attained the title of ‘Aziz Miimalik. After 
the death of Mahmiid, the nobles raised him 
to the tlirone of Dehli in April, a.d. 1413, 
Mulvirram, a.h. 816. In March, U14-, 15th 
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Eabi I. A.H. 817, Kliizir Kliaii, goyernor ol 
Multan, invaded Delili, and after a siege of 
four inonths obliged Doiilat gian on the 
4tli June, 1414, Jamada I. a.h. 817, to sur- 
render. He was instantly confined in the 
fort of Eirozabad, where he died after two 
months. 

Doixlat Klian Lodi 

who invited Babar Shah to India, was a 
descendant of the race of that name, who 
heretofore reigned at Delili. He %vas a poet 
and a man of learning. He died a short 
time before Babar concpi red Dehli, i.e, in 
the year a.d. 1526, a.h. 923. 

Bonlat Khan Lodi Shalm Khail 

was 

the father of the rebel ID^an Jahaii Lodi. 
He served under Mirza ‘Aziz Koka, ‘Abdul 
Baliim Khan IHianan, and Prince Danial 
for several years, and was raised to the rank 
of 2,000. He died in the Deccan a. n. 1600, 
A.H. 1009. 

Doulat Rao Sindliia (Maharaja) 

of 

Givaliar, a Mahratta chief, was the grand- 
nephew and adopted son of Madhoji Sindliia, 
whom he succeeded to the Eaj of Gwaliar in 
March, a.d. 1794, a.h. 1208*. His violence, 
rapacity and lawless amhition, were the main 
causes of the war in 1802 with the confederate 
Mahratta chieftains. Hostilities having broken 
out with the British, Sir Arthur Wellesley 
(afterwards Duke of M^ellingtou) defeated 
Doulat Pwao at Assaye in 1803, while Lord 
Lake drove the Maliriittas from the whole of 
the Doab. He married Baiza Baid, daughter 
of Sherji Eilo, Ghatgai, reigned 33 years, and 
died on the 21st March, 1827, 21st Sh‘aban, 
a.h. 1242. He was succeeded by Jhanko 
Eao Sindhia. 

Bonlat Shall (iL-ij son of 

Bakht Shah of Samarqand, and anthor of the 
Biography of Poets called Tazhira Houlut 
Shdhl. He flourished in the reign of Sultan 
Husain Mnrza of Herat, surnanied Abiil 
Ghazi Bahadur, and dedicated the work to 
his prime minister, the celebrated Amir 
Hizani - iiddiu ‘Alisher. This w’ork was 
written in a.d. 1486, a.h. 891, and contains 
the Lives or Memoirs of ten Arabian, and one 
hundred and thirty -four Persian poets, with 
various quotations from their works, and 
anecdotes of the princes at whose courts they 
resided. It also gives an account of six poets 
then residing in Herat ; twm of whom were 
principal ministers of the Sultan ; viz. 
‘Alislier and Amir Shaikh Ahmad SuhelL 
He died in a.d. 1495.

Dundi Khan 

a Eohila chief, and son of All Muhammad 
Klian, the founder of the Bohila Government. 


In the partition of lands which were assigned 
to the chiefs, in the time of Haiiz Babniat 
IGian, Dundey Klian obtained the districts of 
Bisauli, Miiradabad, ChandpOr and Samhhal 
in Bohilkhand. He died previous to the 
Bohila war wdiich took place in a.d. 1774, 
leaving three sons, the eldest of whom, Mnliib- 
tillah Khan, succeeded to the largest portion 
of his territories. 

Bunyapat Singh (Raja) (ci-.jI-.JA 

His father died in 

A.D. 1790, at which time he was only 
seven years of age. He inherited from his 
grandfather Btip Bae the Chaklas of Kora, 
Fathapur and Kara, but was dispossessed 
by the Hawab Wazir, and a Kankar allow- 
ance of 24,000 rupees granted to the Baja 
on his exclusion. This was subsequently 
reduced to 7,500 rupees. The original grant 
amounted to 52,000 per annum, payable from 
14 mahflls, hut in a.d. 1770, tlie Nawah 
Kajaf Klian acquiring unlimited dominion 
over these provinces, dispossessed his father 
of eleven of the villages, by wliich his income 
was reduced to 20,000 rupees. In 1787 his 
father was dispossessed of the remaining three 
villages by Zain-ul- ‘Abidin Khan, the ‘Amil, 
but as tlie Bilja was about to proceed to 
hostilities, the ‘Amil agreed to allow him 
10,000 rupees for the first year, and 20,000 
thereafter, but failed iu the fulfilment of his 
promise. In a.d. 1792, Zain-ul- ‘Abidin 
died, and was succeeded by his son Baqar, 
‘All Khan, and from that period up to 1802 
the Baja Duniapat Singh was allowed 8,000 
rupees per annum, which was confirmed by 
Government in 1805 in perpetuity. 

Bupleix, Joseph Erangois, a FreBch 

officer, governor of Pondicherry. In a.d. 
1750 he was elevated to the rank of a Haft 
Hazai'i, or Commander of seven thousand 
horse, and permitted to hear an ensign, 
assigned to persons of the highest note in the 
empire, by Muzaffar Jang, viceroy of the 
Deccan, after his victory over his brother 
Hasir Jang, who fell in battle on loth December 
of that year. But the ambitious plans of 
Dupleix were not approved by the French 
Government. He w^as suspended and sent 
home in 1754; and died in disgrace and 
poverty Hov. 10th, 1764.

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beauty. Overtures had been made for an 
union with Dalpat Sah, Eaja of Sing-algurh 
(which is situated on the brow of a hill that 
commands a pass on the road about halfway 
between Garda and Sangar) ; but the proposal 
was rejected on the ground of a previous 
engagement, and some inferiority of caste on 
the part of the Garlia family, who were of the 
race of the Cliandeil raj puts. Dalpat Sah 
was a man of uncommonly hue appearance, 
and this, added to the celebrity of his father's 
name and extent of his dominions, made 
Diirgawatl as desirous as himself for the 
union, but he was by her given to understand, 
that she must he relinquished or taken by 
force, since the difference of caste would of 
itself he otherwise an insurmoimtahle obstacle. 
He marched with all his troops he could 
assemble, met those of her father and his 
rival, — gained a victory and brought off 
Durgawati as the prize to the fort of 
Singnlgurh. Dalpat Sah died four years 
after their marriage, leaving a son named 
Bir Karayan about three years of age, and 
his Avidow as regent during his minority. 
Asaf l^an, the imperial viceroy at Kara 
Munikpur on the Ganges in the province of 
Allahabad, invited by the prospect of 
appropriating so fine a country and so much 
wealth as she Avas reputed to possess, invaded 
her dominions in the year a.d. 1564, at the 
head of 6,000 caAmlry and 12,000 AAmll 
disciplined infantry, Avitl'i a train of artillery. 
He Avas met by the Baui at the head of her 
troops, and an action took place in AAdiich she 
was defeated. She received a AA'oimd from an 
arroAV in the eye ; and her only son, then 
about 18 years of age, Avas severely Avounded 
and taken to the rear. At this moment she 
received another arrow in the neck ; and 
seeing her troops give AA'ay and the enemy 
closing round her, she snatched a dagger 
from the driver of her elephant, and plunged 
it in her oAvn bosom. Her son Avas taken off 
the field and was, unpereeived by the enemy, 
conveyed back to the palace at Chin-agarh, to 
whicli Asaf Klian returned immediately after 
his victory and laid siege. The young prince 
Avas killed in the siege ; and the Avomen set 
fire to the palace under the apprehension of 
suffering dishonour if they fell alive into 
the hands of the enemy. Two females 


are said to have escaped, the sister of 
the queen, and a young princess, AAdio had been 
betrothed to the young prince Bir JNarayan; 
and these two are said to have been sent to 
the emperor Akhar. In this district of 
Jabbalpur the marble rocks and the palace 
called Madan Mahal are Avorth seeing. There 
is some doggrel rhyme about this palace 
which is not generally knoAvn, though of some 
interest. This building stands on a single 
granite boulder, aucl Avas constructed by the 
Gond princess Eani DiiragaAvati at the time 
of the Muhammadan invasion of Central 
India. Years after the cession of the country 
to the British, a Avag of a Ikinclit Avrote on the 
entrance door of the palace the folloA\ing 
lines : 

Madan Mahal ke chliain me, 

Do tangdn ke hich, 

Gara naii laldi rnpl, 

Aiir sone ka do iiit. 

Translation — 

In the shade of l^Iadan Mahal, 

BetAveen tAVO boulders, 

There are hiuied nine lakhs of rupees 
And tAAm bricks of gold. 

It did not take long for the neAvs of the 
appearance of this Avriting on the door to 
spread abroad, and the very person to fall a 
dupe to the Pandit’s trick Avas Captain 
Wheatley, at that time a Political Assistant 
at J ahalpur. He mustered some peons and 
labourers, and having proceeded to the spot 
commenced digging for the treasure on the 
part of Government. The native lady, in 
Avhose possession AA^ere the village lands on 
AAdiicli the palace stood, came rushing doAAii 
to the Agent to the Governor- General and 
represented that she Avas being plundered of 
her treasure by Captain Wheatley. “ Pagli” 
replied Sir Win. Sleeman, he”is as mad as 
you are ; the Pandit Avonld not have divulged 
the secret Avere it of much value.” Many 
years have since elapsed, and many others not 
possessed of Sir William’s Avisdoin have fallen 
dupes to the Pandit’s poetical trick ; and, hut 
for the very durable nature of the martas, 
there liaA^e been enough excavations made in 
and about the building to raze it to the 
ground.

and also of some Qasidas, ^lazals, Satires, etc. 
He died in the year a.d. 1584, a.h. 993, in 
the fort of Tabrez, during the time it was 
besieged by the Turks. 

Faia ( JjU), or Fayeq, poetical name 

of Moulwi Muhammad Faiq, author of the 
work called MaMzan-ul-Fmoaed, 

Faiz or Fayez, poetical name 

of Shaikh Muhammad Faiz, a pupil of 
Muhammad Sa‘id Ayaz. He is the author 
of a sliort Diwan, aiicl was probably living in 
A.i>. 1724, A.H. 1136. 

Faiz the distinguished mystical 

philosopher and theologist, Mulla Muhsin of 
Kashaii, commonly called Akhund Faiz. He 
flourished under Shfih ‘Abbas II. of Persia, 
who treated him with great respect. He has 
ui'itten a great number of books, of which 
Xii/ib and Kitilh Safi are two 

Commentaries on the Quriin. He died at 
Kashaii in the time of Shah Sulaiman of 
Persia, and his tomb is a place of pilgrimage. 

Faiz poetical title of Alir Faiz 

‘All, an Urdu poet of Debli. His father, 
Mir Muhammad Taqi, was also an elegant 
met, and had assumed the title of Mir for 
lis poetical name. Both Faiz ‘Ali and his 
father were living at Delili in the year a.d.

Faizi (SBaikli) -whose 

proper name was Abu‘1 Faiz, was the son of 
Shaikh Mnharik of Nagor, and eldest brother 
or Shaildi Abu‘l Fazl, prime-minister and 
secretary to the emperor Akbar Shah. He 
was born on the IGtli September, a.d. 1547, 
1st Shaban, a.h. 954, and was first presented 
to Akbar in the 12th year of his reign, and 
introduced his brotlier Ahu‘l Fazl six years 
later. After tlie death of the poet laureate 
Ghizali of Mashhad, about the year a.d. 1572, 
or some years after, or, according to the 
MdsiV’-tiU Umrd, in the 33rcl year of the 
emperor, Faizi was honoured with the title of 
3Ialik-ush-Shua^m, or king of poets. In 
history, philosophy, in medicine, in ' letter 
writing, and in composition, he was without 
a rival. His earlier compositions in verse 
bear his titular name of Faizi, which he 
subsequently dignified into Faiyazi, hut he 
survived to enjoy his last title only one or 
two months, and tlien met his death. Being 
desirous of livalling the lUiamsa or the five 
poems of Nizami, he wrote in imitation of 
them his 3larhaz Adimr, Sidniman and 
Bilk ais, Nal Daman, Haft Kiskivdr, and 
Akhar Ft ama. Tlie story of Nal Daman is 
an episode of the Mahahharat, which he 
translated into Persian verse at the command 
of the emperor Akbar. He was the first 
Musalman that app^^^^ himself to a diligent 
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study of Hindu literature aud science. 
Besides Sanskrit works in poetry and pliilo- 
sopliy, lie made a version of tlie By a Ganita 
aud LUmvatl of Bliaskar Acliarya, the best 
Hebrew works on Algebra and Arithmetic. 
He was likewise author of a great deal of 
original poetry, and of other works in Persian. 
He composed an elaborate Commentary upon 
the Quran, making use of only those 13 out 
of the 28 letters of the Alphabet which have 
no dots, and which he named Sawdt(i'‘-ul- 
lllidm ; a copy of this extraordinary 
monument of wasted labour (says Elliot) 
is to seen in the Library of the ilast India 
House, There is also another book of the 
same description which he ivrote and called 
Mawarul - %il - Kdam._ Faizi suffered from 
asthma and died at Agra on Saturday the 
4th October, o.s. lo9o, 10th Safar, a.h. 
1004, aged 49 lunar years and some months ; 
and, as many supposed him to have been a 
deist, several abusive chronograms were 
written on the occasion, of which the follow- 
ing is one — “ The Shaikh was an infidel.” 
There is also an Inslia or collection of Letters 
which goes after his name. His mother died 
in January, a,d. 1590, a.h. 998, and his 
father in August, a.d. 1593, Zeqahl, a.h. 
1001, He was a profound scholar, well 
versed in Arabic literature, the art of poetry 
and medicine. He was also one of the most 
voluminous Avriters that India has produced 
and is said to have composed 101 books. 
Faizi had been likewise employed as teacher 
to the princes ; he also acted as ambassador. 
Thus in a.h. 1000 he Avas in the Deccan, from 
whence he AA-rote the letter to the historian 
Budaoiii, who had been in temporary disgrace 
at Court.

Faiz-ullah Anju (Mir) 

a Qazi who presided on the 

seat of justice in the reign of Siiltfin 
Mahmud ' Bahmani, king of Deccan, Avho 
reigned from a.h. 137H to 1397, a.h. 780 to 
799. He Avas a good poet, and a contem- 
porary of the celebrated Khwaja Hafiz. 
Once *^prese]iting the Siiltau Avith an ode of 
his own composition, he Avas rcAvarded AAith 
a thousand pieces of gold, and permitted to 
retire, covered Avith honours, to his oaati 
country. 

Faiz-nllah Khan AW 

chief of the Bohelas and Jagirdar of Efimpur, 
Avas the son of ‘Ali IMuliamniad IHian liohela. 
After the battle of luitra in a.d. 1774, he 
retired to the Kamaoii hills. By the treaty 
under Colonel Champion, he bad a territory 
allotted to him of the annual value of 14 lakhs 
of rupees. He chose the city of Eampur as 
the place of his residence, and after an un- 
interrupted and prosperous administration of 
20 years, he died in Beptemher, a.d. 1794, 
Safar, a.h. 1209, and Avas succeeded by his 
eldest son Muhammad Dili IChan. This 
prince, in the course of a few days, in 1794, 


was imprisoned and assassinated by his younger 
brother Ghiilam Miiliammad, aaLo forcibly 
took possession of the government. The 
English, haAdng espoused the cause of Ahmad 
Ali, the infant son of the murdered prince, 
defeated and took Ghulani Muhammad prisoner 
af Bithonra. He Avas conveyed to Calcutta, 
AAEere, under pretence of going on a ]:)ilgTim- 
age to Mecca, he embarked, on board a ship, 
probably landed at one of the ports in Tip a 
Sultan’s dominions, and thence made his Avay 
to the court of Kabul in a.d. 1797, a.h. 1212, 
where, united AAdth the agents of Tipu in 
clamours against the English, lie urged 
Zamaii Shall, the son of Taiiirar Shah, to 
invade Hindustan, promising that, on bis 
approach to Dehli, he shoiild he joined by 
the Avhole tribe of Eohelas. The KaAvab 
Ahmad Ali lOian died about the year a.d. 
1839, A.H. 1255. After the death of Ahmad 
Ali Khan, Muhammad Said Ivban ascended 
the Masuad in 1840 ; after him ]\Iiiliammad 
Yusuf Ali Khan succeeded in 1855, aaTio AAms 
living in 1872. 

FakKri son of Maulana Sultan 

Muhammad Amiri of Henit. He is the 
author of the Jaiodhir-’iiW Ajdeh, Gems of 
Curiosities, being a biography of poetesses. 
He informs ns that Avith flie intention to 
perform the pilgrimage to Mecca, he came 
during the reign of Shah Talimasp Iliisaini 
to Siiidli ; the ruler of that coniitry Avas then 
Isa Turl^an (aaKo died about the year a.d. 
1566, A.H. 974). Ilahi the poet'calls the 
ahove-mentioned Avork Tazhirat-iil-lSfmi. He 
is also the author of the Tahfat-tiU Hahib, a 
collection of Giiazals from the best authors. 

Fakliri a Persian poet wko 

wrote a DiAvan of 10,000 verses in Avhieh he 
imitated most of the ancient masters, but as be 
had not much education he Avas not aelaioAv- 
ledged by other poets. He dug a graA’c for 
himself outside the Isfahan Gate and made 
himself a tombstone, and visited his grave every 
Friday. He AAms living in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993*. 

Fakhr-nd-claxila title of 

AhuT Hasan ‘Ali, a Sultan of the race of 
Boya, was the son of Sultan Eiikn-ud-daiila. 
He* was horn in a.d. 952, a.h. 341, and 
succeeded his brother MoAvaiyad-iid-d:mla to 
the throne of Persia in January, a.d. 9S4, 
Sha‘ban, a.h. 373. He aauis a cruel prince, 
reigned 14 years, and died in August, a.d. 
997, Slia‘han, a.h. 387. He aauis "succeeded 
by his son Majd-ud-daula. 

Fakhr-ud-daula a noble- 

man who was governor of Paiiia in the reign 
of Muhammad Shuh, emperor of Dehli ; he 
held that situation till the year a.d. 1735, 
A.H, 1148, Avhen it Avas taken aAvay IVoni him 
and conferred upon Slmjaa'-uddln* Kruvab of 
Bengal, in addition to that government, and 
of the province of Urissa. 
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Fakhr-uddin one of the 

princes of tlie Druses, wlio, early in the 17th 
century, conceived the idea of rendering him- 
self independent of the Porte. He was 
betrayed, carried a prisoner to Constantinople, 
■where he was strangled by order of Sultan 
Murad IV. in a.d. 1631, a.h, 1041. 

Faklir-uddin Abu Muliammad-Mn- 
Ali az-Zailai 

aiitlior of a Com- 
mentary on the Kanz^ul- Daqaeq entitled 
Ta^baHn-'id-IIaqaeq, which is in great repute 
in India, on account of its upholding the 
doctrines of the Haiiafi sect against those of 
the followers of Shafa^i. He died in a.d. 
1342, A.H. 743. 

Fakbr-uddiu Baliman (Malik) 

third Sultan of 

the dynasty of Kart or Kard, was the son 
of Malik *Shams-nddin Kart II. whom he 
succeeded to the throne of Herat, Balkh and 
^azni in September, a.d. 1305, a.h. 705. 
He Avas contemporary Avitli Sultan Aljaitu, 
snrnanied Mubaminad lOiuda Banda, king o-f 
Persia, Avlio sent an army against him which 
he defeated. He died about the beginning 
of the year a,d. 1307, a.h. 7o6, and was 
succeeded by bis brother Malik Gliayas-uddin 
Kart I. Avbo died in a.d. 1329. 

Fakhr-uddin Ismat-ullah Bukhari 
idSl He 

died in a.d. 1426, a.h. 829.

Fakhr-uddin Junan (Malik) 

eldest son of 

Sultan iGhayas-nddin Tughlaq Shah I. On 
the accession of bis father to the throne of 
Dehlx, he Avas declared heir- apparent, AAith 
the title of Ulagh Kiiaii, and all the royal 
ensigns conferred upon him. The names of 
his other brothers Avere Bahram IHian, Zafar 
Khan, MahraM Kliun and Kasrat Klmn. 
After the death of his father in a.d, 1325, a.h. 
725, he succeeded him Avitli the title of 
Muhammad Shah Tughlaq I. 

Fakhr - uddin Khalidi (Maulana) 

who was 

commonly called “ Bibishti,” is the author of 
a Avork called SJiarah-Fardez. He Avas the 
master of Maulana Mtdin-uddm Jawini. 

Fakhr-uddin Mahmud Amir (^^- 

son of Amir 

A^emm-iiddin Muliummad Mustufi. He is 
generally kiioAxm by bis Takhallus or poetical 
name, Ibn AVinin, i.e. the son of Yemin- 


uddin. According to Dr. Sprenger’s Cata- 
logue, he died in a.d. 1344, a.h. 745, and 
left paneg}Tics on the Sarabdal princes and 
some ghazals, but it is particular] y bis Gita’s 
which are celebrated.

He died in the year a.d. 1785, a.h. 1199, 
aged 73 years, and lies buried close to the 
gate of the Dargah of Uutb -uddin B.al^ityar 
Kaki in old Debli.

He sur- 
passed all his contemporaries in scholastic 
theology, metajDhysics and philosophy. He is 
the author of several instructive Avorlcs, among 
Avhich is one called Jladd\jek~uUAmvm\ a 
hook on different subjects which he dedicated 
to Sultan ‘Ala -uddin Takash, ruler of 
Khwaiizm ; and another called Rimla Haij/at, 
or Geometry, dedicated to Sultan Baha-uddin 
^lori. He Avas born at Kei on the 26th 
January, a.d. 1150, 25tli llamazan, a.h. 
644, aiid died at Herat on Monday the 291h 
March, a.d. 1210, 1st ShawAval, a.h. 006, 
aged 62 lunar years. His father’s name Avais 
Ziya-uddin-bin-Umar. The title of Kazi 
attached to bis name is because bo aaus born 
at Rei in Tabristan. He is the father of 
Kliwuja Kasir-nddin Tusi. 

Fakhr-uddin Sultan 

also called Fakhra, was the king of Sonfa-gfion 
in Bengal, AAhicb adjoins the district of 
Pandha. He was put to death by Shams- 
uddin, king of Laldinanti, about the year a.d. 
1356, A.H. 757, Avho took possession of his 
country. 

Fakkr-ul Islam of 

Barod, the son of ‘Ali. He is the author 
of the works called XJml-iid dm and TTsul 
FtqJia^ and several other AVorks. He died in 
A.D. 1089, A.H. 482.

She is the founder of the mosque 
called ‘‘ Fakhr-ul-Masajid,” situated in the 
Kashimrl Bazar at Deliii, which she erected 
in ineniory of her late husband in the year 
A.D. 1728^ A.H. 1141. 

FalaM takhullus of a Persian 

poet whose proper name wms Abu‘1 Kizam 
Muhammad Jalal-uddia Shirwanl. He is 
also coiumoiily styled Shams>iish-Shua‘rri, the 
sun of the poets, and Malik -ul-Fuzla, king 
of the learned. His poems are preferred to 
those of Klraqani and Zakir. Hamd-nllah 
Miistaufi calls him the master of Khaqaui, 
but Shaikh ‘Azuri makes mention in his 
Jawilhir-ul- Asrilr that lOiaqani and Falaki 
both were the pupils of Abii‘1 ‘Ala of Ganja. 
There has been also another Falaki simnamed 
Ahu‘l Fazl, who was an author.

He was one of the greatest Musalman 
philosophers, remarkable for his generosity 
and greatness of talents, whom we call 
Alfarahixs. He was murdered by robbers in 
Syria in a.d. 954, a.h. 313, thirty years 
before the birth of Abu Sina. Imad-ikldm 
Mahmud and Ahmad-bin-Muhammad were 
twm authors wdio were also called Farabi. 

Farahnrz the son of Kaikaus 

(Darius the Mede), king of Persia. 

FaragM (Mir) the 

brother of Hakim Fatli-nllali Shirazi. He 
was living ill A.D. 1563, a.h. 971, in which 
ear the fort of Rantlianbur was conquered 
y the emperor Akbar, on which occasion he 
■wrote a chronogram. 

Farai wdiose proper name was 

Abu Zikaria Yehia, was an excellent Arabic 
grammarian who died in the year a.d. 822, 
A.H. 207. 

Faramnrz son of Enstam, 

the Hercules of the Persians. He was assas- 
siuatfed by the order of Baliman, also called 
Ardisher Barazdast, king of Persia. There 
is said to have also been an author, named 
Muhammad bin-Faramurz, styled Shadid. 

Farasqnri surname of 

Muhammad bin - Muhammad - al - Hanifa, 

Iniam of the mosque named Gouride, at 
Grand Cairo, who flourished about the year 
A.D. 1556, A.H. 964, and w'as an author. * 

Fard poetical name of Abul 

Hasau, the son of Shah Na‘mat-ullali. Ho 
died in the year a.d. 1848, a.h. 1265, and 
left a Blwan. 

Fargliani commonly called 

,so because he was a native of Farghnna, but his 
full name is Ahmad or Muhammad-ibn-Kasir- 
al-Farghani, a famous Arabian astronomer 
whom we know under the name of Alfragan 
or Alfraganius. He flourished in the time 
of the Mialif-al-Mamun, about tlie year 
A.D. 833, A.H. 218, and is the author of an 
introduction to Astronomy, which was printed 
by Golius, at Amsterdam,* in 1669, with notes. 
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Farhad the lover of the 

celebrated Sliirin, the wife of iprasro Parwez, 
king of Persia. The whole of the sculpture 
at Eelisthn in Persia is ascribed to the chisel 
of Farhad. He was promised, we are told 
in Persian Eoinance, that if he cut through 
the rock, and brought a stream that floAved 
on the other side of the hill to the valley, 
the lovely Sliirm (with whom he had fallen 
distractedly in love) should be his reward ; 
he Avas on the point of completing his labour, 
when I^nsro Parwez, fearing to lose his 
mistress, sent an old woman to inform Farhad 
that the fair object of his desire was dead. 
He was at work on one of the highest parts 
of the rock Avhen he heard the mournful 
intelligence. He immediately cast himself 
headlong, and Avas dashed in pieces. Vide 
Shirin. 

Farliat poetical name of 

ShaiTA Farhat-ullah, son of Shailch Asad- 
iillah. He Avrote a BiAvan in Urdu and 
died in the year a.d. 1777, a.h. 1191, at 
Murshidabad.

a poet Avho Avas living in a.d. 1724, a.h. 1136, 

Farid.

commander of the Agra city 

guards when Akbar died. Great honours 
were conferred on him by the emperor 
Jahangir, on account of his serAuces.

His father’s name AA'as Shaikh 
Jalal-iiddin Sulaiman, a descendant of 
Farnikh Shah of EahiiL He Avas a disciple 
of ®AYaja Q,uth-uddm Bal^tyar Kaki, and 


was contemporary with Shaikh Sa‘d-nddm 
Hamwia, Saif-ncldin Makharzi, and Baha- 
uddin Zikaria, all of Avhom died siiccessiA’'ely 
a short time after one another. He Avas born 
in A.D. 1173, A.H. 569, died on Saturday the 
17th October, a.d. 1265, 5tii Mubarram, 
A.H. 664, aged 95 lunar years, and is buried 
at Aj Milan, a place commonly called Patau 
or Pak Patau in Multan. The anniA^ersary 
of his death is celebrated every year on the 
5th of Miiharram, Avlien a great croAvd of 
Muhammadans assemble together to pray at 
his tomb. 

Farid-uddin com- 

monly called Farid Eatib, was a pupil of 
AuwarT, a good poet and secretaij to Sultan 
Sanjar. When that prince aahs defeated by 
the monarch of Qara Ivhatai in a.d. 1140, 
A.H. 535, and lied AAuth a feAV followers to 
Klinrasan, Farid consoled him by composing 
an ode upon the occasion, in Avhich he says, 
“ that eA'ery thing must change, but that the 
condition of God alone was not liable to 
vary.” 

Farid-uddin Attar (Skaikk) 

jlk-c. siirnamed Mu- 

hammad Ibrahim, was a dealer in perfumes, 
from which he took liis poetical name ‘ ‘ ‘Attar, ’ ’ 
He afterAAmrds retired from the world, became 
a disciple of Shaikh Majd-uddin Ba gh dadi, 
and liA'ed to a great age, namely, that of 114 
lunar years. He Avas born at Shadyakh, a 
Aillage*in Haishapur in the reign of Sultan 
Sanjar in November, a.d. 1119, Sha‘ban, 
A.H. 513, and, when at the siege of Haishapur, 
the son-in-laAv of Ghangez Khan, the Tartar, 
Avas killed, a general massacre of the inhabi- 
tants of that place Avas made by the Mughals, 
among the number that were slain being 
Farid-uddin. This circninstance took place 
on the 26tli April, a.d. 1230, 10th Jamad II. 
A.H. 627. He is the author of 40 poems and 
several prose AAmrks, amongst the latter 
Tazhirat-ul-Aulia.

At tlie age of 16 ke 
joined Kawa or Gawa, a blacksmitk, who 
liad collected a large body of kis countrymen; 
these fongkt with enthusiasm under the 
standard of the blacksmith’s apron, -which 
was afterwards converted into the royal 
standard of Persia, called the Durafsh 
Kawani. Zuhaq, after numerous defeats, 
was made prisoner, and put to a slow and 
painful death. Faridun, who was a very 
just and virtuous king, had three sons, mz., 
Kalm, Tiir, and Iraj, among whom he 
divided his kingdom ; but the two elder, 
displeased that Persia, the fairest of lands and 
the seat of royalty, should have been given to 
Iraj their junior, combined to effect liis ruin, 
and at last slew him, and sent his head to 
Faridun. The old man fainted at the sight, 
and when he recovered he called upon Heaven 
to pnnish the base penetrators of so unnatimal 
and cruel a deed. The daughter of Iraj was 
married to the nephew of Faridun, and their 
young son Manuchehr proved the image of 
his grandfather. When he attained manhood, 
the old king made every preparation to enable 
him to revenge the blood of Iraj. A war 
commenced ; and in the first battle Salm and 
Till* were both slain. Faridun soon after- 
wards died, and was succeeded by Manuchehr. 
Persian authors assure us that Faridun 
reigned 500 years. 

Fariduii a Turk who wrote 

a Commentary in the Turkish language on 
the ^lazals of Hafiz. 

Farigh author of the poem 

called Masnam Farigh^ which he composed 
in A.B. 1592, A.H. 1000, in which year, he 
says, Shah ‘Abbas conquered Gilan, and to 
whom it was dedicated. 

Paris EcoMdiak an Arabic poet 

and litterateur, horn about the year a.b. 1796. 
In religion he was a Syrian Christian. He 
is the author of several works. When in 
London lie published his revised text of the 
New Testament in Arabic. His Diwan in 
Arabic is highly spoken of by whose who 
have seen it. lie was living in 1860. 

Fariz or Ibn Fariz, surname 

of Abu Hafs Sharaf-uddm Umar bin-al-

dsAsSi'^), emperor of Dekll, born on 

the 18th July, o.s. 1687, 18th Ramazan, 
A.H. 1098, was the son of Azim-nsh-Shan, 
the second son of Bahadur Shah I. and great- 
grandson of the emperor Alaiiigir. His father 
was killed in the battle fought against 
Jahauclar Shah, Ms uncle and "predecessor. 
One of Jahandar Shah’s first acts on his 
accession to the throne had been to put all 
tlie princes of the blood within his reach to 
death ; among those whom he could not get 
into his power was FarriilA-siyar, who was 
in Bengal at the time of his grandfather 
Bahadur Shah’s death. But . when the 
information of his father’s death reached 
him, he threw himself on the compassion and 
fidelity of Saiyad Husain Ali tke 

governor of Beliar, who warmly espoused his 
cause, and prevailed on his brother, Saiyad 
Abdullah IGian, governor af Allaluxbad,' to 
adopt the same course. By the aid of those 
noblemen, Farriikh-siyar assembled an army 
at Allahabad, marched towards Agra, 
defeated Jahandar Shah, took him prisoner, 
and having murdered him, asceuded the 
throne in the fort of Dehli on Friday the 9th 
January, o.s. 1713, 23rd ^il-hijja, a.h. 
1124. The former Amir-ul-Umra Zulfiqiir 
Khan and many other nobles and dependants 
of the late emperor were pat to death by the 
how-string and other punisbments. Raja 
Sabhchand, Diwan to the late Amir-ul-IJmra, 
had Ms tongue cut out : Aziz-iiddin, son of 
J ahandar Shah, ‘Ali Tabar, the son of ‘ Azim 
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Sliali, and Himiayan Baklit, younger brother 
to Farriikb-siyar were deprived of their 
sig’lit by a red hot iron drawn over their eyes. 
On FarrulA-siyar’s accession, Abdullah 
Hian, the eldest brother, was made AYazir 
with the title of Oiitb-ul-Muik, and Husain 
All Hian. raised to the rank of Amir-ul- 
Umra (Gomiiiander-in-Chief) which was the 
second in the State. The emperor’s nuptials 
with the daughter of Baja Ajit Singh of Marwar 
were celebrated with unprecedented splendour 
in the year a.d. 1716, a.h. 1128. FarridA- 
siyar had not long enjoyed the throne, when 
a j ealousy arose betAveen him and the Wazir 
Qiitb - ul « Miilk ; and upon the emperor 
trying to form schemes for the recoAmry of 
his independence, he was deposed, blinded and 
imprisoned by the tAvo brothers. This event 
took place on the ISth February, o.s. 1719, 
8th iiabi‘ II. a.h. 1131, and notTong after he 
was murdered on the 16th May, a.d. 1719, 
9th Eajab, a.h. 1131, following, and buried 
in the* court of the mausoleum of the 
emperor Ilumayun at Dehli. He had reigned 
6 years 3 months and 15 days. After his 
deposal the Saiyads set up a" prince of the 
blood to whom they gave the title of Eafi- 
ud-Darjat. It was from Farrukh-siyar that 
the East India Company obtained their 
Farman of free trade, Avith leave to pm^chase 
thirty -seven districts in Bengal, besides 
various privileges ; little attention Avas hoAV- 
ever paid to it by the Siibahdar tiU the 
English acquired force to give it weight.

Fatka ‘Ali Skak (iUi ■^0, king

He had reeewed 
an excellent education, and possessed some 
literary accomplishments ; was a tolerable 
poet, and fond of the society of the learned, 
Avhom he generously patronized. He reigned 
nearly 40 years and died in the year a.d. 
1834, A.H. 1250. After him Mnhammad 
Shah, the son of ‘Ahhas Mirza and grand- 
son of Fatha ‘Ali Shah, mounted the throne 
and died in a.d. 1847, Avhen his son Nasir- 
uddin Ahmad Shah, the present king, suc- 
ceeded him. It was to the court of Fatha 
‘Ali Shah that Sir John Malcolm in 1800 
led the magnificent embassy Avhich Lord 
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“Wellesley had despatched from Calcutta, with 
the Tiew of trumping Bonaparte’s cards in 
the East, and of playing a Persian ally 
on our Indian frontiers against an Afghan 
ill-wisher, the ambitious Zaman Shah.

Having made his escape, he rebelled,* but 
was again taken, and confined in Daiilat- 
abad. He was released in time, and appointed 
generalissimo by the influence of bis sister, 
mother to Nizam Shah. He shortly, to 
prevent another removal from office, confined 
the Sultan under pretence of insanity, and 
put to death twenty -five of the principal 
nobility in one day, "writing to the emperor 
Shall Jaban that be bad thus acted to 
prevent them from rebelling against him. 
The emperor in re])]y commended’ his attach- 
ment, and ordered liim to put the captive 
prince to death, uliich he did about the year 
A.T). 1628, A.H. 1038, and placed his son 
Ilusaiii, an infant of ten years, on the throne. 
Fatha Khan, by o:ffering a present of eight 
lacs of rupees, and agreeing to pay tribute, 
was allowed to keep what territory yet 
remained to the Nizam Shulii sovereignty. 
In the year A.n. 1634, a.h. 1044, Fatha 
IGian was forced to siuTender ; and the fall 
of this place put a, final period to the Nizam 
Shahi dynasty, which, bad swayed the sceptre 
for 150 years, lliisain Nizam Shah was 
confined for life in the fortress of Gwaliar, 
but Fatha :^ian was received into favour, and 
w'as allowed to retire to Lahore on a pension 
of two lacs of rupees, which he enjoyed till 
his death. 


Fatha Naek the father

Ahu‘l Kasim Hasan - bin - Sharaf Shah, a 
famous Persian poet, sometimes called the 
Homer of Persia, wfliose epic poem, called 
Shahnama, written by order of Sultan 
Mahmud of Qtazni, is justly celebrated. It 
contains the legendary annals of the ancient 
kings of Persia, from* the reign of the first 
king, Kaiomiu'.s, to the death of Yezdijard III. 
the last monarch of the Sasanian race, wflio 
was deprived of his kingdom a.d. 641, by the 
invasion of the Arabs diiring the Qiilafat of 
‘Umar, the .second Khalif after Muhammad. 
It was the labour of SO years, and consists of 
60,000 verses, each of which is a distich. 
The following circumstances respecting the 
origin of the poem and the life of the poet 
are chiefly derived from the preface to the 
copy of i\iQ Shahnama, which wms collated 
A.D. 1426, A.H. 829, by order of Baisaiighur 
Mirza the grandson of Amir Taimur. It 
appears from that preface, that Yezdijard, 
the last king of the Sasanian race, took 
considerable pains in collecting all the 
chronicles, histories, and traditions connected 
with Persia and the sovereigns of that 
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country, from tlie time of Kaiomnrs to the 
accession of the Ivhiisros, which by his 
direction were digested and brought into one 
view, and formed the book known by the 
name of Siar-ul-Mahih^ or the Bastcm JSfdma, 
When the followers of Muliammad overtuxmed 
the Persian monarchy, this work was found 
in the plundered library of Yezdijard. In the 
tenth century one of the kings of the then 
dynasty, directed Daqiqi the poet to 

versify that extensive work, but the poet only 
lived to finish a thousand clistichs, having been 
assassinated by his own slave. Nothing 
fiu’ther was done till the reign of Sultan 
Mahmud, when a romantic accident fuimislied 
the Sultan with a copy of the Bdstan Mama, 
the existence of which was till then unknown to 
him. From this work, he selected seven 
stories which he delivered to seven poets to be 
composed in verse, that he might be able to 
ascertain the merits of each competitor. The 
poet Unsari gained the palm, and he was 
accordingly engaged to arrange the whole in 
verse. Firdausi was at this time at Tus, 
his native city, where he cultivated his 
poetical talents with assiduity and success. 
He had heard of the attempt of Daqiqi, and 
of the determination of the reigning Idng 
Mahmud, to patronize an iindertaldng which 
promised to add lustre to the age in which he 
lived. Having fortunately succeeded in 
procuring a copy of the Bdstan Mama, he 
pursued his stuclies with unremitting zeal, 
and soon produced that part of the poem in 
which the battles of Ziihaq and Faridun are 
described. The performance w^as universally 
read and admired, and it was not long before 
his fame reached the ears of the Sultan, who 
immediately invited him to his court. It is 
related that when Firdausi, on the invitation 
of the Sultan, reached the capital ^lazni, he 
happened to pass a public garden where the 
three royal poets, Unsari, Asjadi and 
Farrul^i were enjoying themselves. The 
poets observed Mm approach and at once 
agreed that if the stranger chanced to have 
any taste for poetry, which they intended to 
put to test, he should he admitted to their 
iriendsMp, and in order to decide as to Ms 
merits they settled among themselves to 
repeat each in tmm a hemistich, and leave to 
Firdausi to complete the fourth, hut at the 
same time satisfied in their own minds that 
there was no other wmrd in the Persian 
language that would rhyme with the three 
which they had taken care to pre-oceupy. 
Firdausi joining them and hearing the 
proposal, promised to exert Ms powers. 
They then commenced each with an extem- 
poraneous line 

Unsari ... The light of the moon to thy 
splendour is weak, 

Asjadi .. . The rose is eclipsed by the bloom 
of thy cheek; i 

FarrulAi . . . Thine eyelashes dart through the ' 
folds of the Joshan, |

The poets were astonished at the readiness | 
of the stranger, and ashamed at being totally ; 


ignorant of the story of Geo and Pushan, 
which Firdausi related as described in Bdstan 
Mama. They immediately treated him with 
the greatest kindness and respect, and after- 
wards introdnced him to Mahmud, as a poet 
capable of undertaking the Shdhnama. 
Mahmud considered himself never so^ much 
honoured as when Firdausi set his foot at 
Gtiazni; he was never more proud than 
that Firdausi wmshy his command, composing, 
in Ms faultless verse, a history of the 
monarchs of Persia, Ms predecessors. No 
reward then appeared to him too great to 
offer, to induce the poet to undertake the 
task, no promise too splendid to excite Mm. 
“Write, unequalled one,” cried he, “and 
for every thousand couplets a thousand pieces 
of gold shall be thine.” Firdausi obeyed, 
hut resolved to accept no reward till he had 
completed the work he had undertaken, and 
for tMi-ty years he studied and laboured that 
Ms poem might be wmrthy of eternal fame. 
In this he succeeded, and presented an elegant 
copy of his book to Mahmud, but the patience 
of the Sidtan wms exhausted, Ms enthusiasm 
was gone, his liberality had faded away, and 
when the 60,000 couplets of the Shdhndma 
were ended, there wms a pause, which brought 
to the poet disappointment and to the monarch 
such everlasting disgrace as has obliterated 
all Ms triumphs . Mahmud received the book, 
coldly applauded his diligence and disniissed 
Mm. Many months elapsed, and Firdausi 
heard no more of his work; he then took 
occasion to remind the Idng of it by the 
following epigram : 

’Tis said owe monarch’s liberal mind 

Is like the ocean unconfinecl, 

Happy are they wdio prove it so, 

’Tis hot for me that truth to know. 

I’ve plunged within its waves, ’tis true, 

But not a single pearl could view. 

Shamed, picqued, and offended at this 
freedom, the Sultan ordered 60,000 pieces of 
silver dirhams to he sent to the author, 
instead of the gold -which he had promised. 
Firdausi was in the bath at the time the 
money arrived, and his rage and amazement 
exceeded all bounds wdien'' be found himself 
thus insulted. He immediately distributed 
the paltry sum amongst the attendants of the 
bath and the slave who brought it. The 
excited poet then relieved his mind by a satire 
full of stinging invective, and caused it to be 
transmitted to the favomite Wazir wdio bad 
instigated the Sultan against him ; it w'as 
carefully sealed lip, with directions that it 
should he read to Mahmud on some occasion 
when his mind was perturbed with affairs of 
State, as it was a poem likely to afford him 
entertainment. Firdausi having thus prepared 
his vengeance, quitted the court and was 
safely arrived in Mazandaran, where news 
reached him that his lines had fully answered 
the purpose he had intended they should do. 
Mahmud had heard and trembled, and too 
late discovered that he had mined his own 
reputation for ever. After his satire had 
been read by Mahmud, the poet feared to 
remain too long in one place ; he sought

shelter in the court of the khalif of Baghdad, 
ill whose honour he added a 1000 couplets to 
the Shdlmmm, and wlio rewarded Mm ivith the 
60,000 gold pieces which had been withheld 
hy Mahmud. Mahmud pretended to have 
discovered that his AYazir had deceived him 
in attributing impiety to Firdausi, and he at 
once sacridced that favourite, dismissing 
him with disgrace. Thinking, by a tardy 
act of liberality, to repair his former meanness, 
Mahmud dispatched to Firdausi the 60,000 
pieces he had promised, a robe of State, and 
many apologies and expressions of friendship ; 
but the poet was dead, having expired in his 
native town full of years and honours, sur- 
rounded by his friends and kindred. Firdausi 
died at Ths (now called Mashhad) his native 
country in a.d. 1020, a.h. 411, aged 89 years, 
but Haji Italia says he died in a.d. i02o, 
A.H. 416. Be.sides^ the Shdhnmna, he was 
the author of other poems called Ahidt 
Mrdmm. 

Firdansi-al-TMlial 

a Turkish historian, and author of the 
Turkish work called Shdhnmna, which com- 
prises the history of all the ancient kings of 
the East. Bayazid or Bajazet II. to whom 
the book was dedicated, ordered the author to 
reduce it from its original bulk of 300 
volumes to 80. Firdausi however, felt so 
mortified at this proposal, that he preferred 
leaving the country altogether, and emigrated 
to Klimrasan, in Persia. Firdausi flourished 
in A.D. 1500. 

Firislita wiiose proper name 

was Muhammad Qasim, and who was the 
author of the history called Tunkh-i-Firishta^ 
was born at Astrabad on the borders of the 
Caspian Sea, between the years a.d. 1570 or 
1550, A.H. 978 or 958. His father, a learned 
man, hy name ®mlani ‘Ali Hindu Shah, left 
his native country when onr author was very 
young and travelled into India. He even- 
tually reached Ahmadnagar in the Deccan 
during the reign of Murtaz a Kizam Shah I. 
and was appointed hy the Sultan to instruct 
his son Miran Husain in the Persian language, 
hut he soon died after his selection, and 
Firislita was left an orphan in early youth. 
After the death of Mmlaza Hizam ’Shuh, in 
A.D. 1589, A.H. 990, he proceeded to Bijapur, 
and was presented hy Dilawar Hian, minister 
to Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah II. hy whose request 
lie Avrote the history which goes by his name, 
in the year 1023 Hijri (a.d. 1614). ‘The year of 
his death is altogether unknown. Briggs 
supposes that it occurred in a.d. 1612, a.h. 
1021, making him only 41 years of age. 
hi. Jules Molil supposes him to liaA’^e revised 
his Avork up to at least a.d. 1623, a.h. 1033, 
making his age not less than 73, as he 
supposes him to have been horn in a.d. 1550. 
Firislita styles his Avork GnhhanA'^Ihrdhhnl 
and Nauras Nfonu, Its former name is 
derived from tlie king to Avhom it was 
dedicated ; and hence it is frequently quoted 
under the name of Tdnkh Ibrdhml. The 


latter name Avas given to it in commemoration 
of the new capital, N auras, Avhicii his patron 
Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah, commenced building in 
the year a.d. 1599. The first and second 
hooks, giAing an account of the Dehli 
emperors down to Akbar, Avere translated 
into English hy Colonel Doav in 1768 ; the 
history of the ‘Deccan by Captain Jonathan 
Scott. Blit the translation of the entire Avork by 
General Briggs in four volumes 8vo. , 1829, has 
(according to Elliot) throAvn others into the 
shade, and is by far the most valuable store- 
house of facts connected Avith Muhammadan 
dynasties of India.

Firoz a celebrated Sufi of 

Agra, author of a Persian Avork on Theology 
called ^Aqdecl Sti/ia, Avritten in a.d. 1626, 
a.h. 1036. 

Firoz I. (tbe Peroses of the 

Greeks), a king of Persia of the Sasanian 
race, Avas the eldest son of Yezdijard II. He 
succeeded his younger brother Hiuniiiz, 
Avhom he dethroned and put to death in a.d. 
458. He lost his life in a battle against the 
king of Transoxiana, after a reign of 26 years, 
in A.D. 484. Balas or Palas or Balasus, his 
son, succeeded him ; and after his death his 
brother Qiibad mounted the throne. 

Firozabadi surname of 

Ma j d - nddin Muhammad - bin - ^ Yaqub hin- 
Miihammad, a learned Persian, so called from 
his birth-place Firozabad, a Aillage in Shirilz. 
The stupendous work called Qdmm or QumFs- 
nULu^M, renowned as the most perfect 
Arabic Dictionary, Avas Avritten by him. Those 
Avho are acquainted Avith the peculiarities of 
the Arabic language cannot open this AA'ork 
AAuthout feeling amazed at the literarv services 
rendered by this learned man. He died a.d. 
1414, a.h.‘ 817.

He had 
scarcely reigned three months (or only 3 days) 
Avhen his mother’s brother Muharik lOian 
murdered him on the 2nd May, a.d. 1oo4, 
29th Jumada I. a.h. 961, and ascended the 
throne AAuth the title of Muhammad Shah 
‘Adil. 8ee Bibi Bai. 


Firoz Shall Bahmani Sultan ^ 

king of the 


Deccan, aa^s the son of Sultan Baud Shah. 
After having deposed and confined Sultan 
Shams-uddiii, he ascended the throne on the 
15th November, a.d. 1397, a.h. 800, AA-ith 
the title of Sull;an Firoz Shah Koz Afzun. 
He excelled his predecessors in jpower and 
magnificence, and in his reign the house of 
Bahmani attained its greatest splendour. On 
ascending the throne, he appointed his 
brother Ahmad Amir-ul-Umra, A\dth 

the title of KlianlAanan, and raised Mir 
Faizullah Anju, his preceptor, to the oifice of 
Wazir-iis-Saltanat, Avith the title of Malik 
Naeb. He reigned 25 years 7 months and 
15 days, and died on the 25th September, 
A.D. 1422, 15th ShawAA'al, a.h. 825, ten days 
after resigning his croAvn in favour of his 
brother Ahmad l^nin, Avho ascended the 
throne AAdth the title of Snlfan Ahmad Shah 
Wali Bahmani. 


Firoz SBali KMlji Sultan 

surnamed Jalal- 

iiddin, son of Qaera Klian, ascended the 
throne of Dehli after the murder of Sultan 
Muiz-iiddin Kaiqiibad in a.d. 1282, a.h. 
688. He reigned about 8 years, after Avhich 
he Avas obliged to go doAvn to Kara Manikpur 
in the province of Allahabad to punish his 
nephcAV and son-in-laAV ‘Ala-uddin, the 
governor of that place, AAdio had rebelled 
against him. ‘Ala-uddin, hearing of the 
king’s departure from Dehli, crossed the 
Ganges and encamped near Manikpur upon 
the opposite hank. IFhen the king reached 
the landing place, ‘Alti-uddin appeared upon 
the bank Avitli his attendants, Avhom he 
ordered to halt. He advanced alone, met 
his uncle and fell prostrate at his feet. The 
king, taking him By the hand, Avas leading 
him to the roynl barge, Avhen ‘Ala-iiddin 
made a sigiud to his guards, and one of Ms 
ofiicers struck his head off. ‘Ala-uddin 
caused it to he fixed on the point of a spear 
and carried through the camp and city. This 
circimisfaiice took place on the 19th July, 
A.D. 1296, 17th llamazan, A.H. 695, and 


*Ala-iiddin ascended the throne of Dehli 
Avith the title of Sikandar Sani (“second 
Alexander ” ) . Firoz Shah Avas the first Sultan 
of the- second branch of the Turko -Af gh an 
dynasty called IQiilji.

eleAuted to the throne of Bengal in a.d. 
1491, A.H. 896, Avith the title of Eiroz Shah, 
He repaired the city of Goiir, commonly 
called Lakhnauti, Avhere he gave universal 
satisfaction to all classes of his subjects. He 
died in A.D. 1494, a.h. 899. 

Firoz Shall Tughlag, Sultan 

called Firoz Shah 

Barhak, Avas the son of Sipahsalar Rajah, 
the brother of Sultan (^aias-nddin Tnghiaq, 
and cousin to Suit an xMuhammad Tughlaq, 
AA'hom he succeeded to the throne of Dehli on 
the 20th March, a.d. 1351, 21st Muharram, 
A.H. 752, at Thnfta. He Avas a just and 
learned prince. His soldiers and Ms subjects 
Avere equally happy under his administration, 
nor did anyone dare to exercise oppression in 
Ms time. *He a\uis himself the author of the 
Avork called Fatdhat Firoz Shdht, i.e. the 
conquests of Firoz Shah. In August, a.d. 
1387, he abdicated the throne and resigned 
the reins of government to his son Nasir- 
nddin Muhammad, but the prince giving himself 
up entirely to pleasure, Avas soon after expelled 
and obliged to fiy Avith a small retinue to the 
mountains of Sirmdur, and Firoz Shah again 
resumed his full authority. He constructed 
numerous buildings and canals, as also the 
fort of Flrozabad at old Dehli, and after a 
reign of of 38 lunar years and eight months, 
died on the 2ist September, a.d. *1388, 18tli 
Ramazan, a.h. 790, agedupAvards of 80 years. 
The words ‘ ‘ Waf at Firoz ’ ’ (the death of Firoz) 
comprise the numerical letters of the year of 
his demise. He Avas buried on the banks of 
the Hanz jOias, a tank built by him in old 
Dehli ; and A^ais succeeded by his grandson 
(^aias-nddln (the son of Fatlia Khan) Avho 
was slain after five months. After Mm 
another grandson of the late king, named 
Sulfan Abu Bakr, the son of Zafar lOian, 
was raised to the throne. He had reigned 
one year and six months, aaFgh Ms uncle 
Nasir-uddin Muhammad Shah, the son of 
Firoz Shah, deposed Mm and ascended the 
throne of Dehli in August, a.d. 1390. 
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Firoz Shah Jirr^X one of tie 

sons of the ex-king Bahadur Shah II. 
king of Dehli, and one of the chief rebels in 
the outbreak of 1857. He fought the British 
boldly, and for a time acted with Tantia 
Topi in 1858 ; so that the British Government 
offered a reward of 10,000 rupees for his 
apprehension . It was reported in 1 8 64 that he 
had made his appearance in the Seronj Jungles. 
Some Arabs who arrived at Haidm*abaa in 
1866 reported that they had seen him in 
Arabia, and supporting himself by begging 
among the rich merchants. [Since this was 
written nothing more has been heard of 
tliis Prince.] 

Fitrat the poetical name of 

Mir M5iz-uddin Muhammad Miiswi lOian, 
a mansabdar in the time of ‘Alamgir employed 
as Diwan of Suba Behar. He was a Sayyad 
and lineal descendant of ‘Ali Musi Eaza. ’ He 
subsequently chose for his poetical name, 
Muswi. He was born in Persia in a.d. 1640, 
A.H. 1050, and came to India, where he was 
much esteemed for his talents as a poet and a 
critic. He is the author of a Tazkira or 
biography called (rulshan-i-Fitrat^ also of a 
Diwan. He died in a.d. 1690, a.h. 1100.

Jodpiir of the tribe of Ratlior rajpiits, was 
the son of Suraj Singh and the father of 
Jas want Singh. He reigned about 18 years 
and died in the year a.d. 1630, in Gnjrat.

His son Amar Singh killed Salahnt Kliaii. 
Sultan Parwez married Gaj Singh’s sister in 
A D. 1624, and Siilaiman Shikoh, the son of 
Sultan Parwez, married the daughter of Gaj 
Singh in the year a.h. 10G5.

GasMasp was, according

In his time flourished Zardasht or 
Zoroaster, who converted the Persians to the

worship of fire. Gashtiisp, it is said, reigned 
60 years, and was succeeded by Bahman his 
grandson, whose father Isfandaiar {q. v,) was 
a great warrior and was killed by Eustam 
some time before. He is supposed to have 
been the Darius Hystaspes of the Greek 
writers. 

George Tkomas The 

district of Harriana was once the field of the 
exploits of this famous adventurer. The Jats 
are a stalwart and brave race, and showed 
what they could do under Ms leadership, 
though when left to themselves they were 
so divided by factions, that Harriana has 
always yielded to every adventurer who had 
been able to attack theni. Thus it was over- 
run by the Malirattas, under Messrs. Bourquin 
and Perron, by the Eohillas under Amir 
fflian, and another leader, and finally by the 
British. George Thomas came out to India 
as a common seaman, and having deserted 
his ship first took service with Madho Eao 
Sindhia about the year a.d. 1782. The 
famous Begam Sainrii of Sirdhana was then 
in the zenith of her power, and he left 
Sindhia to serve her. Shortly after, having 
collected a body of men, he left her, and 
marched down to Harriana, and in no time 
carved out a kingdom for himself. He made 
the city of Hansi his capital and built a 
strong fort in it. He built another fort 
about 20 miles to the south of the town of 
Eohtak, and called it after his own Christian 
name Georgegurh, which (perhaps from his 
maritime origin) the ntitives call Jahajgarh, 
or “ ship -castle.” After a few years the 
Mahrattas under Louis Boimqnin invaded his 
territories. He hastened to give them battle, 
and throwing himself into the small fort of 
Jahajgarh, he fought them for three days, 
though iiis force was infinitely smaller than 
theirs, llis cavalry, which was composed 
principally of Eau^ars, having gone over 
to the enemy, and his Lieutenant, aii English- 
man of the name of Hopkins, being idlled, 
his troops at length gave way, and he tied on 
a favourite Aral) horse to Hansi, a distance 
of about 60 miles. Bourquin assaulted the 
city and Tbomas, after a defence of some 
weeks, gave himself up, and was allowed to 
join the British Brigade at Anupshabr. De- 
parting thence, in charge of a Capt. Francklin, 
he died on his way down the river, as lie was 
seeking to return to Europe- by way of 
Calcutta. His great-granddaughter was the 
wife of a writer on a Immhle salary (1867) 
in one of the Government ollices in Agra. 
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There is a Life of George Thomas^ -written 
by Francliliii, of which a copy is to be seen 
ill the Dehli Institute Library/ [See Keene’s 
Fall of the Mughal Empire, part iii. ch. ii.

Ghalib poetical name of Mirza 

Asad-ullah Khan, author of a Diwan, and a 
history of the Mughal emperors of India. He 
was the son of ‘Aii BaMish Klian, the brother 
of Nawah Ahmad Baldish Klian of Firozpur 
and Lohari. He died at Dehli in the month 
of February or March, a.d. 1869, a.d. 1285. 

Ghani ( the poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad Tfihir. He is commonly 
called ^lani Kashmiri on account of his 
being a native of Kashmir. He was a 
pupil of Slinikh Miihsiii-Faiii, wliom he 
excelled in his learning and became an 
elegant poet. He wrote a book of Odes 
called iJ'ewan Ghant, and died in Kashmir 
two years before his master a.d, 1668, a.h. 
1079, It is said that the emperor ‘Alamgir 
wrote to Saif Khiln the governor of Kashmir 
to send Ghani to his presence. Gliani refused 
to go, telling him at the same time to inform 
the emperor that ^lani had become insane 
- and was not worthy to he sent to his presence. 


Saif IDian said that he could not call a -\Hs 0 
man like him mad ; upon ’which Gliaui 
immediately really went mad, tore his clothes, 
and died after three days. He was a young man 
at the time of his death, having enjoyed a 
brilliant reputation for poetical excellence for 
about eighteen years. He sometimes uses 
Tahir for his poetical name. 

Ghani Bahadur son of 

Shamsher Bahadur I. and younger brother of 
‘Ali Bahadur, the Nawab of Banda.

He had reigned 
only one month and twenty days, when 
Lal'clun, one of the Turkish slaves, not 
being appointed prime minister — to which 
office he had aspired — ])ut out his eyes witli 
the point of his dagger, and having sent him 
in confinement to the fortress of Siigar, placed 
Shams -uddin, the late king’s brother, on the 
throne. This circxiinstance took place on 
the 14th June, a.d. 1397, 17th liamazan, 
A.H. 799. 

(S-hayas-uddin Balbau (Sultan) 

aJ^), king of Dehli. 

In his vonth he was sold as a slave to Sulfan 
Altimsfi, who raised him by degrees to the 
rank of a noble, and gave him his daughter 
in marriage. On the accession of his son 
Nasir-uddin Mahmud to the throne of Behli, 
Ghayas - uddin was a ppointed his wazir . Aft er 
the Idng’s deposal or death in February, a.d. 
1266, A.H. 664, he ascended the throne and 
reigned 20 years. He died in a.d. 1286, 
A.H. 6 So, aged 80 years, and was succeeded 
by his grandson Moiz -uddin Haiqnbad, the 
son of Nasir-nddin Ihighra Hian, governor 
of Bengal, who was then absent in that 
province. 

Gliayas-uddin Kart I. (Malik) 

fourth king of 

the race of Kart or Kard. He succeeded his 
brother Malik Faklir-nddinKartinA.D. 1307. 
A.H. 706, reigned more than 21 years over 
Herat, Balgh, and (Biazni, and died in the 
year a.d. 1329, a.h. 729. He was suc- 
ceeded by bis son hlalik Sliams-nddin Kart. 

Ghayas - uddin Kart II. (Malik) 

the eighth 

and last king of the djmasty of Kart or Kard. 
He succeeded bis father or grandfather Moiz- 
uddiu llnsain Kart in a.d. 1370, a.h. 771, 
and reigned 12 years over HerM, ^lor, 
Sarakhsh, and Kaishapur, and conquered Tas 
and Jam. He xvas a great tyrant, and had 
several battles with the Sarbadals of Sabzwar 
and the chiefs of Jam Qurbani. In the year 


A.D. 1381, a.h. 783, Amir Taimur (Tamerlane) 
conquered Herat, when ffliay as -uddin, together 
with his son and brother, were taken prisoners 
and put to death. This dynasty lasted one 
hundred and nineteen Innal* years and two 
months. 

Ghayas-uddinKMlji (Sultan) 

^IkLo succeeded his 

father Sultan Mahmud IQiilji on the throne 
of Gujrat in May, a.d. 1469, Zi-Q,a‘da, a.h. 
873. When he had reigned 33 years and 
arrived at an advanced age, his ’two sons 
anxiously looked for his death as an event 
which Avould secure to one of them the throne 
of Malwa ; a jealousy arose between the two 
brothers, who conspired against each other, 
till Hasir-uddin, the eldest, having put his 
brother, Shiijaffit Ixhanto death on the 22nd 
October, a.d. 1500, 24th Rahi II. a.h. 
906, assumed the reins of government. A 
feAV days after, his father was found dead in 
the Seraglio ; and it was supposed that poison 
had been administered to him by bis son. 

Gkayas-uddin Mahmud 

the son of Ghayas-uddin 

Muhammad ^lorT, succeeded his imcle 
Shaliab -uddin in the kingdom of Glior 
and (Biazni in a.d. 1205, a.h. 602. He 
reigned about four years, and was assassinated 
by the people of Mahmud All Shah on 
Saturday night, the 31st July, a.d. 1210, 7th. 
Safar, a.h. 607. He was at first buaied at 
Firoz Koh, but vras afterwards transported to 
Herat and buried there. He xvas succeeded 
by his son Baha-uddin Sam, who was after 
tliree months defeated by ‘Ala -uddin Atsiz 
(son of Ala-nddin Hasan suruamed Jahan 
Soz) who reigned in Oh5r and Ghazni for 
four years, aiid fell in battle against Malik 
Nasir-nddin Husain Amir Shikar in the year 
a.d. 1214, A.H. 611- After his death Ala- 
nddin Muhammad, son of Ahu All, cousin of 
Miilik Glxayas- uddin Muhammad, was raised 
to the throne by Taj -uddin Eldnz. 

Ghayas-uddin Mahmud Ghori 

the SOU of 

^layas-uddin Miibammad ^ori, and nephew 
of Sliahab -uddin Muhammad Ghori, whom he 
succeeded to the throne of CTior and Ghazni 
in A.D, 1206. Mahmud being naturally 
indolent, remained satisfied with the throne 
of Glior, and proclaimed Taj -uddin Eldnz, 
king of Ghazni. He died in a.d. 1210. 

Ghayas - uddin Muhammad Ghori 

A^zs-^ king of 

^lor and ^aziii, was the son of Baha-uddin 
Sam, the youngest brother of Ala-uddiii 
Hasan Ghori. He succeeded to the throne of 
Ghor and Ghazni after the death of his cousin 
MMik Saif-uddin, the son of the latter, about 
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the year a.d. 1157, and conferred the 
government of Ghazni on his brother 
Blialiah-uddin snrnamed Mo hz -nddin Muham- 
mad ; this illustrious general subdued 
lOiiirasaii and a great part of India in the 
name of Ms brother Ghayiis-iiddm, who 
annexed those countries to Ms own dominions. 
Ghayas-uddin died on AVednesday the 12th 
March, a.d. 1203, 27th Jiimada I. a.h. 
599, and was succeeded by his brother 
Shahab-iiddm. 

Ghayas-uddin Muhammad (Sultan) 
tjljLi), the sou 

of Malik Shah of the Saljiik dynasty. In 
the time of Iiis eldest brother Barkayaraq the 
empire was divided, Barkayaraq retaining 
Persia ; ®ia,yas-nddin Muhammad, Smia 
and Azurbejaii ; and Sultan Sanjar, Kliurasan 
and Mawanmnahr. He reigned about the 
}^ear a.d. 1095.

Ghayas-uddin Purhi (^j dJl 

succeeded his father Sikandar 

Purhi on the throne of Bengal in a.d. 1367, 
A.H. 775, reigned for a period of seven years, 
and died in 1373. He was succeeded by his 
son Sultaii-us-Salatin. 

Ghayas - uddin Tughlak Shah I. 
(Sultan) 

king of Dehli (also known as Ghilzi Malik). 
His father Tiighlaq was a slave of Sultan 
Ghayas-uddin Balban. He ascended the 
throne of DelilT after miu’deriug Khiisro Shah 
onthe2Gth August, a.d. 1321, 1st Shaban, 
A.H. 721, reigned three years and some 
months, and was crushed to death by the 
fall of a temporary wooden huildmg which his 
son had raised for his entertainment on his 
return from Lakhnanti in February, a.d. 
1325, Eabi‘ I. a.h. 725. His son Aliiham- 
mad Tiikhlaq succeeded him. The celebrated 
poet Amir Kliusro of Dehli, who lived to 
the end of tliis king’s reign and received a 
pension of 1000 tahgns monthly, wrote the 
history of tins prince under the title of 
TiKjhiaq IS'ama, Gliayas-nddin was the first 
king of tlie 3rd brancli of the xAfghfin dyiasty 
which is called Tiighlaq Slnihi. The follow-

Ghayas-uddin Tuglilak II. (Sultan) 

CL?Ui.) was the 

son of prince Fatha Kliaii and grandson of 
Firoz Shall Tughlaq. He ascended the 
throne in place of Firoz Shah in Dehli on 
the death of his grandfather in a.d. 1388, 
A.H. 790, hilt giving loose to Ms yontlifnl 
passions, and neglecting the affairs " of the 
State, the chiefs together with the household 
troops revolted, and put him to death on the 
19th February, a.d. 1389, 21st Safar a.h. 
791, after he had i-eigned six months. lie 
was succeeded by his cousin Ahu Bakr 
Tughlaq the son of prince Zafar Khan, the 
third son of Firoz Shah. 

Gkazali ( Fide Ghazzall. 

Ghazan Klian (^1^ i), serenth 

king of Persia of the Tartar tribe and fourth 
in descent from Halakii Klian, ivas the son of 
Arghun lOian. He succeeded to the crown 
of Persia after tlie dethronement of Baidu 
Khan his uncle in October, a.d, 1295, 
Zil-hijja, A.H. 694. He was the second 
emperor of the race of Changez Klian who 
embraced the religion of Muhammad, and 
vith him near one hundred thousand of his 
followers followed their leader into the pale 
of Islam. He was the first of this race of 
kings who threw off all allegiance to the 
IGiaqan of Tartary, by directing that the 
name of that monarch (whom he now deemed 
to be an infidel) should not in future be 
struck on the coins of Persia. After 
embracing Muhammadanism, he took the 
title of Sultan Mahmud. He reigned nearly 
nine years and died on Sunday the 17th May, 
A.D. 1304, 11th Sliawwal, a.h. 703, lit 
QazwTn ; he was interred in a superb mosque 
which he had coustriicted near Tauris or 
Tabrez. He was succeeded by Ms brother 
Aljaitu, wdio took the title of Muhammad 
Hiuda Banda, 

Ghazanfar Khan son 

of Alawardi Khan I. and brother of Alawardi 
Hian II. a nobleman of the reign of Shah 
JaliMi and ‘Alamgir. He was three times 
at different periods appointed governor of 
Saharanpur and afterwards of Thatta in Sindh, 
where he died on the 1st May, a.d. 1666, 17th 
Zi-Qa‘da, a.h. 1077. Ilis remains 'were 
brought to Dehli and buried there. 

Gkazi (ojU), the poetical title of a 

person who served as Kfirbegl under the 
prince Sultan Muhammad Muilzzim the sou 
of the emperor ‘Aiamgir.

Ghazi-nddin Haidar 

tlie eldest of the ten sons of 

Kawab Sahulat ‘Ali lOian of Andh. On 
liis father’s death, which took place on the 
11th Jnly, A.D. 1814, 22nd feajab, a.h. 
1229, he" sncceeded to his dorninions as 
Nawab Wazir, and five years after, assumed, 
with the concurrence of the British Govern- 
ment, tlm regal dignity. His coronation 
took plaee'^on Saturday the 9th October, a.d. 
1819, 18th Zil-hijja, a.h. 1234, at Lncknow, 
when he took the title of Abh‘l Muzafiar 
Maiz -nddin Shah Zaman ^lazi -nddin Haidar 
Padshah. On ascending the first step of the 
throne, the minister delivered to him a crovoi, 
studded with diamonds and jewels of great 
value. He then put it on his head and was 
congratulated on the occasion by the Resident, 
wdm sainted him as king of Andh. Jewels 
and pearls to the value of 30,000 rupees were 
then scattered over the heads of the spectators, 
many of wliich were picked up by Eiiglisb 
ladies. ^lazi-uddTn Haidar died after a reign 
of more than 13 years, on the 19th October, 
a.d. 1827, 27th Rabi‘ I. a.h. 1243, aged 58 
lunar years, and was sncceeded by his son 
Snlaiuj.au Jali Hasir-nddin Haidar. 


GRazi-iiddin Khan I. 

styled Firoz 


Jang, whose original name was Mir Shahab- 
uddin, was the son of Ivnlich IHian Sadi*-us- 
Siidfir, and wus raised to the I’ank of an Amir 
with the title of Fir oz Jang, after Ms father’s 
death, by the emperor ^Alamgir in a.d. 1687, 
A.H. 1098. His son wms the famous Hizam- 
nl-Mnlk Gksaf Jfili whose descendants are 
known to Europeans as Hizains of the Deccan. 
In the reign of Bahildiir Shah he was 
appointed governor of Gujrat, and died at 


Ahmadahad in a.d. 1710, a.h, 1122. His 
remains were transported to Delili, and 
interred in the yard of the college built by 
him outside the Ajmiri Gate. 

Ghazi-nddin Khan II. 

Amlr-ul-Umra, 

also styled Firoz Jang, was the eldest son of 
the celebrated Mzani-nl-Mulk GVsaf Jah. 
He was elevated to the rank of Amir-nl- 
IJmra after the death of Hian Dauran, and 
departure of Nadir Shah to Persia, in a.d. 
1739, A.H. 1152, by the emperor Muhammad 
Shah. Some years after the death of his 
father, when Ms brother Nasir Jang, who 
had sncceeded him, died in the Deccan, he 
proceeded from Dehli to regain Ms possessions 
in that country, but died on his way at 
Aoraugahiid on the 16tli October, a.d. 1752, 
7th :gii-Mjja, a.h. 1165 (new style). His 
remains were brought to Dehli and buried 
there. After his death the office of Annr-nl- 
Umra wuxs conferred on Ms son Sliahab-iiddin 
with the title of Gmad-nl-Mnlk (Biazi-uddin 
lOiau. 

GRazi-uddin Khan III. 

Amlr-nl-Umra, 

styled Gmad-ul-Mulk, was the son of ffliazi- 
nddiii Klxan Firdz Jang, the son of INizam- 
nl-Mnlk ‘Asaf Jiih. His original name was 
Shahab-iiddin, but after the death of his 
father in a.d. 1752, a.h. 1165, he was, by 
the recommendation of Nawab Safdar Jang, 
wazir, appointed Amir-ul - Umra, by the 
emperor Ahmad Shah of Dehli with tlie title 
of ‘Imad-ul-Mnlk GhazT-nddin lOian. This 
is that Ghazi-nddin I£han, who afterwards 
became wazir, imprisoned and blinded his 
master the emperor Ahmad Shah, and 
assassinated GUamgir II. His wife wars the 
celebrated Ganna, or Gnmia (q.v.), Begara, 
who died in the year a.d. 1775, a.h. 1189. 
The year of Ghazi -uddiu IBiaii’s death is 
unknown, but according to the biography of 
the poet called Gulzdr Ibraliim, be was li\Hng 
in A.D. 1780, A.H. 1194, in straitened circum- 
stances. His poetical name was Nizam. Ac- 
cording to the work called Mdair-ul-Umm, 
he w^eutto the Deccan a.d. 1773, a.h. 1187, 
and received a jixgir in Mahva ; subsequently 
he proceeded to' Sfirat and passed a few years 
with the English, and thence on a pilgrinitige 
to Mecca. He composed Persian and Rail^ta 
poetry, and left Arabic and Turkish Gliazals 
and a tMck Persian Diwiin and a j\lixsnawi in 
which the miracles of Manlana Fakhr-nddiii 
are related. Some say he died at Kalpi, a.d. 
1800.

He was horn in the year a.d'^'- 
1058, A.H. 450, in a village called ^azzala 
or Ghazali, in Tus, whence he and his 
brother derived their names of Ghazzali. He 
died on the 18th December, a.d. 1111, 4th 
Jiimada II. a.h. 505, aged 55 lunar years.

This is a very celebrated Hindi 
poem, containing the exploits of the famous 
demigod Bara, who reigned over India for 
many years. His capital was at Audh, and 
his conquests extended to Ceylon, where the 
chain of rocks wdiich nearly unite that island 
to the continent is still called Barn’s Bridge. 
Besides this, there are t^vo other Edmdyans, 
one translated by Tulshi Diis in the Bhakha 
dialect, and another by Khushtar in Urdu. 

Girdliar Singh (iCx.; or Gird- 

liar Bahadur, a Pi,ajput chief wdio ivas 
governor of Malwa, ' iu the reign of the 
emperor Muhammad Slirdi, and fell in battle 
against the Pesliwa BajT Bao’s officers in 
A.D. 1729. His nephew, Daya Bam, who 
succeeded him, and had opjiosed a gallant 
resistance for some time, was defeated by 
Chimnaji the Peshwa’s brother, and lost his 
life in battle about the year a.d. 1732.

hid under his throne, whence ho could hear 
the musician unknown to him. The hitter 
endeavoured to remember the style, and on a 
subsequent day, sung Qoul ami Fardna in 
imitation of it, wdiicli surprised Gopfil, and. 
fraudulently deprived him of a portion of his 
due honour. 

Goshyar (jU-ib ^ ), an astronomer ■^vllosc 

proper name is Ahu‘l Hasan. 

Goubar Shad Begam 

the wdfeof Mirza Shahnikh. the son of Amir 
Taimur. She was slain by Sultan Ahu Sa,n(l 
Mirza for creating disturhances, in a.d. 1457, 
A.H. 861, at Herat, where she lies hiiried on 
the left bank of a stream called An jir. The 
grave is covered by a very high gilt dome. 
She is said to have been the most incom- 
parable lady in the world. Some erroneously 
say that she was the daughter of Amir 
Taimur and sister of Sliahnikh i^Iirza, and 
that she never married, but devoted herseH to 
the perusal of the Quran.

She 
was married to Khizir IQian, a descendant of 
the kings of Kashghar. lOiizir I£han was 
made governor of Lahore in a.d, 1555, a.h. 
963, and afterwards of Beliar, where he died 
about the year a.d. 1559, a.h. 966. 

Gullbarg Begam 

daughter of the emperor Bahar Shah ; she is 
also called Giilrang Begam and Gulriikh 
Begam, which see. 

Gnlclielira Begam a 

daughter of the emperor Bahar Shah, and 
youngest sister of Hiiiiiayun, hy whom she 
was given in marriage to Ahhiis Sultan, an 
Uzbak prince, at Kabul in a.d. 1548. 

Gul Miiliammad Khan (juA..s:r^ 

a poet of HelilT who 

died in the year of the Christian era a.d. 
1818, A.H. 1264. His poetical name was 
Natik, wliich see. 

Gulrukh Begam a 

daughter of the emperor Bahar, who was 
married to Mirza Kiir-iiddin Muhammad, a 
person of respectable family, by wliom site 
had a daughter named Salima Sultana Begam, 
who was married in the beginning of the 
reign of the emperor Akbar, to^Buiram Khan, 


Khankhanaii, after whose death in a.d. 1561, 
A.H. 968, the emperor married her himself. 
Gulrukh Begam is called in the 3Iasir-t(U 
Umrd Gulbarg Begam, and by some Giilrang 

Begam. 

Gulrukh Begam a 

daughter of Kamraii Mirzii. tbe brolher of 
the emperor Huraayiiii and ilrst cousin to 
Akbar. She was married to IbralJin Husain 
Mirza, the son of Muhammad Suit an Mirza, 
a descendant of Amir Taimiir. liirdhim 
Husain, who together with liis other brothers 
had created great disturbances in tlie conn try, 
was taken prisoner in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981, 
and shortly after put to death and his head 
sent to Akbar, wlio ordered _it to be placed 
over one of the gates of Agra, Gulrukh 
Begam survived him for several years and was 
living at Agra in a.d. 1614, a.h. 1023. 

Gulshan the poetical name of 

Shaikh Sahl-iillah, a mystical poet, who 
resided for some years at Delili, and left 
nearly 100,000 versus of Ghazals. He was a 
disciple of Shah ‘Abdul Ahad Sarliindl, and 
made with him a pilgrimage to Mecca. He 
died A.D. 1728, a.h. 1141. 

Gulshani ( the poetical title 

of Shaikh Sa‘d-ullah, which see. 

Gunna or Ganna Begam U^), 

a princess, celebrated for her personal accom- 
plishments, as well as for the vivacity of her 
wit, and the fire of her poetical * genius. 
Several of her lyric compositions in the 
Hindustam language are still sung and 
admired, one of which is to he seen In tlie 
first volume of the Asiatic lit-searches^ p. 55. 
She was the daughter of ISawab ‘Ail Qiili 
IHitiii, commonly '"called Cldianga or Shusli 
Angiishti (from* having six fingers on each 
hand), a mansahdar of 5000 horse. Ganna 
Begum was betrothed to Shuja^-uddania, the 
son of Kawab Safdar Jang of Aiidb, but 
afterwards manitd to ‘Imad-ul-Mulk Giiazi- 
iiddiii IHian, wazir of the empire, and tliis 
rivalship is said to have in part laid the 
foundation of the mortal enmity which a fter- 
wards subsisted between that wazir and Safdar 
Jang. Adjoining to tlie villagci of Kiiralvad 
near Dholpiir, two miles from Ghola Sarae, 
is a pretty large garden, llu^ Avork oi_:he 
emperor Aiamgir, Iniilt in the year a.d. 4688, 
A.H. 1160, OAXT the gate of which is an 
inscription bearing the ehronogrmii of Ihe 
ear of its erection, viz. “ Dida Ba gh 
amal.” Within this garden is the monuuKait 
of Gunna Begam. Her shrine bears tlie 
following inscription: “Ah gliam Gunna 
Begam,” which is the chronogram of the 
year of her death, viz. a.d. 1775, a.h, 
1189. The poets Suz, Souda, and hOuuat 
corrected her verses.

Guru Gobind tlie soe of 

Tegli Baliadur, a faiiioiis chief of the SilAs. 
After the death of liis father, who was 
executed by order of tlio emperor ‘Alanigir 
in the year a.d. 1673, having collected 'his 
followers, he gave them arms and horses, 
which till this time tliey had never used, and 
began to coiiimit depredations, hut he w'as 


soon obliged to fly, and two of his sons 
being taken prisoners, wmre put to death. 
Being desirous of returning to his home, he 
prevailed on some Afghans to conduet him, 
disguised as one of their devotees, through 
the army vstationed at Sarhind ; and for the 
remainder of Ms life kept himself retired, 
having lost his faculties in grief for his sons. 
He ordered his disciples to wear blue, and 
leave their beards and the hairs of their heads 
liushaved, wMch they do to this day. He was 
succeeded by Banda, one of his followers.

Hafiz Abru siirnamcd 

Hur-nddin-bin-Lutf-nllah, author of the 
history called TdriMi Hafiz Ahm, He wns 
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l)orn in tlie city of Herat, but passed bis 
infancy in Ilaiiidan, where he received his 
edneation. He was fortunate enough to 
secure the esteem of Amir Taimiir, who 
songht every occasion to do him service. 
After the deatli of that tyrant, he attended 
the court of Ms son Shahrnkh Mirza, and 
received from the young prince Mirzii Baisan- 
ghar every denioiistration of kindness and 
regard. To him he dedicated his works under 
the name of ZidHlat-tit-‘TaivdnMi Bdisanghar^ 
which contains a complete liistory of the 
world, and an aceoimt of the institutions and 
religions of different people down to a.b. 
1425, A.H. 829. He died five years after- 
wards in the city of Zanjan, about the year 
A.B. 1430, A.H. *834. 

Hafiz Adam a Miisalinaa 

devotee and disciple of Shaikh Ahmad Sar- 
liindi, who about the year a.b. 1673, in 
conjunction with the Sikh Giu'ii Tegh Bahadur, 
havin^g collected his followers, levied con- 
tributions with the greatest oppression from 
the iiihahitants of Ids neighhonrhood and 
pretended to royalty. He was banished from 
the kingdom across the Indus by order of the 
emperor ‘Alaingir. 

Hafiz Halwai ksU ), a con- 

feetioiier and poet of Heriit, who fiourished 
in the reign of Shahriildi Mirza, the son of 
Amir Taimiir, about the year a.b. 1430, 
A.H. 834. 

Hafiz, Kiiwaja whose 

proper name is Shams-iiddiii Muhammad, was 
the most elegant Iwic poet of Persia. He 
was horn at Shiraz in the reign of Muzaffariaiis, 
and was living at the time when Amir Taimiir 
(Tamerlane) defeated Shah Mansur, the last 
Sultan of that dynasty. The language of 
Hafiz has been styled among the Musalmans 
Lisaii-iil-G-hriih,” the language of mystery. 
Prom his frequent celebration of love and 
wine in his odes he has very appro})riately 
been denominated, by some (Orientalists, the 
Anacreon of Persia. He died in a.b. 1389, 
A.H. 791, at Shiraz, where his tomb is yet 
to he seen at a place called Mnsalla, and* is 
Hsited as a sacred s])ot by pilgrims of all 
ages. After his death a collection of 569 of 
liis odes was made l)y Sayyad (Tasini Anwar, 
entitled inivdn Edjjz. A feiv of his poems 
may be understood in a literal sense ; bnt in 
general they are figurative, and allude to the 
Sufi doctrines; most of them have been at 
diff'oront times translated into some of the 
European languages. At the head of the 
English triinslators stand Sir W. Jones, 
Messrs, llu-hardson and Carlyle. [There 
have becii two oilier Pm’sian poets of the 
name of liatiz, one of them suruamed Ilalwai, 
that is to say, the conJeetioiier, who lived 
in the rfugn of Sultan Shahrnlch, the son of 
Tamerlane, and the other was named Ajan 
Eumi.l Many zealous admirers of H^fiz 
insist that by wine he invariably means 
devotion; and they have gone so far as to 


compose a dictionary of words in the lan^K.age, 
as they call it, of the Sufis ; in that vocabiihiry 
sleep is explained by rnedifation on the divine 
perfections, and perfume hj It o/ie of tln‘ divine 
favour ; gales are illapses of grace ; l-isscs and 
embraces, the rapture of piety ; idutators, 
infidels, and lihertines, are men of the ]mr 0 st 
religion, and their idol is the Creator himself ; 
the tavern is a retired oratory, and its Iceeper, 
a sage instructor ; beauty denotes the per- 
fection of the Supreme Being ; tresses are 
the expansion of his glory; lips the hidden 
mysteries of his essence ; doivn on the cheek, 
the world of spirits who encircle his throne : 
and a hiaek mole, the point of indivisible 
unity; lastly, ivantfmness, mirth,imdinehriety, 
mean religious ardoiu- and abstraction from 
all terrestrial thoughts. 

Hafiz Muhammad, author of the 

Maim Sttfhlr. 

Hafiz Rahmat Khan 

i^LrA), a celebrated Rohila chief. 

He joined his countrymen during the adminis- 
tration of ‘ Ali Muharamad THian, who advaii ced 
him to an important station, and Pilibhit 
and Bareily wmre given to him and Muradahild 
to anotlier diief named Duude IHian. Having 
attained his office, by military ability and 
genius, he at length wiiolly superseded the 
authority of Sa‘d-ullah-K]idn, the sou of 
‘Ali Muhammad and w^as advanced to 

the supreme administration of affairs. lie 
failed in his engagement to pay forty lacs of 
rupees to Xawrib Shuja-uddaula of Aiidh for 
the protection of his coimtry from tlie ravages 
of the Marhattas, wvas killed* in a battle fought 
by the Haivab by the assistance of the English 
on the 23rd April, a.b.

He Avas the father of NoAvab 
Sirilj-uddanla, who succec.'ded Muhabat Jang 
in tile government of Biaigal in a.d. 1756. 

Haihat Khan He is 

the anthor of the TftrJkh JDmn Jahdn Lod'i^ 
MaMizan-i-Afghmn, containing the history 
of IHian Jahaii Lodi and of the Afghans, 
lUian J alian was a general of great reputation 
during the reign of the emperor Jahangir, 
but rebelling against Shah Jahan, Avas killed 
in an engagement Avitli the royal troops, a.d. 
1631, A.H. 1087. The above aadi'Ic was 
written in a.d. 1676. There is also an 
ahridgment of this Avork, by the same author, 
called Majmua^ Afghani.

Haidar Mirza who is 

also called Mir Haidar and Mirza Haidar 
Doghlat, Avas the son of Muhammad Ilnsain, 
and his Avife Avas the aunt of Bal)ar Shfdi. 
He Avas formerly in the service of Kainraii 
Mirza, brother of the emperor Hiimayiiui, 
but being disgusted with his conduct abaiidoiied 
his standard about the year a.d. 1539, a.h. 
946, and joined the emperor, to whom he 
Avas afterAvards of great serAuce. In a.d. 
1540, A.H. 947, he Avas deputed by the 
emperor to conquer Kashmir, Avhich he took 
in a short time ; but as that emperor was 
soon after expelled from India by Sher Shah, 
Haidar became the king of that country. la 
the year a.d. 1548, a.h. 955, he invaded 
Little Thibet, and not only sirceeeded in con- 
quering that country, but subsequently added 
Great Thibet, Eajora and Pogla to his 
dominions. He reigned nearly teii years, and 
Avas killed by an arroAV in a night -attack made 
upon his camp in a.d. 1551, a.h. 958. 


Haidar 

also called Haidar Kiiluj or Haidar Kuliclia, 
because he Avas by profession a baker. He 
Avas a native of Heriit, and is the author of a 
DiAvan in Persian and one in Urdu. 

Haidar ( ^a^sv), or Mir Haidar Shah,

the grandson of Mir Haidar, Avho Avas the 
author of the Tarlkh RushuU. This person, 
on plea of presenting a petition, killed Ilnsain 
LVli Khan Amir-ul-Uinra, at the instigation 
of the emperor Muhammad Shah, on the 
ISth September, o.s.

He Avas a nobleman in the service 
of the emperor Jahangir, and Avas living 
about the year a.d. ioiO, a.h. 1028, in

Haidar Mnammai, Mir jA^5>- ' " 

snrnamed Bafisgl Kashi, a 

punster who flourished in the time of vShah 
Ismail II. king of Persia, and wrote a chrono- 
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gram at his death, which took place in a.d. 
io77, A.H. 985. He was distinguished by 
his skill ill making chroiiogTanis and enigmas. 
He came to India in the time of Akbar, and 
was drowned when returning by sea to Persia. 
He was in charge of copies of Faizi’s works 
for distribution in Persia, and they ivere 
also lost. Tide Mir Haidar. 

Haidar Razi 'Jj ), a Persian 

historian who wrote in the 17th century of 
the Christian Era. 

Haidar, Shaikli or Sultan ( 

father of Shah Ismail I. 

Safwi. He was the son of Sultan or ShailA 
Junaid, the son of Sliaikh Ibrahim, the son 
of ShailA or Khwaja All, the son of the 
celebrated Shaikh Sadar-iiddin Musa, the 
son of Shaikh Safi or Safi-uddin Ardiheli, 
who was the ‘21st in a direct line from Musi 
Qazim, the seventh Imam, He was killed 
in a battle against Ya‘kub Beg the son of 
tJzzan Hiisan, at Sliirwiin in the month of 
July, A.D. 1488, Sha‘ban, a.h.

1760, 
A.H. 1174. 

Hairat poetical title of 

Pandit Ajnddhia Parshad, a native of Hash- 
mere, who resided at Lucknow. He is the 
author of a small Diwan and a few Masnawis. 
He died a.ii. 1‘234, in the 35th year of 
his age. 

Hairati a poet of Marv. In 

reward of a Qasida which he composed in 
praise of Shah Tahmasp I. Safwi, he obtained 
the title of Malik-nsli-Shua‘ra or Idng of 


poets. Besides the work called IBahjat-nU 
Mubnhij, he is the author of a Masnawi to 
which he gave the title of Giilzar. All his 
verses amount to about 40,000. He was 
murdered at Kashan a.d. 1554, a.h. 962. 

Hairati was the greatest 

poet of his time. He had studied at Isfaliuii, 
and was alive when Taqi Kasliini wrote his 
Tazkira a,d. 1585. Though he received a 
liberal allowance from the Persian Groveni- 
nient, owing to his extravagance, it was cpiite 
insufficient for Ms support, and in a.d. 1581, 
A.H. 989, he came to India being attracted 
by the prodigality of the Quth-Shalii kings 
of Golkanda. 

Hajar a very great man among 

the followers of ‘AH, and reinarkahle for Ills 
singular ahstiueuce, piety and strictness of 
life, his constant purifications accaudiua to 
Muhammadan law, and exactness in observing 
the hours of devotion. He was put to death 
in A.D. 666, by order of MiOawia I. for 
speaking reproachfully of him, affronting his 
brother Zayad, governor of Xufa, and affirming* 
that the government did not, of right, belong 
to any but the family of ‘All.

'Whilst a 
young’ nian, dreading' the tyranny of Hadir 
Shall, he fled from Pei'sia, and on his arrival 
in India Av as ndmitted into the friendship of 
Haavab Abud .Miins.ur IHiaii Safdar Jang. 
Upon the death of Ilaja Nawul Eae, .Deputy 
Governor of Audh iii a.i>. 1750, a.h. 1163", 
Miihainniad Qidi Khan, tlie iiepheAV of the 
KaAvab, Avas ap])ointed to that important 
office, and he (Haji) Avas noniinated one of 
his assistants. On tlie death of Safdar Jang 
in A.D. 1753, A.n. 116', his son Shuja- 
uddaula became jealous of his cousin Muham- 
niah (lull Khan, arrested liini and put him to 
death.

title of Khalifa at Mecca. Tn Ihc year a.d. 
693, A.H. 74, he pulled doAA-n the temple of 
Mecca, Avhicli Abdullah had repaired, placing 
the black stone on the outside of it again and 
restoring it to the very form it had before 
Aliihanimad’s time. He Avas a great tyrant ; 
it is said of him, that in his lifetime lie had 
put to death a hundred and tAi enty thousand 
persons, and ANffien he died had 50,000 in his 
prisons. He died in the reign of the Kialif 
milif I. in the year a.d. 714, a.h. 85, aged 
54 years.

Akhar 
also liked him vnry much. Hakim Avas a 
poet and AAU’ote under the Lakhalus of 
DaAvani.

In the reign of 
his brother Mangu Qilan, king of Tartary, 
he was detached, in May, a.d. 1253, llahi‘ I. 
A.H. 651, attended by one hundred and fifty 
thousand horse to subdue Persia, wddcli he 
soon concpiered, after which he extirpated the 
pow'er of the IsmaTlis, the descendants of 
Hasan Sabbali the founder of the 

sect, and destroyed their strongholds in 
November, a.d. 1256, :^ii-qada, a.h. 654. 
He next intended to march direct to Constan- 
tinople, hut was persuaded by Nasir-iiddin 
Tiisi (whom he had made his prime minister) 
to turn his arms agaiii.st Baghdrid. He 
marched against that ctipital, and alter a 
siege of some months took it in February, 
a.d. 1258, 4tb Sat'ur, a.h. 656. The IHiallVa 
Mustaa'sim Biiirih and bis son wmre seized, 
and with 800,000 cd its inhabitants tvere put 
to death. After tliesc successes Ilalaku wns 
desirous of returning to Tartarv to take 
possession of the go\'ernmeut of his native 
country, which, laid ])ecome v.acant by the 
death ol‘ his brother Mniigu Qaau ; hut the 
great defeat whieh the general whom he had 
left in Syria siift'cred from Suif-uddiii Firoz, 
the prince of the IMuuilfiks of Egypt, com- 
pelled him to abandon his design ; and after 
he had restored his affairs in Syria, he fixed 
his residcmaj at IMaragha, in Aznrbaijan, 
where he died on Sunday the Sth b’obruary, 
A.D. 1265, 19th llal)i‘ 11. a.h. 603, after a 
reign of twelve yeais from his first coming to 
Ihii'sia, and eight years from the death of his 
brother. During his prosperous reign, the 

■ literature of Pensia resumed its former 
tloiirishing state ; and tlio illustrious Persian 
P)ard Sa‘di of Shiraz was lii'ing in his time. I

Hanlfa, who was a learned man, and died in 
the year A.D. 792, a.h. 176. 

Hamza, Amir ), the son of 

Abdul Muttalib, and uncle of hluhaniinad, 
who gave him the title of Asad-ullah, or the 
lion of God, because of his courage and valour, 
and put into his hands the first standard he 
ordered to be made, which was called “ Raet- 
ul-Islam,” the standard of the faith. Hamza, 
who was also called Ahu ‘Umar, was killed 
in the battle of Ohad which Muhammad 
fought with the Qureshites, of whom Ahu 
Siihaii was chief. After the battle Iliiida, 
the wife of Ahu Sutiau, pulled Hamza’s 
liver out of his body and chewed and 
swallowed some of it. This battle took place 
in the mouth of March, a.d. G25, Shawwal, 
a.h. 3. 

Hamza Bano Begam y b 

daughter of Slifih Jahan by Kandahari Begam, 
daughter of Muzalfar Husain Mirza of the 
royal race of Shah Isma‘il Safwi. She was 
born in the year A.H. 1019. 

Hamza Mirza eldest 

son of Sultan Muhammad Miuda Banda, and 
the grandson of Shah Tahmasp I. of the 
Safwi family of Persia. His father, on 
account of a natural weakness in his eyes, 
which rendered him almost blind, had* at 
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first entrusted tlie cliarge of tlie empire to Ms 
wazir, Mirza Siiliiinian ; when that nobleman 
was slain, he created his own son, Hamza 
Mirza, regent of the empire. This prince, 
by his valour, extricated his weak father from 
ail his difficulties with which he was 
siiiToimded. Tut this gleam of good fortune 
soon vanished. This gallant prince wms 
stabbed by a barber, in his own private 
apartments on the 24th November, a.d. 1586, 
22nd ^il-hijja, a.h. 994. 

Sanbal, Imam (^Ul orAlimad 

Ibn Hanbal, the son of Miihammad- 
ibn-Hanbal, was the fourth Imam or 
founder of one of the four orthodox sects of 
the Sunnis called Hanbalites. This sect 
made a great noise in Baghdad in the reign of 
the Khalif Al-Muqtadir in a.d. 929, a.h. 
317. Merauzi, cliief of the sect, had asserted 
that God had placed Muhammad on his 
throne, which assertion he founded upon the 
passage of the Quran : Thy Lord shall soon 
give thee a considerable place or station.” 
All the other sects of the Musalmans regard 
the explication of the Ilanhalites as a shocking 
impiety. They maintain that this cotisidcr- 
able place or station was the post or quality 
of a mediator, which they affirm to belong to 
their prophet. This dispute passed from the 
schools to the public assenihlies. At length 
they came from words to blows which cost 

■ the lives of several thousands. In the year 
A.D. 935, A.H. 323, the Hanbalites became 
so insolent, that they marched in arms on the 
city of Baghdad, and plundered the shops on 
pretence that wine was drunk in them. 
Ahmad was a traditionist of the first class, 
and composed a collection of authenticated 
traditions called Masnad, more copious than 
those any other person had, till then, been able 
to form : it is said that he knew by heart one 
million of those traditions. He was born in 
the year a.d. 780, a.ii. 164, and died on tlie 
31st Inly, A.D. 855, 12th Bahr I. a.h. 241, 
ill the reign of the Klialif Al-^^lutwakldl, and 
was buried at Baghdad. It was estimated 
that the nnmher of men present at his funeral 
was 800,000, and 60,000 women; and it is 
said tbat 20,000 Christians, Jews and 
Magians became Moslems on the day of his 
death. In the year a.d. 835, Bamazan, 
A.H. 220, some time in the montli September, 
be was required by Kjialil' Al-]'^Iotasira Billah 
to d(?clare that the (Jurau was created, but 
would not, and although beaten and imprisoned 
persisted in his refiis.al. The eternity of the 
Quran, considered as the word of God, is the 
orthodox Moslem doctrine.

province of Kabul, on the 19th November, 
a.d. 1551, 21st .Zi-Qahia, a.h. 958. He is 
buried at Kabul close to the tomb of the 
emperor Babar Shall. Humayiin, out of 
affection to the memory of Handal Mirza, in 
the same year gave the daughter of that 
prince, Kaqia Sultana, to his son Akhar in 
marriage. 

Hani surname of Muliammad- 

bin-‘Ali, a poet who died in the year a.d, 
1333, A.H. 733. 

Hanifa Imam ), also called 

Ahh Hanifa and Imam Glzini, was one 
of the four Jurisconsults of Mecca, 
viz. Imam Hanifa, Imam, Haiihrd, Imam 
ShafaT and Imam Malik, from whom are 
derived the various Codes of Miihammadaii 
Jurisprudence. He was one of the most 
celebrated doctors of the Musalmans, and 
chief of the sect of Hauilites ; and though his 
sect is the principal of the four which they 
novsr indiffiereutly follow, lie was ill-used 
during his lifetime. His principal works fire ; 
the Mamady i.e. the foundation or support, 
wffierein he established all the points of iho 
Miisalman faith ; a treatise entitled I'UJcahim 
or Scholastic Divinity ; and a catecldsm 
called MtmHlim-tiU Islam. , i.e. the Instructor. 

Another of his books is entitled the .Fiqh- 
ul-Ahbar ; it treats of the Ilm-ul-Kahlm, 
and has been commented upon by various 
wu'iters, many of whom are mentioned by 
Haji ;^alfa. Some say that the Masnad 
was -wTitten by Imam Hanbal. By the Shias 
he is as much detested and censured as by 
their antagonists he is admired and exalted. 
For allowing his disciples to drink nahtZy 
which is a wine made of dates, he is accused 
by the Persians of departing from the clear 
injunction of the Prophet against all intoxi- 
cating beverages, [At the time of his birth 
some of the “companions” of the Prophet 
were still living, which adds to his authority 
among the Sunn! denomination.] 

Haq.icjtat poetical title of 

Saiyad Husain Shah, son of Saiyad Arab 
Shah. He accompanied Col. Ivydd to 
Cliinapatan in Madras as bead Munsli! and 
died there. He is the author of an Urdu 
Diwan and seven other works, some of which 
are named Tahfat-uWAjamy Ifliazunit-iiU 
Amsaly Sanmnhada Chin and Masht Giihjushl.

Hariri whose full name is 

Ahu Muhammad Qasim - hin-‘Ali - bin - 
XJsman-al-Hariri-al“]3asri, was a native of 
Basra. He was one of the ablest writers of 
his time, and is the author of the Muqmmt 
Jlarln, a w^ork consisting of fifty Oratorical, 
Poetical, Moral, Ecomiastic, and Satirical 
discourses, supposed to have been spoken or 
read in public assemblies ; hut which were 
composed by the author at the desire of 
Aiiusherwan - ibn - IChalid, wazir to Suhaii 
Muliainmad Saljiiqi. He died at Basra in 
the year a.d. 1122, a.h. 516. Poets, 
historians, gTauimarians and lexicographers 
look upon the Muqizmat as the highest 
authority, and next to the Quran, as far at 
least as language is concerned. His hook has 
been translated either entirely or partially 
into nearly every Eastern and European 
tongue. 

Harkaran the son of Mathura 

Has, a Kamboli of Multan, was a Munshi in 
the service of Hawab YaTbar Khan, and is 
the author of a collection of letters called 
Inshae Harkaran, or the Forms of JEarka- 
rmi, translated into English by D. Francis 
Balfour, M.D. The second e&tion of this 
work was printed in 1804.

or Said, was governor of Chaldea about the 
year a.d. 830, under the Kl^-alif Al-Mamun, 
who married Turan Diikht his daughter.

Taimur, and died at Qandaliar, where his tomb 
is resorted to by pilgrims. Jahangir says in 
the Tuzak that the place Ilmasadak is 75 kos 
from Kashmere. 

Hasan ‘Ali the poet 

laureate in the service of Tipii Siilt.riu of 
Mysore. He is the aiitlior of a liook called 
Bhoghal, or the Kok Skdstar. It is a ciirions 
but obscene satire on women, said to he a 
translation or paraphrase from the Saiiskrit 
in Hindi verse. There is another translation 
of the same book in Persian prose called 
Lazzat-mi-Hisa, by Ziya-uddin Hakhsliabi. 

Hasan Askari, Imam 

or Abii‘1 Hasan ‘Ali-al-‘AskarI, was the 
eleventh Imam of the race of ‘All, and the 
eldest son of Imam ‘AH Haqi wlio was tlio 
tenth. He was horn at Madina in the year 
A.D. 846, A.H. 232, and died on the 'Oth 
Hovemher, a.d. 874, 22nd MiihaiTam, a.ii. 
261, aged 28 years. He is buried at Bar- 
manrai in Baghdad close to the tomb of his 
father. 

Hasan Basri, Khwaja 

a natiro of Basra and a Tory 

pious Musalman, who is said to have possessed 
all the branches of science, and was noted for 
self-mortiflcation, fear of God and devotion. 
He is the author of a Diwan or book of Odes 
in Arabic. He was horn in a.d. 642, a.h* 
21, and died on the ilth October, a.d. 728, 
1st Eajab, a.h. 110, aged 89 lunar years, 
and was buried at Basra.

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Shaikh Umari was a good soldier. lie was 
made a commander of 2,500 for his .services in 
Bangash, and was put, towards the end of 
Akhar’s reign, in charge of Kabul, receiving 
Fort Eolitas in the Panjrib as jagir. Hasan 
Beg, after making a useless attempt to in- 
criminate others, was put into a cow-hide 
and in this state he was tied to donkeys and 
carried through the liazaar.

Hasan Buzurg (i^yj also 

called Slieilm Hasan, Aiiilr Hasan ilqam, 
and Aniir Hasan Havidn, Kayhkai, the sou 
of Amir Ilqan Jalayer. He was an immediate 
descendant of Siiluln Arghun IHian, king of 
Persia {whose sister 'v\'as his mother), and 
one of the principal chiefs of the Mughals in 
the reign of Sultan Ahti Sa‘id. He married 
Bagfidad jyhatuii, daughter of Amir Cliohan 
or Jovian, hut the prince being deeply 
enamoured of her charms, Amir Hasan, after 
the death of her father, was forced to resign 
his consent to him in a.u. 1327, a.h. 7*^8. 
A few years after the death of Abh Sa‘id, 
Amir Hasan married his widow Dilshad 
Khatun, went to Baghdad, seized that city, 
and became the founder of a petty dynasty 
of princes. His life was passed in contests 
to establish his authority over the territories 
of Baghdad, and he died before this object 
of his ambition was accomplislied, in July, 
A.D. 13d(>, Bajab, a.h. 757. His son Sultan 
Owes Jalayer was more fortunate ; he not 
only suocealed in completing the conquest 
his ‘father had commenced, but carried his 
arms into Azuihejan and lOiiirasan. Sultan 
Owes died in October, a.d. 1374, a.h. 776, 
and left his government to his second son 
Sultan Husain Jalayer. This excellent prince, 
who is also alike celebrated for his benevo- 
lence and love of justice, lost bis life in an 
action in a.h. 1382, a.h. 784, with his 
brother Ahmad, siirnamed ilqaui, a cruel and 
unjust ruler, whose enormities compelled his 
subjects to invite Amir Taimur (Tamerlane) 
to their relief in A.i). 1393, and almost the 
whole of the future life of Ahmad passed in 
an ineffectual struggle with that conqueror. 
He tied to Egypt for safety, and when, after 
the death of Tuinihr, he returned to recover 
his dominions, he w’lis taken and put to death 
by Qara Yusaf, a Turkman chief, in a.d. 
1410, A.H. 813. 

Hasan Ganga. Vide Ala-ad-din 1, 

Hasan Imam (^\^\ tlie eldest 

son of ‘All, the son of Abu Talib, and 
Eatima, the daughter of Muhammad; wms 
born on the 1st March, a.d, 625, 15th 
liamazau, a.h. 3. After the death of his 
father in Jannary, a.d. 6G1 , Bamazfm, a.h. 40, 
he succeeded him as second Imam, and was 


proclaimed IGialif by the Arabians, but 
perceiving the people divided and himself 
ill-used, be after six montlis resigned the 
^ilafat to Muhiwda, who assigned to him 
about 15,000 pounds a year, besides large 
presents. After this Hasan and his brother 
Husain retired and lived privately at Madina, 
where after a few years lie died of poison, 
administered to him by one of liis wives, 
whom Yazid, the son of Mu^awia, suborned 
to commit that wickedness, on the promise 
of marrying her afterwards ; though instead of 
a new husband, she was forced to be con- 
tented with a good sum of money which 
MiTawia gave her for her pains; for Yazid 
was not so mad as to trust liimself to her 
embraces. Hasan’s murder took place on 
the night of the 17th Alareli, a.d. 669 or 
670, 7th Safar, a h. 49. He was buried in 
Madina at a place called Baqia. Hasan is 
said to have been in person very like his 
grandfather Muhammad, ■who, Avlieii he was 
horn, spit in his mouth and named him 
Hasan. He had twenty children — fifteen 
sons and five daughters. Tlioiigb his wi\'cs 
were remarkably fond of him, yet lie was apt 
very frequently to divorce them and marry 
new ones. 

Hasan Kaslii, Maulana

Hash an. He is the author of many Qasidas 
and Gliazals.

met his death accidentally by the hands of a 
quainelsome wife, in December, a.d. 1343, 
Bajab, a.h. 741. 

Hasan Maimandi 

It is asserted by some that he was one of the 
ministers of Stiltan Mahmud of Ghazni. 
This statement is altogether incorrect and 
unfounded, says Sir II. Elliot, as it is not 
mentioned by any great bistoriau. But his 
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son Avlio is commonly called Alimad-lnn-IIasan 
Iklaimandi Avas a minister of that nioiiarcli. 
Jh'.snn i\laimaiidi Avas, during' the lifetime of 
Suit. ail Nasir-iiddin Snhaktagin, employed as 
DiAA'an or Collector of Revenues at Qasha 
Bust; but Nasir-nddin AAuis led by the secret 
machinations of his enemies to entertain an 
unfavourable opinion of hini, till he A\ms at 
last, in cousequeiiee of his having been con- 
victed of extortion and fraud to a large 
amount, hanged by order of that Sultan ; so 
that the general iiotiou Avliich prevails that 
he Avas the Avazir of Sultan Mahmud, is 
erroneous.

The name by AAhich this 
ruler and his descendants are indiscriminately 
knoAAm in European history is, “ The Old 


Man of the Mountain.” His followers or 
descendants Avere also called Ilasani, and the 
English Avord “assassin,” is supposed to 
haAm been formed from a corruption of this 
term. Hasan Sabbah Avas at first a mace- 
bearer to Sultan Alp Arsalaii ; but in con- 
sequence of a quarrel Avith Nizam-ul-Miilk, 
the minister of that prince, he retired to Rai, 
his native country, and from thence, to 
Syria, Avhere he entered into the service of a 
chief of the family of Ismadl the son of 
JaTar Siidiq, and adopted the tenets of that 
sect. The first object of Hasan Avas to 
possess himself of 'a stronghold; and he 
succeeded iu gaining by stratagem the moun- 
tain fort of Alahmfit, situated betAveen 
QazAvin and Gilan. The fort Avas built by 
Hasan-hin-Zaid in the year a.d. 860, a.h. 
246, and Hasan Sabhah took it in a.d. 1089, 
a.h. 482. From this fortress he commenced 
depredations on the surroimding country, and 
added several other hill forts to the one he 
had already seized. That of Rodbar, AAdiich 
is also near Q,azAVin, Avas next to Alalimut in 
consequence . IMalik Sh ah Sal j uki, the reign- 
ing Sidtaii, had sent a force to reduce him, 
hnt Avithoxit any success. In the month of 
October, a.d. 1092, Ramazan, a.h. 485, 
Nizam -ul-Mulk, who Avas then folloAving* the 
royal camp from Isfahan to Baghdfid, Avas 
stabbed by one of the folloAvers of Hasan Sabhah 
who Avas his personal enemy. Hasan Sabbah 
died in A.D. 1124, 26th Rahi II. a.h. 518. 
Rnkn-nddin, aaIio Avas the last of this family, 
and Avho is better knoAvn under the name of 
Qahir Shah or Kbur Shfih, after a Aveak and 
ineffectual struggle fell before Halakii. That 
conqueror not only made him prisoner, but 
took and dismantled all his sti-ongholds. This 
CA'ent took place in the month of NoA^emher, 
A.D. 1256, Zi-Qada‘ a.h.

Having fliiished his studies, under the patron- 
age and instruction of his iiiicie Ilatiil, with 
his permission, secluded himself from the 
worlA "When Shah Ismael SafwT fought 
the Uzhak Tartars in Klmrasan, and slew 
Shahibeg Khan their chiel in a.d. 1508, a.h. 
914, he prevailed on oiu’ poet to quit Ins cell, 
and come to court. Solely ambitious of 
rivalling the Khamsa or flve poems of Hiziirai, 
he wrote in imitation of them his Laili and 
Majnim, JChtisro and iShlrin, Baft 2Ia)iza}\ 
the Taimur Kama^ which is also called 
Zafarnama^ and in imitation of the Sikandar 
Hama, lie undertook a heroic poem in praise 
of his patron, called FathJaU Shahl, which he 
did not live to tinish. Among the numerous 
Persian poems on the story of Traill and 
Majnun, that of Hatili seems universally 
e.steemed the simplest and most pathetic. 

Hatim {^jlt ^jW), commoiily called 

Hatim Tai, a famous Arnhian Chief of the 
tribe of Tai, cclehrated for his liberality, 
wisdom and valour. Ho flourished before 
the hirfli of Muhammad, and his sepiilciire 
may still he mil at a little village culkd 
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Aiiwarz in Arabia. There is an aceoimt of 
his !idv. nuirjs i.i the roniance entitled lidiitn 
Tdl in Te.’sian, wliichhas also been translated 
into Urdu. An Engiisli translation of this 
rouianee was made by Diincan Forbes, A.M., 
from the iTrsian.

Asaniin, that is to say, the deaf, was a great 
Miisiilmaii doctor, much esteemed for bis piety 
ami doctrine.

He wrote his 
Memoirs in 1741, eight years after his settle- 
ment for life in India, and it contains a 
variety of personal and historical anecdotes, 
excellent observations on men and manners, 
besides an interesting account of his travels, 
and remarks on many modern literary 
productions. A translation of this Avork, 
entitled The Life of Shaikh Muhammad All 
KaAn^ AAUismadeby F. G. Belfonr, F.lt.A.S., 
and published in ISSO. His fatlier’s mime 
Avas SliailA Abu Talib of GTlfiii, a dusceiidant 
of Shaikh Tajuddin Ibnlliim, coinmonly 
called Shaikh Zahid Gilani, Avho Avas the 
spiritual giiiile of Shaikh Safi-uddiii Ardibeli. 
He Avas born at Isfahan on the 7tli January, 
1692, O.S., 27th IUi1h‘ II. a.h. 1103, Avas in 
Dehli at the time of Nadir Shah’s invasion, 
and died in 1766, according to Sir Wm, 
Onseley, a.t>. 1779, a.h. 1180, aged 77 lunar 
years, "at Banaras (where he liad built his 
OAvn tomb some time before his deatli) equally 
admired and esteemed by the Musalman, 
Hindu and English inhabitants of that place.

son of IQian Jahan Shayasta Khan, the son 
of the wazir Asaf Klian. He built his house 
on the hanks of the river Jamna in a year 
with many other buildings such as gardens, 
reservoirs* baths, etc., etc., of which a bath, 
a reservoir, a Baoll, etc., etc., are still to be 
seen. His proper name was Sayyad M uzaft'ar . 
Shah Jahixn conferred on him the name 
of Iliniinat Ktian. In the 19th year of 
Alamgir he was appointed governor of 
Allahabad. In the 24th year of xilarngir, 
the appointment of Bakhigani was conferred 
on him ; and in the 30th year of Alamgir, he 
■was again appointed governor of Allahabad. 

Himn a banian or Indian shop- 

keeper of the caste of Dlmsar, whom Salim 
Shah, king of Dehli, had made superintendent 
of the markets. In the reign of Muhammad 
Shah ‘Adil, he was appointed his wazir, and 
intrusted with the whole administration of 
affairs. This person in the beginning of the. 
reign of the emperor Akbar laid siege to 
Agra, and having reduced it proceeded to 
Dehli which also surrendered, and Tardi Beg, 
governor of that place, who lied to Sarhind, 
was seized by Bairam Ivhaii {q.v.), the 
minister of Akbar, and beheaded for abandon- 
ing Dehli, where he might have defended 
himself. Himu was afterwards defeated and 
made prisoner in a battle fouglit at Eanipat 
on Thursday the 5th November, a.d. 1556, 
2nd Muharram, a.h. 964, and brought into 
the presence of the king by Bairiim Khan, 
who begged him to kill the infidel with his 
own hand. Akbar (who was then in his 
fifteenth year) in order to fulfil the wisli of 
his minister, drew his sword and touched the 
head of the captive, while Bairam IHiaii, 
drawing’ his own sabre, at a single blow 
severed the head of Hiniu from his body.

He reigned 40 years 
and was succeeded by his son Tahinurs, 
corainonly called Deohand, or the Magician 
binder, a title he derived from the success 
with wdiich he warred against the enemies of 
his family. 

Hoshang Shah (yL-5:> (for- 

merly called Alp Khan), was the first Muham- 
madan king of Mahva, and the son of Dila- 
war IHirm Ghori who was governor of that 
place .from the time of Muhammad Shah, 
a.d. 1401, son of Firoz Shah Tnghlaq, king nf 
Delili. After his father’ s death , which happened 
about the year a.d. 1405, a.h. 808, taking 
advantage of the times, he became entirely 
independent and assumed the title of Sulfan 
Hoshang Shah. He reigned 30 lunar years, 
and died on the 17tli July, a.d. 1434, 9th 
^Rl-hijja, A..H. 837. He wns buried in a 
stone 'vault, and a splendid m^iusoleiim of 


white marble wms Imilt over it w^hicli is still 
to he seen at Mando. The date of his death 
is to be found in tlie three last words of a 
tetrastich translated thus by Cxcneral Briggs. 
When death had sealed the Ilosliang’s fate, 
And he prepared to tread on Lethe’s shore, 
I asked a poet to record the date, 

Who briefly said, ‘ ‘ Shah Hosliang is no 
more.” 

He wms succeeded by his son Sultan 
Muhammad Shah, wdio was poisoned after a 
reign of one year and nine months by 
Mahmud IDian (the son of his Mbizir), who 
took the title of Mahmud Shah and ascended 
the throne of Malwa on Tuesday the loth 
May, A.D. 1436, 29th Sliawwval, a.h. 839.

Humayun (A.4..sr« 

emperor of Hindustan, snriiamed Hasir-nddin 
Muhammad, was the eldest son of the emperor 
Babar Shah, was born at Kabul on the nigdit 
of Tuesday the 7th March, a.d. 1508, 
4th Zi-Qa‘da, a.h. 913, and his mother’s 
name wms Maliam Begam. He succeeded 
his father on the throne at Agra on the 
20th December, a.d. 1530, 6th Jiimada I. 
A.II. 937, and conferred the government of 
Kabul, Qaiidahar, ffliaziii, aiicl the Panjab 
on his brother Mirza Kamiran ; to Mirza 
Askari he gave the government of Sarkar 
Bambhal, to Alirza llandal, Sarkar Ahval, 
and the government of Badakhshan to Mirza 
Bulaiman, the son of IHian Mirza, the son of 
Bultfbi Muhammad, thesonof Suit an Abu Said. 
Iluniayun was defeated the first time by Slier 
IGiaii * (afterw- ards Slier Shall) in a battle 
fought on tlie banks of the Chaiinsa in Beliar 
on the 26th June, a.d. 1539, 9th Safar, a.h. 
946, and the second time at Qannoj on the 
17th Atay, a.d. 1540, 10th Aliiharram, a.h. 
967. The capital no longer afforded him a 
place of refuge; even his brothers became 
iiis enemies, and 'would not grant him shelter 
in tlieir provinces. He fled from one place 
to another, subject at times to the greatest 
hardships ; and was at last obliged to quit 
the kingdom and seek an asylum in Persia, 
where he arrived in July, a.d. 1544, a.h. 
951, and was hospitably and honorably enter- 
tained for some time by Shah Tahmasp of 
Persia, wlio assisted him with troops. During 
tlie absence of Humayun, wliieh extended to 
a period of fifteen years, five kings ascended 
the throne of Dehli, viz. Slier Shah, his son 
Salim Shah, Aliihammad Shah Aclili, Ibrahim 
lyhan, and Sikandar Shah. Humayun having 
overcome his brothers at I^abul aiid Qandahar, 
commenced his march from the former city 
in the month of January, a.d. 1555, Safar, 
A.H. 962, towards India. He took the 
Paiijab, and advancing towards Dehli defeated 
Sikandar Shah on the 22nd June, a.d, 1555, 
2iid Shahau, a.h. 962, in a battle fought at 
Sarhind. Sikandar, after his defeat, fled 
to the mountains of Sewalik, and Humayun 
having reached Dehli in triumph, became a 
second time emperor of Hindustan. Bair am 
K]ian (^. ■?;.), to whose valour and talent the 
king was principally indebted for liis rcstor- 
atioii, was rewardeii with the first oflieos in 
the state with the title of inifiu Klianrin. The 
ye.ar of this Hetory was found by Bairam 
Khan to he contained in the words, “ The 
sword of Humayun.” Seven months after 
thi-s victory, on the 21st Januaiy, a.d. 1556, 
as Humayun w.as coming down at the time 
of evening prayers from the ternieo of the 
Library at Delili, be fell lieadloiig down tlie 
steps, and died on the 25th January, a.d. 1 556. 
llthRabi I. a.ii, 903. The words “Alas! 
my sovereign fell from the terrace,” are 
the English of the line recording the year 
of his demise. lie was hmied at Kiloghfiri, 
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a distance of four kos from tlie city of 
Shalijaiiabad on tlie banks of the river 
Jumna ; and a splendid monument was 
erected over liis remains some years after by 
his son Akbar, ■who succeeded him. Hiimayuii 
died at the age of 49, after a reign of 25 
years, including tlie lifteen years of his banish- 
ment from his ca]:}ital. The foundation of 
his mausoleum was laid in a.d. 1565, A.h. 
973, was superintended by Haji Begam, 
rnotlier of Akbar, and was finished in 16 years 
at a cost of 15 laldis of rupees. Parrukh- 
siyar, ‘Alainglr 11. Dara Shikoh and other 
princes are also buried in this mausoleum, 
where the last of the dynasty took refuge in 
1857 (see above, in voc. Balladur Shah II).

862, and causing 
his brother Hasan Hian’s eyes to be put out, 
ascended the throne of the Deccan. According 
to ^ the will of his father, he conferred the 
office of Wakil - us - Saltanat on lOiAvaja 
Mahmud Gawaii, with the title of Maiik-ut- 
Tnjjar and the government of Bijapur. He 
was an unjust prince and a great tyrant, on 
which ae(!ount he was snrnamed “the Cruel.” 
Ho reigned 3 years 6 months and 6 days, and 
was murdered with one stroke of a* heavy 
club on the 1st September, a.d. 1461, 28th 
Zi-Qa‘da, a.h. 865, during a fit of intoxica- 
tion, by his own servants, who were wearied 
out with his inlmman cruelties. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Sultan Nizam Shah, then 
only eight years of age. See above in me.

Zaid ‘Ahdur llahman Hnnaiu, son of Is-haq, 
son of Ilnimin, was a celebrated Christian 
])hysicinn who translated many books out of 
the Greek into Syriac and Arabic. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd I. 

the third king of Persia, of 

the Sasilnian race, was the son of Shahpur I. 
whom be succeeded in a.d. 272. He is the 
Ilorniisdas of the Greek authors, and is said 
to have resembled, both in person and cha- 
racter, his grnndfather (y. Ardisher Bahegan) . 
The mother of this monarch was the daughter 


of Mahriikh, a petty prince, whom Ardisher 
had put to death, and whose family he had 
persecuted, because an astrologer had pre- 
dicted that a descendant ot Mrdirukh should 
attain the throne of Pei'sia. This holy had 
fled to the tents of a shepherd, wliere she was 
seen by Shahpur when hunting. This prince 
became enamoured, and maiTied her privatedy. 
His father Ardisher, going om> day unexpectedly 
to his son’s house, saw young llurmuz. He 
was greatly pleased with the ap])earance of 
the child and made inquiries, which compelled 
Shalipur to confess all that had happened. 
The joy of the old king was excessive. ‘ ‘ The 
prediction of the astrologers,” he exclaimed, 
“which gave me sncli alarm is, thank God, 
confirmed, and a descendant of Mahrnkh 
shall succeed to my crown.” ITnnnnz was 
a Hrtuons prince, Init reigned only one year 
and ten days. He died about the year a d. 
273, and was succeeded by his son BahiTim I. 

Hurmiiz or Hurmnzd II. ( 

the eighth king of Persia of the Sasaiiian 
race. He succeeded his father Narsi about 
the year a.d. 303, ruled Pm\sia seven years 
and five months and died a.d. 310. No 
events of any consequence occurred during 
the reign of this prince. At his death he 
left no son; and the kingdom was on the 
point of being thrown into confusion, wdieii 
it was declared that one of the ladies in the 
harem wms pregnant, and that there were 
certain indications of the embryo being a 
male. When the child vras brought forth, it 
was named Shahpur, and every care was 
taken to give the young so vereign an education 
suited to'^iiis high duties.

II. succeeded his father, of whom he wns 
ahvays the favourite, a.d. 456, His elder 
brother Firoz, though at first compelled to 
fly across the Oxus, soon returned to assert 
his right at the head of a large army, winch 
aided by a general defection of the Persians, 
wdio deserted his weak hrofher, obtained an 
easy victory, and the unfortunate Hurmuz 
Avas, after a short reign of little more than 
one year, dethroned and put to death a.d. 457. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd IV. ( 

(the Hormisdas III. of the Greeks) was 
declared successor to his father the great 
Chosroes, snrnamed NausherAvan the Just, 
and ascended the throne of Persia a.d. 579. 
His subjects reAmlted against him at the 
instigation of Bahram Chohin or Yaranes, his 
general, wffiom he had offended by sending 
Mm a female dress hecausc he had been 
defeated by the Eomtms. They confined 
Hurmuz and put out _ his eyes to disqualify 
him from ascending the fliroue, and soon 
after put Mm to death a.d. 590. His son 
Mxisro Purvez having collected a force to 
oppose Bahram, Avho with the intention of 
taking the govemineiit into his oavii hands 
was adA’ancing toAvards Madain, was defeated, 
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and witli great difficulty effected his escape 
to the territories of the Eomans (Greeks), 
from whose emperor, Maurice, he met with 
the most friendly and hospitable reception. 
Bahrain Ghobin took possession of the vacant 
government, but his rule was short, for 
within eight mouths from the period of his 
taking possession of IMadain, he was defeated 
by an army of Romans and Persians com- 
manded by lOiusro, and fled to Tartary.

The 
day on which he was killed is still a great 
day amongst the Musalmans.

He fought several 
attles with Balilol Lodi, the king of Dehll, 
and was at last defeated, and so closely 
pursued that he left his horse and escaped on 
foot. The army of Belili advanced without 
any other chec'k to Juunpiir, which fell to the 
arms of Bahlol, while Husain Shah, abandon- 
ing Ins capital, was o1)liged to content himself 
with a small tract of country vdelding only 
a. revenue of live lakhs of rupees. Bahlol 
having delivered over Jaimpur and its 
kingdom to his own son Barbak, enjoined 
him not to deprive Husain Sbah of the small 
tract to wdiich he was confined, terming it 
his family estate. This event took place 
about the year a.d. 1476, a.h. 881, and the 
subversion of the Sharql dynasty may be 
dated from that year. The r(3ign of Husain 
Shah lasted for a period of 19 lunar years. 
Some years after the death of BahioT Lodi 
(wliicli happened in a.d. 1489, a.h. 894) 
Husain Shfili incited the prince Barbak to 
rise lip against bis brother Sikandar Lodi, 
king oi Dchli, and wre.st the government out 
of his hands; hut Bilrbak ivas defeated in 
the first action and retired to Jaimpur, to 
which place he ivas pursued by the king. 
Jaimpiir fell shortly after, and was added to 
the kingdom of Belili. Hnsain Shah was 
now induced to seek refuge with ‘Ala-uddin 
Purbi, king of Bengal, by whom he was 


treated with the respect due to his station till, 
his death, which took place in a.d. 1499, 
A.H. 905. M^ith him the royal line of 
Jaunpiir was extinguished.

This \'ery eminent scholar and 
follower of 8b a fa ‘I doctrines, was born at 
Arbela, but resided at Damascus, where he 
had lilled the place of chief Qiizi till the year 
A.D, 1281, A.H. 680, when he was dismissed, 
and from that time till the day of his death 
he never went out of doors. Ho was a man 
of the greatest reputation for learning, versed 
in various sciences, and higlily accomplished ; 
he was a. scholar, a poet, a compiler, and an 
historian. By his talents and -writings, he 
merited the honourable title of the most 
learned man,” and was an able historian. 
His celebrat(.'d hiognipliical work called the 
WaJidt-iiUAiiffiu, or deaths of eminent men, 
is considered the acme of perfection. This 
■work was translated from the Arabic by 


Baron McGucldn Da Slaiie, Member of the 
Council of the Asiatic Society of Paris, etc., 
and published in a.d. 1842. The work is 
in four volumes 4to. and in English. It was 
printed in Paris for the Oriental Translation 
Fund of London. Tills translation is a most 
valuable work to those who wish to gain 
a knowledge of the legal literature of 
the Mxdiammaclans, as the translator has 
added to the text niimeroiis learned notes, 
replete with curious and interesting informa- 
tion relating to the Muhammadan law and 
lawyers. Ibn-Kliallikan was horn on Thursday 
the 22iid September, a.d. 1211, 11th 
Eabi‘ II. a.h. 60S, and died on Thursday 
the 31st October, a.d. 1282, 26th liajab, 
A.H. 681, aged 73 lunar years, in the 
Hajibia College at Damascus and was 
intmTed at Mount Kasiyun.

The first, which is 
entitled KUab-us-Swmn, is the sixth book of 
the Simna, and is commonly called Stman 
Ihn-Mdja. Ibn-Maja was born in the year 
A.D. 824, A.H. 209,' and died in a.d. 886, 
A.H. 273. 

Ita-Malik (ujClU Fide Abu 

Ahd-ullah-ibn-Malik. 

Ihn-Maqla wazir of the 

khalif al-Qahir Billah of Baghdad, whom, 
with the consent of other Umras, he deposed 
and having deprived him of sight raised 
Al-Pazi Billah to the throne. Not long- 
after, his hands and tongue were cut off by 
the order of Bazi, because he had written a 
letter to the Kialif’s enemy without his 
knowledge, and he died from the injuries in 
the year a.d. 939, a.h. 327. Ibn-Maqla is 
the inventor of the present Arabic character 
which was afterwards improved by Ibn- 
Bauwab. 

Ibn-Marduya ^JA), commonly 

called so, but bis proper name is Abu Bakr. 
He is the author of the Avork MMstaJdiarij 
JBiMidrl and of a commentary and history.

Ibn-Rasbid surname of 

Abud AValid Miihammad- bin -Ahmad, whom 
the Europeans call Averroes and Aven Rosch, 
was one of the most sub tile pbilosopliers that 
ever appeared among’ the Arabians. He was 
born at Cordova in Spain (a.d. 1149)_, where 
his father held the office of high priest and 
chief judge, under tlie emperor of the Moors. 
His knowledge of law, divinity, inatliematies, 
and astrology w'as very extensive, and to this 
was added the theory rather than the practice 
of medicine. On tlie death of his father, he 
was appointed to succeed him. Palling under 
the suspicion of heresy, he was deprived of 
his posts and thrown into prison, from 
whence he was at last delivered and reinstated 
in his office of judge. He wrote a treatise 
on the art of physic, an epitome of Ptolemy’s 
Almagest, a treatise on astrology, and many 
amorous verses; but when lie grew old, he 
threw the three last into the lire. He is best 
known as a translator and expositor of 
Aristotle ; his commentaries were published 
at Venice a.d. 1489-1560. He was a 
pantheist, and a des|)iser of all supposed 
revelations, as to which his opinions were: 
that Christianity is absurd; Judaism, the 
religion of children ; and Muhammadanisiu, 
the religion of swine. A further edition of 
his works is that published at A^enice 1608. 
lie is said to liave died at Morocco in a.h. 
595, eorrospondmg with a.d. 1199, though 
licmpriero in his Ifnivcrsal Biography says 
that lie died in a.h. 1206.

Afaliraii, a very fainoiis doctor of the sect of 
Sliafa‘i, and aiitlior of several works. 

Ibrahim Adham a king 

of Balkh, who retired from the \vorld, 
hecame a Dervish and died between the years 
876 and 880, aged 110 years. It is said 
that he saw in a dream a man on the top of 
a house looking for something. He asked 
him what he was looking for. The man 
replied that he had lost his camel. ‘ ‘ What a 
fool yon must he ’ ’ said the king, “to he 
looking for your camel on the roof of a house ! ” 
The man rejoined “and what a fool yon must 
he to look for God in the cares and troubles of 
a crown ! ’ ’ Ibrahim from that day abdicated 
his throne, and became a wandering Dervish. 

Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah I. (JjU 

Sultan of Bljapiir, snrnamed 

Abii‘l Kasr, son of Ismail ‘Adil Shah, 
succeeded his brother Alallii Adil Shah on 
the throne of Bijapiir in the Deccan in A.n. 
1535, A.H. 941. ile married the daughter 
of ‘Ala-iiddin ‘Iraad Shilh, named liubia 
Sultana, in a.d. 1543, a.h. 950, reigned 24 
lunar years and some months, and died in 
A.n. 1558, A.H. 965. He was buried at 
Kuki near the tombs of his father and grand- 
father, and was succeeded by his son ‘All 
‘AdiiShah. 

Ibrahim ^Adil Shah II. ( JjU 

of Bijapur, snrnamed Abul 

Alnzaffar, wms the son of Tahmasp the 
brother of ‘All ‘Adil Shah, whom he 
succeeded in April, a.d. 1580, Safar, a.h. 
988, being then only in his ninth year. The 
management of public affairs was given to 
Xamal Khan Dal^ard, and Ghand Bibi 
Sultana, widow of the late king, was entrusted 
with the care of the education of the minor 
monarch. For some time Kamal Khan 
behaved with due moderation in Ms ote.ce; 


hut at length was guilty of some violence 
towards Ciiaiid Sultana, who turned her 
thoughts to means for his destruction. She 
secretly sent a message to Ilaji Kishwar 
Khan, an officer of high rank, who caused him 
to he murdered. After this event Kishwar 
^lan, by the support and patronage of 
Ghand Bibi, grasped the authority of th,e 
State, and ruled with nncontrolled sway till 
he was assassinated. A]ffilas K]ian next 
assumed the regency ; hut after some time he 
was seized by^ Dilawar IGian, who put out 
his eyes, and became regent of the empire, 
lie was expelled by the king in a.d. 1590, 
and his eyes put out and himself conlined in 
a.d. 1592. IbifiliTin ‘Adil Shall died after a 
reign of more than 38 years in a.3>. 1626, 
A.H. 1036, and was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad ‘Adil Shah. The first building 
of any importance we meet at Bi j apur is the 
Ibraliim Eaiiza, the tomb of Ibrahim ‘Adil 
Shah II. On a high-raised platform of 
stone, separated by a square, in the midst of 
which is a hauz or fountain, stand the rauzco 
and mosque opposite each other, and corre- 
sponding ill size and contour. Tlie tomb is 
most elaborately ornamented, the walls being 
covered with inscriptions from the Cfiiraii 
in raised stone Arabic letters, which formerly 
were gilt, on a hi tie ground, though now the 
colouring has worn away. The mosque also 
is a beautiful building. 

IbraMm All Khan 

the chief of Malair Kotla, was a minor of 
about 15 years of age (1872), and was re- 
ceiving his education in the Wards’ School 
at Umballa. 

Ibrahim Ali Khan (^U. 

Nawah of Tonk, grandson of the famous 
Pindari chief Amir Kltiin. Ilis father Mu- 
hammad ‘Ali Klian was deposed by the 
British Goverumeut on account of the Lowa 
massacre in 1867. He was installed as 
Nawab of Tonk on the 19tli January, 1871, 
by the British Government.

there is a hillock called Pir Pahari, on the 
top of which there is a tomb with Persian 
inscriptions in verse, intimating that Malik 
Ibrahim Bayh died in the reign of Sultan 
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Eiroz Shixli on a Sunday in tlie month of 
Zil-hijja, A.H. 753, wliieli corresponds with 
January, a.d. 13>53, but who he was we are 
not informed.

appointed governor of Egypt and Africa by 
the lOiaiif Harun-al-Eashid in a.d. 800, 
A.H, 184. The descendants of this governor, 
who settled in Africa, bore the name of 
Aghlabia or Aghlabites, and formed a dynasty 
of princes who reigned there till the year 
A.i). 908, A.H. 296, when they were driven 
out by the Eatimites.

Shah in a.d. 1528, a.h. 934.

IbraMm Husain Lodi, Sultan 

ascended the 

throne of Agra after the death of his father 
Sikandar Shah Lodi in February, aId. 1510, 
2i-qa‘da, a.h. 915. He reigned 16 years, 
and Avas defeated and slain in a battle fought 
at Pauipat AAuth the emperor Babar Shah on 
Friday the 20th April, a.d. 1526, 7th Eajab, 
A.H. 932, an event Avliieh transferred ' the 
empire of Dehli and Agra to the family of 
Amir Taimur. From this battle Ave may 
date the fall of the Pathan empire, though 
that race afterwmrds made many efiorts, and 
recovered it for a fcAv years in the time of 
the emperor Humayun. 

IbraMm Husain Mirza 

a son-in-law of the emperor 

Humayun, and the second son of Muhammad 
Sultan Mirza, Avho had four other sons besides 
him, viz. 1st, Muhammad Husain Mirza, 
2nd, Ibrahim Husain Mirza, 3rd, Masa‘ud 
Husain Mirza, 4th, ITlagh Mirza, aaIio died 
in A.D. 1567, A.H. 975, and 5th, Shah Mirza. 
They were styled “The Mirzas,” and AA^ere, 
on account of their ill- conduct, confined in 
the Fort of Samhhal by order of the emperor 
Akhar. "When that monarch raarched in the 
year A.D. 1567, a.h. 975, for the purpose of 
subduing Malwa, they made their escape and 
sought an asylum Avitli Chingiz lOian, a nohle- 
nian at Baroch. They took Champaner and 
Surat and also Baroch in a.d. 1569, a.h. 
977, and created a great disturhaneo in the 
surrounding countries. Ibrahim Husain wms 
taken prisoner in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981, and 
shortly after put to death by Makhsus IHian, 
governor of Multan, and his bead sent to the 
emperor, who ordered it to he placed oA'er 
one of the gates of Agra (vide Gulriikh. Begam) 
and caused his brother Masa‘tid Husain ^lirza 
to he confined in the fort of GAvaliar, Avhure 
he soon afterwards died. 
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Ibrahim -iton-AgUalb (^j\ 

i^'.LiO, a king of Barhary. This 

country was reduced by tlie Saracens in the 
Kbilafat of 'Umar, and^ continued subject to 
the Mialif of Arabia and Baglidad till the reign 
of Harun-al-EasbId, who having appointed 
Ibrahim -ibn-Aghlab governor of the western 
parts of his empire, that prefect took the 
opportunit}’, first of assuming greater powers 
to himself than had been granted by the 
lOialifs. The race of Aghlab continued to 
enjoy their new principality peaceably till 
the )mar a.d. 910, a.h. 298, during which 
time" they made several descents on the island 
of Sicily, and conquered a part of it. About 
this time, however, one Obedullah surnaraed 
‘Al-Mahdi rebelled against the house of 
Aghlab, and assumed the title of Khalif of 
Qairwiin.

Ibrahim, who bears the title of Imam, or 
chief of the religion of Muhammad, is not of 
tlie number of the twelve Imams of the 
posterity of ‘Ali. He was a son of Mu- 
hammad, the son of ‘Ali, the son of ‘Abdullah, 
the son of ‘Abbas, the uncle of the prophet, 
and eldest brother of the two first ^halifs of 
the house of ‘Abbas ; but was himself never 
acknowledged as a Khalif. He was put to 
death by order of Marwaii II. siirnamed 
Himar, last I^alif of the house of TTmayya, 
in the month, of October, a.d. 749, Safar, 
A.H. 132. 


IBraMm KKan the son 

of the celebrated Amir- ill -Umra ‘AH Mardan 
lOian. He was honoured with the rank of 
5u00 in the second year of the emperor 
‘Alamgir, a.d. 1659, and appointed governor, 
at different periods, of Kashmere, Lahore, 
Bihar, Bengal and other places, and died in the 
reign of Bahadur Shah. 


IhraMm Khan Fatha Jang 

^-3 was a relation of 

the celebrated Hur Jahan Begam, whose 
mother’s sister he had married. When Qasim 
Klian the grandson of ShailA Salim Chishti 
was recalled to court from the goveminent of 
Bihar in the twelfth year of the emperor 
Jahangir, a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025, Ibrahim 
lylian was appointed governor of that province 
with the rank of 4000. He was killed at 
Dacca, A d. 1623, a.h. 1032, in battle against 
prince lOimTam (afterwards Shah Jahan) who , 
had rebelled against his father Jahangir. His 
wife Eulr Parwez Kliauam lived to a great 
age, and died in the reign of the emperor 
‘Alamgir. 

IloraMm Khan 

son of Gliazi lUiaii, governor of Bayana, was 
the brother-in-law of M uhammad Shah ‘Adili, 


whose sister he had married. He raised a 
considerable army and took possession of Dehli 
and Agra on the 28th I\4ruary, a.d. 1555, 
6th Jumada‘ I. a.h. 962. He had no sooner 
ascended the throne than another competitor 
arose in the province of the Panjab, in the 
person of Ahmad Khan, a nexfiiew of the late 
Slier Shah. He defeated Ibrahim Klian in 
a battle, and the latter retreated to Samhhal, 
while Ahmad Ivhan took possession of Agra 
and Dehli, and assumed the title of Sikaudar 
Shah in May the same year. Ibrahim Klian 
was killed by Sulaiman, Idiig of Bengal, in 
Orissa in a battle fought in a.d. 1567, a.h. 
975, and is buried there. Amongst the 
incidents of the year a.d. 1555,_ a.h. 962, 
was the explosion of the fort of Agra, when 
enormous stones and columns were sent Hying 
several /cos to the other side of the Janina, and 
many people were destroyed. As the whole 
Fort was called Badalgarh, the date was 
found in the words “ The fire of Badalgarh.” 

Ibrahim Khawas 

a pupil of Abu ‘Abdullah Maghrabi, who died 
A.D. 911. He was called J^awiis, which 
means a basket-maker. 

Ibrahim Qutb Shah (^' lij 1 ) 

was the son of Qiili Quth Shah I. sovereign 
of Golkanda. On the death of his brother 
Jamshid Qutb Shah, the nobles of the court 
elevated his sou Subhan Quli, a child seven 
years of age, to the throne ; but as he was 
unable to 'wield the sceptre Ibrahim was 
sent for from Bijanagar, where he then 
resided, and was crowned on Monday the 28th 
July, A.D. 1650, 12th Eajab, a.h. 957. In the 
year a.d. 1565, a.h. 972, he, in conjunction 
with the other Muhammadan monarchs of 
the Deccan, marched against Eamraj, the 
Eaja of Bijanagar, who was defeated and 
slain, and his territories occupied by the con- 
querors. In A.D. 1571, A.H. 979, the fort 
of Eajamandri was taken from the Hindus by 
Eafa‘t IQian, the general of Ibrahim; the 
following chronogram commemorates the date 
of its occurrence : ‘ ‘ The temple of the infidels 
has fallen into our bauds.” Ibrahim Qutb 
ShMi, after a prosperous reign of 32 years, 
died suddenly on Thursday the 5th June, a.d. 
1581, 21st 1lahi‘ II. a.i-i. 989, in the 51st 
year of his age, and was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad Quth Shah. 

Ibrahim Mirza the son 

of Bahram Mirza and graud.son of Shah 
Ismai‘l SaHvi. His poetical name was Jahi. 
He was miu’dered by order of his grandt'athcr. 

Ibrahim Mirza, Sultan

1003, and was slain in 
action against the troops of Ibrahim ‘Adil 
Shah 11. of Bijaphr, after a reign of only 
four months, in the month of August, a.d.

quests. In A.D. 1848, when Muhammad 
‘All had sunk into absolute dotage, Ibrahim 
went to Constantinople, and was recognized by 
the Porte as Viceroy of Egypt ; after a short 
visit to England, on the 9lh November, a.d. 
1848, he died at Cairo. 

Ibrahim Shah Sultan 

called Sharaqi, or 

“ Eastern,” ascended the throne of Jaunphr, 
after the death of his brother Mnharik Shah 
ill A.D. 1402, A.H. 804. He was famous 
during his reign for the encouragement he 
afforded to literature ; and we find that in 
those times of anarchy and confusion which 
prevailed in Hindustan, Jaimpur became the 
seat of learning; as a])pears (says Firishta) 
from several works now extant, dedicated to 
Ibrahim Slulh. He died in a.d. 1440, a.h. 
844, after a long reign of upwards of 40 
years. He was beloved in life, and he was 
regretted by all his subjects. His eldest son 
Mahmud Sliuh Bharqi succeeded him.

a Muhammadan saint whose tomb is in the 
district of Each thirty miles above Lakpat.

Maulaiia Katibi 
flourished in his time and died in a.d. 1435. 

IbraMm, Sultan 

son of Sultan Masa‘nd I. of ffliaznT, succeeded 
his brother Farnildizad in a.d. 1059, a.h. 
450. He was a pious, liberal and just prince. 
Ill the first year of his reign he concluded a 
trea’ty of peace with Siiltan Sanjar the 
Saijnkide, at the same time his son Masa‘ud 
espoused the daughter of Malikshah, sister to 
Sultan Sanjar, and a channel of friendship 
and intercourse was opened between the two 
nations. He afterwards came to India and 
took several forts and obtained tlie title of 
conqueror by the extent of his victories. 
Sultan Ihralnm had 36 sons and 40 daug hters 
by a variety of women, the latter of whom 
he gave in marriage to learned and religious 
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men. He died after a reign of more than 
forty years in a.b. 1098, a.h. 492, aged 76 
limar years, ami was succeeded by his son 
Sultan Masa‘iid II. or III. According to 
the work called Tmikh Guzula he reigned 30 
years and died in the year a.d.

He is said to have 
so completely established himself in the favour 
of his royal master, that the latter advanced 
him to the highest stations in tlie kingdom ; 
and tlie able inaiiuer in wliicli tldiguz 
executed every duty that was assigned to liini 
led at last, not only to liis being charged with 
the education of one of the young princes, 
which gave him the title of Atabak or Atabeg, 
but to his marriage with the widow of 
Tughral II. (the brother of MasaJud and 
nephew of Sultan Saiijar), and witliin a sliort 
period lie became the most powerful noble of 
the Persian empire. He died at Haindan 
in A.D. 1172, A.H. 568, in the reign of 
Arsalaii Shah, and left bis power and station 
to his eldest son Atabak Mnlianimad.

Their doctrine 
is somcAvliat mystic ; but among the Sunnis 
it is a dogma that there must be always a 
visible Imfim or “ father of the church.’’ 
The title is given by them to the four learned 
doctors Avlm are the founders of their faith, mz.: 
Imams Ilanifa, Mfdik, Shafa‘i, and Hanbal. 
Ot‘ these four sects, the Hanbahte and 
Malikite may be considered as the most rigid, 
tiio Shafa‘ite as the most conformable to the 
spirit of Islaniism, and the Hanifite as the 
freest and most philosophical of them all. 
Two other Imams, Abu Daud-uz-Zahiri and 
Sufian-iiB - Sami, were also chiefs of the 
orthodox sects, but their opinions had not 
many folloAvers, and after some time were 
totally ahaiidoned. Ibn - Jarir - nt - Tabari, 
whose reputation as an historian is so familiar 
to Europeans, founded also a particular sect, 
which disappeared soon after his death. The

1748, 
A.H. 1161, and was honoured with the 
appointment of 'W'azir in a.d. 1753, a.h. 
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1165, after the dismissal of Nawab Safdar 
Jang from the office. He was murdered by 
‘Imld-iil-Midk ffliazi-xiddiii Khan on the 
26th November, a.d. 1759, 5th Rabi‘ II. 
A.H. 1173, three daj^s before the assassination 
of the emperor ‘Alamgir II. 

Iqa Pandit U1), a Marhatta 

Brahman who, in the time of Shah Alam and 
Madlio Bao Sindhia, held the appointment 
of the Snbadarship of the fort of Agra. 

Iqbal Klian JLiO was the 

son of Zafar Khan, the son of Firoz Shah 
Tiighlaq.

802, 
and was alai].i in a battle against Khizr Klian, 
the governor of Multan, in November, a.d. 
1405, 19th Jumada I. a.h. 808. After his 
death Salt. an Mahmhd Shah, who was 
defeated by Amir Taimur and had fled to 
Giij rat and' then to Qaiianj, retm-ned on the 
invitation of Danla lOiuh Lodi, wdio com- 
manded at Hehli, and took possession of the 
empire. 

Iqbal - nddanla Miihsin All Khan 

the 

son of Shams-iiddaula Ahmad ‘All Khan, 
the son of Nawab Saffidat ‘Ali Khan of 
Lucknow. He sailed for England to claim 
the throne of Aiidh in January, a.d. 1838, 
and after trying in vain to obtain the 
recognition of his claim from England, 
determined upon passing the remainder of his 
days in a life of sanctity in Turkish Arabia. 
He is the author of the wmrk called Iqbal 
Firang. 

Iradat Khan (^U. the title 

of Mxr Ishaq or Ishaq Klian, the son of 
Kawab ‘Azim lOian, who held a high rank in 
the reign of the emperor Jahangir. Iradat 
lOxan held various offices under Shah Jahan, 
and in the first year of ‘Alamgir’ s reign he 
was appointed governor of Aiidh, but died 
after two mouths in October, a.d. 1658, 
Zil-hijja, a.h. 1068. 

Iradat Khan the 

title of Mirzfi Mnharik-ullah, whose poetical 
name was Wazah. His father Is*hak Khan 
(who afterwards held the title of Kifayet 
IHubi) was tlie son of Kawab ‘Aziin S]ian. 
Both bis graiidfatlier and father were noble- 
men of high rank. The former was Mir 
Bakhsln to the emperor Jahangir, and was ^ 
afterwards appointed Fanjdar of Jaunphr, ; 
wdiere he died in a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. The ! 
latter was the siiliject of the last article ; and 
his title of Iradat Khan was conferred on his son 
after his death. In tlie 3Srd year of Aiamgir 


our present subject was appointed Fanjdar of 
Jagna, and at other periods of Aurangabad 
and Mando in Malwa. Was equerry to Brinee 
Bedar Bakht {q.v.) in the short war of 1707, 
of which he wrote an account. In the reign 
of Shah ‘Alam or Bahadur Shah I. he was 
goveimor of the Doab, and the intimate 
friend of Miia‘zzim Khan, Wazir. In the 
latter part of his days he led a retired life, 
became a Kalandar, and died in a.d. 1716, 
A.H. 1128. His abilities as a poet were great, 
and he left a volume of poems beliind him. 
He is the author of the Kalmdt AUcif^ 
(Sublime discourses), Bazar and of a 

history of Aurangzeb’s Successors, which 
latter was translated into English by Jonathan 
Scott, Esq., in A.D. 1786. After liis death, 
which happened in the time of Farnikh- 
siyar, his son Mir Hidaet-nllah received 
the title of Hoshdar Klian, held the rank of 
4000, and died at Am'angabad a.d. 1744, 
A.H. 1157.

Fakhr-iiddin IhraliTm-bin-Shahryar, ivas a 
native of Hamdan in ‘Iraq, and a pupil and 
grandson by the mother’s side of the great 
Sliaildi Shahah-uddiii Siiharwardi, author of 
a host of mystical works highly esteemed by 
the Sufis. ‘Iraq! offended his parent aiifl 
master, in consequence of a love affair, and 
went to India, where he remained some time, 
regretting his native country, and uttering 
his eompiaints in nioving verse.

But al-Miihdl, the son of Mansur, being 
apprised of his defection, sent a detachment 
of 1,000 horse to bring him to Baghdad; 
which being done, al-Malidi not only pre- 
vailed upon him to own allegiance to him, 
but also to give up his right to the succession 
(he being the next apparent heir to the crown) 
for 10,000 according to some, and according 
to others 10,000,000 dinars.

His proper name is Abii-Is- 
haq, which he uses in poetry by abbreviating 
it into Biis-haq.

author of a Diwan in Arabic, and of a work 
called ZuliT-uU ddh.

In 
the 13tb year of Shall Jaban be was raised to 
tbe rank of lUizarat with tlie title of J umckit- 
nl-MuIk.

‘Alamgir with the greatest respect, and 
honoured with tbe rank of 5000 and title 
of Islam Enin. Ho wms killed in tbe battle 
of BTianur in tbe Deccan on the 13tb June, 
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A.D. 1676, 11th Babi‘ 11. a.h. 1087. He 
had built liis house at Agra on a piece of 
ground consisting of four bigas and seven 
cottas, and a garden on a spot of three bigas 
and nine cottas, on the banks of the river 
Janina near the Ghat called Tajara close to 
tlie fort of Agra, llyzantine Turl’vS were called 
in mediaeval India; and officers of that 
race were often employed in the artillery. 

Islam Khan, Shaikli

Ho traced his descent from Musi Kazim 
the seventh Imam, who was descended in 
a direct line from ‘Ali, the son-in-law of 
hliihammad. Almost all his ancestors were 
regarded as holy men, and some of them 
as saints. The first of this family who 
ac(piired any considerable reputation was 
Shaikh Safi-uddin, who had settled at 
Ardiblc, and from whom this dynasty takes 
its name of Safwia or Safavi. His son 
Sadr-uddlii hlusa, as well as his immediate 
descendants, IChwaja All, ShailA Ibrahim, 
Sultan Jnindd, and Haidar, acquired the 
greatest reputation for sanctity. Gontemporary 
monarcha, we are informed," visited the cell 
of Sadr-uddiii. The great Taimur (Tamerlane) , 
when he went to see this holy man, demanded 
to know what favour he should confer upon 


him. Release those prisoners you hnve 
brought from Turldstan,” wus the uoble inul 
pious request of . the saint. The conqueror 
complied ; and tlie grateful tribes, wlien tliey 
gained their liberty, declared tlicinsolvcs tlio 
devoted disciples of him to whom tliey owtil 
it. Their children preserved sacred the obli- 
gation of tlieir fathers ; and the descendunts 
of the captives of Taimur heeanie the sup- 
porters of the family of Sati, and enabled 
the son of a devotee to ascend one of tbe 
most splendid thrones in the world. IGiwaja 
‘All, after visiting Mecca, went on a pilgriin- 
age to Jerusalem, and died at that city.' His 
grandson Junaid, sat on the masiuicl as a 
spiritual guide after the death of his fatlior 
Shaikh Ibrahim ; and so great a crowd of 
disciples attended this holy man tliat Jahan 
Shah, the chief of the tribe of tlie Black 
Sheep, who at that time ruled Azurbaijan, 
became alarmed at. their numbers and banished 
him from Ardibel. Junaid went to l)ay:ir- 
hikar, wliose ruler, the celebrated TJzzan 
Hasan, received him kindly, and gave him 
his sister in marriage. He afterwards went 
with his disci])les to Shirwan, where he was 
slain in a contlict witli the troops of the l{iu<»’ 
of that province in a.d. 1456, a.h. 860. llis 
son Sultan Haidar succeeded him, and bis 
uncle Uzzan Hasan, who had now by bis 
overthrow of Jahan Shfih and Sultan Abu 
Said become powerful in Persia, gave him 
his daughter in marriage. The name of 
this princess, according to Muhammadan 
authors, was ‘Alam Shao‘, but we are informed 
by a contemporary European writer that she 
wms called Martha, and was the daughter of 
Uzzan Hasan by the Ghristian lady Ilcspiiia, 
who lyas a daughter of Calo Joannes, king 
of Trehizond. Siiltiin Ilaidar also lost bis 
life from the w'oiind of an arrow which he 
received in a battle with the troops of 
Shirwan Shah and Ya‘qub Beg in j^jy^ ^

984, by the aid* of his sister 
Pari I^auani, who sent for him from the 
fort of Qahqah, where he had been conlined 
by his father for 18 years. The short reigm 
of this unworthy prince was marked by 
debauchery and crime. Immediately on his 
accession, he directed the massacre of all the 
princes of the blood -royal that were at 
Uazwin, except 'Ali Mirza, whose life wais 
spared ; but even he was deprived of sigdit. 
His eldest brother Muhammad Mirza, who 
had a natural weakness in his eyes, which 
rendered liini almost blind, and was during 
his father’s life employed as governor of 
lOinrasan, was then at Shiraz. Orders were 
sent to murder him and his son 'Abbas, but 
before they could be executed Isma'il was 
found dead one morning in a confectioner’s 
house, supposed to have been poisoned by his 
sister. His death happened at Qazwiu on 
Sunday the 24th November, a.b. 1577, 13tli 
Kamazan, a.h. 985, after a short reign of 
one year and six months. He ivas succeeded 
by his eldest brother IMiihaminad Mirza, 
w!io, on his accession to the throne, took the 
title of Muhammad l^uda Bauda.

His father Biirhau Shah, 
having’ received assistance from the emperor 
Akbar, mai'ched against his son, hut was 
defeated. However, in a short time after this, 
he renewed his attempts, and being joined by 
a great majority of the chiefs and people, 
attacked JamarHian the king’s minister, 
who was killed in the action on the 27th 
April, o.s. 1591, 13th liajab, a.h. 999. 
Isma'il, who had reigned little more than 
two years, was taken prisoner and confined by 
his father, who ascended the throne of 
Ahmadnagar with the title of Biirhan Nizam 
Shah II.

Ivliiisro Par vez . Saniaii the great-grandfather 
of Isina'il, is termed, by the European waiters, 
a keeper of herds, and a robber; but this 
merely designates the ordinary occupations of 
a Tartar chief. His father Nasr Ahmad, the 
son of Asad, the son of Samiin, w^as appointed 
governor of Mawariin JNahr by the IHialif 
MoTamidin the year a.d. 875, a.h. 261. On 
his death his sou Isma'il succeeded him. 
Isma‘il, after his conquest over Amru - bin - 
Lais, wdiom he seized and sent to Baghdad, in 
A.D. 900, became independent. The pownn of 
the dynasty of the Samanis extended over 
KlinrLsan, Seistan, Balkh and the countries 
of Transoxania, ineliiding the cities of 
Bukhara and Sanmrqand. This justly 
celebrated prince died after a reign of twenty 
years in a.d. 907, Safar, a.h. 295, aged 
60 years, and ivas succeeded by his son Amir 
Ahmad Samiim.

His remains w'ere transported to 
Agra and buried on tlie left liank of the 
Janiiia, wdiere a splendid mansoleum was 
built over his relics by his daughter Nur 
Jahan. It wms completed in a.d. 1028, and 
is still in a high state of preservation. It is 
said, but it seems not to be true, that she 
intended to raise a monument of silver to liis 
memory, hut wais reminded by her architect 
that one of less covetable material stood a 
fairer clnmee of duration. After his death 
his son ‘Ahud Hasan wais appointed ^YazTr 
with the title of ‘Asaf Klian. No private 
family ever made such alliances with royal 
blood as this Tartar ; for his own daughter, 
his son’s daiigliter and the daughter of his 
grandson, -were married to throe successive 
emperors of Hindustan ; and another daughter 
of his grandsou, to prince Murad BalHsh, w'ho 
disputed the throne /with ‘Alaingir, and for 
some days thought himself in possession of it. 
The place wdiere he is buried was a garden 
planned by Idmacl-nddanla during bis lifetime. 
There are twm tombs of yellow stone under the 
Rauza, or tomb ; one of wdiich is that of I‘t- 
mad-nddaula, wdiile the other is said to he his

Jahangir (emperor) 

snrnamed Hur-uddlii Mu- 
hammad, was the eldest son of the emperor 
Akbar the Great ; Avas born in the village of 
Sikri on Wednesday the 31st August, a.d. 
1569, ITtliRahD I. a.h. 977, and aauis named 
Mirza Salim on account of his coming into 
the world, as supposed, hy the prayers of 
Sliail^ Salim Cliisliti, a venerable Shaikh and 
dervish who resided in the village of SikrI, 
noAV called Fathapur Sikri in the province 
of Agra. His raotlier, Avho received the title 
of Mariam. Zammam, Avas the daughter of 
Raja Biliari Mai IiachliAvaha. After the 
deaih of his father, AAdiich took place on the 
16th October, a.d. 160r5, he succeeded Imu by 
tbe title of Nur-iiddiii Muhammad Jabangir. 
Ho reigned 22 lunar years, 8 moiitlis and 
15 days from the day of his father’s demise ; 
and died in camp on S unday the 28 th October, 
A.D. 1627, 28th Safar, a.h. 1037, on his 
Avay to Lahore from Kashmere, aged 59 lunar 
years, 11 months and 12 days ; and was 
interred in the suburbs of Lahore in the 
garden of his favourite Avife Niir Jahan Begam. 
He Avas succeeded by bis sou Mirza Khurram, 
AAdio took the title of Shah Jahan. His 
favourite Sultana Hur Jahan, who survived 
him IS years, is also buried in the mausoleum. 
Jahangir, after his death, received the title 
of Jaiinat Makaul.” It was to this prince 
that Sir Thomas Roe AA'as sent as ambassador 
by King J ames I . Sir Thomas has given a 
good description of the grandeur of the court 
of Hindustan ; but yeiy little notice is taken 
of this embassy in the chronicles of the East. 
In 1 6 1 2 , J ahaiigir permitted the Company 
to establish factories at Surat, Ahmadabad, 
and Cambay. Jahangir Avrote Ms gave memoir 
in Persian, called Tuzak Jahmiylri, which 


has been translated by Major David Price, 
Imndon, 1829, 184 pages '4to. It is also 
Qulledi Jahangir Nmna. 

Jahangir Mirza the 

eldest son of Akbar Slifdi LL king of Delili. 
He AA'as, in consequence of baviiig tired a 
pistol at Mr. Scion, the Resident at D(dilT, 
sent as a State prisomu' to Allalnlbad, Avbere 
he resided in the garden at Sultrui .IGiiisro for 
sev'eral years, and died there in a.d. 1821, 
A.H. 1236, aged 31 years; a salute of 31 
gnus was lired from the ramparts of the fort 
of Allahabad at the time of liis burial. Ho 
wms at first interred in tlie same garden, and 
subsequently bis remains Avere transferred to 
Dehli, and buried in tbe court -yard of the 
mausoleum of Mz am- iiddin A iilia. 

Jahangir Mirza the 

eldest sou of Amir Tainiur. He died before 
his father a.d. 1574, a.h. 776. His son’s 
name Avas Pir Mubaiumad, Avlrich see. 

Jahangir Qiili Khan

‘Aziz Koka, served under tbe emperors Akbar 
and Jahangir, and died in the fifth year of 
Shah Jahan A.D. 1631, a.h. 1041.

of Bengal by the emperor Jabangir, in a.d.

He ruled the 
country from Btixar to Kaiiaiij and reigned 
about the Sambat year a.d. 1400, a.h. 1343. 
His favourite residence wais near the city of 
Joiuipiu' whicli he had built in a.d. 1359, 
Sambat 1416. The present city of Jaimpur 
was built by Firuz Slnlh in the year a.d. 
1370, A.n. 772, in boiimir of bis uncle 
Fakbr-iiddm Muhammad Julian, the date of 
%vbi<‘li is found in the words “ Shalir 
Jaunpfir.” According to Colonel Tod, 
Jnicbuml reigaied about the 12th century of 
the Christian era, and one of bis grandsons 
named SeojI, uith a, feiv retainers, planted 
the liritbra standard in Marwar in the year 
A.D. 1212. 

Jai Ghaud ^ Baja of 

Kagarkot or Kangrn, who lived in the time 
of the emperor Akbar. 


Jaikishtin ^ Kaslimiri 

Brribman whose poetical name was ‘Izzat, 
wais the agent of Hawub Is-liaq iLban. 

Jaimal a Baja, famous in 

history as “the bravest of the brave.” In 
A.D. *1568 Udai Singh, the son of Eaiia 
Sanka or Sanga, and the founder of tlie 
I capital Udaipur in Chittor, came under the 
displeasure of the emperor Akbur. The 
recreant chief fled and left the defence of his 
capital Chittor to Eaja Jaimal, who wais 
killed by Akbar himself in the course of tire 
siege, A.D. 1568. 

Jaipal I- (A' son of Ilitpal, 

Eilja of Lfdiore of the Brahman tribe, who 
reigned over the country extending in length 
from Sarhiiid to Lairghan, and in breath 
from the kingdom of ivashmere to Multan. 
He was once defeated by Suhaktagiii, the 
Sultan of (rhnzni, with great slaiigliter, and 
again on Monday the 27th Noveinber, a.d. 
1001, by his son Sultan Mahmud, when 
Jaipal with fifteen of his principal chiefs, 
being his sons and brethren, were taken 
prisoners, and 5000 of his troops wmre slain 
on the field of battle. He wris afterwards 
released by Mahmud, hut in compliance w'ith 
a custom which prevailed among the Hindus, 
that wliatever Eaja -was twice overpowered 
by strangers became disqualified to reign, he 
ordered a funeral pile to he prepared, and 
having set fire to it with his ow-n hands, 
perished therein. He was succeeded by his 
son Anandpal. 

Jaipal II. Eaja 

of Lahore, son of Anandpal, whom he suc- 
ceeded in A.D. 1013. He -was routed in a 
great battle by Sultan Mahmud in a.d. 1022, 
on the banks of the river Eavi ; the result 
was the permanent occupation of Lahore by 
a Muhammadan governor, and the appoint- 
ment of a Viceroy of Lahore by Mahmud. 
Jaipal fled to AjinTr. This has been con- 
sidered the foundation of the Mnhaminadan 
empire in India. 

Jai Singh I. (Raja) ( J,i 

i-eAj), of the tribe of Kaohhwaba, 

commonly called Mirza Eaja, was the son of 
Eaja Maha Singh, the son* of Partap Singh, 
the son of Eaja Man Singh. He served 
under the emperor Shah Jalian, and was 
made governor over the conquered provinces 
of the Deccan about the year a.d. 1664, by 
the emperor ‘Alamgir. He was recalled to 
court ill A.D. 1666, but died on the road, 
soon after his arrival at Bnrhanpur, 28th 
Mnliarram, A.H. 1078, According to Orme's 
lUstorieal Fragments of the Mt ialm l Empire^ 
Jai Singh died at Biirhanpiir soon after the 
pretended revolt of SuIpE Muazzim, the son 
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of the emperor, and was said to have been 
poisoned by the procurement of ‘Alamgir. 
There nerer was a prince among the Eajputs 
equal to him in accomplishments. He was 
competely learned in Hindi, and understood the 
TurMsh, l^ersian, and Arabic languages. 
He left two sons, Earn Singh his eldest, 
and Kirat Singh. The former was honoured 
after his father’s death with the title of 
Raja, and put in possession of his father’s 
territories. _ Jai Singh had built several fine 
edifices at Agra, of Avhich no sign remain now, 
but the name and place on which the buildings 
stood is still called Jaisinghpura. 

Jai Singli II. Sawai 

a Eaja of tlie tribe of Kachb- 

wiiha rajpiits, was tbe son of Bishn Singli, 
the son of Kisliim Singh, the son of Ram 
Singh, the son of Mirzil Raja Jai Singh. He 
is commonly called Mirza Raja Jai Singh 
Sawai. He was the zamindar or Raja of a 
considerable territory in the province of Ajmir 
named Amer, hut since the prince founded 
a new city called Jaipur the Rajaship has 
also taken that name. Bishn v^ingh, the 
father of Jai Singh and Bijai Singh, died 
about the year a.d. 1693, Samhat 1750, and 
after his death the title of Raja was bestowed 
on Jai Singh by the emperor ‘Alamgir with 
the rank of 1500, and subsequently with that 
of 2000. After the death of that emperor 
he espoused the cause of ‘Azim Shah, the son 
of ‘Alamgir, whilst his brother Bijai Singh 
aided Bahadur Shah, who on his accession to 
the throne conferred the rank of 3000 on the 
latter, Bijai Singh quarrelled with his 
brother for the Raj ; and the emperor, 

• not willing to displease either, confiscated 
their estate, and appointed Sayyad Husain 
All IHiiin of Barba, as Faujdar of that place. 
When the emperor marched to the Deccan to 
punish bis brother Kambakhsh. a.d. 1708, 
A.H. 1120, Jai Singh, with the aid of Raja 
Ajit Singh Rather, engaged the Faujdar 'in 
battle and having killed him took possession 
of the province. In the reign of Farrulvh- 
siyar he was honoured with the title of 
Dliiraj Rtija Jai Singh, and in the time of 
Muhammad Shah with that of Sawai [q.d. 
“exceptional”). In the year a.d. 1732, a.h, 
1145, he was appointed governor of Malwa. 
His love of science makes him one of the most 
remarkable persons of his nation. He built 
five observatories for astronomical studies, 
namely, at Dehli, Banaras, Mathra, XJjain 
and Jaipur, and published a work on 
astronoinv called Zlj Muhammad Shdhl. He 
also ere3ed a Karavaiisarai and market in 
every province of Hindustan for the conveni- 
ence* of travellers at his own expense. After 
his death, which took place in September, 
A.D. 1743, 9tl]. vShaban, a.h. 1156, three of 
his wives, with many concubines, hmmed 
themselves on liis funeral pile. He was 
succ('o:.1«h 1 ]}y Ids son Ishuri Singh, after 
whose death* in a.d. 1760 Madho Singh Ms 
son succeeded Mm.

1003, and was 
highly respected by the emperor Shah J ahyin, 
who conferred on him the oi lice of Sadarnt

He soniotimeB amused 
Mmseif in writing poetry, and had adopted 
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tlie word Eaza for Ms poetical title. He died 
on tlie 25tli May, 1647, o.s. 1st Jiimada I. 
A.H. 1057, and is buried at Tajganj in Agra. 
His grandfather Sayyad Ahmad feabir lies 
l)ur.ied at a place in ikdili called Bijai Mandii. 
Jalal Biihbari left three sons, mz. Sayyad 
Jadnr, Sayyad Ali styled Uazwi Khan, and 
Sayyad I^Iusa, on whom high titles were 
con bared by Shahjahaii, and his eldest son 
Ja‘i‘ar obtained the'place of his father. 

Jalal (Hakim) 

a pliysician and poet, who was a native of 
Sliu'waii. He iiourislied in the reign of 
hliibammacl l^luzaffar and his son Shall 
Si'.iijaa', rulers of SMraz, both of wdiom 
rc'in'iud from a.d, 1353 to 1384. He is the 
author of a ]a>em entitled Gul-tm-’-Nmiroz, 
wbieh he wrote in a.d, 13e34, a.h. 734. He 
is also called dabli-nddm Tahib. 

Jalali or Jalal ( Ij com- 

monly called Sayyad-i-^ Alain Jalrd or Jalali, 
was a native of Ahmadahad, and his father 
and spiritual guide was Mir Say 3 'acl Jalal 
bin-IIasan. lie is the autlior of a Liwan.

He ruled with such justice 
that he became entitled to the appellation of 
the Naiusherwan of the age. He reigned 17 
years and died in a.d. 1410, a.h. 812, when 
iiis son Ahmad succeeded Mm. 

Jalal-uddin Riimi, Maulana (Jl-sf 
commonly called 

Maulana or Maiilwi Enmi, was the son of 
Baha-uddin Mhdd Balldii, He is not less 
esteemed as a poet than as a metapln’sician, 
and is the author of the astonishing vork 
entitled the Mamtaivl Mmdiol Itranl. He 
foimded an order of Derwislies or Sufis in the 
city of Gonia (Iconium) in Asiatic Turkey. 
He was born at Balldi on the SOtb September, 
a.d. 1207, 6th Habi‘ I, a.h, 604, and died in 
the time of Abka Khan on the 17th December, 
A.D. 1273, 5tli Jumadfg II. a.h. 672. He 
was buried in a monastery at Ooiiia, and his 
tomb wus visited for many centuries by bis 
devout countrymen, who considered his works 
as the effect of inspiration and only inferior to 
the Quran. His Diwau contains 30,000 
verses, and Ms Masnawi more tlian 47,000.

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Jalal-uddin Saynti Jisy 

son of 'Abdur Ealiman bin- 

Abi Bakr, an Egyptian author of some merit, 
who died in a.d. 1505, a.h. 911. He is said 
to be the author of 400 works, amongst which 
are the commentary on the Burr ^ A l-Munshur^ 
and the last half of the Tafslr Jaldlain ; the 
author of the other half was Jalal-nddin 
Mahali, who died in a.d. 1450, a.h. 854. 
Another work of Saynti is called Liihh-id- 
Lubab. It is a dictionary of patronymic 
names, and of others under which the Arabic 
authors are much more frequently quoted 
than under their proper names. The con- 
liision under which the Arabs labour to 
identify men known under different names, 
has induced them to prepare dictionaries for 
obviating' this difficulty. Samani (or vSani- 
naiii) in the sixth century of the Hijra 
published one, entitled Fil Ansdb, in which 
he does not only explain the sense and origin 
of these names, but also mentions with, regard 
to every word the true names of the authors 
who have had them. This work was abbre- 
viated in the succeeding centui’y by Ibn-ul- 
Asir, and tliis extract shortened by Saynti. 
There is another work of Saynti called 
Fashfus-Salsafa-tm-- IJFsfuz Zakala, contain- 
ing an account of all the earthquakes which 
took place from the year a.d, 713, a.h. 94, 
to his time. He wrote this work on the 
occasion of an earthquake in Egypt, with a 
view of shewing to his countrymen that 
earthquakes are ordained by God to punish 
men for their sins. This work was translated 
from the Arabic by Dr. A. Sprenger. Vide 
Jotcr. As. Soc. vol. xvii. part ii. p. 741. 
Saynti -was also the author of the Jdma^-ul- 
Jmmma, containing a collection of Traditions, 
of which he afterwairds made an abridgment 
and called it Jama^-tcs-Saghtr.

It is related that the 
emperor had ordered that all the ladies at 
court should provide precious stones and 
bring them to a market-place that he had 
erected, and there shew their wares publicly 
to all the noblemen at court, wlio w'ere 
ordered to buy them at whatever prices the 
ladies put upon them ; and that the king 
himself was to be a buyer, to put the greater 
honour on the new erected market. The 
ladies obeyed, and took their booths as they 
thought fit. On the market day the king 
and the noblemen came to market, and bought 
the jewels and other trifles the ladies had to 
dispose of.

She accordingly went and 
stayed wdth him three nights and days, and 
then w^ent hack to her husband, whose name 
was Jamal lihaii. The husband received lier 
very coldly, and told her that he Avould 
continue civil to her, but would never live 
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with her again but in the same maimer as if 
she was his sister. Upon which she went to 
the palace, fell at the emperor’s feet, and told 
him what her husband had said. The king, in 
a rage, gave orders to carry her husband to 
the elepliaut garden, and there have him put 
to death by an elepliant. The poor man was 
soon apprehended, and as they dragged him 
from Ms house he begged to bave leave to 
speak to the king. iC friend of his ordered 
the messengers of death to stop awhile, till 
he had acquainted the king with the request, 
which was accordingly done, and he was 
ordered to be carried into tlie coimt of the 
palace, that tlie king might hear what he had 
to say ; and being carried thither, the king 
demaiided what lie would have. He answered 
that what he had said to his wife was the 
greatest honour which lie was capable of doing 
his king, hecaiise, after lie had honoured his 
wife with his embraces, lie thought himself 
iinworthy ever after to cohabit with her. The 
king, after pausing a little, ordered him to be 
nnhoiind, and hrouglit to his own room, 
wliere, as soon as lie came, the king embraced 
him, and ordered a royal suit to be put upon 
him, and gave him command of live thousand 
horse more, but took his wife into his own 
harem.

was born on the 7th November, a.d. 1414, 
23rd Shabiln, a.h. 817, at a village in Herat 
called Jam, from wdiich he derivediiis poetical 
name “Jami.” He wms remarkably polite, of 
a very gentle disposition, and endued with 
such extensive learmiig that it wms supposed 
there was not throughout the empire of 
Persia so complete a master of the language 
as himself. Even princes wMo were them- 
selves men of erudition and exalted talents 
have lavished upon him the most unbounded 
praises and the highest honours. He was very 
intimate with Sultan Ahii Sa‘id Mirza of 
Herat, w''ho continued the friend of Jami so 
long as he lived. After his death, onr poet 
enjoyed the same favours from his son and 
successor Sultan Husain Mirza. lie wars a 
contemporary of the esteemed biographer 
Daulat Shah, wdio recorded his fame in the 
Dives of the Persian poets, called Tazkira 
Daulat Shdhi. Jami was the author of more 
than 44 w^orks. His poem on the Loves of 
Joseph and Zalikha is one of the finest 
compositions in the language ; it contains 
about 4000 couplets. He is also the author 
of the hook called Nafahat-id-Ins^ a ^^ery 
celebrated abridgment of the Lives of the 
Sufi Shaikhs, translated from the Arabic 
and dedicated to the 
celebrated wazir ‘Alisher in a.d. 1476, a.h. 
881. It may he here observed that the 
celebrated poets, as Hafiz, Sadi, JMni, etc.,

Persepolis, which is to this clay called IstalAr 
and Takht Jamshed. He is said to have 
introduced the solar year and ordered the first 
day of it, when the sun entered Aides, to be 
celebrated by a s|fiendid festival. His country 
was invaded by Zubilk, a Turanian king, and 
the unfortunate Jamslied was obliged to fly 
before the emperor. He -was pursued by tb® 
agents of Ziihak, through Sistaii, India, and 
China, and was at last seized and carried 
like a common malefactor before Ms cruel 
enemy, who ordered him to be placed betw^een 
two boards and sa wn asunder with the bone of 
a fish. 'We are told by Firdausi that his reign 
lasted 700 years. He is sujiposecl to have 
fiomished SCO years before the Christian era. 
His goblet, called Jam Jamshed and Jam 
Jam, was wondrous. A hundred marvellous 
tales are told of this celebrated cup, which 
used to dazzle all wdio looked in it, and has 
often been employed by the poets to furnish a 
simile for a bright eye.

times given by the Miisalmaiis to king 
Solomon the son of David, and they say that 
his magic ring and throne possessed extra- 
ordinary pow-ers, and his control was absolute 
over genii and men.

was guilty of great impropriety. He was the 
son of Eaja Gaj Singh and a descendant of 
Eao Malcleo.^ Jaswmnt Singh, subsequently 
became one of the best generals of ‘Alamgir, 
and held the rank of 7000 for seAmral years.

He had 
built a flue house at Agra on the banks of 
the Jamna, tlic surrounding Avails of which 
are still standing, and liis folloAvers brought 
his infant children and his women Avho did 
not hinn Avith him, toAvards their native 
country. Orders were sent by the emperor 
‘Alamglr to conduct them to court, wEere, on 
their arrival, he insisted on the childi’cn being 
made Musalmrins. Upon this the rajput 
attendants determined to die rather than 
submit to this order, lied Avith their charge 
toAvards the Baja’s territories, and being 
piiiyued by the emperor’s troops fought 
Auliantly, and were mostly cut to pieces, but 
the Avdmen and infants arrived safe at 
Jodhpur; they Avere, liow'ever, compelled to 
take refuge in the hills and the woods, and 
on the death of 'Alumgir in a.d. 1707, 
regained their former possession. Ajit vSingh, 
his son {qA\)^ Avas restored to the ‘throne of 
his ancestors in the year a.d, 1711, by the 
emperor Farruj^ - siyar who married Ms 
daughter.

who made no figiure in the Miighul empire, as 
a nation, till the reign of ‘Alanigir, in A?hose 
expedition to the Deccan, they Avere first 
heard of as a gang of banditti, under an 
intrepid leader Churaman.

Ka'b-al-'Ali'bar a 

famous traditionist of the tribe of Hamyar, 
wiio embraced Islamism in the reign of ‘Umar, 
and died a.d.

Kabir a celebrated Hindi poet, 

by trade a blnsalman wnaver, wiio, according 
to the Akhar-iiama, wns contemporary with 
Sikandar Shah Lodi, king of Dehli. Kahir 
W'us a Sufi or Heist of the most exalted senti- 
ments and of honevolence nnhounded. His 
poems, which are still nnirersally esteemed, 
inculcate the purest morality, good will and 
hospitality towards all men,' and breathe so 
liiiG a, spirit of toleration that both Hindus 
and IHusalnians contend for the honour of his 
liaving heen born of their religion. From 
the disinterested, yet alluring, doctrines his 
poems contaiii a sect has sprung up in 
Hiiidustrin, under the name of Kahir Panthi, 
who arc so universally estoemed for veracity 
and other virtucss, ariioug both Hindus and 
blu sal mans, that they may he with propriety 
considered the Quakers of the country. The 
time of Kahir’ s death seems involved in equal 
obscurity wdth the manner of his decease and 
burial. They relate that be lived a long time 
at Kasi (Beiluras) and (Taya, and sojourned 
also at Jaganatb, wdjerc he 'gave great* offence 
to the Brahmans by his conduct and tolerant 
doctrine. Wiien stricken in years, he departed

this life among a concourse of his disciples, 
both Musalmans and Hindus. He is buried 
at Katanpur, where his tomb is said to be 
seen to this day.

After the 
kings death the first step wdiicli the traitor 
took was to send a person to Gwnliar, to put 
out the eyes of JGiizir Hian and Shadi Klian, 
the t^YO sons of the deceased Sultan.

He then 
placed Slialiab-nddin, the king’s youngest 
son (a boy of seven years of age) on the 
throne, and began his adininistration ; but 
was assassinated thirty-five days after the 
king’s death, in January, a.i>* 1317, a.h. 
716, when Mubarik, the third son of the 
king, was raised to the throne. 


Kahaj Tal)rezi, Shaikh ^ 

a learned Musalman who held 


the office of Shaikh-ul-Islani at Tabrez during 
the reign of Sultan Awis and Sxdtan Husain 
of Baghdad. He Avas the author of a Biwan.

Kaikaiis second king of the 

Kayanian dynasty of Persia, AVas the son of 
Iiaiqiiltad. He Avas vain and proud ; and 
appears to liave been in continual distress 
from the unfortunate result of schemes that 
his anibition led liiin to form, but Avhich he 
Avanted ability to execute. His life is con- 
nected Avitli a thousand fables, Avhich though 
improper in this place form excellent materials 
for Firdausi, Avho has given, in his history of 
this period, the extraordinary and affecting 
tale of the combat betAveen llustam and his 
unknown son, Suhrah, Avho is killed by his 
father. This part of the Shah-nama has been 
translated in English verse by J. Atkinson, 
Assistant Surgeon on the Bengal Establish- 
ment, and meinher of the Asiatic Society in 
1814. Kaikaiis, Avhen groAvn old, resigned his 
crown in favour of his grandson Kaikhusro, 
the son of SiaAvakhsh (corresponds to Cam- 
byses I. ; m(U Acbaemenis).

After his 
father’s death in a.d. 1285 lie Avas made 
governor of Multan by his grandfather, and 
after his decease in a.d. 1286 was iruirdertff 
at Eohtak by Mtdik iXizam-uddiii, Avazir of 
Xaiqiihad, Avho ascended the throne as king 
of Behii. 

Kaiomurs tlie first monarcli 

of Persia, according to all Muhammadan 

• AAT, iters. This king is staled to liave re- 
claimed his subjects from a stale of tlie most 
savage barbarity. They say ho \Aas the grand- 
son of Noah, and Ihe founder of the first 
dynasty of Persian kings, called Pislidadian. 
llis son Siumak A\as killed m one of the 
battles AAdth the barbarians or Devs ; and 
AAdien that monarch eaiiied Hasliang, the 
infant son of Siawak, to sliare in the revenge 
he meant to take upfui his (‘ueimes, bis army 
Avas joined by all the lions, tigers and pantliers 
in bis dominions, and tlie Bc'vs AVore routed 
and torn to pieces by the auxiliailes, avIio 
bad left their native forest to aid the just 
king. After this Auctory, Kaiomurs returned 
to bis capital BaMi. He reigned 30 years, 
and Avas succeeded by bis grandson llosliang.

He had several battles 
Avitli Afrasiab tlie king of Tiiran, wdio Avas 
at last defeated, taken prisoner, and slain. 
ySoon after these events Kaikhusro resolved to 
devote the remainder of his life to religious 
retirement: he delNered over Kabul, Zabu- 
listaii and Nimroz to Eustain, as hereditary 
possessions ; and resigned his throne to 
Lidirasp, the son-iii-law of Kaikaiis and his 
(Dvu son by adoption and affection. After 
these aiTangements, he Aveiit, accompanied by 
some nobles, to a spring which he had fixed 
upon as the place of his repose,: Here he 
disa])peared, and all those that Avent with Mm 
AADre destroyed on their return by a Adolent 
tempest. He lived 90 years and reigned 60. 


second or Kayanian dynasty of the kings of 
Persia, Avas a lineal descendant of Manuchchr, 
according to some accounts lie was Ms great- 
grandson. Tills prince had retired to the 
mountain of Alburz, from Avliich ])Iace he Avas 
brought by Rirstam the son of Zal and pro- 
claimed king of Persia, He committed the 
administration of government into the hands 
of Zal, Avhose son Eiistam Avas appointed to 
lead the Persians against the driaided Al'rasiab, 
who had again passed the Oxus and iiiA'aded 
Persia. In this battle Eustam overcame 
Afrasiab, and aiterAvards a persce Avas con- 
cluded, by Avhicli it was agreed that the Oxiis 
should remain as it had been lu veto fore, the 
boundary betAveen tlie tAVo kingdoms.

1286, 
A.H. 6Sd, on the throne of Delili in the 
absence of his father Xasir-uddin Ihighra 
IGiaii, who was then in Bengal. In the year 
A.i). 1287, A.H. 686, his father, having heard 
the state of affairs at Dehli, marched from 
Bengal to visit and advise Ms son. They met 
on the banks of the Ghagra at Behar, anxi the 
whole scene was so afecting that almost all 
the court shed tears. On this occasion the 
celebrated poet Amir I£iinsro wrote the poem 
called the Kirm-^iis-Sadain., or the conjunc- 
tion of the two planets. Iiaiqubad was 
assassinated in a.d. 1288 through the instiga- 
tion of the Firoz Alalik Ivhilji, who ascended 
the throne by the title of Jahll-uddin Firoz 
Shah Khilji,' and became the first Sultan of 
the second branch of the Tmh dynasty called 
Khilji.

Kalhana a Brahman and 

author of a history of Kashmere, called 
taranghn. ^ Tliere are four chronicles of the 
hisiory of Ki^hmci-e written in Stinslait verse ; 
the tirst hy Kalhana, bringing the history of 


Kashmere to about 1148 after Christ; the 
second, a continuation of the former, by 
Jauaraja, to a.d. 1412 ; the third, a con- 
tinuation of the second, by Srivara, a pupil 
of jrauaraja, to a.d. 1477 ; and the fourth, by 
Prajyabhatta, from that date to the conquest 
of tiie valley hy the emperor Akbar. The 
author of the work, the Pandit Kalhana, of 
whom we merely know that he was the son 
of Champaka, and lived about a.d. 1150, 
under the reign of Sinha Deva of Kashmere— 
reports that before entering on his task he 
had studied eleven historical works written 
previously to Ms time, and also a history of 
Kashmere by the sage Nila, which seems to 
be the oldest of all. Kalhana, begins his 
work with the mythological history of the 
country; the first king named by Mm is 
Gonarda, who, according to his chronology, 
wmiild have reigned in the year n.c. 2448, and 
the last mentioned by him is Siiiha Deva, 
about 1150 after Christ. 

Kali Das a celebrated 

Hindu poet traditionally said to have lived 
towuirds the commencement of the Christian 
era, and to have been one of the nine splendid 
gems that adorned tlie court of Raja Bikar- 
niajifc (Yikramaditya) . Some say that he 
flourished in the time of llaja Bhoj (1040-90 
A.D.). He WTote the Xalodia for the purpose 
of exhibiting his unbounded skill in alliter- 
ation. In four books, containing on The 
average fifty-four stanzas each, he has given 
such illustrations of this art as can never he 
surpassed. This w'ork has been published in 
Europe, with a Latin translation hy a con- 
tinental scholar, Ferdinaiidus Denary, No 
reason can be imagined why Kali Das should 
again wwite the history of Nala and Damayanti, 
after it had been so elegantly written in 
flowing verse by Vyasa Deva, except that lie 
intended in this simple story to shew forth 
his ingenuity in allitaratioii. He is also the 
author of the poem called Kumara Samhhava, 
and of another called MaJui Mat ale.

Kamal Khan, Gikhar JU^ 

prince of the Gikhars, was the 

son of Sultan Sarang, the son of Malik Kalau 
II. the son of Malik Kalan I, the son of Malik 
lOiar, who was the founder of the jirincipality 
of the Gikhars. Their country lies among 
the mountains between Bhat and 'Sindh, which 
formerly belonged to the goTornmeut of Kash- 
mere. Malik Kaliln II. had several battles 
with Slier Shah, butwns at last taken prisoner 
and put to death by that monarch, and his 
son or grandson Kamal Khan iinjirisoned in 
the fortress of Gwaliar, He ivas, however, 
after some years released by Salim Shah the 
son of Sher Shah, Jmt during his conflnement 
his uncle Sultan Adam had taken possession 
of the country. In the first year of the reign 
of Akhar he was introduced to that monarch 
and ivas employed in his service. He by 
degrees rose to the rank of 5000, and was 
afterwards put in possession of his dominions 
by that emperor, and Sultan Adam his uncle 
taken prisoner and made over to Kamal Khan, 
wiio put him in confinement, where he died. 
Kamal IGian, wiio became tiibutary to Akhar, 
died in a.d. 1562, a.h. 970.

other, much esteemed him, considering him 
and Salman Sawaji as amongst the first poets 
of their time. He is commonly called Kamal 
Khnjandi, born at lOuijand, a town situated 
in one of the most beautiful and fertile districts 
of Persia. After havingmade the pilgrimage 
to Mecca he settled at tahi'cz, a place wdiich 
he found extremely agreeablo; during the reign 
of the princes of the family of Jalayer. The 
principal personages of Tahrez became his 
pupils, and he led a life of liten-ary ease and 
enjoyment ; but wdicii Tucjtamish iChan sur- 
prised Tahrez, Shail^ Kamal Avas made 
prisoner, and w'.as carried to Serai in .Kapjak 
by order of Mangii I^uu the grandson of 
Cihangez wdicre lie remained four years, 

after wdiich he rvas permitted to rethrn to 
Tahrez, near which city the Sultan Awes 
Jalayer built him a honso, Ivamul did not 
sing the praise of princes in Gasida, nor did 
he wnite Masnaw'is, ],mt only Gjiazuls and 
fragments. He died in the ycftr a.d. 1390, 
A.H, 792, and Avas buried at Tiibrez. A MS. 
of the Diwmn of Kanuii, wdiidi had been the 
property of a Sul tun, is possessed by the 
imperial Library at Yicnna, and is a great 
treasure as a specimen of splendid AAniting, 
and also for the superbly excciiied miniatures 
which adorn it, illustrating the poems.

He was deprived of his sight by Hnmayun 
■when at Kabul in the year a.d. 1553, a.h. 
960, on account of his repeated offences, and 
continually raising disturbances in the govern- 
ment. The operation was performed by 
piercing his eyes repeatedly with a lancet. 
Kamran bore the tortine without a groan 
until lemon -juice and salt w^ere squeezed 
into his eyes, when he called out ‘ ‘ 0 Lord 
my God ! whatever sins I have committed I 
have been amply punished in this world, have 
compassion on me in the next.’’ Kamran 
eventually obtained permission to proceed to 
Alecca, where he resided three years iuid died 
a natural death in a.d. 1556, a.h. 964. He 
left three daughters and one son, named 
Abui Qasim Mirza, who w'as imprisoned in 
the foii of Gwaliar, and put to death by 
order of the emperor Akbar, his cousin, in 
the year a.d. 1565, a.h. 973. 

Kamran Shah the 

present ruler of Herat, is the sou of Alahmud 
Shah, the son of Timur Shah, the son of 
Ahmad Shah Ahdali.

The liistory of Persia, from the death of 
Nadir Shah till tlie elevation of ‘Aqa Muham- 
mad, though it occupies nearly half a century, 
presents no one striking feature, except the 
life of Karim Khan, a chief of the tribe of 
Zand. He collected an army chiefly composed 
of the different tribes of* Zand *and Mafi, 
defeated the Afghans in several engagements, 
iiually drove them out of the country, and 
secured to himself the kingdom of Ears, or 
the southern division of Persia, while 
Khurasan partially remained in possession of 
the descendants of Nadir Shah; and the 
countries bordering on the Caspian Sea were 
retained by Muhammad Hasan lyiaii Qajar, 
rider of Mazindaran, the great-grandfather of 
G'Vqii Muhammad Shah Qajar. Karim Khan, 
after subduing his enemies, enjoyed inde- 
pendent power for twenty- six years; and 
during the last twenty, viz. from 1759 to 
1779, he had been, without a competitor, the 
acknowledged ruler of Persia. His capital 
w'as Shiraz. He died at an advanced period 
of life on the 2nd March, a.p. 1779, 13th 
Safar, A.ir. 1193, being nearly 80 years of 
age. After Ids death Zaki Khan assumed tlie 
reins of government, and was assassinated two 
months after. Sildiq Klian, brother of Karim 
Khfin, took possession of Shiraz after the 
d(3ath of Zaki Khiln, and was put to death on 
the llth March, A. I). 1781, 18th Eabi‘ I* 
A.u. 1195, by ‘All Murad Klian, who now 
hecaine the sovereign of Persia, and died on 
the 11th January, a.d. 1785, 28th Safar, 
A.H. 1199. After his death Lntf ‘Ali IQian 
reigmed for some years at Shiraz. He was 
defeated in 1794- and slain afterwards by 
‘Aqil Aluliammad lOiaii Qajar, who took 
possession of the throne of Persia.

on Aiiilhar Kao, whom he sh-w with most of 
his adherents. After this, hJindhia pretended 
to govern the possevssions of the Holkar family 
in the name of Kashi Kao, whom he kept in 
a state of dependence and a])propriutetl the 
revenue to his own use. A long contest 
eiisned between Danlat Kao and Jaswant Kdo 
Holkar, the brother of Kaslii Kao, mid coii- 
tinned till the year a.d. 1802, when Jaswant 
Kao appears to haveiaken possession of Indor, 
the territory of his father.

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ColoEel Dow was obliged to pass over, for 
want of documents. There are few works in 
the Persian language (says Stewart) so 
worthy of being translated. "The author was 
a person of good family, who resided at 
Dehli during the latter part of the reign of 
‘Alaingir, where he compiled his history; 
but in consequence of the well-known pim- 
hibition of that monarch he was obliged to 
conceal his intentions, and for some other 
causes did not jniblisli it till the 14tli year of 
the emperor Muhammad Shah, a.d. 1732, 
A.H. 1145. The work was well received, and 
the author was honoured with the title of 
IQiafi Kl^ian, or the "^‘concealed.”

In spreading the doctrines of 
the Quran, and the dominion of the prophet, 
he committed atrocious cruelties, and was at 
last cut oil by the plague in a.d. 639, but 
according to Ockley’s lUstor ij of the Saracens 
Abu Ubeda died that year, and lyhalid 
siir\ivcd him about three years, and then 
died.

endeavouring to effect his release and recover 
his poAver, he spent tlio Avhole of bis time in 
Avriting verses to his beloved mistress, Avho 
had bemi exposed, by the reverse of his fortune, 
to the most cruel indignities. He was at 
last released by Mirza ShahrulA his uncle, 
who had taken possession of his kingdom, 


and who not only gave him the government 
of Hei, Knm and Hamdan, but restored Ms 
beautiful mistress to his arms. After this 
1x8 lived tAvo years and a lialf and died 6th 
HoA^embei’, a.u. 1411, 18tli Hajab, a.h. 814, 
aged 28 years, and Sliad-nl-Miilk, on the 
occurrence of this event, acted a part AA'hich 
has giAmn fame to her memory — slie struck a 
poniard to her breast: and the loAmrs were 
buried in one tomb in the city of Eei.

On the accession of 
Shah Jahan, he entered into a close intimacy 
with his late enemies, and seemed to he aiming 
at independence. He was at last Idlled, to- 
gether with his son, in an engagement with 
the royal troops on the 28th Janiiary, a.d, 
1631, 1st Bajah, a.h. 1040, and their heads 
sent as a most acceptable present to Shah 
Jahan. An affecting account of his death 
may he found in the third volume of Dow’s 
History.

He reigned 
one year and four months, and died on the 
5th NoTember, a.d. 1840, a.h. 1256, aged 
46 years. He was succeeded by his son Raja 
Nan Nihal Singh, who, after havin^g per-

He defeated 
Daulat Klian Lodi in a battle, and having 
taken him prisoner ascended the throne of 
Dehli on tlie 4th June, a.d. 1414, lotli 
Babi‘ I. A.H. 817. He died after a reign of 
seven lunar years two months and two days on 
the 4th June, a.d. 1421, 17th Jiimadal. a.h. 
824, and was succeeded by his son Miibarik 
Shah. Khizr Klian did not assume the title 
of emperor, hut professed to hold the empire 
for Shalirukh Mirza the son of Amir Taimur, 
in whose name lie struck coins.

AkhMr, which is considered to be an abridg- 
ment of the MaiizaUzts-SafCi; this book ho 
wrote in a.d. 1498, a.h. 904, and dedicated 
it to Amir ‘Alisher his patron. He was born, 
says Sir 11. M. Elliot, at Herat about tlie 
year a.d. 1475, a.h. 880, for be states in the 
preface to the Hahlh- us-^Siar that wlien he 
commenced it in the year a.d, 1521, a.h. 
927, he had advanced through seven or eight 
stages beyond the fortieth year of his life. It 
was after tlie name of his patron Kariiu-uddin 
Habib-nllali, a native of Ardibel, thiit he 
entitled his work Ifahlh^ns’^Siar, Besides 
the above mentioned works, he composed the 
Mdsir-ul-Maluki the A}dihar-Hl’-A!shUh\ the 
Dastur-ul- Jluizra^ the ^fukd rim-tiU AkUdq^ 
and the Miaitakhib Tarllst Ultsslf. There 
are two otlier works ascribed to him, called 
Oltardeh-ul-Asrdr and Jawdhir-’Ul-Akhl^dr. 
He was coiiijielled to leave Herat on account 
of the disturbed state of tlic country in a.d. 
3527, A.H. 933, and afterwards took a 
journey to Ilindustau in company with 
Maulaiia Shahrih - uddin the puiistm-, and 
Mirza Ibrahim Qdnuni, esteemed tlio most 
literary men of the ago. Ou Saturday the 
19th September, A.D.A528, 4tli Miiharram, 
A.H. 935, they reached the metropolis of Agra, 
and were introduced to tlie emperor Babur 
Shah. They were loaded with jireseufs and 
directed to remain in future about his person. 
Khondamir accompanied the emperor on his 
expedition to Bengal, and after his death 
attached himself to his son Humaymn, in 
whose name be wrote the Qanm Ilimnyum^ 
which is quoted by Abiid Fazl in the Akbar- 
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llama. He afterwards accomjianiecl that 
moDarch from Kliandesli to Mandu iu pursuit 
of Baliadiir Shiih Gujialtij and in that 
expedition he died. Tliis event took place 
ill A.n. 1535, A.H. 942, vsome time after 
tlai dealli of his friend Maulana Shahah- 
luldln, who died the same year. By his own 
request his liody was couve^^ed to Hehli, and 
was iniried hy the side of Mzam-uddin Aulia 
and Amir Kiiisro.

The moment 
he was firmly established on the throne he 
fulfilled in a most faithful manner the engage- 
ments he had entered into with his ally, and 
publicly adopted the emperor Maurice as his 
father ; hut when that emperor was slain in 
A.D. 603 he instantly declared war, on the 
grounds of avenging his benefactor. His 
generals invaded the Roman territories ; 
I)ara, Edessa, and other strong places on 
the frontier, were soon subdued ,* Syria was 
completely pillaged, Palestine overrun, Jeru- 
salem talcen, and the true cross, which had 
been enclosed in a golden case and buried 
deep in the earth, is said to have been 
discovered, and borne in triumph to Persia. 
His reign of more than 30 years was marked 
by a success never surpassed by the most 
reiiovncd of his ancestors. Persia was, hoiv- 
cver, invaded by lleraclius the Roman 
emperor, who defeated the troops of ^iisro 
wherever he encountered them, and marched, 
in one direction, as far as the Caspian, in 
another to Isfahan ; destrojing in his pro- 
gress all his splendid palaces, plundering his 
hoarded treasures, and dispersing, in every 
direction, the eoimtless slaves of his pleasure. 
The subjects of JHiiisro now lost all regard 
for a monarch ivliom they deemed the sole 
cause of the desolation of his country: a 
conspiracy 'was formed against Iiim ; he 
was seized by his eldest son Sheroya or 
Siroes; his 18 sons were massacred before 
his face, and lie was c<ist into a dungeon, 
and soon afterwards died or was put to death 
in A.D. 628, A.H. 7, after he had reigned 38 
years. The glory of the house of Chosroes 
(Nausherwaii) ended with the life of Minsro ; 
his unnatural son enjoyed only eight months 
the fruit of his crime. 


The Muhammadan authors say that Khiisro 
had received an epistle from Miihaiiimad, in- 
viting him to acknowdedge Miihanimad as 
the apostle of God. He rejected the invi- 
tation, and tore the epistle. “It is thus,” 
exclaimed the iiinhian prophet, “that God 
tear the kingdom, ancl reject the sup- 
plications of Khiisro.” The historians of 
Muhammad, says Gibbon, date this embassy 
in tlie seventh year of the Hijra, which 
commenced the 11th May, a.d. 628. Their 
chronology is apparently erroneous, since 
IHiusro died in the month of February of 
the same year (Gibbon, vol. viii. p. 205).

It appears from the TmvdnM Mii~ 
hdrik ShdM Sultan Muhammad Shah, 
son of Flroz Shah Tughlaq, king of Dehli, 
created one of his eimnchs, named Malik 
Sarwar, his prime minister, and honoured 
liim witli the title of IDiwaja labaii ; that 
upon the death of Mnliamniad Shfili, and 
on the accession of Ills son Sultan Maliniud 
Shah Tughlaq, a boy of ten years of age, in 
A.D. 1394, A.H. 796, be was appointed 
governor of the Eastern provinces of the 
empire, mz. Qananj, Andh, Kara and Jannpnr, 
the latter of which he made the seat of his 
government. The reign of Mahmud Shah was 
interrupted by serious internal commotions ; 
and KliAvaja lalian taking advantage of these 
circumstances, and perceiving the weakness of 
the government arising out of the king’s 
minority, assumed the title of Malik-ush- 
Sharq (king of the East), founded an in- 
dependent Idngdom at daunpur, and died in 
the year a.d. 1400, a.h. 802, after a short 
reign of six years. He was succeeded by his 
adopted son Malik AYusil or Qaranfal, who 
assumed the title of Mubarik Shah Sharql, 
and died in a.d. 1402, a.h. 804. After his 
death his brother Ibrahim Shah Sharql 
succeeded him, and died about the year a.d. 
1441, a.h. 845, after a reign of more than 
forty years. He was succeeded by Sultan 
Mahmud Shah Sharql, who died in a.d. 1452, 
A.H. 856, and left the kingdom to liis son 
Muhammad Shah, who was killed in battle 
about the year a.d. 1458, a.h. 861 or 862, 
when Husain Shah, liis brother, succeeded 
him. He had several battles with Bahiul 
Lodi, king of Dehli, and was at last obliged 
to seek refuge in the court of Sultan ‘Ala- 
nddin, king of Bengal, where he died in a.d. 
1499, a.h.*'905. There are at Jannphr several 
flne specimens of Pathaii architecture— chiefly 
Mosques — dating from this djmasty.

At length tlie 
cliapter of tlie (luraii, entitled IJarfit, wais 
attached to <‘i gate in tlie same temjile, and 
Labid was so overconie hy the verses at the 
commencement as to declare that they could 
only be produced by the inspiration of God, 
and he immediately embraced Islamism. 
When Mnharamad was apprised of the con- 
version of Labid, the linest genius of his 
time, he was exceedingly delighted, and 
requested him to answer the invectives and 
satires of Amra-alkys and other infidel poets 
W’ho wrote against the new religion and its 
followers. The following sentence, one of 
the finest wliich ever fell from the lips of an 
Arab, is also attributed to him.— “All is 
vain which is not of God.” Labid is said to 
have lived to the age of 140 years, and died 
at the city of Iviifa in 141 of the Hijra (a.d. 
758) ; hilt there seems some mistake in the 
year of his death.

He is held to he the 
greatest of the Oriental moralists, and held 
in the highest esteem by tbe Orientals for 
his wisdom and virtues; even Muhammad 
speaks of him in the 3 1st chapter of the 
Quran, wdiich is called Sura Luqman^ with 
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pi'diniiiKl ruvertiiiCH*. Liiqmaii’s wisdom, like 
8oloin{)u's, is s!i])posed to have beeu of 
divine tirin’ir}. One day as he was in 
his room, working' at his trade (he was a 
carjueijrr), several anj^ols invisibly entered and 
saluted him. LiKiman, lieariiig voices, looked 
anamd him, ])iii not setang anyone made no 
reply. The aii<;’e]s then sa'id: AVe are 
nu'ssen,<f'ers from (hul, thy Creator and ours, 
who Imth Sent ns tf.) time to inform thee that 
lie desii>“ns to ma];e tlieo a monarch and his 
vict'^'ereiit on eailh, Lnqman answered: 
If it bo the n])so]ulc will of God that I shall 
lH‘eonio a monureh, that will must be aceom- 
plisliod : and I trm,t that he will grant me 
grace to evecide Ilis commands faithfully ; 
i)iit if tile iibt'rty of choice be given me," I 
shnnld prefer abiding in my present eoii- 
dilhm; the only favour that I ask from God 
heinu', that lie vvould preserve me from offend- 
ing Him, for Were I to offend Him. all the 
dignities of ilm earfli would bo but a burden 
to me. 'Hi is rc-ply was so agreeable to God 
that lie at one(i liestowed on Lnqman the 
gij‘ts of Iviiowh'dgi* and AViadom to a degree 
hithorio unparalleied. The Maximsof Lnqman 
are leu thouMUul in iiuniher ; and “ any one 
of these,” says an Arabian commentator, is 
of much groati r value than tlie wliole world.” 
in‘< wisdom and the striking morality of his 
fables are so lik«i tliose of JEsop that he is 
considered liy some to have been the original 
author so called.

‘Alum, of whom he was ostensible minister.

869, loth 'Slndhiin, 
A.n, 255, and when he was about four or 
five years of a.ge his father died. The Shi ‘as 
or Bhiutes say that at the age of 10 he 
entered into a cistern at his fattier’ s house, 
while liis mother was looking on, and that 
he never came out again. This occurred in 
A.D. 879, A.n. 265. They believe him to bo 
still alive, and concealed in some secret place, 
and that lie will appear again with Elias the 
prophet at the second coming of Jesus Christ 
for tlie conversion of infidels to the Mii- 
hanmiadan religion.

Tliis work has been comparatively eclipsed by 
its commentary, the Sharh al-Wiqdija, by 
‘ Abaid - ullah bin - Masi i ‘ iid ; this ais thor’ s 
works combines the original text with a 
copious gloss expliiuatery and illustrative. 
Both the Wiqdi/a and the Shark al-Wiqfnja 
are used for elementary iiistrucliou in the 
Muhammadan Colleges. Other conmieniaries 
on the Wiqdya exist, but they are of no 
great note. 

Malimud au Af^an chief 

of Qandahfir of the tribe of ffliilzai, was the 
son of Alir Mkais, after whose death in a.d. 
1715 he succeeded him. He besieged Isfabfui 
in A.D. 1722, and compelled Sultrin ITiisaiii 
Safwi, king of Persia, to surrender and resign 
his crown to him. The king went forth, with 
all his principal coiutiers in deep inoiu-ning, 
surrendered himself to Alahmud, and with 
his own hands placed the diadem on the head 
of the conqueror. The event took place on 
the 11th October of the same year, lltb AIu- 
hiirram, A..n. 1135. After two years’ posses- 
sion of the sovereign power, he gave orders 
for the death of tlie Safwiaii princes wdio 
were his prisoners, and thirty-nine of them, 
some grown up, others in their childhood, 
w«e barbarously slaughtered. It is said that 
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lie became derai.sp;ed ibo same night, and not 
only tore las own, i'lesli, but ate it. Every 
person iliat :ip])roaeiied. him he overwhelmed 
with abuse, a ad. in lias condition died in a.d. 
1725. IJut ludln'c las death the Afghans, 
being threati'iied by tin attack of the iWsian 
prince, IVdamrisT) ]\[irza, the, son of Sultan 
Husain, wl:o Inal lied from Isfahan, elected 
Asliraf, tin; cuiisin. of Mfihmiid, to be their 
ruler, who in April, a.d. 1725, r2th Sha^baii, 
A.H. li;)7, uun-dered Mahmud, and became 
the king of l'\;rsi;i. 

Maliinucl the son of Snltan

ment of Iraq and Aznrhejaii for several years 
as deputy to his uncle Snltan Saryar, who 
gave him his two daughters in bnarriage 
named Siti Kliatun and Mah Malik..

son of ‘Abdullah (bin Firozi, is the author 
of the History entitled Madsir Qath Shahid 
and also of anotluT work of the same descrip- 
tion called Tui'<H Jtlma ul-IIind. He served 
Qnll (lut.b Sliaii II. for 30 years, and was 
living at the i.ime of that monarch’s death, 
which haj)pem;d in. a.d. 1612, a.h. 1020. 

Mahmud of Shnstar

IJak-ul’Yekm, which is held in great estima- 
tion among the Persians. 

Mahmud I. Sultan (^^IkLj Jjl 

emperor of Constantinople, was the son of 
Must 0 fa II. and ncphe\v of Ahmad III. whom 
he sui'ceeded in a.d. 1730, a.h. 1142. His 
janissaries expected from Mm the recovery of 
the compiered ]}rovmces, but be lost Georgia 
and Armenia, which wmre conquered by Hadir 
Slifili. ]\Iabmfal died in a.d. 1754, a.h. 1168, 
and Avas succeeded by his brother ‘Usman II. 

Mahmud II. Sultan 

emperor of Constantinople, 

was the son of Sultan ‘Abdul Hamid, com- 
monly called Ahmad IV. the son of Mustafa 
III. He was born on tlic 20th July, a.d. 
1785, and ascoml.'d the throne after the depo- 
sition of his uncle Sulim III. and Mustafa 
lY. on the 28tb Jiily, a.d, 1808. He was 
of the eigliieeuih gcaleration from ‘Usman I. 
who founded the dynasty, and the tliirtieth 
sovereign of that fumilj’. He died on the 
3011i June, a.d. 1839, a.h. 1255, and was 
su(;eet(h,‘d by his son ‘Ahdiil Majid.

1540, A.H. 947, the fort of Surat (SWat), on 
the shore of the sea, Avas completed by 
IGiudaAvanda Khan, before AA^hich time the 
Portuguese AA^'cre in the habit of attacking the 
Muliainmadans along tliat coast. Mahmud 
Sliilh reigned about 18 A’ears, and wAis slain 
on the 16tb. PebniarA% a.d. 1554, IStli 
Rabi‘ I. A.H. 961, AAdiile he Avas asleep, by 
one Daulat, at the instigation of Burhan, 
private chaplain to the king, Avho hoped by 
that means to ascend the throne of Gujrat, 
Tlie same 3 ’ear died also Salim Sliah king of 
Dehli, and Kizam Shah Bahri the Snltau of 
Ahmadnagar in the Deccan. The Avords, 
“ZaAval IGiiisroan,” i.e. Destruction of 
Kings, commemorate tlie date of this cA^ent. 
Mahmud Shah Avas buried in the vault of 
Siiltrin Mahmud Baiqara, close to the 
niausoleiiin of Shaikh Ahmad Khattu and 
Avas succeeded by Ahmad Shah II. 

Mahmud Shah I. Bahmani 

the fifth Sultan of 

the race of Bahmani kings of the Deccan, 
was the youngest son of Sultan ‘Ala-uddin 
Hasan. He Avas raised to the throne at 
Kulbarga after the assassination of his 
brother Baud Shah in May, a.d. 1378, 
Muharram, a.h. 780, reigned 19 lunar years 
9 months and 24 days, and died of a putrid 
feADr on the 20th April, a.d. 1397, 21st 
Rajah, a.h. 799. He AA'as succeeded by his 
son Sultan ^layas-uddin Mahmud, AA'as a 
patron of literature, had a taste for poetry, 
and AAU'ote elegant verses himself. In his 
reign the poets of Arabia and Persia resorted 
to the Deccan and Avere benefitod by his 
liberality. Mir Faiz-ullah Anju, Avho presided 
in the seat of justice, once presented him 
with an ode, Avas rewarded AAith a thousand 
pieces of gold, and permitted to retire, 
covered with honours, to his own country. In 
his time the celebrated poet of Shiraz, 
KhAvaja Hafiz, determined to visit tlie 
Deccan, hut aaus prevented by a train of 
accidents.

the son of Hoshang "Shilh, ascended the 
throne of Malwa on Tuesday the loth May, 
A.D. 1436, 29tli Shawwal, a.h. 839. . He 
reigned 34 lunar years, and died on the 27th 
May, A.D. 1469, 19th Zi-Qa‘da, a.h. 873, 
aged 68 years.

Shfih, the son of Firoz Shiili Tughla(|. He 
was raised to the Ihi’oiie of Dt6i!i after ihe 
death of his brotluT Hiimayun Shall in April, 
A.D. 1394, Jiimmla 11. a.h. 796, at the ago 
of ten years. His miuerity and tlu^ disseusjoiis 
of the nobles encouraged nuiny of ihe 
siiiTonndiiig chiefs to revolt and become 
independent. In ills time Amir Timur 
invaded India, and defeated Mahmud Shah 
in a battle fought, according to Firishta, on 
the 15th January, a.d. 1399, 7tli Jumada I, 
A.H. 801, and according to Sharaf-uddin 
Yezdi, on Tuesday the '7th Eahi‘ II. a.h. 
801, corresponding with the 17tli December, 
AD. 1398, when Mahmud lied to Gnjrat, 
and Timur the next day took possession of 
Dehli. 

On the eighth of Eabi‘-ns-Sani, -with the

In Capricorn, Timur had DehlT won. 

Timur, soon after bis conquest of Dehli, 
returned to Persia with an immense treasure 
from India. After the departure of that 
conqueror Nasrat IGian, son of Fatha Xluln, 
the son of Firoz Shah, took possession of 
Delili, and ascended the throne with the title 
of Nasrat Shah. He was succeeded in a.d. 
1400 by Iqbal Khan, after wliose death 
Mahmud Shah, who was then at Qanauj, 
returned and ascended the throne of Deh'li 
the second time in Decemlicr, a.d. 1405, 
22ud Jumada II. a.h. 808. But the 
governors of provinces no longer acknow- 
ledged allegiance to tlie Ihrone, having 
established their independence during tlie 
civil war. Mahmud Shah died on tlie 4th 
March, a.d. 1413, 29th Zi-Qahla, a.h. 815, 
and was succeeded by Daulat lH»di. 

With Sultan Mahmud the empire of Dehli 
was lost to the race of the Turks who \vere 
adopted slaves of tlie House of Ghar. 

Mahmud, SultanC^^ 

the celebrated king of (Hiazni, was the eldest 
son of Sultan Nasir-uddin Suhaktagin. His 
father at his death, a.d. 997, a.h. 387, 
unmindful of the superior right of Mahmud 
(who was then employed in tl'ie government of 
Khurasan), bequeathed liisldiigdom to Ismadl, 
a younger son. Isma'il attempted to confirm 
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himself ill tlie power to wliicli lie was raised, 
but on the approach of Mahmud, after a Yain 
attempt at resistance, he was compelled to 
throw himself upon the clemency of his 
offended brother. Mahmtid reigned more 
than S3 lunar years, during whicli_ time he 
made twelve expeditions into India ; took 
Lahore, Dehli, KanauJ, and other parts of 
Hindustan ; many hundred temples of the 
Hindus he levelled with the ground ; many 
thousand idols he demolished, and broke to 
pieces the famous idol of Sdmnath, the 
fragments of which he distributed to Ghazni, 
Mecca and Medina. He was born on the 
loth December, a.d. 967, 9th Muharram, 
A.H. 357, and died on Thursday, the 23rd 
EabT‘ II. A.H. 421, which year and date is 
inscribed on his tomb at Gliazni, correspond- 
ing with the 3()th Ajnii, a.d. 1030. On a 
tombstone of white marble lies the mace of 
Mahmud, of such, a weight that few men can 
wield it. He was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad, who reigned only five months 
and was deposed and deprived of sight by his 
brother Masa‘ud, who ascended the throne.

Mirza Quth-uddm, a nobleman of the reign 
of the emperor ‘Alamgir. He was an excellent 


poet, hut latterly became distracted and died 
eight days after Mulla Kasir ‘Ali, in the 
month of March, a.d. 1697, Ramazan, a.h. 
1108. His brother Mirza Kizam-iiddin 
surnamed Tiila was also an elegant poet. 

Maimuna the clanghter of 

Harith or Haris, wns one of the wives of 
Muhammad, who married her in the eighth 
year of the ilijrl, i,e. in a.d. 629. This wms 
doubtless another marriage of policy, for 
Maimuna w'as 51 years of age and a widow, 
but the connection gained him two po^verful 
proselytes. One was Khaiid, the son of 
Walid, a nephew of the widow, wdio by 
his prowess obtained the appellation of Tlie 
Sword of God.” The other was IHialid’s 
friend, ‘Amru, the son of ‘As, the same who 
assailed Muhammad with poetry and satire at 
the commencement of his prophetic career. 
Maimuna was the last spouse of the prophet, 
and, old as she wnis at her marriage, survived 
nearly all his other wives. She died many 
years after him in a pavilion at Sarif, under 
the same tree in the shade of wdiicli her 
nuptial tent had been pitched, and was there 
interred. This event took place about the 
year A.D. 671, a.h. 51. 

Maisana tlie Bedouin bride of 

the khalif Mn'awia I. and the mother of 
Yezid, 'svas a daughter of the tribe of Kalah, 
a tribe remarkable for the purity of dialect 
spoken in it. She was married to Mu‘awia 
w^hilst very young ; but this exalted situation 
by no means suited the disposition of Maisana, 
and amidst all tlie pomp and splendour of 
Damascus she laiiguislied for the simple 
pleasures of her native desert. She was an 
excellent poetess, and had pleased Mu‘awia’s 
fancy to that degree wdth some of her verses, 
that he made her go hack into the desert 
amongst her owm relations, and take her son 
Yezid along with her that he also might he 
brought up a poet . This part, of his education 
succeeded, for he was reckoned to excel in 
that way, though his chief talent consisted 
in making himself a drunken wretch. Maisana 
did not revisit Damascus till after the death 
of Mu‘awda, -when Yezid ascended the throne.

During the 
minority of tliis ]:)riuce, all the power was in 
the hands of his mother. Mahmud com- 
manded one of his officers to inform the lady 
that she must submit to his authority, or 
prepare for war. “ Had such a message been 
sent,’’ replied the heroine, “in the "life of 
my deceased lord, it must have occasioned 
great ombairassmcnt That is not the case 
now. I know vSuhan Mahmud ; and from 
his charachi, am a'^sured he will never under- 
take an e\p< ditiou vitboiit caleulating all the 
chances If he attack and conquer a weak 
woman, wht le is the gloi y of such an aeliieve- 
nienr. IJ he be KpuLsed*^ the latest ages will 
liear of the shanu' ot such a defeat !” Mahmud, 
eilln'r svayed In tho above reasons or others 
of more weiglit,’^ did not prosecute his designs 
upon Rei till Majd-iiddanla was of age and 
had assumed the reigns of government. He 
then advanced an army, by the leader of 
which the prince was deluded to an interview 
and seized ; his treasures and dominions 
passed into the hands of Mahmud, who sent 
him and his family prisoners to Ghazni.

The Hindus insist that the emperor Akbar 
was a Hindu in a former generation. The 
proximity of the time in which this famous 
emperor lived has forced them how'ever, to 
account for this in the following manner ; — 
“There was a holy Brahman of the above 
name, wbo 'wished very mnch to become 
emperor of India, and the only practicable 
way for him was to die first, and he born 
again. For this purpose he made a desperate 
Tapassia, wishing to remember then every 
thing he knew in the present generation. 
This could not be fully granted ; but he was 
indulged with writing iipon a, brass plate a 
few things which be wished more particularly 
to remember ; then be was directed to bury the 
plate, and promised that he should remeinber 
the place in the next generation. Makimda 
went to Allahabad, buried the plate and then 
buried himself. Nine months afterwards he was 
born in the character of Akbar, wdio, as soon 
as he ascended the throne, went to Allahabad, 
and easily found the spot w-here the brass plate 
wms buried.” — (Mill’s British India, vol. ii. 
p. 152.) The translation of the inscription 
on the brass plate is as follows : “In the 
Samhat year 1598, on the 12th day of the 
2nd fortnight of the month of Magh, I, 
Makunda Bramhchari, whose food was 
nothing but milk, saerihced myself at Parag 
(Allahabad) the grand place of worship, Avith 
the design that I should become ruler of the 
whole world.” The above date corresponds 
with the 27th January, a.d. 1542, and Akbar " 
Avas born on Sunday the 15th October the 
same year, being three or four days less than 
nine months after the above circumstance. 

Maldeo Rao {^\j jjjJL.), a Eaja of 

Marwar of the Eathor tribe of raj puts, and a 
descendant of Jodha Eao, av'Iio founded 
Jodhpur. He acquired a pre-eminence in 
Eajputana in a.d. 1532, and is styled by 
Firishta “ the most potent prince inLliiidu- 
stan.” Powerful as he AAms, howeA^er, he was 
compelled to succumb to the emperor Akbar, 
and to pay reluctant homage at the court of 
the Mughal. After his death his son Udai 
Singh succeeded him. 
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MalLar Rao Gaekowar {^j 

Eaja of Barocla, succeeded 

to tlie Raja, after tlie death of his brother 
lOiiinde Rao, on the 29th November, 1870, 
aged 42. His father was called Maharaja 
lOiaiide Rao Gaekowar, Sona Kbaskhail 
Shamsher Bahadur, G.C.S.I. He is fifth 
in descent from Pilaji the second Gaekowar, 
and sixth from Hamaji the first Gaekowar. 
When Sir Seymour Fitzgerald sent a 
peremptory message directing his brother 
taiande Rao to replace his minion (Diwaii) 
by some man of character, the Gaekowar fell 
into so violent a rage that the conflict of 
passion deprived him” of life. At that time 
Malhar Rao the new ruler -was a prisoner. 
He had been confined for years on suspicion 
of having attempted his brother’s life, and 
from Ills captivity at Padra lie was called to a 
tbrone by the .British government. In Feh. 
1873 lie was tried for an alleged attempt to 
poison ihe British Resident, but the cbarge 
was not considered fully proved. He was, 
however, deposed for oinious mal administra- 
tion, and interned in Fort St. George, 
Madras. 

Malliar Rao Holkar I. ^\j j\j^) , 

The Holkar family are of tlie Dhuiigar or 
Shepherd tribe. The derivation of the name 
Holkar, or more properly Halkar, is perhaps 
from Hal a plongli, and Ivar a labourer ; 
so that it woiild mean “ ploughman.” 
Malliar Rao, wlio was the first prince of this 
family, was an officer in the service of tlie 
first I’eshwa Baji Rao, and was one of 
tlie earliest MarbaRa adventurers in the expe- 
ditions to the northward ; he killed Girdhar 
Bahadur Subadar of Mfdwa in a.d. 1726 or 
1729. The time when he first obtained local 
autliority was in a.d. 1728 ; the district of 
Indor was assigned to him by the Peshwa in 
jagir about the year 1733. He Avas present 
at the battle of Paiiijiat 1 4th January 1761, and 
died in A.D. 1768. The direct line being then 
extinct, Alilia. liai, Khande Rao’s AvidoAV, 
elected Tukaji Holkar llte nqfiiew of Malhar 
Rao to ilie principality. He had four sons, 
Xashi Rao and l^lalhra" Rao by bis wife, and 
Jaswant Rao and Eloji by bis mistress.

Ater him tlie several governors of 
that country were appointed from that capital. 
Malik Fakhr-uddin was originally a soldier 
in the service of Q,adar Klian, governor of 
Bengal, whom he put to death in the reign of 
Tugiilaq Shah about the year a.b. 1338, 
A.H. 739, proclaimed himself king, and 
declared his independence of the throne of 
Dehli. He reigned two years and five 
months, when lie was defeated, taken prisoner 
in a pitched battle in a.b 1340, and put to 
death by Malik ‘Ali Muharik, who had also 
proclaimed himself Idug under the title of 
Ala-uddin. 

Malik ikn-Anas, Imam 

one of tlie four learned 

doctors of the Sunnis, who are the founders of 
their faith. He was bom at Madina in a.b. 
714, A.H. 95, and died there in the reign of the 
Miaiif Harfm al-Iiashid, on Sunday the 28th. 
June, A.B, 795, 7th E,abi‘ II. a.h. 179, and 
was buried in the cemetery called Al-Baqia. 
He is the founder of the 'second Sunui sect, 
and is sometimes called “Imam Dar ul- 
Hijrat,” from the circumstance of his birth 
and death occurring at the city of Madina. 
In Ids youth, he had the advantage of the 
society of Sihl bin-Sa‘d, almost the sole 
mrviving companion of the Prophet ; and it 
is supposed that from him he derived his 
extreme veneration for the traditions. He is 
the author of the Arabic work called Muxoatta^ 
being a collection of Traditions, and is 
always looked upon as next in point of 
authority to the six Salyibs,

the chief of those who refused to pay the 
Zakat (or that part of a man’s substance 
which is consecrated to God, a.s tithes, alms, 
and the like, and the payment of which is 
strictly enjoined by the hluliamraadan law).

In the well-known town of 
Mhow in Azimgarh, there is a place wliich 
obtains the distinguished title of “Nath 
Blianjnn” from the great exploits of a saint 
called Malik Jahir, who ejected the evil genius 
Deo Nath, together with the original Hindus, 
and colonized the place with Muhammadans. 
The true story is thus related : During the 
reign of Jahangir, king of Dehli, about a.b. 
1609, one Abhirartii Singh, a Bfijput of the 
Jatran tribe, having separated from his 
brethren, owing to the inadequacy of the share 
allotted to him in his hereditary possessions, 
took service under that monarch, and on his 
having embraced the religion of Miihainmad, 
Jahangir granted to him the wliole Zamin- 
diiri of Azimgarli, under the title of Baja 
Abhiman Singh ‘Ali Muhammad Nazir- 
nddaula I^iin. From that period up to the 
time the INawah of Aiidh resumed the grant, 
the Muhammadans had the supremacy over 
the Hindus, hut iii a.b. 1801, when the 
district was ceded to the Briti.sli, the Hindus 
taking courage came and resided there ; since 
then there have always been feuds between 
the parties.

The first person who as- 
sumed iiidopemh ' 111*0 in the province of 
Kliandesh avus iMalik Baja, the son of Khln 
Jahan Faruql, Avlmse un('e,stors Avere among 
the most respectable nohles at the Dchll 
court, in the ndgus of Ala-uddin Khilji and 
Muliammad Tugldaq. At the death of his 
father he Av.as very young, and inherited only 
a small patrimony. About the year a.d. 
1370, a.h. 772, he Avas appointed goA'orrior of 
IOuinde.sh hy Flrdz Shdli Tiikhlaq, and had the 
jagir of Taliier eonfeiTcd on him. After the 
death of that prince, Avhen Hiluwar Klian 
(Eiorl assumed indcjiciidriicc in TiirilAva, an 
intimate coimcction took place hetAvecn the 
latter and Malik Baja, so much so that 
Dilawmr Kjifin gave his danghter in marriage 
to Malik NasTr tlm son of Malik Baja. He 
reigned 29 lunar years and died on the 28th 
April, A.D. 1390, ‘22nd Shahan, a.h. 801/ 
He Avas biirit;d at the Ioavh of Tulncr, and 
AAais sncceedod by hi.s son Malik Nasir Khan.

Malik Shalt JLi^ ^LaXL.), 

surnamed Jalal-uddiii, was the third Sultan 
of the first dynasty of the Saljuqis or Salju- 
kides. He succeeded his father Alp Arsalan 
in Heceiuberj a.d. 1072, a.h. 465, and reigned 
twenty years. His right to the crown was 
disputed by his brother'Qadir Beg, also called 
Qadard (^\dlich see), prince of Kirnian ; but 
that chief was defeated and taken prisoner, and 
afterwards poisoned or put to death. Malik 
Shall subdued almost the whole of Syria and 
Egypt ; and being more fortunate than his 
father, not only conquered Bukhara, Samarqand 
and IHiwarizin, but received homage from 
the tribes beyond Jaxartes. Towards the 
end of his life he moved from Isfahan 
to Baghdad, with the design of trans- 
planting the khallf Al-Muqtadi, and fixing 
his own residence in the capital of the 
Moslem world. The feeble successor of Mu- 
hammad obtained a respite of ten days ; and 
before the expiration of the term, the Sultan 
was summoned by the angel of death. He 
died in the 38th year of his age, in the month 
of November, a.u. 1092, Shawwal, a.h. 485, 
a few days after Niziim ul-Miilk his wazir, 
who was assassinated by a follower of Hasan 
Sahbah. The greatness and unity of the 
Saljukian empire expired in the person of 
Malik Shah. He invented an era called 
Tarikh Malikshahi or Jalali ( Jalalian Era) . 
This Era, according to I)r. Hyde, commences 
15th March, a.d. 1079, corresponding with 
the 1 1 th liamazan, a. ii. 47 1 . Malik Shah left 
four sons— Barkayaraq, Muhammad, Sanjar 
and Mtdimiid, all of whom attained power’ in 
their turns. Mahmud the youngest, was only 
four years of age when his* father died: but 
the ambition of his mother, the Sultana 
THifitun Tiirkan, placed the crown upon his 
infant head. Iloivever, she was soon com- 
pelled to resign, and after some time they 
both died, and Sultan Barkayaraq succeeded 
him.

Malik ul-Afzal jA-ial lJL* 

sumamed Xur-uddla ‘All, the 

oldest of Iho seieuteeu sons of Salah-nddin 
\ Lisaf ibn- Ayyuh . On the death of his father 
at Damascus* in a.b. 1193, a.h. 589, he took 
possession of that kingdom, whilst his brother 


Malik ul-‘Aziz ‘TJsman obtained that of 
Egypt, and their brother Malik iiz-Zuhir 
continued to hold Aleppo. Damascus was 
afterwards besieged and taken by his uncle 
Malik ul-‘Adil Saif-uddm Abu Bakr (the 
Sapliadin of Christian writers). Nur-nddin 
*Ali, in a poetical address to the khalif Nasir, 
lamented the similarity of his own fate to 
that of the lAalif DUi ibn-Ahii Talib (his 
namesake) in being thus excluded from his 
rights by Abu Bakr and ‘Hsmau : the lAalif 
in his reply consoled him by the assurance 
that in him he should find the Nasir (pro- 
tector) whom ‘All had sought in vain ; but 
the intercession of the khalif was unavailing 
to procure the restitution of any part of his 
territories. In a.d. 1198, however, on the 
death of his brother, the Sultan of Egypt, 
Nur-uddin became Atiibak, or guardian* to 
his infant nephew Malik ul- Mansur, and 
attempted by the aid of his brother, the 
Sulfan of Aleppo, to recover Damascus from 
his uncle ; but the expedition failed, and Saif- 
uddin retaliated by invading Egypt, and 
expelled the young Sultan and his guardian, 
A.D. 1199. The imf ort iinate N ur - iiddin now 
retired to Samosata, where he died apparently 
without issue. He was horn in June, a.d. 
1171, while his father was acting as wazir to 
the Egyptians. He died suddenly in. Eehriiary, 
A.D. 1225, Safa,r, a.h. 662, and was buried in 
Aleppo.

known to us by the name of Maraluks. These 
Mamluks reighied in Egypt 275 lunar years, 
that is to say, from a.d. 1250 to 1517," a.h. 
648 to 923, when Salim I. emperor of the 
Turks, entirely subdued and exterminated 
them. The first king of this dynasty was 
Malik Moizz ‘Azz-iuldin Aibak, which see. 

Mamiinn poetical title of Mir 

Mzam-uddin, a son of Qainar-uddin Klian 
Minnat. He flourished in the time of Akbar 
Shah II. king of Dehli, and is the author of 
two Persian and Urdu Diwans. His ancestors 
were of Sonpat, but he was a native of Dehli.

Maiigxi Qaan or Khan (U

dhe eldest son of Tfili Elian, the sonof Changez 
KJian. He succeeded his cousin KayuklGiiin, 
the son of Oqtai IHian, over the kingdoms of 
I’artary and Persia, ahont the year a.d. 1243, 
a.h. 640. He died after a reign of sixteen 
years in a.d. 1258, a.h. 654, and was succeeded 
in the kingdom of Tartary hy his son Qahlai 
lOian ; his brother Halaku Hian became the 
sole master of Persia. 


Mani whom we call Manes, 

was the founder of the sect of the Manichis or 
Manieheans. In the reign of Shfihpur, the 
• son of Arclislier, king of Persia, about the 
year a.d. 277, a painter, named Alaiii, having 
learned from the conversation of some Christians 
that the Redeemer had promised to send a Com- 
forter after him, formed .the wild design of 
passing for the Paraclete ; and, as no opinions 
are too absurd to he embraced, he soon drew 
together a multitude of proselytes. Shahpur 
was enraged at this imposture, and wished to 
punish the author of it ; but Manx found 
means to escape, and fled as far as the borders 
of China, having first told his followers that 
he was going to heaven, and promised to meet 
them in a certain grot at the end of the 
year. In this retreat he amused himself with 
painting a number of strange figures and 
views, which at the year’s end he shewed to 
his disciples, as a work given to him hy angels. 
Pie was a very ingenious artist, and had a 
lively fancy, so that his pictures, which ivere 
finely coloured, easily persuaded the credulous 
multitude, in the infancy of the art in Asia, 
that they were really divine ; they were hound 
together in a book called Artang, which is 
often alluded to by the Persian poets . Mingling 
the pure doctrines of Christianity with paganism 
he taught that there were two principles of all 
things, coeternal and coeval, that is, God and 
the Devil, that from the former all good, and 
from the latter all evil, proceeded. The good 
being he called the author of the Hew Testa- 
ment, the bad of the Old. God, he added, 
created the soul ; the devil, the body. Pie 
pretended also to work miracles, and was 
therefore sent for hy Shahpur to cure liis ^on, 
but his pretended power failed him, the child 
died in his arms, and the disappointed father 
ordered the prophet to he flayed alive, and 
his skin stufied with cliaif to be hung at the 
gates of the cajjital, wliere Epiphanius, who 
refuted his doctrines, saw it. Some say this 
impostor was put to deatli in the reign of 
Bahrain, grandson of Shahpur. 

Maui a poet, wko altkoiigli 

called Kasagar Mazaiidarani, i.e. a porcelain 
manufacturer of Mazandaraii, yet acquired 
the favour of Muhammad Miihsin Mirza, 
a son of Siilt.an Ilnsain Mirza, in whose 
service he wuis killed by the Uzbeks in a.d. 
1507, A.H. 913. He *was the author of a 
Diwan.

Bai Bijai Mai, a hrother of Imtiyaz, was 
living in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1 174, and did 
military service under Kawab Shuja'-uddaula.

It was he who 
translated the book of Shanak the Indian, 
treating' on poisons, from the Hindi to the 
Persian language. He lived in the days of 
Hartin al-llaslild, and came during his reign 
from India to Iraq, and attached himself 
to him.

banker of Mathura, died in July, a.d. 1836.

924. ^ He was a prince of great valour and 
capacity. His son Eikarmajit succeeded him 
in tbe rajasbip and was Imng at the time 
the emperor Babar conquered India. 

Man Singh son or nephew 

of Baja Ehagwaii Das Kacltbwaba, ruler of 
A merin Ajmer, now called J aipur and Jaiiiagar. 
He was appointed governor of Kabul by the 
emperor Akhar in a.d. 1587, a.h. 995, and 


in the next year of Behar, Hajipiir and Patna ; 
and after tlie death of his father in a.d. 1589, 
A.H. 998, he was honoured with the title of 
Baja and manmh of 7000, and made governor 
of Bengal. It is said that he had 1500 eoncu- 
hines, and every one of them had children ; but 
they all died before him. Man Singh died in 
the ninth year of the emperor Jahangir, a.d. 
1614, A.H. 1023, in the Deccan, and sixty 
of his concubines burnt themselves with his 
corpse. His second son Baja Bhao Singh 
succeeded him and died of drinking. The 
eldest son of Man Singh was Baja Partap 
Singh, who died before his father and left a 
son named Maha Singh, Avho served under the 
emperor Jahangii', and after the death of his 
grandfather and uncle was honoured with the 
title of Raja. Man Singh had built a bouse 
on the hanks of the river Jamna, of which at 
present towards the river only two broken 
bastions are to be seen. The J\Iuhalla Man- 
panah close to the Jamna Mas j id at Agra is still 
very well known. He died at Berar in a.d. 
1617, A.H. 1026. His son Mirza Baja Jai 
Singh served under Shah Jahanand ‘AlamgTr. 
He was poisoned by his son Kirat Singh 
about the year a.d. 1625. After him his son 
Bam Singh was reduced to a manmb of 4000 ; 
Bishiin Singh, reduced to a manmb of 3000, 
and after him came Jai Singh Sawai, son of 
Bishun Singh, which see. 

Man Singh i^U), Baja of Jodh- 
pur or Marwar, was a descendant of Biija 
Jaswant Singh Bat.hori, the earliest Btija of 
this country on record. He succeeded Baja 
Bhim Singh in a.d. 1803 or 1804. Disasters 
or disappointments either soured the temper 
or affected tbe reason of Man Singh, who 
became one of the most sanguinary monsters 
that ever disgraced tbe gaddi. His death 
was amxoiinced on the 20th September, a.d, 
1843. The Marwar succession question was 
settled in favour of Ahmadnagar on the 7th 
November, 1843, the choice falling not on 
the young heir of that house, but on bis 
father Takht Singb., who was niianimously 
elected, and whose son accompanied bim as 
prince royal. Takht Singh is a descendant 
of the Ilerori J aswant. Several of the Zanana 
ladies and three or four slave girls performed 
Sati.

He compelled 
the Dilami ruler of Ears and ‘Iraq to pay 
him an annual tribute of 150,000 dinars of 
gold; and the peace by which this tribute 
was fixed was cemented by his marriage with 
the daughter of llukn-uddaula, the reigning 
prince of that family. Amir Mansur died 
after a reign of 15 lunar years on the 15th 
March, a.d. 976, lltli Eajab, a.h. 365, and 
was succeeded by his son Amir Nuh II. His 
wazir Abu ‘Ali bin-Muhammad translated 
into Persian the Tarlkh Tab art.

Some took him to 
be a saint, and gave out that he performed 
miracles; others believed him to be a sorcerer 
or a juggler, and that he only deceived 
people witli his tricks. He was, however, 
condemiu'd and sentenced by the of 

Baghdad, Maqtadir, and was put to death 
because lie used to proclaim “An-nl-haq,’' 
i.c. “I am the truth,” or in other words, 
“ I am God.” When they had taken him to 
the place of execution, they first cut off both 
his hands and then his legs; they plucked but 
his eyes, cut out his tongue, and separated his 
head froiii his body. They then burned his 


mangled corpse to ashes, and threw it into 
the Tigris. This circumstance took place in 
the year a.d. 919, a.h. 306, but according to 
Ibn^IGiallikan on the 24th Zi-CIa‘da, a.h. 
309, corresponding with the 26th March, a.d. 
922. Shaikh Ilnsain is commonly called 
Mansur Hallaj, though it is the name of his 
father. He is considered by the Sufis to be 
one of their most spiritual leaders, who, they 
believe, had attained the fourth or last stage 
of Sufiism. An inspired Sufi is said to have 
demanded of the Almighty why he permitted 
Mansui- to suffer ? The reply was, ‘ ‘ This is 
the punishment for the revealer of secrets.” 

Mansur ihn-AlqLaem ihn - Almahdi,

Kapila 
was Mann’s grandson, and the author of the 
SanMt Shasfar, in wliieh he mentions the 
GUcc, which relates transactions that took 
place at the end of the Dwapar and the 
beginning of the Kaljug. Mann is the 
supposed author of the work that goes by his 
name ; it is said that it existed in the Satjiig 
according to this shl5k : “When 1010 years 
of the Sat jug were expired, I Manu, at the 
full moon of the month Bhadr, by the 
command of Brahma, finished this Sbastar.^’ 
So runs the legend. But the work knoAvn 
to us as the Institutes of Manu is a 
Brahminical TJtopui of comparatively modern 
date, probably a.d. 500.

The Quran, in the chapter 
called Al-Amran, or the family of Amran, and 
in Sura Miriam, confounds Mary the mother 
of Jesus with Miriam the daughter of Ainram 
and sister of Moses and Aaron. In the book 
called Al- Sahib, there is a tradition that the 
Apostle of God said : ‘ ‘ Among men there have 
been many perfect; but among women only 
four : — ‘Asia, the wife of Pharaoh, Mary, 
the daughter of Amran, Kbudyja, tlie 
daughter of Khaivailid, and Fatima, daughter 
of Muhammad.’ ” Employed as an honorific 
title for Eastern ladies. 

Mariam Makani a title 

of Hamida Bano Begani, the mother of the 
emperor Akhar, which she received after her 
death. See Hamida Bano. 

Mariam Zamani She 

was the daughter of Baja Bella ri Aird 
Ivachhwaha, and Avas married to the emperor 
Akbar Shall. Her proper name is not knoAvn. 
She Avas the mother of the emperor Jahangir. 
She died at Agra in the time of her' son 
Jahangir in A.p. 1623, A. II. 1032, and the 
mausoleum at Agra in Siliaiidra, Avbicb Avas 
erected by her siiii over lier grave, is called 
by the people of Agra, Eauza Mariam. 

Mabrnf (, poetical name of 

Ilahi Baklish Khan, yoiingair brother of 
Falffir-uddiiiila Auwab Ahmad Bakhsb Kii'ki, 
son of Mirza ‘Arif Knln. lie dii'd in ilie 
year A.H. 1242, and left Iavo Liwans in Urdu. 
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Ma'ruf Karkhi ^ He 

was by birtli a Cliristiaii, but being comdnced 
tliat there are not three Gods as the Christians 
say, blit one, he became a convert to Muham- 
madanism, and his parents followed his 
example. He afterwards became a very pious 
Mnsalman ; was contemporary with Band 
Tai and IbraliTni Adham, and became muster 
of Sari Saqati. He died in the reign of 
Mamhn, the son of Harhn al-Eashid, on the 
31st August, A.D. 81o, 20th Muharram, a.h. 
200, and lies buried in a place called Karkh 
in Baghdad. The heart of Ma‘ruf (that is 
to say the letter E, which is the numeral for 
200) is the chronogram for the Hijri year of 
his demise. 

Mai’wan I. {^LA\ son of 

Ha-kam, was the fourth khalif of the race of 
Umayya. He was proclaimed lAalif at 
Damascus after the death of Mu'awia II. in 
A.D. 684, A.H. 64. He %vas also called ‘‘Ibn- 
Tarid,” the son of tlie expelled, because 
Muhammad had banished his father Hakam 
for divulging a secret. He died after a reign 
of 298 days on the 12th April, a.d. 685, 
2ncl Eamazan, a.h. 65. He is said by some 
authors to have been poisoned by his wife, 
Zainab, the widow of Mu‘awia II. He 
had married her on condition that her son 
Khalid slioiild succeed him, but afterwards 
altering the succession in favour of his own 
son ‘Abdul Malik, young Khalid reproached 
him with his breach of promise ; upon this 
Marwan calling him bastai-d, the child com- 
plained to his mother, who, to be revenged 
for this affront, is said to have poisoned 
Marwan or smothered him with a piUow. 

Marwan II. surnamed 

Himar or ‘ ‘the ass, ’ ’ was the son of Muhammad 
the son of Hakain, and tlie fourteenth and 
last khalif of the house of IJmayya. He was 
nephew to Marwan I. After deposing 
Ibrahim the son of Walid II. he ascended 
the throne of Damascus in a.d. 745, 26th 
^il-hijja, a.h. 132, and was defeated and 
slain on the 5th August, a.d. 750, in a battle 
fought against Abfi‘l Abbas al- Saffah, who 
'^vas' previoiisly- proclaimed khalif by the 
inhabitants of Kiifa on Friday the 29th 
November, a.d. 749, 13 Eabi‘ II. a.h. 132. 
Marwan, before Ms accession to the throne, 
liad been governor of Mesopotamia, and had 
received, by his Georgian warfare, the 
honourable epithet of the ass of Mesopotamia 
or Al- Himar, a warlike breed of asses that 
never fly from an enemy. 

Marwan iDn-Hafsa 

an eminent Arabian poet, on whom the 
khalif Mahdi, on one occasion, bestowed the 
sum of 70,000 dirhams (£1600) as a reward 
for merit. 


Masa‘ud I. Sultan Jjt 

son of Sultan Mahmud of ffliazni. After 
cruelly depriving his brother Muhammad of 
sight, he mounted the throne of Ghazni a.d. 
1030, A.H. 421. He made several incursions 
into India to maintain the tranquillity of those 
possessions 'which his father had subdued. 
But he had no time to attack others ; all his 
means were required to defend himself from a 
formidable tribe of Tartars, called SaljuqT, 
wbo had, for a considerable time past, made 
predatory incursions into Khurasan ancl other 
parts of his dominions. He carried on a 
petty war against different branches of this 
powerful tribe for some time, and with 
various success, till he w’as completely 
defeated in a great action fought in Khurasan 
with Tughral Beg Saljuqi 'on Friday the 
16th June, a.d. 1038, 9tii Eamazan, a.h. 
429, and %vas obliged to fly towards Lahore, 
which he had resolved to make the future capital 
of his government. On his march he w^as 
deposed by his mutinous army, and his 
brother Muhammad Makahul the blind was 
again placed on the throne. Masa‘ud 
remained in confinement for several years, 
and was afterwards assassinated by Alimad 
the son of Muhammad Makahul a.d. 1041, 
A.H. 433. 

Masa‘udII.Sultan(^M^^3l5j^j^u^), 

soil of Sultan Mandud, a child of four years 
old, was raised to the throne of Gliazni after 
the death of his father in December, a.d. 
1049, but was soon deposed after a nominal 
reign of six days, and Abul Hasan ‘Ali, the 
son of Siiltau MasaMd I. was proclaimed 
emperor. 

Masa'ud III. Sultan (lAJU 

tlie son of Sultan Ibrahim, 

ascended the throne of Ghazni after the death 
of his fattier in a.d. 1098, a.h. 492. He 
reigned over Ghazni and Lahore 1 6 years ; and 
had for his wife the sister of Sultan Sanjar 
the Saljukide, who had made peace with his 
father.' SiiMn MasaMd died in a.d. 1114, 
A.H. 508, and was succeeded by his son 
Sherzad or Sliernazad. 

Masa^ud IV. Sultan 

the son of Sultan Muhammad 

Saljuqi, and brother of Tngliral II. whom lie 
succeeded to the throne of Hamchm. He 
began to reign about the year a.d. 1134, 
A.H. 529, and died a.d. 1152, Lst Eajah, 
A.H. 547. Atahak Eldignz was his minister. 

Masa^ud Ghazi, Salar 

a celebrated Muhammadan 

martyr commonly called Ghazi Miyain, whose 
tomb is at Bahraich in Andh. He was the 
son of Salar Sahu, and related 'to Sultan 
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Malimiid of ffliazm ; his mother being that 
monarch’s sister. He had forcibly taken 
possession of a Hiiidii temple in Bahraich, 
npon which the Hindhs siirroimded liim on 
all sides; a battle ensued, in which Masa‘hd 
ffliazi was slain, and several of his adherents 
cut to pieces. This circumstance took place 
on the 15tli Tune, a.d. 1033, 14tli Bajab, a.h, 
424, at which time he was only 19 years old. 
To commemorate his martyrdom a festival 
takes place every year at Bahrdicli on the 
first >Simday in 'the month of Jaith, which 
falls exactly on the 29th day after onr Easter 
Sunday, and very seldom on any other day. 
The festival terminates with the fiying of kites. 

Masa^ud Hisari, Manlana 

a poet who was living 

at the commencement of Akhar’s reign, and 
wrote the chronogram of the emperor Huma- 
yiin’s death, which took place in a.d. 1556, 
A.H. 963. 

Masa^ud, Khwaja of 

Bak, a place near Bukhara. It is said that 
he was for some time a king in Mawarun- 
nahr, but a dervish at heart. He is the 
author of several works on Sufiism, one of 
which, is the IPmm al-JSfasaeh. He has also 
composed a Diwan, which he called Nur uU 
jlrn, the light of the eye,” containing more 
than 3000 verses. 

Masa^iid, Khwaja 

Tide Khwaja Masa‘ud. 

Masa^ud Sa'^d Salman (jl^ 

a poet and native of Jurjan. 

He flourished in the time of Maiiuchehr, 
ruler of that country, about the year a.d. 
1060, A.H. 452. He is tlie author of a 
Diwan in Arabic and Persian. 

MasaHidi tlie famous Ms- 

torian who visited India, Ceylon and the 
coast of China in the year a.d. 915. He is 
the author of the work entitled Marian ul- 
Jawdhir, Mines of Gems, of whiclitlie first part 
has been well translated by Dr. A.. Sprenger 
The first of his compositions is AJchhilr uz- 
Zaman^ an enormous work of nt least twenty 
volumes; the second is the Qitdh ul-Aiimth^ 
being the complement to the Akhhdr ; and 
the third Alines of Gems, or as some call it 
the Aleadows of Gold, forming at the same 
time tlie extract nnd the supplement of the 
two others. He died a.d. 956, a.h. 345. In 
describing the early discoveries of his country- 
men inside the Great Pyramid in Egypt, 
he says that some of them found in the lower 
part of the Pyramid a vase containing a 
quantity of fluid of an unknown quality. 
They also discoverd in a largo hall a quantity 
of golden coins put up in columns, every 


piece of which was of the weight of 1000 
dinars. In another place they found the 
image of an old man, made of green stone, 
sitting upon a sofa, and wrapped up in a 
garment. Before him were statues of little 
hoys. Having proceeded further they met 
with the image of a cock made of precious 
stones and placed upon a green column. 
Continuing their researches they came to a 
female idol of white stone and lions of stone 
on each side. This he says, occurred in the 
time of Yarid bin- ‘'Abdullah, supposed, says 
Colonel Howard Vyse, to have been a king of 
Eot*. 

Mas-hafl an Urdu poet of 

Lucknow, whose proper name is ^lulam 
Hamdani. His native country was Amroha 
in the district of Miiradabad. He died about 
the year a.d. 1824, a.h. 1240. He is the 
author of several I) i wans in Persian and 
Urdu., and also produced (1795) a Tazlcira, 
or biography, of Urdu poets. He also wrote 
another Tazkira for Persian poets, and a 
historical work, in verse, which he called 
Shdhmlma. 

Ma^slnaq ‘All, Manlana Miiliammad 

of Jann- 

pur, a learned Musalmaii and author of several 
works in prose and poetry. He died in the 
year a.d. 1852, a.h. 126S\ 

Masha-nllali IaU), tlie surname 

of an author who is also styled Al-Alisri, or 
the Egyptian. It is also the name of a Jew, 
who Avas a great astronomer, and lived in the 
time of the khalifs Al-Mausiir and Al-Mainun. 

Masili the poetical name of 

Hakim Bukna Kashi, which see. 

Masili whose proper name was 

Hatim, is the author of the poem called 
Qissaia Ifamchehr, containing the story of 
Manucliehr, wdiich he composed in a.d. 1660, 
a.h. 1070, and dedicated it to Shah Jaliun 
the emperor of Dehli. 

Masiha poetical title of 

Hakim Muhammad ‘Ali Khan, who is the 
author of an Urdu Diwan. 

Masihai, Akhund 

of Kashan, whose poetical name was Sahib, a 
man who possessed every ornament of learning 
and accomplishment, had been a pupil and 
son-in-law of Aqa Husain of IHiwansfir, and 
gained the admiration of all mankind by liis 
good qualities and agreeable society. ' Ho 
composed much, in verse, and has left* elegant 
compositions in prose. He died at Isfahan 
in the beginning of tlie IStli centmy. 
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MasiM a Turkisli poet of 

great repute at Constantinople, who flourished 
in the reign of the emperor Siilaiman II. 
styled the Lawgiver. His ^vorks are pre- 
served in the archives of the Royal Society. 
Masihi died in a.d. 1512, a.h. 918.

Hawab Khiin Bahadur IGian, the son of 
Jalal-uddin or Zulfiqar Mian, the son of 
Hafiz Rahmat Mian of Bareli. He is the 
author of a Hiwuin. He rebelled against the 
British in 18f57, and consequently xvas obliged 
to leave his native country and go to Mecca. 

Masnir the poetical title of 

Wall Muhammad Khan, who was governor of 
Liir under Shah Tahmusp II. of Persia. 

Mast the poetical appellation 

of Zulfiqar 'All, which see. 

Ma‘siini ‘AH Shall, Mir ( Ijs 

a celebrated Sufi teacher, 

who was a disciple of Sayyad ‘Ali Raza, a 
native of the Deccan. During the reign of 


Karim Mian he went from India to Shiraz, 
where his followers soon amounted to more 
than thirty thousand. The orthodox priests 
took alarm, and prevailed on the mild Karim 
Mian to banish the saint from his capital, 
but his reputation xvas increased by the act 
of poiver wdiich proclaimed him dangerous. 
After Karim Mian’s death Mir Ma'sum, wdio 
resided in a small village near Isfahan, deputed 
his first disciple, Payaz ‘All, to teach in that 
city. That holy person soon died, and was 
succeeded in his office by his son Kur ‘Ali 
Shah: who, though young in years, wms (to 
us the phrase of his historian) , ‘ ‘ old in piety . ’ ’ 
The miinher and rank of Mir Ma'sum’s 
folio w^ers excited alarm in the priests of 
Isfahan, who transmitted so exaggerated an 
account of the vile heresies of the Sufis to 
'Ali Murad Mian the king, and recommended 
him so strongly to support the faith, by 
punishing those whose opinions were alike 
hostile to true religion and good government, 
that the monarch, the moment he received 
their representation, sent orders to cut off the 
noses and ears of some among tlie most zealous 
of the obnoxious sect ; and as a further dis- 
grace, to shave the beards of all who had 
adopted their opinions. The ignorant soldiers 
intrusted with the execution of this mandate, 
were not very capable of di>scriraiuating between 
true believers and infidels ; and we are assimed 
by a contemporary writer, that many orthodox 
Muhammadans had their noses and ears cut 
off and their beards shaved on this memorable 
occasion. 

Mir Ma'sum 'Ali and Nur 'Ali Shah, after 
wandering from one place to another, re- 
visited KirmaUj wffiere Mushtaq 'Ali, the most 
pious of his disciples, was put to death. At 
Kirmaushah Kur 'Ali Shah wms placed in 
confinement ; and Mir MaSsuin was murdered 
when at prayers in the midst of his followers. 
This sect, however, notwithstanding the efforts 
of their enemies, continued to increase in 
numbers ; and Nur ‘Ali Shah, with all who 
adhex’ed to him, were banished the kingdom. 
His avoxved disciples w'ere at this period about 
sixty thousand, but many more were sup- 
posed to he secretly devotcjcl to him. He is 
said to have been poisoned at Mausal. It is 
related that two inhabitants of Kirmaushah, 
who were distinguished by an extraordinary 
appearance of zeal, dressed his dinner on the 
day that he w^as suddenly attacked by violent 
spasms, W'bicb in a few hours terminated his 
existence. Their flight led all to suspect 
them of having poisoned him. Mur Ali died 
at 9 o’clock on tlie morning of the 3rd June, 
A.D. 1800, 10th Mnharram, a.h. 1215. He 
expired close to the grave of the prophet 
Jonas, within a league of Mausal. 

Matin ( ), tlie poetical name of 

Shailffi 'Abdul Raza bin- 'Abdullah Matin. 
He was a native of Isfahan, but of Arabic 
origin. He came to India in the reign of 
the emperor Muhammad Shah, and sub- 
sequently went to Lucknow, wdiere he assumed 
the garb of a dervish and received a pension 
from Burhanul-Mulk Sa'adat MiaH. Having 
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lost his pension owing to the change of rulers, 
he proceeded to Tengal, where he died a.d. 
1761, A.H. 117o, and left a Biwan of 5000 
'Terses. 

Matrazi surname of Mu- 

wayyad, the grandfather of Shaihh fSTizaml 
of Ganja. He was a poet and an author. 

Mauducl CMsliti, Khwaja 

son of ^waja 

Yhsaf the son of Samahln. His father, who 
died in a.d. 1067, aged 84 lunar years, lies 
buried at Ghiskt. Hiwaja Maiidiid is the 
founder of a religions sect called Chishti, of 
which Ehwaja Mo^in-nddin Cliishti, whose 
tomb is at Ajmir, was a follower. Maudfid 
died on the 8th May, a.d. 1153, 1st Hajab, 
A.H. 527. 

Maudud, Sultan tlie 

son of Snlfan Masa‘hd I. of Ghazni. He wns 
at Balkh when his father was murdered by 
Ahmad the son of the reigning Sultan, hlu- 
haniinad Makahul ; he immediately proclaimed 
himself king and marched to revenge his 
father, and having defeated the Sultan’s army 
on the hanks of the Indus, made Muhammad 
and his sons prisoners, and put them all to 
death a.d. 1041, a.h. 433. The dynasty of 
Gliazni lost, during the reign of Maiidud* all 
their possessions in Persia. Maudud died at 
Lahore on the 23rd December, a.d. 1049, 
24tli Bajab, a.h. 441, having reigned upwards 
of nine years. 

Maixji of BadaMi- 

shan, whose proper name was Muhammad 
Qasim Khan, is the author of a Yusaf ZaleMia, 
containing 6000 verses. He died at Agra in 
A.D. 1571, a.h. 979. 

Maulana ‘All (^Lc the son of 

Mahinud Kirmani, commonly called Shahah. 
lie is the author of a liistory entitled 
Mmsir Mahmudi, wliich he dedicated to 
Sultan Mahmud Shah I. IQiilji, Idug of 
Malwii, who reigned from a.d. 1436 to 1469. 

Maulana Hasan alearned 

hlnsalman who died in the time of Sultan 
Salim Shah of Dekli in the year a.d. lo'io. 
His tojab, wliicli has a Persian inscription in 
verse, is still to bo seen in the Boman Catholic 
Burial-ground at Agra. 

Maulana Husain ■wras 

a disciple of Kliwaja AbuT Wafa, who died 
in A.D, 1432, A.H. 836. Maulana Husain is 
the author of the work called Maqsad Aqsa 
and of the 8harah Qaaida BuT'da.

maiian. He died in a.d. 863, a.h. 249.

Qamar-uddin Minnat, a native of Hehli. 
Warren Hastings conferred on him the title 
of ‘ ‘ Malik -ush - Shu ‘ ara , ” or “ the king o f 
poets,” at the recommendation of the Kawab 
of Murshidabad. He visited the Heccan and 
received 5,000 rupees for a Qasida or pane- 
gyric which he wrote in praise of the Kizani 
of Haidarahad. He died at Calcutta in a.d. 
1793, A.H, 1208, and left 150,000 verses in 
Persian and Urdu. Among his compositions 
is a Chmnanistdn and a ShaJcaristdn. He 
was the preceptor of Gunna Begam {q.v.). 

Mir (^^). This word is an abbrevia- 
tion of Amir, which in Arabic signifies a 
cbief, prince and commander. The Sayyads 
of India are also called Mir. 

Mir the poetical designation of 

Mir Muhammad Taqi, a Hindustani poet 
who flourished in the time of the emperor 
Shah ‘Alam, and whose poetry is mostly 
KelAta. He was a native of Akharabad and 
nepiieiv to Sira j -uddin ‘All I^an ‘Arzii.

He reigned more than 
three years, expelled the Deccanis from 
Khandesh in a.i). 1440, and was murdered in 
the city of Biirlianpur on Friday the 2Sth 
April, ‘a.d. 1441, 8th ^il-hijja,* a.h. 844. 
He was buried at Talner by the side of his 
father, and was succeeded by his son Miran 
Mubarik IHian I. 

Miran Ghani commonly 

called Adil IHian Fariiqi I. succeeded his 
father Miran Mubarik Khan in May, a.d. 
1457, Eajab, a.h. 861, to the government 
of Mandesh, which province under his rule 
attained a degree of prosperity which it had 
never known under any of its former rulers. 
This prince added considerably to the fortihca- 
tions of Asir, and constructed the strong out- 
work called Malaigarh ; be also built the citadel 
of Burhanpur, and raised many magnificent 
palaces in that town. He died after a reign 
of 48 lunar years on Friday the Sth 
September, a.d. 1503, 14th llabi‘ I. a.h. 
909, and was buried at his particular request 
near the palace of the Daiilat Maidan in 
Burhanpur. He was succeeded by his brother 
Hand IQian Faruqi. 

Miran Husain Nizam Shall 

ascended the 

throne of Ahmadnagar in the Deccan after 
the murder of his father Murtaza Nizam 
Shah in June, a.d, 1588, Eajab, a.h. 996. 
Being of an impetuous and cruel disposi- 
tion, he began his reign by tyranny and 
oppression, and was deposed and murdered 
after a reigu of ten months and three days on 
the 18th March, a.d. 1589, 11th Jnmada I. 
a.h. 997, and his cousin Isma‘il Nizam Shah, 
the son of his nude prince Burhan Shah 
(who was then at the court of the emperor 
Akbar at Debli), was raised to the throne. 

Miran MuBarik Kkan Faruqi I. 

succeeded 

his father iraii ‘Adil Sian Faruqi in the 
government of Khandesh in April, a.d. 1441. 
He reigned, without undertaking any foreign 
conquest, or drawing upon Mmself the 
hostility of his neighbours, for a period of 


nearly 17 lunar years. He died on the 17 
May, A.D. 1457,* 12th Eajab, a.h. 861, was 
bulled at Talner, and succeeded by his son

1520, A.H. 926, and after the demise of 
Bahadur Shah, Idng of Gujrat and Malwa, 
who was murdered by the Portuguese at Diu 
in February, a.d. * 1537, he (Muhammad 
Kian) being the son of Bahadur Shah’s 
sister, was proclaimed by his mother, in 
concert with the nobles, king of Giijrat and 
Malwa, and was formally crowned at Mando 
with the title of Miran Muhammad Shall; 
hut his reign in those provinces was of short 
duration, for he died suddenly on the 24th 
April, A.D. 1537, 13th Zi-Qa‘da, a.h. 943.

1868, in front of the Lahore 
Gate of the city of Dehli, facing the apart- 
ments which were the scene of the murders 
for which he suffered death. 

He was brought from jail to the place of 
execution under a strong Police Guard ; he 
mounted the scaffold with a firm step ; while 
the rope was being adjusted he muttered in a 
low voice, Brethren, remember your 
Kalina,” and then repeated in the same low 
tone two or three times, “ La illah,” etc., 
soon after which the trap fell, and all wms 
over, almost without a struggle. After 
hanging the usual time, the body was made 
over to the friends of the convict.

Muhammad Said the prime minister of 


‘'Abdullah Guth Shah of Golkanda. He had 
formerly been a diamond merchant, and had 
been known and respected throughout the 
Deccan for his wealth and abilities long 
before he attained high station. His son 
Muhammad Amin, a dissolute and violent 
young man, had drawn on himself the 
resentment of ‘Abdullah CJiitb Shall, and 
had involved his father in a dispute with the 
court at Dehli. Mir Jumla, in the year a.d. 
1656, A.H. 1066, threw himself on the 
protection of the emperor Shrih Jahau, in 
whose service he remained ; became the chosen 
counsellor of the prince Aurangzih, and 
afterwards one of the most useful iustrnments 
of his ambitions designs. On the accession of 
Aurangzih ‘Alamgir, he was sent in pursuit 
of Sultan Shu jaa‘ and appointed governor 
of Bengal. The title conferred on him by 
‘Alamgir was Mii‘azzam lyluln Kliaii- 
khanan Sipah Salar. He lield the rank of 
7000. In the fourth year of the emperor, 
A.D, 1662, he /went on an expedition against 
the kingdom of Asain. He marched from 
Dacca in Bengal about the month of 
February, and entered Asam by Ghoraghfit ; 
from thence be proceeded with very little 
opposition to the capital (Eiargaon which he 
took and plundered ; but the rainy season 
setting in soon after, inundating great 
part of the country, his supplies were 
cut off by the Assamese, and his troops 
becoming sickly, it was with great difficulty 
the army effected its retreat. The unfortunate 
general fell a victim to the climate a few days 
after his re-entering Bengal. He died at 
Khizarpur in Kucli lileliar on the 3 1 st March, 
A.D. 1663, 2nd Eamazan, a.h. 1073. The 
history of this expedition was written by 
Shahah-uddin Ahmad Talash in a.d. 1663, 
A.H. 1073. 

Mir Jumla j^), title of ‘Abd- 

, ullah, a nobleman and private favourite of the 
emperor Farrukh-siyar, was promoted for 
some time to the Siibadari of Bihar. In the 
first year of the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
he was appointed to the rank of Sadr iis- 
Sudur, and died in the 13th year of his 
reign, about the year a.d. 1731, a.h. 1144.

Being re- 
proached by the Briti.sh Ilesident wdth the 
murder of one of the women, he answered, 
“MTiat, shall not I kill an old woman, who 
goes about in her litter to stir up people 
against my father?”

Mirza ‘Ali Klian or Lntf. Author of

A native of Dehli, he resided at Patna and 
Lucknow; hut he appears to have died at 
Haidarabad (De Tassy).

He was executed at DeliH on Tuesday the 
9th July, A.D. 1844, for the murder of two 
dancing-girls in that city. The Fatwa was 
given by Maulana Sadr-uddin I£han Bahadur,

Mirza Khan author of the

etc., composed under the patronage of ‘Azim 
Shah. It contains a minute account of Hindu 
literature in all, or most of, its branches ; he 
professes to have extracted his elaborate chapter 
on music, ■with the assistance of Pandits, 
from the Edgarnarva or Sea of Passions, the 
liagdarpana or Mirror of Modes, etc. 

Mirza Milir Nasir 

a physician in the service of Karim Kian, 
king of Persia, and author of a Masnawi. 
Amongst the many poems which have celebrated 
the cliarms and Melights of the Spring, his 
Masnawd holds the highest place. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1770, a.h. 
1184. 

Mirza Muhammad sur- 

named Bidbul, a celebrated lutanist of Persia. 
It is related by Sir William Jones, that an 
intelligent Persian repeated to him again and 
again that he had more than once been 
present when Alirza Muhammad wms playing 
to a large company in a grove near Shiraz, 
where he distinctly saw the nightingales trying 
to vie with the musician, sometimes Avarbling 
on the trees, sometimes fluttering from branch 
to branch, as if they wished to approach the 
instrument wiience the melody proceeded, and 
at length dropping on the ground in a kind 
of comiesy, from which they were soon raised 
by the change of the mode.

He came into Hindustan in the 
hegiinring of the reign of the emperor Bahadur 
Shah the son of ‘Alamgir, by whom he was 
appointed to an office of trust at Patna about 


the year a.d. 1708, a.h. 1120, where he 
died and where his -fcomb yet remains. He 
had two sons, the second of whom, Muhammad 
Amin, on being apprised of the death of his 
father, left Persia, and about the year a.d. 
1718, visited the court of the emperor Earriikh- ' 
siyar. He was appointed by this prince 
governor of the fort of Agra ; and soon rising 
to greater honours, he ultimately became the 
viceroy of Aiidh, by the title of Burhan ul- 
Mulk Sa'adat Klian. 

Mirza Nasir (^^3 a poet who 

came to India from Mazindaran in the reign 
of the emperor Shah ‘Alarn the blind. His 
son Malik Muhammad Klian i*eceived the title 
of Nawab Samsam-iiddaiila Malik Muhammad 
Klian Diler Jang, from Nawab Zulfikar- 
uddaula Najaf Klian and after some time died 
in Jaipur in a.d. 1804, a.h. 1219. 

Mirza Rustam ^ prince 

of Qandahar, being driven to difficulties by 
his owm brothers and the Uzbaks, came to 
the court of Akbar in a.d. 1593, a.h. 1001, 
and presented the king with the fort of Qan- 
dahar, for which the government of Multan 
was conferred on him, and he was ranked 
among the Amirs of the empire. He was the 
son of Mirza Sultan Husain the grandson of 
Shah Isma‘il, king of Persia. 

Mirza Sliafi‘ nephew of 

Mirza Najaf IGian He contested the 

succession to his uncle with Afrasyab {q.v.) 
on the great Minister’s death, and was assas- 
sinated before the fort of Agra by Muhammad 
Beg Hamadani in September, 1783. 

Misa^ab brother of ‘Abd- 

ullah ibu-Zuber, on whose part he was governor 
of Basra in the time of the KlialTt's Alarwan I. 
and his son ‘Abdul Malik. He wais killed 
in a battle fouglit against the troops of the 
latter, about the year a.d. 690, a.h. 71, and 
while ‘Abdul Miilik was at Kui’a during an 
entertainment, Misa‘ab’s head was presented 
to him ; upon wdiich one of the company took 
occasion to say, “ I saw' Husain’s head in this 
same castle presented to ‘Ubaid-iillah ; ‘ Uhaid- 
ullah’s to Almiilchtar ; Almulffitar’sto Misa‘ah; 
and now' at last Misa ‘ab’ s to yourself. ’ ’ This 
observation so affected the JHialif, that either 
to avert the ill omen, or from some other 
motive, he ordered the ca-stlc to be immediately 
demolished. Misa‘ab had been ‘Abdul Malik’s 
intimate friend before he was Khalif , b ut marry- 
ing afterwards Sakina the daiightfa* of Husain, 
and ‘Ayesha the daughter of Talha, by these 
marriages he wms engaged in the interest of 
two families who w'ere at mortal enmity with 
the house of XJmayya. 

Miskin the poetical name of 

several poets of India. 
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Miskin Skali a spiritual 

teacher of the chiefs of Karnal in the Bala- 
ghat districts, Southern Hindustan, whose 
niaiisoleiim stands a mile distant from the 
town of Karnal. He is the author of a 
Diwan. 

Mitti a person of the tribe of 

Indians called Kalal, whose profession was 
to keep watch at the gate of the kings and 
noblemen of India, and to run before them 
ill their retinue. Some of them were raised 
even to the rank of 1500. This man wms 
employed by Kur Jahiin Begain, wms well 
educated and became a poet in the time of 
Jahangir. He is the author of a Diwan. 

Mohan Lai ( J3 a Hindu who 

adopted ‘‘ Anis ” for his poetical name. He 
was the author of a Tazkira called Arm zd- 
AJibabf compiled in a.d. 1783, a.h. 1197. 
He informs ns that when ‘Asaf-uddaula 
the Nawab of Aiidli saw the Tazkira of the 
conteniporary poet Hazin, he ordered him to 
compile a similar work on Indian poets. 

Mohan Lai Munshi 

the son of Pandit Biidh Singh, the son of 
Baja Man! Bam, of Kashmere descent. His 
father was a resident of Dehli. He was a 
student of Dehli College and accompanied 
Lieutenant Burnes and Dr. J. G. Gerard in 
tlie capacity of a Persian Munshi to Persia in 
January, 1832, when he wrote a Journal of his 
Travels entitled Journal of a Tozir through 
thePanJdh, A/gJidnistmi., Turkistfm, Khurasan^ 
and part of Persia^ piihlished in Calcutta in 
1834:. He was employed as an attache to 
the British agency during the first Afghan 
war, of which he published an account, in 
■which he attributed the outbreak of 1840 to 
the misconduct of British officers. He died 
about 1870 at Dehli, where he resided for the 
latter part of his life. He became converted 
to the Muhammadan faith. 

Mohan Singh son of 

Buo Gnran, murdered by one Muhammad 
Shrdi about the year a.».

He subdued all Africa 
and built the city Al-Qaliira in Egypt, com- 
monly called Grand Cairo, and died after a 
reign of 24 years in a.d. 976, 19tb Babi‘ II.

He died on tbe 
7tli April, A.D. 680, Hew Moon of Eajab, 
a.h. go, after having reigned from Hasan’s 
resignation 19 lunar years 3 months and 
27 days, and was buried at Damascus his 
capital, which was made the residence of the 
khalii's as long as the house of Hinayya 
coutiiiuod on the throne. Mii‘awia had 
embraced th.e Mnliammadaii religion at the 
same time as his father, w'hich was in the 
year of the victory. Muhammad made Mm 


his secretary, and ‘Umar gave him the 
lieutenancy of Syria, which ho held during 
four years of that lAalif’s life.

which he was remunerated by the king wdth 
an elephant load of silver pieces. Mubilrik 
Shah reigned four years, and w’as murdered 
on the 4th April, a.d.

A.H. 721, by his -wazir, IU]usro Malik, a 
favourite slave to ^vhom he had confided all 
tlie powers of the State.

1807, 
A.H. 1222. 

Muhammad (or Mahomed), 

the Arabian prophet, author of the Qurm, 
was born on Monday the 20th April, a.d. 
571, 10th Eabi‘ I. at Mecca in Arabia, and 
was of the tribe of Quresh, the noblest of the 
country. Arab writers make him to be 
descended in a right line from Ishmael the 
son of Abraham ; but do not pretend to any 
certainty in the remote part of his genealogy. 
He lost his father, ‘Abdullah, before he was 
two years old, and his mother, ‘Amina, 
before he was six ; but their attention was 
supplied by the care of his grandfather, 
‘xibdul Muttalib, who, at his death, which 
happiaied two years afterwards, left him under 
the guardianship of his son Abu Talib, with 
whom lie continued till he was twenty-five, 
when he was placed in the service of a 
wmman named IGiudyja, the widow of a rich 
merchant at Mecca, who sent merchandize 


into S 5 Tia. This woman fell in love with 
Muhammad, the diH’-er of her camels, and 
married him. In his frequent journeys 
through Arabia, he had observed the various 
sects which divided the opinions of the 
eastern Christians, and he considered that 
nothing could so firmly secure to him the 
respect of the world as laying the foundation 
of a new religion. In his 40tli year he 
assumed the title of the Apostle of God, and 
gradually increased his fame and his followers 
by the aid of pretended visions. When he 
found himself exposed to danger at Mecca he 
left the city, and retired to Madina, where 
his doctrines found a more friendly reception. 
This event, which happened in tlie year a.d. 
622, forms the celebrated era of the Muham- 
madans, called the Hijra or Hijri, which 
signifies Separation. At l^Iadina the projfiiet 
erected his standard, and as for thirteen years 
before he had endeavoured to spread his 
doctrines by persuasion, he now propagated 
them by tlie sword. In the eleventh year 
of the Hijra tlie prophet fell sick, and after 
a confinement of thirteen days he died on 
Monday the 8th June, a.d. 632, 12tli Itabi‘ I. 
A.i-i. 11, aged 63 lunar years. He was buried 
in the same jilace where he died, in the 
chamber of the most beloved of his wives, 
‘Ayesha, the daughter of Aha Bakr, at 
Madina, where his remains are still preserved. 
It is very remarkable that though Muhammad 
himself so often declared in the Quran that he 
wrought no miracles, yet his followers have 
ascribed a great many to him. For instance, 
they affirm that he caused water to flow from 
his fingers, that lie split the moon in two, 
that the stones, trees, and beasts acknow- 
ledged him to be the true prophet sent from 
God, and saluted him as such ; that he went 
one night from Mecca to Jerusalem, from 
whence he ascended to heaven, where he 
saw and conversed with God, and came hack 
again to Mecca before the next morning; 
vith many more miracles equally ineredible. 
Muhammad permitted, by liis laiv, four wives 
to each of his followers, hut did not limit 
liimself to that numher; for he observed 
that a prophet, being peculiarly gifted and 
privileged, was not hound to restrict himself 
to the same laws as ordinary mortals. The 
authors who give Mm the smallest numher 
of wives ovm that he had fifteen, four of 
whom, hoiyever, never shared connubial rites.

Muhammad I. (A' (or Ma- 

homet I.) Sultan of the Timks, was the son 
of Bayezid I. (Bajazet), whom he succeeded in 
A.D. i 413, A.H. 816, after an interregnum of 
eleven years, during which time his brother 
Sulaiman had taken possession of Brusa. He 
was a brave and politic monarch, conquered 
Cappadocia, Servia, Wallachia, and other 
provinces, and was at peace with Manuel 
Ibxloeologos, emperor of Constantinople, to 
whom he restored some of his provinces, and 
died at Adrianople of a bloody- flux a.d. 
1422, A.H. 825, aged 47 years." He was 
succeeded by his son Murad tl. (Amurath). 

Muhammad II. (^15 (Mahomet 

II.) emperor of the Turks, siirnamed the Great, 
succeeded his father Murad II. (Ainiu'ath) 
in Fehruary, a.d. 1451, Mubarram, a.h. 
855. His reign was begun with preparations 
for war ; he besieged Constantinople, and 
conveyed over the land some of his gaUies into 
the harhour, wdiich the Greeks had shut up 
againt the invaders. Constantinople was 
taken by him on Tuesday the 2f'ith May, a.d. 
1453, 20th Jumada I. a.h. 857, and "in her 
fall poured forth her fugitive philosophers 
and learned men to revive literature in the 
Western world. Muhammad by bis victories, 
deserved the name of Great; and the appel- 
iation of Grand Seignor, which he assumed, 
has descended to his successors. After 
su])duing two empires, twelve tributary 
kingdoms and two hundred towns, he was 
preparing for the subjugation of Italy, when 
a ecilic proved fatal to him, and lie ‘died on 
Thursday the 3rd hlay, a.d. 1481, 3rd 
Eabi‘ I. A.H. 886, after a reign of 31 lunar 
years. His death was the cause of universal 
rejpicings over the Christian world, whose 
religion lie had sworn to exterminate for the 
tenets of Muhammad. He was of exceeding 
courage and strength, of a sharp wit, and , 


very fortunate ; hut withal, he was faithless 
and* cruel; and in his time occasioned the 
death of 80,000 Christians of both sexes. 
His son Bayezid II. succeeded him. 

Muhammad III. 

emperor of the Turks, succeeded liis father 
Murad III. in January, a.d. 1595, Jumada I. 
A.H. 1003, to the throne of ('oustnntinople. 
He began his reign by ordta'ing nineteen of 
his brothers to "be sti*aiigbd. and ten of 
his father’s wives to be drowned, whom he 
supposed to be with child. He made war 
against Eodiilplius II. emperor of Germany, 
and invaded Hungary with an army of 
200,000 men, but Ms progress w'as dieekod liy 
Maximillian the emperor’s l')rr>tlier. w'ho 
would have obtained a decisive viei«>ry Imd 
not his troops abandoned fliemst Ives to 
pillage. Mnliamniad, obliged to rrtire from 
Hungary, buried himself in the iinloleiiee of 
his seraglio. He died of the plague, after a 
reign of 9 years, in January, a.d. 1004, 
Shahan, a.h. 1012, aged 59 years, and w'as 
succeeded by his son Ahmad I. 

Muhammad IV. emperor 

of the Turks, wms the son of IbnlliTm, whom 
he succeeded on the throne of CmishuLtinople 
in A.D. 1649, a.h. 1059. lie imivuci] the 
wmr -with the Yenetiaiis, and after reducing 
Candia, with the loss of 200,000 nn-n, he 
invaded Poland. His arms proved vietenbuis, 
hut the disgrace was wiped ell; by the vabair 
of Sobeski, king of Poland, wliu Ihe next 
year routed his enemies at tlie battle of 
Choezira. He wms deposed in a.d, 1087, 
A.H. 1098, and sent to prison, wiiere be tiled 
in A.D. 1691, A.H. 1102. lie was succeeded 
by his brother Sulaiman II.

father Ibrahim ‘Adil Shah II. in the year 
A.D. 1626, A.H. 1036. As the armies of the 
emperor of Dehli were daily extending their 
conquests in the Deccan, and he knew that 
should the country of Ahmaduagar 1'>e reduced 
his own would become the object of attack, 
he assisted Nizam Sluih against tlie imperial 
arms; and more than once siilfered for Ins 
conduct, being obliged to purchase peace Ixy 
large contribiitious. In the year a.d. 1034, 
A.H. 1044, the armies of the emperor Shah 
Jahan invaded the Deccan on three quarters 
and laid waste the country of I'ija]mr without 
mercy. After the reduction of Daulatalxad 
and other foHs, wnth most part of the 
kingdom of Nizam Shah, Muhammad ‘Adil 
Shah agreed to pay a considerable tribute to 
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the emperor. He wo,s the last king of 
Bijapur Avho struck coins in his own name. In 
the latter part of his reign his Aaissal Sewaji, 
the son of Salni Bliosla, by stratagem and 
treachery obtained great power, and tlte founda- 
tion of the Bljapfir monarchy became Aveak- 
ened. Muhammad died in November, a.d. 
1656, Mnbarram, a.h. 1067, and was succeeded 
by his son ‘Ali ‘Adil Shah II. His tomb at 
E’ijaphr, called “ G-ol Giimbaz,” has a dome 
which measures 130 feet in diameter and which 
can be seen from 30 miles distance. A 
beautiful Anew is seen from the roof ; the 
tomb being at the very end of the city, all the 
remarkable places present themsehms to ns, 
and tbe eye loses itself in the vast number 
of cupolas, domes, and minarets croAvded 
together. Conspicuous among these are seen 
the fair proportions of the Baiiza or toiho of 
Ihrahim ‘Adil Shah.

of Egypt. UpAvards of twelve centuries have 
passed since Egypt fell under the arms of the 
successful General of tlie Iilialif Oamr ; for 
a little over five centuries it reniaiiied in the 
possession of the successors of the coiiqueror ; 
their power Avas put to an end by the Turk- 
mans in A.D. 1171, and about eighty years 
afterwards the latter Avere in their turn 
expelled by the Mamluks. The Mamluks 
raised one of their oAvn mimher to the throne, 
Avith the title of Sultan, and the dynasty 
lasted till 1517, Avhen the last of the Mhinliik 
Sultans was put to death by the Turkish 
Sultan Salain, Avho appointed a Pasha to the 
gOA^ernraent assisted by a council of twenty- 
four Mamluk beys or chiefs. This state of 
things lasted till 1798, Aviien the French under 
Bonaparte landed in Egypt, and after destroy- 
ing the Mamluks Avere themselves attacked 
and defeated by the British in 1801. After 
the departure of the British, the country fell 
into anarchy till it Avas restored by Mnliammad 
‘All, AAdio by the massacre of the remaining 
Mamluks made himself master of the situation. 
The treaty of London in 1841 made the govern- 
ment of 'Egypt hereditary in the family of 
Muhammad ‘All, and Isina‘il Pasha was his 
grandson. EgA^3t has noAv ceased to be a 
province of Turkey. Its ruler has had all 
the powers of an independent sovereign con- 
ceded to him by the Farm an, which dates 
from the Sth June, a.d. 1873. Muliammad 
AAms horn in 1769, entered the Turldsh army, 
and in 1799 Avas sent to Egypt at the head 
of a contingent to co-operate with the British 
against the French invaders. Plere his fine 
military ([ualities rapidly developed themselves, 
and he* at length became the Commander of 
the Albanian Corps d’arinee in Egypt. He Avas 
soon afterwards involved in dispiites with the 
Mamluks, Avho practically liad long ruled Egypt. 
He Avas soon after involved in disputes with 
the Mamliiks avIio had long practically ruled 
Egypt. They Avere at length entirely ex- 
terminated in 1820. He declared himself 
independent of the Porte in 1838, and died 
on the 2nd August, a.d. 1849. He aauis 
succeeded by his son or grandson Ismail 
Pasha.

were augmented and amplified by the 
Sasanides. The Arabs, he then proceeds to 
say, translated them into their tongue, 
composing others like them. The first book 
of this kind Avas the Ilazdr Afsdna, or 
Thousand Tales, the subject of AA^hich the 
AAuiters explain, mentioning Shahrzada and 
Hmarzilda as the tAAUA females who practise 
the ruse upon the king. “It is said,” 
continues the authors, “that this book Avas 
composed by Ilumae, the daughter of 
Bahman.” The truth is, that the first avIio 
had these tales told him at night, AA^as 
Alexander the Great, in order that he might 
keep aAvake and be upon his guard. The 
Mugs AA'ho came after him made use, for the 
same purpose, of the Thousand Tales, AAhich 
fill ii]) a thousand nights, and tAAm hundi*ed 
couAuu’sations besides, in the light of the 
moon, Avhich Avere related in a number of 
nights.

92, he marched 
Avitli a large army to Sindh, and having 
defeated and killed the Baja of that country 
took possession of it on Thursday the 23rd 
June, A.D. 712, 10th Earnazan, a.h. 93. 
From amongst the prisoners captured in the 
fort of Alor, tw^o daughters of the Eaja Avere 
sent to Damascus, and the khalif seiit them 
to his harem, consigning them to the care of 
his people until their grief should be assuaged. 
After tAAm months, they Avere brought to the 
presence of the Idialif ; Avhen they raised the 
A^eils from their faces the khalif AA^as smitten 
Avith their beauty, and asked their uameKS ; 
one AAUS called Girpaldeo, the other Surajdeo. 
The ^alif ordered one to his own bed ; she 
said, “ 0 my Lord, I am not fit for the king’s 
seiwice, we liaA^e both for three days been 
Avith Bin-Q.asim, Avho after dishonouring us 
sent us here.” The king was highly incensed, 
and directed that his servants siiould sieze 
Bin- Qasim, scAV him up in a coAV-hido, and 
send him to Syria. Y^hen Bin - Qasiin 
received this order, lie directed the messengers 
to do as they Avere directed. They obeyed "the 
order, coA’^efed Bin-Qasim Avith a raw coaA'- 
hide ; after enduring the torture for three 
days he died. They then put his body into a 
box, and conveyed it to the khalif, Avho, 
opening it in thd presence of the two Avomen, 
said, “ Behold Iioav absolute is my poAS’-er, and 
how I treat such servants as Bin- Qasim.” 
The woman replied, “ 0 king, just men ought 
; not to he precipitate in great anairs, or be too 
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hasty to act, either upon the representation of 
friends or foes.” The khalif asked their 
meaning ; they said, “We made this accusa- 
tion against Bin-Qasim because of the hatred 
we bore him, seeing that he slew our father, 
and through him we lost all our property and 
possessions, and became exiles from our o^Yn 
country ; but Bin-Qasim "was like a father 
and brother to ns, he looked not on us for any 
bad purpose, but when our object was reYenge 
for the blood of our father, w'e accused him of 
this treachery ; tliis end attained, do with us 
as you will.” The Elialif on hearing this 
suffered great remorse; he ordered the two 
women to be tied to horses, and dragged to 
death, and they buried Bin-Qasim in the 
bmial place at ijainascus.

Muhammad Gesu Baraz, Sayyad 
of Iviilbarga 

in Daiilatabad, a famous Muhammadan saint, 
who was a disciple of Shail^ Hasir-uddm 
Chiragh, DehlT. He was born at Dehii on 
the 30th July, a.d. 1321, 4th Eajah, a.h. 
721. His proper name is Sudar-iiddin Mu- 
hammad Husaiui, but he was commonly called 
Muhammad Geisu Daraz, on account of his 
having long ringlets. He lived at Knlharga 
in the reign of the Bahmani Sultans, and had 
the adchess to engage Prince Ahmad Shah 
to become his disciple, and build liim a line 
house and a superb convent. TYlien this 
prince ascended the throne, in a.d. 1422, 
A.H. 825, the credit of the saint became so 
great, that from the lord to the artiliccr all 
made it their glory to follow his instructions ; 
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SO tliat Ills tomb became a pilgrimage to 
all sects. He died in tlie Deccan in the 
beginning of the reign of Ahmad Shah in 
A.D. 1422, and is buried at HasanabM, 
commonly called Kulbarga. His tomb is 
a magniiicent edifice covered with a dome, 
in the middle of an extensive court. During 
the reigns of the Deccan Sultans, great 
sums of money were occasionally offered to 
his descendants who reposed near the saint, 
in vows and presents, and many villages 
were assigned by the kings to defray the 
expenses of the tomb. He is said to be the 
author of several works, among which are 
the Adah ul-MuTid^ the Wajud iiU^Ashiqln^ 
containing the whole duty of a Sufi disciple, 
etc., and also of a book of Fables in Persian 
entitled Asmdr til-Asrdr. His son, named 
Miiliammad Akbar, is the author of the 
Aqdcd Akbarl^ containing the principles of 
the Miihainuiadan faith. 


Muhammad Gliaus Jilani, Hazrat 
Shaikh 

a celebrated Muhammadan 

saint whose tomb is at ITehcha of the Jllaiiis 
in Multan, and round whose shrine this town 
was built and after Avhom it was named. He 
was a descendant of Shaikh ‘Abdul Kadir 
Jilani Baghdadi, and came to Uchcha about 
the year a.d. 1394. The Daud])uttras have 
continued to be his murid or disciples, and 
the murid of his successors from the time of 
their first leaving Sliikarpur.

coiisuinmg the leaves and fruits of the forest 
as his sole food ; and so celebrated was he for 
the fulfilment of his blessings and predictions, 
tliat even powerful kings used to come and 
visit bim and pay their respects. He after- 
wards went to Gwaliar, where he engaged 
himself in the pursuits of his holy calling and 
in making proselytes ; and managed to contpt 
himself with the proceeds of a jagir, which 
yielded a crore of tangas. He was the mnrshid 
or master of Shaikh Wajih-nddm ‘Alw of 
Gii j rat, and died on the 14th September, o . s . 
1562, UthMnharram, a.h, 970. The chrono- 
gram of the year of his death is “ Shaikh 
Auliabud,” i,^. Shaikh was a saint. He is 
the author of several works, among which 
are the Jawdhir ul- Ramsay and another 


entitled Gulzdr Ahrdr containing the memoirs 
of all the Sufi Shaildis of India with their 
places of burial and many other particulars. 
His brother Shaikh Phiil, who served under 
the emperor Humayuii, was killed at Agra, 
A.D. 1537, A. II. 945, by the adherents of 
Mirza Handal, who had ‘rebelled against his 
brother. His tomb is on a hill near the fort 
of Bay ana. They were the descendants of 
Khwaja Farid-uddin Muhammad ‘Attar in 
the seventh generation. Their grandfather’s 
name w'as Mo‘in-iiddin Qattal, whose tomb 
is in Jaimpur, and father’s name Kiyain- 
uddiii. Pie lies buried in Zah urahad, commonly 
called Kunbra, in Ghazipur. A small work 
entitled Mimakib G]ia>mi(i^ containing the 
adventures of Muhammad (Hiaus, was written 
by Sayyad Fazl-ullali in the year Hijri 941, 
24 years before the death of tlie saint.

1554, loth 
Jumada I. A.H. 961. In the reign of his 
brother, the emperor Akhar, he had the 
Government of Kabul, of which he remained 
during his life in undisturbed possession. He 
had twice invaded the Panjab ; once in a.d. 
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1566, A.H. 974, and the second time in Feb- 
ruary A.D. 1581, Muharram, a.h. 989, Tfhen 
the 'emperor found it nece.ssary to proceed 
himself with an army, and Mirza Muhammad 
Haldm was obliged to retreat before him. 
He died at Kabul in the 30th year of the 
emperor Akbar, on the 26th July, o.s. 1585, 
16th Amardad Ilahi, corresponding with 16th 
Sha‘ban, a.h. 993, aged 32 lunar years. 
After his death Kaja Bhagwan^Das and his 
son Man Singh were sent to Kabul by the 
emperor to take charge of that province. His 
mother’s name was Mali Chuchak Begam.

He went on a pil- 
grimage to Mecca in the time of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah, and after his return to 
India he died in the month of April, a.d. 
1737, Zil-hijja, ah. 1149, at Dehli. He 
is the author of a Dlwan consisting of 5000 
verses. 

Muhammad Ihn-AIahmar 

or more properly Ibn al- 

Ahmar, one of the Moorish kings of Granada 
in Spain and founder of the Alhambra, a 
celebrated fortress or palace ^Yhieh was 
regarded by the Moors of Granada as a 
miracle of art, and had a tiaditioii that the 
king "who founded it dr dt in magic,, or at 
least w'as deeply versed ni ihbeiiiy,'’by means 
of wdiich he procured the iiuinense sums of 
gold expended in its emttion. The name of 
this monarch, as inscribed on the wadis of 
some of the apartments of the Alhambra, "was 
Ah'd ‘Abdullah, but is commonly kno"wn in 
Moorish history as Muhammad Ihii-Alalimar. 
He was horn in Arjona in a.d. 1195, a.h. 
591, of the noble family of the Bani Kasar ; 
when he arrived at manly years, he was 
appointed Aicai'de or governor of Arj oua and 
Jaen, and gained great popularity by his 
benignity and justice Some years afterwairds, 
on the death of Ibn-IIhd, when the Aloorish 
power of Spain wuis broken into factions, 
many places declared for Muhammad Ibn- 
Alahniar ; he seized upon the occasion, made 
a circuit through the country, and "was every- 
where I'eceived "with acelaniation. It -was in 
the year a.d. 1238 that he entered Granada 
amidst the enthnsiastie shouts of the multi- 
tude. He was proclaimed king with every 
demonstration of joy, and soon became the 
head of the Aloslems' in Spain, being the first 
of the illustrious line of Bani Kasar that had 
sat upon the throne. He caused the mines of 
gold and silver, and other metals found in the 
mountainous regions of his dominions, to be 
diligently worked, and ivas the first king 
of Granada wbo struck money of gold and 
silver with his name, taking great care that 
it should be skilfully executed. It xvas about 
this time, towards the middle of the 13 th 
century, that he coniinenced the splendid 
palace of the Alhambra. He retained his 
faculties and vigour to an advanced age. In 
his 79th year, he took the field on horseback, 
accompained by the flower of his chivalry, 
to resist an invasion of his territories, hut "wms 
suddenly struck with illness, and in a few 
hours he died vomiting blood and in violent 
convulsions.

He was born 
in the year a.d. 810, a.h. 194, and died 
in the month of June, a.d. 870, Eajah, 
A.H. 256. He is commonly called Al-Bukliari, 
which see. 

Muhammad Ismahl, Mouiwi 

author of the Birat 

til-Miistaqim or The True Path, containing 
an accoimt of the peculiar tenets held by the 
followers of Sayyad Ahmad the modem 
Muhammadan zealot and reformer, with 
whose name we have recently become familiar. 
This \vork is one of the most important of 
several treatises which have been composed 
by that sect. The main object of the author 
in composing it was, in the first instance, 
probably to shew his own learning ; in the 
next, to justify the claims of Sayymd Ahmad 


(of whom he was a constant and confidential 
adherent) as a devotee, gifted with a sur- 
passing degree of religious capacity and 
iHuminatioii. It makes reference especially, 
in its explanations and allusions, to the 
peculiar divisions which prevail in India, 
among those who aspire to the honours ox 
reKgious initiation. These are generitlly 
numbered as the followers of one or other, of 
three venerated J?irs, each of whom has given 
a name to a distinct school or sect ; the first, 
the “ Tariqa- i - Qadiria,” which traces its 
origin to ‘Abdul Qadir Jilani. Another, 
the “ Tariqa-i-Chishtia,” so called from its 
founder Hiwaja Mo‘m-ucldm Chisliti, whose 
tomb is at Ajmer ; the third, the “ Tariqa- 
i-Naqshbaudia, derived from a Hiwiija Bahii- 
uddin Haqshband, a native of Biilffiara. It 
was one of the peculiar pretensions of Sayyid 
Ahmad, that he held himself privileged to* be 
the founder of a school of his own, to which 
he gave the name of the “ Tanqa-i-Muliain- 
madia.” His hook was written some tiinealxuit 
the year A.D. 1822, audit is to he remarked, as 
a new feature in the liistory of efforts for tlie 
propagation of Mulianimaclaiiisin, or for the 
reform of its corruptions, how extensively the 
emissaries of this sect have availed themselves 
of the Press to disseminate their tenets.

1100. When it was presented to him, he 


forbade its being continued; and prohibited 


all other historians or authors from relating 


the events of his Hfe, preferring (says his 
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panegyrist) the cultivation of inward piety to 
the ostentatious display of his actions. This 
monarch, whose reign is admired by the 
Miihaimnadaiis and detested by the Hindus, 
after having imprisoned his father, mounted 
the throne of Dehli in a.d. 1658, a.h. 1068. 
At this period the glory of the house of Babar 
may be said to have arrived at its zenith. 
The empire extended from the north-west 
mountains of Qahul to the southern limits of 
Chittagong ; and the kings of Oolkanda and 
Bijaphr paid tribute. He is also the author 
of a SJiah-nmno; a Itoz-mma^ or Joiumal, and 
another work entitled Aldthar Ilasania, 

Muhammad Klialil - ullah Klian 
d-lJI surnamed 

Ashk, is author of a history of AmTr Hamza, 
uncle of Muhammad, which he professes to 
have drawn from a compilation made by 
order of Sultan Mahmud, the ^aznavide; 
and observes, “"What renders this present 
history at all times interesting is this : that it 
informs ns of tlie customs of various nations, 
and that it iiistriuds ns in the art of doing 
battle, and ot taking towns and kingdoms. 
Accordingly IMabmud, to avoid the necessity 
of coiii.isd*from any one, had portions of it 
read to him as a daily observance.’” 

Muhammad Khan Bangash, Nawah 

styled Ghazanfar 

Jang, a Hohela chief of the tribe of Bangash. 
He founded the city of Farimkhabiid in the 
name of his patron the emperor Farriikli- 
siyar. In the reign of Muhammad Shah, 
A.D. 1730, A.H. 1143, he wms appointed 
governor of Malwa, hut unable to cope wdth 
the Mahrattas on account of their repeated 
inciirsioiis, he was removed in a.d. 1732, .i.H. 
1145, and appointed governor of Allahabad, 
Muhammad Klian having planned the reduc- 
tion of the Bundelas, of whom Baja Chatursal 
was chief, entered that country in a.d. 1733, 
A.H. 1146, with an army, and took several 
places ; but as he was little acquainted with 
the roads, Chatursal, with the assistance 
of Peshwa Baji Bao, surrounded him 
suddenly with an army. The nawah, unable 
to combat a superior force, took refuge in 
the fortress of Jaitgarh, where he was closely 
blockaded by the enemy for some time, 
•when Ills son Qaem Jang, having collected an 
army of the Afghans, marched to Jaitgarh 
and escorted his father in safety to Allahabad. 
The imperial ministers, making a pretence of 
Muhammad Khan’s ill-success, removed him 
from the Subudari. He died in the month 
of June, A.D. 1743, Jiiniada I. a.h. U56, 
and Avas siicceodud in liis jagfr by his son 
Qaom Jang, commonly callecl Qaem Klian.

Qaan and lOian Shahid, Avas the eldest son of 
Sultan Ghayas-iiddiii Balbaii, king of Dehli, 
Avho had appointed him viceroy of all the 
frontier proAunces, viz. Alultaii, Lahore, De- 
balpur and other districts. This ])rince Avas 
blest AAuth a bright and comprehensive genius, 
taking great delight in learning and tlie 
company of learned men. He, with his oAVii 
hand, made a choice collection of the beauties 
of poetry, selected from the most famous iu 
that art. The Avork consisted of 20,0(;0 
couplets, and Avas esteemed the criterion of 
taste. Among the learned men in the prince’s 
court, Amir Kjiiisro and Kjm-aja Hasan bore 
the first rank in genius and in his esteem. 
The throne of Persia Avas at this time filled 
by Arghun Ixhan, the son of Abqa Khan, 
and grandson of Plalaku Klian. Tirnar Khan 
Changezi, aa'Iio Avas then an Amir of mighty 
renoAAm in the empire of the race of CSliangez 
Khan, and goA’-erned Herat, Qandahar and 
other districts, iuAuided Hindustan Avith 
20,000 chosen horse. Having ravaged all 
the villages about Dehalpfir and Lahore, he 
turned towards Multan, The prince Muham- 
mad Sultan, hearing of his designs, hastened 
to the banks of the riA'er of Lahore, AApiere 
both armies dreAV up in order of battle, and 
engaged Avith great fury. The prince, unfor- 
tunately, received a fatal arrow in his breast, 
by which he fell to the ground, and in a few 
minutes expired. Yery few of the unfortunate 
Muhammad’s party escaped from this conflict. 
Among the fortunate feAV Avas Amir lOiiisro, 
the poet, Avho relates this event at large in 
his book called ^izir Khani. Tins eATiit 
took place on Friday the 9tli of March, a.d, 
1285, SOth Zil-bijja,, a.h. 683.

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Muhammad Khnda Banda, Sultan 
snrnamed Aljmlu, 

a desceiidaiit of Cbang'ez Kian, succeeded Ms 
brother Sultan ^uizaii lllian, the son of 
Arghiin Kl^an, to the throne of Persia in May, 
A.D. 1304, Shawwal, a.h. 703, He is said 
to have been a just prince, and was the first 
monarch of Persia who proclaimed himself of 
the sect of ‘Ali. He gave a public proof of 
bis attachment to this sect, by causing the 
names of the twelve Imams to be engraven 
on all the money which he coined. He built 
the celebrated city of Sultania in ‘Azurbejan 
or Media, which he made the capital of his 
dominions, and where he afterwards was 
buried. The dome over his tomb is fifty- one 
feet in diameter and is covered with glazed 
tiles. Tie died on the 17th December, a.d. 
1316, 1st Shawwal, a.h. 716, after a reign 
of 13 lunar years, and was succeeded by his 
son Sultan Abu Sa‘id Bahadur Kliaii.

Sikandar Shah, was the eldest son of Shah 
Tahmasp I. ; was born in the year a.d. 1531, 
A.H. 938, and succeeded to the throne of 
Persia on the death of liis brother Shah 
Isma'il II. ill November, a.d. 1577, a.h. 
985. The fortunes of this monarch, who 
from a natural W'eakness in his eyes, w'-as 
incapable of rule, liad been for many years 
upheld by the character of his eldest sou, 
Hamza Mirza, and his power terminated at 
the death of that prince, wdio fell under the 
blow of an assassin in his own private apart- 
ments on the 24th November, a.d. 1586, 
22nd ^il-Mjja, a.h, 994. The cMefs of 
Kl^iurasaii immediately proclaimed ‘Abbas, 
the king’s second son, as king of Persia, and 
in the year a.d. 1588, a.h, 996, marched 
with him to Qazwiu, the capital of the 
empire, which they took po.ssession of wdthout 
opposition, and the unfortunate Muhammad 
W'as deserted by every inhabitant of Qazwiu 
and by his own army.

Is-liaq, and liaving' seized him after some 
time put him to death, and became master 
of Ears. His son Shah Sliiijaa‘ rebelled 
against him in a.d. 1359, a.h. 760, deprived 
him of his sight and ascended the throne at 
Shiraz. Miihaiiiinad Miizaffar died in the 
year a.d. 1364, a.h. 765. This dynasty 
governed Fars 77 years, during ■which seven 
princes enjoyed power, viz. :

1446, 22nd 
ShaAVAvai, a.h. 849. He Avas succeeded by 
his son Sultan ‘Ala-uddin. 

Muhammad Shah the 

son of Ahmad Shah, succeeded his fatlier 
to the throne of Gu j riit in J oly , a.d. 1143, 
EabP I. A.H. 847. He reigiiefi eight lunar 
years 9 months and 4 days, and Avas poisoned 
by his wife on the 12th February, a.d. 1451, 
10th Muharram, a.h. 855 . He avus succeeded 
by his son Quth-Shah also called Uutb- 
nddin. 
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Muhammad Shah (^lA the sou 

of Hosliang Shah, ascended the throne of 
Malwa after the death of his father on the 
17th July, a.d. 1434, 9th Zil-lnjja, a.h. 
837. He reigned about nine months and 
was poisoned by Muhammad Khan (the son 
of Malik Mughis his prime minister), who 
ascended the throne under the title of 
Mahmud Shah Khiiji in May, a.d. 1435. 

Muhammad Shah ( Ia )? emperor 

of DeliiT, snrnamed Eoshaii Akhtar or the 
Brilliant Star, was the son of the prince Jahan 
Shah, one of the three brothers who perished 
in disputing’ the crown with their eldest 
brother Jahandar Shah, the son of Bahadur 
Shah. He was horn on Friday the 7th 
August, o.s. 1702, 24th ItahF I. a.h. 1114, 
and crowned by the two Sayyads after the 
death of Bafi-iiddaiila, on the 29th September, 
A.D. 1719, 25th .^i-Qahla, a.h. 1131 On 
his accession it wars determined that the names 
of his two predecessors, mz. Bafl-uddarjat 
and Eafi-uddanla, who reigned about three 
montlis eacli, should he struck out of the list 
of kings, and that his reign should commence 
from the death of the emperor Farrukh-siyar. 
Muhammad Shah reigned 30 lunar years 
6 montlis and 10 days, and died one month 
after the hattlo of Sarhiiid, which his son 
fought against Ahmad Shah Abdali. His 
death took place on Thursday the 16th xVpril, 
A.D. 1748, 27tli Eahi‘ II. a.h. 1161, at the 
age of 47 Umar years 1 month and 3 days, 
lie was iiiii’ied in the court before the maiiso- 
lenm. of .Nizain-iiddin Anlia at Dehli, and 
was succeeded by his son Ahmad Shah. This 
emperor may he termed the last of the race 
of Amir Ta'imur who reigned in Dehli and 
enjoyed any power. The few princes of that 
sovereign’s family who w'ere raised to the 
throne after Muliammad Shah were mere 
pageants, whom the nobles of the court 
elevated or cast down as it suited the purposes 
of their ambitions. 

Muliammad SEaE king 

of Persia, was the son of ‘Ahhas Mirza, and 
grandson of Fatha Abu Shah, whom he suc- 
ceeded to the throne of Persia in A.D. 1834, 
and died in a.d. 1847. 

MuEammad SEali 

ruler of Badakhshan. He was placed in 
that high position by Amir Sher ‘Ali of 
Qabnl, to whom he was bound to pay 
tribute, the amount of which in a.d. 1870 
was £8,100 and 600 horses. His predecessor 
was the intimate friend of ‘Ahdiil Ealiman 
Klian, ihe pretender to the Afghan throne, 
who was opposed by Slier ‘Ali iii a.d. 1868, 
Init afterwards became Amir. 

MuEammad SEaE ‘Adil or ^Adli 
( Jjlx an Afghan of tEe 

tribe of Sur, whose original name was Muhariz 
Khan, was the son of Kizaui Kiian Sur, the 


brother of Sher Shah, and brother-in-law of 
Salim Shah, after whose death in a.d. 1554, 
A.H. 961, having murdered ins son Firnz, 
a hoy of twelve years of ago who had been 
raised to the throne, he assume'd Toyad digniry' 
with the title of Muhammad Siiah -Adil. lie 
was illiterate, hated men of iernmiug and kept 
■company with illiterate persons like him.<elf, 
whom he raised to the highest dignities in 
the State ; among whom, one Hiinu, a Bania 
or Indian shopkeeper, whom his ])redeee.ssor 
Salim Shah had made siipc-rintendont of the 
markets, was infrusted with the ivhole adminis- 
tration of affairs. This ii;iturally (.•rented him 
enemies among the Afghan chiefs, wlio, lun'ing 
conspired against his life, revolted Irtun his 
authority. Ibrahim IGian Shr, who had the 
king’s si.ster for his wife, soon aft erwa.rds raised 
a considerable army, and, getting posses>ion of 
the city of Dehli, ascended the tliroiie in a.d. 
1555, A.H. 962, and assumed tl.'e ensigns of 
roynlty. Muhammad Shiih, iiiidiiig himself 
betrayed, fled to Clnmar, and contented him- 
self with the government of the eastern pro- 
. vinces. He was slain in a battle foiiglit at 
Miiiiger with Bahadur Shah, king of Bengal, 
A.D. "^1556, A.H. 963. The ])eriod of ’’Ms 
reign at Dehli was only eievoii iiiuiiths. 

Muliammad SEaE BaEmani I. ( a^sjs.'^ 

tlie second king of 

the Bahmani dymasty, was the son of >Suhnn 
‘Ala-iiddin Ha.san Kangoli Bolimani, whom 
he succeeded to the throne ui tijo Ihcrmi iti 
Fehrnary, a.d, 1358, Ibili Zi-^onla, a.h. 
776. He reigned 17 lunar ye.ars and died on 
the 21st March, a.d. 1375. " liis sou Tliijahid 
Shrih succeeded him. 

MuEammad SEaE BaEmani , II.

thirteenth Sultan of the BaViunmi clynn4y. 
was. the son of Hnniayuii Shiih the 'Cruel, 
He succeeded his brother Kizam Shall to the 
throne of the Deccan in July, a.d. 1463, in 
his ninth year ; and the affairs <,d' giiveniment. 
were conducted, as in the reign of his late 
brother, by, Kliwaja Jahrui and ICiwuja 
Mahmud Gawan, under the direction of llie 
Queen mother. The former was murdered 
after some time, and the title of ICiwaja 
Jahan was conferred on lEahmful GaM-fiii, 
adding the duties of '\Yaldl-ns-Saltanut to 
his other functions. Muhammad Shah reigned 
nearly 20 lunar years, and died a year after 
he had caused his minister Tlahmiid Gawan 
to he put to death, on the 24th Mareli, 
A.D. 1482, ist Safar, a.h. 887. His son 
Mahmud Shah li. .succeeded him. The year 
of Muhammad Shah’s death is comprised in 
a Persian verse, the translation of which runs 
thus: 

Sultan Muhammad Slulh, ruler of kings, 
When suddenly summoned to yield up 
his breath, 

Abandoned the Deccan and all worldly things, 
And the min of the Ijeccun recorded 
his death.

748, where his descendants reigned for several 
generations. Muhaminad Shah died at Thatta 
on the banks of the river Sindh on the 26 th 
March, a.d. 1351, 21 st Muharram, a.h. 752, 
after a reign of nearly 27 lunar years. He 
was succeeded by liis cousin Sultan Firoz 
Shah Barbak, the son of Sipah Salar Eajah, 

Muhammad Shah Tug‘lilaq. II. (d 4 ^Jsr^ 

suriiamed IN'asir- 

uddin, was the son of Firoz Shah Tiighlaq. 
He was born on the 3rd June, a.d. 1353, 
3rd Jumada. I. a.h. 754. He ascended the 
throne of Dehli in the lifetime of his father 
in the year a.d. 1387, but was soon after 
deposed and expelled by the chiefs. He re- 
mained at Hagarkot till the reign of Ahu 
Bakr Shah, when he proceeded towards DehlT 
with a large army, and after some repulses 
proving victorious, ascended the throne in 
August, A.D. 1390, A.H. 792. He was the 
founder of a fortress in Jalesar, which be 
called Muhammad abad.

Murad I. Sultan 

whom our English authors call Aimiratli I. 
and who is a iso called Murad lyhiiu ^uizi 
and IHiwawandgar Bum, was the third vSultan 
of the race of Usinaii or Oihman. He suc- 
ceeded his father ArlAaii (Orchan) on the 
Turkish throne in a.d. 1359, a.h. 760, and 
was known for his cruelties towards his son 


and those wh o espoused his cause . He advanced 
into Europe, and made Adrianople his capital 
in A.D. 1360. He was a great warrior and 
obtained 37 victories, in the last of wliicii he 
perished, a.d. 1389, A.ii. 791, aged 71, by 
the hand of a soldier. He (or as some say 
his father) was the hrst wlio established the 
formidable force of the Janisaris. His son 
Bayezid I. succeeded him. 

Murad II. Sultan 

succeeded his father Muhammad I. as Ottoman 
emperor in a.d. 1422, a.h. 825, and was 
the first Turk wlio used cannon on the field of 
battle. In a.d. 1443, a.h. 847, he resigned 
the crown in favour of his son Miiliamniad II. 
hut finding him iiicapalile to hold the reins 
of government, he abandoned his retirement 
and defended the famous SikandarBeg (Scan- 
derheg), and routed tbe Hungarians. Accord- 
ing to Gibbon, he died on the 2nd Fehriuay, 
a.d. 1451, Zil-hijja, a.h. 854, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Aliihammad II. who after- 
wards took Constantinople. 

Murad III. Sultan 

succeeded his father Salim II. to the throne 
of Constantinople in December, a.d, 1574, 
Shahan, a.h. 982, and to rid himseif of all 
competitors he, at his first coming to the 
throne, caused his five brothers to be strangled 
in his presence. This act of cruelty so afieeted 
his mother that she destroyed lierself . He took 
from his adversaries the Persians, Armenia, 
Media, and tlie citv of Taiiris, and the fort 
Gaino from the llungarians. He died on 
the 18th January, a.d. 1595, Juinada I. a.h. 
1003, aged 50 hmar j’ears. At tlie time of 
his death such a suddem and terrible tempest 
arose, that many tlionght the world would 
then he dissolved. He was succeeded by his 
son Muhammad III. Sultan Murad is' the 
author of the work called MitflJiat-iis-Siyam. 

Murad IV. Sultan ‘i]y), 

son of Ahmad I. emperor of Constantinople, 
succeeded his uncle Mustafa I. who was deposed 
the second time in a.d. 1623, a.h. 1032. He 
took Baghdad in a.d. 1637, 30,000 of whose 
inhabitants he put to the sword, though lie 
had promised them protection. He died on 
the Sth February, a.d. 1640, a.h. 1049, in 
the 18th year of his reign, of excessive 
intoxication, and was succeeded by his brother 
Ibrahim. 

Murad Baklsli, Sultan hr 

youngest sou of tbe emperor 

Shah Jahan, by whom he was appointed 
governor of Gujnlt, Thatta and Bilikar. He 
was seized and imprisoned in the fort of 
Gwaliar by the orders of his brother the 
emperor ^Alamgir, after the first battle he 
fought against his brother Dara Shikoh, and 
was subsequently murdered, a.d. 1662, a.h. 
1072, at Gwaliar and buried within the fort. 
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Murad Mirza also called 

Sultan Murad and Shall Murad, -sras the 
second son of the emperor Akbar. His 
mother’s iiaiiie was Salima Sultana Begam.

])lielic Oilieo was Mnsailima and Al-Aswad. 
Mnsailima pretended to be joined in coiii- 
missioii with l\[u!iaiumad, and published reve- 
lations in imitation of the Qinfin. lie sent 
Muhammad a biter, offering to go iialves 
with liim, in these words : “ From Mnsailima 
th.? apostle of Ood, to !>[ii]iamniad the apostle 
of (xod. Now', let the ('artli he half mine 
and half thine, But Miihaiimiad, believing 
himsMf too well estahiished to need a partner, 
wrote liiiii this answer: From Miinammad 
the aiiostle of God, to ^^fusailima the liar. 
The earth is (fed’s ; ho givelh the same for 
inlieritemco unto such of his servants as 
lie please! h ; and the liap^iy issue shall attend 
those who fear liini.” During the few 
nmutlis wliich Muhammad lived niter the 
Setting up of this new imposture, Mnsailima 
grew very formidahie. Ahii Bakr, Muhammad’s 
.suc(*.’ssor, in the second year of his reign and 
the 12! h of llijrT (a.d. 668, A.ir. 12), sent an 
army against him under the command of 
lyhrdiu, the son of Wtilld, who defeated and 
slew him in huttle. Al-Asw’ad set up for 
himself the v(‘ry year that Miihaminacl died; 
hut ii party, Sf.-nt by Muhammad, broke into 
his Inuise H>y night, and cut o4 his head, 
hfusuilima mid be received the appellation of 
Thu two Liars.”

1025, AAhich was a 
no velty neAm' before heard of in this kingdom, 
it being the Grand Seignor’s policy to strangle 
ail the younger brothers ; hoAvever, this Mus- 
tafa AAms pihserA'ed, either because Abmad, 
being once a younger brother, took pity on 
him, or because he had no issue of his own 
body, and so Avas not permitted to kill liim. 
It is said that Ahmad once intended to haA'e 
shot him, blit at the instant he Avas seized 
Avith such a pain in his arm and shoulder 
that he cried out, “ Muliammad Avill not let 
him die.” He carried liimself but insolently 
and cruelly, and Avas deposed and sent to 
prison in A.D. 1618, a.h. 1027, when ‘Usman, 
his nepheAV, Avas raised to the throne. ‘Usman 
AAms murdered in a.d. 1621, a.h. 1030, and 


Mustafa again restored, but AAuas ultimately 
strangled by his Jauisaris in a.d. 1623, a.h. 
1032. He was succeeded by Murad IT. 

Mustafa II. Sultan. 

son of Muhammad IT. succeeded Ahmad II. 
in A.D. 1695, A.H. 1106, as emperor of 
Constantinople. He Avas an able Avarrior, 
and after defeating the imperialists at 
TemsAvar, he attacked the Tenetiaiis, Poles, 
and liiissians. He retired to Adriauople, 
AA^here he forgot himself in lascivious 
pleasures, tiU a revolt of his subjects com- 
pelled him to descend from bis throne in a.d. 
1703, A.H. 1115. He died of nielancholy 
six months afterwards.

He lioiirished about the year 
A.D. 950, A.H. 339 ; his father was a water- 
carrier in Kiifa. His principal patron was 
Saif-uddaiila, prince of Damascus, of the 
family of Hamdan. The surname of Al- 
Mutnabbi (tlie pretended prophet) was 
given him because he had set up for a 
prophet in the fiat country near Sawama, 
where he was folloAved by a great multitude 
of the Banfi Halab and other tribes ; but 
Lulu, governor of Emessa, having marched 
against him took him prisoner and dispersed 
his partizaiis. He kept Mutnabbl in confine- 
ment for a long period, and having at length 
brought him back to the l^liisliui faith, he 
set him at liberty. _ He was attacked by a 
cliief of the tribe of Asad, at the head of a troop 
of partizaiis ; a combat took place, in which 
he was killed witli his son xil-Aluhassad and his 
slave Midlik. This event happened in the 
month of September, a.d. 965, a.h. 354.

Sa'^id in a.d. 1335, till the conquest of Persia 
by Amir Taimur, the province of Pars 
was governed by a dynasty of petty rulers, 
■who took the name di Miizaffar from their 
founder, Mubariz-iiddin Muhammad, whose 
title was Al-Muzaffar, or the Yictorious, 
which title he received on his victoi’y over 
Abu Ishaq, the governor of Shiraz, in a.d. 
1353, A.H. 754. The capital of this family 
Avas Shiraz, which is said to have attained its 
great prosperity under their rule.

Mirza, ruler of IGiiirasan, after wliose death 
in May, a.d. 15u 6, Zil-hijja, a.h. 911, he 
conjointly with liis brotJier Badi - uzzamaii 
Mirza, ascended tlie throne at Herat; but 
they did not enjoy it long, for Shahi Beg 
Hian, the Uzliak, defeated them in May, 
A.D. 1507, Muharram, a.h. 913, and took 
possession of the country. Mtizaft'ar Husain 
Mirza, who had gone to Astarabad, died 
there the same year. 

Mnzaffar Husain Mirza 

of the royal Safvvi race of 

Pei'sia, was the son of Sultan Husam Mirza, 
the son of Bahrain Mirza, the son of Shah 
Isma’il Safwi. He left his jagir of Qandahar, 
and proceeded to India ; and on his arrival 
at the court of the emperor Akbar in August, 
a.d. 1595, was appointed an amir of 5U00. 
The Sarkar of Sambhal was assigned to him 
in jagir, and Qandahar (which was made 
over to the emperor) to Shall Beg Kabuli. 
About the year a.d. 1609, Mirza Khiirram 
(afterwards ' Shall Jahaii) was inaiTied to a 
daughter of Mnzaffar Husain, who received 
the title of Qaudahari Begam. 

Mnzaffar Husain Mirza 

1;.^) was the son of Ibrahim Husain 

Mirza and Gulriikh Begam. He was married 
to IGianam Sultan, the daughter of the 
emperor Akhar, in a.d. 1593, and was living 
in A.D. 1600. 

Mnzaffar ■ Jang also 

called Mnzaffar Husain Nawab of 

Farrukhalnid, whose original lunne was Diler 
Ilimmat Khan. He succeed'd his father 
Ahmad Klian Bangash i:i tlse iiionth of 
November, A.D. 1771, Sha‘baii, a.h. 1185, 
and received the above title from the emperor 
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Shall ‘Alum, who was then proceeding to 
Delili i'roiii Ailfiliillirul. He ceded his terri- 
tury to the ihiglish on receipt of a pension 
of 108,000 rupees on the 4th dime, a.d. 1802. 
After hi< (loeJh, his grandson Tafazzul Hiisaiu 
succeeded him. 

Muzaffar Jang whose 

original iiaint* was Jladaii ^liihm-uddiii, was 
the favourin' grautlstni of the celebrated 
ISAzain id-i\lu]iv, the Suhaildr of Haidarabad. 
He was the sou of that iioblemaii’s daughter, 
and on Ids death lie c'olh'i'ted an army and 
gave out that his grandsire had in his will 
not only apprdntcd him to inlierit the greatest 
part of tiis Ircasurt'S, hut had likewise 
Tioininatcd liim to succeed to the governineiit 
of the souilicru provinces. Hasir Jang, his 
uncle, who had tiiki'U jjossessioii of Ms 
latlier’s wcaJiii, was enabled to keep Ms 
futlicr’s army in p:iy ; and tin's was so 
numerous, that the i'oives whicii Muzaffar 
Jang liail eul!c{;ted were not sufficient to 
oppose him with any jirohaldlity of success. 
Mii/.uffar Jaug sii]>sn|iieutly went to Arkat 
(Arcot), wlicre he defeated and killed, Anwar- 
iiddln Klifiii, the nawfib of tlint place, by tlie 
assistance of the hrench, in a battle fought on 
the “iord July, a d. 1749, and was acknow- 
ledged the lawful STihadar of the Deccan. 
He was, lioivevtr, after some months obliged 
to siirreiider liimsclf to Xasir Jang, who kept 
liim in close conlinenieui; hut after the 
nuirder of Xasir Jung in Decemher, a.d. 
17di), ITth liljiiiaiTani, a.ii. 1101, lie was 
again rais -d te the masuail liy tlie assistance of 
the French, llis reign was, however, of short 
duration, for lie was not long afterwards 
assassinated hy the same persons who had 
raised liim to po'iVer.

Muzaffar Shah I. (Adk whose 

original name was hluzaffar JOiau, was the 
first king of Gnjrat. He was born at Dehli 
on the 3bth June, a.d.

His family had been elevated from 
menial stations in the household of the kings 
of Dehli. He was, however, appointed 
goveriior of Giijrat in a.d. 1391, a.h. 794, by 
Sul.tan Miiliainmad Tiighlaq II. king of 
Dclili, ill the room of Earhat iil-Mulk, ’who 
liad rebelled against the king ; a battle took 
place, in wliicli the latter lost his life. In the 
year a.d. 1396, a.h. 799, Muzaffar Khan 
caused himself to be proclaimed king^ under 
the title of Muzaffar Sinlh, and directed coin 
to be struck in lus name. He died after a 
reign of nearly 2U years, on the 27th July, 
A.D, 1411, 6tli Kabi‘ II. a.h. 814, in the 
7 1st year of liis age, and was succeeded by Ms 
grandson Ahmad Shah the son of Tatar 
Klnlu.

Hathu, was raised to the throne of Giijriit by 
Ya/tniad IHiun, the prime minister, after the 
death of Ahmad Shah II. in a.d. 1561, a.h. 
968. In tile year a.d. 1572, a.h. 980, the 
emperor Akhar was invited by Ya‘'tmad IHian 
to occupy Giijrat as in former times ; upon 
which Akhar advanced on the capital of that 
kingdom, whicli he took possession of on the 
2otii Hovemherof the same year, 14th Kajab, 
A.H. 980, and re-nnited it to Behli as a 
rovince of Hindustan. Muzaffar Shah, Avho 
ad abdicated his throne in favour of Akhar, 
WMs sent to Agra in the first instance, hut wvas 
subsequently remanded into close conlinement, 
from which he not only made his escape but 
flying into Gujrat, collected a respectable 
force, attacked' the viceroy of Qutb-iiddin 
Kian, and slew him in action ; and after an 
imprisonment of nearly nine years, re-ascended 
the throne of Gujrdt. His reign was, how- 


ever, of short duration ; for iu the year a.d. 
1583, A.H. 991, Akhar having deputed Mirza 
IGian HianlOiaiian, the son of Bairam lOiaii 
to re-take Gujrat, Muzaffar lOiiln was defeated 
in a pitched battle and fled to Junagarli ; and 
as he was pursued by Khan ‘Azim, lie cut his 
throat with a razor. His head was then cut 
off and sent to court. His downfall terminated 
the dynasty of the IMuhammadan kings of 
Gujrat ; ever since which period that kingdom 
has been considered as a province of Behli.

Siddi Badar, was an Abyssinian slave ; lie 
murdered his sovereign Mahmud Shah, and 
ascended the throne of Bengal in a.d.

He then pursued the living Afghans to Quan- 
dahftr, and on his return, taking advantage of 
the odium created by an unfavourable treaty 
made by Shfib Tahinas]) with the Turks during 
his alisi'uee, he depo,sed the king; and his 
Sun, an infant of six months he proclaimed 
Hhrdi, hy the name of ‘Abbas III. This 
event tiudc place on the 16th August, a.d. 
1732, A. H. 1 Mo. In his name, Nadir assumed 
to hhnsi'lf the sovereign power, and after 
having recovered all that had been taken from 


Persia, he concluded a peace wdth the Ottoman 
Porte iu a.d. 1736. On the death of the 
young Shah ‘Abbas the same year, he signified 
his intention of resigning liis honours ; hut 
the nobles, excited by his private iiitrignes, 
invested him with the sovereign power. The 
historian of Nadir is careful in informing ns 
that the cro wn of Persia wuas placed upon the 
head of the conqueror exactly at 20 minutes 
past 8 ill the morning of the 26tli Eehruary, 
1736, Shawwal, a.h. 1148. Nadir, now 
elevated to the height of his ambition, wisely 
saw that war was the only support of his 
greatness, and therefore with a numerous 
army he marched against India in 1 739 . The 
hlii^ol empire was rapidly conquered, 200,000 
men ivere put to the sword, and a booty esti- 
mated at one hundred and forty -five millions, 
in w'hich was the imperial throne set with 
diamonds of an immense value, called the 
Peacock Throne, was brought away hy him from 
Dehli. He latterly became capricious, proud, 
and tyrannical, and was guilty of such cruelty 
that the nobles conspired against him ana 
assassinated him on the night of Sunday the 
10th May, a.d. 1747, lOtli Jnmada I. a.h. 
1160, after he had reigned 20 years over one 
of the most extensive military monarchies of 
the time. He was buried at Alasliliad nine 
daV'S after bis death. His nephew and murderer 
‘All Qiili Klian, who took the title of ‘Ali 
Shrill or ‘Adil Shah, succeeded him. On his 
accession, he put to deatli thirteen of the sons 
and grandsons of Nadir ; the only descendant 
of the conqueror that ivas spared "was his 
grandson, ShalirulA, the son of llaza Qiili, 
who was 14 years of age. He went to Europe 
and died at Vienna an officer in the Austrian 
service, known as “Baron von Semlin.” 
‘Adil Shah was soon afterwards de'prived 
of sight and imprisoned. After him Ibrahim 
his brother reigned for some time in a.d.

Najaf Khan (^Lr^ styled 

Amir ul-Uinra Zulfiqar-uddaula, was born in 
Persia of a family said to be related to the 
Safavi sovereigns of that empire, and in his 
infancy was, with many of his relations, a 
prisoner to the usurper Nadir Shah, who kept 
all the personages any way allied to the 
throne in eoniinement for his own security. 
At the request of Mirza Muhsin IQian, the 
brother of Nawab Safdar J ang, who was sent 
on an embassy to Nadir Shah by Muhammad 
Shah the emperor, after his invasion of 
Hindustan, Najaf Kian and a sister much 
older than himself wei'e released. This lady 
married her deliverer, and Najaf I^an accom- 
panied her and her husband to Dehli. He 
was treated with parental affection by Mirza 
Muhsin, and at his death attached himself to 
bluhammad Q,uli an, his son, the governor of 
Allahabad, who was shortly after'wards seized 
and put to death by his iirst cousin Nawab 
Shuja-uddaiila, the son of Safdar Jang. Najaf 
^an, upon this event, retmed -Rdth a few 
followers into Bengal, and offered Ms services 
to the Nawah Mir Qasim ‘Ali IHian, then at 
wair with the English, who gave him great 
encouragement. MTien Qasim ‘Ali took refuge 
■with Shu j a-uddaula, Naj af Khan, not choosing 


to trust Mmself in the po’wer of the latter, 
repaired to Bundelldiand, and served Griimau 
Singh, one of the chiefs of that country. 
Upon the flight of Shu j a-uddaula, after the 
battle of Buxar, he offered his services to the 
English, representing himself as the rightful 
lord of the province of Allahabad, was re- 
ceived with respectful welcome, and even put 
in possession of a part of it ; bnt when peace 
was concluded until the Naivab Wazir, the 
English, alleging the falsehood of his claim, 
set it aside, and re'Rurded his attachment with 
a pension of two lakhs of rupees and strong 
recommendations to the emperor Shah ‘Alam. 
The recompense was greater than his services 
to the English, as he had kept up a corre- 
spondence with Shiija-nddaula, whomhewoidd 
have joined had he been successful in the 
battle of Kora. Erom Allahahad he accom- 
panied the emperor Shah ‘Alain to Dehli in 
A.D. 1771, and having recovered the city of 
Agra from the Jats, he was appointed Amir- 
nl-‘Umra with the title of Zulffqar-nddanla. 
The Eajas of Jaipur and several other Hindu 
princes were his tributaries. He died on the 
22nd April, a.d. 1782, a.h. 1169, in the 
49th year of his age, leaving no issue, when 
the succession ■was disputed by Mirza Sbaff‘ 
and Afrasyab Khan (q.v.). In spite of early 
intrigues 'Najaf lOian was an exceptionally 
efficient man, and gave the Empire some nine 
years of apparently reneived vigour. He was 
generally respected.

The pension of the ex-Peshwa, 
amoimting to 8 lakhs of rupees per annum, 
was not continued to the Nana, and this 
appears to have been his principal, if not sole 
grievance, though he invariably maintained 
friendly relations with the European residents 
and indeed on many occasions treated them 
with apparently cordial hospitality. His 
residence was at Bithur, situated ten miles 
from Cawnpore, where he owned an estate 
left him by his patron the ex-Peshwa, and he 
was allowed a retinue of 500 infantry and 
cavalry, with three guns of small calibre, 
and these troops were of course entirely 
independent of European authority. Oh 
learning the general character of the out- 
break of the Bengal army in 1857 he attacked 
the garrison of Cawnpore, all of whom he 
destroyed by tbe lielp of the vilest treachery ; 
but fled before the avenging force of General 
Havelock. A proclaraafion was issued by the 
Governor-General in March, a.i). 1858, Avherein 
a reward was offered of one lakh of rupees 
to any person who should deliver Nana 
I)liiin(fhupaut of Bithur to the district officer 
commanding in any military camp or at any 
military post ; and, in addition to the 
pecuniary reward, a free pardon was 
guaranteed to any mutineer, deserter or 
rebel (excepting the Nawabs of PaiTiikh- 
abad, Bareli, Banda and Baja of Mainpuri) 
who shonld so deliver up the Naiiii Sahib. 
The Nana was never afterwards heard of 
autlientically, but probably perished in the 
Nipal jungles. 


Kanak (sIa or N'anak Shah, 

the founder of the sect called Sikhs, was born 
in the year a.d.

Deccan in May, a.d. 1748, Jumadall. a.h. 
1161. He reigned two years and a half, and 
was slain on the 5th Dk^emher, a.d. 1750, 
17tli Aliibarram, a.h. 1164, by a conspiracy 
of his own servants, supposed to have been 
favoured by the French, who surprised his 
camp while he was engaged in quelling 
a rebellion raised by liis nephew, Aliizaffar 
Jang, who had been imprisoned by him. 
On his death Muzaifar Jang was placed 
on the masnad of the Deccan by the con- 
spirators ; but this young prince did not long 
enjoy his dignity, for he was assassinated 
almost immediately after his accession by the 
same persons who had raised him to power.

Some say that lie was a Deist, and others 
considered him. to be an Atheist, on which 
account he was persecuted by the Muham- 
madans, and fled from one city to another, 
till at last he was obliged to conceal himself 
among the hills of BadaHishan. Danlat 
Shah has given a very interesting account of 
Nasir IHiiisro, in his Tazkira. In 1872 
there was discovered among the Elliot papers 
an Arabic work by Nasir Hiusro, on the 
buildings and water- works of Jerusalem. He 
is ^ most precise in his information. It is 
said, that if this -work had been found a 
little earlier, it might have saved the Pales- 
tine Exploration Gommittee some diggings 
and considerable outlay. There is also "a 
work of the same kind in Persian, called 
The Travels of JSfdsir ^usro, which he wrote 
in A.D. 1052, corresponding with a.h. 444.

a lineal descendant of Shams-uddin Bhangara, 
was placed on the throne of Bengal in a.d. 
1427, A.H. 831, after the murder of Nasir - 
uddin ^mlam, who had usurped the throne 
for several days after the death of his master 
Ahmad Shah. General Briggs, in his trans- 
lation, says that he reigned only two years, 
whereas it .appears from Major Stewart’s 
Bengal history, which seems to be correct, 
that he reigned 32 years, consequently his 
death must have happened in the year a.d. 
1458, A.H. 863. He was succeeded by his 
son Barbak. He is also called Nasir Husain 
Shah, as appears from an Arabic inscription 
on a mosque lately discovered in the district 
of Hughli in Bengal by the late H. Blochmann, 
Principal, Calcutta Madrasa. 

Nasir, Sbaikli 

of Akbarabad, a Musalman saint who is said 
to have performed a number of miracles, and 
was highly respected by the emperor Shah 
Jahan. He died on the 7th June, a.d. 1647, 
13th Jumada I. a.h.

Idng 
of Eugiand, and Akbar II. king of Dehli. 
Nasir-nddin Haidar was succeeded by bis 
uncle Nasir-uddaula, who took the title of 
Abu Muzaffar Moi-uddin Muhammad ‘Ali 
Shah, aud Munna Jan the illegitimate son 
of Nasir-nddin Haidar was sent to the fort 
of Chunar, where he died on the 15th January, 
A.D. 1846, 16th Muharram, a.h.

was the son of Sultan 

^layas-uddiii Khilji, king of Malwa. He 
ascended the throne of that kingdom a few 
days before the death of his father, which 
happened on the 25th October, a.d. 1500, 
27th Babi‘ II. a.h. 906. He reigned eleven 
years and four months ; and, having pre- 
viously declared his third son Mahmiid as 
his successor, died about the year a.d. 1511, 
A.H. 917. 

Nasir-nddin Mahmud 

also called, by 

Eirishta, Nasir-uddin Mahmud Awadbi, siu*- 
named Chiragh Dehli, or the Candle of Dehli, 
a celebrated Miibammad saint, who -was a 
disciple of Shaikh Nizam- uddin Aulia, 
whom he succeeded on the masnad of Irshad, 
or Spiritual Guide, and died on Friday the 
16th September, a.d. 1356, 18th Eamazan, 
A.H. 757. He is buried at Dehli in a 
mausoleum which was built before his death 
by Sultan Firoz Shah Barbak, one of his 
disciples, and close to his tomb vSultan 
Bahlol Lodi was afterwards hmied. He is 
the author of a work called Klmir-ul-MaJalis.

Khan, governor of Bengal, was the sou of 
Sult.an Gliayas-iiddin Balban, and the father 
of Moizz-ucldin Kaiqnbad, who was, dining 
the absence of his father in Bengal, made 
king of Dehli. When Sultan ^layas -uddin 
Tu^laq, in a.d. 1324, marched in person 
towards Bengal, he was then living, and came 
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from Laldiiiaufi to pay liis respects, bringing 
with liim iiiaiiy valuable presents. He was 
confirmed in his government of Bengal, and 
permitted to assume the ensigns of royalty. 
He died in the time of Muhammad Tughlaq 
Shah.

It is related in several histories, snch 
as the Wmlmat ul^IIiJcdet, the Eaj-ndma, 
and the Eistory of Edji Muhammad Qanda-‘ 
him, that the first establishment of the 
!Miih.ammadan faith in the country of Sindh 
took place in the time of Ilajjaj hin-Ynsaf, 
governor of Basra, at the tinie when Walid, 
the son of the Kialif hihdnlmalik, was rider of 
the provinces of both ‘Iraqs. Hajjaj deputed 
Mahmud Husain in the year A.i). 706, a.h. 
87, with a select army into Mikraii, and he 
subdued that country nnd made converts of 
in any of th e inhabitants ca lied BallochTs . He 
afterwards deputed Budmiii to conquer Hihal 
^modern J'hatt.a on the Indus) . Budmin failed 
in his expedition, and lost his life in the first 
action. Hajjaj, not deterred by this defeat, 
resolved to follow up the enterprise by another. 
In consequence, in the year a.d. 712, a.h. 
93, he deputed his cousin Iinad-nddin Mu- 
hammad biii-Qasim, the son of Aqil or Uqail 
Tluiqali or Saqafi, Avith six thousand soldiers 
to attack Dibal, and he in a short time con- 
quered the place, and Raja Dahir, the ruler of 
Hibal, wms slain in battle. After tbe death 
of jMubamiuad biu-Qasiui, a tribe who trace 
their origin from the Ansfiris established a 
goveniimmt in Sindh ; after which the zamin- 
dars, of tlie trihe^ of Sumara, usurped the 
power, jmd held independent rule over the 
kingdom of Sindh for tbe space of 500 years. 
About A.H. 737 tbe dynasty of Suinara W''as 
subverted, and tbo country siibdued by another 
native dynasty called Sumana, whojie chief 
assumed the title of Jam. During the reigns 


of these dynasties in Sindh, the Muhammadan 
kings of India Proper, such as those of 
^lazni, ^lor and Dehli, invaded Sindh, and, 
seizing many towns, appointed Muhammadan 
governors over them. Among these rulers, 
Nask-uddin Qabhacha asserted bis indepen- 
dence, and caused tbe public prayers to be 
read in bis name as king of Sindb. Nasir- 
uddin was one of the Tmkisb slaves of Shabab- 
uddin Muhammad ffliori, who made him 
governor of IJobcba in Multan about tbe 
year a.d. 1203, a.h. 600. He espoused tbe 
daughter of Sultan Qiitb- uddin Aibak, viceroy, 
and afterwards king of Debli, after whose 
death in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, having seized 
many of tbe towns subjected to tbe Sindb 
government, be reduced tbe territory of the 
Sumanas to tbe small tract of country around 
Tbatta, and, reuoimciug bis allegiance to 
the throne of Debli, Became independent. 
Besides Sindb, bis kingdom embraced tbe 
provinces of Multan, Kobram and Sursati. 
ile w-as twice attacked by Taj -uddin Eldiiz 
of G^liazni, but he successfully repelled both 
these" invasions. In a.d. 1225 Shams-uddin 
Altimsh, king of Dehli, made several attempts 
to remove him from his government, and 
even marched for that purpose as far as 
ITchcha, wdieu Nasir-uddin, having no hopes 
of eventually repelling the arms of the Dehli 
monarch, placed his family and personal 
attendants with his treasure, in boats, and 
endeavoured to occupy a contiguous island ; 
when a storm coming on, the boat foundered, 
and every one perished. This usurper ruled 
iu Sindh and Multan for a period of 22 years. 
In the latter end of the reign of Muhammad 
Tiighlaq of Dehli, Sindh owmed allegiance to 
thatmonarch ; nevertheless, occasionallytaking 
advantage of local circumstances, the Sindhis 
contrived, for a considerable period, to shake 
off their allegiance. The first of the family 
of which we have any account was Jam Afra.

king of Persia, was born in a.d. 1831, and was 
the eldest son of Muhammad Shah, the eldest 
son of ‘Abbas Mirzil, so well known for his 
partiality to the English, and the great-grand- 
son of Eatha ‘Ali Shah. Nasir-uddin ascended 
the throne after the death of his father, on 
the 4th September, a.d. 1848, in his 19th 
year. He visited Bussia, London, France, 
Germany, etc., in a.d. 1873, and again in 
1889. 

Nasir-uddin Tusi, Khwaja 

the famous philo- 
sopher and astronomer who was employed by 
Halaku Klian, the grandson of Changez 
!l^ian, to form the Ilkhani Tables, etc. He 
wais the son of Imam Fakhr-uddin Muham- 
mad Bazi, was born at Tus in Kliurasan on 
Saturday the 3rd March, a.d. 1201, 11th 
Jumada I. a.h. 597, and though a somewhat 
over-zealous Shia, was one of the best, and 
certainly the most universal scholar that 
Persia ever prodnced. He wrote on all 
subjects, and some of his works are to this 
day standard books in Persian IJmvei*sities. 
He was a fair Greek scholar, and made a new 
translation of Euclid into Arabic, wherein he 
proves most of the propositions, sometimes in 
two, three, and foiir ways, wholly different 
from the demonstrations of the Greek author. 


He likewise translated the Ahnajisti, and 
wrote a volume of learned explanatory notes 
upon it. He also wrote several works on 
geometry, astronomy, philosophy, theology, 
and dissertations oh miscellaneous subjects. 
During the Mughal persecutions lie wandered 
among the mountains of Khurasan, and was 
taken captive by Alaiiddin Muhammad, a 
descendant of Hasan Sabbah, who forced Mm 
to remain with him for several years and 
employed Mm as his wazir. It was during 
his captivity that he wrote the most celebrated 
of all his treatises, a well-known and excellent 
little work on moral philosophy, which he 
styled Aldilaq JAdsin, or the Morals of Nasir, 
in compliment to Nasir-uddin ‘Abdul Ptahim, 
governor of the fortress of Dez ; but the 
flattery did not procure him his libei’ty, he 
remained in that mountainous region till he 
was released, by Halaku IQian in "November, 
A.D. 1256, A.H. 654. It was Nasir-uddin 
that persuaded Halaku to march against 
Baghdad, which was taken in a.d. 1258. 
The AlchUq Mdsirl is a translation in Persian 
of the Kitdh-ut^ Tahdrat fil Hihnat Amall, 
an Arabic work by Abu Ali Muhammad of 
Mecca. There are two other works on 
Shfiism which he wrote, one called Aosclf-td- 
Aahrdf, the Praises of the Virtuous, and the 
£ahar~til-3fqam, the Sea of Truth. He is 
also the author of a work entitled KhilUfaU 
ncima Ildhl, and another work on Prosody 
called 3£dsr-tish-shohra. Nasir-uddin died 
in the reign of Ahakaan, the son of Halaku, 
on the 24th June, a.d. 1274, 18th Zil-liijja, 
A.H. 672, and was buried at Baghdad near 
the tomb of Imam Musi Qazim. His brutal 
severity towards Ibnllajib, a helpless captive, 
is an everlasting stain on the otherwise illus- 
trious character of this distinguished man.

Nasrat Sliali who is 

called, by General Briggs, Kaslb Shah, suc- 
ceeded lus father ‘Aiaiiddininthe government 
of Bengal in a.d. 1524, a.h. 930. When 
Iln-rdiim Lodi fell in battle with Biibar {q.v.) 
the latter ascended the throne of Dehli in 
A.D. 1526, A.H. 932, when many of the 
adherents of the Lodi dynasty sought pro- 
tection at the court of Bengal. ‘Among others 
the primte Slahmiid (brotlier to Ibrahim 
Ijodi) also took refuge there, and his sister 
became the Avife of the king. Nasrat Shah 
died ill a.d. 1538, a.h. 945, and Mahmud, 
who Avas then one of his ministers, succeeded 
in usurping his throne. About this period 
Slier Klian, who afterwards ascended the 
throneof Dtdili, attacked and defeated MahmM 
in action, and cA’-entiially expelled him from 


Bengal, Avhence he fled to the court of Dehli, 
where, representing his grievances, the emperor 
Hnmayhn marched Avith an army and took 

. the kingdom of Bengal from Slier Khan, aaJi om 
he defeated in a general action. Sher Khan, 
rallying his defeated troops in the year a.d. 
1542, A.H. 949, succeeded in re -conquering 
Bengal. On his death, and after the accession 
of his son Salim Sliah to the throne of Dehli, 
the proAunce of Bengal was made over to 
Muhammad lOiiin Afghan, one of the officers 
of his court, on Avhose death his son declared 
his independence, and proclaimed himself king 
under the title of Baliadui' Shah.

After the death of 
Babar, when Gujrat was conquered by 
Humayun, and the provinces of Ahmadabad 
was entrusted to Mirza ‘Askari, ^IKiwaja 
Muqim was appointed wazir to the Mirza. 
He accompanied Humayun to Agra, after 
that monarch’s defeat by Sher Shah at 
Choiinsa. The Kliwaja subsequently served 
under Akbar. His son Nizam-uddin, in the 
29th year of Akbar’ s reign, was appointed 
Bakhshi of Grujrat, to which office he 
continued for a long time. He died on the 
2Sth October, a.d. 1594, 23rd Safar, a.h. 
1003, on the banks of the Eawi, and was 
buried in his oum garden at Lahmu. The 
following chronogram by ‘Abdul Q,adir 
Badaoni, translated by Mr. H. M. Elliot, 
records the date of his death : ‘ ‘ Mirza Nizam- 
uddin has departed in haste ; but with honour 
has he gone to his final doom. His sublime 
soul has fled to the celestial regions, and 
ICadiri has found the date of his death in 
these words, ‘ A jewel without price has 
left this world.’ ”

Nizam-ul-Mulk a justly 

celebrated minister of Sultan Alp Arsalan, 
second king of the Saljukides, and afterwards 
of his son Malikshah ; to his -vurtue and 
ability is attributed the success and prosperity 
of their reigns. After an administration of 30 
years the fame of the wmzir, his wealth and 
even his services, were transformed into 
crimes. This venerable statesman, at the 
age of 89 years, was dismissed by his master, 
accused by his enemies, and stabbed by 
an assassin, who was a follower of Hasan 
Sahhah, the Old Man of the Mountain, on 
Friday night the 15th October, a.d. 1092, 
Eamazau, a.h. 485, at a place called Naha- 
waud. His body was carried to Isfahan, 
where he was interred with great pomp. It 
is said that the assassin was suborned against 
him by Malikshah, who was fatigued to see 
him live so long. The Sultan smvived him 
35 days only. Nizam-ul-Mulk appears to he 
the author" of the work entitled Siar^%il~ 
Malulc. [Nizrnn and Hasan Sahhah had 
both been school -fellows of the poet Umau 
IHuiyyam (f.'y.).] 

Nizam-ul-Mulk 

entitled ^Asaf Jah, w-liose 

original name was Chiu Kiilich IClian, was 
the son of f^iazi-uddln K]irin Jang, a i'avonrite 
Turkman officer of the emperor ‘Alaiiigir, 
under which monarch he also distinguished 
himself. In the reign of the emperor 
Farriilffi-siyar, lie held tlie government of 
Moradabad* and was afterwards appointed 
governor of Maiwa, which province he 
restored to a flourishing condition, hut the 
reputation he acquired rendered him an object 
of jealousy to the t^vo brothers, Sayyad 
‘Abdullah Hhan and Husain ‘All Khan, who 
wished to remove him to anotlier (piarter 
less favourable to liis interest than the 
frontier of the Deccan; but Nizam-ul-Mulk, 
not willing to (piit bis post, excused Inmself, 
and resolved to seek an iiideqiendeiit powder in 
the Deccan. The disturbed state of that 
country gave him a protonce for raising troops, 
and tiumed bis attention to the conquest of 
the Deccan. By intrigue and money he 
obtained possession of the fort of Asirgarh 
about the year a.d. 1717, and procured' the 
junction of several oflicers of the province. 
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. He was pursued from Hindustan by the 
force iiiider Dilawar Kban and another under 
Alam ‘All Khan, both of whom he defeated 
and slew in battle in April, a.d. 1720, and 
at last remained without a rival in the Deccan. 
In the reign of Muhammad Shah, after the 
death of the two Sayyads, he was invited to 
court by that emperor ; and on his arrival at 
Delili, the high office of prime minister was 
conferred on him, but Nizam -ul-Mulk, being- 
soon disgusted with the state of things 
at court, sent in his resignation, and 
marched o:ffi for the Deccan, and though he 
continued to send honorary presents on 
fixed occasions to the emperor, he thenceforth 
conducted himself, in other respects, as an 
independent prince, and governed the pro- 
vinces of the Deccan for 30 years -with great 
ability and success. He was present in the 
battle which took place bet-ween Muhammad 
Shah and Nadir Shah, but soon returned 
to the Deccan ; and the present Nizams 
of Haidarabad are his descendants and 
successors. He died on the 22nd May, A.n. 
1748, 4th Jiimada II. a.h. 1161, thirty-seven 
days after the death of the emperor Muham- 
mad Shah, at a very advanced age, and was 
buried at Burhanpur near the tomb of Shah 
Biirhan-uddin (Hiarib. He left behind him 
six sons, vk. - uddin, Nasir Jang, 

Salabat Jang, Nizam ‘All, Basalat Jang and 
Mughal ‘All, and was succeeded in the 
government of the Deccan by the second, 
Mir Ahmad surnamed Nasir Jang, who was 
present at Burhanpur when his father died ; 
the eldest, Ghazi-uddin IQian, then residing at 
Dehli in the office of Amir-ul-‘Umra. Nasir 
Jang was assassinated in December, a.d. 
1750, and Mnzaffiar Jang, a grandson of 
Nizam-ul-Mulk, was placed on the throne 
and soon afterwards assassinated, in Fehriiary, 
a.d. 1751. Salabat Jang-, hy the influence of 
the French, was then proclaimed and reigned 
until A.D. 1761, when he was imprisoned, 
and in A.D. 1763 put to death by his brother 
Nizam ‘All, who assumed the administration, 
and reigned till 6th August, a.d. 1803, wffien 
lie died, and was succeeded by his eldest son, 
Mirza Sikaiidar Jah. Sikandar Jah died on 
the 23rd May, a.d. 1820, and was succeeded 
hy his son Mir Farldiimda ‘Ali Khan, the 
late Nizam (1858). Nizam-ul-Mulk appears 
to have been the author of a Diwan, which 
was found in the Library of Tipu Sultan, 
called iJiwan ^Ascif Nizam-uUMulk.

tlie father of Ahmad KTizam 

Shah Bahri, who was the first Idng of the 
Nizam Shahi dynasty. Nizam-ul-Mulk was 
originally a Brahman of Bijanagar, but, being 
taken prisoner in his infancy hy the army of 
Sultan Ahmad Sliali Bahmani, was made a 
Miisalman, and was educated as one of the 
royal slaves. He finished liis education under 
the same tutor -with the kiug’s eldest son, 
Sultan Muhammad, and became eminently 
learned in Persian and Arabic literature. On 


tbe accession of Sultan Muhammad II. to the 
throne of the Deccan, in a.d. 1463, he was 
raised to the rank of a thousand and the charge 
of the royal falconry was entrusted to him, 
on which account he was called Bahri, Le. a 
falconer. By degrees he rose to the highest 
honours and was appointed governor of 
Tilangana. On the death of Muhammad 
Shah, in a.d. 1482, he by his will became 
first minister to his son Sultan Mahmud II. 
who added Bir and other districts to his 
jagir. This he committed to his son Malik 
Ahmad, who took up his residence at Khaihar 
and employed himself diligently in the affairs 
of his government, and after his father’s 
death set up a separate dynasty in the Deccan 
called Nizam Shahi, the capital of which was 
Ahmadnagar. Nizam-ul-Mnlk, who had the 
sole power of the administration in his hands, 
latterly paid little or no regard for the king’s 
aiithoritj^ and was murdered by the orders of 
the Sultan about the year A.D. 1486, a.h. 891, 
or some time afterwards.

The Prince "was, at the 
suggestion of his father, the emperor Akbar, 
sent on service ; while, in order to withchnw 
the lady from the attimtions of the prince, 
slic was marriud to Slier Afgaii l^ian, a 
young l*orsian lately come into the service, to 
whom Akbar gave a jagir in Bengal. After 
the death of his fatlier, Jahangir appointed 
(Tiitk-iiddiii li0.ian, liis fostcr-hrotlier, the son 
of SliailA Salim Cliishti, as governor of 
Bengal. Qutli-uddin on liis arrival at 

Burdwiiu, w'us slain by Slier Afgiin lOiiLn, 
who was iiimsiilf des]>atched by Qiitb-uddin’s 
attendants. Kiir Jahaii ivas kdzed and sent 
as a prisoner to Dehli, and was at first placed 
by the emperor among the attendants of his 
luoihm’, but he sul)se(|iieutly married her in 
the sixth year of liis reign, a.d. 1010, a.h. 
1019, cliaiigisl licr name, which was Mehr-im- 
Kisa, into iSYir Jahan (the light of the world), 
and raised her to honours such as had never 
before been enjoyed by the consort of any 


king in India. From this period her ascend- 
ancy knew no bounds ; the emperor took no 
step without consulting her, and on every 
affair in which she took an interest, her will 
was law. A circumstance so uncommon in 
an Asiatic government is thus recorded on 
the coins of that period: — “ By order of the 
emperor Jahangir, gold acquired a hundred 
times additional value by the name of the 
empress hfur Jahan.” Her father, hlirza 
Ghayas or Ayas, was made prime minister 
with the title of I‘tmad-nddaula ; and her 
two brothers were raised to the first rank of 
‘Hmra, by the titles of Ya‘tqad lOian. and 
‘Asaf Khan. One of the accomplishments 
by which she captivated Jahangir, is said 
to have been her facility in composing ex- 
temporary verses. After the death of her 
Imshand, she was treated with much respect 
and allowed a stipend of £250,000 a year. 
She sm'vived Jahangir eighteen years, and 
died aged 72 in a.d. 1645, a.h. 105f5, at 
Lahore, where she was buried in the mau- 
soleum of her husband close to liis tomb, 
some say near the tomb of her brother ‘Asaf 
IDian oh the banks of the Rawi, at Lahore. 
Hugh Murray, in his History of British 
Inilia^ p. 230, by his erroneous assertion, 
that she was buried in the mausoleum at 
Agra called the Taj Mahal, has misguided 
many others. Even* so late as the year a.d. 
1858, the author of the History of the Indian 
Mevolt^ page 109, says that “this was the 
mausoleum of Shah j'ahan and his favourite 
wife Niir Jahan.” [Some further particulars 
may be found in the Turlcs in India ^ by the 
present Editor.]

607, regretted by his subjects 
as a mild and beneficent ruler, llis son Azz- 
uddin, after a reign of between seven and 
eight years, was succeeded by an infant sou 
hearing the title of Kur-uddin Arsalan II, 
who survived him only a few months.

of the most celebrated and powerful of the 
hruliamm.'idnn rulers of Syria in the age of 
the Crusades, born a.d. lil7, a.h. 511, was 
a yoimger son of ‘Imad-uddin Zangi, the 
second of the dynasty of the /Vtabaks of ‘Iraq 
and Syria. At the Cleath of his father, who 
^vas inm-d.ered by his own Mamluks at the 
siege of Jabhrir,' a.d. 1146, A. it. 541, Kur- 
uddin, hastening to Aleppo with the signet of 
the deceased prince, secured the possession of 
that city and of his father’s Syrian dominions ; 
while ]\lesopotainia, with Miisal for a capital, 
fell to tlie lot of the elder brother Saif -uddin ; 
and the feeble attempts of Alp Arsalan, a 
prince of the house of Saijuq, to assert his 


ancestral claims to the dominion of these 
provinces were easily frustrated by the com- 
bined power of the two hrothers. The earliest 
exploits of the reign of Kur-uddin were in 
continuance of the Holy War which his 
father had assiduously waged against the 
Latin Christians of Palestine. Joseeline de 
Courtenay, whose capital of Edessa had been 
taken by Zangi a few years previous, was 
signally repulsed in an attempt to recover it, 
and the Christian inhabitants, who had aided 
the enterprise, were put to the sword without 
mercy by command of Kur-uddin, who even 
levelled the fortifications of the town to pre- 
vent it ever again becoming a bulwark to the 
kingdom of Jerusalem. The recovery of this 
important fortress was the avowed object of 
the second Crusade, undertaken a.d. 1148, 
A.H. 543, under Louis VII. of France and 
the emperor Conrad ; hut of the mighty hosts 
which they led from Europe, only a miserable 
and dispirited remnant escaped the arrows of 
the Saljuqi Turks in their march through 
Anatolia to Palestine, the project of retaking 
Edessa was abandoned as hopeless, the siege 
of Damusciis, which was attacked by the 
crusading monarchs in conjunction with 
Baldwin III. of Jerusalem, was foiled when 
on the eve of success by the address with 
wliicli the minister of tlie Muslim prince 
Mnjir-uddin fomented the mutual jealousies 
of the Christian leaders ; and this vast 
armament, which if properly directed might 
have overAvlielmed the rising power of Kur- 
uddin, only served by its failure to extend 
and confirm it. Kesiiming the offensive im- 
mediately after the departure of the Crusaders, 
he invaded the territory of Antioch, and in a 
pitched battle (27th June, a.d. 1149) routed 
and slew the prince Raymond, whose head 
was sent as a trophy to the Khalif at Bagh- 
dad; and though he sustained a severe 
defeat in the following year from his ancient 
opponent Joseeline de Courtenay, who sur- 
prised his camp, this disgrace was amply 
compensated by the captivity of tliat active 
leader, who was soon afterwards seized, -wMle 
hunting, by a marauding pai’ty of Turkmans, 
and died in confiiiDment, while th;* remaining 
dependencies of Edessa, the fortress of Ain- 
tah, Tellbasher, llaveudeii, etc., fell almost 
■without resistance into the power of Kur- 
uddin, whose dominions now inclurled the 
whole of Korthern Syria. Mujir-iiddln was 
still the nominal ruler of Damascus and the 
southern portion, but the gOTcrnment was 
entirely in the hands of his wazir IMofin- 
uddin Anar, whose daughter Kiir-uddin had 
married ; and after the death of this able 
minister the inhahitiints, alarmed at the 
capture of Ascalon by Baldwin III. in a.d. 
1153, and dreading an attack from the 
Christians, voluntarily olfered their allegiance 
to Kur-uddin (1154j as the price of his 
protection. The weak Mujir-uddin resigned 
his power, and sought an asylum at the 
court of the Klialif of Baghdad, which then 
seems to have been the usual retreat of 
deposed princes; while Kur-uddin, the 
circuit of whose realms now encompassed 
on all sides by laud the Latin tenitories in 
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Palestine, and extended to the frontiers of 
tlie Patimite possessions in Egypt, fixed liis 
capital at Damascns, 'wliicli lie raised from 
tlie ruinous state in wMcli it liad been left by 
an eartliqxiake, and adorned with mostpies, 
foiintains, colleges, and hospitals. The death 
of Baldwin III. in a.d. 1162, released IS'nr- 
nddin from the ablest of his antagonists, his 
brother and successor, Almaric, or Amaury, 
being far inferior to Baldwin, both in 
prowess and abilities. Mesopotamia, ruled 
by the Sultan’s nephews, acknowiedged his 
supremacy as head of the family ; he was 
now, hy his officers, absolute master of 
Egypt ; " his name was recited with that of 
the Khalif Miistazi of Ba gh dad in all the 
mosques throughout his doiuiiiions, and even 
ill the lioly cities of Mecca anil Medina, 
which Tfiraii Shah, hrotlier of Salah-iiddin, 
had made dependencies of Egypt. But the 
fcnvBT and glory of hTiir-uddln had now 
attained their liighest pitch, and the three 
remaining years of his life were unmarked by 
any meiuorable achievement, and discpiieted 
by the forebodings of the future dowait’all of 
his house by the ambition of Sfdah-nddin, 
who, thongli still ostensibly acting as his 
lieutenant, and making pnlilic professions of 
loyalty and obedience, had in fact become 
independent master of Egypt, and eluded 
or disregarded all tbe orders of his nominal 
sovereign. Nur-nddin w'as preparing to 
inarch into Egypt to reduce or expel bis 
refractory vassal, wdum an attack of quiusy 
terminated liis life at Damascus after a 
prosperous reign of 27 years on the 26th 
May, A.n. 1173, 21st Siiawwall, a.h. 509. 
liis son Malik-ns-Sfilali Isindfil, a yonlh 11 
years old, siieceedecl to the titular sovereignty 
of liis extensive dominions, but was speedily 
stripped by Srilah-uddln of Damascus and 
tbe greater part of Syria, and died 8 years 
afterw'ards, reduced to tbe sovereignty of 
Aleppo and its depeudencios.

Nusherwaii (JaLjs ), sur- 

named ‘Adil or the Just (Chosroes of the 
Greeks), was the son of Qubad, king of I*ersia, 
at whose death, a.d. 531, he ascended the 
throne of that Idugdom. Tlie accounts given 
by Eastern and Western authors of the suc- 
cesses of this king in his invasions of the 
Eoraan empire, diifer but very little. Some 
of the former have falsely asserted that he 
took an emperor of the Eomans prisoner ; and 
they have all, with a partiality that, in 
national historians writing of this monarch, 
seems almost excusable, passed over the few 
reverses which his arms sustained. But the 
disgraceful peace which the emperor Justinian 
purchased at the commencement of the reign 
of JSTusherwan, the subsequent war, the re- 
duction of all Syria, the capture of Antioch, 
the unopposed progress of the Persian monarch 
to the shores of the Mediterranean, his con- 
quest of Iberia, Calchos, and the temporary 
establishment of his power on the banks of 
the Phasis and on the shores of the Euxine, 
are facts not questioned by his enemies. They, 
however, assert, that his g-enius as a military 
leader, even when his fortune was at the 
highest, was checked by Boli.sarius, who was 
twice sent to oppose his" progress ; and whose 
success, considering his want of means and 
the character of the court he served, was 
certainly wonderful. In all the negotiations 
which took place between the emperor Justinian 


and Husherwan, tbe latter assumed the tone 
of a superior. His lowest servants were 
treated, at the imperial coiut, in a manner 
calculated to inflame the pride and raise the 
insolence of a vain and arrogant nation ; and 
the impressions "which this conduct must have 
made were confirmed by the agreement of 
the Eoman emperor to pay 30,000 pieces of 
gold, a sum which could have been of no 
importance to Husherwan, but as it showed 
the monarch of the Western world in the 
rank of one of his tributaries. In a second 
w-ar "^dth the Eoman emperors Justin and 
Tiberius, Husherwan, who though SO years 
of age, still led his armies, experienced some 
reverses of fortune ; but the perseverance and 
valour of the aged sovereign were ultimately 
rewarded by the conquest of Dara and the 
plunder of Syria, a.d. 572. He died after a 
prosperous reign of 48 years about the year 
A.D. 579, and was succeeded by his son 
Hiirrauz IV. 

Miihamniad, who was horn during the 
reign of Kusherwaii, a.d. 671, used to boast 
of his fortune in being born when so just a 
king reigned. This is great praise, and' from 
a source that cannot be suspected of flattery.

After 
his father’s deatli lie made himself Sulfaii 
of the Turks at Bnisa in A.i). 1327, a.h. 
727, by the destruction of his elder brothers. 
He added largely to tlie territories of his 
father, and formed a body of infantry, after- 
wards formidable to Europe — tlie Yeniclieri 
or Jaiinisaris. He died about the year a.b. 
1359, A.H. 700, and was succeeded liy his son 
Murad I. (Amarath). 
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Padmawati daughter of 

tlie Eaja of Ceylon, wlio was carried o:ff 
forcibly by Eatan Sain, Eaja of Cliittor, and 
taken away from liiin by Sultan ‘Ala-uddin, 
when lie conquered Cbittor about tbe year 
A.D. 1303, A.H. 703. Her story called Qissae 
JPadmaivat has been wTitten in Persian poetry | 
by Husain of ^lazni, and there is also a 
version in tbe Bhakha language in verse, by 
Malik Muhamniad Jaesi. There is another 
in Persian prose by Eae Gobind Munshi, who 
wrote it in a.d. 1652, a.h. 1062, and called 
it TidcfaUtiUKidtlh, which is also a chrono- 
gram for that year. In the year a.d. 1796, 
A.H. 1211, another translation into Urdu 
verse was written by two poets, the first part 
by Mir Ziya-uddin Tbrat, and the last by

of Eaja Bliagwan I)as Kaclihwalia of Amber. 
He died before his father, and left a son 
named Maha Singh, the father of Mirza 
Eaja Jai Singh. 

Partap Singh Eaja of 

Jaipur. He succeeded his father Madho 
Singh in a.d. 1778, joined the confederacy 
organised by Bijai Singh, Eajrhore 
and shared his oKU'tbrow 1790 ; made peace 
in consequence, and died in a.d. 1803, when 
he was succeeded by bis son Eaja Jagat 
Singli. Don Pedro de Silva was employed 
by Partap Singh as a physician, at the time 
when Colonel Polier visited Jaipur in search 
of the Yedas of the Hindus, about the year 
A.D. 1788. His son or grandson Augustine 
de Silva, who received a pension from the 
Eaja of Bhartpur, died in tlie year a.d. 
1856 ; his son Joseph de Silva kttled at 
Agra, and the pension was continued to him. 
After the death of Jagat Singh, who died 
wdthout issue, Eaja Jai Singh III. posthu- 
mous, believed supposititious, succeeded Mm 
A.D. 1818. 

Partap Singli Narayan 

Eaja of Sitara, the son of 

Eaja S aim, commonly called Abba Sahib, and 
grandson of Eaghojl Bhosla. He was closely 
confined by the Pesbwa Baji Eilo. After the 
dethronement of Apa Sahib, he was released 
from confinement and formally enthroned by 
the English on the lltli April, a.d. 1818, 
and a part of the Puna territories assigned for 
his support. On the 25th Septemher, a.d. 
1819, a treaty was concluded between the 
British Government and the Eaja, ceding to 
him the districts he subsequently possessed. 
He violated Ms treaty, ivas deposed in 1839, 
and died at Benares in a.d. 1847. He left 
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only one clangliter, Init was reported to liave 
adopted Balwaiit Singli Bhosla as her son. 
His next brother having died without issue in 
1821, the third brother, Shahji alias Appa 
Sahib, succeeded in a.d. 1839, and died 5th 
April, A.D. 1848, leaving no issue.

Ho was murdered 
by the Baja of .’landpilr wiiile eiigagtB in tlie 
coiigeniuroccupatiHii of lifting some of the 
Baja’s ]n-o])CTly. .lie was sum'cded by bis 
soil Daiuaji, wiu> was an unwortliy represtm- 
lalivt; of bis illuslriou.s sire. He had the 
audacity to declare ojitm war against the 
Pt'diwa while the I’cshwa was umaicumhered 
wilti any other t|uarre{s, and as the result of 
til is unequal eonte.st he lost half of his 
])o.ssessions, and was forced to hold the other 
lialf lum-self as a lief from the Peshwa. Syaji, 
the sou of Dauj’oji, was a fool, and Auand 
Bao was a fool, that is, not fools in the 
conventional and uiicom])limentary sense of 
the \\’oi'<l, but literally fools — persons of weak 
intellect. But they were the heirs to the 
throne, tind it was sought to make them the 
victims of an usurjaitiou. The British 
Government was horritied at this imcpiity, 
and they stepped in to prevent it. Afterwards, 
when the British wore engaged in their 
fresh struggle with the lY'shwa, Baroda sided 


with us. The Marhatta confederacy was 
broken up, and in the final settlement the 
Gaikowar received a large accession of 
territory. Anand Bao died in a.d. 1819, and 
was succeeded by Saiaji Bao. Since then we 
have maintained what was called by the term 
of the treaty our aMance with Baroda.

1009, A.H. 400, and wrote poetry in Arabic, 
Persian and the Dilami language. 

Pir Ali Hajwiri, Shaikli ( 

y •• '* 

a native of Hajwir, a 

village in (Piazm, and author of the work 
called Kashf^uUIfaJijuh. He died about the 
year a.d. 1064, a.k. 456, and is buried at 
Lahore. 

Pir Badar (jSJ a celebrated 

Miisalmaii .saint, whose tomb is at Chitagfaiw 
in Bengal and is evidently of great antiquity. 
There is a stone scraped into fiirro’ws, on 
which, it is said, Pir Badar used to sit ; tliere 
is also another hearing an inscription, which 
from exposure to the w’eather, and having on 
it numerous coats of whitewash, is illegible. 
There is a mosque near the tomb, with a slab 
of granite, hearing an illegible inscription, 
apparently from the Quran. At a short 
distance is the Mas j id of Muhammad Yasln 
with an inscription conveying the year of the 
Eijri 1136. (a.d. 1724). 

Pir Mnliammad 

was the eldest son of Jahangir Mirza and 
grandson of Amir Tairaur. He was sent to 
India some time before his grandfather, 
mz. in the year a.d. 1397, a.h. 799, and 
had already taken possession of Multan when 
liis fraudfather invaded it. He was a brave 
prince and his grandfather had bequeathed 
his crown to him, but he was at Qandahar 
when his grandfather died; and IHialil 
Sultfin, another grandson, who was present 
with the army, obtained the support of 
several powerful chiefs, and the possession of 
Samarqand, the capital of the empire. A 
contest took place between these princes, 
which terminated unfavourably for Pir 
Muliammad, who was put to death by the 
treachery of his own minister six months after 
the death of his grandfather, a.d. 1405, a.h, 
808.

Being ordered by 
his fatlier iMaiigii, then lyliakan of the 
Mongols, to subjugate Corea and China, he 
entered China witli an immense army in a.d. 
1290, di’ove out the Tartars of tlie Kin 
dynasty and took possrs:sioii of Kortli China. 
Ill 1279 be cohipleU'd the ruin of the Song 
dynasty In in \ a thug and subduing Southern 
China,' so' that his dominion now extended 
from the Fidzou Oeceaii to the Straits of 
Malacca and irtim C'ort'a to Asia Minor — an 
extent of tciritory tlie like of which had 
never he lore, and has seldom since, been 
governed hy any on*' monarch. The rule of 
the Mughiiis. hiileito severe and harharoiis, 
changed iis charai'irr in the reign of this 
prince, wlio adojited entirely tlie manners of 
the Chinese, and who is regarded, even l)y 
tliat ])eople, as one of the best and most 
illustrious of their cii]])eroi*s. lie died in a.d. 
1 2 9 4 , A . n . G 9 3 . E n gl isl 1 rea ders w i 1 1 recognise 
the ‘‘Kluihla ICifiii’’ of S. T. Coleridge.

But the 
mwt of this family, Uahus, whose title was 
Shanur-ul-lMnlk, * or ‘‘the candle of the 
kingdom,” is ta'lehrafed for liis extraordinary 
wistlom and learning. He was, by the 
instigation of his son .Maimchehr, slain by 
his own mutinous ollieers a.d. 1012, a.h. 
403, whoso excesses he had probably desired 
to r(!>train. He was succeeded by his son 
hltinuehehr, who snhmitted to the'power of 
Siiltan IMahinud of (Iliazni ; but that monarch 
not only {.•ontinued liim in his family posses- 
sions, but gave him his danglitor in marriage. 
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He died a.d. 1070, a.h. 463, and was 
succeeded in the government of Jnrjan by bis 
son Gilaii Shah, Qabus is the author of 
several works, one of which is called KamaU 
tiUBaltighat. 

Qadard the son of Ja^far Beg 

Dilud, and brother of Alp Arsalaii of the 
race of Saljfik. He was installed by Tngbral 
Beg, his hncle, in a.d. 1041, a.ii. ‘433, and 
became the first Sultan of tlie Saljfik dynasty 
of Kirmdu, where he reigned 32 years anil 
died of poison in a.d. 1072, a.h. 465, by 
order of Atalik Shah.

A.D. 1005 and 1024. It is related of him 
tliat he was very fond of music, and that four 
hags were constantly placed round his sofa, 
and as he listened to the song he cast 
handfuls of gold and silver to the poets. 

Qael (J.j> 15), poetical name of ^Abdullah, 

a Persian poet. 

Qaeli or Qabili of Sabzwar, 

is the author of a biography or Tazkira of 
poets.

1162, and his estates confiscated by tlie wazir. 
The principal servants of the deceased were 
sent prisoners to Allahabad ; but his mother 
was allowed to keep the city of Farruldiahad 
and twelve small districts for the support of 
the family, as they had been conferred on it 
in perpetuity by the emperor Farriikh-siyar. 
The conquered country was coimnitted to the 
care of the wazir’s deputy, Raja Nawiib Rae, 
who was soon afterwards slain in battle against 
Ahmad Klian, the brother of Qaem Jang, 
who took possession of the country.

She 
was the daughter of Muzalfar Husain Mirzii 
Siifwi, of the royal house of Persia, who was 
the son of Sultan Husain Mirza, the son of 
Bahrain Mirza, the son of Shah Isma‘il I. of 
Persia. When Akbar Shah, in the third year 
of his reign, made over Qaiidahar to Shilh 
‘Abbas, king of Persia, the latter conferred the 
government of that province on his nephew 
Sultan Husain Mirza, after whose death his 
son MuzafL'ar Husain succeeded him. His 
three brothers came to India in the 3Sth year 
of Akbar (a.d. 1592), and Muzaffar Husain 
followed them afterwards, was received by 
the emperor with the greatest Idndness, and 
honoured with tlie rank of 5000 and the 
jagir of Samhhal. Ilis sister Qaiidahari 
Begam was married in September, a.d. 1610, 
Eajah, a.h. 1019, to Prince Kliiirram (after- 
wards Shah Jahrm), the son of the emperor 
Jahangir, and received the title of Qandalnlri 
Bogarii, because she was born at (iandahiir. 
The yc'ar of her deatli is unknown. Slie lies 
buried at Agra, in the centre of a garden called 
Qanilabari Ba gh. The Imilding over her tomb, 
which is in the vault, is converted into a 
dwelling ])laco ; it is a, hoautiful edifice, and 
now belongs to the liaja of Bhartpiir. 

Qaplan Beg of the 

QnshchT family, was horn in India and served 
under Xhilii - Kiiaiiaii in the Deccan with 
great distinction, and was in high favour 
with Jalifingir. He is the author of a Diwan 
and a l^rasnawi ; the latter is called Mah Dost^ 
which celebrates the loves of Eustam and 
lludaba. 

Qara Arsalan (which sig- 

nifies, in Turkish, a black lion), suriiamed 
‘Imad-uddln, was the son of Baud, the son 
of Sukmaii hin-Artak. Niir-uddm Mahmud 
was his son, to whom Sdluh-uddiii (Saladin) 
gave the city of ‘Amid or Qara ‘Amid in 
Mesopotamia a.d. 1 183, a.h. 597. His name 
is to he found in some of oiir Biographical 
Dictionaries under Cara Arslan.

The Turkmans of Asia 

Minor were divided into two great tribes, the 
Qara. Koinlu and Afpa Koinlu, i.e. the tribes 
of “Black and White Sheep,” from their 
carrying the figures of these animals in their 
respective standards. Qara Miihammad, the 
founder of the first dynasty, left his small 
territories, of which the capital was Van, in 
Armema, to Ms son, Qara Yusuf, who though 
possessed of coiisiclerable power was com- 
pelled to fly before the sword of Timur. 
When that conqueror died, he returned from 
Egypt, and was victorious in an action with 
Sultuii Ahmad Jalayer ilkaui, the ruler of 
Ba gh dad, whom he made prisoner and put to 
death in a.d. 1410, a.h. 813. After this 
success he collected an army of 100,000, and 
was preparing to attack Sultan Shahrukh, the 
son of Amir Timim, when he -was suddenly 
taken ill and died near Tahrez in a.d, 1411, 
a.h. 814. He ivas succeeded by his son 
Sikandar Turkman, who was defeated by 
Shahrukh in A.D. 1421, a.h, 824. Sikandar 
after this had several battles with Sbabrukh, 
but was at last slain by bis son Qiibad a.d. 
1437, a.h. 841, when Shahrukh added Itei 
to his own possessions, and gave Tabrez to 
Jahan Shall, the brother of Sikandar. Jalian 
Shah, after a long reign of 30 lunar years, 
fell in one of the first actions he fought with 
Uzzan Hasan, chief of the Turkmans of the 
White Sheep, in Hovemher, a.d. 1467, 
Eabi‘ II. a.h. 872.

Qara Yusuf \jJ). Vide Qara

Qarmat (k^js), or Qarmata, a famous 

impostor, named Abu Zar, who in the year 
A.D. 891 became the head of a sect called 
Qarmati or Karaniatians, which overturned 
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all tlie principles of Muliammadanism. He 
came from Khozistaii to the villages near 
Kiifa, and there pretended great sanctity and 
strictness of life, and that Grod had enjoined 
him to pray fifty times a day; pretending 
also to invite people to the obedience of a 
certain Imam of the family of Muhammad ; 
and this way of life he continued till he had 
made a very great party, out of whom he 
chose twelve apostles to govern the rest, and 
propagate his doctrines. Afterwards, his 
courage failing him, he retired to Syria, and 
was never heard of any more. This sect 
began in the IQiilafat of Al-Mo‘tamid; they 
multiplied greatly in Arabian Iraq or Chaldea, 
and maintained perpetual wars against the 
lOialTf. In the year a.b. 931, they besieged 
and took the city of Mecca, filled the well 
Zamzam with dead bodies, defiled and plun- 
dered the temple and carried away the black 
stone ; but they brought it again in a.d. 950, 
and fastened it to tlie seventh pillar of the 
portico, giving out that they had both taken 
it away, and hroiight it hack again, hy 
express ' order from heaven. This sect was 
dissipated by degrees, and at last became 
quite extinct.

Qasim Ali Khan, Mir (^l.Au U ^[3 

commonly called Mir Qasim, 

was the son-in-law of Mir Ja^far Ali I^an, 
the Nawab of Bengal. The English, deceived 
by his elegance of manners and convinced of 
his skill in' the finances of Bengal, raised him 
to the masuad in the room of his father-in- 
law in A.D. 1760, A.ii. 1174. He, in the 
latter years of his government, retired to 
Mnnger, and, actuated by a keen resentment 
agaiust the English for tbeir extensive en- 
croacliments on his authority and the commerce 
of his country, formed the plan of throwing 
off their yoke and annihilating their influence 
in Bengal ; but was dejiosed and defeated, in 
a battle fought on the Odwa Nala on the 2nd 
August, A.n. 1763, 22nd Miiluirram, a.h. 
1177 , and the deposed Mawab Ja‘far Ali 
Kjian was again placed on the Masnad. Qasim 
Ali, incensed to madness at these reverses, 
fled from Miiiigcr to Patna, and there cruelly 


ordered the massacre of the English in his 
power: there were fifty gentlemen, Messrs. 
Ellis, Hay, Lushiugton, and others, and 100 
of lower rank. On the 5th October they 
were brought out in parties, and harharoiisly 
cut to pieces, or shot under the direction of a 
German, named Samru or Sombre. Hunger 
fell to the English early in October. Patna 
was stormed on the 6th November, and the 
Ex-Nawah Qasim Ali fled to the wazir of 
Audh, wdth his treasures and the remnant of 
his army. On the 23rd October, a.d. 1764, 
Major Carnac fought the celebrated battle^ of 
Buxar, completely routing the wazir Shuja- 
uddaiila’s army. The following day the 
Mughnl emperor Shah Alam threw himself 
on the protection of the British, and joined 
their camp with the imperial standard of 
Hindustan. The British army advanced to 
overrun Audh. The wazir refused to deliver 
up Qasim ‘Ali, though he had seized and 
plundered him. Qasim Ali made his escape 
at first into the Eohela country, with a few 
friends and some jewels, which he had saved 
from the fangs of his late ally, the wazir, and 
found a comfortable asylum in that country ; 
hut liis intrigues rendered him disagreeable 
to the chief under whose protection he resided, 
he w’’as obliged to leave it, and took shelter 
wdth the liana of Goliad. After some years’ 
residence in his country he proceeded to 
J5dhpur, and from thence came to try his 
fortune in the service of the emperor Shah 
Alam about the year a.d. 1774, a.h. 1188, 
but was disappointed, and died shortly after- 
wards in A.D. 1777, A.H. 1191, at Kotwal, an 
obscure village near Dehli, nnpitied even by 
his own family. With Qasim Ali ended, 
virtually, the "powers of the Subadars of 
Bengal.

Qasim Anwar, Sayyad : 

samara ed Ma^in -addin All, a 

great mystical poet, called from his knowledge 
and writings the ‘ ‘ diver into the sea of 
truth,” the “ falcon of the transcendent 
plains,” the “ profound knower of the world 
of spirits,” the “key of the treasury of 
secrecy,” etc. He was horn at Tahrez; and 
was a member of a considerable family of the 
tribe of Sayyad, descended from tile same 
stock as the Prophet. In his youth he dedicated 
himself, under the guidance ot‘ Shfiikh Sadr- 
uddin Musa Ardibcii, to the contemplative 
life and deep study of the Sufis. He then 
jommeyed to Giluh, where he soon acquired 
great fame ; and .siibso(piently went into 
Khurasan. During his residence at Herat 
he obtained such celebrity, and was surrounded 
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by so many princes and learned men, bis 
followers, that Mirza SlialirnlA (the son of 
Amir Timur) , moved by j ealoiisy of the Sayyad, 
and attentive to tlie danger of tbe increase of 
tbe Sufi creed, commanded Mm to retire from 
tbe capital. In order to mitigate tbe barsh- 
ness of this command Baisangbar, tbe son of 
Sbabrul^, a learned and noble prince, took 
upon himself to make it Imown to tbe Sayyad, 
wliicb be did in tbe most bumane manner, 
inquiring of biin, in tbe course of conversation, 
wby be did not folloAv tbe counsel contained 
ill bis own verse. Tbe Sayyad inquired in 
wbicb verse, and Baisangbar immediately 
quoted tbe following : — 

‘‘ Qasim, cease at once tby lay ; 

Bise and take tby onward way ; 

Other lands baving waited long, 

Wortby tliy iinmortal song ; 

Grive tlie bird of paradise 
Wbat tbe vnltnre cannot prize ; 

Honey let tby friends receive, 

To tby foes tbe carrion leave.” 

Tlie Sayyad tbanked liim, and immediately 
set out for Balkb and Siimarqand, where be 
remained for a time. He afterwards, how- 
ever, returned to Herat, where, as before, be 
was constantly foIlo\ved by great and powerfid 
men. His death occurred in the village of 
Kliarjard in Jam, near Herat, where a garden 
bad been bought for him by bis disciples, in 
wbicb he greatly delighted. This event took 
place in the yesir a.d. 1431, a.h. 835, and 
bis tomb was erected in the very garden wliicb. 
be so much enj eyed. Amir Alisher al’terwards 
piously endowed it. A bo(.)k of Odes is tbe 
only work be lias left behind, in wbicb lie 
uses Qasim for bis poetical name. 

Qasim Arsalan

Arsalaii Jazib, a general of Siilfan Mahmud 
of tlliazin.

Qasim Barid Sliali I. (^IAj 

was the .founder of tbe Btirid Slialii djaiasty 
in tbe Deccan. He wjis a Turkish or 
Ge(»rgian slave, hocaiiie by degrees tbe wazir 
of ]\ialnnud 81i;lb Il.’^king of tbe Deccan, 
and assmiied sncli jiower as to take upon hini- 
S(ilf tbe entire goi'enimeut of the kingdom. 
He treated tbe hing as a mere pageant, and 
about the year a.d. 1492, A.ii. 898, by the 
advice (»f ‘Adil Shrill, Nizam Sliab and ‘Imad 
Shall, became entirely independent, and, 
leaving to tbe lung only the town and fort of 
Abrnadabad Bldar, read tbe public prayers 
and coined money in bis own name. After 
having ruled bis estate for a period of twelve 
years, during tlm lifetime c»f Ms sovereign, he 
died in the year a.d. 1504, a.h. 910, and.Iiis 
son Amir Baiid saccoeded liim in office, and- 
assuming still gi’(.!ater ]3ower deprived Mah- 
mud Sbrdi. of what little power bad been left 


him by bis father. Seven princes of this 
family have reigned since their establishment 
in tbe capital of Abrnadabad Bidar ; their

He was' a pupil of ‘Abdul llaliman Jami ; be 
accompanied Mirza Kamraii, tbe brother of 
the emperor Ilmnayun, on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca from Herat, and after the death 
of that prince in a.d. 1557, a.h. 964, he 
came to India in the reign of the emperor 
Akbar. For a long ])erio(l be reniaiiitid with 
Bahadur lOian, tbebrotbei ol ‘Ali Qidi Ivbrui, 
at Benitras, and after his demise lie came to 
, Agra, where be passed the remainder of bis 
life, and died there on tbe 17tli April, a.d.

was a nobleman 

of the court of the emperors Jahangir and 
Slifili Jahaii, and held the rank of 5,000. He 
was a native of Sahzwar and was married to 
Manija Begam, tlie sister of JNur Jahan, 
consequently he was sometimes in jest called 
by the ofiicers of the court “ Qasim Klian 
Alanija.” He is the author of a Diwaii, and 
his poetical name is Qasim. He succeeded 
Fidai Khan in the government of Bengal in 
the first year of Shah Jaliau, A.n. 1628, 
A.H. 10!37. He slew about 10,000 Portuguese 
(men and women) and drove the rest from 
Hugli, of which place he took possession, hut 
died three days afterwards, a.d. 1631, a.h. 
1041. He had built a very grand house at 
Agra, on 10 bighas of land, and on 20 bighas 
of land the garden was built, of which no 
traces now remain. 


Qasim Khan, Sbaikli 

of Fatliapur Sikn, en- 
titled Aliihtashiin IQian, brother of Islam 
Klian. He was a noble of the rank of 4,000 
in the reign of the emperor Jahangir, who 
appointed him governor of Bengal after the 
death of his brother in a.i). 1613, a.h. 1022. 
He invaded Asam, and his troops were mostly 
killed in a night attack by the Asamis, on 
which account he was recalled to court. He 
died not long afterwards.

He succeeded his brother 
Atahak hluhammad in the office of prime 
minister to his nephew Sultan Tnghral III. 
A.n. 1186, A.H. 582, and in combination with 
Husir, the rtiigning khalif of Eaghdad, seized 
and im])risoi.ied Tuj^hral, and resolved to 
usurp the name as well as the power of a 
monarch. Hut the day before that fixed for 
his coronation he fell by a blow of an 
assassin, a.d. 1191, a.h. 587, and was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew Atiibak Abu Eakr, the 
son of Atahak Muhammad.

He subsequently served under Mnbariz 
IQian, governor of Haidarahad, and after his 
death under Hizam-nl-Mulk ‘Asaf Jah, and 
died at Behli in the year a.d. 1746, a.h. 
1159. He was a good niusieian and knew 
the Indian and Porsitm systems of musical 
compositions.

Qnbad (jLi) (Cavades of the Greeks), 

was the son of Firoz I. king of Persia of the 
Sassanian race, and the successor of his brother 
Palash. 'VYe are told tliat wlien his brother 
Palasli came to tlie tlirone Quhiid, who had 
aspired to it, fled towards the territories of 
the lOiaqaii, or king of Transoxiana ; and as 
he passed Naishapur lie spent one night with 
a oeautifiil young lady of that city, who, 
when he returned four years afterwards accom- 
panied by a large army, presented him with 
a fine boy, the^frnit of their casual amour. 
He was delighted with tlie appearance of the 
child ; and as lie was contemplating him, he 
received accounts that his brother Palash was 
no more, and that the crown of Persia awaited 
his acceptance. This intelligence reaching 
him at such a moment made him conclude 
that fortune already smiled on liis son, whom 
lie, from that day, treated with the greatest 
favour, and gave the infant prince the name of 
Nnsherwan (q.v .) . Qnhad succeeded his brother 
in A.D. 488, and carried on a successful war 
against the Boman emperor Anastasius ; and 
died, after a long reign of 43 years, in a.d. 
♦531. His son Hiisherwan succeeded him.

His father Qiiib ul-Mulk was 
originally a Turkisli adventurer who came 
to try his fortune in tlie Deccan and embraced 
the service of Miiliammad Shah Bahmani. 
By degrees he was promoted to high rank ; 
aiid in the reign of Mahraiid Shah obtained 
the title of Quth nl-Mnlk and the Tarafdari 
or government of Telingana. In a.d. 1493, 
A.H. 899, he received orders to besiege the 
fortress of Janikonda, and as he was recon- 
noitring was killed by an arrow from the 
walls. After his death his office and titles 
were conferred by the king on liis son Sultan 
Qiili with the territory of Golkanda, part of 
Telingana, in jagir. On the decline of Hah- 
mani authority, when ‘Adil Shah and others 
assumed royalty, lie also in the year a.d. 1512, 
A.H. 918, stylecl himself Snlt.an of Telingana, 
under the title of Qiili Qutb Shah. He was 
a chief of great abilities and ruled the country 
for a period of 50 years; 18 of which he 
governed Telingana in the name of Mahmud 
Shah, and reighied as Idng 32 lunar years, 
nt the end of which he was assassinated by a 
Turkish slave supposed to have been bribed 
by his son and successor, Jarasbed Qut;b Shah. 
His death happened on Sunday the 2nd 
September, a.d. 1543, 2nd Jumada II. a.k.

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year. In tlie ‘beginning of Ms reign he was 
engaged in war with ‘Adil Shah of Bijapur, 
with whom he conolnded peace in the year 
A.D, 1587, giving him his sister in marriage. 
The air of Golkanda not agreeing with his 
constitution, he founded a city at about eight 
miles distance, wliich he called Bhagnagar, 
after his mistress Bhagmati, a celebrated 
courtezan ; but being afterwards ashamed of 
his amour, he changed it to Haidarabad. 
Shall ‘Abbas, emperor of Persia, courted his 
alliance, by asking his daughter in marriage 
for one of Ms sons ; and Qut.b Shah, esteem- 
ing connection with so august a monarch as 
an honour, complied with the request. He 
was much esteemed for his abilities and en- 
couraged literature ; lie also is the author of 
the work called Kiilluit Qutb 8hah^ a very 
copious volume, containing Hindi, Dakluini. 
and Persian Poems, on a iuiriety of subjects. 
He was the fourth Sultan of the Qutb Shahi 
dynasty and I’eigned 31 years. He died on 
Saturday the lith January, a.b, 1612, 17th 
^i-Qa'da, a.h. 1020, and having no son was 
succeeded by his brother Muhammad Qutb 
Shah.

This is the origin of tlie feuds between the 
houses of Glior and Gl^iazni. Saif-uddin Suri, 
prince of Ghor, brother of the deceased, 
raised an army to revenge his death, with 
which he marched direct to Ghazni, which was 
evacuated by Bahrain, who fled to India. 
After some time Suif-iiddin was betrayed 
into the hands of Sultan Bahrain by the 
inhabitants of Ghazni. The unhappy prince 
had his forehead blackened, and was seated 
astride on a bullock with his face towards 
the tail. In this manner he was led round 
the whole city ; after which, being lirst put 
to torture, Ms bead was cut off and sent 
to his uncle Sultan Sanjar Saljuqi, wMle 
Ms wazir, Sayyad Alajd-uddin, was impaled. 
This took place about a.d. 1159, soon after 
wMcli Bahrain was defeated and exjielied 
by Saif-uddin’s brother, Ala-uddin Hasan 
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Qiitb-uddiE Munuwar, Sliaikb 

a Mubammadan 

saint of HunsT, wlio was a grandson of ShailA 
Jamal-iiddiii Aliinad. He lived in the time 
of Siiitan Firoz Shah Barhak, king of DehlL 
He was a contemporary of the celebrated saint 
Shaikh Nasir-iiddin Ohira gh Dehli, both of 
whom were disciples of Shaikh Nizam-nddin 
Aulia, and both of wdiom died the same year. 
Hasir-iiddin died on the 16th September, 
A.D. 1356, 18th Eamazan, a.h. 757, and 
Qiitb-nddm on the 22nd Hovemher, a.d. 
1356, 26th Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 757. The former 
lies buried at Dehli and the latter at Hansi.

was nominated Send Sahib Sabha, or 
general of the Marhatta confederacy, in a.d. 
1734 , received a saiiad from the Pesliwa aud 
became the first Eaja of Berar or Hagpur 
in A.B. 1740, in winch year a great revolu- 
tion took place in tlie ^1 a rliatt a government. 
The Raja of Sitilra, Rauirrija, a weak prince, 
being upon the flirono, it was concerted 
between the two principal officers of the 
State, Baji Kao tlie Pesliwa, and liaghoji 
Bhosla, tlie Balffishi or Commander-m-Chier, 
to divide the dominions of their master. In 
consequence of this arrangement, the former 
assumed the government of the western 
|)rovinces, continuing at the ancient capital 
of Puna ; the latter took the eastern, aud 
b’xed his residence at Hagpiir, a principal 
city in th(3 province of Berar; whilst Ram- 
raja was confined to the fortress of Sitara, 
the Pesliwa administering the govonimont in 
his name. Hence the distinction between 
the hrarliattas of Ihina and Berar. Ra gh oji 
was tlie son of VuuhojI, who 'was killed in 
Audh (lui’iiig the lifetime of his father Par- 
soji, who was Bakhslii under his brother 
Sahoji, the son of tSambhoji, tlie .son of Siviijl, 
the foimdor of the Marhatta empire. liaghoji 
Bhosla died a.d. 1749 or 1753, and trans- 
mit fed his government to his son JanojT, 
%vho, dying in a.d. 177‘2, left his inheritance 
to his nephew and ado])t.ed son liaghoji 
Blio.sla II. the son of Ins younger brother 
Madhuji. This occasioned* a contention 


between Janojibs brother Samoji and Ma- 
dhuji. The former ciaiiiied the government 
in the right of priority of birth, and the 
latter as father and guardian of the adopted 
child. They were accordingly engaged in 
hostility until the death of Samoji or Sabhoji, 
who was killed in an engagement with liis 
brother on the 27th January, a.d. 1775. 
Prom that period the government of Berar 
was held by Madhoji or "Madhuji Bhosla.

RagRunatR Rao Tj Lj ), 

commonly called Raghdha, a Marhatta chief 
who was at one time much connected with 
the English. He was the son of Baji Rao 
Peshwa' I. and father of the lust Peshwfi Baji 
Pwiio II. and paternal uncle of Madiio Rao 
Peshwa IT. He iisnrped the Pc.sliwaship 
after the death of Narayan Rfio, youngest son 
of Balaji Rao Pesliwa. On the de:ith of 
Balaji Rao, who left two sons, .Madlio Rao 
and Narayan Rao, both minors, the power oi 
the .state was for .some years wielded by his 
brother Raghiinath as regent. Madho Rao 
was enabled to take' the reins of government 
into his own hands after some time, hut died 
in a.d. 1772, and was snoceeded by his 
brother Nariiyan Eao. lie was soon after- 
wards murdered in consequence <rf a plot wliich 
Raghoha had formed against hiiii. Ragboba 
was acknowledged Peshwa after Ms death ; 
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but it appeared soon afterwards that the 
widoAV of i^arayan Eao was Avith child. The 
ministers proclaiiiied the eA*ent during 
Raghoba’s absence. He was defeated and 
fled to Surat. 

RaMa one of the earliest pro- 

fessors of Miihaiuinadanism, although he ^y^xs 
not preseait at tlia battle of Badar. Muham- 
mad used to say of him, that of all men he 
had e\"er seen Rabia did most resemble the 
angel Gabriel.

At this 
period the princes of Ilindiistan, from Bengal 
to Sindh including Malwa and Giijrat, had 
been snbdned hy the Tictoiious arms of the 
emperor Akbar ; and Eaja ‘Ali llhan, in 
order to avoid so iinecpial a contest, dropped 
the. title of Idrig, whicli his brother had 
assumed, and wrote a letter to Akbar, begging 
that lie might he considered as his vassal 
and tributary. In order to convince him of 
his sincerity, he sent him many rich and 
valuable presents. After the death of 
Biirhaii Nizam Shah II. king of Ahmad- 
nagar in the year a.d. Id96, a.h. 1004, the 
prince Mirza Murad and Mirza Khan Klian 
IGianaii, tlie son of Bairiim lOian, marched 
for the |)iirpose of subduing the Deccan. 
Raja ‘All Khan ac<3om])anied them, and was 
killed with many officers of ffistiuctioii by 
tlie explosion of' a powder tumbril, in the 
famons battle fought between IQian KJiaiian 
and Siiheil Khan, general of the Ahmadnagar 
forces. His death happened on the 26th 
Jaimary, a.d. 1597, 18th Jiimada 11. a.h. 
lOOo, after he had reigned 21 years. His 
body was carried to Burhaiiphr, where he 
was buried with due honours. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Bahadur Klian Farhqi. 

Rajab Salar brother of

Ram CRaraii Maliant 

tRe founder of the Eam- 

Banelii sect, was a Ramawant Bairagi, born 
A.D. 1719 in a village in the principality 
of Jaipur, hi either the precise period, nor 
the causes which led him to abjure the 
religion of his fathers, now appear ; but 
he steadily denounced idol - worship, and 
suffered, on this account, great persecution 
from the Br;iilimans. On quitting the place 
of his nativity in a.d. 17o 0, he wandered 
over the country, and eventually repaired to 
Bhilwara, in tlie Udaipur territory, where, 
after a residence of two years, Bhim Singh, 
Rana or prince of that state, was urged by 
the priests to harass him to a degree which 
compelled him to abandon the town. The 
cldef of Shalipura offered the wanderer an 
asylum at his court, wliere he arrived in the 
year a.d. 1767, but he does not seem to have 
settled there pennaneutly until two years 
later, from which time it may be proper to 
date the institution of the sect. Ram Cliaran 
expired in April, a.u. 1798, in the 79tli year 
of his age, and his corpse wms reduced to 
ashes in the great temple of Shalipura. Ram 
Charan composed 36,2o0 Sabds ’or hymns, 
each containing from live to eleven verses. 
He was succeeded in the spiritual directorship 
by Ramjan, one of his twelve disciples. This 
person died at Shalipura in a.b. 1809, after a 
reign of 12 years 2 months and 6 days. He 
composed 18,000 Sahds. The third hierach, 
Dnlha Ram, succeeded him and died in a.b. 
1824. He wrote 10,0U0 Sabds, and about 
4000 Saki, or e])ic poems, in praise of men 
eminent for virtue not only of his own 
faith, but among Hindus, Muhammadans, and 
otliers. After him Cliatra Das ascended the 
gaddi, and died i|i a.b. 1831. He is said to 
have composed 1000 Sabds, but would not 
permit their being committed to paper. 
Narayan Diis, the fourth in descent from 
Ram Cliaran, succeeded him, and was living 
in A.B. 1835.

Das, the uncle of the celebrated Raja Man 
Singh. He, together, with liis two brothers, 
Bijai Ram and' Sayain Ram, was cruslied to 
death under the feet of an elephant, by order 
of the emperor Jahangir in the early part of 
his reign. 

Ram Mohan Rai ^\j), 

afterwards Raja Ram Mohan Rai, a Brah- 
man of a respectable family in Bengal, was 
early celebrated for his precocious genius, 
high linguistic attainments, and otiier natural 
gifts, wfiich in his after life procured for him 
the reputation of a reformer. Among several 
other reforms, the degenerate state of Hindu- 
ism demanded his earliest attention, and he, 
with his wonted zeal and assiduity, took upon 
himself to introduce a reform, which at the 
risk of his purse and reputation he succeeded 
in a great measure in effecting among his 
former co-religionists. His object was to 
reconstruct and varnish the old Hinduism, 
and not to abandon it altogether, as 
some of the modern reformers propose. He 
picked lip morals and precepts from the 
Vedas, Diissanas, and Upanishads, which he 
thought most appropriate and instructive ; 
hut never accepted them as revelations. He 
likewise borrowed rules and precepts from 
other religions, hut more particularly from 
Christianity. His originality of mind, liis 
natural logical powers, his mastery ol rneutal 
and moral philosophy, and above ail his 
ardent desire to establish the true knowledge 
of God among his counirymou, made him 
discard all the prevailing religions of the 
world as revelations. Mhen in England, 
the Raja always attended tire Unitarian 
church and much approved of its doctrines. 
He embarked for England and arrivT-d at 
Liverpool on the 8th April, a.d. 1831, and 
died at Stapylton Grove near Bristol, while 
on a visit to that country, for the purpose 
of giving information and xn-omuting the' 
interests' of his comitrymen, by advocating a 
more liberal intercourse with India. Alter 
his death his followers in Bengiil strictly 
adhered to the faith, and multiplied in num- 
ber by thousands. The works of Sir W. 
Hamilton and Bishop Berkedcy have also 
become their guides in points of plulosoxdiy. 
In a word the Brahmists arc neither idolaters, 
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considered “by some, nor iiiiidels, as supposed 
many. Kaja Ram Mohan translated the 
Xipanishads of' the Yajur yecla_, according to 
the Comment of Sankar Acharya, into 
English, establishing the unity and incom- 
prehensibility of the Supreme ' Being, whose 
worship alone can tend to eternal beatitude, 
A translation of the Vedanta, (an abridgment 
of all the sacred writings) in H industani and 
Bengali, was made by this Hindu philosopher 
and philanthropist, The Raja also published 
an ahstrfict of it in Englisli. His tomb is in 
Arno’s Vale cemetery in Bristol. 

Ram Narain, Raja He 

wns deputy gorernor of Biliar in the time of 
Mir Ja‘far OUi IQian, the Nawab of Bengal, 
and Avos driyen out of Patna by the Shazado 
All Gauhan {vide Shah Alain) in 1760. Mir 
Qasim ‘Ali, on his accession to the masnad 
in A. I). 1760, A.H, 1174, having detected em- 
bezzlements of large sums from the reAnnues, 
the jagirs, and pay of the troops, confiscated 
his effects. About seven lalAs of rupees in 
money and goods were found in his house, 
and nearly the same sum was recovered from 
persons to Avhom it had been entmsted by 
himself and his AArnmen. He Avas then kept 
in confinement Avith several others on sus- 
picion. In August, A.D. 1763, Muhurram, 
A.H. 1177, a few days before Mir Qasim ‘Ali‘s 
defeat by the English on the hanks of tire 
UndAva hala, he commanded these persons to 
he put to death, and Raja Ram Narayan was 
drowned in the Ganges Avith a hag of sand 
tied round his neck. Ram Rarayaii Avas a 
Persian scholar and Arrote poetry in Persian 
and Urdu, having adopted the Avord Manz/ln 
for his poetical name. 

Ramraj a Efija of Bijanagar 

or Bijaianagar, aaRo ayus slain in battle against 
tbe four ^tuhainmadan princes of the Deccan. 
This celohratcd action took jfiacoonthe banks 
of tbe Krislma river on Friday the 25th 
January, a.u. 1565, ‘iOtli Jumrula IT. aji. 
072. it cost RrumTij his life, and ended in 
the dofeat of the Hindu army Avith the loss 
of nearly one lunidre<l tbousand men, Rfirara j , 
being defeated, was taken prisoner and brought 
liefore Hiisaiu Vizam Shall, Avho ordered his 
head to be struck off, and caused it to be 
placed on the point of a long spear to he 
dis})layed to the army ; and aftoiAvards kept 
at ijijapur as a tropliy. 

Ramraj a succeeded Sahji 

IT. as Raja of Sitilraiu Doeemher, A.n. 1749, 
He Avas flic adopted son of Sahji and grandson 
of IMra. Bai. Jle died on tbe 1 2th December, 
A.D. 1777, having a short time before his 
death ad(^ptell A]>ba Silhib, the son of Trini- 
bak jl Bbosla.

1773, dis- 
organization prevailed in MarAvar, promoted 
by the Marhattas (ayIio then got footing in 
Eajputana), and by the evils generated by 
its'ftmdal institutions. At Tonga, hoAAXwer, 
the Rathors defeated Do Boigno, tlie celebrated 
general of Siudhia ; but they Avere ernshod 
at the subsequent battles of Patan and Mairta 
under their reigning prince Bijai Singh. 

Ram Singh Sawai II. ^1^), 

late Raja of Jaipur, son of Jai Singh TIL 
Avas horn a feAV months before tbe death of 
his father, Avhom he succeodecl in January, 
A.D, 1834. He became a ineraher of the 
Go A’ernor- General’s Council in a.d. 1869. 

Rana Amar Singh j^\ 

the son of Rana Partap Singh of Chittor. 
He rebelled against the emperor Jahangir for 
some time, but Ava.s at last compelled l>y force 
of arms to acknoAsTedgo fealty to the throne 
of DehlT. The emperor ordered to he cut in 
marble the images of Amar Singh and his 
son Qaran, AAdiich, Avlmn finished and brought 
to him, ho took to Agra and placed in the 
garden seat ealled JharolRa Darshaii, Avhere 
the people assembled every morning to pay 
their respects to the em])eror. Amar Singh 
died in a.d. 1619, a.h. 1029, hut the statues 
were made Avhile he Avas living. 

Rana Karan W son of Amar 

Singh, the son of Rana Partap Singh, the 
son of Riinil Udai Singh, the son of Rana 
Sanka. He succeeded his father Amar Singli 
in the raj of Udaipur, a.d. 1619, and died 
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in tlie first year of tlie reign of Sliah Jalian, 
A.D. 1678, when liis son Eana Jagat Singh 
succeeded him, and was hononred by the 
emperor with the title of Eana and rank of 
5000. Jagat Singh died a.d. 1652, and was 
succeeded by his son Eaj Kiinwar, who received 
the title of Eana Eaj Singh. 

Rana Mai ( J,^ a Raja of Bhatner 

who lived in the reign of Sultan Ghayas-uddin 
Tnghlaq. His daughter, named Naila, was 
married to Salar Eaj ah, the brother of the 
Sultan and father of Sultan Firoz Shah 
Tughlaq.

Rana Sanga or Sanka 

Eaj a of Chittor. His son TJdai Singh is the 
founder of the state now known by the name of 
its capital Udaipur (formerly called Mewar). 
The Udaipur chief is, in the estimation of all 
the Hindu dynasties of India, par excellence 
the head, wit’iiout a rival and free from stain. 
It is true that the independence of the ‘ ‘ great 
Eanas of Chittor” was assailed by the Moguls, 
and that they succumbed to circumstances ; 
but they never acknowledged a superior in 
birth or descent. The family dates back 
upwards of a thousand years. Chittor wms 
captured by Akbar but the conquest 

was but a barren slaughter : it wms in a.d. 
1614, in the reign of the emperor Jahangir, 
that the house was first compelled by force of 
arms to surrender that complete independence 
it had then maintained for eight hundred 
years, and to acknowdedge fealty to the throne 
of Hehli. In A.D. 1512 wm first hear of the 
renowned Eana Sanga of Chittor. His army 
consisted of 80,000 horse, supported by 500 
war elephants. Seven Eajas of the highest 
rank, and 113 of inferior note, attended his 
stirrup in the field. The Eajas of Jaipur and 
Mfirwur served under his banner, and he was 
tlie acknowledged head of all the Eajput 
tribes. In ad. 1527 he espoused the cause 
of tlie dethroned dynasty of Dehli, All the 
princes of Eajputana ranged themselves under 
his banner, and he advanced with 100,000 
men to drive Babar across the Indus. The 
encounter took place at Biana, where the 
advanced guard of the Moguls was totally 
routed by the Eajputs. Babar eventually 
put Eana Singh to flight, lOtli March, a.d. 
1527, and he soon afteiwards died (a.d. 1528). 
In A.D. 1568 Udai Singh, the son of Eana 
Sanga, came under the displeasure of Akbar. 
He fled and left tlie defence of his capital, 
Chittor, to Eaja Jaimal, who was killed by 
Ak])ar himself. His death deprived the 
garrison of all confidence, and they deter- 


mined to sell their lives as dearly as possible. 
The wmmen threw themselves on the funeral 
pile of the Eaja, and the men rushed fran- 
tically on the weapons of the Moguls, and 
perished to the number of 8000. In a.d. 
1614 Partap Singh wms Eaja. He had 
recovered the greater portion of his dominion 
before Akbar died. In a.d. 1678, Aurangzib 
marched against Udaipur and succeeded in 
snbjugating it, hut the alienation of the 
Eajputs from the Moguls was now complete, 
and never changed. The great boast of the 
chiefs of Udaipur is, that their house never 
gave a daughter to the Mogul zandna. Jaipur 
and Jodhpur did so, and gloried in these 
imperial alliances as conferring additional 
dignity on their families.

Jat Eaja of Bhartpur, Avas the son of Kchri 
Singh, the bmtlier of Ilctan Singli and 
Jawahir Singh, the sons of Surajmal Jat, the 
founder of "the princijiality. lie succeeded 
his uncle Pwuja jShAvab Singh in a.d. 177G, 
A.H. 1190. 'He was despatched by Seindhia 
to raise the siege of Agra, near which a 
bloody battle AA'as fought on the IGtli June, 
A.i>. 1788, 12th Eamazuii, a.h. 1202, in 
Avhich lsmri‘il Beg Avas completely defeated, 
Avith the loss of all bis cannon, baggage, and 
stores. He was succeeded by bis son Eaiidbir 
Siugh. 

Ranjit Singli, Maharaja 

the SilA ruler of the 

Pan jab and faithful and highly- valued ally^ 
of the British Government, was the son of 
Malia Singh, and appeared as a leader, first 
in 1779 ; and obtained im’estitnre as Chief of 
Lrdioro from the Afghfni ruler Zirajxn Shah 
in A.D. 1799. At liis death, AAdiich happened 
on the 27th June, 1839, niiimte guns corre- 
sponding with the years of tlie deceased Avere 
bred from the ramparts of the forts of Dehli, 
Agra, Allahribnd and all the ])rincipal stations 
of the army.

commanded the bodyguard of Btiji Eilo, the 
first PesliAva. P’roni this inferior station he 
gradually rose, and afterAvards accompanied 
the PesiiAva in the expedition Avhich Avas 
undertaken at the close of the reign of Eaja 
Sahuji against the province of Mahva. Tliis 
proAunce Avas afterAvards divided into three 
parts, of AAhich the first was allotted to Ihiji 
Eao the PeshAva; the second to the Eaja of 
Sitara; the third to the family of Holkar. 
As a rcAvard for the services Avhich Eanoji 
rendered in the expedition against Miihva, 
the Peshwa granted a considerable portion of 
the shares belonging to himself and to the 
Eaja of Sitara to Eiindji ; Avhicli grant 
Avas afterwards confirmed in jagir to his 
descendants, noAv the Eajus of C-wfdiar. He 
died in a.d. 1750, and' left five sons, viz. 
JaTapa, Jotiba, .Dattaji, Madhoji and Jokaji. 
Jalapa succeeded his' father and Avas assas- 
sinated in his tent in a.d. 1759 ; his brother 
Madhoji succeeded him, and although ille- 
gitimate Avas confirmed in the jagir by iMadho 
Eao Peslnva. Ho was the most poAA'erfiil of 
the native princes of that day. He died at 
Pana in a.d. 1794, and Avas succeeded by liis 
gTaiidiiepheAV and ado [) ted son Haiilat Eao 
Seindhia, then only 13 years of age; the 
latter married the Slaughter of Sherji Eao 
Ghatkai, and died on the 21st March, a.d. 
1827.

Bahadur 
Singh was killed in the siege of (Miashera, 
which with Koel acknowledged the sovereignty 
of the Jat prince. These events occurred in 
A.D. 1753, and form an episode in the 
Cheritira, a heroic poem.

Rashid (a-^.-^j) (Pasha), a celebrated 

Turkish Statesman, was born at Constan- 
tinople about A.D. 1802. Though a Timk, he 
was one of the most enlightened men of his 
time, and was well versed in foreign 
languages, general literature and science. 
He"” died 7tli January, a.d. 1858. He was 
55 years of age, and filled the po.sition of 
grand, wazir at the time of his death. He 
was known to Europeans as Eedschid Pasha. 

Rashidi of Samarkand (^a 

), or of Baikh, snrnamed 

Watwat, a poet celebrated for his ready wit 
and smallness of stature. He was a descendant 
of ‘Umar .Khattab and a native of Baikh, but 
brought up at Samarqand. He flourished in 
the time of Sultan Atsiz, son of JHiwarizm 
Shah, one of the Sultans of IQiwarizm. He 
Avas a contemporary of Anwarl, and was in 
the fort of Hazar Asp while besieged by 
Sultan San jar, in whose service Aiiwafi was. 
During the siege the two poets wrote very 
severe satires against the parties of -each 
other, which they exchanged by means of 
arrows ; hut the fort being at length taken, 
Watwat was made prisoner. He was, how- 
ever, released at the intercession of Aiiwarl, 
and they both became intimate friends. Ha 
was called Watwat, which is the name of a 
small animal, on account of his being of a 
small stature and thin in body. He died in 
the year A.D. 1182, a.h. 578, in the time of 
Sultan Shah, the son of Arsalan, the son of 
Atsiz, aged 97 years, at Jurjania in IHawarizra. 
He is the author of the 'llishah iShanf^ an 
extensive collection of poems on various 
subjects, and drfferent metres also of several 
other works, one of which is , called 
tis-Sehr. He is also called Eashid-uddin 
Abdul Jalil Watwat ‘Umari. His Biwan 
contains 16,000 verses. 

RasEid MeErlban 

a man who was the leading Zoroastriim 
inhabitant of Yezdiii Tehran, and enjoyed the 
confidence of the Shah of Persia. ' fie was 
assassinated by the Musalmans at Yezd on 
the 28th November, 1874. 

RasMd-uddin Amir(^.l 

whose full name is Pazl-ullah Easlud-nddin 
ihu - ‘Imad - iiddaula, Abh‘l lOiair - ibn- 
Mawaffiq-iiddaula. He was author of the 
Jama^^ut-Tawdrtkh^ or collection of histories, 
which he completed in a.d. 1310, a.h. 710, 
and deposited in the mosque constrnctecl by 
him at Tabrez. He was born in the city of 
Hamdan in a.d. 1247, a.h. 645, was by 
profession a physician, and it was probably 
from sldll in the science of medicine tlnit ho 
procured office under the Tartar Sultans of 
Persia. He passed part of his life in the 
service of Aha Khan, king of Persia. At a 
subsequent period Ghazan TOian, who was a 
friend to literature, appointed him to the post 
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of wazir in a.d. 1298, a.h. 697, in conjunc- 
tion with Sa^d-uddin, who became liis enemy. 
Eashid-iiddm was maintained in his office by 
Aljaith, siirnamed Khnda Banda, the brother 
and successor of ^liizan lOian, and was treated 
by him with great consideration and rewarded 
with the utmost liberality. Eashld-uddiii, 
in his first rupture with Sahl-uddln, was 
compelled in self-defence to denounce him, 
and to cause him to be pnt to death. Amir 
‘All Shah Jhban, a person of low origin, 
was appointed Sa‘d - uddin’s successor at 
Easliid-nddfn’s request, hut they soon fell 
out, and shortly after the death of Aljaitu, 
who was succealed by his son Sultan Ahii 
Sa‘id, Amir ‘Ali Shah was so far successful 
in prejudicing* the Sultan against the old 
minister, that he was removed from the 
wdzarat in a.d. 1317, a.h. 717. A short 
time afterwards he was recalled, but it w^as 
not long before he again lost favour at court, 
and wars a censed of causing the death of his 
patron, Aljilitu Khan. It ^yas charged against 
him that * he had recommended a purgative 
medicine to be administered to the late king, 
in opposition to the advice of another phy- 
sician, and that under its effects the king had 
expired. He was condemned to death^ and 
his son Ibrahim, the chief butler, -who wnas 
only 16 years old, and by whose hands the 
otion w*as said to have been given to the 
ing, ■was pnt to death before the eyes of his 
parent, who was immediately afterwards 
cloven in twain by the executioner. His head 
was borne through the streets of Tabrez, and 
proclaimed by tlie public crier as the head of 
a Jew. Easlud-iidddm was 73 years old 
when he died, and his death oecurred on the 
19th July, A.D. 1318, 13th Jiimada I. a.h. 
718. Ills eldest son, (Eiayris-iiddin, was 
suhseqiiontly raised to the same dignities as 
his fathei’, and met with an equally tragical 
death. Besides tlie Jdma^--nt -■ Tawfrrlkh, 
Eiishid-nddiii composed several other works, 
such as the liitdb-ut-Tanzihat, Miftah-^ut- 
Tdfdslr, and the llhdhd.-m -Sultdiiiat 
Eazl-ullrih). The body of Eashid-uddin was 
buried near flic mosque which he had con- 
structed in Tabrez, but by a strange fatality 
it wiis not destinefl to repose quietly in this 
its last asylum. Nearly a century after his 
dciith, the government of Tabrez, together 
with Azurbaijaii, was given by Taimur to his 
son Alimiishrih. Tliis young prince, naturally 
of mild disposition, had become partially 
deranged in cousixpieiuie of an injury of the 
head (jccasioiied by a fall from his hoi*se, and 
one day, during a temporary acces.s of 
madness, caused the bones of Easlnd-uddm 
to be exliioued, and tliey were finally deposited 
iii the cemetery of the Jews.

■with death. Eatan Singh reigned ten mouths 
and tliirteen days, and left an infant son 
mimed Kehri Singh, during whose minority 
internal commotions, occasioned by contests 
for the regency, contrihutecl to the success of 
Najaf Klian {q.v.) with whom the Jafs were 
then at war. Kehri Siugli dying was suc- 
ceeded by his uncle Nawab Singh, the brother 
of Eatan Singh. 

Ratkor a tribe of Eajputs or 

Eajas, who reigned in Jodliphr (Marwar).

Ratighani a jester in the 

service of the emperor Akhar. He is the 
author of a Diwan consisting of 3,000 verses.

Rukn-uddaula was the 

brother of Hniad-iiddanla ^Ali B5ya, the 
founder of the race of the B55^aites, aHioui he 
succeeded on the throne of Pars and ‘Iraq, 
A.B. 949, A.H. 3"i8. He was lord of Isfahan, 
liei, Hamdan and all Persian ‘Iraq, and father 
of the three princes ‘Azdniddanla, Miiwayyad- 
nddaiila and PalAr-nddaula, between whom 
he shared his possessions, which they governed 
wdth the greatest ability. He continued to 
reside in ‘Iraq after the death of his brother, 
and gave over the charge of the affairs of 
Pars to Ins eldest son, ‘ Azd-uddanla. Besides 
‘Ii:nad-udda,iila he laid another brother, Moiz- 
iiddaiila, younger than himself, who wvas wazir 
to the idialif Al-Ilazi Billah and his three 
successors. Bnkn-iiddaula died at Bei on 
Friday night, the 15th September, a.d. 976, 
18th Alubarram, a.h. 366, and was buried 
in the maiisolenm. which bears his name at 
Shiraz. He is said to have reigned 44 lunar 
years 1 month and 9 days, viz. he governed 
Persia during the life of his brother more 
than 16 years, and after his death he reigned 
nearly 28 years. He was succeeded by his 
son Muwayyad-nddaiila.

He was introduced by her to the emperor, 
whom he persuaded that he could easily effect 
the destruction of the two brother Sayyads 
without coming to open war, or causing con- 
fusion in the State. Parriikh-siyar, gratified 
by his Ibitterics, suddenly promoted liim to 
tlie rank of 7000 with smtahle jagirs and the 
title of Bukn- uddaula. The district of Mnra- 
dahad was taken from Nizam-nl-Mulk and, 
being Avith additional lands created into a 
Suhadrui, Avas conferred on Mm, hut after 
tlie dethronement of Farrnkh-siyar in a.d. 
1719, A.H. 1131, by the Bayyails, he Avas 


disgraced, put under strict confinement, his 
fortune confiscated and severe tortures Avere 
also inflicted upon his person, to compel a 
disclosure of Ids Avealth. He died during 
the reign of Muhammad Shah.

the 21st Jaiiuary, A.n. 1798, 4th Shahan, 
A.H. 1212. He died, after a reign of nearly 
17 years, on the 11th July, a.d. 1814, 22nd 
Eajah, a.h. 1229, and was succeeded by his 
son CTiazi-nddin Haidar, who was afterwards 
crowned king of Audh. In the treaty with 
Sa‘adat ‘Ali Khan, the annual subsidy was 
fixed at 76 lalAs of rupees and the English 
force in Audh at 10,000 men.

MahratJa chief, son of Chimuaji and nephew 
of the Peshwa Balaji or Baji liao. He was 
slain in battle against Ahmad Shah Abdali 
on the 14th January, a.d. 1761, 6th 
Jumada II. a.h. 1174. After his death 
several pretenders started up, calling them- 
selves the Bhao. In 1779 one appeared in 
Benares and began to levy troops and raise 
disturbances in the city, upon which he was 
seized and confined in the English garrison at 
Ghimar, from whence he was released by 
Mr. Hastings in 1782.

‘Aqa Tfikir, AA-hose poetical name was Wasli, 
grandson of Alnharnmad Sharaf Hajri, and 
nepheAv and vSon-in-laAv of Ya'tmad-iiddaiila 
Tehraiii. He held a liigli rank in the 
time of Akbar and Jabiingir, and died on 
tlie 7th October, a.d. 1630, 9th Babi‘ I. 
A.H. 1040, in the reign of the emperor Shah

He Avas born at Shiraz 
about the year a.d. 1175, a.h. 571, and died 
in A.D. 1292, A.H. 691, aged 120 Immr years. 
During his youth he sei-ved as a soldier both 
against the Hindtis and the Crusaders ; by the 
latter he Avas taken prisoncT, and obliged to 
Avork at the fortifications of Tripoli, Avhence 
he Avas liberated by a person Avho gave him 
his daughter in marriage ; hut the lady Avas 
of so bad a temper that the poet complained 
he had exchanged his slavery for a worse 
bondage. He Avas a great traveller, and 
made the pilgrimage to_ hiecca fourteen times. 
He Avas a ciisciple of the venerated Sufi, 
‘Abdul Qadir Giiaul, or, at least, adopted his 
opinion. His tomb is still to be seen in the 
neiglibonrbood of Shiraz . Besides the Gulistan 
and Bostau, he is the author of a large collec- 
tion of odes and sonnets. There is likewise 
a short collection of poetical pieces attributed 
to him called AUJOiahmit or the hook of 
Impurities. The author, hoAvever, seems to 
haA^e repented of having AAuitten these indecent 
verses, yet endeavours to excuse himself on 
account of their giving a relish to other poems, 
“as salt is used!' in the seasoning of meat.”

1111, but, before it fell, Eaja 
Earn bad died of tlie small -pox at Jliiiiji, 
and had been succeeded by liis son Sewa, a 
child of two years, under the regency of his 
mother Tfira Bai, the widow of the deceased. 
After the death of ‘Alamgir, Sahji was 
released from confinement by ‘Axim Shah, 
and was acknowledged by the Marhattas as 
their principal chief, and crowned at Sitara 
in March, a.d. 1708. During his reign the 
Marhatt.as, having overrun and plundered 
almost every part of Hindustan, excepting 
Bengal, extended _their territories from the 
"Western Sea to Urisa, and from Agra to 
the Karnatik, forming a tract of nearly one 
thousand miles long by seven hundred wide. 
Sahu had lost the old ]^^arhatta vigour during 
his long captivity ; and his minister, the 
Peshwa Balaji Bishwanatli, gained such an 
ascendancy over the mind of liis master as 
to persuade him to delegate the exercise of 
all authority and power in the state to 
himself. During the latter part of his reign 
Sahji shut himself up in Satara, and his 
person and government were almost forgotten. 
Sahu died (some time after the death of 
Hi?am-ul-Miilk) about the month of Decem- 
ber, A,D. 1749, after a reign of 50 years. 
He was succeeded by bis adopted son, Edui 
Eaja, the grandson of Tara Bai, power rest- 
ing -with the minister or Peshwa. Before 
his death he entrusted the Pesliwa with the 
sole management of the Mariiatta empire, and 
directed that Kolhapur, then governed by 
Sambhaji, the son of Eaja Earn, should 
be always considered as an independent king- 
dom. The headship of the Mariiatta trih(!S 
passed permanently to the Peshwiis from this 
time. 

Saliti also called Abba Salieb, 

was the son of Triinhakji Bhosla, and 
adopted the son of Bam Eaja, whom he 
succeeded on the masnad of Sitara on the 
12th December, A.D, 1777. He was always 
kept a close prisoner. After liis death, his 
son Partap Singh succeeded him. 
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Saib SCirza i\jj^ the poetical 

name of Mirza Miiliaiiimad ^Ali of Tabrez, a 
celebrated poet of Persia, wlio, in tbe latter 
part of the reign of the emperor Jahangir, 
came to India as a merchant. He became 
intimate with Zafar lib an, a nobleman of the 
court, who, being appointed governor of 
Kasbmeie in those clays by Shah Jahau, took 
Mm along with him to that country. From 
Kashmere he returned to Isfahan, where he 
was honoured with the title of Malik-ush- 
Shublra, or the king of poets, hy Shah 
Abbas, king of Persia. He wrote ^lazals in 
an entirely new style, and may therefore he 
considered as the founder of the new school. 
He died in a.d. 1669, a.h. 1080, and was 
buried at Isfahan. His Hiwan in Persian 
contains 80,000 vei'ses. 


Saib Mirza a Hindus- 

tan! poet and autlior of the Mir aUiil- Jamal ^ 
or the Mirror of Bemity, a very eccentric 
work, containing a distinct poem in praise of 
each of his mistresses’ features, limbs, and 
perfections.

His 
aimt the empress, having no sons by Jahangir, 
adopted Saif Hian as her own, and he was 
from his tender years brought up at court 
by the empress. He was subsetpieutly made 
governor of Bardwaii, where, after some years, 
as he was riding on an elephant through 
the street, a child wais accidentally trodden 
to death. The parents loudly demanded an 
exemplary punishment on the didver. Saif 
Khan refused their request and ordered them 
to be driven away. They made their com- 
plaint to the emperor, who ordered Saif Kfiiin 
to make them ample amends for their loss ; 
but Saif Klian tlirew them into prison, wdiich 
coining to the ears of the emperor, lie sent 
for Saif Khan at Lahore, and for bis dis- 
obedience bad liim trodden to death in the 
presence of the cliikrs parents. 

Saif Klxan Koka 

eldest brother of Zain Khan Koka, who was 
raised by the emperor Akbar to the rank of 
4000. He was killed in battle against Mu- 
hammad Husain IMirza at Ahmadahad Gujrat 
in the year a.d. 1572, A.ir. 980. 

Saif-uddaula uJ^), a prince 

of Haradan who reigned about the year a.d. 
967, A.H. 356. 

Saif-nddaiila whose 

proper name was Mir Kajabat ‘All lOifin, 
was the second son of Mir Ja‘farAAlI lOian, 
governor of Bengal, Bebar and XJrisa. He 
succeeded bis brother Najm-uddaula, who 
died of small-pox in May a.u.

He is the father of 
‘Azz-uddiu ‘All Shall, Ilisam-uddin Ahmad, 
and of Abu‘l Hasan, who is commonly 
called Amir IHiusro, the celebrated poet of 
Hindustan.

1160, A.H. 5oo, and died in the year a.d. 
1229, A.H. 626. 

Balakat Jang the 

third son of Ni?am-ul-Mulk ‘Asif Jah, wms 
placed by the French on the masnad of the 
JDeccan after the assassination of Mu?aSar 
Jang, his nephew, which took place on the 
3rd February, a.d. 1751, 17th Ilabi‘ I. a.h. 
1164. The Marquis de Bussy, a French 
General, was created by him a nobleman of 
the empire, and the Northern Sircars granted 
in jagir to his nation. Bussy continued to 
conduct the affairs of the Deccan till, by 
the intrigues of Nizam ‘Ali, brother to 
Salabat Jang, his coimselloi*, Haidar Jang, 
being assassinated on the 12th May, a.d. 
1758, 3rd Eamazan, a.h. 1171, and the 
English who had patronized Muhammad ‘Ali 
Khiin in the province of Arkat growing 
powerful, he was obliged to return to the 
French territories to the assistance of his 
countrymen. Nizam ‘Ali, being without 
a rival, deposed and imprisoned Salabat 
Jang on the 26th June, a.d. 1762, 4th ^il- 
Mjja, A.H. 1175, and assumed the govern- 
ment. Salabat Jang remained in confine- 
ment till his death, which happened on the 
29th September, a.d, 1763, 2Uth Bahi‘ I. 
A.H. 1177.

Salabat Klian a 

nobleman, who held the office of Mir Bakhshi 
or i‘aymaster- General in the time of the 
emperor Shah Jahun.

Christian writers Saladin) , a celebrated Sulf.an 
of Syria and the first king of Egypt of the 
Ayyubite family, equally renowned as a 
warrior and legislator. He wms of Kurd 
extraction, and born at Tahrait, in Meso- 
potamia, about A.D. 1137. He rose in tbe 
service of the Fatimite Khalifs of Egypt, and 
conducted operations against the Syrians under 
Nur-nl-din on whose death he became 

Sultan of Egypt and Syria. He bad aU tbe 
qualities of Ms position, and the influence of 
his amiable character prevailed against the 
united efforts of the chief Christian potentates 
of Enxope, wffio carried on gratuitous attacks 
against him, under the false appellation of 
Holy Wars. In a.d. 1187 he overthrew the 
Crusaders at Tiberias, and followed up the 
victory by capturing Jerusalem, their capital. 
He wms, however, no mere soldier, as some 
of Ms public wmrks, still extant, are enough 
to show. He reigned over Egypt and Syria 
from A.D. 1173 to a.d. 1193, a.h. 568 to 
A.H. 588, and in the year following he died at 
DamavSeus, leaving seventeen sons, wlio divided 
Ms extensive dominions. He was succeeded 
by Ms son Malik-itl-‘Aziz ‘Usmuii in the 
government of Egypt, but as none of his 
successors possessed the entcrprisiiig’ genius of 
Salah-uddTii, the history of Egypt from that 
time to the year a.d. 1250 affords nothing 
remarkable. At this time the. reigning Sultau, 
Malik- al-Salah, was dethroned and slain by 
the Mamluks, a kind of mercenary soldiers, 
who served under him. In consequence of 
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tin's revolution the Mamluks became masters 
ot Es’ 3 ^|)t, and cliose a Sul.t/m from among* 
the inso Ives.

Salghar from whom the 

Atahaks of Fars were descended, was a 
Turkish general in the service of the Saljuqi

Sal ghiir mana ged not only to keep 
his government during his life, hut to 
transmit it to his descendants, seven of whom 
held Fars as governors, tnz. : — •

the government from Alp Arsaliin, 
rebelled, hut was snl)dued by Kizam- 
iil-Miilk, the prime minister of the 
Sultan,

5. Atahak Kura j a, who built a college at 

Shiraz, and a palace called Taldit 
Kura j a. 

6. Atahak Maiikns. 

7. Buzaha, who is said to have been a 

just and wise governor. After the 
cleath of Buzaha, wlio was the last 
of these governors, Atabalc Suiiqar, 
the great - graiidson of Salghur, 
succeeded in A.r>. 1148, and became 
a powerful ruler.

Salim I. Sultan (j^lLaLs em- 

peror of the Turks of Constantinople, and the 
greatest monster of that monstrous race, was 
the second son of Bayezid II. whom he 
defeated in a battle, and after poisoning 
him and nmrderiug eight of his brothers 
or nepliews, ascended the throne of Turkey 
on the 6th April, a.d. 1512, 18th Safar, a.h, 
918. He subverted the Mamluks of Egypt, 
bringing it — with Palestine, S}T:ia and Arabia 
— under the yoke of the Turks. He invaded 
the kingdom of Persia; subdued and slew 
Aladenles, the mountain Mug of Armenia, 
and reduced his kingdom to the form of a 
Turkish province. lie repressed the forces 
of the Hungarians by a double invasion; 
but, when intending to turn all his forces 
upon the Christians, he was suddenly seized 
with a cancer on his back, of which he died 
on Friday the 21st September, a.d. 1520, 
6th Shawwal, a.h. 926, on the very spot 
where he had formerly unnaturally assaulted 
his aged father. He was succeeded by his son 
Sulaiman I. surnanied “The Magnificent.” 


Salim II. Sultan sue- 

ceeded his father Sulaiman I. siirnamed ‘ ‘ The 
Magiiificent, ” as emperor of the Turks in 
September, a.d. 1566, vSafar, a.h. 974. He 
was an idle and efieminate emperor ; hut his 
deputies took from the Venetians the isle of 
Cyprus, and from the Moors the kingdom 
of Tunis and Algiers. Over this emperor 
the Christians were victorious in tlmt famous 
sea-iight called the battle of Lepanto, when 
lie lost above 35,000 men besides his fleet. 
Devoting his time to the enervating- pleasures 
of his seraglio, he died, little respected, on 
the 9th December, a.d. 1574, Sliaban, a.h. 
982, aged 52, and was succeeded by his son 
Sultan Murad III. 

Salim III. Sultan son 

of Mustafa III, was born in a.d. 1761, and 
succeeded to the throne of Turkey on the death 
of liis uncle Ahmad IV. in April, a.d. 1789, 
He began, his reign with a war with Catherine 
II. of liuHsia, ill which peq.ee was purchased 
by great sacrifices of territory. At a later 
period Egypt was invaded by tbe French ; 
but they were defeated, and compelled to quit 
the country, by tbe English, in 1801. A revolt 
of the Jahni saris deposed Salim on the 28th 
July, A.D. 1807, Inmada I. a.h. 1222, and 
rai.scd Mustafa IV. to the throne; hut he 
was deposed after a reign of one year, and 
Mahmud II. made emperor a.d. 1808,

of Eathapur Sikri, siirnamed 


ShaiMi-ul-Islam, a Muhammadan saint, who 
during his life was greatly revered by the 
emperor Akbar. It is said that by his prayers 
the king was blessed with several children. 
His father Baha-nddin was a descendant of 
Shaikh Farid Shakarganj . He was born at 
Dehli in a.d. 1478, a.h. '883, was a disciple 
of ffiiwaja Ibrahim Chishti, and resided on a 
hill close to_ the village of Sikri about 20 
miles from Agra. By the liberality of the 
emperor, he was enab,led to build a splendid 
Masjid or mosque on the hill, called the 
Masjid of Fathapur SiMi, which was com- 
pleted in A.D. 1571, A.H. 979, at a cost of 
5 lal^s of rupees. He died a few months 
after its completion on the 13th February, 
A.D, 1572, 27th Eainazan, a.h. 979, aged 
96 lunar years, and was buried on the top of 
the hill, where his tomb is to be seen to this 
day. He was one of the chief saints of 
Hindustan, and some of his sayings have been 
found worthy of commemoration. After his 
death his son Badr-iiddin succeeded him to 
the gaddi. His pedigree runs thus : “ Shaikh 
Salim Chishti, the son of Baha-uddin, the 
son of Shaikh Sulaiman, the son of Shaikh 
‘Adam, the son of ShailA Musa, the son of 
Shaikh Maudud, the son of Shaikh Badr- 
uddin, the son of Shaikh Farid-nddin of 
Ajudhan, commonly called Shakarganj.” 
Twenty-four times Salim Chishti is said to 
have gone on a pilgrimage to Mecca and 
returned again. His bread was made of 
singharas (miter- nuts) that were produced in 
the reservoir of Sikri. His son Hutb-nddin 
was Mlled in Bengal by Sher Afkan, first 
husband of Kur Jahan. His grandson Islam 
IQian, the son of Badr-uddin, was raised by 
the emperor Jahangir to the rank of an Amir 
and was appointed governor of Bengal in 
A.D. 1601, A.H. 1017.

Salim Shak Sur more 

properly called Islam ShMi, was the younger 
son of the emperor Sher Shah. His elder 
brother, ‘Adil Kluln, being absent at his 
father’s death, Jalai Klian (as he was then) 
ascended the throne in the fortress of Ivalinjar 
on the 29th May, a.d. 1545, I7th llabi‘ I. 
A.H. 952, and assumed the title of Islam 
Shah, which by false pronunciation was 
turned to that of Salim Shall. He reigned 
nine years and liecame afiUcted with a hstiila, 
of which he died at Gwaliar a.d. 1554, a.h. 
961, in which year also died Mahmud Shah, 
king of Gujrat, and B urban Kizilm Shah, 
king of Ahinadnagar. In commemoration of 
the remarkable circumstance of these monarebs 
djing almost at the same time, Maiilaiia ‘Ali, 
the father of the celebrated historian Firishta, 
wrote a short epitaph, in which the words 
“the ruin of kings” exhibit the Hijri year 
A.D. 961. The remains of Salim Sluih were 
conveyed to Sahsarani and buried close to Iris 
father’s tomb. Salim Shah was succeeded by 
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liis son tlxe prince Firoz, then 12 years of age, 
who was placed on the throne by the chiefs of 
the tribe of Shr, at G-waliar. “ He had not 
reigned three days (some say three months) 
wlien Mubariz Kliaii, the son of bTizain Kdian 
Siir, at once the nephew of the late 8her 
Shah ^ and brother-in-law of Salim Shah, 
assassinated the young prince, and, ascending 
the throne, assumed the title of Muhammad 
Shah ‘Adil.

mad Akbar, Aiirangzeb’s fourth son. Their 
offspring was Nekusiyar, who was proclaimed 
emperor at Agra and imprisoned by Eukn- 
nddaula.

The mother of this lady was 

Gulnikh Begam, the daughter of the emperor 
Bilbar Shah, who gave her in marri;ige to 
Mirza Nur-iiddin Muhaminad, by whom she 
had Salima. Salima was married to Bairam 
lOiaii lUiim IQiaiian in a.d. It558. The 
marriage took place at Jalandhar with the 
consent of the emperor Akbar, who was 
present nt the nuptials. After the death of 
Bairam Kliaii in 1561, she became the wife 
of the emperor, by whom she had a daughter 
named Shahzada Khaiiarn and a son named 
SuljTin Murad. She was well -versed in 
Persian and had a good genius for poetry. 
She died in the reign of the emperor Jahangir 
A.D. 1612, A.H. 1021. 

Salimi or Hasan Saiimi, Maulana 
a poet who 

died and was buried at Sabzwar, in the year 
A.D. 1450, A.H. 854. He has left a Biwan. 

Saljuq SaljuqL 

Saljiiqi a dynasty of Tartar 

kings who derive their name from Saljiiq, a 
chief of great reputation, who had been 
compelled to quit the court of Bighii Khan, 
tlie sovereign of the Turks of Uapcliak. 
Saljuq, who had proceeded with his tribe to 
the' plains of Bukhara, embraced the religion 
of Muhammad and acquired the crown of 
martyrdom in the war against the infidels. 
Ilis age of an hundred and seven years sur- 
passed the life of his son Mikail. Saljuq 
adopted the care of his two grandsons 
Taghral and Ja ‘far, the eldest of whom, at 
tlie {ige of 45 years, was invested with the 
iitle of Siiltau iii the royal city of Haishapur. 
It is said that Mikail became known to Sultan 
]\lahmfidof (Biaziii, and was greatly honoured 
by that raouarch. It is related that on 
]\iahmud asking the ambassador of their chief 
what force they could bring to his aid: “Send 


this arrow,” said the envoy, presenting one of 
two which he held in his hand, “ and 50,000 
horse will appear!” “ Is that all ?” exclaimed 
Mahmud. “ Send this,” he said, preseutin^^ 
the other, “ and an equal number will follow.’’ 
“ But suppose I was in extreme distress,” 
observed the monarch, “ and want your 
utmost exertions?” “Then,” replied * the 
ambassador, “send my bow, and 200,000 
horse will obey the summons!” The proud 
conqueror heard with secret alarm this 
territpng account of tlieir mmihers ; and we 
are told that he anticipated the future over- 
throw of his enijxire. Tughral Beg and Ins 
brotlier served for several years under Snltan 
Mahmud. In a.d. 1036, a. h. 429, the 
former resisted Sultan Masa‘ud, the son of 
Mahmud, and received investiture as Snltan 
of Klinrasan from thi^ Khalii'a of Baghdad. 
Vide Tnghral Beg, who wa'- the first king of 
the Saljuk dynasty of PtU'^ia. Kadard was 
the first of the Saljficj dynasty wlio reigned in 
Kirman; Sulaiimln or* (lultainisli, the first 
Sultan of the Saljuq djmasty wdio reigned in 
Bum or Anatolia. 

Salman a poet wlio died in 

a.d. 1530, A.H. 937. 

Salman, ‘Aqa (Ut also called 

Mirza Hisahi, is the author of a commentary 
on the Preface of the Gnlistaii of about 3000 
lines. He devoted himself to Sufiism and 
wrote a treatise thereon. He also compiled 
an Arabic commentary on Qusanji’s Persian 
treatise on astronomy ; another work of Ms 
is called Atisilf-iil-Bildd He was living in 
A.D. 1585, A.H. 993. 

Salman Farsi or the 

Persian. Is said to have been a native of a 
small place near Isfahan, and that on passing 
one day by a Clii'istain Cliiirch he was so 
much struck by the devotion of the people, 
aud the soieimiity of the worslii|), tlnit he 
became disgusted wntli the idohitroiLs faith in 
which he had been bronglit up. He afterwards 
w'andered about the East, from city to city, 
and convent to convent, in quest of a religion, 
until an ancient monk, full of years and 
infirmities, told him of a prophet who had 
arisen in Arabia to restore the pure faith of 
Abraham. He then joiirneyed to Mecca, and 
became a convert of jVI'uhamraadaiiism. This 
Salman rose to power in after years, and was 
reputed by the unbelievers of Mecca to have 
assisted Muhammad in compiling his doctrines. 
He died at Madain in Persia in a.d. 653, 
A.H. 33. 

Salman Sawaji a 

celebrated Persian poet, native of Sawa, 
snrnamed Jalal - nddm Miiliammad, who 
flourished in the time of Amir Shailvh II;maa 
Jalayer, also called Hasan Buzarg, an<l his 
son {Sultan A^weis, rulers of Baghdrui. In the 
latter period of his life he became blind, and 
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Iiaving retired from tlie world died in the 
year a.b. 1377, a.h. 779. He is the author 
of a poem entitled Jamsheid-wa’-Khursheid^ 
and of the Jj'iraq-ndma^ and several other 
works, and also of a Biwan.

He 
succeeded his father in April, a.h. 1680, 
generally spent his time in female society and 
excessive drinking, and possessed no talents 
for government. He listened to the aclrice of 
no one, having a conceited opinion of his own 
abilities, and chose for his favourite Kab 
Kalas or Kalusah, a Brahman, with whom he 
acted such scenes as made him hateful to the 
world. He was taken prisoner together with 
his minion hy the officers of the empei'or 
‘Alamgir, who ordered them to be executed. 
Sambhaji’s eyes were first destroyed with a 
hot iron, his tongue cut out, and he was at 
last beheaded along -with his favourite. This 
event took place in July or August, a.h. 
1689, A.H. 1100. His son Sahji, also called 
Sao or Sahu, an infant, 'vvas acknowledged 
Raja hy the Marhatlas, but he urns soon after- 
wards taken prisoner by ‘Alamgir and confined 
till the death of that monarch, when he was 
released.

1153, A.H. 547, against the Tuidanan tribe 
of ®iuz, who had withheld their usual tribute 
of 40,000 sheep : an action ensued, in which 
he was defeated and taken prisoner. Dining 
his long confmement of four years, his dominions 
were ruled by his favourite, Sultana IGiathn 
Turban, at whose death in a.d. 1156, a.h. 
551, San jar made an eifort to e.scape and was 
successful, ; but he lived only a short time 
after he regained his liberty, for be died on 
Eriday the 24th May, a.d 1157, 11th EahT II. 
A.H. 552, in the 73rd year of his age, and was 
buried in Marv. The Saljuq dynasty in 
IQiiirasan ceased with his existence, and the 
greater part of his kingdom fell into the 
possession of KliwiMzm Shah Atsiz ibn-

The cause of this murder is thus 
recorded : ‘ ‘ ‘Ala - uddaula having accidentally 
met the niece of his wazir, 'Mahahat Jang, 
a young lady wdio bore the repute of being 
the most beaiitifiil -woman of the age, first 
commanded and then entreated her to with- 
draw her veil, that he might enjoy one look 
at her face. The modest damsel, over- 
whelmed with confusion and terror, entreated 
the prince’s pardon, and, pleading eloquently 
for her honour, declined to gratify his 
curiosity ; but he, being charined with her 
exquisite grace and the delicious tones of her 
voice, waas fired with a hasty determination 
and himself withdrew the veil. He gazed 
in ardent admiration on her lovely counten- 
ance for a few seconds ; then, dropping the 
drapery, he asked forgiveness for his rude- 
ness, and, paying the beauty some princely 
compliment, |kssed on. The unhappy girl 
fled in tears to her fatlier, ‘Ataiillah, and to 
her uncle the wazir, and with mixed indigna- 
tion and shame declared the sad tale of 
her disgrace, and immediately afterwards 
destroyed borself with }-)oi.son, Suttice it to 
say that the prince beetimc their victim 
within a few hours.” 

Sarfi Sawaji ^ 

named Shaikh Ya<[ul), wlio llourisbed in tbe 
time of the emperor Akbar, and wTote a 
chronogram on the death of Amir Euth- 
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iillali SliirazI and Ilaldm Abfid Failia 
Gilani, botli of whom died in a.b. 1589, 
A.H. 997. He was a natiye of Sawa in 
Persia and came to India, whcme be died in 
A.D. 1595, A.H. 1003, and left a Diwan. 

Sarfoji Raja of Tan j ore, a 

descendant of Ekkoji, the brother of the 
celebrated Siwaji, the iMarhatta chief. By 
the treaty of tlie 25th October, a.d. 1799, 
the English GoTerument decided between two 
rival claimants to place Sarfoji upon the 
inasnad, on condition tliat he transferred the 
management of his territory to the British, 
consenting to receive in lien of its revenue an 
animal payment of £118,350. The absolute 
sovereignty of the fortress and city of Tan j ore 
itself were at the same time guaranteed to 
the prince. Sarfoji died in a.d. 1832, and 
was succeeded by his only son Siwaji, Avho 
reigned 23 years, and died on the 29th, 
October, a.b. 1855, leaving no legitimate 
son to succeed him. The surviving family 
consisted of the following persons, viz. : the 
Queen Dowager, 16 wives, 2 daughters, 2 
sisters,. 6 iiatiiral sons, 11 natural daughters, 
and 54 collaterals.

Sari Saqti a 

celebrated Miisalman saint, called Saqti 
because he formerly dealt in metals, but 
afterwards became a disciple of Maruf 
Karldai. He was the uncle of Shaikh 
Junaid as well as his master. The following 
anecdote is related on good authority: Sari 
Saqti said that for tliirty years he never 
ceased imploring divine pardon for having 
once exclaimed “ Praise be to God; ” and on 
being asked the reason he said: ‘‘A tire 
broke oat in Baghdad, and a person came up 
to me and told me tliat my shop had escaped, 
on 'which I uttered those Vords, and even to 
this moment I repent having said so, because 
it showed that I 'wished better to myself than 
to others.”

avoid the consequences of their anger, he 
feigned himseU’ insane, and took the poetical 
name of Saiidd, or madman, but he is fre- 
quently known by the apj)eUatioa of Malik- 
iisU-Siiuara, or king of the poets. He died 
at Lucknow in the year A.n. 1781, a.h. 1195, 
aged 70 years. ‘Asaf-iiddaula of Lucknow 
gave him a stipend of 6000 rupees a year. 
He was a pupil of Siraj-iiddin ‘All ]^au

Uuitliug that 
service, ho repaired to Dehli, and ])ecarne a 
disciple of Shah ‘Abdul ‘Aziz, a very cele- 
brated devotee of the city ; the fame of 
wdioso knowledge and piety has been widely 
extended tbroiighout that side t)f India. It 
is frequciitiy said by the natives, that it wms 
from Shall ‘Abdul ‘Aziz that Sayyad Abmad 
derived the peculiar opiniou.s whicli, he .sub- 
sequently promulgated, ;nid the de.sign wdiich 
he adopted of preaching a religious w^‘lr. It 
is at least certain that the chief of bis first 
disciples and the most coiistsmt associates of 
ail his fortunes wuwe twa> near relatives of 
‘Abdul Aziz, one his nephew, Alanlwi Mu- 
hammad Ismail, author of the 
MusUqlm, the other Ms son-in-law (and 
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also partially a contributor to the book), 
named Miiulwi ‘Abdul Hai. By that school 
^Muhammad is generally esteemed, to 

l!.a.Ye been a man of much talent and learning. 
The extreme honour which, he and his brother 
Slaulwi paid to Sayyad Ahmad, avIio was 
liiinself nearly illiterate, had a powerful 
effect in attracting towards him the respect 
of the vulgar. They rendered him almost 
menial oilices, running, it is said, with their 
shoes off, by the side of lus palankeen, when 
he moved out with his servants. From his 
first leaving Deliii he assumed the character 
of a religious teacher, ami commenced to 
spread his reiigious doctrines. The general 
spirit by which these were animated (identical 
nearly with that of the tenets of tlie Arabian 
Wahabis, of whom the sect of Sayyad xVhmad 
ma,y perhaps be accurately termed an Indian 
imitation) was the ardent profession of Mn- 
hammadanisin in its primitive simplicity and 
fervour, and the utter rejection of all idola- 
trous or superstitious innovations, whence- 
soever derived. The manner in which tliey 
were at first actually received was, however, 
highly favourable. When Sayyad Ahmad 
at last came down to Bengal,' he had got 
together many followers and had established 
an extensive reputation. He arrived in 
Calcutta with a considerable retinue towards 
the end of a.d. 1821, and inimediately a 
great majority of the ^luhamiiiadans of the 
place, of all ranks and stations, flocked to 
become, or to profess themselves, his disciples. 
In the early part of a.d. 1822 he proceeded 
with his friends, the two Moiilwis, to Mecca, 
from whence he returned in October of the 
next year, having tonebed for a few days 
at Bombay, where, with reference to the 
shortness of his stay, his success in gaining 
nnmeroLis followers was nearly as remark- 
able as in Calcutta. In December, a.d. 
1823, he again started for Upper India. The 
next important event of his career, his 
commencing a religions war in the Lahore 
territories, did not occur till after a consider- 
able interval, though the enterprise was one 
in which he had long openly announced his 
intention to engage. Its date is given in the 
Tm'ijhU) ’•til- Jihad, or Incitement of ReUgmis 
JFar, a little treatise written in Hindustani 
dining the continuance of the struggle by a 
Maulwl of Qanauj with the view, as its name 
purports, of rousing the Faithful to I’ally 
round the standard which had been raised in 
the Panjab. “The tribe of Sikhs,” says 
the indignant Maiilwi, “ has long held sway 
in Lahore and other places. Their oppres- 
sions have exceeded all limits. Thousands of 
Muhammadans they have unjustly Idlled, and 
on thousands luive they heaped disgrace. 
The ‘Ajian, or summons for prayer, and the 
killing of cows, they have entirely prohibited. 
Wlien at length tlanr insidting tjTaiiuy could 
no longer be boine, Sayyad Ahmad, going to 
the direction of Kabul and Qandahar, roused 
the jiluhammadaus of those countries, and, 
nerving their courage for action in the 
service of God, some thousands of believers 
became ready at his call to tread the path of 
God’s service; and on the 21st December, 


A.D. 1826, 20tli Jumilda I. a.h. 1242, the 
Jihad against the Kafir Sikhs began.” The 
events of this war were watclied with a 
natural interest by the Mnliamniudan popula- 
tion of India generally, whether .{ijI lowers of 
Sayyad Ahmad or not. Many of the inhabit- 
ants of our Western provinces went in bodies 
to range tlieinselves under his standard ; and 
his emissaries gathered large eoutributions 
of money and jewels, even from our own 
distant Presidencies, and from the principal 
Muhammadan towns of tlie Deccan. The 
prominent occurrences of the war, the per- 
severance with which it was kept up, the 
temporary and occasional successes which 
Sayyad Ahmad met, and liis ultimate death 
ill battle, are well known. With his death 
the struggle appeals to have entirely ceased. — ■

(Ba^ Sulaimau). Ho died at Pakii whilst 
on his return to Persia. His son Mir Mu- 
hammad Ilamdani, also a fiigiiive, brought 
in his train three hundred Sayyads to 
Kashmere, where bo remained twelve years.

It is shaded by a Ivhizni tree, which 
gi’ow'S by the side of the eastern wall out 
of the enclosure. In the middle of the tomb 
is a reservoir about 5 feet 4 inches by I foot 
8 inches, and in depth about 1 foot 2 inebes. 
In the midst of the water tliere rises, about 
one inch above it, a small island, or the 
inner tomb, of 4 feet by 1 . This miraculous 
reservoir is ahvays full to the brim of very 
cold wmter. Hunched, s of visitors go to the 
shrine every Thursday, and drink a tumbler 
full of the water, but it never diminishes nor 
increases.

regarded him only as a liasfartl, jukI not of 
their tribe, became wetiry of the iiulignilit^s 
shewn him; and niovct'l from Udaipur to 
IHiandesh, Avhere he embraced tlie service of a 
Zamindar, named Bajji ‘Ali JlGlnin. lie 
afterAvards retired into the .Deccan, Avliero ho 
purchased a tract of land near the present 
Marhatta capital of Puna, and settled upon it 
as Zamindar, in Avliieh situation he died. 
Bliag Singh, had four sons, tAvo of Avliom, 
Maliuji and Bambujl, being of an enter- 
prising spirit, entered into the serAdee of 
Jadho Bae, a Marhatta chief of distinguished 
rank at the court of Bahadur Nizam Shfih. 
Malluji had a son named Sdhji m* Sfiuji, 
Avho married the daughter of Jadho Bae, and 
thus the Bliosla family became iiicorjiorated 
Avitli the Marliattas, * and are commonly 
esteemed as such, in Hindustan. SahjT, after 
the death of his father, left Ahmaduagar 
with his folio Avers and entered into the service 
of Ihralum ‘'Adii Shah, king of BljapCir, 
who gave him a jiigir in the Xarnntic, Avith 
a comiiiaiid of ten thousand horse. Soon after 
this, in May, a.d. 1627, his son Sewiiji, 
afterwards so celebrated in the Deccan, ivais 
horn, from the daiigliter of Jadho Bile 
Marhatta. Silhji, liaving disagreed Avith liis 
wife, sent her, AAitli the infant Sewaji, to 
reside at Puna, of Avhieli and the vicinity he 
had obtained a grant. SoAVaji, though 
neglected by his father, Avas properly 
educated, and at the age of seventeen excelled 
in every accomplisliinent. Military fame was 
his first passion; and the government of 
Bijapur being now Aveakened by intestine 
dinsions and the encroachments of the 
Mughals, he had soon an opportunity of 
signalizing liimself among other rebels. He 
raised banditti and plundered the neigh- 
bouring districts, and having noAV taken 
possession of the jaglr, raised more troops, 
successfully levied contribiitious on several 
Zamiudars, and much extended the limits of 
his territories. At this crisis the prince 
Aurangzeb, gOAmrnor of the imperial territories 
in the Deccan, Avas meditating the overtliroAV 
of his brother Dara Shikoli, the favourite son 
of the emperor Shall Jalian, Avho Avas now in 
a dangerous state of health. For this purpose 
he Avas preparing an army to march to Agra ; 
and, observing the enterprizing genius of 
SeAvaji, sent him an invitation to his service. 
SeAvaji, pretending to be struck AAdth liorror at 
the rebellion of a sou against a fatluu', 
receded the prince’s messenger Avitli indignity, 
drove him from his presence, and ordered tlie 
letter he had bought to he tied to the tail of 
a dog. Aurangzeb for the ]>resent stifled his 
resentment, hut never Avould forgive ScAvaji’s 
insolence, and hence may be dated his tedious 
Avar ill the Deccan, and finally the ruin of the 
Mughal emxiire by tlie IBiirliattas. Aurangzeb 
having left the Deccan in a.d. 1658, a.ii. 
1068, SiAvaji resolved to turn the inactivity 
of the imxierial troops, and the Aveaknoss of the 
Golkanda and Bijapur princes, to the utmost 
adA'antage. He took the strong fortress of 
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Hajgnrli, wliieli lie fixed upon as the seat of 
his‘ government. The Bijapur government 
linTiiig in vain desired his father Bahji (who 
disclaimed all connection with him) to repress 
the excesses of his son, at length sent against 
him a considerable force under a general 
named Afiuil Klian. Sewaji with artful 
policy invited him to come and receive his 
submission. Afziil Kban advanced without 
opposition to his tent, wdien he was' stabbed 
by tlie treacherous Zamindar in embracing 
him. Upon a signal given, the Marhatfas 
rushed from an ambuscade, attacked the 
unsuspecting army of Bijapur, which, 
deprived of their chief, was quickly defeated, 
Sewiiji plundered their rich camp, and by 
this victory became master of all Kokan, the 
21:im,indrirs of which flocked to acknowledge 
his authority, to save their possessions. The 
strong fortress of Sittira and other places 
also opened their gates to receive him. In 
the coui’se of only three years Sewaji became 
a poiverfiil prince, his authority being 
acknowledged over almost the whole coast of 
Marwar. He built palaces and erected forti- 
fications in every part of his country ; gave 
much trouble to the emperor ‘Aiamgir; 
reigned more than twenty years, and left a 
character wdiicli lias never since been equalled 
or approached by any of his countrymen. He 
died on the 14th April, a.d. 1680, 24th 
Eabi'' I. A.H. 1091, but, according to 
Elpliinstone’s History of India, on the oth 
April the same year, aged 53 years represent- 
ing the differeuk^ between okTaiid new styles. 

His funeral pile was administered with the 
same sacrifices as had been devoted the year 
before to the obsequies of the Maharaja 
Jaswant Singh of Jodhpur; attendants, 
animals, and wives, were hiirut with his 
corpse. He was succeeded by bis son Sambha 
or Bambliaji. 

ShaWb oojj the 

son of AT^zid, the son of Haim, was a 
KJiara j ite. It is related that his father, A^ezid, 
was sent by ‘ITsinfin the lUialif to assist the 
Syrian ituhammadaiis against the Greeks in 
the twenty- fifth year of the Hijra, The 
Alusalmans obtaining the victory, the Chris- 
taiiis were exposed for sale. Among the 
captives A'ezul espied a beautiful maid, whom 
he bought and married. She proved with 
child of Shahib, wlio was born on the 10th 
of the month of Zil-hijja, being the day on 
which the pilgrims kiiied the sacrifices at 
Aleeca. A'ezid opposed Hajjaj, the governor, 
of Aleccaj for a long time, and was at last 
drowned in a river. Ilis body being drawn 
out, his head was cut off and sent to Hajjaj. 

This happened in a.d. 696, a.k. 77. 

Sliadad (jIa-Sj), poetical title of Hae 

Chandra Lai, an Amir in the service of the 
Nizam of Haidarabud. 

SHaddad (aIaA), the Adite, was the 
son of ^Adand, the first king of the ^Adites, a 


race of ancient Arabs ; the smallest of their 
tribe is said to have been 60 cubits high, and 
the largest 100 cubits. ‘Ad had two sons, 
Shadid and Shaddad ; on the death of their 
father, they reigned conjointly over the 
w^hole earth.* At length Shadid died, and his 
brother Shaddad ruled after him. Shaddad 
was fond of reading the ancient hooks, and 
when he met with descriptions of Paradise 
and of the world to come, his heart enticed 
him to build its like upon the earth. A 
pleasant and elevated spot being fixed upon, 
Shaddad despatched one hundred chiefs to 
collect skilful artists and workmen from all 
countries. He also commanded the kings of 
Syria and Onnus to send him all their jeivels 
and precious stones. Forty camel-loads of 
gold, silver and jewels were daily used in the 
building, which contained a thousand spacious 
qimdi'angles of many thousand rooms. In 
the areas were artificial trees of gold and 
silver, whose leaves wmre emeralds, and fruit 
clusters of pearls and jewels. The ground was; 
strewed with ambergris, mnsk and safiiroii. 
Between every two of the artificial trees was 
planted one of delicious fruit. This romantic 
abode took 500 years in the completion. To 
this paradise he gave the name of Iram. 
When finished Shaddad marched to view it, 
and when he arrived near, divided two 
hundred thousand youthful slaves, whom he 
had brought with him from Damascus, into 
four detachments, which w^ere stationed in 
cantonments prepared for their reception on 
each side of the garden, towards which he 
proceeded with his favourite courtiers. 
Suddenly was heard in the air a voice like 
thunder, and Shaddad, looking up, beheld a 
personage of majestic figure and stern aspect, 
who said, “ I am the Angel of Death, com- 
missioned to seize thy impure soul.” Shaddad 
exclaimed, “ Give ine leisime to enter the 
garden,” and was descending from his horse, 
when the seizer of life snatched away his 
impure spirit, and he fell dead upon the 
ground. At the same time lightnings flashed, 
and destroyed the whole army of the infidel ; 
and the rose-garden of Iram fieeame concealed 
from the sight of man. 

This paradise, though invisible, is still 
supposed to be standing in the deserts of 
Aden, and sometimes, though very rarely, God 
permits it to he seen. » 

Crighton, in his History of Arabia, says 
that “The whole fable seems a confused 
tradition of Beltis and tlie ancient Babylon ; 
or rather, as the name 'would import, of 
Benhadad, mentioned in Scripture as one of 
the most famous of the Syrian kings, and 
who, we are told, was worshipped by Ms 
subjects.^’ 

Shadid an author, whose 

proper name is Aluhammad bin-Faramimz. 

Shadid, Qazi Aj an eminent 

Musalman doctor and author, who died in 
the year A.D. 1447, a.h. 851, 
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Sliadman, Sultan (^LkLa a 

poet ivlio liad assumed the title of Sultan on 
account of liis being a descendant of the royal 
race of Gihkars, whose territory was between 
the countries of the Pan jab and Hasan 
Abdal. He flourished in the reign of the 
emperor Shah Jahan, and is the author of a 
Diwaii. He wrote some beautiful verses in 
praise of the peacock throne on its completion 
in the year A. D. 163f5, a.h. 1044, for which 
he was very handsomely rewarded by the 
emperor. He died in the reign of ‘Alamgir 
A.D. 1668, A.H. 1079. 

Shad-ul-Mulk Ij i_XUJl 

a celebrated courtezan, 

whom Sultan Khalil, the grandson of Amir 
Tainiur, had secretly married, and at last lost 
his kingdom on her account. 

SKafaH poetical appellation

Shafa'i Hakim poetical 

title of Sharaf-iiddin Hasan, a physician and 
poet who is the author of several Masnawis, 
one of which is called Nmnakdan HaqTqatj 
the Salt-cellar of Truth.

Shafa'i, Imam ^iU), surname 

of Abu Abdullah Muhammad hin-Idris, who 
was thus surnamed from Shafia, one of his 
forefathers, who was a descendant of ‘Abdul 
Mutallih, graiidfather of Muhammad. It is 
from that origin that the Sunnis give to this 
doctor the title of Inuiiii-xii-Mntallihi, as 
well as that of ‘Arif Billali, or leaimed in 
God. He was horn at Gliaza, a city of 
Palestine, on the very day that Abu Hanifa 
died, A.p. 767, a.h. 150, and eventually 
became the founder of the third of the chief 
Sunni sects. He died in Egypt on Friday 
the 20th January, a.d. 820," 30th Kajab, 
A.H. 204, aged 54 lunar years. He is the 
author of several works, and is said by all 
Sunni writers to have been a learned and 
virtuous man, who laboured to arrange the 
traditions so as to render them useful as a 
code of laws. In his youth he was a pupil of 
Malik ihn~‘Aus. His followers were at one 
time very numerous in lOmrasan; hut at 
present his opinions are rarely quoted, either 
in Pei'sia or India. He is reputed to have 
composed two collections of traditions, namely 
the Mamad and the Sunan. Besides the 
works on the traditions, he is said to have 
composed a most excellent treatise on juris- 
priideiice called Al-Fiqh- til- AJchar ; but it 
has been questioned whether he was the 
author.

He 
was a contemporai*y of An\b;iri and liushidi, 
and was drowned in the river Jailiun by order 
of Sultan Atsiz of Khwarizm, who was an 
enemy of Sultan Sanjar. 'VThen Atsiz raised 
in Kjiwarizm the standard of revolt against 
Sanjar, the latter sent Adib as a spy to the 
court of Atsiz that he might continually 
keep him informed of the intentions of his 
enemy. It so happened that Atsiz despatched 
an assassin who was to murder Sanjar on 
Friday* Adib sent tlic intelliu'ence of the 
plot and portrait of the assassin in advance 
to Sanjar. The plot vus thus frustrated, 
but Adib paid with his hie lor his fldolity 
to his former patron. At'>iz ordered that his 
hands and feet he tied, and that he he thrown 
into the Oxiis. This happened in a.d. 1152, 
A.H. 546. He has left a Diwan of Kasidus 
called Qasdid Adib Sabir,

Jerusalem, author of the SJiarah Lamia 
Shatihia, He died a.d. 1328, a.h. 728.

He defeated and took prisoner IGitisro Malik, 
the last prince of the race of the Ghaznavide.s, 
A.D. 1186, A.H. 582, and subdued iOiurasan

Bahr Mauiodj^ in Persian. He received tlie 
title of Malik-iii-HTlma, “ king of the learned,” 
from Siiltnu Ibrahim Sliarqi of Jaunpur, and 
died ill the year a.d. 1437, a.h. 842. He is 
also the author of the \vork entitled Mtmdqih^ 
zis-Saddat. 

Shabab-uddin Subarwardi 

generally called 

Shail^ Alaqt-ul and Qatil-iillali, because he 
was put to death by the famous general Salah- 
uddin (Saladin) of Aleppo, for having more 
philosophy than religion. According to the 
work called Haft Aklim, he Avas starved or 
put to death at Aleppo in a.d. 1189, a.h. 
685, aged 36 or 38 years. He is the author 
of the Commentaries" called SharaJi Eaydkal 
and Sharah At/zdh. In the 4th vol, of Edji 
Ehsifd, p. 236, he is said to he the author of 
another work called AM Surkk, 

Bbabab- uddin Bubarwardi, Sbaikb 

son of Abu Najib, was born at Suharward 
in January, a.d. 1145, Eajab, a.h. 539. 
Pie was a pious Shaikh, most assiduous in 
his spiritual exercises and the practice of 
devotion. He is the author of sfiveral 
■works, among which is one called 

/ ul-Mmrif, also Q'Ahd. Aivm'iJUiBJIuqdi^^ 
He died on the 26th September, a.d. 1234, 
1st Alubarram, A.H. 632, in his 93rd year, 
at Baghdad, where he was buried. Tliere is 
another ■work in Arabic found in the Library 
of Tipii Sultan, entitled Eikmat-uUAshrdq^ 
of which he is said to he the author. 

Bbabab-uddin, Sultan 

. the son of Sultan ^Ala-uddin, 

whom he succeeded on the throne of Kash- 
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mere, A.D. 1356, a.ii. 757. He ttirned Ms 
attention to t'ort'i<;’n conquest, and during* the 
succeeding' ttni years subdoed Thibet, Kash- 
ghar, Ihnlaldishan and Kabul. He then, 
according- to the historian Haidar Malik, in- 
vaded Hindustan with an immense army, and 
is said to have worsted Firoz Shah, king of 
Dehli, in a pitched battle on the banks of 
the Satlaj, the result of which ^vas to cause 
that potentate to acknowledge his supremacy. 
Shahah-nddin then returned to Kashmere, 
where his religious zeal led him to destroy 
the idol temples at Bijbihari and elsewliere. 
He died after a reign of 19 years, a.d. 1376, 
and was succeeded by his brother Qat h-uddin, 
during wdiose reign tlie famous Sayyad ‘Ali 
Hamdani arrived at Kashmere. 

Shaliab-uddm ^Umar 

son of Sultan ‘Ala-uddln Si- 
kandar Saiii, king of Dehli.

Slialiadat poetical name of

Shah ‘Alam king of Dehli, 

whose original name wms ‘Ali Gauhar, was 
the son of tlie emperor ‘Alaiiigir II. by Zinat 
Mahal, siiriiamed Bilal Khnwar ; and was 
born on the loth June, a.d. 1728, 17th Zi- 
Qa‘da, a.h. 1140. In the year a.d. 1758, 
A.H. 1172, fearing he might he made a 
prisoner by ‘Imad -ill -Hulk Ghazi-nddiu 
khan, the minister of his father, he left 
Dehli to try his fortune in Bengal, the 
Hawab of which province, Siraj-iiddaula, 
liad been deposed by the assistance of the 
English, and Mir Jafar set up in his room. 
Jle was in Beliar when he received the in- 
telligence of the murder ok his father, and, 
having assumed the imperial authority, he 
ascended the throne on the 23th December, 
A.D. 1759, 4th Jumada I. a.h. 1173, with 
the title of Shah ‘Alam. After the defeat 
of Shuja-iiddaiila, his prime minister, at 
Buxai', on the 23rd October, a.d. 1764, 26th 
Eabi‘ 11. A.H. 1178, and his flight to the 
upper province, the king followed the English 
to AUalifibad, where he granted the East 
ludia Company the Sanad of the Diwani of 
Bengal, diited*12th August, a.d. 1765, 24th 
Safar, a.h. 1179, on the Company agreeing 
to pay the emperor 24 lakhs of rupees ahimally 
from the revenues of the three provinces, 
viz. Bongtil, Eehar, and Orissa. This im- 
portant business being settled by Lord Clive, 
lie returned to Calcutta, leaving General 
Smitli to attend the emperor, hut in fact to 
rule him; for the General resided in the 
fortress, and his majesty in the town; and 
the sound of tlie imperial iianhat in the fort 
being disagreeable to General Smith, he for- 
bad the band to play, nor did the servants 
of the emperor dare to disobey the disgracefnl 
order. Shah Gilain continued to reside at 


Allahabad under the protection of the English 
till the year a.d. 1771, a.h. 1185, when, 
growing weary of his retirement, he pro- 
ceeded to De'hlf, where he arrived (»ii the 
25th December the same year, hot net long 
afterwards fell into tlie power ol Gjuilam 
Kadir l£han, a liohila chief, who put out liis 
eyes outiie 10th August, a.d. 1788, Itamiizan, 
A.H. 1185. Shah ‘Aiani, a tier tins event, 
re-assumed the throne, and di(:*<l on the 19th 
November, a.d. 1806, 7ih llamazau, a.h. 
1221, aged 81 lunar years. Slifdi ‘'Ahiiu’s 
poetical name ivas Aftab. He was a good 
poet, and has left a Diwilii called iliu-cn- 
Jiftdb, in Persian and Urdu verse. His 
remains were deposited close to the tomb of 
BahMiir Shah, adjoining the Moti Masjul, 
near the Dargjih of Qiitb Shah.

He passed tlie lii'st part of his life as a 
Dervish or mendicant^ but -was afterwards 
employed by the emperor Akliar, and raised 
to the dignity of an Amir. Ho was a]ipointed 
governor of 'Bengal in a.d. 1584, a.h. 992, 
and died in the 4 -1th year of the reign of 
that monarch, a.d. 15*99, a.h. 1008, aged 
70 years. He whs buried at Ajmir, near iiie 
mausoleum of Kliwaja i^lodn-uddm Chishti, 
His liberality and the money lie expended 
was so great^ that it made tile ]}eople think 
that he had in his possession the Philosopher’s 
Stone. 

Shah Be^am tlio mother 

of Sultan Kluisro, the son of the emperor 
Jahangir. Vide Khiisro (Sultan). 
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Bliali Begam This was the 

title conferred by Jalian<|ir on Ins first wife, 
who was the dswghter of Bhagwan Das, the 
son of Baja Behari Mai. She was married 
to prince Salim (afterwards Jahangir) in a.d. 
1584, A.H. 993, and became the mother of 
Sultan Kinsro, who was born in a.d. 1587, 
A.H. 995. When Jahangir rebelled against 
his father Altbar, and was liTing independently 
at Allahabad, he gave himself up more than 
ever to debauchery. He had always enter- 
tained a peculiar dislike for his eldest son, 
Sultiin TChusro, whose own iev% and violence 
seem to have given him reasons for his dis- 
pleasure. Some circumstance in their disputes 
so affected IQiusro’s mother that she swallowed 
poison (opium) in a.d. 1603, a.h. 1012, and 
died at Allahabad, wdiere she was buried in 
a place called Sultan lOiusro’s garden, where 
licr son Sulfan Hiusro also was afterwards 
buried. 

Shall Begam a daughter 

of Muhammad Muqini, brother of Shah Beg 
Arghim, governor of Qandahar and after- 
wards king of Sindh. She was married to 
Qasim Koka, who was Idlled in the wars of 
the Uzbaks. On the conquest of Qandahar 
by Babar Shah, she was taken away to Kahnl. 

Shah Begam mother of 

Tvhan Mirza, of Bada]dishan, traced her 
genealogy to Alexander the Great. 

Shah Beg Arghun or Urghun 

king of Sindh and 

founder of the Arg^ixii family, was the son 
of Mirza Ziinnun Beg Ara^iin, the com- 
maiidcr-iii-chief and head of the nobles at 
the court of Siilfan Husaiu Mirza, king of 
IHuirusan, and gwernor of Qandahar and 
the provinces of 'Shal, Sitfmak and Arghun. 
hlirza Ztiiinun met his death in attempting 
to resist an invasion under Muhammad S^du 
Shaibanl Uzbak. After his death the govern- 
ment of Kandahar devolved on his son Shah 
Beg Arghixn. When the emperor Babar 
Sh'ah invaded the province ot Qandahar, 
Shah Bog, unable to resist him, retreated 
towards Sindh, and having overcome Jam 
Firr-z, the last king of the Samana dynasty, 
A.D. 1521, A.H. 927, he settled himself as 
king ill that country. His reign "was, how- 
ever, hut of slxort diiratiou, for he died two 
years and some mouths after the conquest, 
in the year a.d. 1524, a.h. 930, and his 
eldest son, Shah Husain Arghun, succeeded 
him. 

Shah Bai-ullah, Shirazi 

a pupil of Shah Hamat- 

ullah AYali. He was a mystical poet and a 
great saint. His tomb, which is at Shiraz, 
is a place of pilgrimage. 


Shah Ghulam Azim 

son of Shah Abul Maali, the son of Shah 
Ajmal of Allahabad. He is the author of 
two Diwiins and a Masnawi.

king of Sindh, succeeded his 


father, Shah Beg Arghun, in a.d. 1524, a.h. 
930. He reigned S'Jyears, and died in a.d, 
loo5, A.H. 962. After his death the govern- 
ment of Sindh was divided between two 
rivals, Mabmud, tbe governor of Bakkar, and 
Mirza Isa Turkhan. governor of Tbatfa, who 
both assumed the title of king, and between 
whom frequent dissensions arose, and battles 
were fought. The emperor Akbar on coming 
to Lahore reduced the whole of the province 
of Bakkar exclusive of the fort, till at last 
Mahmud was willing to give it up, and 
Akbar deputed Geisa ICOian to receive it, but 
Mahmud died before his arrival, a.d. 1574, 
A.H. 982, after a reign of 20 lunar years, and 
Akbar thus became possessed of Upper Sindh, 
and put an end to the hopes of the race of 
Mahmud. Isa Turkhan, who took posses.sion 
of Thatta after the death of Shah Husain, 
died after a reign of 13 years in a.d. 1567, 
A.K. 976. 

Shall Husain Safwi jU) 

succeeded his father, Shah Sulaiman, king of 
Persia, in A.D. 1694, a.h. 1134. In the year 
A.D. 1722 Mahmud, an Afghan chief of 
Qandaliar, besieged Isfahan and compelled 
Sultan Husain to surrender and resign his 
crown to him. This circumstance occurred on 
the 23rd October tbe same year, a.h. 1135, and 
the unfortunate Sultan was confined in a small 
palace, where he remained seven years, when 
a reverse of fortune, Avliich threatened their 
downfall, led his enemies, wliose chief was 
Ashraf, the successor of Mahmud, to put an 
end to his existence. This melaucboly event 
took place in November, a.d. 1729, a.h. 
1142. The Safwian family may be said to 
have actually terminated with Sultan Husain. 
His son Tahmasp assumed the title of king, 
and struggled for a few years with his fate, 
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but a weak, efeniinate, and debauched youth 
was imsuited for such times ; and he only 
merits a place in history as his name fur- 
nished a pretext for the celebrated Nadir 
Shah to lay tlio foundation of his great 
power.

also called Sliaibani 

Khan, who, after he had conquered Trans- 
oxiana, invaded Kliurasan, took Herat in 
A.D. 1507, A.H. 913, and extinguished the 
principal braiieh of tlie house of Taimur. 
He was, hoAvever, defeated and slain in a 
battle against Shah Hsma^il I. Safwi, in a,d. 
15 iO, A.H. 916, when his skull was overlaid 
with gold, and made into a drinking enp 
by that monarch. After his death Taimur 
Sultan succeeded him and Jan! Beg Sultan 
and ‘Abdullah Kli an divided BiilAara between 
themselves. The ITzbaks were Tartars who 
came from the borders of Eussia, where they 
had been governed by a race of princes 
descended from Shaibaiii, the grandson of 
Cliangez Khan ; but they derived their name 
from'tTzhak, the seventll of their race, who 
introduced the Mulmramadan religion among 
them. The last prince of this tribe was 
Burgu Mian, who was slain by Shall Baldit, 
upon which the ITzbaks quitted their ancient 
habitation, and conquered Kliurasun, Khwa- 
rizm, etc.

He flourished in the 
time of Baisanghar Mirza and Sultan Babar, 


and died at Astrabad in a.d. 1450, A.n. 854, 
aged more than 70 years. He was Imried at 
his own request at Sabzwfir. He is tlie author 
of a biography of poets called 
Shimm, and of a Diwan ciititied JJhahi 
JS/mhl. 

Skak Jalian emperor of 

Dehli, surnamed Shahab-uddin Muhammad 
Sahib Qiran Sani, was the third sou of the 
emperor Jahangir. He was born at Lfihore 
on the 5th January, a.d. 1593, 29th llahi‘ I. 
A.H. 1000, and named Mirza Klmrrani. Ilis 
mother, Baliiiati, was the daughter of Eaja 
IJdai Singh, son of Ilaja Maldeo, of JoOlrpiir, 
and sister to Eaja Surkj Singh. At tlie time 
of his father’s death he was absent in the 
Deccan, but the throne was secured for him 
by his father-in-law, ‘Asaf Kliaii, the wazir, 
tfie brother of Niir Jahrui B(‘gam. Ho 
marched towards Liiliore on lieariug of 
the throne being at bis disposal, and liegan 
his reign 4th .t’ebruary, a.d, 1628, 8th 
Juraada II. a. it. 1037. He was the most 
inagnilicent prince that ever appeared in 
India. The most striking instance of his 
pomp and prodigality was his coustruction of 
the famous peacock iliroiie. It took its name 
from two peacocks fashioned splendidly in 
sapphires, emeralds, rubies, and other ap- 
propriate jeivels, which formed the chief 
ornament of a mass of bullion and precious 
stones that dazzled every bediolder. Tavernier, 
a jeweller by profession, reports that it cost 
nearly six millions and-a-half sterling. His 
greatest splendour was shown in his buildings. 
He founded a new city at Dehli, called after 
him Shahjahanahrid, hut of all the structures 
erected by him there is none that bears any 
comparison with the Taj Mahal at Agra, 
a mausoleum of Avliito marble decorated with 
mosaics, which for the richness of the 
material, the chasteness of the design, and 
the effect at once brillia,nt and solemn, is not 
surpassed by any edifice, either in Europe or 
Asia. Ta j Mahal is a corruption of Mumtiiz 
Mahal (Arjuraaiul Begam, q.i?.), the narao 
of Shah Jaban’s favourite wife, whose siqml- 
chre it forms. Shah Jahaii reigned thirty 
years, hut was deposed and confined in tho 
fort of Agi'a by his sou ‘Alaiiiglr Anrangzeb 
on the 9tli June, a.d. 1651, 17fh Kamazan, 
A.H. 1068, and died at Agra, after an iiu- 
prisonment of 7 years and 10 months, on 
Monday night, the 23rd January, a.d. 1066, 
26tli liajat, A.ii. 1076, aged 76 lunar years 
3 months and 1 7 days, and was buried in the 
Taj close to his wife’s tomb. There were 
living at the time of his imprisomient four of 
his sons and four daughters. Of the sons the 
eldest Avas Dara Shikoli, the second Sultan 
Shnjaa, the third ‘Alamglr, and the fourth 
Murad Bakhsh ; hut ‘Alaingir, who suc- 
ceeded his father, murdered" two of his 
brothers, viz. Dara and Murad, and the 
third, Sultan Bhujaa, died in Arracan, or 
was murdered by tlie Eaja of that country. 
His daughters were Arjuman ‘Ara, Gait! 
‘Ara, Jahaa ‘Ara, and Dakr ‘Ara (or 
Eoshan ‘ilrii).

^Uls^) succeeded to the princi- 
pality of Bhopal on the death of her mother, 
Sikandar Begam, on the 30th October, a.d, 
1868. Her Ilighness in a.d. 1871 married 
her prime minister, Muhammad Sadik Hasan 
IH'ian, by the advice or consent of the 
Supreme Government. He was her second 
husband. She commanded that in Mure he 
should be addressed thus: Motainid-nl- 
Muharn hlnhammad Sadik Hasan Khan 
Sahib Bahadur, second minister of the State 
of Bhopal. 


Shah Jalal ( Jli^^ a Muhammadan 

saint of great sanctity, whose tomb is in 
Sylliet. This shrine bus a large number of 
attendants to minister at it, and the pigeons 
and other birds which dock there are held 
as sacred as the birds within the temple of 
Mecca. 


Shah Karak (Cjji a celebrated 

Muhammadjin saint, who is buried at Kara, a 
city in the ])roYinco of Allahabad, and whose 
tomb is still bold sacuod by the Musalmans. 
It is mentioned by Firisbta, that tlie day 
before the assassination of Sultan Jalal-uddin 
Firoz, in a.d. 1206, Sultan ‘Alii-iiddui visited 
the holy man, who, rising from his pillows 
repeated the following extempore verses : 
“ He who cometh against thee shall lose 
his head in tlie boat, and his body shall be 
thrown into the Gauges ; ” wliicb, they say, 
was explained a few hours afterwards by the 
death of the unfortainate king, whose head 
fell into the boat upon this occasion, Shah 
Karak died between the years a.d. 1296 and 
A.D. 1316. 


Shall Madar idji), a celebrated 

Muhammadan saint, whose proper name was 


Badi-nddiu. He was a disciple of Shaikh 
Aluhammad Taifuri Bastami, and is tlie 
founder of the sect called Madaria in India. 
Many curious anecdotes are related of him. 
He died on the 20th December, a.d. 1434, 
A.H. 838, aged 124 years, and is buried at 
Makanpur in Qiinaiij, where a great assembly 
is held every year at bis tomb. He was a 
contemporary of Qazi Shahab-iiddm Baulata- 
badi, who lived in the time of Sultan 
Ibrahim Sharqi of Jaunpilr.

He reigned in ‘Iraq and Fars after Shah 
Zain-nl- ‘Abidin, wliom he deprived of sight, 
and took possession of Shiraz. He was 
defeated by Amir Taimur, who put him to 
death on ' Thursday, the 22nd May, a.d. 
1393, 10th liajab, a.h. 795.

Shah Mir also called Mian, 

whose proper name was Shaikh Muhammad, 
was a descendant of the IDialif ‘ITinar, and 
a very pious Musalman. He is reckoned 
amongst the Muhammadan saints. He •svas 
bom at Shistan a.d. 1550, a.h. 957, came to 
LMiore, where he resided 60 years, and died 
there on Tuesday, the 11th August, a.d. 
1635, 7th Eabi‘ 1. a.h. 1045, aged 88 lunar 
years. He is buried at a place called Ilas- 
himpur, near Lahore . He had numerous 
disciples, one of whom was Mnila Shilh, the 
spiritual guide of the prince Dara Sliikoh, 
the eldest son of the emperor Shah Jalian. 
He is the author of the work called Zigd^-ul^ 
Agim, or the Light of the Eyes, containing 
the rules for propriety of conduct through 
life. 

Shall Mir ilAj), first Muhammadan 

king of Kashmere. The original inhabitants 
of Kashmere appear to have been the followers 
of Brahma.. The period of the first estab- 
lishment of the Muhammadan faith in that 
country took place during the reign of Baja 
Seina Deva, about the year a.d. 1315, a.h. 
715, when a person called Sluih j\Hr, coming 
to Kashmere in the habit of a Dervish, was 
admitted into the service of that prince. 
Upon the death of the Eaja lie was appointed 
prime minister to bis son and successor, Eaja 
Eaiijan. When this Eaja died Anand Dev, 
who* succeeded him, also made Shah Mir his 
minister. The whole of this family not only 
gained great ascendancy over the Eaja,, but 
also over the minds of the people, till the 
Eaja, becoming jealous of their power, for- 
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bade tliem in court. This exclusion drove 
Shuh Mir into rebellion, when, having occu- 
pied the valley of Kaslimere with his troops, 
most of the ofOcers of tlxe liaja’s government 
also joined him. This insurrection soon 
brouglit the Raja to the grave, and in the 
year a.d. 1327, a. h, 727, he died of a broken 
heart, leaving his widow regent. Shah Mir, 
after some years, married Kaiila Devi, the 
wife of the Raja, who embraced the Miihara- 
madaii faith, an event which secured to him 
the country which he had before nearly 
usurped. It is related by another author, 
tliat when preparations for the marriage 
commenced, the devoted princess, despairing 
and ignorant, surrounded by her train of 
maidens, advanced into the presence of the 
usurper aud, upbraiding him for his ingratitude 
and treachery, stabbed herself before him. 
Tims perished, by her own hand, the last 
Hindu sovereign of Kashmere, and Shah 
Mir, who is considered the first Muhammadan 
king of that country, ascended the throne 
iincihr tlie title of Snlfaii Shams-uddin in the 
year a.d. 1341, a.h. 742. He died in a.d. 
1344 or a.d. 1349, a.h. 745 or a.h. 750, 
and was succeeded by his son Jamshid.

reigned little more than a year, and 
was killed by a fall from his palace. 

10. Siiltuii Hasan, son of Haidar Sliah, 

reigned 12 years in excess and drunken- 
ness. , , ^

of age, son of Hiisan Shah. He had 
severe I battles with. Fatha Khan, and 
aft(,n* a reign of 1 1 years was imprisoned 
by his niiclc. 

12. Fatha Klian, who took the title of Eatha 

Shah, reigned 10 years, 
hl'uhammad Shah, re-asceiided tlie throne in 
A.D. 151)6, and reigned two months, and 
thou Fatha Shuh one year, after which 
Muhammad Shah ascended the throne the 
third time, and wa.s deposed after a reign 
of 19 years. He was once more raised to 


the throne, and died in a.d. 1533 after an 
interrupted reign of 50 years. 

Ibrahim, the son of Miilnimmad, reigned five 
years. 

Mubarik Shah, also called Kilzuk and Barhak, 
sou of Ibrahim, ascended the throne and, 
after a reign of tliree moiitlis, was expcRed 
by the army of the emperor Iliiinayuu, 
who, being defeated by Siieir Shah in a.d. 
1541, had fled liis country, and had re- 
treated to Lahore, whence he sent an 
army under the command of Mirza, Haidar 
Doghlat, who, invading Kaslimere, con- 
quered that province, and reigned there 
10 years. 

Mirza Haidar Doghlat, after a reign of nearly 
10 years, was killed in a night attack in 
A.D. 1551, A.H. 958. After lus death the 
leading men divided the country into three 
principalities among tlieniselves, tboiigli for 
form’s sake Nazuk, tlie son of Ibraliim, 
was again seated on the throne, and was 
again deposed the second time, by his 
brother. 

Ibifiliim II. was placed on the throne by 
Daulat Cliak, and after a short time was 
deposed and blinded, and Ins brotlier 

IsmaTl was raised to the throne in a.d. 
1556. He reigned nearly two years, and 
wms succeeded by Ills son 

Habib, who ascended the throne and reigned 
three years, after which he was imprisoned 
by GhazI Chak. 

^azi Chak declared himself king and as- 
sumed the title of <Hiazi Shflh, and reigned 
four years, when, being attacked by a 
leprosy, he abdicated the throne in a.d. 
1563. 

Husain Shah, his brother, mounted the throne, 
reigned six years, and was compelled to 
abdicate in favour of his brother ‘AH Klian 
ill A.D. 1569. 

‘AH Shah ascended the throne in a.d. 1569, 
and in the year a.d. 1572 Mulia Ishq! 
and Qazi Sadr-uddiu came as ambassadors 
from the court of Dchli, the result of wliich 
w’as that Akbar was proclaimed emperor of 
Kashmere in the jinhlic prayers ; and ‘AH 
Shall, at the request of Akhur, S(uit his 
niece, the daughter of his brother Husain 
Shah, to he marriiul to the prince Sulim. 
In the year a.d. 1578, ‘AH Shah was 
killed by a fall from liis horse, after a 
reign of nine years, and was succeeded by 
his son 

Tusaf Chak, 'who proceeded to the court of 
Akbar in 1586, and Ids son 

Yaquh Chak succeeded to the throne in con- 
sequence of his father’s detention at the 
court of Dehli, In the year a.d. 1587, 
A.H. 995) Akbar appointed Muhammad 
Qasira Khan, Amir-ul-Balir (Admiral), to 
march and subdue Kashmere, ya({iib was 
defeated and at last seized and smt to 
Dehli in 1588, where Akbar enrolled Yusaf 
Shah and his son Yaijfib among iho nobles 
of his government.

Slialinawaz Klian a 

iiohleiiian of the reign of the emperor Shah 
Juiian, was the son of ‘Asaf H^un, wazir, 
and father-in-law of the emperor ‘Alamgir, 
and of liis hrotlier prince Miirad Bakhsh; 
though the author of the Mimr-til’- Umra says 
that he was tlie son of Mirza Enstain Qanda- 
hari. He was appointed gorernor of Giijrat 
in the room of the prince Murad Bajdish, 
wdio was imprisoned by order of bis brother 
‘Alamgir in July, a.d. 1658. When JDara 
Bliikoh, through various adventures, after 
his flight froni Mnltiin, came to Almiadabad 
Gujrat, Shahnawaz Kha^, his maternal uncle, 
was then in that city, and his daughter, the 
w^ife of Murad BaMisli, was in his palace. 
Her bitter supplications against ‘Alamgir, 
the impending murderer of her husband, pre- 
vailed on him to join the cause of Dara, for 
whom he levied an army, and marched wdth 
him towards Ajmir, where on their arrival 
a bloody battle ensued betw-een the armies 
of Dilra and ‘Alamgir, on Sunday, the iSth 
March, a.i>. 1659, Jiimada 11. a.h. 1069, 
w^hich ended in the defeat and flight of Bara 
and death of Shahnawaz Khan, who fell by 
the lance of Dilcir IGifui. He was buried by 
the orders of ‘Alamgir in the mausoleum of 
Kluvaja Mo‘iu-nddin Chishti at Ajmir. 

Slialinawaz Klian a 

nobleman of Shah ‘Alain’s court, author of 
the hook called Miraut-’i-Aftab-numaiy a 
work on the history of modern I)ehli. 

Shalinawaz Klian 

aJjA-SO, entitled Samsain-uddaula. 

The original name of this nobleman was 
‘Abdul iiazzak ; he was descended from the 
family of Sailat of Kliawaif in rauirasan, 
hut his great-graiidrathor Amir Kamal-nddin 
kflt Kiawmf, and came to Hindustan in the 
reign of the em])eror Akbur, when he was 
mlnntted amongst the nobles of the court of 
Agra. Alirak Husain, the son of Kama]- 
luldin, held a situation in the service of the 
State, in the reign of Jalnmgir. The son 
of Mirak Husain, Mirak Mo‘in-iiddin, com- 
monly called Amanat Khan, was in great 
favour with Shah Julian, and rose to the 
first rank. He retained also the patronage 


of ‘Alamgir, was appointed by him to various 
important governments, as those of Lahore, 
Multan, Kabul and Kashmere. Amanat 
Mian was the ablest man in the court, and 
a great favourite of ‘Alamgir. Mnien the 
emperor resided in Upper India, he bestowed 
the Subaclari of the Deccan on Kian Juhan 
Bahadur Kokaltash about the year a.d. 1670 , 
A.H. 1081, and Amanat IGiaii was appointed 
Diwan of the Deccan, or Paymaster- General, 
and Historiographer. He nad four sons of 
eminent character : the first, ‘Abdul Qadir 
Dayanat ^han, was the keeper of the Privy 
Purse; the second, Mir Husain Amanat 
IQian, was the public treasurer and governor 
of Surat ; after his death the latter post was 
assigned to his eider brother ; the third son 
was Mir ‘Abdul Eahman Wizarat I^an, 
who was promoted to the Diwaui of Malwa 
and Bijapur ; he was an excellent poet and 
composed a Diwan under the poetical title of 
Bikraiui; the fourth son, Qasiin Klian, was 
Diwan of Multan. Mir Hasan ‘Aii, the son 
of Qasim IHian, was the father of Kawab 
Samsam-udilaula Shahnawaz Khan. He was 
born on the 10th March, a.i>. 1700, 29th 
llainazau, a.h. 1111, at Lahore, hut repaired 
to ‘Aiuaugabad at an early age, and took 
up his abode with his relations and kinsmen 
who resided there before him. He was 
engaged first by Nizam -nl-Mulk ‘Asaf Jah, 
under whom, and his son Nasir Jang, he 
served as Diwan of Berar for several years. 
In the time of Saiabat Jang he was raised 
to the rank of 7000 with the title of Samsain- 
uddaula. On the 12th May, a.d. 1758, 3rd 
Eamazan, a.h. 1171, the day on which 
‘Abdul Eahman Haidar Jang, the counsellor 
of Alonsiem' Bussy, the French general, was 
assassinated by the instigation of Nizam. ‘Ali, 
the brother of Saiabat Jang, he also was 
murdered in the confusion, together with his 
youngest son, Mir ‘AbtM Nahi Khan, but 
his two other sous, Mir ‘Ahdur Salam and 
Mir ‘xlhdul Hai, escaped. The remains of 
the father and son were interred in the tomb 
of their ancestors in the southern part of the 
city of ‘Aurangaliad. The chronogram of 
this event gives the following: “We have 
been murdered by ‘Abdul Eahman.” Shah- 
nawaz Mian is the author of the work called 
Mdsir-ui- Umrde Tai/mlruCy containing the 
memoirs of the nobility who served in Hiiidu- 
stau and tlie Deccan under tbe lioiise of 
Taimfir. It was commenced by him, hut 
he left It unfinished, and in the turbulent 
scenes wliich attended his death the manu- 
script was scattered in various directions, 
and was considered as lost ; some short time 
afterwards Mir (Bmlam ‘Ali Azad, a friend 
of his, collected the greater portion of tbe 
missing leaves, and restored the work to its 
entire form with a few additions, amongst 
which was the life of the author. At a sub- 
sequent period again, liis son Mir ‘Abdul 
Hai Mian, who had received the title of 
Samsam - uddaida Samsani Jang after his 
father’s death, completed the work in the 
fotm in which it now occurs, in the year 
A.D. 1779, and died on the 28tli April, a.d. 
1782, 15th Jumada I. a.h. 1196, 
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Shall Nur ( a celebrated Der- 

Yisli and saint wlio died on tlie 2nd February, 
A. I), 1693, and was buried in tlie vicinity bi'

He held the rank of 
5000, and was sent with prince Sultan SalTm 
to Ajmir, accompanied by Ilaja Man Singh, 
to chastise the Amirs under the Raja of 
Udaipur in a.d. 1598, a.h. 1007. The 
emperor Jahangir says, in his Memoirs, that 
in the first year of bis reign, a.d. 1605, he 
gave the daughter of Mirza Handal, named 
Sultan Begam, in marriage to Shuh Quli 
IHian Mahjara, but bis death is mentioned 
in another work, viz. Mmir^ul-JImra, to 
have taken place in the month of December, 
A.D, 1600, 18th Azar, a.h. 1009, at Agra.

Shalirukli, Mirza tlie 

son of Baza Qiili and grandson of Hadir Shah. 
His father’s (Baza Quli) mother, Fatima 
Sultan Begam, wvas the daughter of Shah 
Sultan Husain Safwi. ShahriilA was raised 
to tlie tlirone some time after the death of his 
grandfather, hut was soon afterwards seized 
and deprived of sight. He retired to Mash- 
had, wliich province he wois allowed to hold 
in his possession till the time of his death, 
which happened at Damghan in a.d. 1796. 
His death was the conseipience of the tortures 
that had been inflicted upon him by ‘Aqa 
Muhammad, king of Persia, who by this 
act extorted from him many precious stones 
of great value which had once belonged to 
Nildir Shab. 

Sliabrukli, Mirza was • 

ilie fourth son of Amir Taimhr, and held 
the government of IHiurasan at his father’s 
death, which took place in February, a.d. 
1405. After the imprisonment of Sulj:an 


IDialil, his nephew, ruler of vSamarqnud, a.d. 
1408, A.H. Sii, he marched from Kluirdsdii 
to take possession of Ifis dominions. Jiis 
.authority was immcdiatoly ac.'knowlcdgcul, not 
only in Samaiqaud, but over all 'J’raiisoxiaua. 
He was brave and generous, hut not an am- 
bitious prince; and during a reigu oi’ 42 
years we hear of no wai's iu which he was 
engaged, except with the Turkman tribes of 
Asia Minor, whose power Taimur luul over- 
come, but not destroyed. Mirza Sluibnikli 
was born at Samarqand on the 21st July, 
A.D. 1377, 14th Babi‘ I. a.h. 779, and died 
at Fishaward in the province of Bei, on the 
Persian new year’s clay, viz. Sunday, the 
12tli March, a.d. 1447, 25th Zil-hijja, a.h. 
850, aged 71 lunar years, lie reigned 42 
years, during which ' the conquests of his 
father iu India seem to have remained in 
subjection to his authority. At liis death 
he left five sons, viz. Mirza Ulagh Beg, 
Ibrahim Mirza, Mirza Buisanghar, Sayur- 
ghamish, and Muhammad Jugi. He was 
succeeded by his sou Mirza. Ulagh Beg. 

Slialirnkli Mirza {\\^^ a de- 

sceiidniit of Amir Taimiir, was tlie sou of 
Ibralum Mirza, tlie son of Mirza Suliiimau, 
ruler of Badakhslian. His mother’s name 
was Muhtarira ivliauam. About tlie year 
A.D. 1575, A.H. 983, he forcibly took posses- 
sion of Badaldi.shan from his grand father, 
and reigned tliere about 10 years, after which, 
in A.D. 1585, A.H. 993, lhat province was 
conquered by ‘Abdullah Klian Uzbak, and 
Shalmikh cdmpelled to fly to India, where 
he was kindly received by the emperor Akbar, 
who gave him his daugiiter Shakar-un-Kisa 
Begam in marriage in the year a.d. 1593, 
A.H. 1001, and raised him to the rank of 
an Amir of 5,000, In the time of Jahangir 
the imnk of 7,000 was conferred on him. 
He died at UJjain in a.d. 1607, a.h. 1016, 
and was buried there. 

Skalirnk Mirza or Mirza Skaliruk 

\jj^ wlio had a 

jagir in Gajrdt, was murdered by his younger 
brothers in the year a.h. 1032. 

Shahryar a king o£ Persia of 

the Sassanian race, who reigm.'d in Persia a 
few months in A.D. 620. Sluruya. 

Shahryar, Sultan the 

youngest son of the emperor Jahangir, was 
inarx'ied to a daughter of Hiir Jahaii Begam 
by her former husband, Slu.-r Afghan Khan. 
On the death of Jahangir in a.d. 1627, a.ii. 
1037, this prince, who was then at Laliore, 
seized the royal treasure, brought over the 
troops, and forming a coalition with the two 
sons of his tinclo, the late prince Danial, 
marched out to ojipose ‘Asaf Khun, the wazir, 
who had released prince Da war Baldish, sur- 
named Buhiqi, the son of Sultan Khusro, 
from prison, aud proclaimed him king. The

battle ended in Sliabryrir’s defeat. He fled, 
blit being given up by bis adherents, was 
iraprisoned and blinded. He was, after three 
months, put to death, together with Bawar 
Bakhsh and the two sons of Banial, named 
Tahmiir and Hoshang, by order of Shah 
Jalian Shahryir was famous- for the 

beauty of his person as also for his mental 
imbecility, on which latter account he was 
called ‘ ‘ JN'asliiidani ’ ’ (the Inefficient) , answer- 
ing to the 0. E. “ Niddering.” 

Shall Sadr Mi ^ l»iwi3 } , a Atiiliaiiiiiiadaii 

saint, whose tomb is situated at the foot of a 
large mountain of Siwistan, at the distance of 
about 300 yards from the village of Lakld in 
Sindh, wliieh belongs to tbe Sa}yads of that 
place. This famous saint, says Lntf-nllah in 
his Autography, originally came from Arabia, 
and brought thousands of infidels to the light 
of Islam from the darkness of idolatry in 
Sindh. The year of his death is not known, 
but his tomb was built here by order of Nadir 
Shah, king of Persia, in A. h. *1155. Tradition 
states that Nadir in a dream was invited by, 
this saint to come to Aniarkote, where he was 
to find a very large treasure. Nadir, having 
acted upon the visionary command, discovered 
the treasure promised to him, and received a 
very large amount as a tribute from the 
Amirs of Sindh. Nadir then bestowed a 
large sum of money upon the Sa} 7 ads of the 
village, and directed them to have the edifice 
built over the remains of the saints. This they 
carried into execution, and an inscription at 
the door of the shrine, of which translation 
follows, gives the date of its completion : — 

I inquired of intellect the year of its date. 

“ Inspiration informed nie, It is the 

Paradise of the members of the sacred 

house.” A.D. 1742, a.h. 1155. 

All Sayyads of Sindh that are called Lakki 
Sayyads are, I am informed (says Lutf-ullah), 
the llesceiidants of this saint, whose parentage 
ascends up to the Imam ‘Ali Naki. I am 
tlierel'ore inclined to think that the word 
Lakki is a corruption of Naki, which is the 
name of the tenth Imam, 

Sliali Safi grandson of 

Shah Abbas the Great, king of Persia. His 
father’s name was Safi Mix’za and his original 
name Bahrain Mirza. He succeeded his 
grandfather in January, a.d. 1629, Jumadal. 
A.H. lOoH, and took the title of Shah Safi. 
He Avas a capricious tyrant ; and every year 
of his rule presented the same horrid and 
disgusting scene of barharoas cruelty. All 
the princes of the blood royal, and almost 
every minister, or general of family or 
character, were either put to death, or deprived 
of their eyes, by command of this monarch. 
He reigned nearly 14 years, died in May, a.p. 
1642, Safar, a.h, 1052, and was succeeded by 
his son, Abbas II. 

Blxali Sliaraf-uddin 
a Muhammadan saint, ivlio died in the year 


A.D. 1379, A.H. 781, and is buried in Behar, 
where his monument is still standing and is 
visited by tbe AInbammadans. There is an 
inscription in the Kufi character over the 
entrance to the dargah, vffiicli liowei'er time 
has rendered illegible with the exception of 
the date of the death of the saint, and of the 
erection of the tomb in a.d. 1569, a.h. 977. 
The dargah is held in great veneration by the 
Aluhamraadans, who at the ‘Urs or anniversary 
of the death of the saint, assemble from all 
parts of the country, it is said to the miinber 
of 60,000. He is also called Alakhdiim-iil- 
Mnlk Shah Sharif -uddin and Shaikh Sharif. 
The emperor Sikandar Shah, the son of Balilol 
Lodi, went to visit his tomb about the year 
A.D. 1495, A.H..9U0.

Shah Shtgaa* iU), Sultan of 

the Miizaffarians, whose capital was Shiraz. 
It is said that this prince ivas in such a 
manner plagued by a malady called Juu‘1 
Baqar, or canine linnger, that he could not 
satisfy his hunger, neither on his journey, nor 
when he was at rest. He deprived his father, 
Aliihamniad Aluzafiar, of his sight in a.d. 
1359, and held the reins of government in his 
own hands. His brother Shah Alahmtid of 
Isfahan besieged Shiraz in 1364, took posses- 
sion of that country, and died before his 
brother in a.d. 1375, 9th Shawival, a.h. 
776, after a reign of 16 years. Shah Shujaa^ 
died on Sunday the 9th October, a.d. 1384, 
21st Shabiln, a.h. 786. He ivas succeeded 
by his son Zaiu-iil- ‘Abidin, Avho, on the 
ajiproach of Amir Taimur to Shiraz, retired 
to Tishtar, Avhere his uncle, Shah Mansur, 
seized him and deprived him of his sight. 
Shiraz was bestowed by Amir Taimur on 
Shah Ahia, the son of Muzaffar, hut it was 
soon afterwards taken by Shah Alausnr, in 
whose possession it remained till it ivas retaken 
by. that conqueror in a.d. 1393, a.h. 795. 
There is a garden near Shiraz called Haft-tan, 
which contains the remains of Shah Sbnjaa‘, 
and has on one side of it a small building 
ornamented with a variety of pictures. 

Shall Shigaa* or Shuja^-uI-MuIk (^^1^ 
U Idng o£ 

Kabul, Avnsthe youngest son of Tnimur Shfib, 
the sou of Ahmad Shah Abclali. Ho was sent 
to Kashmere by his brotlior Muhammad Shah 
and imprisoned in the fort of the Kuh-i- 
Alaraii in a.d. 1812, from which place he was 
released in 1814 by llaujit Singli and detained 
at LMiore as a prisoner, till bis escape to the 
British territories. He ^xas placed by the 
British Government on the throne of Kabul 
on the 8th Aiay, a.d. 1839, and was murdered 
by his nephew, a son of Zarnan Slirdi, on the 
2nd May, a.d, 1842, He is the author of a 
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iHon'mpliical sketch of liis o^yE life, written at 
Lu(]hiaii:t ill 1826-27. This work was tnins- 
latofl hy Lieiit. Beiinet, of the Artillery, and 
]Hil)iishe(l in the As. Jour. vol. xxx. p. 6, 
iindrr Asiatic Intelligence.

Shall Safi a Muharamaclan 

saint, whose shrine is at a village called 
Sufiphr, in the Pargana of Firozahad in 
Agra. It is related by tlie IGiadims of the 
dargah that in tlie reign of the emperor 
Akbar, Shah Sufi, a.faipr of some celebrity, 
wandered from Isfahan to India, and took np 
his lierinita go, among the Jamna ravines near 
the city of (Jhandwar, then the comity town 
of the Pargana, of the same name, and which, 
from the remains whicli still cover the snr- 
roiindiiig country for miles, ruined mosques, 
dilapidated octagon raausolea, fallen entrance 
gates, and such like works of costly strength, 
must liave been an important post in a fiscal 
and military point of view. All the time 

* from which the fable of Shah Sufi’s miracles 
commence, llaja Chandarsen yvas the lord 
of the fort of Chandwar, and a troublesome 
tributary of the Dehli court. Kon-com- 
pliance with the royal demands for payment 
of revenue brought upon the Raja the invest- 
ment of his fort by the army of Akbar, who 
is said to have commanded his forces in 
person, and 'to have prosecuted his attack 
with no approach to success for a period, 
which the credulous or imposing Khadims of 
the establishment* have exalted into a tei*m 
of ten years. In the language of Oriental 
metaphor, the emperor is said to have planted 
a mango tree on the commencement of the 
siege, and to have eaten the fruit of it ere 
his success was secured. This success he 
owed to the aneliorite of the ravines, Shah 
Suf'I. During a severe land storm the lamps 
of the entire camp were put out, and the 
light of the Shah’s hut alone glimmered in 
the siirronnding darlviiess. This extraordinary 
fact led to the Shah’s being visited by some 
of the courtiers. The miraculous character 
of tlie event being much commented on by 
visitors, the Shah acknowledged himself to 
be under the special favour of heaven; and 
ill the end the conversation, turned upon the 
dilhculties of the siege, and the grateful 
sense of the hermit’s interference which the 
sovereign would entertain in the event of its 
being brought to a close hy his holy means. 
The Shiili promised the required aid, and 
declared that the fort should he captured hy 
a hxed day. Thus much for the emperor. 
In respect to the Raja, the Shah acted 
cffeclnally upon his superstitious fears ; told 
him tliat'the fort was destined to fall ; and 
jH'offcred liis own miracnloiis powers to secime 
for the llilja n safe and honourable retreat for 
himself, fa'iiily, and valuables. The whole 
wm-e accordingly passed invisible through the 


besieging camp, and the Raja quitted Iliiidu- 
stari for the eastward. In nduni for this 
valuable service, tin* empoi'or Ix'.slowrd Imlf 
of an hamlet of Chiiiidwar on the- Shfili. The 
place assumed llie iramt; ol‘ Suiipur, and has 
since been inhabited by the <le>>ee!idants of 
the Shah. The de(‘ease of SliTdi Shfi took 
place soon after the grant was made, and he 
wa.s hnried on tlu' lirow of a dee]) ravine, 
a handsome tornh being erected over his 
remains. The' rnausoleimi is still in good 
order, and forms a ]>i(‘turesqne object in the 
midst of the desolation of the Jamna ravines 
in the vicinity of CliMiidwiir and Firozabiid, 
Its pretty dome and minarets, coramaiidiiig as 
they do the heights of the Jamna ravines, 
often lead the voyagers on the rii'c-r to visit 
the shrine of tlie saint, and landwards the 
building is an object of iiitra’est ami lieaiity, 
which (says Mr. Mansi *1, Colleidor of Agra, 
in a letter to the Commissiouei' of Revomie at 
Agra, 29th May, 1869, Ko. 12-3) all would 
regret to see lost to the country. There are 
several dalans, a Immlsnnie gate, and a small 
mosque comprised within the Iniiiding, and 
the whole is kept in oceasioiial good repair 
by the outlay of part of tlie funds of tlie 
grant. The fable of tlie whole is palpable. 
Indeed, the Raja, w’ho, under the name of 
Chandarsen, was'oiisted from Cliambvar, lived, 
it is supposed liy those best acquainted with 
the annals of Firozabad, in the reign of 
CVla-uddiii, and his descendants were the 
party wRo fell under the displeasure of Akbar.

He made seven pilgrim- 
ages to Mecca, and brought from there a 
stone bearing the footmark of the prophet, 
which he made over to Siilt:an Firoz Shah 
Tughlaq, who became one of Ms disciples. 
Sliaikh Jalal was born on the 8th February, 
A.D. 1308, 14th Sliahaii, a.h. 707, and diki 
on Wednesday, the 3rd February, a.d. 
1384, 10th Zil-hijja, a.d. 785, aged 78 
lunar years ; he wus buried at Uchclia in 
Miiltaii. The Persian inscription is engraved 
on. the gate of his mansoleum, wdiicli is 
annually visited by the pilgrims of distant 
countries. It is a popular belief that a fool 
can get restored to perfect sense by eating the 
earth of liis tomb.

He wais 
the son of ^Asaf .Kliaii, wmzu’, and grandson 
of HtniMl-nddaula {q.v.). After the death of 
his father, a.d. 1641, he was appointed Avazir 
hy the emperor Shah Jahan. The largo 
Jama “Masjid 'which stood (till 1857) on the 
hanks of the Jamna river to the 'west of the 
fortress of Allaliri])rid, Avas built hy him in 
the time of Shah Jahan and completed in the 
year a.d. 164G, a.h. 1056. llis sou IGiuda- 
handa Khan also held a high rank in the 
time of ‘Alamgir, and Avas appointed Fanjdar 
of the Karnatic Bijripur, and suhsequentlv, 
after the death of Buli-ullah I^nui, he held 
the post of grand steward' of the household. 
Shaista Khan Avas appointed governor of 
Berar by Shah Jahan in a.d. 1638; and in 
a.d. 1652 to the more important command 
of Gujrat. In a.d. 1656 be Avas employed 
by ‘Abimgir (Atiraugzeb), at that time viceroy 
of the Deccan, to serve as lieutenant to his 
eldest son, Sultan Muhammad, in the war 
of Golkanda. In the contentious of Shah 
Jahan’ s sons for the throne in a.d. 1658, he 
served Avith Dara Shikdli, Avhom he betrayed 
hy giving intelligence and guides to Aiirang- 
zeb. He Avas appointed in July, a d. 1659, 
governor of the Deccan in the room of Mu- 
hammad Muazzim, the son of the emperor 
‘Alamgir, a\Tio Avas recalled to the presence, 
and in a.d. 1666 as goA'ernor of Bengal. He 
kept his court at Dacca, and hy his injustice 
proAmked a A\mr Avith Job Charnock, Governor 
of the factory of the East India Company at 
Golaghat, near Hnghli. He died in the reign 
of ‘Alamgir on the 81st May, a.d. 1694, 16th 
ShaAA^Aval, a.h. 1105, aged 93 lunar years. 
Some traces of his Bauza and garden are still 
to he seen at Agra on the banks of the Jamna.

Shamru, Saniru or Sombre 

whose real name was Walter lleiidiardt, a, 
person of obscure parentage in the Electorate 
of Treves. He entered early as a coininon 
soldier the service of the French, taking 
for his nom - de - guerre Summer, which his 
comrades, from his saturnine complexion, 
turned into Sombre, and the Indians, by 
corruption, Samrfi and Shamru. At leiigtii 
he repaired to Bengal, and enlisted in one 
of the Swiss Companies then employed at 
Calcutta ; hut at the end of eighteen days 
deserted to the Frencli at Chandarnagar, 
where he became a serjeant. Deserting this 
post he fled into the Upper Provinces, and 
was for some time a private trooper in the 
cavalry of Safdar Jang, father to Shnja- 
nddauia. This service he cpiitted and led a 
vagabond life in different provinces ; but in 
A.D. 1760 was with the rebel Paiijdar of 
Puriiia Khadim Husain Klian. Upon his 
being expelled from Bengal, Shamru left 
liim and entered into the service of Gregory, 
an ArmeiiiaTi, then in high favour with 
Kawah Qasirn ‘All IDian and distinguished 
with tlie title of Gurgiii IHian, From liim 

■ ho imd the command of a battalion of Sepoys, 
and afterwards obtained from the nawab the 
addition of another. In this station he 
massacred the English captives at Patna in 
A.D. 1763. Some time previous to the battle 
of Buxar he treacherously deserted Qtasim 
CVli with his corps, and embraced the service 
of the iSTawtib Shuja uddaiila, who bad gained 
him over by brihes'. Upon the nawjib’ s defeat 
at Buxnr he was entrusted with the protection 
of the Begams, and remained with nawab till 
he made peace with the English, when, 
fearful of _l)eing delivered up to them, he 
retired to Agra, and entered into the pay of 
the Jat llaja Jawahir Singh; but quitted him 
for the sendee of the Raja of Jaipur, who 
soon dismissed liim on a remonstmnee from 
the English General. lie then again served 
the Jats ; tpiitted them once more, and came 
to Delili, from whence he followed the 
fortunes of Niiwab Najaf Khan, in whose 
service he died. Such' are the outlines of 
the fortunes of this man, who had some 


merit UvS a soldier, hut wholly obscured by 
a treacherous and h K'»o< 1 - 1 ] n rs t v di s p t ksi B' c i n . 
His corps was continued alter bis dealli in 
the name of his sou and a favourilc cim- 
ciibiiie, who received for llieir maiiitruriiico 
the sum of 65,000 rujjees per niouth. .Ho 
died, or was murdered, in the year a.d. 1778, 
A.H. 1192, at Agra, wliere Ids tomb is to bo 
seen in the Roman Catliolic hui’ial-gi'ouiul, 
with a Persian inscription in verse, me].itiun- 
ing the year of his death and his name.

Skamru Begam the oele- 

hrated princess of Sardhana, whose native 
title was Eeb -un-Kisa, was the wife, or 
rather concubine, of Sliamril or Sombre. She 
held an extensive jagir at Sardhana, and 
died on the 27t]i jamiary, a.d. 1S36, 8th 
Shawwal, a.h. 1251, aged 88 lunar years. 
She wa.s buried in tlie cliurcb, of Sardhana, 
of wliich .site wa.s tlie founder. Slie was one 
of the oldest and most sincere alli(.;s of tlio 
English. At her d(*atii slic left upwards of 
six laklis of rupees to vari<nis charilahle and 
pious purposes, and gave instructions for 
founding a college for young men, to servo 
on tlie apostolic mission of I'hibet and 
Hindustan. Captuin Mundy, in. his 
of a Tour in India, says tliat the history of 
her life, if properly known, would form a 
series of scenes such as, perhaps, no other 
female could have gone through. Colonel 
Skinner had often, during his service with the 
Marliattas, seen her, then a beautiful young 
woman, leading on her troops to the attack 
in person and" displaying, in the midst of 
carnage, the greatest intrepidity and presence 
of mind. The Begam contracted a lawful 
marriage in a.d. 1793. Her first lord, 
Reinhardt, who bought her whim a young 
and handsome dancing girl, married, and c(vu- 
verted her to the Roman Calholic. religion. 
Her se(*oud liiishaiid was a Fr(.mcli !id venturer, 
a soldier of fortune named Levassoult, who 
commanded her small army. It is of this 
man that the following anecdote is related, 
which is wondrous strange, ii‘ it be true. 
Skinner used to say that Iut hushaiul had 
become po.ssessed of wealth, power, ami a 
numerous army ; of these his ambitious wife 
coveted the undivided possession, and she 
then accomplished her ])ur])os(i. A mutinous 
disposition, on the suliject ol' pay, having 
maniiested itself among his body-guard, the 
Begam, then about twenty-five, cxuggerattal 
the clanger to her husband, and got intelli- 
gence conveyed to him that the rebels had 
formed a plan to seize and confine him, arid 
to dishonour his wife. They eonsecjnently 
arranged to escape together from the fury of 
the soldiery ; and at night started se{'retly from 
tlxeir palace m palankeens. Towards morn- 
ing the attendimts, in great alarm, aimouiieed 
that they were pursiuicl ; tmd our heroim*, in 
well-feigned chispuir, vowed that, if tlutr 

/escort were overcome, she would stab herself 
to the heart. The devoted husband, as slie 
expected, swore he would not survive her. 
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Soon afterwards tlie pretended rebels carae up, 
and after a slioi't sfeinnisli di’OYe back tlie 
attendants, and forced tbe bearers to put down 
the ijalaukecns. At this instant Levassouit 
beard a scream, and bis wife’s female sla\e 
rushed up to him and exclaimed that b^er 
mistress had stabbed herself to death. ^ ihe 
husband, true to his vow, instantly smzed a 
pistol and bleAV out his brains. His tomb is 
at Sardhana. [So wrote Mr. Beale, hut the 
Begam’s collusion has never been proved.]

who reigned from a.b. 1351 to 1388, He 
is the author of the entire history of that 
mouarcli, called Tarllsh Firoz Sluthl^ in 
wliieh he relates that when that emperor 
built the city of Firoziibad, adjoining to 
that of (old) “Dehli, in the year a.d. 1354, 


A.H. 755, he (the author) was then 12 years 
of age, and that tlie red stone pillar in the 
Kosiiak of Firozahad, near the mosque or 
Jama Masjid, wns brought by that cmpoior 
in the same year, witii great expense and 
labour, from a place calleil^ Nawmra, ni the 
vicinity of Sitemra, near IGiizirahad, a city 
situated at the foot of a moiiutaiu, ninety cos 
distant from (old) Dehli, where, it tlieu stood. 
The whole length of this pillar, says the 
author, was 32 gaz, eight of which tlie king 
ordered to he buried in the earth or sunk in 
the building, and the remaining 24 to he above 
the surface. This pillar was called by the 
emperor, Mliiar Zarin, i,e. the Golden Miiiar. 
The second pillar which the einpeimr set up 
w'ithin his huiitiug-place, called Slukargah 
Firoz Shah, was brought from Mirath, and 
w’as somewhat smaller than the one just 
mentioned. This pillar is now called the 
Lath of Firoz Shah. These two pillars were, 
even at that period, as they are still, helieycd 
by the Hindus to liaye been the walkiiyg 
sticks of a famous hero of antiquity iiainod 
Bhini Sen. The characters engraved round 
these twm pillars the most intelligent and 
learned men of all religions were not able to 
decipher. They have" now been showm to 
have been made by Asoka. The author was 
liviuo- at the time of Tamerlane’s invasion 
of India iu a.b. 1398, a.h. 801, whom he 
lias meutioned in his work.

Shams-uddin Altimsli, Sultan 

n a king of Delill, 

Avhose original name was Althnsh. In his 
childhood he was bought from a merchant 
by Snltan Qiith-uddm Aibak, king of Dehli, 
who afterwards gave him his danghter in 
marriage. He expelled ‘Aram Shah, the son 
of Qiith-iiddin, from the throne of Dehli, 
A.D. 1210, A.H. 607, and declared himself 
king, with the title of Sharas-nddin. He 
defeated and imprisoned Taj-iiddin Ilduz, 
king of Ghazni, who came to Laliore with a 
large army in a.d. 1215. He besieged for a 
whole year the fortress of Gwaliar, and took 
it iiiA.B. 1236; and, after a reign of 26 years, 
died on the SOth April, a.d. 1236, a.h. 633. 
His son Sultiin Eiikn-iiddin Firoz succeeded 
him. It is supposed that the Qurh Miuar in 
old Belili, wliich is now commonly called the 
Liitli of Qiitb Sahib, because it stands close 
to the dargah of the celebrated saint Kliwaja 
Qutb-uddin Bakhtyar Kaki, was built or 
completed by Sultan Shams-uddin Altimsh 
some time before the year a.d. 1236. A part 
of it was injured by* lightning, and -was re- 
paired and coni])leted oh the 26th October, 
a.d. 1501, 13th llal)i‘ 11. a.h. 907, by Fatha 
KJian Masnad G\li, in the reign of Snltan 
Sikandar Shah Lodi. 

Shams-uddin Bahmani,Sultan(^jgu.^A 

jj;l-Sa-Lo the sou of 

Snltan Mahmud Bahmani. He was placed 
on the throne of the Deccan on the 14th 
June, A.D. 1397, 17th Ramazan, a.h. 799, 
after the dethronement of his brother Ghayas- 
nddin by LalcliTn, who was now honoured 
with the title of Alalik Naib, or regent. 
Shams-uddin bad reigned only five months 
and seven days, when Firoz I£han, the son of 
Siiltrui Dfuid' Shrill, having deposed him, sent 
him, together with Lalchin, to confinement, 
and nscmided the throne, with the title of 
Firoz Shah Ruzafziin, on Thursday the 15th 
November, a.d. 1397, 23rd Safar, a.h. 800.

of liis confidants, murdered Hr. W. Fraser, the 
British Gominissioner of Dehli, on the evening* 
of the 22nd March, a.d. 1835, for which act 
Karim Hian rvas hanged on the 26th August 
following, and subsequently the naw ah, being 
found guilty after a full investigation of the 
case, was executed on the 8th October of the 
same year at Dehli. Nawmh Shams-iiddin 
was the Jagirdar of Firozpur, the town of 
a large district of the same name, situated 
at a distance of sixty miles to the south-west 
of Dehli. He enjoyed a revenue variously 
estimated at from three to ten lakhs of rupees 
a year. The actual cause of his animosity 
towards Mr. Fraser, and the reason which 
induced him to instigate his murder, will, 
perhaps, ever remain a mystery. The sup- 
position is that Mr, Fraser had, in the 
faithful discharge of his duty, apportioned 
to Amiii-uddin and Ziya-nddin, the younger 
brothers of the nawab, a part or whole of 
Loharl, an extensive estate, to wliich the 
latter considered liimself the most entitled,

hrizT, a celebrated Muhammadan of Tabriz. 
He was the master of Jabll-uddiii IMaiiiwi 
Rumi, who wrote a hook of odes in his name, 
entitled the T}~nvd)i of Shams Tahnzi. He 
was murdered by LVla-iuldin Mahmud, the 
son of tlie MaulwT, and thrown into a well, 
A.D. 1247, A.H. 645. He is considered by 
the Sufis to be one of the most celebrated 
martyrs of their sect. He Avas, they say, 
sentenced to bo iiayed alive, on account of his 
having raised a dead person to life, AAT'; are 
told that, after the law had heeu put into 
force, he wandered about, carrying his own 
skin, and solicited some food to appease his 
hniigcr, hut he had been excommunicated as 
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as Hayod, and no ono would gh^e Mm the 
sliu'htf.'st Ai'tfr Tonr days lie found a 

dead ox ; hut he could not ohtain lire to dress 
it. Wearied out uith llie unkinduess of men, 
lie desired the sun to broil his meat. It 
desct'ndcd to perform the office ; and the 
world was on the point of being consumed, 
when the holy Shaikh commanded the flaming 
orb to resume its station in the heavens.

proper namewms lOnvaja Ilias. He ascended 
the throne of Bengal after the asinssination 
of ‘Ala-uddiii PfirM, about the year a.d.

1803, the nawab lived 
to see Mir Akbar ‘Ali, aMas Sikandar Jah, 
raised to the masnad, and subsequently, on 
the decease of this prince in 1830, saAV Mm 
succeeded by Nasir-uddaula, the late Nizam, 
from Avhom he received the title of Amir 
Oabir, in acknoAA'ledgment of his serAuces to 
the State. As a geometrician he stood un- 
rivalled, and the compilation styled after 
himself, SJutnhs-ul-lIandisa, besides other 
Avorks published by him on the Arts and 


Scieuces, distiuguish him as mi author. IIo 
died on the lOth A])ril, a.d. 1863, Avlion he 
had just completed the 83rd y(‘ar of his age, 
and AAHS the oldest iinhhaiiau tlicii living iu 
Ilaidarabad. lie ho't Iavo sons, and iiolli 
Avorthy of him. The elder of the two has 
inherited his father’s vast estates and Ids 
official titles.

Shapur or Shahpur I. (j^jLA) (the 

Sapores of the Greeks), tlie second king of 
Persia of the Sasanian dynasty, was the son 
of Ardisher Babigau. lie began to reign 
about the year a.d. 240, and carried his arms 
into the Eoman teiTitories, gaining many 
important victories over that nation, Avhose 
emperor, Yalerian, he made piisoner at 
the battle of Edessa, and flayed him alive. 
According to Pensiau historians Shapur 
reigned 31 years, and died about the year 
A.D. 273. He Avas not only a good general 
but a Avise and benelicent ruler of his coiiniry. 
He Avas succeeded by Is is sou Hiirriiuz I. the 
Hormisdes of tlie Greeks. Sliapur ooiKpnn'od 
Armenia and Georgia, which he added to the 
empire. 

Shapur II. (j^^l-A), surnaEied Eul 

Aktaf, Avas the son of Hurmiiz II, king of 
Persia, and was horn a.d. 310, a IVav nioiitbs 
after the death of his father, on Avhicli 
account the Per.'^ian historians say that his 
reign Avas a few months longcir than liis life. 
He died a.d. 381, aged 71 years. Daring 
his long reign he raised his country to a state 
of the^ greatest prosperity; having dei'ented 
all his enemies, ami extended the limits of his 
empire in every direction, adding Georgia, 
Armenia, and other provinces to the empire. 
He Avas succeeded by his son, Ardi.sher 11. 

Shapur III. ( ,y lA), the son of Bhapur 

II. and the uterine brother of Ardisher II. 
Avhom he deposed, and mounted the tlirone 
of Persia, a.d.

He came to the 
Deccan in the reign of Q,n|:b Shah, in whose 
service he died. 


Sharaf-uddaula a noble- 

man of the reign of the emperor Muhammad 
Shah, He is the founder of the Masjid 
situated in the Dariba Bazar at Dehli, which 
he built in tbe year a.d. 1723, a.h. 1135. 

Sharaf-uddaula, Nawah 

ex-prime minister of Audh, 

was a native of Kaslimere. His ancestors 
were ‘^Eafugurs’’ or sbawl- darners. At an 
early age be travelled to tbe Deccan, where 
be obtained employment under the Kizam. He 
did not, however, remain long at Haidarabad; 
the reputed splendour of the court of Lucknow 
brought him to Audh, where he found he had 
an niiele, the celebrated Mauhvi Ahia, the 
residency "Wakil during the reign of Hasir- 
uddTn Huidnr. On the accession of Muham- 
mad ‘AU Shah to the throne in a.d. 1839, 
MuiihvI Ahia was advanced to the post of 
prime minister, ‘dice Hakim Mahdi, deceased, 
and Sharaf-uddaula was appointed residency 
Wakil, vice his uncle promoted, Maulwi 
Ahia dying soon afterwards, Sharaf-uddaula 
succeeded him as prime minister. He held 
the office up to the time of Muhammad ^AH 
Shah’s death, wffiich took place in May, A.n. 
1842, when Amjad ‘Ali Shah succeeding to 
tbe throne, he nominated his favourite, Amin- 
uddaula, to the premiership, obliging Sharaf- 
uddaula to retire. By the Ecsidont personally 


the nawab was so much esteemed that, after 
he lost office, he (the Eesident) deemed 
him the fittest man in Lucknow to manage 
the very responsible and important concerns 
of tbe ISusainabad Imambarah, of ■wbicb he 
induced the king to make him Wasiqadar, 
or stipendary. Sharaf-uddaula was known 
by everyone to be tlie most siucerely attached 
friend the British had in Audh. He was, 
therefore, looked upon with much jealousy 
and rancour by all tbe courtiers, but especially 
byHaivab ‘Ali Haqi the fatber-in-law 

and prime minister of Wajid ‘Ali Sliab, the 
last king. Viewing him always as his rival, 
‘Ali Naqi often contemplated his ruin, and at 
one time, in league with Haw-ab Wasi ‘Ali 
!^an, one of the famous abominables of tlie 
court of Lucknow, he would have compassed 
his end, as he had succeeded in getting the 
king to issue an order of hanishment against 
Sharaf-uddaula, with his ivliole family, hut 
for the timely interference of the Eesident, 
■who had the" order revoked. During the 
early part of the rebellion (in 1857) the 
insurgents surrounded his house, insisting 
that he should become prime minister of tbe 
rebel government. He refused, and tried to 
excuse himself in every way, but they forcibly 
installed him in the office, which he kne\v he 
only nominally held, since Mammii Klian was 
the ruling spirit with the Begam. On the 
arrival of General Havelock’s force for the 
relief of the Lucknow garrison, he was in 
the Keisar Biigh and received a bullet in the 
shoulder. When the final grand attack was 
made on the city by the Commander -in -Chief, 
which caused the Begam and her party to 
remove to the Musa Bagh, Sharaf-uddaula 
took advantage of the confusion and skulked 
behind, and endeavoured to steal out of the 
city, when he was recognized by some Sepoys, 
who bound him with cords, took him to MaulVf 
Ahmad-ullah Shah, who, after starving him 
for four days, had him put to death. 

Sharaf- uddin Ahmad Ahia Maniri, 
Shaikh 

a celebrated saint of 

Behar. He and Ms eldest brother, Shaildi 
Jalal-uddin, were the disciples of Shaikh 
Hajm-nddin Firdausi.

It contains an account of the most celebrated 
poets and, besides, it treats on almost every 
science cultivated by the Mnsalmaiis : music, 
medicine, cosmography, oneiroscopy, talis- 
mans, etc. 

Sheroya the Siroes of the 

Greeks, was the son of Khiisro Parwez, or 
Chosroes, king of Persia, whom he threw into 
a dungeon and suhseqnently murdered, a.d. 
628, A.H. 7. He reigned only eight months, 
and died a.d. 629, a.h. 8. At the death of 
Sheroya, an ambitious noble raised Ardisher, 
the infant son of that prince, to the throne ; 
hut another noble of the name of Slialiryar, 
disapproving this measure, marched froniMlie 
province which he governed, seized Madain, 
put Ardisher to death after he had reigned 
five mouths, and usurped the crown, which, 
however, he held only a few days, having 
been slain hy the adlierents of the royal family. 
These not being able to discover any heir male 
of the house of Sasan, elevated Tnraiidiikht, 
the clanghter of lyhiisro Parwez, to the throne. 

Slier Shah. a native of 

Hissar. Ilis original name was Farid. His 
father, Hasan, was an Afghan of the tribe of 
Sur, and a native of Boh beyond Peshawar, who 
had received from Jamal Khan, the governor 
of Jaunpur, the districts of Sahsaram and 
Tanda in jagir for the maintenance of 500 
horse. Farid was for some time in the service 
of Muhiimmad Lohani, king of Bohar, and 
on his killing a tiger, received from him the 
title of Slier Khan, lie defeated the emperor 
Himiayuii once at Behar on the 26tli June, 
A.D. 1539, 9th Safar, a.h. 946, and the second 
time on the 17*th May, a.d. 1540, 10th Mu- 
harrara, A.n. 947, at Kananj, when he ])ursued 
him through Agra and Lahore to Kiiushab ; 
from whence Humayun eventually retreated 
towards the Indus. Sber Klian hy this victory 
hocaine the sovereign of Dehli, assumed the 
title of Shor Shah,' and ascended the throne 
on the 25th January, a.d. 1542, 7tli Shaw'- 
wal, A.H. 948. Ill the 5th year of his reign 
he moved towards Knlingar, one of the 
strongest forts in Hindustan. The batteries 
w^ere advanced close to the walls, a breach 
was made, and a general assault was ordered, 
when a shell, which was thrown against the 
fort, burst in the battery in which the king 
stood. The explosion cominimicating to a 
powder magazine, several gnimers were 1)1 own 
up, and the king so much scorcdied that his 
recovery was hopeless. In this position he 
encouraged the prosecution of the attack, 
and continued to give his orders till in 
the evening news was brought him of tlie 
reduction of the place. He then cried out, 
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^‘Thanks to tlie Almighty God!” and ex- 
pired. His death h;q)penod on the 24tli May, 
A.i). 1 045, 12tli Riibi‘ I. a.h. 952. His 
corpse was conveyed to Salisaram, the family 
estate, where it was buried in a inagiiilicent 
sepulchre, which is still to be seen standing- 
in the centre of a reservoir of water, built 
during- his own life. Tradition adds that, 
during- his reign, such was the public security 
that travellers rested and slept with their 
goods by the liighways without apprehension 
of robbery. He was succeeded by his son 
Salim Sliah. 

Sher Sing’ll ), ruler of tlie 

Panjah, was the second son of XHiarag Singh, 
the son of Itanj it Singh. After the death of 
his eldest brotl'ier, Haii Nihal Singh, which 
took place on the 17th November, a. d. 1840, 
liis mother, Ilani Chaiid Kunwar, managed 
the alfairs of Ids country for two months, 
when Slier Singli, her second son, deprived 
her of that power and became the sole 
manager. On the IStli September, a.d. 
1843, the royal palace was taken by a power- 
ful body of troops, and Slier Singh and his 
son Pa.rtap Singii were murdered by Sardar 
Ajit Singh. Plvery child and all of Slier 
Singh’s and Partap Singh’s ivives were 
brought out and murdered ; amongst the 
rest, one of Slier Singh’s sons, only horn 
the previous evening. After Slier Singh’s 
death, Ilaja Dalip Singh, tlie youngest son 
of Maharaja Ranjit Singh, was placed on 
the Masnaci.

SRerzad, Sultan (^IkL: son 

of Sultan Masaud III. of ^lazni, whom he 
succeeded iu a.i). 1114, a.h. 508, and was 
murdered after one year by his brother 
Arsalan Shah, who ascended the throne a.d. 
1115, A.H. 509. 

Sliia or SMa' Those Muham- 

madans who assert the rights of ‘Ali, are 
called Sliias or Shiites or Sectaries, whilst 
those who consider tlio first throe IHialifas 
])receding ‘Aii as the rightful successors of 
Muhammad, are called Sunnis or Sanuites or 
Traditiouists. The animosity whicli exists 
lietweeii the Shias and Suniiis fully equals 
lliat of tlie Protestants and Papists o]‘ former 
^im(^s. It was owing to their dissensions that 
Piighdad was taken, and the IHiilafat over- 
tiu'iied. The Turks and Arabs are Sunnis ; 
ihe IVn-siuus and most of tlie Aliihammadans 
of India are Shias. A complete history of 
the Shias will be found in a work called 
MtfjtdiH-nl - Montihln. Tlio Shia doctrines 

were adopted by the Ikirsiaiis at the found- 
ation of tlic* Safwi dynasty in a.T). 151)0, 
A 11. 905, and from that period until the 
present time have prevailed as the national 
religion and law of Persia, notwithstaudmg 
tlie violent effoi-ts to substitute the Siimii 
creed made by the Afghau usurper Asliraf 
and the great Nadir Shah.

signifies in Persian, sweet, charming or agree- 
able, is the name of a lady well known tlirough- 
oiit the East. Some call her Mary, and others 
Irene. The Greeks only describe her as a 
Bonian by birth, a .Christian by religion ; hut 
she is represented as the daughter of the 
emperor Maurice in the J\‘rsian and Turkixsh 
romances, wdiich celebrated the love of 
Khusro for Shirin, and of Shlrin for Farhad, 
the most beautiful youth of the East. This 
celebrated beauty has been accused of giving 
those ah'ections, which a monarch so anxiously 
sought, to the lowly Farhad, in whose breast 
her' beauties kindlecl a flame, which, deprived 
him of reason and life. We are told that 
the son of Khusro, after putting Ids father 
to death, sought the favours of his father’s 
mistress, wlio appeared to consent, hut desired 
to take one look at the remains oi* his father. 
The murdered body of lier former lover was 
shown to her, and she immediately put an end 
to her exi.stence by stabbing herself.

SborisK \ a poet, whose proper 

name is Gholam Husain and tvho is the author 
of a biographv of Urdu poets. He died in 
A.D. 1781, A.H. 1195.

1542, A.H. 949. He governed Malwa for a 
period of 12 years, and died in a.d. 1554, 
A.H. 962. After his death his eldest son, 
Malik Bayezid, assuming the title of Baz 
Bahridiir, took the reigns of government in 
his own hands.

Slixijaa^t Kban, Nawab 

a nobleman in tbe ser- 
vice of the emperor ‘Alamglr [vide Pakhr-un- 
Kisa Bcgam). He was a mansabdar of 4000 
in the time of Slifih Julian. He had a house 
at Agra, of which no trace now remains. 

Bbuja-uddaula, Nawab 

wbo played a conspicuous 

part in the early history of British India, was, 


the son of Mansur ‘Ali Khan Safdar Jang, 
governor of Andh. His original name was 
jalal-uddin Haidar ; he was born in the year 
A.D. 1731, A.H. 1144, and after the death of 
his father succeeded to the government in 
October, a.d. 1753, Zil-hijja, a.h. 1167. 
He was present in the famous battle which 
took place between Ahmad Shah Ahdali and 
the Marhaftas in Jannary, a.d. 1761 ; was 
appointed wazir to the emperor Shah ‘Alam ; 
was defeated at Buxar by the English on the 
23rd October, a.d. 1764, 26th Babi‘ II. a.h, 
1178, and died at Faizabad, the seat of his 
government, in the midst of his victories and 
highest prosperity, on the 29th January, a.d. 
1775, 24th ^i-4a‘da, a.h. 1188. fey his 
own subjects he was sincerely beloved, and 
the sons of Hafiz Kahmat IGian, whose 
country he had seized, wept at his death. 
He was buried at a place called Oiilab Bari 
iu Faizabad, and was succeeded by his eldest 
sou, ‘Asaf-uddaula. For a legendary account 
of his death see Keene’s Fall of the Mughal 
Empire, p. 117. 

Sbuja-uddin 

nawah of Bengal, also called hv some Shuj a- 
nddaula, was a native of Burlianpur, ancl a 
descendant of a Turkish tribe of Afghans in 
roiurasan. During ‘Alaniglr’s campaigns in 
the Deccan he married Zeb-un-Kisa, the 
daughter of Miirshid Qiill J afar lOian S ubadar 
of feengal, and accompanied him to that 
province. Jafar Klian, who died in the year 
A.D. 1726, A.H. 1138, left at his death the 
succession to his government to his grandson 
‘Ala-uddaula Sarfaraz Khan ; but Shuja- 
uddin, his father, having more interest at 
the court of Dehli tlian his son, procured the 
Subadari for himself, and in the year a.d. 
1735, A.H. 1148, the province of Behar also 
was conferred on him by the emperor Mu- 
hammad Shah. Shuja-uddin wms celebrated 
for his clemency, justice, and good qualities. 
He died after 12 years’ government of Bengal 
on the 13th March, a.d. 1739, iSth Zil-hi|ja, 
A.H. 1151, just at the time when Nadir Shah 
was at Dehli. As there -were only a few days 
remaining for the commencement of the Ilijri 
year, A.D. 1152, at his death. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son ‘Ala-nddaula Sarfaraz 
Klian, a young prince whose character as a 
moraT and religious man stands high on the 
pages of native history.

Though he was 
very religious, and brought up in the Muham- 
madan faith, yet he followed some particular 
tenets of his own, so that he never attended 
public worship. He kept no women nor 
slaves for himself, and lived u];)on rice only ; 
yet his expenses in charity were so great that, 
as he never accepted any present, men were 
astonished whence his tinanees were supplied, 
and actually believed that he possessed the 
art of transmuting other metals into gold. 
He made nothing of bestowing two or three 
thousand pieces of gold to relieve the Avants 
of any noble family in distress. In short, 
he displayed more niagnihcence in his feasts 
than the* princes themselves. He expended 
daily upon the po u’ 1000 maunds of Hour, 
500 maunds of mtiat, 80 maiiiids of sugar, 
besides rice, oil, butter and other necessaries 
in pixiportion. He latterly began to bestow 
titles and offices upon his disciples, and to 
assume a tone and manner sufficiently in- 
dicative of his design on the throne. One of 
his followers, dissatisfied witli the part assigned 
to him, went privately to the king (Jalal- 
uddin Firoz IHiiljl) and disclosed the plot. 
The king caused liim to be apprehended and 
trodden to death by an elephant. This event 
happened in the year a.d. 1291, a.h. 690, 
and is af’counted one ot. the most deplorable 
events that took place in the reign of that 
monarch, for many heliei'^cd Sidi entirely 
innocent of the charge.

1489, 
Shabaii, a.h. 895. He_AAms the first Mnsal- 
man king Avho made Agra his capital. In 
his time a violent earthquake took place, when 
many houses Avere thrown down and several 
thousands of inhabitants lost their IMes. This 
happened on Sunday the 6th Julv, a.d. 1505, 
3rd Safar, a.h. 911. It Avas in fiis reign that 
the Hindus first commenced reading Persian. 
He reigned 21 lunar ^^ears and some months, 
and died at Agra " on Sunday the 17tli 
February, a.d. 1510, 7th Zi-6la‘da, a.h. 
915. Colonel Dow and General Briggs, in 
their translation of Firuhta, say that Sikandar 
Shah died in the year of the Hijri 923, cor- 
responding with a.d. 1517, and that he reigned 
28 years and some months ; this is evidently 
a mistake, for the Avords “ Tari Slmd” show 
the year of his death to he a.h. 915, con- 
sequently the period of his reign aa-os only 21 
years. He Avas succeeded by his son Ilirahmi 
Husain Lodi. Sikanchir Lodi in his time had 
built a small fort at Agra on the right bank 
of the Jamna, and called it Badalgarh. The 
emperor Akbar, in the 1 0th year of his reign, 
viz. in A.H. 972, having demolished this fort 
laid the foimdations of another fort of redstone, 
Avhich. Avas completed in the course of eight 
years, superintended by Qasim Klian Mir 
llahar. This fort had ’three gotis and two 
Avindows, and cost 36 lakhs of rupees. It 
was accidentally hurried doAvn in the time of 
Shah ‘Alam and Madho liao Sendhia,

of Bengal after the death of liis father, Shams- 
iiddiii Bhangeira, about the year a. n. 1358, 
A.ii. 760. He had not long” entered on his 
rule before his country was invaded by Firoz 
Shah Tnghlaq, Idngoi Delhi, who was, how- 
ever, induced to retreat on Sikandar Shah 
promising to pay an annual tribute. He 
reigned in peace for a period of nine years 
and died in a.d.

He ascended the 
throne of Dehli after defeating Sultan 
Ibrahim Sur in a battle fought in May, 
A.D. 1555, Jiiniada II. a.h. 962. He had 
not long enjoyed his good fortime, however, 
when he wars obliged to repair to the Panjab 
to oppose the emperor Humayun, wdio, 
having returned from a long exile, wais now 
advancing to recover his dominions. He 
engaged Bairam Khan, the general of the 
army near Sarhind, -was defeated on the 22nd 
June, A.D. 1555, 3rd Shabiin, a.h. 962, and 
lied to the Sewalik Moimtains, from whence 
he was afterwards expelled by the emperor 
Akbar, a.d. 1557, 27th Kamazan, a.h. 964. 
He sought refuge in Bengal, where he died 
after twm years. 

Sikandar Sliikoh Mirza 

a cousin of Bahadur Shah II. king of Dehli. 
He was executed for the murder of Ms wdfe 
in July, A.D. 1838, 

Sikandar, Sultan king 

of Kashmere, siirnamed But Sliikan, or 
Destroyer of Idols, was the grandson of Shrih 
Mir Dar^veish, who introduced the Muham- 
madan religion into Kashmere. Sikandar, 
wdth the assistance of his mother, succeeded 
Ids father, Sultan Quth-wldin, a.d. 1393, 
A.H. 796, his authority being acknowledged 
l)y all the nobles and other officers, and 
hecaine one of the most powerful kings that 
ever reigned in Kashmere. Various mag- 
nificent temples and images of the Hindixs 
did this Sultan lay in ruins ; which conduct 
obtained him the glorious title of But Saikam, 
or Icuiioclast. He reigned 22 years and 
9 months, and died in a.d. 1416, a.h. 819. 
In his time Tamerlane invaded India, and 
presents passed between him and Sikandar. 
He wms succeeded by his son Sultan ^Ali Shah.

Silkaddi a Eaja of Eaisin, 

who was made prisoner by Bahadur Shah 
ol Gujrat, and was forced to become a 
Muhammadan in the year a.d. 1531, A.n, 


938, after which, when the fort of liaisiii 
wms surrendered by his brother Lachhmaii 
to the king, Kani^Diirgaw'ati, tlie daughter 
of Eana Sanka, liana of Chittor and wife 
of Eaja Silhaddi, with a heroic fortitude, 
invoking curses on the heads of those who 
should not revenge her cause, set fire to a 
pile with which she had caused the female 
apartments to he snrroimded, containing seven 
hundred beautiful \vomen. She then plunged 
into the flames, and they were all consumed. 
Silhaddi and Laclihman (his brother), with 
one hundred of their blood- relations, now 
putting on their armour, rushed impetuously 
on the Gujriit troops, and bravely met their 
fate the same year. 

Simi Maishapuri a 

very learned Mnsalmdn of Naishapur. It is 
said that in one night and day he composed 
3,000 verses. He tiourished in the time of 
Prince ‘Alaiiddaida (the son of Baisanghar 
Mirzii), who reigned at Herat a.d. 1417. 

Sina, ADu Sina or Avicenna

Sindbad Hakim aU AXwo), author 

of a Diwan or hook of Odes, which he com- 
leted in the year a.d. 1374, a.h. 776, and 
edicated to Sliah Mahmud Bahmani.

Sipahdar Khan whose 

proper name is Mirza Muhammad Salah, 
was a native of Tabriz, and his ancestors 
were reckoned among the nobles of tliat 
country. In the year a.d. 1592, a.h. 1000, 
he left Persia for fiindustan in company with 
Khwmja Beg Mirza, son of Masiim Beg 
Safwi. On Ids arrival in India he obtained 
the honour of an interview with the emperor 
Akhar. Mansahs siiitahlo to his dignity, ns 
W'ell as the government of Gujrat, ■were 
conferred on him time after time. When, 
after the death of prince Murad in a.d. 1599, 
A.H. 1007, prince Danial went to the Deccan 
and captined the fort of Abmadnagar, the 
capital of Nizam Shilh, the government of 
that country was conferred upon KLiwaj a Beg 
Mirza and fcpahdar lOian. 

Sipahdar Khan was 

the second son of Khan Jahiin Bahadur, the 
foster-brother of the emperor ‘Alamgir. He 
was raised to the rank of 3000 by that 
monarch, a.d. 1691, a.h. 1103, with the 
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government of tlio province of Allahabad, 
which he held for several years. His brother 
Himmat IGian was killed by an arrow in 
an action with the Marhaftas about the year 
A.n. 1698, A.n. 1110, and soon afterwards 
tlieir father, Khan Jahan Bahadur, died in 
the imperial camp. 

Sipelir Shikoli ^ third son 

of Bara Sh^koh. He was confined in the 
fort of Gwaliar hy 'Alamgir who, in his 16th 
year, a.h. 1085, sent for him from Gwaliar, 
and inunied him to his daughter Badr-im- 
Kisa, of whom was born prince Ali Tabar. 
l_VuU Sulaiman Shikoh.] 

Siraj tal^allus of Siraj-uddin 

Husain of Aurangabad, who is the author of 
the Dlicdii MuntoJMb^ containing extracts 
from no less than 680 poets, and which lie 
completed in a,i>. 17o6, a.h. 1169.

was a native of Qunim, in Persia, and con- 
temporary with Salman Siiwaji.

Siraj -uddaula (c-jly 

ISTawab of Bengal, formerly named Mirza 
Mahmud, was the eldest son of Zain-uddin 
Ahmad, styled Ilaibat Jang, the nephew and 
son-in-law" of Alahwardi l^ian Mahabat Jang, 
governor of Bengal. On the death of his 
grandfather Mababat Jang, winch happened 
on the 10th April, a.d. 1756, 9th Bajah, 
A.H. 1169, he succeeded him in the govern- 
ment of that province, and immediately taking 
offence at the English, for their protection to 
a native oflicer said to have escaped from 
Dacca with treasure, he attacked Calcutta, 
carried it on the 20th June the same year, and 
allowed his officers to shut up 146 European 
prisoners in a small military prison room called 
the Black Hole,*’ of which number 123 
perished during the night. Mr. Drake, the 
governor of Calcutta, escaped on hoard a 
ship with a few Englishmen and retired to 
Madras. At that time Colonel Clive com- 
manded the Company’s forces in the promce 
of Arkot. It was agreed by the government 
of Madras that he should repair with a force 
to Bengal and endeavour to regain the factory 
of Calcutta. Colonel Clive and Admiral 
Watson left Madras with 900 Europeans and 
1500 Sepoys. They reached Ealta on the 


20th December, re -took Calcutta on the 2nd 
January, a.d. 1757, a.h. 1170, and forced 
Siraj -xiddaula into a treaty, offensive and 
defensive, on the 9th Eebruary following. 
Clive subsequently made a secret treaty with 
Mir Jahlir, an officer of the nawah, and ad- 
vanced in June towards Miirshidabad, the 
nawmb’s capital. On the 23rd June, a.d. 
1757, Clive fought the battle of Plassy 
against 18,000 horse and 50,000 infantry, 
and, aided by tlie treachery of Mir Ja‘far, 
routed the nawab’s troops. Siraj -uddaula 
fled, but ill a few days was seized and cruelly 
assassinated on the 4th July, a.d. 1757, 15th 
Shawwal a.h. 1170, by order of Miran, the 
son of Mir Jah'ar. Thus perished Siraj - 
uddaula in the 20th year of his age and tlie 
15th month of Ms reign. On the 29th June 
Mir Jaffar was raised to the masnad, and from 
that date the influence of the British may 
be said to have become parainoiint in Bengal. 
His tomb is not far from that of Mahabat 
Jang.

also called Tazkira ‘Arzu^ containing the 
memoirs of the Indian poets who have 
written Persian, Hindustani and Deccani 
poems. ^Arzii, in a.d. 1734, a.h, 1147, met 
at Dehlx the poet Hazin, who had just come 
from Persia. The jealousy between the two 
poets induced ‘Arzu to write a treatise en- 
titled TamhVi-uUGJidfdin^ in which he points 
out the errors in Hazin’ s poems. lie died at 
Lucknow on the 27th January, a.d. 1756, 
23rd Babi‘ II. a.h. 1169, and Avas buried 
there for some time, but afterwards his re- 
mains Avere removed to Dehli hy his neplieAV

The original text of the Sirajia, 
together with that of the Skarlfia, was pub- 
lished in, Calcutta in a.i>. 1829, A Persian 
translation of the Simjm and Shartfid was 
made by Maiilwi Miiliammad Rasiiid, by 
order of Warren Hastings, and published in 
Calcutta in a.b. 1812, The most celebrated 
Commentaries on the 8irajia, next after the 
Shanfia, are : that by Sliahab-nddin Abmad 
bill - Mahmud - as - Siwasi ; one by Bnrhan- 
nddin. Haidar bin - Mnlianimad - al - Hirwi ; 
another by Shams -nddin bin - Hamza-al- 
Fanaii ; and lastly, a Persian Commentary 
entitled Al-Fardez-at-TdJlfi, Sharh Fardez- 
as-Sirdjt, by ‘Abdul Xarim bin-Muhammad- 
ai-Hamdani.

hrated poets of Saniann, a city in the pro- 
yince of DehlT.

MTien Sultan 
Jahll- nddin Firoz lyliilji, before his accession 
to tlio tlirone, was governor of Samana, the 
poet was ill-treated by some of his people, 
and, as the Bullan took no notieo of it then, 
ho wrote the ahovo-meniioncd hook, in which 
he satirized the governor and the Kliiljis. 
However, tlio Sultan, after his accession to 
the throne of BehlT in a.b. 1289, sent for the 
poet, and he, having tied a rope round his 
own neck, presented himself like a criminal 
before the king, who embraced him and made 
bim one of his ])rinci})al coufhlaiits.

He became a 
Dervish or religious niendicani;, and lived to 
the age of 80. lie died in a.b. 1797, a.h. 
1212. Another Soz is mentioned in the 
Mirat-ul-^Khaydl^ who lived in the time 
of ‘Altiingir. He was a milive of Bul^aru 
and was brought np in India. 

Sozan poetical appellation of 

FTawah Ahmad ‘Ali Khan Shoukat Jang, son 
of Kawmh Iftikhrir-iiddaiila Mirza Ali lyhan, 
and nepheiy of Xawab Siilar Jang. lie lived 
in the time of Kawab ‘Asaf - uddaula of 
Lucknow, and is said to have been a good 
Urdu poet. 

Sozani, Hakim sur- 

named Shams-iiddTii Muhammad of Samar- 
qand, a Persian poet who derived his origin 
from Salman FfirsI, one of tlie first companions 
of Muhammad. Some authors say lie was 
a native of the city of Kaklishab, and others 
pretend of Samanpind. It is said thiit wlien 
he was a student at Bukhrira, he conceived so 
great a friendshi]) for the apprentice of a 
needle-maker that he himself learned that 
profession, and he therefore assumed the 
takhalliis of Sozani (Sozan means a needle). 
He is considered the best huinoristlc poet of 
bis time, and is the author of a poem called 
Qasded Bdzam, or elegies, written in a very 
devout style, containing nearly 8000 verses. 
During his youth he was a great debauchee ; 
hutwiien advanced in years he became very 
devout, made the pilgrimage of ]\Ieoea, and 
died in a.b. 1178, a.h, 569, at Samarcjand, 
aged 80 years. One of bis friends declared 
that he had appeart;d to him after his death 
{in a dreanri and said that God had forgiven 
all his sins for the sake of one_ of his verses, 
in w'hich, expressing his humility and con- 
trition, he says, “ OHAwd, lyffernnto Thee 
an oblation, not to bo found in Thy treasury. 
Accept thou my sins, my poverty, my repent- 
ance and my nothingness.’^ 
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Sutiaktagin All 

siirnamed Nasir-nadm, a man of Turkish 
descent (according to the TabaMUi-Nasln 
descended from Yiizdnjirdj the last Persian 
king of the Sasanian d}Tiasty), who, according 
to some historians, was purchased as a slave by 
Alaptagin Sultan of ffliazni. The latter, per- 
ceiving*^ in him the promise of future greatness, 
raised him by degrees to posts of couli deuce and 
distinction; and his character obtained bim 
the support of all the adherents and officers 
of that prince. He was raised to the throne 
of ^azni after the death of Abu Is-hak, 
the son of Alaptagin, a.d. 977, a.h. 367. 
He enlarged its dominions, and became the 
first of a family, called Ghaznawi, and by us 
^aznavides, which outshone, at one period, 
the glory of tlie proudest dynasties of Asiatic 
monarchs. He conquered a part of India, 
which, when connected with his forraer 
possessions of Gliazni and Kabul, gave him 
a kingdom that extended from Khurasan to 
the Panjab. Suhaktagin reigned 20 lunar 
years, and died in August, a.d. 997, Shahan, 
A.H. 387, aged 66, near Balkh, from which 
place his remains were conveyed to Ghazni 
for interment. He was sncceedecl by his son, 
tlie celebrated Sultan Mahmud. Including 
Suhaktagin sixteen kings of his race reigned 
at Ghazni and Lahore. Their names are as

He 
lived at the same period in wliieh Shaikh 
Faizi and Zahuri flourished, and wrote nothing 
but Rubais in the Persian language on different 
subjects, of which 12,000 were collected after 
his death. 

Sixb-M a poet wlio served 

under Sult.an Shujaa, the son of Shah lahan. 

Suoiet Singk (aL-j a Sikh 

chief, who joined the rebels after the murder 
of Maharaja Sheir Singh, was attacked by 
Hira Singh, near Lahore, his force dispersed 
and himself killed about the 6th April, 1844. 
On hearing of the death of this chief, no less 
than 95 fehiales of his family saorifleed them- 
selves at Lamba. 

Suda daughter of Zamaa, the 

second wife of Muhammad, He married her 
after the death of his first wife, Kinidyja, and 
before his marriage vith Ayesha, the daughter 
of Ahu Bakr. She died m*^A.D. 674, a.h. 64, 
forty "thi’ee years after the death of Muhammad. 

Sudi a Turkish poet who wrote 

a commentary on the Lmdn-i-JSdfiz in the 
Turkish language. The names of Shori, 
Sayyad ‘AH, Lamai, Snruri and Shamai 
occur also as commentators on Sdjiz; but 
Sudi excels all as an enlightened and accurate 
critic, not only on account of his eminent 
success in correcting the exuberances of this 
fanciful and extravagant mode of interpre- 
tation, but of the singular happines.s with 
which he has illustrated the ambiguous and 
more obsolete allusions of the poet. 

Sufi a sect among the Mu- 

hammadans. Kazi Kur-ullali of Shustar, a 
Persian author of very high reputation for 
his piety and judgment, has given an excellent 
account of the Sufis and their doctrine in the 
MajdUs-uLMomiyiin, a treatise on the Sbia 
faith- “ The Sufis ” (he there says) “ are of 
two classes: those who desire human know- 
ledge and pursue it in the accustomed w’ay, 
observing the common ordinances of religion, 
are called Mutakallam (advocates or observers) ; 
those who practice austerities and strive to 
purify their souls, are called Sufis.’’ This, 
word literaUy means pure, clean. The cele- 
brated Moulwi Rumi has the following play 
upon it in one of his lines ; Sufi na Shawad 
Safi ta dar narasad jami “ The Sufi will not 
be pure till he takes one cup.” This is said 
to have a mystical meaning.

Sufian Suri wtose

the time of the IQialifa Al-Mahdi, about the 
A.D. 777, A.H. 160, and is buried at Basra, 
where he had concealed himself in order to 
avoid accepting the office of Qazi.

whose full name is Amir Shailffi Ahmad 
Snhyli, also called Hizam-nddin Ahmad 
Shykham, was seal-bearer to Sultan Husain 
Mirza of Herat. The work called Ammr ' 
was dedicated to him by Hnsain Waez. 

He is the author of a Diwaii. His death took 
place in A.D. 1501, A.H. 907. 

Sulaiman a Khalif of tlio 

house of ITniayya, and son of ‘Ahdulinalik. 

He succeeded his brother WaM I. in Syria, 

A.D. 714, A.H. 96, and died, after a reign of 
three years, in a.d. 717, a.h. 99. 

Sulaiman tlie sou of Baiazid 

I. (Bajazet) was proclaimed emperor of the 
Turks in a.d. 1402, a.h. 805, at the time 
when his father was taken captire by Amir 
Taimur. He displayed great valoui’, but his 
glory was tarnished "by Ms excessive love of 
pleasure. He was dethroned and murdered 
in A. 7>. 1410 by his brother Musa, who in his 
turn was defeated and assassinated by another 
brother, Muhammad I. who ascended the 
throne in A.D. 1413. This Sulaiman is not 
reckoned among the Turkish Sultans.

ceeded his brother Muhammad lY. in a.d. 

1687, a.h. 1098, was a very indolent prince.

was the son of Khan Mirza, the son of 
Sultan Abu SaTd Mirza, a descendant of 
Amir Taimur. Milieu bis father, Khan Mirza, 
died in the year a.d. 1521, a.h. 927, he was 
then only seven years old, consequently that 
province "fell into the bands of the emperor 
Babar, who was then in Kabul; he appointed 
his son Hmnayun to take charge of that 
country; but when Babar conquered Behli 
in A.D. 1526, A.H. 932, he, after four years, 
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restored that kingdom to Mirza, Sulaiman, in 
W'hose possession it remtdncd till the year a.d. 
1575, A.H. 983, when it was usurped by liis 
grandson Shalirulffi Mirza, the son of Ibralnni 
Mirza, who intended to assassinate him. 
Mirza Sulaiman was obliged to fly to India, 
where, on his arrival, he wa,s received by tlie 
emperor Akbar with the greatest affection and 
kindness. He subsequently made a pilgrimage 
to Mecca and returned to India in a.d. 1587, 
A.H. 995, where, after two years, he died (at 
Lahore) on Saturday the i2tl] July, a.d. 1589, 
8th Eamazan, a.h. 997, aged 77 lunar years.

Their poetical 
titles were Taskhir, Kaisar and Namud.

Snlaiman Qirani was 

made governor of Bengal after the deposition 
of Bahadur Shah Afghan in a.d. 1549, a.h. 
956, hut threw oft’ his allegiance to the throne 
of Dehli after the death of Salim Shah, king 
of Dehli, A.D. 1554, a.h. 961. During his 
rule he subdued the province of Orissa ; and, 
notwithstanding he was virtually independent, 
he used frequently to send valuable presents to 
the emperor Akbar. He reigned for a period 
of 25 lunar years, and died in a.d. 1572, a.h. 
981, His eldest son, Baiazid lOian, succeeded 
him, hut was murdered one month afterwards, 
and Dilud Khrui, his younger brother, 
ascended the throne with the title of Daiid 
Shah. 

Sulaiman Shall the son 

of Muhammad Malikshuh, the Saljuldde. 
He was much addicted to pleasure and wine, | 
and resigned his crown to Arsalan Shah, the 
son of Tughral II. He was killed in a.d. 
1159, 

Snlaiman Stall (ilii king of 

Persia. IVide Shah Snlaiman.] 

Snlaiman SMkoli the 

eldest son of the prince Dara Shikoh, the son 
of the emperor Shah Jahan. He was horn 
on the 5th April, a.d. 1635, 26th Eainazan, 
A.H. 1044. After the defeat and assassination 
of Ms father in a.d. 1659, a.h. 1069, he was 


seized and brought to Dehli by the officers of 
‘Alamgir from Sirinagar, where he had taken 
refuge, and imprisoned by that emperor, along 
with his brother Sipehr Shikoh, in the fort of 
Gwaliar, where they both died one after the 
other and were buried in tlie fort. Snlaiman 
had a bouse built at Agra close to his father’s 
IDalace. 

Snlaiman SMkoli, Mirza 

\jj>^ tlie son of the emperor 

Shah ‘Alam and brother of Akbar Shah II. 
king of Dehli. He died on the 24th Feb- 
ruary, A.D. 1838, 29tb Zil-Qa‘da, a.h. 1253, 
at Agra, and was buried in the mausoleum of 
Akbar the Great at Sikandara, in Agra. His 
tomb is of white marble and has a Persian 
inscription mentioning his name and the year 
of his death. He has left a Diwan in Urdu. 


Sulaiman Sultan 

snrnamed the Magniiicent, was the son of 
Salim I. whom he succeeded as emperor of 
the Turks in September, a.d, 1520, Shawwal, 
A.H, 926. His reign was splendid. He de- 
feated the Mainluks in Egypt, and made peace 
with Shah Isina‘ii I. Saiwi, king of Persia, 
after which he carried his arms against Europe 
and took Belgrade. In 1522 he attacked 
Ehodes and took it, and then invaded Hun- 
gary and defeated the Hungarians at Mohatz 
in 1526. The conquest of Buda was followed 
by the siege of Vienna, but, after twenty nn- 
successM assaults, he retreated with the loss 
of 80,000 men. In 1534 he made war against 
Shah Taliniiisp Sai’wi, and invaded Tanris 
and Persia, but suffered a defeat. Later, he 
was disappointed in his attack on Malta. He 
died on the 4th September, a.d. 1566, Safar, 
A.H. 974, having lived 76 solar years and 
reigned 46. He was a prince more just and 
true to bis word than any other of bis pre- 
decessors, blit a great terror to all Christians. 
His son Sultan Salim II. succeeded him.

He was in caligrapliy 
a pupil of Maalaiia Azliar, wiio was a pupil 
of Ja^far, and Ja‘far was a pupil of Maiiiana 
Mir ‘All, tlie inventor of the JSTaskhtadiq. 
Maiilana Sultan ‘Ali lived at the court of 
Mirza Baiqara, and found a patron in Amir 
‘Alishir. He \vas upwards of 63 years of 
ageiuA.D. 1550, a.h. 957. 


Sultan Husain Mirza 

surnamecl Ahul Glrdzi Balia- 

dur, was the son of Mirzii Mansur, the son of 
Mirza Baiqara, the son of Mirza ‘XJmar Shaikh, 
the son of Amir Taimur. After the death of 
Sultan Abu Sa‘id Mirza, he contrived to make 
himself master of I£hurasan, and ascended 
the throne at Herat on the 24th March, a.d. 
1469, lOtli Ramazan, a.h. 873. The great 
victories which this prince gained over the 
numerous competitors for the throne, as well 
as over the Uzhaks, obtained him the title of 
©lazi, or victorious. The court of this piince 
boasted of many eminent men. The celebrated 
historian IHiandaniir was his subject, and 
Amir ‘Alishir his 'wazir. He reigned in 
Khurasan 38 lunar years and 4 months, and 
died, according to the Tahkat Akbari, on 
the 10th May, a.d. 1506, corresponding with 
the 16th ^il-hijja, a.h. 911, aged 70 years, 
and was buried at Herat, He w^as succeeded 
by his two sons Badin‘zzaman Mirza and 
Muzaffar Husain Mirza, wdio reigned con- 
jointly for some time over I^nrasan. The 
former in the year a.d. 1507, a.d. 913, was 
driven from Ms dominions by Shasi Beg Khan 
ITzhak; and his brother, who usurped the 
throne and reigned a short time at Herat, 
afterwards shared the same fate. Sultan 
Husain Mirza is the author of the wmrk 
called MqfaUs~uI--Ishq^ a very entertaining 
work, containing a variety of stories, princi- 
pally on the subject of love. He had a turn 
for poetry, and composed a Diwan in Turki. 
His poetical name w’-as Husaini,

Some time 
after liis father’s death, which took place in 
A.D. 1162, A.H. 557, he was defeated in 
several battles by his elder brother, Ala-uddin 
Takash, and obliged to fiy to the forests, 
where lie died from hunger and distress, about 
the year a.d. 1193, Eamazan, a.d. 589. 

Sultan Slializada an 

eunuch of Fatha Shah, king of Bengal, whom 
he murdered, and ascended the throne a.d. 
14-91, A.H. 896. He reigned only a few 
months and was assassinated the same year 
by Malik Andil, who succeeded him and took 
the title of Firoz Shah Purbi. 


Sultan Shujaa* (^j 

second son of the emperor 

Shah Jaliaii, was born at Ajmir on Sunday 
the 12th May, a.d. 1616, 4th Jumada I. 
A.H. 1025, and married to the daughter of 
Mirza Bustam Safwi, brother of Miizaffar 
Husain Mirza, of the royal house of Persia. 
He was appointed governor of Bengal by his 
father, which country he governed with 
justice and clemency till the accession of his 
brother the emperor ‘Alamgir and the defeat 
of Dara Shikoh in a.d. 1658, when he 
marched with a powerful army towards Dehli. 
He was defeated by ‘Alamgir on the 5th 
January, a.d. 1659, 19th Babi‘ II. a.h. 
1069, at a place called lOiajua, about thirty 
miles west of Allahabad, and pursued by Mir 
Junila and Sultan Muhammad, the eldest son 
of ‘Alamgir, to Bengal, from which place he 
was obliged to seek refuge in Arakan, where, 
two years afterwards, a.d. 1660, a.h. 1071, 
he was put in a boat with all his family and 
sunk in the river by order of the Baja of that 
country. 

Sultau-ul-Nisa Begam 

eldest daughter of the emperor Jahangir, and 
sister of Sultan lOiusro. Her mother was 
the daughter of Baja Bhagwan Has, and she 
was horn in the year a.d. 1586, a.h. 994. 
After the death of her brother Sultan 
]^usrau, she erected a tomb for herself close 
to his grave at Allahabad, but died at Agra 
and lies buried there in the mausolexmi of 
the emperor Akhar. 

Sultan - us - Salatin PurM U \ 

was elevated to the throne 

of Bengal on the death of his father, Gliayus- 
uddin Purhi, a.d. 1373, a.h. 775. This 
prince was benevolent, merciful and brave. 
He died, after a reign of ten years, a.d 1383, 
A.H. 785, and was succeeded by his son 
Shams-uddin II. Purbi. 


Sultan Walad (a!j son of the 

celebrated Maulwi Bumi. He is the author 
of a beautiful poem on the Sufi doctrines, 
etc., written in imitation of the Masiiawi of 
his father, A.D. 1291, a.h. 69G, and also of 
a Hi'wan, and another work called WalacU 
ndma^ containing an account of his father 
and grandfather. 

Sultana Begam a 

daughter of the emperor Bahar Shah. 

Sultana Begam AiLkL^), a 

daughter of Mirza Handal, the brother of the 
emperor Humayuu. She was married to 
Shah Quli Mahrain. Her sister named Biiqia 
Sultana {q.v.) was married to the emperor 
Akhar. 

Sultana Razia a;3lkk), daughter 

of Shams-uddinAltimsh, king of Dehli. She 
was raised to tlie throne after the deposition of 
her brother Bukn-uddin Firoz in November, 
A.D. 1236. She was deposed in November, 
A.D. 1239, and confined in the fort of Bitahnda, 
from which place she made her escape and 
contrived to raise an army with wliicli she 
marched towards Dehli; but was defeated 
and put to death by her brother Bahrain 
Shah, who ascended the throne. The reign 
of Sultana Bazia lasted 3 lunar years 6 months 
and 6 days. Her tomb is still to be seen in 
old Dehli. 

Sultana Rukia or Ruqia ( Ikk), 

the daughter of Mirza Handal the son 

of the emperor Babar, was the first or chief 
wife of the emperor Akbar, by whom he had 
no children. Consequently wlien Shiih Jahan 
w’’as horn to Jahangir, his grandfather Akbar 
made him over to her to he brought up by her. 
She was also the patroness of Nur Jahan ; 
and died at Agra in January, a.d. 1626, 
Jumada I. a.h. 1035, aged 84 lunar years. 

Sunna This word is used generally 

to signify all the traditions, both of the say- 
ings and doings of the Prophet, and the term 
Hadis is employed in the same comprehensive 
sense. The distinction betAveen the Hadis 
(sayings) and the Sunan (doings) is not at- 
tended to by doctors of the Muslim law; both 
are generally authoritative. 

Sunni ( Those Miisalmaus who 

assume to themselves the appellation of 
orthodox, and uphold the succession of the 
IGialifas Abu Bala:, Umar, and Usman, and 
deny the right of supremacy, either spritiial 
or temporal, to the posterity of ‘Ali, arc 
called Sunnis. They are divided into an 
infinity of sects, hut of these there are only 
four principal ones, Avhich are called after 
their founders.

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Sunqar or Saiiq.ar son of 

Maudud, one of tlie Atabaks of Pars, who is 
better known by his title of Atabak Mnzaffar- 
ucldm, was the great-grandson of Salghar, 
the founder of this dynasty. He succeeded 
Bhzabaj the last g'OTernor of Fars of this 
family, and threw off all dependence upon the 
Saljiiqi Sultans about the year A.n. 1148, 
A.H. 543. He made his residence the city of 
Shiraz, which afterwards became the capital 
of his family. He died in a.d. 1161, a.h. 
656, and was sncceeded by his brother 
Mnzaffar-nddin Zangi, who, after a peaceful 
reign of 14 years, left the goyernment to 
his son Talda in a.d. 1175, a.h. 571. 
Takla, who acquired fame by employing, as 
his wazir, the yictorioiis lyhwaja Amin- 
xiddin of Gazarun, reigned 20 years, and at 
his death, which happened in a.d. 1195, 
A. II. 691, the goyernment of Fars fell to 
his brother 

Atilbak Sa‘d bin-Zangi, who made a successful 
attack upon Isfahan. The memory of 
Atabak Sa‘d is to this day held in great 
respect at Shiraz, He surrounded that 
city by a wall, and built the dam‘a Masjid, 
or chief mosque, which still remains a 
monument of his piety and munificence. 
He reigned more than SO lunar years, 
and diecl about the year a.d. 1226, a.h. 
623. He was sncceeded by his son 
Atabak Abu Bakr, also called Abu ISfasr, a 
son eyery way wmrthy of his father. He 
gaye an extraordinary proof of his fore- 
sight in his early conciliation of Changez 
Khan, to whom he sent a mission and some 
valuable presents. The conqueror received 
the advance with favour, conferred the 
Tiirldsh title of Kiitlaq Klian upon him; 
and the province of Fars, through the 
wisdom of its prince, wms exempted from 
that destruction which fell on all those in 
its vicinity. In his time lived the cele- 
brated SaMi of Shiraz, who wrote the 
Gulistdn in his name. Abu JBakr died at 
Shiraz in a.d. 1260, 5th Jumada II. a.h. 
65S, after a long and prosperous reign of 
34 years, and left his government to his 
son. Daulat Shah says he died in a.h. 667. 
Atabak Sa‘d II. w^ho, at the time of his 
father's death, was with the army of 
Halaku Iflian, the grandson of Changez 
Khan, hastened to take possession of his 
inheritance, hnt w^as seized with an illness, 
w-hich terminated Ms existence before he 
could reach his capital. His infant son 
Atabak Muhammad was placed upon the 
masnad ; and the rule devolved upon the 
child’s mother, Khatun Turkan; bnt her 
authority received a great shock in the 
death of her son, who, two years and a half 
after his advancement, fell from the terrace 
of his palace, and was killed on the spot, 
a.d. 1262, A.H. 660. After his death 
Muhammad Shah, a chief of the family of 
Sal ^ar, was elevated to the dignity of 
Atabak, hut IQiatun Turkan, after eight 
months, being displeased with Ms conduct, 
seized him and sent him prisoner to Halaku 


I^an ; while she elevated his brother 
Saljuq Shah to the government. 

Saljuq Shiih, with a view of confirming Ms 
power, married Ifliatiin Tm-kan ; but after- 
xvards, in a lit of intoxication, ordered one 
of his slaves to strike oft’ her head. Some 
officers of the emperor Halaku IHiaii, who 
were present, expressed their feelings at 
this horrid act and were instantly put to 
death. When Halaku heard of these 
proceedings, he immediately ordered the 
execution of his brother Muhammad. 
Saljuq, dreading the vengeance of the 
emperor, fled to Kazarun ; but was seized 
_ and put to death, A.D. 1263, A.H. 661. 
ish, the daughter of Atabak Sad, who reigned 
one year, was married to Mangu Taimur, 
the son of Halaku, which put an end to 
this family, which lasted 120 lunar years. 

SupKaran or SuTblikaran Bundela 

{Aid.ui a Bajput, who was 

an Amir of 2500 in the service of the emperor 
‘Alamgir. He died at Babadnrgarh in the 
Deccan about the year a.d. 1678, a.h. 1089, 
and was much lamented by all who knew him. 
Many of his women buried themselves upon 
the funeral pile with his corpse. He was a 
soldier unequalled, had in repeated battles 
won the prize of valour, and was in general 
successful. After his death his son Dalpat 
Kao was. exalted to the rank of 500 by the 
emperor. 

Snq.man bin-Ortak (jUiLi), 

first king of the princes of the Turkman Orta- 
kites, who reigned at Amid and Kiaifa. The

^ ultimately of the town itself and many other 
important places ; hut fell in battle with the 
Eohela chief Najib-uddanla in December, 
A.D. 1763, A.H. 1177. His son Jawahir 
Singh succeeded Mm. 
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Suraj Singh, Raja j 

son of TJdai Sin^li Batlior, tTie son of Kae 
Maldeo. After the death of his father, a.d. 
1594, A.H. 1002, he was raised by Akbar to a 
suitable rank, and served under that emperor 
and his son Jahangir for several years. The 
mansab of 5000 was conferred on him by the 
latter. He died in the Deccan, ad. 1619, 
A.H. 1028, and Baja Gaj Singh, his son, 
succeeded him, and,' as his father was uncle 
to the emperor Shah Jahan on the mother’s 
side, he was in a short time raised to the rank 
of 5000. Gaj Singh died on the 6th May, 
A.D. 1638, 2nd Muharram, a.h. 1048. His 
son A mar Singh IdllecI Salabat IHian Mir 
BalAshi in a.d. 1624, a.h. 1054, and was 
himself cut to pieces at one of the' gates of the 
fort of Agra, now called Amar Singh Gate.

on Wecliiesday the 22iid February, a,d. 1514, 
26th 2il-hijja, a.h. 919, and succeeded his 
father, Shah*Isma‘il I. to the throne of Persia, 
on the 24th May, a.d. 1524, 19th Bajab, 
A.H. 930, when he was ten years of age. The 
reign of this prince owes much of its celebrity 
to the truly royal and hospitable reception 
he gave to the emperor Humayun (g'.4?.), 
A.D. 1543, when that monarch was forced to 
fly from India, and to take shelter in his 
dominions. All the means of the kingdom 
were called forth to do honour to the royal 
guest ; and they were as liberally furnished to 
replace him upon his throne. Shah Tahmasp 
died at the age of 64 after a reign of more 
than 53 lunar years, on Tuesday the 15th 
May, A.D. 1576, 15th Safar, a.h. 984. His 
fourth son, Ismail Mirza, succeeded him. 
According to his own request he was buried 
at Mashliad. 

Talimasp II. Sliah Safari 

king of Persia, was the 

son of Sultan Hnsain. He assumed the title 
of king of Persia after the conflnement of his 
father by Mahmud the Afglian chief, and 
struggled a few years with his fate ; hut a 
wea£, efl;emiuate, and debauched youth was 
imsuited for such times; and he only merits 
a place in history as his name furnished a 
pretext for the celebrated Nadir, or Tahmasp, 
Qiili lOiaii to lay the foundations of his great 
power. He wms conflned at Sabzwar in 
Khurasan, and put to death by Baza Q,uli 
Khan, the son of Nadir Shah, who was then 
absent on his expedition to India in a.d. 1739, 
A.H. 1151. 

Talimasp Quli, Mirza (^li* 

a Turk, and an excellent poet, 

who flourished in the time of the emperor 
Shah Jahan, and wrote a beautiful chrono- 
gram consisting of nineteen verses in Persian 
on the marriage of the emperor’s eldest son, 
Dara Sliikoh, each hemistich of which gives 
the year A.D. 1633, a.h. 1043. 

Talimtirs commonly called 

Deohand or the Magician hinder, a title which 
he derived from tlie success with which he 
^varred against the enemies of his family. He 
succeeded his father, Hoshang, and was the 
tliird king of Persia of the first or Pishdadian 
dynasty. He governed Persia 30 years, and 
was succeeded by Ms nephew, the famous 
Jamshed. 

TaBsin name of 

Mir Muhammad Husain Khan, of 

Lucknow, who lived in the court of Nawab 
Mansui* ‘Ali Khan, Safdar Jang, and had the 
title of Murassa Baqam. His father, Mir

Tahsin is the author of the works called

1186, after murdering 
Shah Wall Khan, his father’s wazir, who 
intended to crown his son-in-law, prince 
Sulaiman, a younger brother of Taimnr. He 
reigned 20 years over Q,abnl, Qandahir, and 
Khurasan, and died 17th May, a.d. 1793, 
7th Shawwal, a.h. 1207, aged 47 years. He 
left several sous, mz, Humayun Shah, Zaman 
Shah, Mahmud Shah, Shah Shuja'a, Firoz 
Shah, Abbas, and Ayyub. On Taimur’s 
death a powerful faction, headed by his 
favourite wife and supported by Painda 
Khan, entitled Sarfaraz ®an, the head of 
the Barakzai family, placed Shah Zaman upon 
the throne, at Clabul; Humayun, the elder 
brother, proclaimed himself king of Qandahar, 
and Mahmud became the ruler of Herat. 

Taimur Sultan tBe 

successor of Shaihani Klian, the chief of the 
Uzhaks, after whose death in a.d. 1510, a.h. 
919, he took possession of Samarqand, and 
Jam Beg Khan and ‘Abdullah Khan divided 
Bukhara between themselves. 

Taj alii (^£^), poetical title of ^ Ali 

Baza, an encomiast of ‘Aqa Hnsain Khwfin- 
sari. He is the author of a poem called 
2£amj •tiUJOiaml. He died in a.d, 1677, 
A.H. 1088. 

Tao'ara Begam the 

mother of W aj id ‘Ail, the ex-kiiig of Lucknow, 
who proceeded to England after the annexa- 
tion of Audh to the British possessions, and 
died in France in a.d. 1857.

Taji poetical appellation of 

Mir Muhammad Husain, the native country 
of whose forefathers was Andj an, in Persia.

602, the 
Turki oflicers espoused the cause of his 
nephew, prince -Mahmud, the son of Obayas- 
uddia &mri ; but • Mahmud,' being unam- 
bitious and naturally indolent, felt satisfied 
with the throne of his ancestors at ^or, and 
proclaimed Yalduz king of Ghazni, content to 
receive homage from that chief. Yalduz had 


several battles with Qutb-uddin Aibak, Mug 
of Debli, and some time after that king’s death 
recruited his army and marched towards India 
with a view to conquer that country, but was 
defeated near Behli by Shams-uddin Altimsh 
in A.D. 1215, A.H. 611, and, being taken 
prisoner, was imj)risoned in Badaoiq wbere, 
according to some accounts, he died a natural 
death, hut, according to others, he wns 
poisoned. The whole length of his reign was 
nine years. A list of the Sultans of the Slave 
Dynasty of Ghor, wiio reigned in India, is 
given under Qiitb -nddin Aibak.

His son Jalal-iiddin, who was the last of 
this dynasty of kings, long bore up against 
the torrent that had overwhelmed his father, 
but was at last subdued.

Sciudhia for some time, and afterwards made 
over to Jaswant Eao.

Tantia Topi a famous 

rebel chief of 1857. He was captured in 
the jungles of Perone on the 7th April, X859, 
and hanged on the 18th. It is said that 
before his death he solemnly affirmed that he 
was the instigator of the Oawnpore massacre, 
and that the Kaiia, wKo had sworn to protect 
the Europeans, was angry with him for his 
conduct and never saw him afterwards.; If 
this confession was made, it was evidently with 
the view of saving the Nana, when it eonld 
no longer injure himself. In his confession 
Tantia described himself as a Brahman of 
high caste, a native of Puna, which place he 
had left about 30 years before for Central 
India, where he became an Artillery soldier 
(Topi). He next obtained employment in 
the Nana’s establishment at Bithur in connec- 
tion with the Treasury, and was so employed 
in 1857, when the Mutiny broke out. He also 
said that he commandecl the rebel army of 
8000 men 'wliicli attaclced Colonel Greathed’s 
column on the parade ground at Agra, on the 
10th October, 1857. He declared he Was 
aware of the arrival of the column from 
Belli! before be opened fire on the encamp- 
ment that morning, and did not suppose he 
had only the Agra brigade to deal with, as 
we imagined. He was deceived, however, 
after the action had commenced, by seeing 
a reinforcement of European redcoats coming 
up (Greathed’s men being dressed inMalAi), 
for whose appearance and apparent numbers 
(for they were reported to be 2500 men) he 
could not account ; hut supposing them to be 
new arrivals from down- country, he imme- 
diately retreated ; otherwise he would have 
held his ground, and not have allowed Colonel 


Breathed to win so easy a rictory. Tantia 
also mentioned that the largest force he ever 
commanded was at the battle, of the Betwa, ' 
when he had under him 22,000 fighting men, 
and 130 pieces of ordnance of various calibre.

But this is evidently 
erroneous; for there is no doubt that the 
eiiiperifr Tleraclius, when be returned from 
Persia, carried that precious relic to Con- 
stuiilinople, vcliicli was deemed a more splendid 
trophy of '\'ict(»ry than all his spoils and con- 
quests. Taurfaidiikht ruled l^ersia only one 
ear and four niontlis. Slie was succeeded by 
er Cousin and lover, Shrdi Sliananda. He 
had reigned only one month wlien he was 
deposed, and ‘ Azrarm or iVrzamidukht, another 
daughter of IQiusi-o Parwiz, was raised to the 
throne, A.n, 032. This princess, who was 
alike distinguished hy her sense and beauty, 
resolved to take the whole management of 
the affairs of the kingdom into her hands. 
She would not even ap])oint a wazir. Put the 
fatal passion of a Persian noble defeated all 
her designs. Farrukh Hiirnmz, the governor 
of 3£liurasan, fell violently in love with her, 
or perhaps, with her dominions. He pro- 
ceeded to court and made liis love known to 
his royal mistress ; she refused her hand, and 
he was soon afterwards murdered through her 
instigation. As soon as his melancholy fate 
was known to his son Itusiam, he collected a 
large, army, and marched from Khmustiu to 
Madain. The queen was unable to oppose 
him ; and the young chief revenged Ids 
father by putting her to a cruel death. 
After her demise, Farnikhzad, the son of 
KJmsro Par^\iz by a female singer of Isfahan, 
was raised to the throne ; but before be had 
reigned a month, his days were terminated by 
poison. Such were the events which imme- 
diately preceded the reign of Yezdijard III. 
and tlie fall of the Persian monarchy.

1790 he was defeated in Travancore, 
and, yielding to the British arms, he con- 
sented, in A.D. 1792, to make peace with 
Lord Cornwallis by delivering np his two 
sons as hostages, and paying, besides part of 
his dominion, above three millions sterling. 
His intrigues with the French, and his 
machinations to destroy the English power, 
renewed the war in a.d. 1799. He, was 
attacked by the British in his very capital, 
and was killed whilst bravely defending him- 
self on the ramparts on the 4th May, a.d. 
1709, 2Sth ^il-Qa‘da, a.h. 1213, aged 52 
years. lie was buried in the mausoleum of 
ids father in the garden named Lai Bagh. 
Tipu, though oppressive and capricious, 
patronized the arts, and his fondness for 
literature was displayed in the collection of 
books foiiiul in his palace, cousistiug of 
various works in the Suuslait language of the 
10th century, translations of the Quran,

Tirandaz Khan a slare 

of the emperor Akbar Shah the Great, was 
raised to high rank and received the title of 
Klian. He built his house on a spot of 
ground, consisting of six bigas, in Agra, 
towards the south of the house of I.siain 
Khan Eumi. He was raised to the rank of 
2000 and appointed governor of Ahmadabad 
by the emperor Shah Jahau. 

Tirmizi also ' called Hakim- 

al-Tirmizi. This was the title or surname of 
Ahii ‘Alxliil ah Muhammad hiii-‘Ali, an 
author and philosopher of Tirmiz, in Bersia, 
who died in the year a.d. 8(59, a.h. 255. 

Todar Mai or Torar Mai 3^), 

the celebrated minister of finance, or Diwan 
of the emperor Akhar Shall, was a Hindu of 
the tribe of Kjiattri of Ltiliore. He was 
appointed Suhadar of Bengal in a.d. 1580, 
A.H. 988, and died at Lahore in the 36th 
year of the reign of that monarch, on Mon- 
day the 10th November, a.d. 1589, 11th 
Mubarram, a h. 998. Ahii‘l Fazl describes 
him as entirely devoid of avarice and quite 
sincere, hut of a malicious and viudictive 
temper, and so observant of the fasts and 
other superstitious of the Hindus as to draw 
down upon him reproof even from Akhar. 

Tufaii tke name of All’s 

nephew. 

TugBan Khan tBe Mu- 

hammadan governor of Bengal in a.d. 1243. 
He invaded the principality of Jahazpur, in 
XJrysa, and was defeated by its Baja, who 
pursued him into Gour, his metropolis ; but 
reinforcements from Audh compelled the 
Eaja subsequently to retreat. 

TugBan SBaB I. a jorince 

of the Saljuqian family, w’hose sojat of govern- 
ment was hiaishapiir. This prince is said to 
have been defeated in his younger days in a 
battle fought against Ibraliim hin-Nayril, 

; who took liim xnisonor and blinded him. 
After some time his uncle Tughral Beg seized 
Ibrahim, murdered liiin, and restored the 
titular kingdom to his cousin Tughaii Shah. 
The poet ArzaqT lived in his time and wrote 
several panegyrics in his praivso. 

TugBan SBaB II. a prince 

of the Saljuq dynasty, who ascended the 
throne of Fersia after the d(3ath. of Sultan 
Saiijar and, after several battles, was defeated 
and slain by Taka.sh, the Sultan of IGiw'anzin, 
/ and died in A.D. 1185, a.h. 581. 
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Tnghan Taimur Kliaii ( 

a descendant of tlie Mu^al 

kings of Persia and ruler of Jiu'jan. After 
tlie deatli of Siiltaii Abu Said and Arpa lOian 
be conquered several prorinces of Hixurasan 
and subdued the Sarbadals of that place. He 
was at last slain by Khwaja Abia Kirati, 
chief of the Sarba'dals, on Saturday the 
Util December, a.d. 1353, 16tb Zi-(ia‘da, 
A.H. 754. 

Taglilaq a slave of Sultan 

Gliayas-uddm Balban. His son, after mur- 
dering Kbiisro Shfib, ascended the throne of 
Debii and assumed the title of ^layas-iiddin 
Tiighlaq in a.d. 1321. 

TugMaq Shah Vide 

(Hiayas-uddin Tughlaq Shah and Muhammad 
Tughlaq Shah. 

Tughrai surname of Hasan 

Ahi Isma‘il of Isfahan, a celebrated wazir of 
the king of Mousal, Sultan Mas‘aud Saljhqi. 
He was called Tughrai on account of his 
excellence in the species of writing styled 
Tnghra, and also had the title of ‘ ‘ Honours 
of "W'riters,’’ but is better known in Europe 
by his admired Arabic poem, entitled Carmen 
T-a^rdi. Being taken prisoner in a battle 
where his sovereign was defeated by his 
brother Mahmud, a.d. 1120, a.h. 514, he 
was put to death by that prince’s wazir, who 
hated him for his great abilities. A collection 
of the poems of Tiigbi’di has been made, the 
most celebrated of which is that called Lama- 
uWAjam. 

Tughrai title of Amir YemTn- 

uddin, of Alashhad, a poet, and author of the 
Knllidt Ta^rde Mashhadl, a collection of 
poems, odes, elegies, etc., which also contains 
the following prose works, all of which are 
entertaining novels, viz. Mirat-ul-3Laftf(hj 
Kanz-nl-Mqdniy Majmfiq-td-Gharib^ Chash- 
mae Faiz^ and Amvdr-uUMuhdraJc. He died 
at a place called I’areomud in a.d. 1324, a.h. 
724. There is an Inslia supposed to have 
been written by him entitled Amhae Tvghrdi. 
He was contemporary with the Tartar king of 
Persia, Muhammad Klmda Banda, and his 
son Abu Said. 

Tughrai, Mulla (L. ^|yeSa), an author 

who lived in the middle of the lltli century 
of the Ilijri. 

Tughrai Beg (( Jy^'' (the Tan- 

grolipix of the Greeks) was the son of 
hlikail, the son of Saljuq, and the first 
Sultan of the Saljuqides, Tu^ral Beg and 
his brother Ja‘far Beg Baud were in the 


service of Sultan Mahmud of ^lazn!. After 
defeating Sultan Mashtud I. son of Sultan 
Mahmud, in a battle fought in a.d. 1038, 
A.H. 429, he assumed the title and state of a 
sovereign at Xaishapur. lie subdued ‘Iraq, 
took Baghdad, and by its reduction became 
master of the person <)f the Hialifa al-Qaeni 
Billfih, who invested liiin as SuilTin of IHiiirasan, 
appointed him vicegerent or vicar of the holy 
prophet, and the lord of all Muhammadans. 
He gave Ins sister in marriage to the khalif, 
and his nephew Alp Arsalan afterv/ards married 
the daughter of the al-Miiqtadi. The 

Saljuq family divided into tliree branches and 
settled in Hamdan, Ivirman and liuni, or 
Anatolia. Tughrai Beg died, after a reign of 
25 lunar years, a.d. 1003, a.h. 455, aged 70 
lunar years, and, as he had no issue, he was 
succeeded by his nephew Sultan Alp Arsalfin, 
the son of Abu Ja‘far Daucl. The following 
are the names of the Sultans of the Saljuq 
djmasty of Iran or Persia : 

1. Tughrai Beg, the son of Mikail, the son of 

Suij uq. 

2. Alp Arsalan, nephew of Tughrai Beg. 

3. Malikshah, the son of Alp Arsalan. 

4. Barkayaraq, the son of Malikshdh. In 

his reign the empire was divided, he re- 
taining Pepsia; Muhammad, his brother, 

Syria and Azarbaijan, and Sultan Sanjar, 

iGxui'asan and Mawarim-nabr. 

Tughrai II. ( also called Tughrai 

Sultan, of the race of Saljuq, was the son of 
Sultan Muhammad, the son of Alp Arsalan. 
He was raised to the dignity of Snlfan by his 
uncle Sultan Sanjar, a.d. 1132, a.h. 525, 
after the death of liis brother Sultan Mahmud, 
and, after a reign of three years, died in 
October, a.d. 1134, Mubarram, a.h. 525, 
aged 25 years. His brother Mas‘aud suc- 
ceeded him. 

Tughrai III. a Sultan of the 

Saljuqian family, wms tbe sou of Arsalan 
Shah, the son of Sultan Miilianmiad, the 
brother of Sultan Sanjar, After the death 
of Sultan Sanjar, a.d. 1157, a.h. 552, Persia 
continued, for a period of forty years, to be 
distracted with the wars of different branches 
of the Saljuqian dynasty. The last who 
exercised power was Tughrai III. who suc- 
ceeded his father, Arsalan Shah, in January, 
A.D. 1176, Jumada II. a.h. 571, and, after a 
reign of ten years, was seized and imprisoned 
by his uncle and wazir, Qizal Arsalan, who 
resolved to usurp the throne, hut tell by the 
hand of an assassin in a.d. 1191, a.h. "587, 
and the kingdom was restored to Tughrai. 
He was, however, after some yeai's, defeated 
in a battle, taken prisoum- and executed by 
Takasb, ruler of Klnvarizrn, a.d. 1194, 
A H. 590, and bis head sent to jNasir, the 
lAalifa of Baghdad. IVith this prince ter- 
minated the Saljuqian inonarchs of Persia, 
who had governed that country from the 
commencement of the reign of Tughrai I. to 
the death of Tughrai III. — 158 years.

and a celebrated poet among the Hindus. He 
is the author or the Rmmym in the Bhakha 
dialect. He flourished in the reign of the 
emperors Akhar and Jahangir, was originally 
an inhabitant of Eajaphr, near Chitarkot and 
Tarhiiwan; but went about as an ascetic from 
one place to another, and died at Benares on 
the 24th October, a.d. 1623. In the Bhakha, 
or pure Hindi, there are still extant many 
elegant poems, songs, etc., the productions of 
Hindu poets, mz, Kab Gang, Tulshi, Bihari, 
Oirdhar, Lalach, Siirdas, Hahir, Nauhak ; 
and to these we may add the names of Malik 
Muhammad Jayesi, Ahmad Wahab, Mu- 
hammad Afzal, Amir Klian, etc., as they 
composed in both dialects. Girdhar Das is 
the author of another Emmyan,

Turkan Kliatun a 

daughter of Sultan Jalal-uddin of Khwarizm. 
She was given in marriage by Halaku !^an 
to Malik Shab, son of Badr-nddin Lulu, 
prince of Mansal. 

Turkan Khatnu wife 

of Snltan Jalal-uddin Malikshah. 


Turkman the poetical name 

of a person whose father was a native of 
Shiraz, but he was born in India, and was 
living about the year A.D. 1690, a. h. 1102. 


Turtush a brother of Malik- 

shah the Saljuqian, against whom he rebelled, 
and was compelled to save himself by leaving 
the kingdom. This appears to be the same 
person called by Ibu-lHiallikan, Turtush the 
son of Alp Arsalan, who took prisoner Atsiz, 
a Sultan of lOiwarizm, and put him to death 
on the 21st October, a.d. 1078, 11th Itabi‘ 
II. a.h. 471. Turtush was slain in a battle 
fought against his nephew Barkayaraq, on 
Sunday the 25th February, a.d. 1095, 17th 
Safar, a.h. 488, aged 30 years. 


Tutash Turtush. 
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‘Ubid ( a poet wlio lived in the 

time of Sultfin ^myas-uddm Tnghlaq Sliah, 
and was buried alive on account of Ms having 
raised a false report that the king was dead, 
and tliat a great revolution had taken place at 
Dohli. This event took place in the second 
year of the king’s reign, a.d. 1322, a.h. 722. 

‘Ubid Khan ruler of the 

XJzbaks, was contemporary with Sh ah Tahmasp 
I. Safwi, king of Persia, who in a battle 
defeated his troops, and gave them a signal 
overthrow in a.d. 1527, a.h. 935. 

‘Ulbid-ullah (jlUI sovereign of 

the Uzbaks. This monarch was the nephew 
of the celebrated Shahi Beg IQian, the con- 
queror. lie commenced his reign about the 
year a.d. 1542, a.h. 949. 

‘Uhid-ullah Ahrar Naqshhand 

0, a celebrated learned 

Musalraan and saint of Kliurasan, among the 
number of whose disciples Maulwi Jami was 
one. He died in the month of February, 
A.D. 1491, EahP II. A.H. 896, and is buried 
at Saniarqnnd. Amir Alisher, the celebrated 
'wazir of Siiltau Husain Mirza, who much 
respected him, found the chronogram of the 
year of his death in the words “Khuld Barin.” 

‘Ubid-ullali-al-MaMi (iUUl a - ;._r 

a cliief of Barbary, in Africa, 

'who, in A.D, 910, a.h. 298, rebelled against 
the king of that eountry, of the race of 
Aghtdi, and assumed the* title of IChalif of 
Qairwan (the ancient Gyrene, and residence of 
the A ghlabitc princes). * To give the greater 
'w^eight to his pretensions, lie also took the 
surname of al-Mahdi, the director. According 
to some, also, he pretended to be descended 
in a right line from ‘All, the son of Abu 
Talib, and Fatima, the damghter of Muham- 
mad ; for which reason the Arabs called him 
and his descendants Fatimites. He likewise 
encouraged himself and his followers by a 
traditional^ prophecy of Muhammad, that at 
the end of 300 years the sun shoxild rise out 
of the West. Having at length driven the 
Aghlahites into Egypt, where they became 
known by the name of Maghrabians, he 
extended his dominions in Africa and Sicily, 
making Qnirwan the place of his residence. 


He sent several of his generals at different 
times to conquer Egypt, hut they were alw'ays 
defeated and obliged to fly to (lair wan. 
Al-AIahdi reigned in Barbary 24 years, and 
was succeeded by bis son Abul Qasim, wbo 
then took the surname of al-Qayeiii Alahdl. 

‘Ubid-Tillali bm-Masa‘ud (tdJt 

), autlior of a Coiumentary 

on the Wiqdya, a work on jurisprudence, 
entitled Shark Wiqdi/a. He is also the author 
of iXiQ Mikaifa, Avhicli is sometimes called 
MiikJiiasir-al-- Wiqdya, being in fact an 
abridgment of that w^ork. ‘tTbid-nllah died 
A.D. 1349, A.H. 750.

'Ubid-ullali ibu-Qais (^A 4IJI 

a distill giiisbed Arabian poet, 

'ivho commemorated the death of Misaa‘h, the 
son of Ziiheir, who was on terms of friendship 
with him, and had fought in his cause in the 
year A.D. 690, A.H. 71 . 

‘Ubid-ullab ibn-Zayad aI!! 

Abj) was appointed governor of Kufa 

by the Idialif Yezid in the rooni of al- 
Naraan, a.d. 679, a.h. 60. lie beheaded 
Muslim, Husain’s cousin, and his troops 
surrounded Husain at Karbala, who, having 
desperately engaged his troops, was after long 
resistance cut to pieces with all his men in 
October, A.D. 680, Muharrany, a.h. 61. In 
the reign of Abdnlmalik, ‘ Chid -iil lab wars 
sent to Kufa with leave to plunder it for 
throe days ; hut, before he roachod that city, 
al-lMukhtar, then ruler of that place, sent 
his forces against him under the command of 
Ibruhim, the son of Alashtar, when, after a 
sharp engagement, ‘rbid-nllah’s forces were 
beaten, and himself killed in the camp. 
Ibrahim, having cut off his head, sent it to 
al-Malditar, and burned his body. This 
circumstance took ])lace in August, a.d. 686, 
Muharram, a.h. 67.

‘Ubid Zakani 

brated jester and poet, was contemporary 
with the poet Salman Sawaji. Ho composed 
several ludicrous verses on Jaliaii IGhatiin, the 
■wife of iniwaja ximin-uddin, wazir of Shah 
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Al^u Is-liaq, ruler of Sliiraz. He is the 
author of the work called Eisdla dar Um Bayan, 
which he dedicated to the king, and also of a 
Diwan. He died in a.d. 1370, a.h. 772. 

Udaipuri Beg^am the 

favourite wife of the emperor ‘Alamgir, and 
the mother of the prince Kamhakhsh, whom 
his father clierished with the utmost tender- 
ness as the son of his old age. She was 
living in A.D. 1686. She is believed to have 
been a Sisodia from Jodhpur, 

Udai Singli Uana of 

Chittor, was the son of liana Sanka, the 
emperor Bahar’s competitor, but a man of 
feeble character. In his time the fort of 
Cliittor was taken by the enipei*or Akbar in 
!March, a.d. 1508, Slmbaii, a.h. 975. His 
son, Rfuia Paj'tap, founded the new capital 
called Udaipur, which is still occupied by his 
dosceudants. Eauii Partfip Singh died a.d. 
1595, a. II. 1004, and Ainar Singh his son 
succeeded him, and died in the 14th year of 
Jahangir, a.d. 1620, A.ir. 1029. 

Udai Singh Rathoiiri 

commonly called Mota 

Eaja, was the son of llfie Maldeo, of Jodhpur 
Marwar. He served under the emperor 
Akhar, and in the year a.d. 1586, a.h. 
994, gave his daughter, named Balmati, 
in marriage to Suhaii Salim (afterwards 
Jahangir), by wbom lie had Shah Jah an. 
lie was raisetl to high rank, and Jodhpur, 
})is native eoiiiitry, given him in jagir. Ha 
died A.D. 1594, a.h. 1002, and four of his 
wives burned themselves with his corpse. 
After his death liis son Sur a j Singh suc- 
ceeded him. 

Udliam Bai, also called Kiidsia Begam, 

a Hindu princess, mother of the emperor 
Ahmad Shah {qA\). She laid ont the garden 
on the hanks of the Jumiia, often mentioned 
in conm.'ctimi with, the siege of Hehli in 1857 
as the luidsia Bagh. 

Ugarsen U:>\j a Raja who 

is said to have reigned at Agra several cen- 
turies hehire tlio time of Sulfan Sikandar 
Lodi. After him Agra became a village of 
Bayana, the name of the Baja of which 
place Wiis Bin. 

Ulagh Beg Mirza or Ulugh Beg (^! 

a prince celebrated for 

his knowledge in Astronomy, was the son of 
hCirza ShrihrnlA, the son of Amir Taimur. 
He reigned at Samart|aud for 4-0 years during 
the lihhime of his father, whom he succeeded 
ill March, a.d. 1447, a.h. 851. He was a 
prince who made peaceful studies the chief 
object of his life, and Iiad entirely neglected 
the art of war. He assembled all the astro- 


nomers of his kingdom, and the celebrated 
Tables which arc known by his name, viz. 

Ulaj^ Beg ^ were ttie result of his labours. 
He is said to have had very largo instruments 
for making his observations, particularly a 
quadrant as high as the church of Santa Sophia 
at Constantinople, which is 180 llomau feet. 
His fate wuis cruel : ho was defeated, taken 
prisoner, and put to death by his sou iMirza 
‘Abdul Latif, on tlie 27th October, a.d. 1449, 
Eaniazan, A.H. 853. It is a consolation to 
know that this uunatnral prince enjoyed the 
power he had attained by so monstrous a 
crime only for the short space of six mouths : 
he was slain by his own soldiers. Ulagh 
, Beg’s Catalogue of fixed stars, rectified lor 
A.D. 1434, was published by Hyde, at Oxford, 
in A.D. 1665, in 4to. with learned notes, 

Ulfati poetical name of Q,ii- 

licb Iflian of Andjan, which see. 

‘Umar-al-Maksns ( the 

favourite master of the khalif Muhlwia II. 
who, after his father’s death, consulted him 
whether lie ought, or not, to accept the 
khilafat. His master told him that if he 
thought himself able to administer justice 
duly to the Musalmans, he ought to accept 
it ; ’ hut otherwise he ought not to charge 
himself with it. This kjialif had scarcely 
reigned six weeks, when ho found himself 
too weak to sustain the weight of the govern- 
ment, and resolved to lay it down. This he 
did, and had no sooner renounced the khilafat 
hut he shut himself up in a chamber, from 
whence he never stirred till he died, not long 
after his ahclicfition, of the plague, according 
to some, and according to others of poison. 
The family at IJniayya was so greatly irritated 
at his proceedings* that they vented their 
resentment upon the person of ‘Umar-ul- 
Maksus, whom they buried alive, because 
they supposed that ft was by his adrice that 

. Mu‘awia dcqiosed himself. This circimistaiice 
took place in the year a.d. 683, a.h. 64. 

‘Umar Mn-® Abdul Aziz (uUii ' 

grandson of Mar wan I. was 

the ninth khalif of the house of Uinayya. 
He succeeded Sulaiman at Damascus in Bep- 
temher or October, a.d. 717, a.h. 99, and 
died after a reign of two years and some 
months, in February, a.d. 720, a.h. 101, 
at Dyr Sainau. lie was succeeded by Yezid 
II. *This Idiallf (‘Umar ‘Abdul Aziz) was 
eminent above all others for temperance and 
self-denial, iiisonuich that, according to the 
Muhammadan faith, he was raised to IBu- 
hainmad’s bosom, as a reward for his absti- 
nence in an age of corruption. 

■‘Umar bin- 'Abdul Aziz 

w-as an eminent Mnsalman, 

who died in the year a.d. 742, a.h. 124. 
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‘Umar bin-' Abdul Aziz bin-Maja 

to-U ^jj), commonly 

called Husam-iish-Slialiid, author of a most 
esteemed Commentary. He was killed a.d. 
1141, A.H. 536. 

Ahn Bakr Ahmad biii-*XJmar-al- 

Khassaf .] 

‘Umar Mii-‘Al3dullali(ii;UU^£ 

a famous Arabian poet, who flourished in the 
time of the lAalif ‘AbdulmaHk. 

[VM& Jamil.] 

‘Umar Ibin-Kliattal) 

one of the favourite companions and father- 
in-law of Muhammad. He succeeded Ahii 
Bakr Sadiq as second khalifa after Muhammad 
in August, A.B. 634, Jumada II. a.h. 13, 
He spread his conquests over Syria and Phoe- 
nicia, and took Jerusalem after an obstinate 
siege in a.d. 637, a.h. 16. His generals 
extended his conquests over Persia and Egypt, 
and increased the worshippers of Muhammad. 
The fall of Alexandria under his power was 
marked by the destruction of its celebrated 
library, but he restored the canal between 
the Nile and the Eed Sea. Dining his reign 
the Muhammadans conquered 36,000 towns, 
destroyed 4,000 Christian temples, and built 
1,400 mosques. He was the first who was 
called “ Amir-ul-Mominin,’^ or the Lord of 
the Believers, and this title was ever after- 
wards used by all succeeding ^alifs. He 
was married seven times, and one of his 
wives was Hmm Kulsum, the daughter of 
^Ali. He was stabbed on M^ednesday the 
3rd November, a.d. 644, 25th Zil-hijja, a.h. 
23, by a Persian slave named Firoz, whilst 
saying his morning prayers in a mosque, and 
diedthree days afterwards, aged 63 lunar years. 
He reigned *10 years 6 mouths and 8 *days, 
and was succeeded in the khilafat by ‘Usmdn, 
the son of ‘Affan. ’Waring, in his Tour to 
iShlraz, mentions that while he was at Shiraz 
(a.h. 1802), the Persians (who are Shias) 
celebrated the death of the khalif ‘Umar. 

They erected a large platform, on which 
they fixed an image, disfigured and deformed 
as much as possible. Addressing themselves 
to the image, they began to revile it for 
having supplanted ‘Ali, the lawful successor 
of Muhammad ; at length, having exhausted 
all their expressions of abuse, they suddenly 
attacked the image with stones and sticks, 
until they had shattered it into pieces. The 
inside was hollow, and full of sweetmeats, 
which were greedily devoured by the mob 
who attended the ceremony.” 

‘Umar-ibn-'Ubed the 

son of Bab ; disciple of Wasil-ibn-Ala, and, 
with him, joint founder of the MuHazila sect 
or school in the eighth century a.d. He 
lived at Basra.

‘Umar Kban KMIji 

the youngest son of Sultan ‘Ala-uddin Ivhilji, 
a boy of seven years of age, was raised to the 
throne of Dehli, after the death of his father, 
by Malik Kaffir the eimiich, in December, 
A.D. 1316, Shawwal, a.h. 716. Malik Kaffir 
was assassinated after 35 days, and soon after- 
wards ‘Umar Kban was deposed by liis brother 
Mubarak l^an, who ascended tiie throne in 
January, a.d. 1317, a.h. 716. 

‘Umar Khayam He was 

originally a tent-maker, and hence Ms taljhallus 
of IQiayam. He is held to be one of the 
most remarkable of Persian poets, unpre- 
cedented in regard to the freedom of his 
religious opinion. The Voltaire of Persia, 
his works gave great offence to the priests, 
hut are, nevertheless, highly esteemed by 
general readers, apparently with justice, as 
the animation and brilliancy of his style are 
unquestionable. His hatred of hypocrisy and 
the tricks of false devotees appears his mime 
in the eyes of the supposed pious ; his toler- 
ance of other creeds was looked upon with 
equal suspicion and dislike. He was born 
at Naishapfir, and devoted much of his time 
to the study of astronomy, of which science 
he was a distinguished professor ; but it is 
said that, instead of his studies leading him 
to the acknowledgment of the Supreme 
Being, it prompted his disbelief. The result 
of his reflections on this important subject 
is given in a poem of his, much celebrated 
under the title of Umar Khmjdm, 

He was the friend of Hasan Sabbah, the 
founder of the sect of the Assassins, and, it 
has been stated on unwarranted conjectiu'e, 
assisted him in the establishment of his 
diabolical doctrine and fellowship. Great 
allowance must, evidently, be made for the 
prejudices of Musleui historians, who would, 
of course, neglect nothing calculated to cast 
odium on one so inimical to tlieir superstitions. 
‘Umar Kliaytim seems particularly to direct 
his satire against the mysticisms of Mawfisi, 
the most exalted poet of his time, tinnigh 
inferior in this extraordinary and incom- 
prehensible style to the later followers of 
the same school, Attar and the great M'lilla. 
However reprehensible his mockery would 
he if really directed against religion in 
general, it scarcely deser'^'es the severity it 
met when we consider that it was tlie abuses 
he attacked and the absurdities he ridiculed ; 
and as for the incongruities introduced into 
his poems, and his professed love of pleasure, 
he is only following, or rather pointing out 
as absurd, the contradictions of the mystic 
poets which are ditficiilt enough to reconcile 
to the understanding, whetlier allegorical or 
not. The following will give an idea of the 
true spirit of ‘Umar Khayam : 

<‘Ah ! ye who long that, in time’s coming night, 
Your names should shine in characters of 
light. 

Let not this duty ever he forgot — 

Love well your neighbour ; do him no 
despite.” 
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‘‘All ! strive your best no bnman heart to 
■ wring, " : 

Let no one feel your anger bni'n or sting ; 

Would you be wrapped in everlasting joy, 
Learn bow to suffer, and cause no suffering.’ ’ 

A famous paraphrase of the Quatrains by 
Mr. Edward Fitzgerald has been published 
by Quaritch of London. Though most 
charniing as poetry, tins version fails to 
give a correct idea of the original, which 
is a mere collection of disjointed and in- 
consistent epigrams, and by no means the 
continuous meditations of the English poet. 
A more faithful, though less artistic, version 
has appeared in Triibner’s Oriental Series ] 
made by Mr, E. H. W. Whinfield. ‘Umar 
lOiayam was contemporaneons with Hasan 
Sabhab, iSTizam-ul-Mulk, wazir of Malikh- 
shab, and Mawasi the poet. Kjiusbgo in bis 
Tazlrira has recorded the year of ‘Umar 
IDiayam’s death a.d. 1123, a.h. 517, and 
this appears to be correct. Wajid ‘Ali, in his 
Matla-uU Vlum^ says that he died in a.i).

He was governor 
of Persia during the lifetime of his father, 
and was killed in battle in a.d. 1394, a.h. 
799, aged 40 years. Baiqara Mirza wAo suc- 
ceeded him was one of his sons. 

‘Umar Shaikh Mirza 

one of the eleven sons of Sultan Abu Sa‘id 
Mirza, the son of Sultan Muhammad, the 
son of Miranshah, the sou of Amir Taimur. 
He was the father of Babar Sbab, king of 
Debli ; born at Samarkand in the year a.d. 
1456, A.H, 860, and held the government 
of Andijan during the lifetime of his 
father, wdiicb, with the united principality 
of Fargbana, be continued to govern after 
bis death, which took place in a.d.

Abrrl ‘Unsari, a natire of Balkli, and 

one of the learned men who lived at the court 
of Snltan ^lahiniul of GjiaznT. He wa.s a 
pupil of Ahu‘l Farah Sanjari and master of 
the poets Asj adi and Family i. He is esteemed 
to hold the flnst rank, as to genius, in that age ; 
for besides lieing' one of the best poets he was 
a great philosopher, versed in all the known 
sciences and all the learned languages of 
those times. Four hundred poets aud learned 
men, besides all the students of the university 
of Oliazni, acknowledged him for their master. 
Among the works of ‘Unsari there is an 
heroic pnom upon the actions of Sultan 
jHahmud. The king one night in a debauch 
having cut off the long tresses of his favourite 
slave, Ayaz, was much concerned in the 
morning for what he had done. ‘Unsari 
accosted him with some extempore lines on 
the occasion, which so pleased the king that 
he ordered his mouth to he thrice tilled with 
jewels, rio wrote a Diwau consisting of 
30,000 couplets, and died, according to Daulat 
Shah, in the reign of Sultan Masa^ud I. the 
son of Suhan Mahmud, a.d. 1040, a.h. 431.

i which arose on the death of the Prophet, 

I with regard to the succession to the IQiilafat, 

I were revived with renewed fury when, on the 

I murder of ‘Usman, the noble and unfortunate 

‘All succeeded to the dignity of Amir-ul- 
f Mominm ; and they eventuaily caused the 

f division of Islam into two great parties or 

sects, called ros])cctively the Siimils and the 
Shias, who differ materially in the inter- 
pretation of the Quran, and in admitting or 
I rejecting various portions of the oral law. 

The hatred entertained between these rival 
sects lias been the cause of constant religiotis 
wars and persecutions scarcely to he surj)assed 
in the history of any nation or creed, and 
; still separates the followers of Muhammad 

into two classes by a barrier more iusur- 
' mountable than that which divides the Homan 

Catholic from the Protestant.

Uzzan Hasan (or Hasan 

the liong), who is also called Jlosnn Beg, was 
the founder of the tribe of Turkmans called 
Aqqoinlos, or the tVhitc Sheep. After he 
had extiiqjated his rival, Jahan Slifih, the sou 
of Qara Yusaf, in a.b. 1467, and put all his 
relations to death, he engaged in a war with 
Sultan Ahii S‘aid Mirzii, king of Persia, 
who fell into his hands and was slain, a.b. 
1449. Uzzan Hasan from this event became 
sovereign of a great part of the dominions of 
the house of Taimur. After he had made 
hini-self master of Persia ho turned his arras 
in the direction of Turkey; hut his career of 
greatness was arrested by the siqierior giaiius 
of the Turkisii em])eror, Muhammad 11.' i'rora 
’whom he suifered a signal defeat, which 
terminated his schemes hif ambition. He 
died, after a reign of eleven years, at the age 
of seventy, on the 7th December, a.b. 1477, 
A.H. 882. ■ Cathoriiio Ooramenus, who is 
called by the Persians, Oariiin Commeniah, 
was married to him. She had a daughter 
named Martha, married to Shaikh ITaidfir, 
father of Shah Israfi^il SafwT, first monarch of 
the Safwian dynasty of Persia. Uzzan Hasan 
was succeeded by his son Y‘aqiib Bog. ’ 
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Victoria Gaurama, Princess 

The Princess Victoria 

Gaurama, the daughter of his Highness Prince 
Bir Bajiudar wader, ex-Kaja of Kiirg 
(Coorg), a small principality of Hindustan, 
situated near the Mysore country ; its greatest 
length is about seventy miles, and the mean 
breadth about twenty-two miles. Haidar ‘Ali 
contrived, in the middle of the last century, 
to get possession of Kurg by treachery ; hut 
in 1787 the young Baja Bir Bajindar, his 
prisoner, escaped from confinement, through 
the aid of several of his subjects, and 
succeeded in establishing himself in his 
dominions. At his death, in 1808, he left 
the succession to an infant daughter, to the 
exclusion of his brother, to whom of right it 
belonged, according to ancient usages; but 
the young princess soon afterwards abdicated 
in favour of her uncle, with the sanction of 
the British Government. 

The Princess Victoria Gaurama was horn 
in February, a.d. 1841. The melancholy 
circumstance of the death of the mother, two 
days after the birth of the child, seems to 
have led to increased affection for his off- 
spring on the part of the father, who, from 
his own previous convictions in favour of 
Christianity, determined that his favourite 
daughter should be brought up in the prin- 
ciples of the Christian faith. From this 
period the Baja entertained an anxious desire 
to visit Europe, in order that, when she had 
' arrived at a suitable age, she might be in- 
troduced into European society ; and thereby 
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receive such impressions as would promote a 
feeling favourable to Christianity. Accord- 
ingly, in the early part of a.i>. 1852, the 
prince quitted India for England, leaving at 
the city of Benares the rest of his family, 
consisting of eleven chikken, with their 
mothers. On his arrival in England the 
object of his visit was made knowm to 
the Queen, who at once most kindly and 
graciously consented to become sponsor to 
the young princess. The baptismal cere- 
mony was performed by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in the private chapel of Bucking- 
ham Palace on the SOtli dune, a.d. 1852, in 
the presence of Her Majesty, the Prince 
Consort, and numerous other members of 
the Boyal Famil^^: the princess received the 
prefix of ‘‘Victoria” to her Indian name of 
“Gaurama,” by which she had been called 
after one of the pagan divinities of her 
country. She married a British officer named 
Campbell. 

The princess is said to have become a good 
scholar under the care of those charged with 
her education. Her personal appearance wais 
exceedingly interesting and intelligent, and 
the comple.xion of her skin but little darker 
than that which Eimopeans call a deep 
brunette. Her portrait, which Winterhalter 
painted by command of Her Majesty, is at 
Buckingham Palace.

1798, by Sir John Shore, and 
Saadat ‘Ali thh brother of the late 

Nawab, was placed on the masnad, Wazir 
‘All was sent to Benares, where he murdered 
Mr, Cherry, the Political Agent, on Monday 
the 14 til January, a.d. 1799, 8th Shaban, 
A.Ti. 1213. He at first fied to Bu|;wal, and 
afterwards took refuge with the Eaja of 
Jaipur, a powerful independent chief, . who 


refused to giro him up unless under a 
stipulation of lii.s life ht-iug spared. To this 
it w-as thought prudent to aveede, and, heiuo’ 
accordingly given up tu the British in Decent 
her following, he wus broiiglit down to 
Calcutta and contined at Fort '\Viiiiain in a 
bomb-])roof, divided by iron-gratings in three 
parts; the longest, in tlie centre, -was occu- 
pied by Wazir ‘Ali, and the other two by 
seiitrie.s, one English and one native. After 
many yeans captivity, he was transported to a 
more suitable prison, in the palace built for 
Tipii Suitrin's family in the tort of Yeilore, 
wdiere the females of bis family subscquentlv 
joined Mm, and there he died. * Lord Teign- 
moiith, in the Life of his father, states that 
Wazir ‘Ali died in rigorous confinement in 
Fort William, hut tliis appears to he a 
mistake. His death took place in the month 
of May, A.D. 1817f Eajab, a.h. 1232, after 
17 years 3 months and 4 days’ confinement, 
and was buried at Ktisi Baghaii, close to a 
tomb of one of the sons of Tipii Sultan. 
He w'a.s then in his 36th year. His mother 
was the wife of a Farrash. The expenses 
of bis marriage in a.d. 1795 amounted to 
30 lakhs of rupees, while 70 rupees were 
sufficient to defray all the cost of his funeral 
in A.D. 1817 ; a strange reverse of fortune.

from the commencement of the Hijri era, 
A.D. 622, to the year a.d. 1300, a \mry in- 
teresting work. Yafa‘i, according to some, 
died in a.d.

A.D. 1573, A.H. 981, and that Qasiiu Arsalan 
found the chronogram of his death to be 
“ fakharalyas.” His eldest sou, Ghayas- 
iiddiii ‘Alij’was also endowed with an excellent 
disposition, and served Akbar for a long 
period. In the 26th ^^ear of Akbar’ s reign, 
A.D. 1581, he was honoured with the title 
of Yaqib Kliaii, by which he is now' best 
know'll. In the time of Jahangir he attained 
still further honours, and died at Ajiiiir in 
A.D. 1614, A.H. 1023.

882, 
and became tlie Idng' of the Turkman tribes 
called Aqqoinlu, or the AYhite Sheep. After 
his death he was succeeded by bis son Alwand 
Beg, who was defeated about the year a.h. 
1500, A.H. 996, by Shah Ismadl I. Safwi. 

Ya'qub bin-Idris

Ya'qub bin-Lais Saffar, Amir 

called Yakut. He was the first who rohelled 
against the Abbasides, and was the I'ouiider of 
the dynasty of the SaiTiri, or Srjfarldes, wliicli 
signifies a pewterer. He raised himself from 
tlie humble station of a coppersmith to the 
rank of a sovereign in Sistan, and having 
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obtained tbe possession of ttiirasan and 
Tabaristaii in a.d. 874, a.h. 260, from Mu- 
bammad, tlie son of Tabir II. whom be took 
pi'isoner, lie was declared rebel by tbe &alif 
iMo^ta.mid, in consequence of wbicli be marcbed 
with a powerful army towards Baghdad in 
the year a.d. 878, a.k. 265, but died on tbe 
road after a reign of 11 years. He was suc- 
ceeded by bis brother Amru bin- Lais.

He is a brother of Muhammad 
IGuin, who, being dispossessed and kept for 
Some time a prisoner on tbe annexation of 
Sindh under Sir Charles Napier, was allowed 
to return, and afterwards lived at Haidarabad 
as a private gentleman upon a pension from 
Government. 

Yazdi author of a treatise 

concerning divine love, called Risdlaifl haydn 
Muhabbat. 

Yazdijard I. surnamed Al- 

‘Atliim or Al-‘Asim, tbe Sinner (the Isdigertes 
of the Greeks), whom some authors term tbe 
brother, and others tbe sou, of his predecessor, 
Bahrain lY. whom he succeeded to the throne 
of Persia, a.d. 404. This monarch is repre- 
sented by Persian historians to have been a 
cruel prince, and, we are told, the nation re- 
joiced when he was killed by the kick of a 
horse. He died after a reign of 16 years, 
and was succeeded by his son Babram Y. 

Yazdijard II. (the second 

Isdigertes of the Greeks), succeeded bis father, 
Babram Y. to the throne of Persia, a.d. 438. 
He was a wise and brave prince, and reigned 
18 years. 

Yazdijard III. the son of 

Sbahryar and grandson of ICiusro Parwez, 

w^as raised to the throne of Persia after the 

dethronement of the queen Arzami Dakht, 
A.D. 632. Ho is the Isdigertes III. of the 
Greeks, and a contemporary of ‘Umar, the 
Klialif of Arabia. This prince, who appears 
to have been as weak as be was imfortunate, 
sat upon the throne only nine years ; that 
being the period from liis elevation to, the 
battle of N alia wand, which decided the fate 
of Persia, and which, from its date, a.d. 
641, fell under the dominion of the Arabian 
Eialifs. For a period of ten years afterwards 


this monarch was a fugitive, and possessed 
no power whatever. He first fled to Sistan 
then to IQmrasaii, and lastly to Marv, where 
he was murdered a.d. 6 5 1 , , a . h . 31. He .was 
the last sovereign of the house of Sasan, a 
dynasty -wiiicli ruled Ikirsia for 4L5 years. 

. It is from the eonrmeneement of his * reign 
that the Persian Era, which is in use to this 
day in Persia, is called after biin the Era 
of Yezdijard. It began on Tuesday tbe 
'16tli June, A.D. 632, 20tli Eabi' I." a.h. 
11, being only eight days after Muhammad’s 
death. 

Yazid ^ tbe son of 

Ahu Sufian. He died by the plague that 
raged in Syria in the year a.d. 639. The 
mortality both among men and beasts was so 
terrible that tbe Arabs call that y'ear “ ‘Am- 
ul-ramada,” or the year of destruction. By 
this pestilence the Saracens lost 25,000 men, 
among wlioin were Abu ‘Obeida, general of 
tbe Saracen army at Syria, Sarjabii, ibn- 
Hasana, formerly hluliamiaad’s secretary, 
and Yazid ibn- Sufian. 

Yazid I, tlie son of 

Muhiwia and tbe second Hialif of the house 
of Umayya. His inauguration was performed 
at Danmscus on the same day that his father 
died, viz. on the new' moon of the month 
of liajab, correspoiidiiig wdtb the 7tli April, 
A.D. 680, 1st Ilajab, a.h. 60. He wms a 
man of considerable taste and refinement, an 
eloquent orator, and an admired poet. Some 
specimens of bis composition, wliicli are still 
extant, display no ordinary powers of mind. 
Tbe first and the last lines of tbe ode -witli 
which the bard of Persia, the celebrated Hafiz, 
opens bis magnificent Diw'iiin, are borrow’'ed 
from Yazid. It was once sarcastically asked 
of Hafiz, “ How could a distinguished poet 
like yourself stoop to borrow^ from Yazid, 
who W'as not only an lisiirper but also tbe 
murderer of Imam Husain?” He answ'ered, 
“ Which of you, seeing a dog running aw'ay 
with a diamond, w'oulil not stop the brute, 
and rescue the jewel from its unclean mouth? ” 
By Persian authors Yazid is never mentioned 
without ahominatiou, and ordinarily tliis im- 
precation is added to his name, “ La'nat- 
ullah,” that is “the curse of God be upon 
him;” in reference not to bis vices, but to 
tbe death of Husain, tlie son of ‘Ali, whom 
be first of all attempted to destroy by poison, 
and afterwards caused to be killed, with all 
bis family, on the phiins of Karbala. Under 
bis lAihifat the Miisalmaiis conquered all 
Kiurasan and I^nvarizm, and put the terri- 
tories of tbe ])rinees of Samavqand under 
contribution. Tiie motto of his seal was 
“God is our Lord.” Yazid died on the 31st 
October, a.d. 683, 4th Hal)i‘ I. a.h. 64, in 
the 39th year of his .age, after ho had reigned 
3 years and 8 months, and wms succeeded by 
his son Muawia II. Ilis mother’s name was 
Maisana, a Bedouin of tbe tribe of Kalabi. 
Yazid was a debauchee, and is represented 
by some Moslem waiters as an atheist.

nintli lOialif of tlie race of Uinayya, was the 
son of the Kliaiif ‘Abdiilmalik. He succeeded 
‘Umar, the son of ‘Abdul Aziz, in a.d. 720,

Yazid III. (j.J_5 Jjjj), the twelfth

hy his brother Ibrfdiini.

Ynsaf Ahnl Haji 

one of the Moorish kings of Granada, and 
the finisher of the celebrated palace of the 
Alhambra. He ascended the throne of 
Granada in the year a.d. 1333, and his 
personal appearance and mental qualiticis 
were su(*li us to win all hearts. He estab- 
lished schools in all the villages, with simple 
and iinil'orm systtuiis of eductifcioii ; he obliged 
every hamlet of more than twelve houses to 
have a mosque, and prohibited various abuses 
and indecorums that had been introduced into 
the ceremonies of religion and the festivals 
and public aiini.scments of the peojple. His 
attention was also directed towards finishing 
the great arclutectiirul works commenced by 
his predecessors, and erecting others on his 
own plans. The Alhambra, which had been 
founded hy the good lUuliammad ihu-AIah- 
raar, was now' compietod. He constructed 
the beautiful gate of Justice, forming the 
gr<and enlraiico to the fortress, which he 
finished in a.d. 1348. lie likewise adorned 
many of the courts aud halls of the palace, 
as may he seen by the inscriptions on the 
wuills, in w'hich his name repeatedly occurs. 


In the jem: a.d. 1354, as he was one day 
praying in the royal mosque of the Alhanabra, 
a maniac inished suddenly from behind, and 
plunged a dagger in his side. He wuis borne 
to the royal apartments, but expii'ed almost 
immediately. The murderer was cut to pieces 
and his limbs burnt in public, to gratify the 
fury of the populace. 

Yusaf Adil Sliali i— 

whose original name was Yusaf ‘Adil Khan, 
was the founder of the ‘Adil Sliahi dynasty 
of Uijapttr. He wms a nobleman in the ser- 
vice of Muhammad Shall II. Bahmani, king 
of the Deccan. When the Sultan left this 
world, and dissensions began to prevail in 
the kingdom, most of the foreign officers 
and soldiers attached themselves to Yusaf 
‘Adil d^ian, who, seeing the ministers of 
Sultan Mahmud it. the successor of the late 
king, bent on his destruction, withdrew 
himseU from Ahmadabad, with his family 
and follow'ers, to his government of Bijapur, 
and, resohing to become the founder of a 
kingdom, he began to add to his territories 
hy conquest. In the year a.d. 1489, a.h. 
895, he, with the assent of Malik Ahmad 
Balni, assumed the title of Shiili, and read 
the l^utha of Bijapur in his owm name. 
Yusat ‘Adil Shah" died at Bijapur in a.d. 
1510, A.H. 916, of a dropsical 'disorder, after 
he had reigned with great prosperity 21 years, 
in the 76th year of his age, and*" was*^ suc- 
ceeded by his son Ismail ‘Adil Shah.

The year of its fmishingis found by cheriibion 
— the temple of Mukka for the virtuous.’’ 
A.D. 1633, A.H. 1043. 

Tliere are upwards of 400 mosques in the 
city of Tatta (says Liitf-iillah), but almost all 
of them are going to decay. There is also a 
Orand Mosque (Juma MasjTd) begun by Shah 
Jahfin, in a.d. 1647, a.h. 1057, and dnished 
by Anrungzeh in a.h. 1072. The edifice is 
a magnificent one, about 200 yards long by 
30 broad, built of baked bricks and mortar. 
The whole site is roofed w'itli 100 domes, 
every one of tliein painted in a different style 
from auoiher. The inscriptions carved round 
the great arcli of stone, and those upon the 
two Lata stones, are excellently done in large 
letters. In short, the whole scene presciSs 
a picture of beauty and solemnity to the 
spectator. 

Yusuf Khun., Mirzu l 

a Mansahdar of 2500 in the 30th year**of 
Akhar, and suhsequentiy governor of Kash- 
mcre.

The introduction of the 
Muhammadan faith into Aliiltfin, saysFiiishta, 
first took place in the latter part of the 
first century of the Hijra, about the year 
A.D. 700, by the conepest of that country by 
MuhammacT Kasim, after whom, untirthe 
reign of Sultan Mahmud of (^aznl, no 
account is to ])e traced of its history. Slab- 
mild conquered Multan from the infidels; 
hut on the decline of the IKinzm power, 
the inhabitants succeeded in expelling the 
Muhammadans, and establishing a separate 
government. From the period of its sub- 
jugation by Muhammad Oliuri it remained 
tributary to Dehli until llio year a.d. 1443, 
A.H. 847, wdien the governor of that province, 
like most others of the kingdom at the same 
period, declared independence, after wliich 
time several princes reigned in succession. 
The first of these was one Shaikh YTisaf, a 
man of learning, wisdom, and high character, 
of the tribe of Qiireish, wliom the inhabitants 
of Multan selected to ho nihir oyer the lieople 
of Multan and rclieha, wdion the public 
prayers were read aud money coined in his 
name. Shaikh Yusaf had reigned hut two 
yeiirs w^hen his father-in-law, Eae Sohra, of 
the tribe of Langa, having seized him, sent 
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him imcler a guard to Belli!, and mounted 
tlie tbroiie under the title of Qiitb-uddin 
jMalirnud Laiiga. Abu‘l Fazl in the ^Aym- 
i-Akbari, assigns seventeen years for the 
reign of Shaikh Yusaf.

Zfibita IHiaii died a.d. 1785, and wns the 
father of that traitor, Ghnlaiii Qadir Kliaii, 
wdio suhseqnently blinded the emperor Shall 
‘Alain. Ilis second son, by name Mo'in- 
nddin Wian, commonly called Bhauhu Khan, 
received a pension of "5000 rupees from the 
British Government, and after his death a 
pension of 1000 rupees monthly was gTanted 
to his two sous, Mahmad Khaii and Jalal- 
udrlm Khan. The elder rebelled in a.d. 
1857, and being subsequently aiTcstcd died 
in Meerut Jail.

one of Muhammad’s secretaries, to whom he 
dictated tlie Qurfui. He wrote that copy 
which was used by the IHialiis or Imams at 
the command of ‘Usman, the son of Aii'an, 
the third Klialif after Muhammad. He died 
about the year a.d. 665, a.h. 45 ; some say 
that he died in A.n, 073, a.h. 54. Ho is the 
earliest antbority on the Ihn-ciFFiO'dez and 
may he called the father of the law of inheri- 
tance. Muhammad is reported to have said 
to his followers — The most learned among 
you in the laws of heritage is Zaid;” and 
the IHialifas ‘Umar and Hlsraiin considered 
him without an equal as a judge, a juris- 
consult, a calculator in the division of in- 
heritances, and a reader of the Quran, 
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Za'ifa Kliatun sister 

to Sultan Sattjar, married to Malik Taj- 
liddin Abiid Fazl, a descendant of the royal 
family of Arnrh bin-Lais. 

Zalnal) the 

daughter of Jaliash and the wife of Mu- 
hammad. She was formerly married to 
Zaid, the emancipated slave of the prophet. 
Towards the end of the fifth year of the 
Hijri, A.D. 626, Muhammad, going into 
the house of Zaid, did not find him at home; 
hut happening to espy his wife, he could not 
conceal the impression made upon him, but 
cried out, ‘‘Praise he to God, who tnrneth 
men’s hearts as he pleaseth ! ” Zainab heard 
him, and told it to her husband w^hen he 
came home. Zaid, who had been greatly 
obliged to Muhammad, wars w^ery desirous to 
gratify him, and offered to divorce his wdfe. 
Muhammad pretended to dissuade him from 
it, but Zaid, easily perceiving how little he 
was in earnest, actually divorced her. Mu- 
hammad thereupon took her to wife, and 
celebrated the nuptials with extraordinary 
magnifioeuce, keeping open house upon the 
occasion. She died nine years after the death 
of Muhammad, in the year a.d. 641, a.h. 20. 

Zainab (<UjJs>. tbe 

daughter of Khiizyma, was also one of the 
wives of Muhammad, and died two months 
after the preceding one, in the year a. d. 
641, A.H. 20. 

Zainab a daugliter of 

Muhammad married to Abu‘i ‘As. This 
man, wAo Avas an unbeliever, was taken 
prisoner in the battle of Badar, and the 
prophet would fain have drawn his son-in- 
law to him, and enrolled him among his 
disciples, hut Ahu‘l ‘As remained stubborn 
in unbelief. Muhammad then offered to set 
him at liberty on condition of his returning 
to him his daughter. To this he agreed, and 
Zaid, the faithful freedman of the prophet, 
was sent with several companions to Mecca 
to bring Zainab to Medina, where after her 
arrival, Abu‘l ‘As was released. 

ZaiH Kban 

Maksud, of Herat. A connection of Akbar 
and Jahangu’, and Mansabdar of 4500, after- 
wards promoted to 5000 : an accomplished 
soldier and literary man. He died from the 
effects of drink in a.d. 1010. 

Zain Khan Koka 

the foster-brother of the emperor Akbar. 
He was the son of IQnvaja Maqsud Hirwi ; 
his mother, whose name was Pichah Jan, 
was employed as an Annga or nurse on Akbar 
in his childhood, consequently Zain IHian 
w-as called Koka or foster-brother to Akbar, 


who raised him in course of time to the rank 
of 4500. Subsequently his uncle IHiwaja 
Hasan’s daughter was" married to Sultan 
Salim, and became mother of Sultan Parwez. 
In the year a.d. 1586, a.h. 994, Zain IHian 
was despatched with a considerable detach- 
ment against the Afghans of Sawad and 
Bijour, but he wms defeated, and Kliwaja 
Arab Bakhshi. Baja Birbal, Mulla Sheri, 
and many other persons of distinction, with 
8000 men, were killed in the action. In 
A.D. 1588 he wuis appointed to the govern- 
ment of Kabul. He died at Agra on the 
6th Mehr, a.h. 1009, corresponding with the 
19th September, a.d. 1600. He is said to 
have been the best musician of the time of 
Akbar, but a bad poet. He played chiefly 
Hindi tunes. (The same as Zain ^an,

Salafa or Shahr bano, said to be the daughter 
of Ifezdijard III. long of Persia. She was 
one of the captives when I^ersia was con- 
quered, and sold to ‘Ali, who gave her to 
his son Husain. It is said that the Khalif 
AValid I, suspecting him of a design upon 
the IChilafat, said to him, alluding to his 
mother having hocn exposed for sale as a 
slave, “ A'ou are unworthy to reign, as being 
the son of a slave.” The Imam answered, 
“ Hagar, the mother of Ishmael, the son of 
Abraham, was a slave, yet hlnhammad was 
descended from her.” The Khalif blushed 
and was silent. He was born in a.d. 657, 
A.H. 37, and died in the reign of the Khalif 
"WuM I. in the mouth of October, a.d. 713, 
Muharram, a.h. 95. He was buried in the 
cemetery called Baqir in Medina, close to 
his uncle Imam Hasan’s tomb. 

Zam-nl-^Abidin, Sultan 

son of Sultan Sikandar, 
ascended the throne of Kashmere, after taking 
prisoner liis brother ‘Ali Shah in a battle, 
in 1423. This prince improved the country 
more than any of liis predecessors. He built 
bridges, towus mid forts, and erected at Kau- 
shahra a noble palace, twelve stories high, 
eacli story of fifty rooms. He also enlarged 
and beautified tlic city of Srinagar, his capital. 
He died in a.d. 1474, after a reign of 52 
lunar years, and was succeeded by his son 
Haidar Slifih, who, after reigning little more 
than a year, was kilkal by a fall from his 
terrace, a.d. 1475, and was succeeded by his 
son Siiitan Ilasau.

This same Zal 
was put in prison by Bahman, son of Isfaii- 
diar; but he made "his escape, and married 
Rudtrha, daughter of Mehrab, governor of 
Ilabnlistan, who became the mother of Rustam. 

Unfortunately, however, he fell into the hands 
of Bahman again, who put him to death. 

Zalali Hirwi ^ who 

was a native of Herat, and who died in the 
year a.d. 1525, a.h. 931. 

Zalali Kliwansari, Mtilla

called Hakim Zalali, was a native of Khwiin- 
sar.

kingdom. Zu died after he had conrpicred 
Pars, and was succeeded by his son Karsliasp. 
This prince, who was soon set aside as in- 
competent by Zal, is considered by Persian 
authors as the last of the first, or Pislidadian, 
djTiasty ; who, oecording to their own com- 
putation, governed Persia 2450 years. The 
names of twelve kings only of their race have 
been preserved. After Karsliasp, Kaiqiibad, 
who is the first king of the second, or Kaya- 
man, dynasty, was proclaimed king of Persia. 

Ziibari the son of Muslim, an . 

Arabian author, who died in a.d. 742, a.h. 
124. 

Znbdatnn-nisa SAjj), tbe 

fourth daughter of the emperor ‘Alamgir. 
Her mother’s name was Hawab Bai. She 
was born on tbe 2Gt]i Eamazan, a.h. 1061, 
and was married to one of Dara Shikoh’s 
sons. She died a few days before her father, 
in the same month and year, a.h. 1118. 

Zubeda Kbatun tbe 

wife of Harun-al-Easlud. She was the 
daughter of Ahu Ja‘far, the son of the Klialif 
Al- Mansur, and mother of the Kli^alif Al- 
Amin. Her chastity^ was ample, her conduct 
virtuous. She died at Baghdad in June, a.d, 
831, Jumada I. a.h. 216. She is said to 
have built the city of Tabriz, in a.d. 806, 
A.H. 190. 

Zuber {JC: tbe son of Bakkar, 

a Kazi, of Mecca, and autlior of the Kitdh 
Swum and Kitdd Aljhhdr Madina. He died 
in the year a.d. 870, a.k. 250. 

Zuber' ibn-al-Awam 

was the father of ‘Abdullah ibn-Zuber, and 
an enemy of vili. Tic ivas slain by Amru 
ibii-Janniiz, a.d. 65G, and his luuid carried 
to ‘All, who not ajiproving this act- of his, 
Amru drew his sword and ran himself 
through.

Zuliak or Zoliak or AzdaMk, 

a tyrant of Persian inytliology, who overcame 
Jarashid, king’ of Persia, in a battle, and 
became ilie king of tliat country. There are 
various accounts of the descent of Ziiliak. 
Some say he was an Arabian, but descended 
from Qai'omurs (q.-v.) ; others trace Ms descent 
to Sliaddfid, and term him a Syrian ; and it 
has even been conjectured that he was the 
Astyages of the Greeks. All agree in one 
fact, tliat he was of a cruel and sanguinary 
temper. He is described as having had two 
droadi'nl cancers on his shoulders, which the 
Persian lahulisis Imve changed into snakes, 
whose hunger notliing could appease hut the 
brains of human beings : two of his subjects 
were slain daily to furnish the horrid meal, 
till the manly indignation of Kawa or Gawa, 
a blacksmith of Isfahan, whose two sons were 
on the point of being sacrificed, relieved the 
em]>ire froin this tyrant, and raised Faridun, 
a prince of the Pislidadian djmasty, to the 
throne. The fable perhaps indicates an 
ancient subjugation of Persia by a Median or 
Arab tribe 'who used the serpent, a chagon, 
for their standard. There is a ruin near 
Bamifui called by the people “The Castle of 
Zohak.” 

-whose proper name 

was Abu Islulq Ibrahim bin- Muhammad, 
was the author of several works. He died 
at Baghdad in the year a,d. 923, a.h. 311, 
when he was upwards of 80 years old.

1119, the 
title of Amlr-ul-Uiiira was conferred on liim 
with the government of tlie Deccan. It was 
by his aidTand intrigues tliat Jaliandilr Shah, 
alter the death of his father, Bahadur Shah, 
overcame all liis brothers and ascended the 
throne of Dehli, when he vas appointed to 
be chief wazir ; but after the defeat of tbat 


emperor in the battle again-t Farnikh-siyar, 
he was taken up and strangled, by order of 
the latter, as a pllnl^]ilneut for hi‘- couduet. 
His head, with that ol llu iito emperor 
Jahandar Shah, who liad il o httn put to 
death in prison, was carricfl on ptdts uid 
their bodies, liaiigiiig feet U])^\ uds uios-j an 
elephant, were exposed in tin lu v cinpcior’s 
train wdien lie made his timmphant entry 
to the palace at Dehli, This event took 
place in January, a.d. 1713, Zil-hijja, a.h. 
1124. The aged minister, Asad' Kkan, 
Zalqicjar Khiin’s father, was compelled to 
attend the procession, accompanied by the 
ladies of his family as spectators of "their 
own disgrace. Asad Khan, who, in hopes 
of making peace with the new emperor, 
had persinuled his son to visit him, and 
had thus put him in his power, with tears 
in his eyes wrote the following chronogram 
on his death : t j

Zunnun or Zul Nxtr Misri 

snrnamed Abii'l Tazl Tuban, 

son of Ibrahim, a celebrated Miilmmmaclan 
saint of Egypt, whose merits were great in 
number, andVwho is said to have performed 
many miracles, and to have been the founder 
of the sect of Siili in Egypt, where he was 
held in the greatest estimation. It is related 
in the Nafahdt that at his death, wdien they 
were carrying him for burial, a large flock of 
birds, of a kind that was never seen before, 
overshadowed his coffin to the grave. He 
died in February, a.d. 860, Zi-Qahia, a.h. 
245, and a chapel was built over his tomb in 
Egypt, where a number of other holy men 
are buried. The work called 
coutains the Memoirs of this famous saint.

In the article on ‘Alamgir I. (Aurangzeb), at 
page 49, the statement of Mr. Beale that the 
emperor’s children ivere all the issue of one 
mother seems to demand correction. According 
to the latest iiiveBtigatioiis the two elder Mirzfis 
— Muhammad, wdio' predeceased bis father, and 
Miibizzain, who succeeded to the throne — were 
the olf spring of a Hindu mother, while Kam- 
hakhsh was" the sou of a Georgian from the 
Zenana of the eldest brother of the emperor, 
the ill-fated Dara. The Persian lady named 
by Beale was the mother of three, or at most 


of four, of the emperor’s offspring. Beale 
himself partially neutralises his error at page 
46, article Akbar, Prince. (Vide Amynijfzeb, by 
Stanley Laue-Poole : ‘ ‘ Eiiiers of India ’ ’ series ;
